13, when Mr. Glover 
ag^in was called to the chair, and the affem- 
bly came to a refolution to return Humphrey 
Parfons, Efq. and Sir Robert Godfchall to the 
Court of Aldermen, who made choice of the 
former to hll the office. On the 19th of No¬ 
vember, another meeting was held at \^int- 
ner’s-Hall, when Mr. Glover pronounced an 
culogium on Sir John Barnard, and advifed 
the j.ivery to chufc hitn one of their repre- 
fentatives, notv^^ithlfanding his intention to 
refign. On all thefe occarions he acquitted 
lumfelf in a veryable manner. § His fpceches 
'iut all tliefe meetings were elegant, fpirited, 
and adapted. . 

His talents for public fpeaking, his know, 
ledge of political affairs, and his information 
concerning trade and commerce, foon after¬ 
wards pointed him out to the merchants of 
London as a proper perfon to conduft their 
appUeat;ori to Parliament on the fubjeft of 
the negicft of their trade.

J OHN GREGORY, M. D. F. R S. Fellow 
the Royal College of PhyftcUns in 
Edinburgh, and ProfelTor of Medicine in tlie 
Vnlvei'fity of Edinburgh, bom at Aberdeen 
in 1725. was thirti fon of Jam£I Cxxcory, 
M. D. Proft/lbr of Medicine in King's Col- 
lege, AbcTclcenj and of Anne daughter of 
the Rev. (Uorge Chaimcffi, Principal of 
King's College there. The family of Dr. 
Cregoty isof^rcac antiquity In Scotland, and 
ha*} for mere tlian a century paR produced a 
fuccclBon of Gentlemen, of tiie Bnl diilinc* 
rion In the learned world. Jamss Greoo- 
1^, ProkfTor of Mathematics, firR ac Sc. 
Amire^^'s, and afterwards at Edinburgh, ihe^ 
Pofters grandf-ithtr, was one of the moA 
eminent Mathematicians of the UR age, the 
age cf M.achematics. He invented the Rc* 
Retting TeUfeope, iiv>provcd by Sir Ifaac 
Newton. His Opka Piomcta^ and other 
Mathematical woiks, are Rill in higli iT- 
tecin. 

David Cicgory of Oxford, another of the 
fjmily, the Dodlor's coufin, publilhed an 
excellent and complete Treatifc of Aftrono- 
ii]>, ioonJed upon the principles and expla¬ 
natory of the doctrine, of Sir Ifaac Newion. 
Janifa (irtiory, M. IX the Doctor’s eldtf> 
L.other, fuccctdcd tlieir father as* PiOfeflbr 
cl Mcd.cmc in King's College, Aberdeen : 
and tlic Uortor, of whom we write, has left 
a fon, who now l>olds the office of ProfclToi* 
of the InRitutions of Medicine in the Uni- 
vtifity of Edinburgh, made vacant by the 
elcdfion of Dr. Cu^en to be foie Profeffer of 
practice, after his father^s death. It Rems 
to be the UcRiny of this family to enlarge 
fcicncc- and inRiu£l mankind, and we hope 
it Will long hold tlus honourable dlRindbon^ 
Though Dr. Gregory’s father d.ed witen 
his fon was very young, his education was 
cart fully and fuccefsfuUy conducted by able 
and Bcilful perfons, who were attached to bis 
Either and family, as well as to the duty they 
owed to their pupil* In Rich a lujippy fitua- 
tion for improvement, Dr.' Gregory made af 
rapid progrefs in his Rudies. At Aberdeen, 
he btcanie thoroughly acquainted with the 
learned languages, and with his own; here 
he finiHied lus comCb of philolpphy, andhjs 
mathematical Rudies j for like the rcR of hit 
anceRois, he was deeply veifcd in mathema^- 
tJeal knowledge. And in this admirable 
fchool, wliere abRradt fcience itlelf has un^ 
dergone a Rgnal reformation, and has leamed 
to fpcak the language of common fenfo,^ anfl 
to adorn itfclf with tht graces of taRe'hnd elo¬ 
quence, Dr. Gregory cultivated an elegant 
Eijao?. Mao* 


and juR taRe, clearnefs and beauty of ex- 
preffion, with preciRon of judgment, and 
extenfive knowledge. With the cirde of 
fcience, he poffeffed a great fliare of common 
fenfe, arid of the knowledge of men. This 
he difplays in his writi;'^ ; and evidently 
carried into his a fpirit congenial 

to that of tRe G^^'E!b‘d& and Beatties, gentle¬ 
men with whom he lived in the clofeR habiu 
of friendship. 

Havfhg hnilhcd at Aberdeen lus courfeof 
^udy Ih language!!, arts, ard philofopliy, in 
1742 he went to Edinburgh, to profecute 
•the Rudy of medicine. 

Having attended the excellent courfei of 
the late Dr. Alexander Monro, the celebrated 
Proftffor and father of Anatdmy there—of 
Dr. AlRon, on the Ma^crig Medica, and 
Botany—of Dr. Plummer, on ChemjRry—cX 
Dr. Sinclair, the elegant and favourite feho- 
lar of Boerh^tave, on the InRitution of Medi- 
cine—of the dagacious Rutherford, on the 
Praftice of Medicine—he went to Leyden in 
1745, and to Paris in 1746, for forthcr im« 
provement. 

While at Leyden, he received a fpontanc- 
ous mark of the cRccm in which he wax 
held by thofo among whom, apd by whom, 
iw had been educated, in having the dcgreic 
of Doctor of Phyfic conferred upon him by 
the Univeslity of Aberdeen} and when he 
neturnert theic from Paris, he wis appointed 
Profeffor of Philofopliy in King's College, lie 
held tins ProfcfforRtip for three or four years, 
arjd during that time he gave le^mcs, or ra¬ 
ther a complete course, according to the me<^ 
tUod of education in that Univevfity, on thy 
Mowing important branches of knowledge, 
]. Mathematics. 2. Natural and Experiment 
tal PliUofophy. 3. E^iesj and Mqral Philo- 
fophy, 

In 1754 he went to Lond 9 p, where ho 
waschofen Fellow of the Royal Society, and 
cultivated tlic acqitaintance, and Axed ihe 
• cRecra and friendship, of fome of the moR 
diRinguiBicd literati there. Edward Monr 
tague, Efquiiie, an eminent matheroa^cian, 
and worthy man, maintained a Rrm friendr 
Ihlp for ^ Df^lor, .founded on t^e R^la- 
rity o^thdr manners apd Rudies. Hi&XMy, 
Mrs. Montague, and Cieorge Lord LytRetonf 
were of tlie number of his fclends *, ^nd it 
npt improbable but he would h%v^ continued- 
in L^qn^ and ,pradlifed there in his pro- 
fofliqn, if lire death of his brother Ja Acs Gre¬ 
gory, M, D. and ProfefliJr of Phyfic IniKing** 
College, Aberdeen, ini7 jjS, had not occaRon- 
cd lus belBS recaik 4 to hia native univcrfity,^ 
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to fiU the chair of Profeflbr of PbyfiOi vaoant 
hy his brother's death. His occu^-ations in 
phyfic now began to be a^ive : gave a 

courfe of tenures in phyfic, and pradtifed in 
his proftificOi with um\erfal appldufc. 

In 1766, on the mournful occafion of the 
death of Dr. Robert Whytt, tlw ingen ous 
Profeflbr of tltc Theory of Phyfic at tdm- 
burgh, Hr.

^^-UTHBERT SHAW was bon at Ra- 
^ venfwoith, near Riclimond, ni Vork- 
flure,abourtheyear 1733,or 1739. Hisf.>tlKr 
was A perfon in low cirtiumAances,and follow¬ 
ed the occupation oV a (hoemakir. Our Autiior 
was fiiU put to fchcol at KLrkhyhiU, in hiS 
fother'sneighljburhood | but he wasfoon re* 
moved to Scerton, five' miles fom Rich* 
tnond, where, after having gone through a 
common couifc of education, he was appoint¬ 
ed Ufher' Some time after he beciimc Ufher 
to the Grammar-fcly>ol at Darlington under 
Mr. Metcalf, andf^while there, publiHitd his 
firft Poem, in 1756, called Uber^ Hom- 
kly inferibed to the Rc. Hon. ttie Earl of 
Datiiivgton,’* 410, During hisrer»«^cnce at this 
place he began to flitw that negligence of the 
dilates of piudence, and the rules of oecono* 
my» wlilch marked his future IHe, inAanuch 
that lie was obliged to quit his poA and the 
country 1 and w.th nothing but his talents 
came in qucA ot fortune to the metropolis. 

Ihe exaA time of his arrival in Eondon 
we are unable to afeertain } but we arc m- - 
formed tint ids fii A employment was writing 
paiagraphs and effays for the ncwfpapers.

til the 14th May 1761, wheii he perfonated 
Pierre, in Venice Prefci ved, for hisownbenc- 
fit. He poiTctrcd hut few of the nqnditM 
fi.r the Theatre txcipt figure, and from tins 
time feetns to have ah.mc^oncd a puifuit lionl 
w'tjich be was hki-ly to derive neither profit 
nor rredic. From tins period we hear no 
more of lum as an .iffor. 

In the ’beginning of the year 1761 he 
refumed the pm, and tnc poetical war kiBCt* 
led up by Churchiil rjging at rhat juiidfure 
with great violence, lu wrote a S.tt:rL‘, called, 
“ The Four F.»rth,ng Candles,*’ 4to. in 
widch he att-icki-d Wtfl* Moyd, Churchill, 
CoJifian, and ShirUy. Tin. ptiiotmarce 
was executed witti fomc fj^ir.t and fuccefs, 
and obtained fo mi^ch roticc as to cncocrage 
Jiim to proceed as an Author. 

In 1766, he puhhflud, “The Race, a 
Pocm,’’4to. in which h-.- chiiradterizcd tlie 
chief poets of that period, and tbine of tliem 
With great feverity. This poem was ic- 
pubhlhed and ealarpd in the next year. Ic 
appears fro.ii it, that he had, by this time, 
no want of confidence in his powers. He 
had learnt to deal his futire about with no 
unfp.inng ii-ind, ar.d if it was not felt by the 
parties agalnA whom it was dirc 4 lcd, it was 
owing to no lenity or fcrtcai-mcc in tnc 
faciriA. 

, About this time he wrote an account oT 
th^vhtue^ of 4 then popular medicine, oli.d 

The Btaunie de Vic," and WiiS adin.tlv*d 
as a |>artiu r to a propoition ot the profits 
arifing.frOm it. He had hitherto led, if not 
a profliga^ at lead a,diffip;,ttd life. He 
feenr^cd fenfsble 6f it him'.tlf, and foon after- 
v/ard$ married, and (or a (hort time lud ttie 
cate bf the prefent Earl of Chefterfitld, then 
an Infant to inArudt him in the firA rudU 
ments of literacvrel He alfo put forth pro-* 
pofols for pubbfollftg his poems by fubicrip-' 
tion^ but tU^'\raa never executed^ andJie 
retuitie^th/ mensy he had received. In 
176S, he loft Hm Wite in child-bed^ of hcp 
firft child,'and on tlus cocafion wrote 

a cojxelp^ent wbofigns hlmfclf 1), 
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)C^ performance, entinerf, A MonoHy to 
he Menwry of a Young Lady, by an Alflifl- 
:d Hufljind,'’ 410. The tendernef* which 
run* thiou^di tlic whole of this poem, rendt 

it one of the nio'l affc^fing in the £nglilh 
Ij^guage. The Lady’s dying farewell to her 
huiband is jiarticuLrly pathetic.

S :ral voyages of difeovery were made m 
Kortlierq Seas ; and the Greenland wl)ale- 
fiihfry l^an to be purfued with ardour by 
variouH d^opcan nations. Thtfe two cir- 
cunii^anccs h|ve given rife to various inAanceS 
of wintering in tiie dreary and deiblate landi 
ofhigh norclirrn latitudes j and the furpria- 
ing difTcrcncc of fuv^cefs ■•ttending thefe at¬ 
tempts muit ilriJcc every reader. 

Tile firft rumarkaMe relation of this kind 
that 1 have found, is that of the wintering of 
Captain Monclc,^ Dane, in Hudfon's Bay, 
latitude 63^. ici. He had been fent on a 
voyage of difeovery wi^Ji two (hjps well* 
provided with ntccjp'aries, the crews of which 
amounted to fixty-tour perforis. The ftu'ps 
bc.ng locked up in the ice, they landed and 
cretfed huts tbr patHng the winter, which 
they occupied in Septeiriber 1619. At the 
beginning of their aKde lierc, they got 
abundance ot wild fov^l, and fomc other freAi 
provifions i hut the cold foon became fo in* 
tenfe, tliat nothing fuither was to be pro¬ 
cured abroad, and they were obliged to take 
to tht;r fli'jp-ftoreb. Tlie fever.ty of the cold 
may be conceived, from their feeing ice tjee 
liundred and fixty tcci I’.iick 5 and from mtir 
beci, wine, and brandy being a!I l:ozcf#;o 
rht very center. 'I'hc people foon began to 
be fickiy, and their licknefb tnercafed with 
the cold. Some were* afte^td by gripes and 
Joofpiiefd, which coritinucd till, they dR;d.* 
At the approach cffprii'ig they were all high¬ 
ly IcorbuUc, and their mouths vi’cre fo ex¬ 
tremely fore, that tiiey were unable to eat 
any thing but breud leaked in WM%r. At 
l.ifl their bread was exhauAed; and the few 
fuivlvors chiefty lublilted on a kind of berry 
dug out from beneath the fnow. ' Whemhe 
•fpiing was faradvanetd, no frtlh vegetables 
could yet be found. In June the Capta'n 
crawled out of h.s hut, and found the whole 
compaj^ reduced to taes 
Tlicfe melancholy nl fnppoited thejn- 
A'Wes in the beA manner tiiey were abk, 
«nd recovered their Artngth by feeding od a 
certa.n root tlvey difcoveied, and fom^ame 
caught in hunting. At length they embark¬ 
ed in the fm^er Jhip, and after undergoing 
numbetlefs dangers and bardihips, returned 
home in fafety, ^

m.ht, 51, Captain JamcS| an Englifiimn^, 
Wintered tkith hls trew.

and all became grievouAy siftifted witii tho 
feurvy, except she Captain, MaAer and $i.t* 
geon, Veak and tick as they were, hovV« 
ever, It was necclTary for them to labour 
hard out of doors during the greate0 inclemen¬ 
cy of the feafon ; fc r believing their ihip fo da¬ 
maged IS to be incapable of carrying them 
home, they undertcok the laborious talk of 
bpilding a pinnace from the Umber growing 
on the Ifland. At the return of the 
young greens rptoujed up much fooner and 
more plcmifuUj^ here, tluof'Wfiie Afonck 
wintered j and it became very hot before 
they left the place. They loA only two roea 
out of 3 crew of twenty-two. 

fir the year 16^3, two trials were inada 
by the Dutch of eAablifliing wlmcrifigplaGea 
at thrir noithein Aiheries, the one at Spitz* 
hergen, the other on the coaA of Creenisnd, 
in latitudes about 77 or yS. Seven iailofz 
were left at each, amply fumifhed with eve¬ 
ry article cf cloathing, proviflon, and uten- 
flls thought rccefTiiry or uteful in foch a ficu* 
ation. The journals of both companies are 
jjTcforved.* 

That cf d'le men in Greenland takes no* 
tice, that on September 18th, tfaeallowaDce 
of brandy bc<:an to be ferved out to each per* 
fon. On 0 Aober 9tlt they began to make a 
conAant fiie to At by. About this time, it 
is remarked. that they expcijen^a confider- 
able chjfge in their bodies, with giddinefo 
in their he.’ids. They now and then killed a 
bear ; but thetr chief did was foh meat, ia 
March ^hey were all veiy ill of tliefcurvy s 
and on April the x6th the firA man died, and 
ail the rcA were entirely dlfabled, but ont 
pcifon. This ).oor wretch ewuinues the 
journal to the UA day of Aptil, when diey 
were piaying for a i{>cedy rekaitc fitom that 
mifci ies. They vffere all found

Hero they conArutfed, four cabins, with 
<;omfottablf tfeCWkin ^beds^andWy kept

At the return' 
of the Anips on May a ^tli, they all appear to 
have been in health; and all of themrerurn- 
ed in fafity to their native country. 

The laA relation T ihall adduce, is one of

Tti tlic year 1743, a AuAian fhipbf EaA 
Spitzbergen, in Jat. between 77^ and 78, wac 
fo incloAd with ice, tlm the crew, appie- 
lienfivc of litingobtod to winter there, fent 
fouref tlich' men in a^boat to feck for a hut, 
which they Knew to Imc been creeled near 
that coail. The hut was difeovered, but the 
nun, on rcturningto the (hoic, found at] the 
ice cleared away, and the Aiip no longer to 
be feen; and Indeed it was never more heard 
of. IpafsoVei' their ArA tranfports of grief 
anf de^air, .tnd alfo their many ingenious 
comrivanccs to furntfli tlremfdves with the 
ntl'.lfir.cs they AoodmolY m need of. Their 
diet and way of life are theciicumAances pe- 
cuhcily connefted with my fuhicfl. After' 
Atting up tlieir hut as comlortably as clity 
* could, and laying in drift woodcoUefted on 
the (hue tor fuel, they turned their atten¬ 
tion chiefly to the procuring of prnvifioii. 
Tluec Ipecics of animals, which they caught 
andkilfod by various devices, conAituted tliclr 
wlmie variety of food. Tliefe were rem-deei, 
white bears and foxes. The flefh they cat 
alnVoAraw, and without fait; uAng by way 
of Lrcad to ic other flefo, dried hard in the 
fmoke. Their drink was running water in 
tile fnmmcr, and melted ice and fiiow in Cht- 
Winter. TheirprefervativesagaiaA the fcur- 
vy were, fwaUowing raw frozen mcatbr^ 
kim into bits, drinking the warm blood of 
rejn-dter juAkiUed, eating feurvy grafo when 
they*'could meet with it, and uAng mpeh 
excidfo. By dicfo means three of tliem 
fen.amed entirely free from this difoafo 
during the whole of theit abode. Tlw 
fourth died of it, afrer lingering on tfr 
the' flxtb year- < It Is remarked, chat tiii» 
perfon was of an indolent difjioAtibn, and 
could not eonquer his.averflon drinking 
Um; roin-dcer*s blood.

Having thus ftated the fa^s, whlph hair« 
fallen in my way relative to‘this fubjed, 1 
proceed to a comparifon of their fevcial cif- 
cumftances, and foine remaiks on the gen^*

The feurvy ap^ars to be the difoafe p^i* 
liafly meaded, and fatal in all the above re^ 
fated attempts to winter in extremely coM 
climates, whether the circumftgnceof cold 
*itfelf,'or the want of proper food occaiioned 
by it, principally conduces to the generatiqi| 
of this difeafe, js a point not clearly afcer« 
tained. FroAi the preceding narrations, how« 
ever, no doubt can be entertained, that 
pofTiblc for peifons to keep free from tlw 
feurvy, in countries and foafons the hit 
tenfely cold, provided their diet and 
of living be properly adapted' to frich fitua* 
tions: and fliis witliout the aid of firefh ve« 
gecables, or dhy of thofc other prefervatives 
wliich have of lace beenpropofed by ingenioua 
writers. 

When we compare the hiftories abovo. 
rec.ted, it is impofiible not to be ^mediatelg 
ftruck with ihefe leading circdlnftanccs, that,

M^en this 
water is fkwly evaporated, the common fllf 
firft cryftalizes, and the manne^magntfian 
fak is left in, what is called, the hhttm, 
from which, hy a fubfoquent proctfo, the 
purging bitter fait, commonly named Epfom 
fait, is obtained. By thio fipaiatiun, the fea 
or bay {alt is gendered much better adapted 
for the prcfervation of animal fubltonces,

** Ihe India Ihip, whiUi ftruck at two 
o'clock lathe morning, was fo entirely boat 
to pieces, that nothing but the whole ocean 
covered with her Hagmento could have per« 
fuaded me Ihe had ever been drifted ihither 
In the difterenc receffisot the tocki, a con- 
heap of boards, broken mafti, chefts, 
trunlU, and dead bodies were huddled toge* 
thcTs and the fare of the waicsri, as far as ihr

Of the whole crew about 70 wen faved, 
moftly faiiors.

Another party of 30, worfe 
fitu^ V)Or unable to gain a higher pait» were 
feeii to be walhed from the rock on which 
they ftopd by one furloua wave, at the re* 
turn of the tide in the morning. 

•* The apya} of Mr. Jones and myfelf 
'proved fortunate for about twenty more un* 
itappy wretches, who weredifeovered under 
the (Kt.ltcrof a largeehaim in the rock, about 
30 fact from the bottom. The quarriers were 
worn out with fatigue, cold, wet. and hiin* 
g r; and were more eager to get their lhare* 
of two calks spirits which had been ju(^ 
iVnt thcxQi than to attend to the cries of thef 
luffer*rs below ; nor was there one perfon 
attending of fulhcacnt authority to encourage 
or dlrc6l them. Our prcfcnce occafioncd a 
proper appliration of the liquor, prevented 
all intoxication, and faved many of them 
from tumbling down the precipice, and our 
promifcaof reward cheered them to proceed 
with vigour, till we had drawn up every one 
that remained alive. 

“ The method of faving thefe laft was fin- 
gutar, and docs how>ur to the humanity and 
intrepidity of the quarriers. The dillance 
from the top of tlie precipice to the cranny 
was about 60 leet, with a proje^.lion of the 
rock of about eight feet; ten of thefe feet 
formed a declivity to the edge, and the .re¬ 
maining jO feet were quite perpendicular. 
On the very brink of the precipice flood two 
daring fellowa, a rope being tied round 
tbeir bodica, and faflencd above to a ffruqg 
iron bar, fixed m the ground; behind them, 
in like manner, two more and two more. 
A large cable alfo, properly fecured, pafTed 
between themi by which they hold 

and fupport ihemfclvcs from falling; they 
then let down a rope, with a noufe ready 
$xed, below the cavern, and the wind blow¬ 
ing hard, forced it under the proj -fling 
rock fufhcicntly fur the men to lay hold oh 
i^Whoever caught it put the noofe round 
hia wrift; and after cfcaping from one cle¬ 
ment, committed himfelf, in full fwing, to 
another, in which he dangled till he waa 
drawn up with great care and caution. ^ 
We brought up 16 in this maimq^, 
three died before we could ailifl them; they 
were all fciilclels when we received them, 
and fadly bruifed ; but we bad brought 
.cherry brandy and gingerbread with ua, and 
fupplying thern with fmall quantitica of 
' thefe, we foun recovered them, and fent 
them to a farm hotffc, where every polllble 
^lliftance was given.'* 

8* The wqather iaft week was perhaps the- 
moll extraordinary lor the feafon that this 
part of Europb has ever been witiKfa tb. 
iltuade^ and lightning at the fime of fruft 
god heavy faow arc pbcaomena' in obi 
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ifland; yet thefe abfoltttelv happened at one 
and the fame time. The Thiibe frigaiCf 
which canied Lord Kcppel to Italy, tm her 
return met with the fame Itorm at the chops 
of the Channel which proved fu fatal to the 
Halfeweli Kafl-Indiaman. The Ughxauiip 
icame on with fuch violence aa to llnkc the 
men ilown upon the deck, though luckdy 
they liion recovt red. The mafts were ipiit^ 
and the ngging torn from them, lb as 10 
make it necelf^ry to cut them quite away to 
clear the avreck. 

Lall Friday otght a very lingular robbery 
took place: A gentleman, with difpatebea 
from our Ambaiisdor at Paris, beiug ia a 
pofl-^haife driving to *he Secretory of &atc*a 
OlTicc, was fjiddrnly flopprd in Pall-Mall 
by two fellows, who cut the tracra of the 
cnaife. The gentleman being alarmed atfo 
unrxpe^fcd a Uoppsge, and hearing a notfe, 
luddenly leaped out, when the villains for¬ 
cibly and arttiilly took off the dif/iatchi, and 
evciy othrr atticie that wus in ihc cfaaifc—• 
Copies ot the above di^>atcliea have bcea 
iince received by another meiTengcr. 

Three miles from Blenheim there is a 
portrait df Sir Henry Lee, with a malliff 
dug which laved his life. It feems, a f<r« 
vant had formed the defign of aiTaffinatiug 
his mailer and robbing the houfe; but the 
night he had fixed on, the dog, which had 
never been much noticed by Sir Henry, tor 
the Ji*Ji time, followed him up liairs, goe 
Under his bed, and could not lie got frf>iia 
thence bf either iiullt-ror man : lu the dead 
* of the night the fame fervant entered the 
room to execute his horrid defign, but was 
ifillanil^' fc.zed by ttie dog, and being fe¬ 
cured confeffed his intention. There are 
ten quaint lines in one corner of the pi^re, 
which conclude thus:

J. the produ6tK}ns of the fine iirts," are, In 
a great menfure, *owiiig to the order and 
lymmeciy, which en<ihle t^e mind (o take 
in, without labour, all the different parts of 
them. It IS by this, that rhyme hocomes agree¬ 
able m poetry. Some have cor/ended, indeed, 
that this return of the lame founds, invented 
in tlie Gotliic *ige«, Plight to be claflTed amfing 
the Acio(tic<>, Anagiam^, and fuch other 
insoluus prfidu6tinn?, wtiofe only merit lies 
in their ddficiilcy. They milante tlie Greeks 
and the Romans, whof^e pottiy, far nadie 
harmnniou* thio ours, cnarms tlie fenfe, 
and delights the ear, wittiout tlie help of 
rhyme. Bat they do not feem to have at¬ 
tended fufhciently tO the u^e of poetry, and 
tlie nature of the ancient laiiguagrs.

Fr im the mouth of die a^or, the mttfictan, 
orthe reader, whoever he maybe, they are

Th'* Greek and Latin tongues, by means 
of their long and (hrrC fyllAblesi and tlie va¬

But to give the mind an eafier and more 
agreeable perception of the objedi, ait has 
ftill gone farther. Among all tbefe parts, 
wl'.ich are made to refer to one common 
end, a piincipal one is chofen, to which £ill 
otheis are fubordinate, and which becomes 
like a center of re-union for them. Archi- 
teAuie can illuftrate this. Unacquainted 
wuh the real beauties of their art, the Go- 
tlnc avchiteils never failed to place, on both 
fides of Che body of their buildings, fuch 
eiioimous wings, or rather mafles of (tone, 
as almolt totally eclipfed it, and kept the 
figlil divided and undetermiited. Mra$iuint 4 ,

not correfpoud, ux fome degr^, tu the dig¬ 
nity of cbd perfonf^eprefeuted; all thefe dif* 
coi^nces wodid ^efad us* , 

Hifi faiu^far kppttCilbld t*the deVfaiiloit 
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VronA tHt three Cities. If, in d drama, the 
e^ums are muittplied, if tlie 
fpace uf a few hours many centiuics are 
made to ebpfc, if the fJ>ediator is iranfport- 
<ed in an iiittant from one part of the world 
to anocheri all ihefe abfurditics become fu 
many warnings againti tiie falfity of the fpcc- 
tacie; and a vuiae Teems *o ilTue out uf themi 
which bids 11$ not to give fmccre tears to 
fvigned misToi tunes. 

Such arc the arguments of the critics who 
follow the rales of JfriJlotU, Lord Kaimt^ on 
tlie other fule, proves, (mm the dilicrcnc na- 
ttire of the Gieciah and the modern d,rama, 
that the unities of time and place are by no 
means To necelT^r^ with us as they wei‘6 
with the anclenrs. 

The interrbptioh of thcTcprcTentatlon, on 
oor theatre, betweei^ the diWereiu a«fis, gives 
the mind a f^clliiy of TuppoTing any length 
of time, or ch .nge of place *, and it becomes 
not more difllcuk' for the fpeflator at the 
beginning of an adl to imagine a new place, 
Inr a different time, than it was at hrtfi Co 
imagine hinifclf at or in a period of 

time two thoufand years back, 

Ilur tile fanie freedom cannot be taken 
with the unity of aiSt.un. The plerffure 
wiiici) the mind, as we obferved above, re¬ 
ceives frem a chain of facts conntAcd to- 
gecher, and Unding to one common eiidi 
bendtrs this unity eifential, alike in epic and 
dramatic compohtions. Every thing, how¬ 
ever beautiful in icfelf, that breaks this chain, 
or interrupts this relation, kxiks like an ex- 
crefcence, and hcaimes unpleafanc. An epib 
poem with two principal actions, like a 
play with two mam plots, would Toon confufe 
and tire the reader and the f{)e£tator; and fo 
far do the rulc^ of iJlotU agree wiili ua- 
tuic. An epifod; and an j<»</tr-^/o(m.iy be 
ktluwed for tl'.e fake of variety; but they 


mull ht connedfed with the principal adlion, 
or elfe Cliey become great blemiflies. MUtortf 
in this I efpedf, as indeed in many others, lias 
the advantage over Ilomr and Fhjfil His 
epifode of the battle of angels, and the cre¬ 
ation of (he world, is moie intimately con* 
nedled with his fubjedf, than the deferipcion 
of Ihield, or even the defeent of 

JCticut into lic'.l. F:ir from breaking tl< 
uni'y of adfiioti, ^ rather ftrt.iigrtu:ns it, by 
m.iking lib acquainted uitlithe caofeof whiC 
wc have read, nod of ntuc h to follow. 
is ihereiorc productive of great mental enjoy, 
ment, as there is no relation vhat pleases tlie 
mind more, than that of caufe and cffectr 
• This gre«t rule, of tlie unity of aAion, is 
an infu|)crahle objedlioii to tragi-comedy % 
and inattention to it Ihocks perfons of talte 
in Tome of our heft plays. In the ProvoM 
iiujhand, for inltance, all the feenes rehting 
to the family of the ho^Acver 

laughable^ and charai^criitic in themfelves, 
are certainly^ to be accounted blcmiihes, he* 
caufe they (iop the tide of fentimeiit raiftd hy 
the inlcrefting feenes between a fenhhle, lov¬ 
ing, and juflly inceived hufband, :*nd a giddy, 
extravagant, chough good-natured wife. 

This dilTertation on the unities will alfo 
be looked ujmn, I fear, as an excrefceuce to 
this paper, already too long; hut 1 indulged 
myfelf in it*with the thought tlvit it mighty 
plAbaSly, give room to fume inter<(lingcon- 
verfation—the avowed pur|>ofe of the elfays 
prefented to this Society—and in tliat lights 
I beg, and 1 hope for your indulgence. 

From wtiaC has been read, it w.ll appear, 
that regularity and CMtraJf^ proportion and 
fonpuityt unifoimityf varietyf and 
in ttie objei^ils prefented to die mind, give ic 
an exercife, which is attended witti neither 
trouble f|pr fatigue, and which is tlierefore 
agreeable. 


MEMOIRS of the LIFE and WRITINO^ of the late celebnced L. EULER. 


T EONARD EULER, Profetrorof Malhc- 
^ malice, Member of the lUiperiM Aca- 
deittfTif Peterfhai%, ancibhc biit^lnr uf the 
Royal Academy of Berlin, and Fellow of the 
Royal Society of London, as alfo CorrefponJ- 
fent Member bf the Royal Academy of Sci¬ 
ences at Paris, was born at Bafd, April 
tyoy, of reputaMe parents. The years of 
his infancy were palTed in a rural retreat. 
Where the examtdes of pioUs ahd vii'tuous 
parents CuiitHbilted, no tiouhe, to fqrda In 
him that aihiable flmplicicy of chai'ddler, and 
iincommnh purity of fehtiments and ihan- 
nera, which were mmitfefUd daring tlic, 
iKrIiole cottrfe of Ms 

Though tho t^odies of his father were 
bhtefiy diretilCRi totlnod hriinchet hf know- 
ttdKe that had a oiore immediau relation to 

i:>Uke». Mao* 


bis blerical profefllon, yet he bad applied 
himfelf, with fuccel^, to the matbeifiatiCS, 
under the celebrated yimei Berrouiii i and, 
dioiigh he defignbd his fon fur the mmiHiy, 
he initiated him into this fciexice, among the 
other in(frudtions of his early education. 

\Vlieii young EuLek was fent to the UnU 
verfity of Bafili he attended regularly the 
different Profellbrtl As his memory W'cs* 
prutUgiodsi he performed his academical u(ki 
With uncommon Mpklity, and all die time 
hd gained hy this was cunfberated to gronie* 
try, which (non became his fa\*ourite (Ridy. 
The early progrofs ho made in this fcieiice, 
hnly added ndw ardour to his application ; 
and thus lie obtained a diilinguUhed place in 
the attention and etleem of Piofelliu 
SorrmUif who was, at that time, one of tho 
• M S.IF 
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firft maUiematiciAHs in K'ii(»pc. Eui er Vc- 
c.ime hW favoimte pu|iil. He Wii$ ftrucic 
a kinU uf aAonilVi»neiit at die afpiiiog 
genius and rapid piov^ids of ihr. young ma¬ 
thematician ; and as his own occupation:; 
W(>uUt not admit of his giving tht. ardent pu • 
pit (o much of h$ time as Kuulk defiredt 
ke appointed one day in ttie wtek for re¬ 
moving the diflicaltica which iiis difciple liud 
met with in pcrufing die wojkt> ofcllie mull 
profound matliematicunS) c 

In •.7131 M. Kui-tK Mok Ins dep,r«e as 
Mailer (H Aits, aiui delivered on thatjicca 
lion a Latin difcourfei in sshich lie drew a 
tiMupurifon between the philolupliy of A’esu* ' 
ton and the Cariijian lyflem, ’wliieh w.i> rc» 
Ccived with the gi'e.itell tipplaul'e. He after* 
waidfi, at his futlier's dcfire, applied himfclf 
to the fludy of theology, and the Oriental 
languages, 'rhongh ihefe flu'ie,-, vveic fo¬ 
reign to Ins predo\^inant prop««.fitv, his fne* 
cefs wascoiifideiable,even m tui^ line: how¬ 
ever, with hi 5 fatlicrS conwiu, Ini ictuined 
to geometry, as his piincip.il (^•)>cl* He 
'Continued to avail himfelf of t’lc covoilVls and 
iiillnidlions of M. fjernoulli; lie ^.(>ntra.£lcd 
an intimate friendflnp. vvitli Ins two fons, 
JfiicMai and DanUfy and It was in confe- 
^uenceof thefe conntdlioiia (hit h«^ became 
afterw*irds the principal oriiainent of the 
Academy of Peterfborg. c 

The pn»jrdlof er^'iig this \r:idcmy htd 
been formeil by Peter tU Greut ; it was exe¬ 
cuted by C.iLtierine I; and itie tun young 
Bi.*rru)uUis, being invited to Petvrflniig in 
1755, promi^'ed Euler, w'ho w..? defirons of 
following them, tliat they wovdd vtfe their 
utniod endeavours to procure fnr'him an 
advantageous fettlcment tn tlui city* In the 
mtsini time, by their a^lvice, he applied him¬ 
felf With ardour to the ttuily of phyfiohigy, 
to wliich he made a haiipy application of 
his mathematical knowledge j and he at. 
temled ilie mfiliul ledlures of the moTl tmi- 
petit Profeflj^rs of Bafil. 

Ti)5s ilvdy, however, did not wlwdly en- 
grofs his time : it di^ not even the 
adlivSty of his v.dl and cornprth^nriv’e mind 
hi did cultivation of other branches of naiu*- 
tal Icience. For while lie was keenly tn- 
gageu in phifioin.qica! refeRicheS) hecompofed 
siDtffittatioa on the Niitureundof 

Stiiddf and an anfwer to a pnzequefllun, con- 
veru^ng the maftin^ of Jhiptt to which the 
Ac.idemy of Scienc‘-s adjudged the aicejtt^ or 
fecoiwViaok, in theyi-ar *727. Fidni tins 
Litrvr.jtKfcourfe, and othei circnmflances, it 
atijiears^ that had fatly embarked ip 

(lie cnrii'mi and iaipoit.mi Audy of navigiition, 
uhiih lie aAerwaitls enriched with fo many 
'valiuiMt' difcovviics, 

M. Eclsk's merit would hate given Inm 


an eafy adminion to honourable preferment* * 
eidier in the map’ihracy or univerfity of his 
native c^y, if both civil and academical ho¬ 
nours had nut been thei'e dillributed by lot. 

The lot being ng:iin(l him in a certain pro- 
muritMi, he left his country, fet out for P*;- 
tui (burgh, and was made joint profeiHir with 
lib Muiiuiymeo, Melfn. Hermann and 
nirl Jienuiulli, in the uiitvcrfity of that 
city. 

At his firfl f.-iiiug out in his new career," 
he enriched the acr.d«inntil colledlion with 
manv memoirs, which excited a noble emu- 
huuni betwern him and M. I', lieriiuulli; 
and this emuUiCiun alwayscunrinued, ithouC 
^ either degeneiating uiio a ftlfub jealoufy, of 
producing the le.i(t alteratioii'lii their fiiend- 
(liip. It was at tMs time that he carried to 
new degrees of |>erfe£ti<iu the integral caU 
chIos, invented the calcuUtion of linuires^ 
re^luced analytical operations to a greater 
limplicity, and thus was enabled to throw 
new llglit on all the parts of mathematical 
(cience. 

In 1730* he 1VMS promoteil to the Profef- 
forlhlp of N.itnral Pliilnfuphy ; and in 17^3 
he fuLCeeded his friend I), Bernonlli in ihs 
macliematical ciiair. In 1735, a problem 
u as projiofed by the Academy, which re¬ 
quired expedic on, and for the folution of 
which feveral eminent mathematicians had 
demanded the fpace of forre months. The 
problem was fulved by Kui.er in three days, 
to the great aAoaifhment of the Academy ; 
but the violent and laborious elfoits it co$ 
)vm threw him into a fever, which endan¬ 
gered his life, and deprived him of the ufe 
of his right eye, 

7 'he Academy of Sciences at Paris, which, 
in 173S, liad adjudged the prize to his me¬ 
moir Concmiing tie Nature andytoptrtUs of 
J'o^, propnIcJ, for ilie year 1740, theira- 
pui taut fubje^t of the Tea* tides, a proldem 
whole foiuLion required the moft arduous 
calcuUitii’iis, and Dimprchcndcd Jhe theory 
of the loUrfyAem. Eulkr's difeourfe on 
thib qucltiuii was adjudged a maftcr-piece clf 
anulyfb and guomeiry; and it was me.v ho- 
noiirahle for him to Ibarc the academical prize 
xvith fuel) illuArious competitors as Colin 
Nlaclaurin and DatSel JSernoitlliy tlian to havv 
caiTied it away Troin rivalitof lefs magnitude. 
Rarely, if ever, did fiich a bnlli.mt compe¬ 
tition adoi 11 the annals of the^cademy; and 
no fuhjedt, perhaps, propufed by that learii- 
ed body was ever treated will) fuch accmacy 
of inteRigation and force of genips, as thac 
which hei'e difptayed the philofophical powert^ 
of thefe three extratoedimary men. 

In the year-1741, M. Evlxr was in’* 
vited to Berlin, to augmeot the iuCtre of the 
academy, tlmt was there rilbg into 
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uhdtr the auf^icioui pn)Ce£\ion of the pre- 
fent King of Prufliaj for whofti the Mufcs 
and the Sciences have prejareJ n wreath, 
which will blooiQ upf^ed to the hitcfl ages. 
i?c enriched llie Uft volume of the Ah/^v/Zu- 
of Berlin with five memoirs, 
which make an eminent, perhaps the priiw 
eipal| figure in that cohesion. Thcfe were 
followed, with an adorifhing rapulity, by a 
• great number of importaut refr.irclies, w’hich 
are fcatteied llirongh the Memoirs of tlic 
Pruflian Acadeniy i nf which a volume has 
Iwon resuUrly puWiihcd evei7 year, fmee its 
Mftablilhment to 1 744. « 

The labours of huLRit will appear more 
efliccialiy atloniHRing, wIk'II it is confufereii,* 
that while he was enriching the Academy of 
Berlin with a prodigious nun^ber of memoirs, 
on the deepefl parrs of mathematical fcience, 
containing always fome new points of view, 
often fu'ilime truths, anti fometimes difeove- 
rics of groat importance ; he did not difeern- 
linue his philofophical coniribulions to the 
Academy of Petertbm gh, which granted him 
a penfion in i74i» and whofe Memoirs dlf- 
play ilw marvellous fecundity of KullR's 
geni't.. 

It was with much difficulty that this great 
man obtained, in 1766, permiflion from tlie 
Kin; of Praffia to rttuin to Peleifbui'gh, 
wiiere he defired to pjfsthe ledof his days. 
Soon after his return, which w<ts gracioully 
rewarded by the munificence,of 0:hcrinc ll. 
he was fetzed with a violent d.ibidef, which 
terminated in tlie total lofs of his fight. •\ 
catara6li ftw med in his left eye, wliich tud 
been efiemially damaged by a nw ardent ap-. 
plication to ftudy, deprived him entirtly of 
tlieufeof that organ, ll wa^ in thisdtiiref- 
fing fituation, that he didlated 10 his fervanr, 
n tailor’s apprentice, and who was abfolutely 
devoid of mathematicil knowledge, Ids Ffe- 
fHtnts of jSl^eltra j W'hich by their intrinlkal 
merit, in point of perfpicuity and metliod, 
and the unluppy circumftances ii: which they 
were rompi«fed,have equally* excited applanfe 
and attonifhment. This work, tlKiugh purely 
^mentary, difeovers the palpable ch.iradter- 
iltics of an inventii^e genius} and it is here* 
alone that we meet with a complete theory 
of the Analyfis of Duiphantus^ 

About this time M. Eulxr washononred 
by the Academy of Sciences at Pans with the 
place of one of the foreign memben of that 
learned body ; end, 4(ter this', the Academi¬ 
cal priae was ialjudged to three of his me- 
tnoifs, Cmctnang tht Inequalitits in ifo Afoi^i 
e/* nfo PUnttu The two prize queilions 
pn^ed by the fame Academy for 1770 


and 1772, were ilefigned to obtain form the 
labours of artron imcrs a moreperfe^ Theo y •>/ 
the Moon , M. Euler, affifted by his elded 
fon was a cnnipuitor for thefe prizes, and 
obtained them buch. In this laff memoir, 
he referved for taithcr cunfideration, fevcral 
inequalities of the Moon's motion, which he 
could not dcrcrmiiie in his firfl theory, on 
account of the complicated calculations in 
which the met)|rKl he then employed had en¬ 
gaged him. He had the courage afterward 
to review his whole theory, with che^afTiift- 
imee^f his fon, a.id MeflVs KrafftznALexeilf 
and to purlue his refearches, until be had 
conitni^led cite new t.ibles, whicli appeared, 
together with the great work, in 1772. 
Indead of,Ck*u 5 iiing himfelf, as before, to 
the fruitlvls incegration <rf three differential 
equations ot the fecond degree, whirh 4re 
furniflied by mailiematical principles, he re* 
dneed thetn to the thr^ ordinates, which 
determine she place of the Moon; he divi. 
ded into flalTfs all the inequalities of that 
planet, S'! fajas they depend cither on the 
elojigat'on • if the Sun ami Miion, or upon the 
excvntriciry. or the pirallax, or the incli¬ 
nation of tlip hiiKiroihi'r; All thefe means 
of inv^ftig tion» employed with fiich art aud 
dexterity as could on!y be ex|)eAed from 
an an.Mytiral genius of the firft order, were 
.'ittended with the gre.iicQ hiccefs; aud it is 
fmpoffihle to nhferve, Muthout admiration, 
and a kiml of alfomihment, fucli immeqi't 
calculation on the one hand, ami on the 
other, the ingenious methinls employetf by 
thft gre.'it m.in to abridge them, an<) to faci¬ 
litate their application to the real motion of 
the Moon.—But this.admiration will be»>roe 
aftonifhmrnC, when we confider at what 
period and in wtut circumftances all this 
was efte£luated by M. Eu ler. It was wltyp 
he was totally blind, and confequently obliged 
to arrange all his computations by the fola 
powers ut Ilia memory and his genius. U 
was when he was embarratfi^ ip his domof- 
tic circumflances, by a dremtful Are, tliat had 
confumed great {Art of his fubfiance, and 
forced hilt) to quit a mined houfe, of whicti 
every comer was known to liim by habit,' 
wtiicti, in fume meafore, fupplied the place 
of Aght it was in ihefpciixumBimces (lutt 
Eu LXH coffipoiTed a work, which, afone, was 
fufheient to render bii name immort^.Y- 
The heroic patience atid tranqailli^* of mipd * 
which lie difplayed here needs no defeription: 
■hd he derived them not only from the love 
of fcience, but from the power of religion. 
His philnfophy was too genuine and fuMinie 
to dop its AnalyAs at mechanical caufes; it 


• M- J. A, Euler, a fon worthy of his hloBriovs fatlieri has alfo enriched ths ecadu- 
ndeal Memoin of Petvrfburgh with many learnt mem^rs. 
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ltd bi.m to that divine philofophy of ttligion, 
which eunohles human nature, aud can alone 
form ahab:tuf true magnanimity and patience 
in fufifering. 

Sometime after this, the famous Wm^dU 
hy cotiihiiig the catarael, reftored Mr. Eu¬ 
ler’s fight j hut the fati&fa£lion and }<»>’ thit 
this fuccef&ful operation produced, were of 
fhort duration. Some inftances of negligence, 
on the part of his furgeons, and lus own im¬ 
patience to ufe an organ, whofe cure was not 
compleatly haifhed, deprived him of his fight 
a (econd time; and this relapl'e wasnccom- 
pauied with tormenting pain, tie, however 
with the afliftance of his fons, and of Metfrs, 
and L/aWA continued Uislalxmrsi nei-. 
ther the lofs of his fight, nor the lufnmities of 
an advanced age, could damp the ardour of his 
genius. He had engaged to funiilh the Aca. 
demy of Peterfburgh with as many memoirs 
Es >voutd be fuflictent to edmpleat its 
Ibr twenty years after his death. In the fpace 
cffev$n years, he tranfmitted to the Academy 
hy Mr. GoUwin, abuTC Jtvtntj memoirs, and 
above rwo hundrtd nioi o, wlikh were revifed 
and completed by the Author of this Paper. 
Such of ^hefe memoirs,as were of aucient 
dace were feparaced from the rtft, and form 
a colledlinn that was publtfhcd in (he year 
1783, under the title of ^nAlytkal IVofks, 
There is not one of thefe pieces*, w hicli docs 
not contain fume new difcovery, or fofne 
ingenious view, that may le<iJ to the fuc- 
cefsful inveCligation of truths yet^,unl:Cnown> 
They contain the happiett integrations, the 
moii rehned and fuhlime analytical procelTes, 
deep lefcdrches concerning the nature and 
prpperticiof numbers, an ingenious demon- 
Orition of feveral iheorcnis of Fsrwiit, the 
folution of m my diiViuult problems relutive 
to the equilibrium and motion ,^*>f ^did, 
llexihle, and eUlhc bridles, and explications 
of feveral feemiog paradoxes.—par? 
of the rh^ry of the motion itt' the celef* 
ffial bodies, tlieir mutual a^ion^ and their 
atinnialies,*- however ^nd difficult, 

was overlooked, or left piiipiproved, by 
M. Euler. There is not pne branch o{ 
niathcpiaticiil fciencc that has nut been hjs-^ 
neJited by his labours; ^0 geometricuui 
ever before embraced fo many objedls at the 
fame timet none, perhaps, ever et^ualled 
him, either in tlie number of his publications, 
or in tlie multitude and vapiety of his difco- 
veries. Hh name will live as long as the 
fciences fubfift: Ic wil( go down to the latelt 
ages with the immortal names of Descar¬ 
tes, Galilei, Nfwton, Lsirnitz, and 
otlier illufti 1005 men, w![it>i« genius und vir¬ 
tues have eniiobted Inimanity: k wilt fhine 
with an unfading when many narno^ 
which have been railed* to fame by the fru

Euler's knowledge was more univerfal 
than cnuld .be well expelled ip onr, who ||.id 
purfyed with fnch unremitting amour, mn- 
themotics and agronomy as his favourite 
(tmlics. He had made a very crHifiderable 
progrefs in me^iical, botanical, and cbemicid 
fcience. What W'as ftill more extraordinary, 
he was an excellent fcliolnr, and poifelfcd 
"wUit is gcneriilty c.dUd erudition, in a veiy 
high degree. He had read, with attention and 
Cafle, the moll eminent writers of ancient . 
Rome 1 he w.is perfedlly acquainted with 
ntarhematical literature, and the ancient hif- 
tory of tliat luence. Tlifi^^ivil and literary 
liiflory of all ages and all nutiot^i; was f;imtli.^r 
Co him; and forcignei*}, who were only ac¬ 
quainted will) his works, were adonilhed to, 
lind in the converfation of a man, whofe 
long life (eemed folely occupied in mathema- 
tic.'il and phyfical refearches and difcoveriei?, 
fi ch an extenfive acquaintance with the mo(\ 
interefling branches of literature. In this 
refpedl, no douhr, he was much indebted to 
a yory uncommon memory, whicli Teemed 
to 1 etdin every idea that was conveyed to it, ^ 
cither from re.idmg or from meditation. Ho 
could rcfieat the jBndd of Virgil, from the 
beginning to tlic end, without hefitation, and 
indicate Sic fiift and Lift line of every page of 
the edition he iifed. 

Several attacks of .1 vertigo, in the begin¬ 
ning pf September r7?3, which did not pre* 
.vent lii$ calcuUting the motions of tlie aero- 
ftatlcal globes, w'ere, nevertfaelefs, tlie fore¬ 
runners of his pidd and happy p-ifT.ige from 
this (cepe to a beitr'i*. \^'hilc he was amnfing 
iiinrfelf ,it tewith one of his grand-children,' 
he w^as ftnick w'ltli an apoplexy, which ter¬ 
minated his illuftrioiis career, at thp age of 
fevcntv-fix.

His conftitylitin w.i.s uncommonly ftrong 
and vigorous: Irs health was good, and the 
evening of Ids long life was calm and ferene, 
fweetened by*the Crime that follows genius^ 
the public esteem and rcfpedl that ape never 
with-heid from exemplary virCue* aud il 
domeftic comforts which he was capable 
pf feelings apd therefore deferved to enjoy. 
His temper Vi as even, m’l^r ^nd cheerful; 
,to which were added, a ccitain roughnefp, 
mixed w'ith fimplicity and good humour, :md 
a happy and pleafant knack'of telling a ftory, 
which retidered his converfation agreeable. 
The great adlivity of liis piind was neceflartly 
connected with a proportion of vivacity and 
quicknefs, which rendered him fufceptiblc 
of Wrtrmtl) and iiiititiun. His anger, how¬ 
ever, was never any thing more than a tranfi- 
tory fla(h; and he knew no fuch thing 
peimaiient dL-will toward any hum^i being. 



Kis pvohitjr anil intagrity were pqre and m- • 
^>riu|Hible; anil the honeft ludignaiion with 
\vhich he inveighed againU every indance of 
perfidy and injoftice, was fingnlarty rernarlc- 
ame.

We« 
lhali nut contend svitii fuch as may UhiK upon 
this as an iiiftiftiityj for‘ivtf never felt any* 
thing in our occa{iona 4 vifiu to dedUm, 
hut Icntiments of ficy, and that kuid of de- , 
jedlion that anfes from the humilutuig view 
of ddordeied Nature. 

M. £ui.rr had by his firft marriage 
thirteen childien, of whom eight died in in- 
fancy or eaily youlli. The other five, of 
which tlircc are Cons, highly eminent in tlieir 


refpedlive profellious’*^ augmented his 
mily witli grand .children, of whom itit 
are (liU hving. It was a mod pleafing and 
a^C'lling fpedlacie, to fee the. venerable old 
man, fitting (deprived of fi&ht]*like a Pa- 
triareh in the midlf of his npi.niei'ous fa* 
mily, all zealous in rendering tlie evening of 
his life ferene and pleafing, by every tender 
office and mark of attention, that the warmed 
filial af^*dfion could fugged.T-We feel a 
peculiar *pl<^a%e in the contemplation of 
this refjie^able domeAic fecne; and when 
we combine the fublime refearches of ihiflr 
greaf luminary of fcience with the ferene 
piety of his fetting rays, wd conftder the life

My acten.* 
lion, lio'.vever, was quickly engaged in ota* 
mining fume oaf of the infinite variety of 
volumes, that on all fidcs crowded on my 
inew.^ Books, both printed and manufeript, 
in all languages, arts and fciences, as well 
tliofe that were valuable for the importance 
of ttieir contents, as fucli as bad nothing to 
recommend them but their ^unwieldy bulk, 
contributed to form this grand* magazine of 
learning.

His 
fMrtjddynient conlifted in arranging books 
the capacious fhelvcs of the tibr.iry. 

' jlkcepC on thbft occafions whgn he to[>k 
la/p n volume of larger dimenfions than ordi- 
' niry, be never difeovered tlw flighteft fymp- 
lomsef diflike or fatisfadtion, bnt cogftantly 
prtf e ir i d the Oime rigid Inflexibility of fea. 
Vnrbs* AH the time I furveyed this hbori- 
oOs bodk-wovm, I felt a gradual torpor dif- 
fttfing hfblf over my whole fyflem. This 
MttraonHnnry eflb6t of the itmcfphere made 
■ Itie fenflble that 1 was ratlier immerfed in 
the fogs of Koeotta, chan breathing the pure 
of Pindus. 1 know not how far its in- 
floence might have extended, had 1 not made 
X refolota eflbix smd gone forward. I now 
found snyielf in an^rtment, the hghtand ele- ' 
gance of which not only difpc21ed my former 
lifllelfnefs, but invigorated me with frelh 
fpirits. At flrft i was fomewhnt flartltd, 
on observing my fudden appearance had inter¬ 
rupted a perfon who feemed to have been 
reading- llis nigaging behaviour Toon re- 
fnoved my emharralTment.

grew pale wi;h difgud: ^terwards, he was fo 
£ted with rapture, as foarcely to refrain", 
from extravitgtnC. gedures, 1 never once 
pbfwved him to be whtdly unimpaflioned. 
l^pim the wl«d«^ Iw was more Irequeotly 
pyeaM (han d,ifgi^ed with udMt he perufod. 
Until I faw thjs perfon, 1 imagined to 
" be an Kleal being; but now 1 made no douhe 
of ^ real haiAenct'. 1 Wasnet, however, 
fo cdpiiyated hy hU atti^'live. catenor, %wr 
fo lived hv his extrannlinaiy behavWiur, as 
but Ui iako 4 he Advantage of his offer, and 
ioVvey what wtts preiented tii my 

1hiw nom was owmenred with paint¬ 
ings, priiiU, *rid Wt^; but a&mymi^l un 
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intrrely upon litemturri 1 paid no attention 
to them. My curiofuy enjoyed the Ingheil 
gratkicatidn tvhen I difceineU a neat hook- 
cafe, WtiofeContents 1 began immediately to 
examine. - On looking for the innumerable 
theological ireafifes And polemical pnm])lilets, 
which formed fo Urge a part of (he colledllon 
I had lately left, 1 found no otlier Volume 
under the article of Religion than tlic 
accompanied by the Piiraphrafes of Clarke and 
fyU. When I furveyed tlie comiiortmcnc 
whet*e the Claflicks were depofifed, my fa- 
tisfa^ion was very great, to fee Milton placed 
between Homer and VirgiL On opening 
Ills works I could not find ‘‘ Faradife R4- 
gairtedf* ami the frttj feemed to he the 
only part of Virgil that had b^cn read more 
than once. AridJtle's woi ks preceded the 
creatifes of Hairis, next which flood the 
works of our £nglifli Ariflocle, Bacon. The 
name of Locke difllnguilhed a fuhfequenc 
volume. I faw moft of theprtffrrp^; editio-> 
n€s of the Greek writers, ivithont the parade 
of voluminous notes, or the puerile aflillance 
of Larin tranflations. I thought it remark¬ 
able, chatPlatufhonld he placed immediately 
under Hotner, and that ytrop's Fables fhoulJ 
fland by the fide of Henulotus. The Greek* 
tragedies were accompanied by tlietranfi.itinn? 
of Porter and P'ranklin. Racine, Corneille, 
Mnfnn’s P^lfrtda and Caradlacus followed 
next in order.- Horace and Juvenal included 
the imitations of Pope and Johnfon. 0 \id, 
CatulhiSf Tibullus, Propertius, Horace, Te¬ 
rence, Polybius,. Livy, Cicern, Caefar, Sal- 
iuft, Tacitus, Suetonius, both the Pliiiies, 
Quintilian, and Longinus, were not wanting 
to coropleat the clailical collection. The 
Frngm^^ Menander, the Antiquities of 
Jofephus, and the worksof Plutarch bad each 
a confpicuouB place. The moral treatifes of 
the lafl-mentioned authoi feemed to have been 
frequently perufed. It was curious to ob- 
ferve, that the TEneid, Gierufatemme Libe- 
rata, the Lufiad, and the Henriade^contained 
perpetual references to Homer, with this 
hint, ** Pmrius ex ipjo fente bikuntur 
Itifearching for our own poets, i obfet^o;} 
that Spenfer and Drydcn were two of the 
fiefl. Id opening the works of the latter, 
tike Ode fbr Cecilia’s Pay was the firft 
juece prefonted to my view. Slukefpeare 
' by Johofim and Sceevens, Mafliinger, Otway, 
Rowe, Pope, and TlKimfon’s Seafons, witlf 
Toncred and Sigifmunda, were fuperUy deco¬ 
rated, not only for the puiqiofe of paying 
thdfe auclKMk a paiticuLir dilUn^ron, but to 
foim a judicious conimfl witli the bindings of 
the reft of the.colleiSlion. 1 was pleafed to 
foe many of tiur nrieo^-r;, Grayj Col- 
lm^,Goldinut!i, y.i'm\ Panic), Phillips, Beattie, 
Akux VVartuiPi Hay leys Bnd^i Dnd 

Hoadby t 
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fioaJoJy ; but I could not Hnd Glovefi ^am- 
roorul^ or Graves. Among tlie Engldh proTe 
Wi iting was the SpeOatar* (but curtailed of 
in.iny papers wiftch fwell the common edi¬ 
tions) the Rambler^ Idleri Adventurer, and 
Mirror. Hume's Hiftory of England Rood 
next to De tolme on the Conftitucioii. Ju¬ 
nius .md Kitzolborne's Letters were placed < 
under the tide of ** elegant compofuion/’ 
V(]der ihe article of Runianees and Novels, 
1 obferved Don Qtiixotr^ Gil fila5,R.Crufoe, 
Tom Jonesy Amelia, Clarilfa, GramUfoOi 
KeaCe's Sketcliet, the Man of Feeling, Julia 
de Roubigne, and Cecilia. 

A parcel was laid on a table, containing

pleafed, I fay, to fee this aad.rthe m:>tiy other 
detettions whicli fiiily gown fronj 

the afs’s ears, 1 cannot belp wilhing that 
ftvme parts of your lemarks Tiad 1>«0U a little 
improved> Yop have often laid Heron 
on his back witjh his own W’eaponv; witnefs 
his abufe of Virgil for faying,. the noifi 
Jlruck the far} i" andyour citing himfelf pro* 
pofmg to firiMt the tlieoretic reftttlxons 

of Dubos, to fee what would ffy out. (See 
Mag. fofSept. p. igfi.) But lam furpnzed 
you (hnuld l>ave omitted, on thefe occafions, 
to cir^^bfr. Heron's Letter (xxii.) on tfrat

for you have brought ample proofs, that of 
that figure Mr, Heron is an unrivalled* maf'^* 
ter; but, as you have omitted that Letter, 
permit m*e a few remarks upon it. Thafi 
figure, he filjs, occurs in writers wlw> 
have/owtf juR claim to praife," But after ihii 
cold fome. claim, who would think Cervantei 
was to he mentioned ? Yetj mentioned he is as 
having “ no jmallfkiW' in the figure of utter 
abfuidiiy. And the proofs are, Sanchn't 
having lus'provifious after the gal'ey-flaveS 
h.td taken them *, that Sauebo loft his afs ip 
one page, and 1$ riding on him in \lie next^ 
fcc. fcc. Now what dp fuch abfurditietf 
amount to ? Nothing more than a mere fli|r 
of the author's memory. But Mr. Hcrdn'i 
abfurditics admit of no fuch excufe; bis 
judgment and tafte are concerned in them, 
and they evidence a perverfenefs in tliinking, 
and a pedantry run mad.

ptreelve And fed and imitate a bsatity of the 
fame kind in Camoens. The palloral fceae in 
Taflb is between two duels. Thepalbiral fcene 
alluded to in Che Luftadas is in the 5th Canto^ 
between the Jreadfat tctnpcft which the hero 
of the poem encountered at Che Cape of Good 
llopCi thus mentioned by Thomfon; 

With fnch mad feas the daring Gama fought, 
Korinany a day and many a dreadful night

and a mod alfefting dsferipcion of a putrid 
djforder that attacked tlie adventurers, and 
ycati'iud many of them off like a pelldence.

People are apt to that (he Ample 

eleroent of water can do no lsun» and that 
titey nsay plunge into it at any time with im¬ 
punity. In this, however, they are*jituch 
mift^en. I have known palfies and apo- * 
pieties ocoafKinocl by going into tbecold bkh, 
men excited by ftsytag too long In it, and 
other imiladies fomueh aggravated by its con¬ 
tinued ofe, tliae they could never be wholly 
eradicated. Nor are examples wanting, ei¬ 
ther in ancient or modem times, of the bane- 
fal coafequcnccs wMdi have arifeo alfo from 
an injndkioue applicalSon of the wemv bath; 
but as warm baths are not fo comsnon in tliis 
country, and are ftlddm ufedjftut under the 
dire^ion of a phyAcian, 1 fliali not enlarge 
on that part of the fubje^ 

InunerAon in cold water is a cuAom which 
lays claim to thil raoft remote antiqui^ x 
indeed it muA have been coeval with man 
himfelf. Tl)e neceAicy of water to the pur- 
pofes of cleanlinefs, and the pUatoe enfinf 
from its application to the bo^ in hot eeun- 
tries, muft vary early have recommended it <0 
the human fpecies. Even tbeexampl£af other 
animals was fu^cieiic to give the bint. By 
inAin& many of them are Jed to apply cold' 
water ih this manner; and tone, when de¬ 
prived of icb life, have been known to Ian- 
guKb, and even to die. But whetlier the 
pradlice of cold bathing arofie from neceffity, 
reaToning, or imitation, is an hujui^ of no 
importance i our buAnefs is to point out the 
advantages which may^ he derii^ed tom k, 
and to guard people againfi an fmpmper uHe 

The ct^u mrth recommends itfelf ih a va¬ 
riety of cafes t and is pccnfiarly beneAcial to 
the inhabitants of ftopulous cities, who in* 
dulge in idlcnefr, and lead fedentaiy lives* 
In perfons of this defeription the sdlion nf 
the folids is always toe weak, which induces 
a languid circulation, a crude indigefred mafr 
of humour^ asid opAro^ons ^ the csfuflOry 

and glandular frtom. Cold w^,

tton of fati waiir^ This ought not oMy tO' 
be preferred on account of its fnperior gravi¬ 
ty, but iikewtfe to Hs ^eater power of friw 
ihulating the Ikin, ^ich promotes the per¬ 
oration, and prevtos the patient from 
catetung Cold, 

It is neceflhry, however, to obferve, that 
cold bathing is more likely to prevent, tliaii 
to remove obAnidtions of the glandular oh 
lymphatic fylleni. Indeed, when thefe liave 
arrived at a certain pitch, they are not to be 
removed by any means. In thi^cafe tlie 
cold bath wiU only aggravate the fympioms, 
and hurry the unhappy patient imp an untime¬ 
ly grave. It is tber^re of'tbe utittoft impor¬ 
tance, previous to the patienl^s entering upon 
the ufe of the cold 4>ath, to determine whe¬ 
ther or not he labours under any ohAinateob. 
Itrudttons of the V vigs, or other tir^rcra} anil 
where this is the cafe, cold biithing ought 
llridlly to be prohibited. A nervoasafrhma, 
or an atrophy, may be miftaken for a pul¬ 
monary confumptlon j yet, in the two for¬ 
mer, the add bath proves often beneAcial^ 
thoi^ I never knew it fo in the latter. In¬ 
deed, all the phtlufical patients I ever faw 
who had tried the cold bath, were evidently* 
the tvorfe for it* 

In what is called a plethoric (late, or too 
great a fulnefs of the body, it is likewife 
dangerous to ufe the cold batli, without dud 
praparadon. In this cafe there is great dan¬ 
ger of buriling a bSood-veflTel, or occaftoniog 
an inflammation of the brain, or fume of the 
v(fc/tra. This precaution is the more necef- 
fary to citizens, as ihoft of them live fulh 
and are of agrofs habit. Yet, what is very 
remarj^ble, tiiefe people refort in crowds 
every feafon to the (ea-Ade, and plunge into 
the water without the lea(l conAderation. 
No doubt they ofren efcape with impunity* 
but does that give a faiidlion to the pmdlicn^r 
PerAmiof this doforiptioo ought by no mqfftir 
to bathe, wUefr the body has been previoufly 
prepared by biebding^ purging, and a fpare 
diec. 

Anolher daft of patients who (land, pe- , 
cuUariy in need of the bracing qualities ot 
cold water, is the nervous. This includes a 
great number of the male, and nlmoA all thp 
female inbabit.'ints of great cities: Yet even 
thofo perfons ouglit to he cautions, in.uiing 
the cold batli. Nervous ]ieopto have ofom 
weak bowelsi to may, as well as others, be 
fubjeA tocdogcftbiis ami obAmtoni of (ho 
vifnerai and in this cafe they wdU ftotbb able

do degrea. Th«y oogU to btg&i with tht 
temperate hat^ awl gradually u(e it cookr, 
till at length the culdeCt proves quite agreea* 
Me. Nature rerolts againfl all great tranfi- 
Honsi and i!hofe who do Violence to her 
cbdbtes, have often (fafe to rCpent of their 
^meritjr. 

Wherever cold bathing is pnAifed^ there 
ought likewife to be. tepid baths for the pur« 
p()fe meatimied above. Indeed it is the prac- 
tice of (ome countries to throw cold water 
over the patient as foon as he comes out of 
the warm bath; but though this may not in¬ 
jure a Ruffian peaf:!uc, we dare not recom¬ 
mend it to the mbabitants of this country* 
The ancient Greeta and RonianSi We are 
told| wtien covered wit^ fweat and daft, 
nfed to plunge- into rivers> withont receiving 
the fmalleft injtfry. Though they might of¬ 
ten efcape danger ftom tfos imprudent aft| yet 
their condu& was certainly contrary to all the 
rules of medicine; as I have known many ro- 
buft men throw away their lives by fuch an 
attempt. I would not however advife patients 
to go into the cold water v^ien the! body 
is chilly; as much exercife, at leaft^ ought 
to be taken as may excite a gentle glow all 
over the body, btic by no means fo as to over¬ 
heat it. 

To young people^ and paiticuUrly to chil- 
dreoi cold bathing is of the laft importance. 
Jheir lax fibres render its tonic powers pe- 
cuharfy ppoper. It promotes their growth, 
increafes their ftrengch^ and prevents a vari¬ 
ety of difeafes incident to childhood; Wen 
infants early accuftomed to the cold bath, it 
would feldum difagree with them ,* and wo 
fhould fee fewer inftances of the fcrofola, 
rickets, and other difeldes, which prove fa¬ 
tal to many) and ma^e others miferable for 
life. Sometimes, indeed, thefe diforden reii- 
infers incapahle of bearing the flsoek of 
cold water, but this isoWing totheirnot hav- 
jng been early regniarty accuftomed to k* 


Ic Is however neceilkry here to camion young 
men againft too frequent bathing; as 1 have 
knewo many fatal cunfeqaonces refult from 
the d^ly pniiftice of plunging into rivers and 
conthifting there {00 lung. 

The moft proper time of the day for nfiiig 
the cold bath is no doubt (he morning, or im* 
mediacety before dinner: ^he beft mode* 

tliat of immerfton tiead furemoft. As cold 
bitbiog haf a coqftant tendency to propel the 
blood and other humours cowards the head, 
it ought to be a rule always to wet that part 
firft. *By due attention (o this ctrcumftance, 
dhere is reafon tq believe, tliac violent luead- 
3 chs, and otfier complaints, which frequmtiy 
proceed from cold bathing, might be often 
prevented, , 

The cold bath, wtwn cominued too long, 
not only occafions an eaceilive flux of hu¬ 
mours cowards the head, but chills the btooil, 
cramps flw mufcles, relaifos the nerves, and 
wholly defeats the Uiteiitton of bathing. 
Hence, by eiot adverting to this ctreamAance, 
Orperc fwimmqfs are often injuretl, and even 
fometimes lofo their lives. All the benefici¬ 
al purpofes of Cold bathing are anfwerod by 
One fmgle immerftoA; and the pacieiic ought 
to be nibbed dry ftie mom^t he comes out 
of (be Water, and fhould continue to take 
exercife for fome time after. 

' When cold bathing occafions chillnefs, lofk 
of appetite, HfttefliiAfs, pain of the bre^ or 
bowels, a prqftrition of ftrength, or violent 
headachs,* ic ought to bd difeonrinued. 

Though chefo hints are by no means In- 
tended to point oat all Che cafes where cold 
haihing may be hurtful; nor to illuftrate its 
excenflve wUify as a medicine; yet it is 
hoped, they may fervo to guard |>eople againft 
fome of thke errors into wliich from mere 
inattendwi they are ape to foil; and thereby 
not only endanger their own lives, but brii^ 
an escelkarmedicine iotodifrepute*.

For fomo yci’rs, Tragedy was the reigning 
entcrtainmenC; hut of hte tt h:is entirely 
given way to Comedy, am! our licft etFoits 
are now exerted m tliete lighter kinds of 
compofition. The pompous train, thefwcl- 
ling phrafe, and the unnaturc<l rant, are dif- 
placed for iliiit portrait of human 

folly and frailty, of wh ch all are judges, 
becaufe all have fat AJ!’ tlie p i^nre. 

But as in defcribing nature it is prefented 
with a double face, either Sf miith or fad^* 
nrfs our modern wrifers find themfeWes at 
a Infs which chiefly to copy from $ and it is 
now debated, wluihet the exhibition of hu¬ 
man diftrefs is liktdy ui affoid the mind 
more cnrerc.unmcnt than that of human ab- 
funlicy } 

Comedy is defin-d by Ariftotle fo be a 
pidlure of the frailties of the lowej'part of 
mankind, to diflinguilh it from Tragedy, 
which IS an uxhdv.tion of the misfoi tunes of 
ti)c great. VVMicn Comc<!y therefore aftrnds 
lo proiluce the clwra^teis of princes or gene¬ 
rals upon the llrige, it is out of ifs walk, 
fince low life and middle life arc entirely its 
objei5h The piinci|>al qucftion therefore is, 
whether in derciihjng low or middle life, 
«tn exhibition of its follies he not preferable 
to a dct.’il of its calamities ? Or, m other* 
w»'rils, which deferves the preference, The 
VN'eeping Sentimental Comedy, fo much in 
falhioii at prefent, ci- the Laughing and even 
low' Comedy, whiclt Teems to have been Ufl 
texhibitisd by Vanhuigh^iud Cibber ^ 

. If wo apply to auihoiitics, all the great 
maflcrs in the dramatic aiC have but one 
opinion. Their rule is, that as Tragedy 
difpUys the calamities of the great; To Co¬ 
medy fhould excite our laiiglitfr by ridiru- 
loafly exhibiting the follies of tlie lower 
pact of maiikind, Boileau, one of the beft 
modern critics, aflerts, tliat Comedy will 
not admit of tragic diRrcfs.

pity is incre.ifcd in proportion to the heigh^ 
from whence he fell. On the contrary, we 
do not fo ilrongly fymparlii/.e with one bprn i. 
ill huinbltr circumft;nice«, and encountering 
accideiiUl diflrefs: fo tha't while we nie't 
for BelifariuJ^ wc fenree give halfpence fo 
the beggar who accdls us in iha Rreet, The 
one has ovir pity; the oilier our contempt* 
Dillrefs therefore is the proper obje^ of 
Tragedy,•fiuce the great excite our pity by 
th^tr fall i hut not equally fo of Comedy, 
fince the artors employed in it are originally 
fiv mean, timt tfiey fink but little by their 
fall. 

Since the fii ft origin of the Stage, TVageily 
and Comedy have run in diRin^I channels, 
and never till of late encrnached upon the 
provinces of each other- Cerenre, ■ who 
feems to liave made the neareft approaches, 
yet always ju^icioufly flops (hort before ho 
comes to the downright pathetic ; and yet he 
is even reproaclieo by Caefar for wanting tlie 
vis comica. All the other Comic Writers of 
antiquity aim only .it rendering folly or vice 
ridiculou*!, but never exalt their charaflers 
into hutkined pomp, or make what Voltaire 
humouroufly calls a Ttadrfmans Tragedy, 

Yet, notwitAflanding tins weight ot au- 
thorify, and the univerfal pnuflice of former 
ages, a new fpecies of Dramatic compoiition 
lias been iurrpduced under die name of Srttii» 
ynental Cometly, in which the virtues of pri^ 
vatu life are exhibited, rather than the vices 
cxpolcd; and the diflrefles rather than the 
faults of mankind make onr mtereil in the 
piece. Thefe Comedies have had of late 
great fu-ce{<;; perhaps from their noveltv, 
and Mfo fr^gpn their flattering every man in 
his favourite foible. In thefe phys almolt 
all the char.i6Iers are gwHl, and rxceedingly 
generous; they are lavilh enough of their 
tin money on the flage, and almugli they 
want humour, have abund.mce of fdhSiraent 
and feeling. If they ^lappen lo have faults 
01 ^ foibles, the fpedlator is taught not only ta 
pvdon, but to applaud tliem, in conflJera- 
tion of the gorvdiiets of thetr hearts $ fo that 
fully,inflead of being ridiculed^ is commended^ 
and the Comedy aims at touching onr paf- 
Anns without the power of being truly pa¬ 
thetic; m this manner we are likely to lof« 
one great fource of entertainmenc on il)«‘ 
ftage; for while the Comic Poet is invatlmg 
' the province of the Tragic Mufe, he leaver 
her lovely After quite neglected. Of thit, 
however, he is no way fobcitous, st^ he 
mofures his fame bv Ids profits. 

But it will be that the theatre Is 
■ * O formed 
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tornted to aroufe inankind, and tliat 'it mat- 
ten littlei if this end be anfweredi by what 

means it is obtained. If nankind find de¬ 
light iu woeping at Cotnedv^ it would be 
cruel to abridge (hero in that or any other 
inniKODt pleafnro. If thofe pieces arc de- 
^ pied Che name of Comedies; yet call them 
by any other namei and if they are delighc- 
fub they are go6i). Their fuccefs, it will 
a»e faidy is a mark of their meric, and it is 
only abridging our hap(^iefs ce deny us an 
inlet to amuferaeiit. 

Thefe objeAionsy however, are ratlier 
fpeclous tlun folid. It is true, chat amufe* 
,ment is a great objo£l of the Tlieatre t ^and 
It will be alldwet), that tliefe Sentimenul 
pieces do often amufc us; but the qucftirin 
is, Whether tlie True Comedy will nut 
amufe us more ? The quelfion is, Whether 
a charafler fupported throughout a piece with 
its ridicule flill attending would not give us 
more delight ^than this fpecies of bafljid 
Tragedy, which only is applauded becaufe 
it is new ? ^ 

A friend of mine wlio was fitting unmoved 
at one of Cliefe SenCimeiital pieces, was alk- 
ed, how he could be fo mdiffcrent. Why, 
** truly,” laid he, ‘‘ as the liero is but a 
tradefman, it is indifferent to me whether 
he be turned out of hisCouiitiug.lioufeon 
** Fifh-Screet-Hill, fince he will ftiU have 
. ** enough left to open fhop^in Sc. Giles's.” 
The other obje^ion is as ill gounddd | for 
though we Ihould give thefe pieces another 
. n^mc, it will not mend th^-r efficacy. It 
Witt cuntinue a kind of nu/ij^ produdliop., 
with all the defedls of its oppodte parents^

and marked with fterility* If w« are per¬ 
mitted Co make Comedy weep, we have an 

equal right to mate Tragedy laugh, and to 

fee down in blank verfe the jeds and re¬ 
partees of all Che attendants in a funeral 
proceflion. 

But there is one argument In favour of 
Sentimental Comedy which will keep it on 
the Stage in fpite of all tliac can be faid 
againft it. It is, of all ocliers, the moft 
eafily written. Tliofe abilities that can ham¬ 
mer out a Novel, are fully fufticient for the 
produilion of a Semimental Comedy, It is 
only fufllciciit to raife the charafters a little, 
to deck out the hero with a ribband, or give 
the heroine a title; then to.pul an infipid- 
dialogue, without chal'adler or humour, into 
their muuths, mve them mighty good beans, 
very fine cloatns, furnifh a new fete of feenes, 
make a pathetic feene or two, with a fprink- 
ling of ten ier melancholy cooverfation 
through the wlude, and there is no doubt 
but all tlie ladies will ciy, and all the gentle¬ 
men applaud. 

Humour at prefent feems to be departing 
from the Stage, and it will foon happen that 
ovir Comic ph.yers v^iU have nolhing left for 
it but a fine cu.Tt and a long. U depends 
upon the a'ldieuce whether ilicy will aJlvi- 
ally drive tholu poor merry creatures fnira 
tlic ftage, or fit at a play as gloomy as at the 
Tabernacle, It is luit cafy to recover an 
art when once lolt ? and it would be but 
a jull punilhmeiic that when, by uur being 
too faftidtous, we have baniflied humour 
from the Stage, wc ihould ourfclves be de¬ 
prived of ihe art of laughing.

The firtt chapter contains a defeription of ^fcmhling in its internal ftrudlure the in- 
the heart, veffel'Jj and circulation of the tcftinula caeca, which in tne offeous filhes 
blood in fillies.

has dilfecled, he hjs, he^ays, found but one 
heart, confiflmg o/ one auricle, and one 
ventricle; and ttiac fium the latter one 
artery is fent out, which is entirely fpem on 
the gills, Tliat from the gtUs, ihei-efoie, 
the returning blood pafTes to all the otluT 
paiCsof the body, without the intervention 
of a fecond heart, as iii uian.-.^The method 
in wtiich the i^odlor lus here expreifed 
himfelf is incorredt; as at firfl it feems to 
figiufy that man lias two lieaits: a tfifijng 
traiifpoficiou would have removed the dif¬ 
ficulty. 

aW tracing the blood from the heart to 
the gills, and from thence hack to the heait, 
he priKceds to draw feveral conclufions, of 
which we fhall only mention the following, 
VIZ. That Che circulation of the blood being 
carried on in the cartilaginous fifhes in the 
fame manner as in the olfeous, or pifedb of 
Linneus, and tlie whole mafs of blood paf- 
fing through tlieir gdls, they mufi breathe re» 
gularly and uninterruptedly, to fumiftf blood 
to the brain and other organs, or they cannot 
poflefs the pulmo arhitrarius^ as is fuppofed by 
Linneus; fo that there appeant no juft reafun 
fur clalTing them with the amphibia.*' 

In the third chapter, which treats of the 
glandular organs and fecreted liquors of 
fillies, the Dndlor obferves, that the furface 
of fifhes, elpecially fuch as live in the fea, is 
defended by a quantity of vifcul fiimCf 
poured out in the olfeous fifhes by the* 
branclif s of two dudls placed upon their fides, 
which are continued upon* the head and up¬ 
per jaw; and others of a fimilar nature are*- 
added upon the under jaw. In the fcate our 
accurate' anatomift difeovered an elegant 
ferpentine canal between the Ikin end 
mufcles, at the fides of (tie five apertures 
into tbe gills. From the principal part of 
this du^* in the belly of the fifti, thm are 
not above fix or eight outlets; but fiom the 
upjier part, near the eyes, there are tipward 
ef thirty dudis feat opening on the

eiiclofed in ) mufcle, evidently intended to 
exprefs its contents.** 

Speaking of the fecretions of the male 
organs of generation Dodbir Monro obferves, 
that the ftnidinre of the milt in the offeous 
fifhes appears to be very Ample; but that 
in fome qf the cartilaginous ones, as the 
fcate, the apparatus .Appe.irs more complex 
than in man; tor in pl.ice of the tefticle, a 
fubftance is ohferved, compofed partly of 
white matter like the milt, and partly of 
fmall fphcrical bodies. From thefe an 
epidydimis is produced, chiefly compofed of 
convoluteil tubes, termimiting in a ferpen* 
tine vas defbrens; the under part of which 
i? greatly dilated, and forms, as in birds, a 
confiderable receptacle, or vcficuU femi- 
nalis. • 

Contiguous to the outer fide of the dilated 
end of the vas deferens, he found a hag of 
confiderable fize filled with green liquor, 
which is dilchaqged into fame funnel 
with the femen, and pixibaNy at the fam 
time with it. 

*Th« fiodlor here takes occafion to confi- 
der the opinion of certain anacomifts, who 
contend, that the organs communly called 
veficulae feminales, are not receptacles of tho 
liquor fecreted by the CefteS|ebut organs ca* 
pable of fecretlng from their indtr fiirface a 
prolific liquor, which is mixed with that 
from the tdtis. To fuch the deforiptioa of 
the vcfficula abovementioned contaning the 
green liquor will probably, he thinks, ap-. 
pear a full confirmation of their new dodlrine, 
founded on two obfervations* Fiift, that oa 
examining the liquor of the veficulse feminales 
of a man imm^iately after death, it waa« 
found dlfifcrent in its appearance from thefe- 
men difchaitdd by a living perlbn. Second¬ 
ly, chat a cocifiderahle time after caftratton, 
geldings and oxen had been fonnd ccq^ble of 
generating. In anfwer to this^ the DoCfcor 
^ferves, chat althongh the liquor of the 
ficulie feminales diflbrs io colourfrom tbefe-« 
* 0 a men 
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.mai as ufu^ly didcharse^, becaufis it is cKen 
‘ mixed with tiie white and vifcid liquor of 
the protUte gland 5 yet It agfCCS With that Id 
the vida deferentia^ as nearly as cyAic bile 
does with the hepatic. Tltat in the next 
pbce» it is extremely prubabie that the fe- 
men may remain in veAculx iemmales 
of a caArated animal for a confiderable 
time; but tliat foppofmg it poinble to pro? 
that at the time of caAration there was nut 
a limp of femen in the veficulxi feminatesi 
and yet that afterwards the^animal was capa¬ 
ble of generatmgt it would not follow from 
thiS| that the veficulx were not t)ie recepta¬ 
cles of the liquor feif^'ed in the teAiclc, 
TheutnioA antourr of the concluiion would 
He, that the vcliciilx fcmiaaleS) urtermiiu-*' 
tuMis of the fcminal du^s^ were capable of 
the fame liquor as thtflfwgiiuungs of 
thofc du€ls in the teftts.

From cheie «x|>«rimen(S| 
which were cldeAy m.'ide on the Nuntet Ffa- 
jiuP, bccaufe in them the ]ympMic>:, owing 
eto their ciiindrical lhape and tnughnefs, 
were more eufily traced than in the 
Che Po^ur found that the diAiibution of 
file lympliatjc fyAejrn is univeri'al in them; 
that the red veins are, in proporcioii to their 
aneries, as large in Afhes as uf.man or qua¬ 
drupeds, and yet their blood cootauis few red 
particles) and that thefe particles are in a 
great meafure excluded from tlie vcAels of 
^leir niQides, and of many other parts; 
from which he concludes, that their U)lour« 
lefs as well as their red arteries terminate in 
Uieir red veins.

By injecting penetrating li<|Uors idco the 
ai’tcritm tym|fluittc vetins of ftfhes^ he 

found it impoifible to make chefe liquors pal's 
from Che arteries into the lymphatics, or 
from the lymphatics into the arteries, exeept 
when there was a laceration of thefe veifels ; 
yet he repeatedly injected their red veins 
from their arteries. Hence the lympluitic 
veii^ do not feem Co he the Continuation of 
the lymphatic arteries in filhes; or we are 
fed to fuppofethat, as they do not aOilt dt- 
redUy m ciiculatmg the blood, the/ muft be 
of ule by ubfuibiiig' fluids from the fuiface, 
and from the diiferent cavities of their bo* 
dies. 

By a variety of |xperiments he difeover- 
ed, chat it was pollible to give a deciftve 
ocular proof, by ohfervin^ the etfe^ls of in> 
jcdlmg fluids from t^e trunks into Che fmaU 
branches of the lymphatic veins, of the 
truth of the do^h uic, CluC the Imm.Mi valvu¬ 
lar lymph.Aic veins are a fytlera of abfor- 
bents. 

From the circuraftancc of very large and 
numerous lymphatics buiug difpeifed upon 
the gills of the fcate, and the additional one 
that filhes fcKin die when put into water 
from whicii the air has been extni^lcd, and 
yei that fuch water is capable of walhing off 
exhaled matter from the gills, and of taking 
up phlogi^lc.n leadily, the Dodlor is led to 
fuppoie, tliac the gills or lungs not only vlif* 
cliarge hurtful matter, hut ferve alfo to take 
in ftum the air, which is nuxeU with the 
water, jomrwhnt necelfary for life; the pre- 
cifc nature of whicli experiments do not 
enable us to fpecify. 

\Vc rq.iy, however, obferve, tliaC the co¬ 
lour and quantity of the red particles of the 
bliHid, and tiie heat of aoiiualsi are conbei 5 l- 
ed with the nruHle of tlieir refpiration; and 
that It is as conceivable tint the craffamen^um 
of bl(H}d immerfed in fciMm, and enclofal 
in a bladder, or that blood circulating in tlic 
lungs of a living ftnimal, may receive or at* 
Cra£k fubtile mauer from the acmofphere, as 
that it may difcharge fuch into it. 

The fuch cl>apter contains obfervations on 
the lymphatics of the fpleen in filhes, and 
on the ufes in general <if that organ* In the 
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fucceedin^ chapter he cflablKhet his claim to 
the fir(\ discovery of die exiftenco of the 

laical and lymphatic (y(lem in birds anil 
amphibious animals, as well as in filhesi in 
oppoficion to tlie pretenfions of the late Mr. 
Hewfon. But for this w« mu(l refer to die 
work itfelf. 

Clup. viii. treats of the brain, and organs 
of the femes in filhes. ^he brain of fiiheSf 
die po^ur ohferves, is fenfibly fmaller in 
proponion^o tliegr body, than in the mam¬ 
malia or in birds; yet the nerves it fends off- 
arc as large in proportion to the feveral or¬ 
gans af in thoftt two claffes* In it is found 
die like prir.cipal divifion into brain and ce¬ 
rebellum ; and thefe aro hollow, or have 

* ventricles witiiin them. In the gados, our 
anatomii^ found fpheroedil bodies betw'een 
the dura and pia nviter, and covering tlio 
greater patt of their nerves, like a coat of 
in* li, Ml their coqrfe towards the organs to 
which they are dedmed.* After thefe few 
general obfervations on the brain, the organs 
of die fenfV, particularly the nofc, the ear, 
and the eye (fo^ on chofe of the^ touch and 
tade there can he but little or no room for re¬ 
mark) are the objedhof our acute obferver's 
enquiries. 

in all filhes. heremnik':, external open¬ 
ings for fini:!! arc very evident, generally two 
on e.tch fide ill the olTeous fiflics. which on 
O'Ch fide of the tiead lead to a complex or¬ 
gan, the furf.ire of wiiich is of confulerablo 
extent; and upon them a pair of large or ol¬ 
factory nttves terminates. In fome fifhes, 
as in the haddock, he obferved that the ut- 
fafiory nerve, in its courfe between the head 
and nofe, pafirs through a cineritioiis ball re- 
fembhog the cineritioiis matter connei^ed in 
our body to the olfaftuiy nerve within the 
crannium. He therefore infers, that there 
can be lUMlouht that they enjoy the fenfe of 
fmeiling; but there is great reafon to believe, 
tliat, fuiced to their fu^Tounding element^ 
they are much more fenfible of odorous bo¬ 
dies dilfolved in water, andeapplied by itt

By the conftanc yet modefjl exercife of chefe 
admirable qualities Chariefla fecured to her- 
felf not only more felicity, but even more 
public regard and attention than was obtained 
by fome Tingle ladies of her neighbourhood, 
who were Undoubtedly her'^fuperiors m the 
attradlive endowments of beauty, opulence, 
and wit. 

** There was a period in her life at 
which fome of her imcandtd neighbours con- 
jedored that the fubcle vice of avarice was 
beginning to infe£l her; fhe fwklenly parted 
with her dial lot, and reduced her eflablifh- 
ment, witliouc afTigning her reafons for con. 
dud To furpriAng. In a feiy years fhe 
yefuroed her equipage, and re-commenced 
Iwr uTual flyle of living, with as much or. 
rather more fplendour chan ever. This flill 
snore engaged the attention of the neighhour- 
bood 1 and the very people, who on the for- 
,iner alteration had accufed her of avarice, now 
exclaimed^ that fhe was either f^xed with 
the frenzy of extravagance, or was endea¬ 
vouring to allure an hufjiaad. It was, how- 
over, proclaimed upon her death, by the 
wor^y family^ of a deceafed mercliant, tliac, 
und^ jhe<-promife of the moil abrolpte fe- 
crecy,ffle had ailotcedto^affiflance, during 
llie years of the above-mentioned retrench-, 
mcDt, a full moiety of her income, by. 
which generous eiertion ftie had fupported 
him through fume mofl cruel and uudeferved 
diiVt^lTes, enabled him to retrieve his circum- 
ilances, and preferve his family Arom im¬ 
pending ruin.*' 

' Ravittf; fttiKhcd the hlflory of tbb truly 
g mi ib l e woman, the author makes the foU 
lowing TenfUAe obfervations. It was un- 
idhofacedly'the warm and genuihe Tjj^r of 
Charity^ in the feriptur^, cumprehenAve 
fenfe ^ that word, Which gave fb Arong an 
effsd^ to die Amplo ch^ua^er of tins excellent 


perfon. Indcetl, in^ the formation of her 
charadter, it Teemed » if nature had deter* 

miaed to ilicw how far her own pow 

were Tufficienc to make a woman both ami¬ 
able anu happy, without borrowing any 
affllbnce from art. I oner, indeed, beard it 
remarked by an anoient TpiuAer In the neigli- 
bourhood, who, cho* intinicely more opulent, 
was not half To well refpeded, that Chariefla 
had a weak underdanding.—But if to avoid 
all the little jealouAes, fufpicions, and bick¬ 
erings of ordinary fpirits; if tocoitciliate uiu- 
verfal regard, without pradliTing the ungene¬ 
rous arts of hypocrify and adulation; if to 
purfue and reliili the moft innocent and ra. 
tional pleafures with moderation and grati¬ 
tude; if to difcharge'the molt eflential 
duties with regularity devoid of oftcutaCion ; 
if, in Iburt, to enjoy yid to diitnbute the 
valuable tho* iranTitory happinefs of this 
world, and at the fame time to Tecure the 
permanent and incAlmable felicity which 
is announced to us by the promifes of Hea¬ 
ven ; if, I fay, to do all this may be conft- 
dered as a proof of wifdom; £nvy hcrfelf 
mult allow that Chai ielTa was one of the wit'eft 
as well as mofl fortunate of women. 

** No example, continues our author, can be, 
prefented to the Tifteihood, whicti they may 
follow with greater eafe, or with fupvnar 
advantage: for tho’ few ancient virgins 
may polTefs fbch comfortable affluence, yet 
tliey may, with a much humbler revenue, 
polTeTs and difeover the Tanne generous felicity 
of Tpirit. Nature is equally indulgent to 
^veiy rank in life. As in her vegetable king¬ 
dom, (he has kindly made the fweetell of 
Aoweis the ninll commuu; To in the moral 
world, fhe has placed the lovely virtue which 
coiu^jcus mofl to human happiaeTs, equally 
Within the reach and cultivation of the rich and 
poor. Benevolence may be coiiTidered as the 
rofe, v;hich is found as beautiful and as fragrant 
in the narrow border of the cottager, as in tlm 
ample and magnihcent garden of the peer. 
The tiuth of genuine charity is not eflirnated 
by the weight ‘of what Ihe gives; and the 
mite of the indigene old maid, like that of 
the poor widow, m9y be fuperior in re^ 
merit to tlie moft fpJendid donation# Cha¬ 
rity is a theme, on which the fublimeft fpr- 
rics have fo often and To ably diTcourfed, it is 
.a virtue of fuch acknowledged value and 
luftre, that to Tp^k furthe^ in ks praife may 
appear like an attempt 

— ■ to gild refined gold, 

** Or add a perfume to the violet." 

Yet after all the admirable things that 
hav^been written on this lovely preTident of 
Che angelic virtues, it remains, the author 
thinks, Air him to fliew, why charity may with 
fingnkir I'ropriefy be to that 
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fnir anti tender community^ of ivhtch he 
ha!| he hopes with no o/foiifive actogancei 
*|u‘ofcl!Ee4l liimfelf the pnAor* 

“ Tlie unhappinefs of ancient virgins,” 
he (ays, “ often arifes from a certain vacuity 
of heart, wliich is frequently the natural 
confequcnce of their peculiar f)tuation« I 
luve fometimes cunfntered the bofom of an 
old maid as a kind of cell, in which it was 
intended that the lively hee Affe^ion fliould 
* treafure up its colluded fweeis; but this 
bee happening to penlh, before it could pro¬ 
perty fettle on the Aowers that (hould afford 
its wealth, the vacant cell vnluckily became 
rhe abode of the tlror.e Indiffmnegt or of tlie, 
wfp Malignity. —To fpeak in lefs figurative 
language:—the want of proper objedls Cif 
engage and employ th|)t fund of tendernefs, 
which nature feldym fails to beffow on the 
female frame, may render the joyUfs, un- 
cotinedled fpinfler both troublefome to her 
acquaintance, and a burihen to herfelf. Of 
all the different kinds of want, 1 apprehend 
that which originates m tlie heart, muff be 
the raoft deprefling. The pains of difappoint- 
•d hunger and tliirff are undoubtedly great; 
yet a delliny far more deplorable than that 
of Tantalus would be afli^ned to that being, 

(if we may fuppofe fuch aiieing toexift) who, 
with a fpirit full of generous and kind affec¬ 
tions, fhould never be allowed to indulge it- 
felf in a fingle adl or expreflion of genero< 
fity or kindnefs. Now the folitary yet be. 
nevolenc old maid, wlio has no hufbaiid 
to love, no child to idolize, an.', perliaps, 
no friend Co effeem, would be almolt {edu¬ 
ced to the dreary and mifcrable coiTdition 
wtiich 1 have here imagined, were not cha¬ 
rity, who lias the power of fupplying even 
the cendereff relations, and of giv^g chil. 
tlren to the childlefs—were not charity 
both perfedlly able and perpetually ready 

To fill the void left acldng in the breaff. 

It is tlte privilege of charity to poirefs one 
(ignal advantage over fome of the mod emi¬ 
nent paffions and virtues* of the human fpi¬ 
rit. Ambition, love, and friendfhip, are 
not only fubjeft to mortification and difap- 
pointment, but cannot even exiCt without 
the affiflance of time and chance. But clia- 
nty is by no means the offspring or theflave 
of accident, and all lier defigns are perma- 
aeot and certain. 

It is poffible that a heart wliich nature 
has rendered capable of the mod temler and 
fubUne attachment, may wander through 
the wildernefs of human life, without lading 
the fweets of either love or friendfhip. 
But a charitable fpirit (lio’ confined to die 
snoft narrow and barren field of a^on, may 
Imd.even there abundance of obje^s to call 
iortbf and to reward the faluUH/ and 
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'delightful exeitions. 1 exhort, therefore^ 
the folitary edd nriiiid—who niiy be omfider- 
€d aa the inhabitant of awlldurnefs, where the 
Rowers of love are utterly withered, and thole 
of friendfhip very Chmly fcattered—to make 
diaricy her favourite and conllanc compani¬ 
on.—She who does, will infallibly find, ks 
the deliglit arifing from fveh intercourCe, aa 
adequate and lively fuUlitute for all the^more 
precarious pleafures, of which the caprice e£ 
chance may luw cruelly deprived her/* 

The author here meant, he informa us, to 
have clufed this part of his work; but a fnend 
jud Aien enteringhisdudy,obliged him withn 
full and frank opinion on what he bad writ¬ 
ten s and after fome animating coropUment* 
on the defign of liis work in general, point*- 
ed out to him, that there appealed to him n 
deficiency 'in this part of the £fiay ; that the 
author had done ample jadice to the fifter- 
hood in many iudances $ that he had fuccefs- 
fully cumbated the vulgar error, that every 
old maid was a mortified being, whom 
the wan^ of attradlions, or the influence of 
acciiicnt, had reduced to an involuntary^ 
woeful condiRonluul by argdraent and ex¬ 
ample Ihewn, on tlie contrary, chat the anci¬ 
ent virgin might be cheerful and happy^ 
completely contented with a date flie had 
deliberately chofen ; but that dill, as their 
advocate, he ought to celebrate fome cha- 
radlcrs, trho, without any tincture of Ro- 
* mifh fuperditinn, had devoted chemfelves to 
n life of virginity, fi^m the pure and fub- 
lime piolives of friendfhip and affedtiont 
and chat he was ready to fup(dy him with 
two fignal indancea of fuch a generous £a« 
crifice. in the chara£lei-s of Angeliibi and 
Meletina, Thefe ctiaradlers are accordingly 
introduced, and drawn in the warmed co¬ 
lours ; and the author eencludes this part of 
*his Typrk with the remark, Thu two 
members of fuch engaging excellence m 
alone fuflicienc to ennoble any community g 
and I flatter myfelf, the mild ludre of their 
chara^ers will refledl a degree of glory on 
the fiderhood, and raif# it conlvlerably in 
the edimacion of the world.*'' Perhaps, if a 
jud ctironicie of old maids had been kept 
fince the creation, it would have prefented 
to us many fimilar examples of tender mag¬ 
nanimity. 

In order, as he expreffes himfdf, 
to rival the curious reicarches of our 
prefent mod celebrated antiquarians, atid^u| 
the wide field which he htf chofen Co leave 
no bufh or bramble miexploi^, the aiitlior 
proceeds to examine if th^ ever exifted »a 
antediluvian old maidi he next Offers con- 
jefCures omcernlng old maids among the 
Jews, the Egyptians, ?nd fume other nations 
of aniiqipty; on the old maids of Greece, 
on the vedaby and other old miijdt of Rome 
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tiofore the chrifttan sera. He then t.ikef no> 
tlee of die infinice increafe of old rtinids fince 
th»t |>enoil« and quotes fome of the molt 
early chn(tbn aitihors who have iwcheJ on 
vii-ginlty, fuch as Tertullian, St. Cyprian^ 
icc. and gives conflderabie extra^s from the 
faints who liAve written p.ineg)’rics upon ity 
paiticuUrly St. Athan.ihuSi St. Bafil, St. 
Gregory Nazianzenidiis nitme-fake uf Nyf- 
fa, St. Ambrofe, St. Ciiryfoitom, St. Jerom, 
&c. &c. S:C. But tho^ this part erf the work 
undoubtedly affords the aiitfior an opportuni¬ 
ty of Utfplaying his reading, and intimacy 
with the works of the I'achers, yet \m mult 
candidly oonfefs it afiorded u^:, and will, we 
may venture to alTere, atfoi d tlie generality 
of his readers mucti lefs fartsfvuftion than^ 
other Icfs elaborate, thn’more inteicftmg 
parts of this admirable Hll.iy. ” 

The remainer of the tiith pari contains an 
account of fume miracles afenhed to monaf- 
tic virgins; of tlie d^^line and f.dl ofmonaltic 
virginity ; of feme monadic old maids dif- 
tinguifhed by literary talent'i ; of fome old 
maids of the new >vi>rld, n»ul o! tiie reve¬ 
rence paid to them by our tu^'ficrn anceftors. 

The fuch aiid lalf part gives fcveral palfagcs 
in Englifh poets conceruiig viiginity; treats 
of the medical influence afenhed to it, and 
of the various devices funpofed to afcei\:.iii it. 
,The reader is alfo presented with :\ curioiis 
difculflon of the deluati and 'w.iKytant quef- 
tion,—“ Wtiich is the moic elig hie forva 
wife, a widow, or an old maid ? ” in which 
the author has d;fplayed his ufu il vivacity 
and penetratitin. From among his various 
arguments in favour of ilic fifloi hood, wc lhall 
only roeniifm the following, truly charadlenHic

delivered in a dreamy the text of which is taken 

from the 3 Sih verfe of the iith chapter of 
Judges: ** Slie went with iiercfimpapiuns, and 
bew.uled her virginity/* On awaking from 
Ills reverie, the author tells us, he looked 
wlflfully .iround, and, Intlead of a kind and 
lioncll old maiden on each futcofhim, waS' 
fiirprized to firiil St. Baftl’s difcourfe on Vir¬ 
ginity on his left hand, and towards the light 
an exhautled bottle of f*ort«

S.-iUpetie, whether we confider it as 
an article of conimeixe, or as anaiticlene- 
ceffary to our political exigence, is of the 
utnioft impoitance to thefe kingdoms; eveiy 
c(l“it, therefore, tending to produce an in¬ 
ternal fupply may be deemed public-fpirited.

Ten demit^ueu^* 
of watn being p.tlfed through the firit ruw 
of eight tubs, is p«)uied upon the feconJ, 
and afterwards up >h the third; and now Che 
fu ll row of eight tul)s being emptied of the 
earth and afTics, is replemfhed with freili 
materials, and t'Mi ley, which has palfeJ 
through the thiee lows of eight tubs, is pal- 
fudthiough this likewife. 

“ Having thus pailcd through four row* 
of eight Cubs, and being reduced to two dciul- 
queus by the ablorplion of the materials, it 
is earned CO tlte boiler under the name of U 
Cui^. 

“ Such is the procefs when a new work 
is creeled ^ m an old i>ne, only fix denu- 
([ueusof w.iter are p.iffrd thiough the three 
row:, of eight tubs, w'hich are filled wuli 
fi‘Clh niateiiah cveiyday. 

The hxivium is carefully feummed, du¬ 
ring the boding, and when it is fo fjr ad- 
v.iiiced, Ih.ic a pellicle begins to appear upon 
the furfacp^^ woikman is couflantly employ, 
eil, With a perforated ladle, to take one tlie 
marine fait, which now begins to form and 
fall to the bottom of the bialer. This being 
thrown into a whilkct, drains^into the boiler 
again.

fome makers think it beft to dilute it with 
wateri and percolate it through a h^fh bed 
of WQod*a(hes. Xhe earths, when difclur- 
ged'fnim the tubs, ai*e tlirown afsde to dry 
under an 'hovel, and wlign dry^ are fpread, 
about a foot thick, to receive the fcimuniiigs, 
MU men^ putrid urine, or any other putrid 
liquor they can get to throw 0|vAi them, 
and in a fetv mmiths, we are told, arc fit 
for life, a fecoed time, particularly if now 
and then turned over. 

‘ To improve the colour of this faltpetre,

ed in, and well Itirred up in it, which raifes 
> thick black feum, and is taken olT with it. 
But, before the whites of *t*ggs, ^c. are 
thrown in, the boiling lupioi is-cooled* by 
nddmg a pailful of cold water. The Ifx.vtum 
being thns clarified, is treated as bcdoie. 

“ The sdu m:n of this operation, being 
boiled again, yields a faitpetre of the fame 
culiiur with fiifl; and fome faltpetre goes 
through a thiid opetation of the fame kind to 
give It a greater degree of purity.

“ The landfcapc, though confined, is ex¬ 
tremely pleafing j the dark blue fuiface of 
thefo unruiBed waters, faid to be 360 fathom 
.deep; ftrongly reHedXs tlie tapering grovel 
that cover its floping inclofurc; Ihoals of 
w:ld fowls fwim about, and king's fifhers 
fhout alvbng the banks. A large o6logoii tem¬ 
ple in nuns advances maJeBicnlly to the 
brink; its marble urnamenis have lon^ 
fince been removed, but its form and fizt 
Bill render it a noble obie^. It was, pro¬ 
bably, dedicated Co Che inferoal gods, to 
wliufe woiHiip timfe folemu tcenes were 
formerly coniecrateJ. BKick aged groves 
flretchcd their boughs over the watery abyf**^ 
and With impenetrable foliage excluded al- 
moft eveiy r.iy of wdiolelomf' light; mephitic 
vapou’.'s afeending from the hot bowels of 
ti e eruth, being denied fire paili^ge to the 
aOtv;fpheie, Boated along Ilj6 furfacc ui poi- 
fiMious nuBs, Thefe ciicumltanccs produccil 
iioirois fit for fucli gloomy deities; aixl a 
colony of Cimmerians, as well fuited to the 
rites as to the place itfelf, cut dwellings i;i 
the boforn of the furruuiidir.g hills, aiU 
ijlTiri.ited as pnefts of I'artarus, Snpcrfti^ 
tiou, always delighting in dark ideas, early 
and c.igtrly friztd u|M)nlhis fpot, and hither 
Bu; kU U'cmbling vouries Co celebrate 

her 
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|)6r dlfmal orgies; here (he evoked tt)e 
jnanCSQf dcpaitcJ heroes--'here ihc offered 
facrifices to llie Rods of Iiell, and attempted 
to dive into the fccreCs of futurity. Poets en- 
largrd upon the popular theme, and painted 
its awful fceiien with the ffronge(\ colours 
of tlii i: art. Homer hi ings UlylTes to Aver- 
nus, as lo the mouth of du' infrrnal ahodesi 
•and in im«f*'fon ot tlie Greti?n Har<?, Virgil 
condin^s his lu'Fo to liscfame ground, 

Artef a long reign c-f uniljfturhcd gloom 
anti celebrity, a fodtlto glare of light was 
let in u|Kin AYeriuis ; the h<»rrors were dif- 
peUeth and with them vaiv(hed flie fanflity 
of tlic I ke; the of Asnpp.i brought its* 
foref^s to the g^'onnd, and gave room for all 
its maligii It effluvia to efcape. The viru¬ 
lence ot Ihefe ftXlfalations is ilefcrjbcd by 
ancient authors as. very extraordinary ; mo¬ 
dern writers, who only know the place in 
its cleai'pft (fate, charge ihefc accounts with 
iO« I ; but I think them intitled to 
n»ore refpe^l; for even novs" tliC air is fevcrifli 
and ibngonus, as the laundiceil faces of the 
v»nr-didfcis, who lucurdnl tlic Sybib and 
tlieC lumcnans in the jioileHion of the tem¬ 
ple, nu/fl ruefully t/llity. 

Tliis lake at piefeut .'ibounds with 
tench; the Luirine with eels. Thechangcof 
fortune iii thcfc l,»k<’s is fingular. In the 
fpletidid days of Imperial Rome, the Lucriue 
was the diufca fpot for t!ie hnlljant parties 
of pkafiii’e of a voluptuous c<)Ui t; they aie 
defciibed by Seneca as the lughefl retine- 
ment^ of extravagance aiul luxiiiy ; now, a 
(ImiybeJ of rulhcs covei*s tlie I'cattered p<N>ls 
of tills oRce beautiful Iheet of water, and 
die dufky Avei nus is now clear and«fercne, 
•ffering a moll alluring fui face and charm¬ 
ing fccne for fimibir amufements/' 

Our author next vifited Puzzuoli,—the 
ipmpic of Serapis—ihit Like of Agiiano— 
Kifida—Pofilipo—the tomb of Sannazarins, 
a man deiervedly eReemcd as a patriot 
and .is a friend. Men of letters have often 
btttin taxed with a verfatillty of principle, 
winch leads them too eafily to abandon the 
unfortunate, and turn their homage towards 
the rifing power. This poet, at lead, was 
above the temptatiim; his woiks breathe a 
fpirit of generous attachment to his bene- 
f.i^lors, the ill f.ited Princes of Arragon. 
While tlie Secretary and conhdant of Alphun- 
fusarid Ferdinand was ptonuuncing an adula¬ 
tory harangue before the triumpliant conquer¬ 
or Ch'irles the Eigluh, King pf France^ San- 
uazai'ius was giving the moR undoubted 
proofs of his giatilude by felling his cRate 
to fupply the exigencies of his fri^d and 
patron, Frederick the Second; lie became 
the vohiiitai'y companion uf his exile; 
Stared wjih lum tlte vreiglit o£ woC| 


and with perfevering teudernefs ?dminiftorcJ 
comfort to him, till death kindly releafcd tile 

wretched Prince from forrows lie had not 
merited. Then S.'innaZ'irius returned c» 
Kaples, and fpent the remainder of his life 
in literary occupations and ;he pl^afures of 
foclety, pofTeircd of t^e love and eftoem of 
all ranks of citizens. He wrote fume 
Pifcatoiy^ Idyls, which Mr. Swinburne de¬ 
fends againlt lift objetflmns of the cinivSt 
and alTeits that they coniam a moll lively 
defcfqnion of nature, without running into 
the thread-bare fmnles and meUphors. with 
which, he fays, all Bucolic poetty has beets 
patched up fmee the days of Theocritus. 

After taking notice of VirgiPs tomb, and 
the ponds of Follio, Mr. Swinburne gives a 
defeription of Naples, its municipal govern¬ 
ment luid hiftory, and draw's a comparifon be¬ 
tween its ancient and prefenc inhabitants. 
From the flight mention made of Naples bf 
ancient writers, our author infers that its in¬ 
habitants long lived in nhfeure tranquillity, a 
happy tliuugh^ not a glorious fstuation; fur 
where no complaints are made, no difluiban- 
ces heard of, peace and abundance may he 
fupiKifed to reign; and thence takes occa- 
flon to make the following juft remarks. 

Great misfortunes as often as great fuc- 
cefles rai{« nations to a rank in hiftory, tliat 
entitles them to the notice of pofterity. Vic¬ 
tory and dominion did nor, perhaps, procure 
to the people a latter (lure of felicicjr 

than they w'ould have tufted, had they re¬ 
mained the fiee but undiftinguiftied polfelf'irs 
of their original confined territory. In that 
cafe, their name would not have been jire- 
emineiiC in the hiftory of the great revolutions 
of Che world; but their blood wnuld not 
have flowed in proferiptions, nor W'^uld 
their litSrties have been trampled cei by Em¬ 
perors the moft wurtlilefsof ma nkind. Ir is 
far from my intention to depreciate the valna 
of generous ambition, and adiive fpmt; cm 
the contrary, 1 doubt whether any piibKc 
piofpcrity can be lafting, wiihuuf niiiKaty 
exertions. Philofopliital content and medc- 
ration may infnre to private men an uncom¬ 
mon proporciim of th.U im|>erfedl fum of 
happinefs, w'bich alone is within our coo- 
tradied reach; but if tliey predominate lo.'.g 
in national coiinctJs, will inevitably lull ths 
Hate into pernicious apathy. Every |K)liti;^( 
body is fo funounded with rivals and erjc- 
mies, and fuch is the neceflity of motion iii 
human affairs, chat if they do not advance they 
muft retrograde. A people of philosophers, 
if fuch a .one could be formed, rouft either 
flnk rapidly into vicious indolence, ending in 
confufion and flavery, or very foon 1>e rcin- 
volved in the bufy voitexof eiweipnfrs which 
alone con preserve it from corruption." 
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The prefcnt inhabitanrs of Naples, our 
Author obi'ervcs, are much inclined to fuper- 
Aitioii. The violence of their prions, and 
the emhufiafm of their cHar.iftiir it fuch,lh 3 t 
they are eafily fediiccd beyond the boUhds of 
foher reafoii, in matters of mydery and mo- 
tapliy ficc. They however balance the account 
by the vigorous nod (Hccefsfui refinance they 
luve made againd every attempt to introduce 
the Inquifitioii among ihe^. A* very vfi- 
ble dimtiuuiun, he fays, has tak' n placet 
within the memory of man,in the enrhufiafm 
ot the Neapolitans for thetr favourite S&int Ja- 
nuanus; and that the power which the 
church had over the laity has loft much ground 
ffnee ttie cxpulhnn of thejefuits; but that' 
Aillf ** great is the empire which zealous or 
Archil mcnexercifeoverthe minds of the popu¬ 
lace/* for whom fcarce any impofuton is too 
grofs.—Thefe, and a number of ftmilar li¬ 
beral remarks whiph frequently occur in 
this work, plainly evince, that the author, 
tliough a member of the church of Rome, is 
totally.divefted of that bigotry and Ihofecon* 
Iradled ideas which too often appear in its 
ipcmbers in matters of religion, though 
oCherwife men of fenfe and karning. 

Towards the end of September Mr, Swin¬ 
burne fet out u^Hm a tour to Paeftum and the 
eoaft of Amalfi. From among the many in- 
tcicfting deferiptionsgiven by our'entertaining 
traveller in this excnifion, we can only give 
his account of a P^hvibirra, Or Ration for 
nctrmg wild pigeons; a diverfiun moft ea¬ 
gerly purlued by tlie inhah.t.ints, who dedi* 
cate this feafon of the year to feafting andf 
tnerry meetings, 

** They alTemble/* he fays, ** in parties, 
and if nny ftranger chances to ftr.iy to their 
rendezvous, give Itim a moft cordial wel¬ 
come. I am not in the leaft f^pnfed at 
their p.^.iunate fondneft for this fport, £$ I 
found it extremely bewitching, keeping the 
' attention conft.iiitly alive by expectation { the 
fituations where^hc toils are ipread are in¬ 
comparably beautiful, the air is pure and bal- 
lamic, and every thing arovnd breathes lieaith 
And ffttisfa£lion. 

“ Wlien the periodical flights of ftock* 
doves return from the northern and weftern 
pai rs of Europe to gain warmer regions for 
thcir winter abode, the fowler repairs to the ' 
mountain and fpreads his nets acroR the in¬ 
termediate IkiHows, the paiTt's through which 
'tlie birdv take their coiiKe, to avoid uimecef- 
fary*clevari(;n in their flight* Thefe'nets are ' 
hiingvtjHHi a tow of laige trees plants for 
(he purpofv.—The branches being very thick 
And clufe at top, and the bole lofty and bare, 

A giYAC o|)ening is left below for tlie tolls, 
uhtcli reach liie ground, r'.nd by means of 
pulUer, fill in a twap by tlw leaft eflb^C* 


Sometimes they are extended upon poles thal 
exceed the height of the trees. At a fmall 
dilbnee is a lofty circular turret, upon which 
a man is itacinned to watch the approach of 

the game. As he comm.ind5 a free view 
over all the country, and pra£lice has made 
his fight as acute as that of the lynx, hede- 
feries the birds at a wonderful dil^nce. The 
doves advance with gieat velocity, but the 
alert watchman is prepared for them, and 
juft as tliey approach his pnft, hurls a 
ftone above them with a fling; upoA 
which the whole flock, whofe fears have 
birds of' piey for their great object, fuppofing 
the ftone to be an enemy of that kind ready to 
pounce on them, dartibXvn like lightning to 
avoid the blow by, p^fling under the trees ; 
but there they nilh into,the jaws of death by 
dafliing againft the net, which inftantly drops, 
and fo entangles them, that not one of tliem 
can efcape the active hands of the fowler.** 

From Amalfi Mr. Swinburne made an ex- 
cutfion, and rowed along tlie Ihore to a 
Tunny-filhery, of which he gives the follow¬ 
ing defeription. 

“ The nets arc fpread over a large fpace 
of fea, by means of cables fattened to an-* 
chors, and are divided into feveral compart¬ 
ments. The entrance is always dire^ed, 
according to the leafon, towards that part of 
Che fea from which tlie lifh are known to 
come* A man placed upon Che fummtt of a 
rock high above the watir, gives the flgnnl 
of the fifli being arrived ; for he can difcern 
from that elevation what palTes under the 
Waters infinitely betierthan any perfon near¬ 
er the furface. As foon as notice is given 
that die Ihoal of filh tias iwnetrated as far as 
the irfiier compartment, or tlie chamber of 
death, the paflage is drawn dole, and tfae 
flnughter begins. 

** The Tunny belongs to Linneus’s Scom¬ 
ber among die 'I horacici, and enters the 
Mediterranean about the vernal equinox, 
travelling in a triangular phalanx, fb as to 
cut Che waters with its point, and Co prefeiit 
an extetifive bafe for die tides and cunentsto 
, fee againft, and impel forwards, Thefe fifh 
repair to the warm Teas of Greece to fpawn, 
fteering their courfe thither along the Euro* 
pean fhoreSf but, as they return, approach 
the African coafl; the young fry is placed 
in the van of the f<|uadr9n as they travel. 
They come hack from the Fall in May, and 
abound on the coaft of Sicily and Calabria 
about time time. ' 

In Autumn they fteer northward, and 
frequent the neighbouihixx! of Amalfi aud 
Naples; buC-during the wlmle fcafon ftrag- 
glcrs are occafionally caught. 

When taken in May, they are full of 
fpawn, and their iiclb k (|ten efteemed an* 
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wholtfome, apt to occafion head-achs and 
vapours ; the melts and roes are pamculaiiy 
lo at that fcafbn. To prevent ihefe bad ef¬ 
fects) tlm natives fry them in oh, and after* 
wards fait them. The quantity ol tliefefifh 
coufame«lanniKilly in the Two Sicdies 
exceeds tlie bovinds of calculation. Kiom the 
beginning of May to the end of Od^ober it is 
eaten hcfl)* and all the refl at the year it is in 
life f.iUed. Tlie mod delii ace pan is the muz* 
zle. The belly faded was calleil TaranttlLm^ 
and accuunted a great delicacy by the Romans; 
its'prcfcnt name is iV/4. Theieitofthe 
biHly IS cut into lliccs, and put into Cubs." 

Having iiniOicd his excuifiuns iu the vici¬ 
nity of Naples, our ti^^ller early in Decem¬ 
ber 1777 tailed from Jajilesfor Sicily, and 
after being lofled ahqut two days and one 
night, was by a In ilk gale earned ihto the 
harbour of Palermo, a few minutes before a 
dorm arufe that would infallibly have driven 
tiiem out to fca. 

Paid mo feen from tlie fea, exhibits a mod 
noble fpc^acle. Its extenfivc bay is conttiicd 
by a ciicleof mountains of vai ious elevations 
and forms, and ttie deeplcs, cupolis, and 
tow’ers of the city nfe in tlie plaiii tliat ex« 
tends from Iheir foot, and lines the ihore. 
Towards the w'cft, a thick grove fpreads 
along ttie beach to the port and hgtiiiioufe, 
where a foreft of raalh Imles ihc b.ifc of the 
huge inful.ited rock c.illed Monte Prllegri- 
no. On the cad fide well culuviitcd gioun^s 
afeend giadually lo Cape Azufiaii, that (hols 
in the gulf. , 

Palermo is walled round, almoft in a cir¬ 
cular form, and 15 fuppoicil 10 contain 101,cco 
fouls, cxchiOvo of eccleCi.idics of every deno- 
iViiiution andfex, and all otHccis and fervSnts 
belonging to the crown, the chuich, and the 
niagiitracy. The city is well lighted wiili 
leNciheraiing limps j and in wet weallier 
movesblc wooden bridges are provided for 
crofVmg the kennels, which then bveeme ra¬ 
pid tvincnts. Its churches are^ ricli m filver, 
gems and maible, but ttieir Itile of building 
and decoration is barbarous. 

Aniot'g the remains oC antiquity In the 
neiglihouihoml of Palermo, Isa remark.'ible 
piece of Saracenic architecture, calleil La Tu - 
to //&2ia, fu])pofed to have been built in the 
niiUti or tench century. Except the iufeitimi 
of a window .«id a coat of arms, no aliera- 
lions feem to have been attempted in thisedi- 
bce by modern hatuis ; it is'a fquai'e done tow¬ 
er, three dories high, of regubr courfes of ma- 
lonry, not at all decayed by age: on each 
ttoiie of Che battlement is a Ictier hitherto 
unexpl^ned, but probably belongs to fome al¬ 
phabet ufed by the Saracens. This villa, chu* 
iilmoll coeval with the Mofque at Cordova, 
differs widely from it in the charailcr of its 
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architeAurc: the windows of La Zlzxa are 
long, and rounded at the top in the old Sax¬ 
on nuniier, indead uf being pointed or arch¬ 
ed in the ftirm of a hnrfe-flioe. The infide 

is decorated with thin arches and frofttd ciet- 
iugs hanging down in drops. A fountain 
plHysiiithe hall, .md in fummer prefervesa 
hue tempcrtiturc of air.« 

On quilting Palermo, Mr. Swinburne tra¬ 
velled welVvaid jown the Vale of CoUi> 
thionged with counti^-houfcs. This defile 
lirmight him toilie lea-fhore. Thefirftopen- 
iog preftnted a vi'ew ofCarmi, |)leafaatly fi- 
U’,*ted in a iertile ten itory about a mile ftom 
lli« drand. Continuing his ronta round the 
Ifay of Cjiini, he ended liis d.iy’s journey of 
twenty foui nulfs at La Favorato. From 
this place he irnell'id up high rm’ky land im- 
pv.idaig ir.cr the ItH, and after a long ride 
in a roiitlicrn ihrection turned towards the 
bottom of the deep hay of X^.iftelamarc, for¬ 
med by the C.ipes of Sferra (.\ivallo aou San 
Vito, when Reaving liie fca ihorc and pene- 
tiating into the coumiy, which is very hdly, 
after a ride^ of twciUy-one miles he arriv^ 
at Alcama. The next Ifage was througli a 
hilly deep ro^d, toCal.itafimi, a l.irge but ugly 
town, Fit-m thence he proceeded to a plate 
called 13.11 barn, Ihefciieof EgelU or Segefia, 
founded by the Tt(*jans« 

Nothin^'- 1 :(mld be more jndicioufly cho- 
ffuMiauthe liiu-itioa of Segetta; it lay up¬ 
on .1 rJr,e of hi!l’» gently Hoping towards ihe 
north, Hivlterud on ilie loniUeiii and eailem 
qn*rteis by luy.h rocky eminences, at the fool 
uf which two roaring brooks, winded ihcit 
cuuifc and embraced the city. 

‘ The walls appear in many places. The 
form tif itMliiMCiCMsdifLci niblc, On the brow 
of a lofty' rock impending piirpendicularly 
ovei'ihe ri%r, an I at tlis eallcrn extremity 
uf tlie city, is to be feen a mod noMe wcil- 
jn elci veil nioiuiincotof ancient magnificence : 
on tills bold chff riles a Doric temple of th-r- 
ty-fix columns, all, except »4ie, p-rfedlly 
entire. This edifice is a p.iuUcl')givm of 
162 feet by 60 .'* • 

• From L'.il:it.4fnru Mr Swinhiiiiie went 
to Caftevcti..no, iliruugh the Vale of Meiii- 
uni to Sci.icca, fiom thence lo Uibera, wlute 
he wa, moll hnfpit.’vbly received .md eiitir- 
tamed by an idd IJ.iamefs, a n idnw Uc’^, 
and licr fon and d.m^hier; and proceeding 
by MooUegre arrived at Girgenti, which oc -' 
cupics the mountain that overlooks the vale 
in which the principal part of the ancient city 
of Agrigontum ftood. After giving a com¬ 
pendious ikctcn of Its origin and hillory, our 
tiavcller nuiices the rvdns that remain of 'its 
ancient fplendor. Among the curiofities he* 
longing to the cathedrd, a cinmfy building, 
patched up by barbarous aichilcch with va- 
^ riuui 



rious clifcordant parts, in which the Knmi;in 
ftyle is injiulicioufly blended with modem 
Imitations of the Gretian oidersi is an £ti uf- 
can vafe of rjie fizu and prefervation. 
There are aifo fortie golden pateras of ex¬ 
treme rarity, fimilar to one purcha(ed at 
Girgenci by Sir William Hamilton, and by 
him depoTited in BritiAi Mufeum. 

The author has aKo given an accurate 
defeription of the build^)g commonly caUed 
the Temple of Concord, thpTomhof Fhern, 
and tl)e Temples of Bfeubprus and Cjftnr 
and Pollux, but for thefe we muClVbfer our 
readers to the book itfclf. , 

From Gifgenti Mr. Swinburne cont inued 
his journey to Syr^enfe, tluuugh the woall 
roads in Sicily, theebyey fod being fo tena¬ 
cious that the horfes and miilrs wrre fcaice 
able to draw their legs out of the mud. 
After pafling through P;dma and Terranova, 
the former a fpot pofleRing more points of 
rural elegance chan any our author met with 
io his tour, he ohl ged on account of 
the late rains to take a rovind-ntout way over 
the high country, thiougli a fandy (oreft of 
cork-trees. The piufpefls on every fide 
were grand. Towards the well by an im- 
raenfe plain, boundeu by a gloomy chain of 
mountains, while the Ki/ di Noto extended 
on the right like a long peninfula. He now 
for the firll time dlfcovered Kina, towering 
above all the intermediate mountans, \Uiite 
with fnow, and throwing out from its fum- 
mit a conOant but feeble (lie.im pf fmoke. 

He next arrived at Calatagerone, a royal 
city, containing about 17,000 inhabitants, 
living by agriculture, and tlie making ol 
potter's ware. Leaving Calatagerone, the 
traveller CrolTed a plain of arable land, fur- 
rounded by bare hills in tilUge, tmd paHing 
the ancient city of Mineo, (I' pi ^ Pahigilnia. 

Lentini, once a city of note, hut now a 
poor ill.built folic iry town, was the next ob- 
jedl of our author’s attention. Soon after leav¬ 
ing it ho def^ended to the heacii near an an¬ 
cient mouumenc, called ur Needle, 

fuppofed to have beeri«eredted by Marcellus 
in Commemoration of his cunipivltof Syra<r 
cufe. After riding four mile.^*, he came Co 
a ridge of high rocks running from eafi to 
we(\, apd fhiitting up the plain entirely. 
Haviiig gained tlie fummit, by an afcenc cut 
chipugh the rock, he had a full view of 
iByracufe and its env.rons. The ancient city 
was of a triangular ftirm; the circuit of it, 
acfordiiig to Scr.thu, amounted to 2-a Eng'ilh 
xoiles. it comains at piefvnt about ]S|0.^o 
iiiliabUapts Tiie buildings tn any other fjtvu- 
tion might he iiioupjit tolerable, hot to an 
obfcfvcr w'lio ictied^s on the ancient Syra- 
enf.m architcdliue anti opuleucCi they mull 
ll^pcar mean. The pthedral, which was 


the temple of Minerva, is now dedicated to 
om Lady of the Pillar* The church is made 
nut of Lite old building ; its exterior dimeu • 
finnsaie 1S5 feet in length and 75 feet in 
bivadtb. There are aUo fonie lumains, 
though not remarkable, of the temple of 
Diana. Near the quay, which is fmall, is a 
laigepoulof water, defended from the fca 
by a wall, and furroimded by houfes on 
every other fide. This is the celebrated Foiki- 
tain of Arethufa, the miflrefsof the coiiltaut 
Alpheus. 

Among the many curious vefltgcs of anti¬ 
quity found Ml the environs of Syracule, tlie 
large Latomise on the Ocirts of Neapolis is not 
the leaft extraordin^. 

“ It confills, <ays Mr. Swinburne, of a 
very fpacious comr, or area, round which 
runs# wall of rockot great height, foait- 
fullyeutasTocaufetheupper part to projtdl 
very viAbly out of the perpendicular line, 
and thereby defeat evey attempt to climb 
up. Near the fummit of Uie rock is a chan¬ 
nel whiih conveys p.nC t)f the waters uf thu 
aqueuufl to the city, and can with eafe at 
any time be (lopped and turned into the La- 
tomiae. In the centre of the court is a hugp 
infulated Aoiie, and upon it the rums of a 
guard horde: vaA caverns penetrate into the 
heart of the rocks, hut the excavatiun that 
feems moil w'orthy of jour nUicc, and gives 
name to the whole place, isth.it in the noith- 
W'eil corner, called the hjr of Dionyfius. 
It Is rS feet wide, and 58 high, and runs 
into the heart of the hnl in Uiefoim of a 
Vapirnl 8 ; the fulesurechilfclcd very fmtHitli, 
and the rm^f coved, gravUially nairow'ing 
almoA toss (liarp a point as a Gothic aich : 
al(X)s this point runs a groove, or channel, 
w hich fe.i ved, as is fuppofed, to colleCl the 
founds that rofe from the fpeakets hoiow, 
and convey them to a pipe in a fmall double 
cell above, wheie they were hcaid wiih the 
greacefl diAindhiefb; but this heating pLc# 
liaving been too much opened and alterfd, 
haslod Its viiluc.

'■pHE peiiods our author confulcrs, are 
^ thofe of Klizabeth, Charles 1. James 11. 
and William lU. 

In tlut of Elizabeth he fevcrcly cenfures 
Che comlucl of that celebrated Queen in 
eRabtilhing the Reformation in Ireland, 
which he contends was unjuR, impolitic, and 
pi'oceeded from the worR motives. He ob- 
ferves, tliat in the early part of her reign, by 
the kind maxims (he adopted, the eRahlifh- 
ment of a Rri£l rciuality of juRicc, and the 
iiiidiRtnguiftung protc^licm then fiiR granted 
to Che liilb clans, (he made iheir fitree tern- 
PC'S brook the reftraints of focicty, and their 
ir.furredlions were no more, hut her ca^ 
price for uniformity of vvorndp, made hA* 
fondly hope to pR.iMdh in It Omul hy the 
fword, ihofe dudlnues which coiivi^ion and 
iritnelt bath con(p:red to diRule in Hngfiind. 
In England, lie fays, a number of eccle- 
fuRics had embraced the opiiuoiiS of Luther 
and Calvin, and prop igatcd them with (lut 
Zeal which fo particularly dlRingnilhinl the 
times. In Ircl.iiiil^ the few eccUfiattics 
whole learning could entitle them to remove 
the v<‘il of f.icrcd revtrenc^', fiad received at 
Rome the early bios of a prrindiced education. 
While in acoumry wheie there waitiio pub* 
lie Univerfily; where we have little reafnn 
to fnfpe^t, and no monuments to prove the 
^xiRtfiice of plulufoiihy'and hteratui'e ; where 
a language unknown to die reR of Europe 
cutoff all iiitercouife with th^? furroundmg 
nations, and intennlwars left htrle ro'im for 
reflexion; it is natural to conclude, that 
implicit revei'ence would be gwt^n to cheir 
fpiriUial guides liowcver unlettered, and that 
bigotry the conRaut rompanion of ignorance 
wodld prevail. In Fngtand, fays our author, 
the ^rcal (hared Che fpoils of the ahhies, and 
Were thus pledged to fupport the Reforma¬ 
tion.

According to him, J* a 
chimerical projedi to feize the caRle of Dub¬ 
lin and caufe a rifiug in the N^irth, Cl'e local 
and tumultuary infurredlKm of a rabble,,have 
been blended Into one weil-digeRedfyiteni of 
malT.icre and defolation.*' Few or no cru¬ 
elties were committed by the Chieftains, 
except by Sir Pheiim O^Ncil, who at his 
execution folemnly deotared, th^C ih<y were 
committed by his foldiers wdihoi<t his prii’ity. 
He then retorts the cliarge of rruchy up<)ii 
the Englilh, who, he fays, it ought cvfily be 
proved, wereguiliy of me very fame violen¬ 
ces with wliicli they calumnutc the Irilh ca¬ 
tholics.

T his is a publication upon a fubjeA on 
wt>ich all men .talk, and many have 
written of late, with gr^t fierluafion that 
they are perfe^lly comt>ctent to decide.

This djy the Lord CtutnccDor, after re¬ 
porting hii Majefty’s Anlvver * to their Ad- 
dre& adjonmed the Houfe till Monday. 
His Lordihip then went in proceflion, ac¬ 
companied by their Gractg the .\rchbilhops 
of Canterbury and Yoik, jhc Bi(liup$ of 
Saliibury, Ely^ Bangor, Glinjcellcr, Lxe- 
ter, and Rocheiler, with iliree tiOicr B-fhopu, 
and one temporal i^a^rd, to Weilnnnttr.r^^ 
Abbey, rnd heard a fermon preaclicd on the 
occasion of KuigCliarlen'^ maitvT.loni by tlie 
Kig^Rev. Dr. Hnrd, LordBifti(‘p of W'or- 
iMitTf from the ad chaptgj of the firft Epirtle 
' of Peter, ver, i6.—“ As free, and not xifiiig 
** your liberty for a clo>k of niahciuufncts, 

but as fervants of^GuJ.” 

His Lordfhip began witli a fiiort view of 
the cftahlilhmcnt of Chnthaniiy, proving by 
its precepts, that it tended to the eOablifh- 
ment of civil and religion^ Freedom. He 
faid, ** the Gofpel wrote to the cultivation 
of Liberty;” bit as ‘‘ no word was more 
fafeinatiog to the common car/* fo none had 
been more abufed in the excrafe of its true 
meaning. To prove this, he took a view of 
former times, antecedent to iheWahUibrncnt 
of Chnllianity, and from ihcnce to tlie 
formatiun; fhoitly but clearly pointing out 
how the word libcity liad been pfed, as a 
Cloak to cover the deOgns of thofe who ac¬ 
tually intended its dctfiuMion. He llated 
the vaiiety of druggies it underwent, both 
in this country and m orhep, and particu¬ 
larly how It had been attacked under the 
iha^ of religion ; an attack tliat drove the 
fupportetr of the Protdtnnt fiith into foi'Clgn 
countries, by tlic true religious and civil li¬ 
berties of England being oveithrown by 
church dominuMi This, hit Grace f.iid, gave 
fcope to** Independeiuy, underwhofebroad 
Wing ,above icoo dirteient fcils.weie 
furmeti/* until at Ir.ft onp was formed on 
the moll fadUous principles, and under the 
mod inftdious mafk, which infuUed the 
Crowh, and evaded the Conflitution. This 
unconditutional claim to indtpeinlcncc was 
followed by a melancholy event. The power 
acquired by rebellion created a civil war; 
and the blc^y feene of putting the Sovereign 
*to death was ** clojihed w'ith public trial and 
public condertmation/' The malk of, red. 
giotis E^i'eedom was then di'opped—tt was of 
no further «fe to the w^earers—they I>m 1 ac- 
eofflphdied their purpofes, and wanted the dif- 
guife no longer. His lordfhip here expatiated 
on the peiveriion of the principles of Uw 
bed Ciinditution that ever was formed—on 
tbs ev 1 t,*rc£ls of exceeding the bounds pre-

feribed by law to the exercife of our dvil 
as well as religious liberties. Many, he 
faid, were tiie proofs to be adduced in fup- 
port, that the moft fatal confequences always 
attend every attempt at innovation on what 
are the true jxrinciples of Liberty. Tliey 
either terminate in Pemucracy, or they end 
in ahfolute Monarchy. Two periods of the 
hiltory of this Kingdom plainly demonflrated 
the ; the arbitrary fyllem in one King/ 
which fooii drove him from hi$ Throne ; and 
the fanatic Democracy of the people, which 
in a former reign imbiued their hands in the 
blood of their Sovei cign. His Lordlbip drew 
a very affefling pidlure of the contrail liere, 
and in elegant languawellablilhed his pre- 
mifes, tlv.‘t ilepaitins^m civil and religious 
liberty, as etlahhlhed by law, was the cer¬ 
tain road to National ^dellrudlion.—Under 
religious Liberty, tuipropeiiy applied, Deifm 
was openly ackuow'lcdgt^-—Atheifm was 
publickly avowed—Free-tlimking had no 
latitude;—atid Free-wanting w.as cirried to 
the extreme.—The piefervation of civil and 
religions Liberty was a rock on which the 
falvation of this country depended—thenbufe 
of it was the ccitaiii weapon to dellroy us. 
Public policy, nod private intcreO, required 
us to guard thefe bleliings ; and hy prote^- 
ing tlie Conltitutum according to the ella- 
hlidied law, fccure peace, ptofpeiity, and 
luppinefs to ourfeWes. Fvety fpiiic of in¬ 
novation (hould be checked. \V''e Ihould 
combat all liazatduus attempts at Reforma¬ 
tion, as fo many iiifinuatiiig fchemes Co rob 
us^of our true and cHential political welfare* 
—We (hould never permit the exercife of 
fuch plans; for Liberty has often been, and 
may again he ufed as a cloak to cover the 
w*oiil defigns againd our freedom.

ledgement, which, though that refpefUble

The Hon. Mr. Marlham could not help 
re-calling the attention of the Houfe to what 
had fallen frohi the Right Hon. Geutleman 
oppofite Co him (the Chancellor of tlie Ex¬ 
chequer; left Tuefday, relative CO a fubjedl 
which had tncerefled the attention of many 
refpcdlable and able charadlers, as well as 
his own. He meant the laws now in being 
refpedling the militia. He bad on that oc- 
cafion cxprefTed his fentiments very fully. 
He had moved fur leave'to bring in a bill for 
amending and reducing into one adl, all tlie 
adls relating to the militia in that part of 
Great Britain called England. His motion 
had fo far met with the concurrence of the 
Houfe, chat leave had been granted to bring 
in the hill. The fencimerics, tiowever, wlikli 
had fallen from the Right Hon. Gentleman 
on tliat wcafioa, and the referve of opinion 

which 
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whicli lie btd mnintained relative to fome of 
the new regulations which were intemled 
* be ailoptedy he ownedj enihsirralfeU and 
daggered him confiderably. He, in paiti- 
atlar, had declared, that he had formed a 
decid^ opinion with refpedl to the propriety 
of calling out the militia every year. This 
regulatU>u» however, he cunfidered luitonly 
in confeqiience uf his own hwedigations of 
Che fubjeft, but alfo in confet^uence of the 
opinion of others, founded in military e^c- 
perience> to be fo eftential to the pl.in pro* 
pofed, and fo necel&ry to Che difcipline and 
refpe^ahle maintenance of the militia, that 
it could on no account whatfoever be 
difpeafed with. If, therefore, there was a 
total difference of opiniopf^ here the mact';r 
might as well be dropped, ami,on th^nccovnit, 
it was a queftion with liThi wh'jther he Ihould 
proceed farther in the bofiae!*.. The Clacutes 
at prefent enjuineil the anniul difeiphne uf 
the militia, though there wns no formal a< 5 l 
of pailiameiit edabhfhingn fund for the de¬ 
fraying the expence which mull necdr..rity 
he incurreil, by calling them out yearly. It 
would, therefore, furely be better to allow 
matters to remain as they were, than to 
hazard, by an attempt to mend, the total 
dedrud^ton of an impoiCant regulation, which 
at prefent had at lead the fhadow of an 
exidence. He wiflied for chefe reafons to 
be potlefTed of the Right Hon. Gentleman's 
clear and decided opinion on this important 
and elfentia! |)oitit, before he Ihould form 
any refolution whether he (hould proceed in 
the hofinefs or not. 

The Cluncellor of the Exchequer could 
not help exprelfing fome furprize, as well 
as fome regret, on account of Che fentimervs 
which the very refpedlahle member had 
adopted with regard to his cunUud relative 
to his propofed reform of the militia laws. 
He was aware chat there was at prefent no 
quedion before tlie Houfe, and that this 
point therefore wak not formally under dif- 
cufllion; but he hoped Che Houfb would in¬ 
dulge him fo far as to allow him to vindicate 
his procedure to the Hon, Gentleman, who 
he knew was at all times devoted to the in- 
tereds of the public, and Co wliom he 
reckoned hiinfelf peculiarly indebted on the 
prefent occafiun, for Che zeal and induRry lie 
had employed in putting on a better footing 
what he fhould always confider to be the 
bell conQitutiunal defence 4)f the nation. 
The Hon. GciUlemaa feemctl inclined to re- 
Imquifli all further profeciUiOn of his plan, 
bec.uife on a former occafion he had alferted 
that he was not fuffictently well acquainted 
w'ith all its circumftances to declare bow far, 
it fhould meet with his fapport. Such was 
i)ie Hon. Gentleman's argument. But was 
it fair, was it conclufivt ? Becaule he, an 


individual in that Houfe, had declared chat 
he had not obtained fuflficient information 
relative to tlie particulars of the plan projec¬ 
ted, foasto give it his inamediate concur¬ 
rence, was the Hon. Gentleman to abandon 
it altogether, or to deprive him, as well as 
other?, wlio might entertain fimilar doubts,' 
of having the matter fuHy debated, ar.d by 
public dii'culRon of forming a decided judge¬ 
ment nn the point f He was perfuaded 
Chat tlie Hon. Gentleman would, on review, 
fee the fallacy of his argument, and inf^cad 
of airaigaUig him for oppofmg a mcafure 
of fuppofed general utility, allow him at leall 
Che ordinary means of acquiring knowledge 
with regard to it. 

The particular point on which he had not 
made up his mind, and on which others as 
well as himfelf hatl entertained l!ie:r 
doubts, and wifhed for information, refpec- 
ted the public finance. It was, no doubt, 
hib Opinion, that the militia, if called 
out annu.ilty, would be better difeiplin* 
ed chan if called out only once in five 

years.——-But it was a point of 

doubt with him, whether the expence (and 
the expence mufl be conftderable) acceading 
the regulation, if adopted, would not ex¬ 
ceed Its utility; and whether the money ap¬ 
propriated Co this end, might not, in many 
other ways, be better and more wifely ap¬ 
plied «for the purpofe of fireiigcheaing the 
general defence of the country* In all mat¬ 
ters of financ^, with regaid to every objeA 
of plaufible and fpeculative utility, to the exe- 
>>*0^100 uf which tlie expenditure of the public 
money was neceffary, it became him to adl,. 
not with precipitancy,, but with caution. To 
an^aigiihim of being unfriendly Co a feheme, 
heraufe he was anxious that its principle 
fhould* be invefiigated and difcolfed, or to 
decline biingii!^ it forward, becaufe he had 
not tlie folly to approve of it without exa¬ 
mination, was a fpecies of reafoning, and a 
mode of conduct which he felt difficult to 
reconcile with the well kifSwn under- 
(landing of the patriotjp gentleman. But a$- 
flraflecl from thefe confideracions, he was 
apprifed tiiat feveral members had frequently 
cncertained their doubts on other grounds re- 
f|}eAing the expediency of the intended mea- 
fure. They wifhed as well as he did, chat 
the point might be difcufl^ i and he hoped 
the Hon. Gentleman would not deprive them 
of an opponunity of obtaining every infor¬ 
mation in their power previous to their 
forming decided opinions on the fubjedt. 

Mr. Marfham did not ounfider the Right 
Hon, Gentleman’s referve of opinion, with 
refpedt to a point of fomuch confequence, 
as a thing of light concern. The referve ik 
which he complained, was not that of an 
individual, but of the minifter of the ceuntry.

,Mr. bye rofe m tlie midftof the debate,

The quedion was put feverally on the dif¬ 
ferent refolutiuns, and carried without a word 
of debate, 

The chairman then left Che chair, of the 
committee.

Received and read a Petition fiom Wor* 
ceder againd the !hop tax. 

Mr. Gilbert bioiighc up the re|Hjrt fropi 
the Committee of Supply o( the ari.y, %vhich 
was agreed to unanimouny. 

Ca|)tain Luttrell prdented the Ordnance 
Edimates for the cut rent year. 

TheChancc>lox<of the kxchequsr, Hand¬ 
ing at Ute b'.,r, informed the fhmie, that he 
had it in command from Iti^ M.ijedy, to lay 
before them the opinion of the land and fen 
officers appointed to take into coufideration 
a.pfan for foitifying the dock*yards at Portf- 
mouih atul Plymouth*, ffe accordingly deli¬ 
vered the opinion in writing, and an order 
ivae made that it ffioutd lie on the table. 

Mr. Courteiuy laid, he hoped that the 
Mioider would have' no ohjeidinn to the 
lpri|ktihg of thefe papers t he ihcrtffire moved 
.ch^they lkuvd 4 bo printed. 

The Cliaitceilor if Uie Exchequer replied} 
t|)9t fofar from having any fiich ob^ion, bo 
. rWo to fdeon 4 motion. As ho was tl«n 
his ieg% kc begged leave to fay a kw 
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words for the information of the Houfe. It 
was in the rrcolledtion of geutlemen, that a 
plan of fortihcation haviiig been fubmitted to 
tlicm ua ye;ir, a fum of 50,000!. had been 
voted in tlie committee ut fupply towards 
carrying the pbn into execution : hut ic ap¬ 
pearing afterwards tube a matter of doubt with 
many very refpedlable members, wheCher fuch 
fyflem of fortifying the dock-yards ought to 
he adopted or not, the effcdl of the vote was^ 
fufpended, and the money was not laid out. 
The otdnance eflimate for liie cun-enc year 
was for 300,000!. but ffiould ic appear to 
tile Houie, that the fortifications ought not 
to be earned on, then they would vote this 
year only 250,000!. and direct that tlui 
5o,rool. voted latt ypa'r, but not expended, 
Ihould be applied to .heufe of the ordnance } 
and thus, by the votes c.^ this year and of tlie 
lafl, the fum of 300,000). wanted for the 
cut rent fervice of the ordn.'ince would be 
completed. On the difference of opinion that 
had taken place relative to the fyftem of fur^ 
tiheations laid before Parliament, hU Majcfly 
was pleafed to appoint a hoard of general and 
naval officers, to take that fuhje6\ into confi- 
deration. They had it in inffruCtion to take 
a view of the dock-yards, and enquire whe¬ 
ther it was poffible fo to cover them by fea, 
by a judicious difpofal of a naval force, as to 
put them in a Hare of perfedl fecurity. Whe- 
tlier, if that could not be done, they might 
be fo protefted by the encamping of land- 
forces, as to be completely fecure againft at¬ 
tacks. Or, finally, whether they could be 
efHlually covered both by navd and bnd 
forces, without fortlficatioqs. They were 
then to enquire, ffiould tliey deem fortifica¬ 
tions abfolutely neceffary, whether the plan 
propofed by the Mafier-general of the Ord¬ 
nance w’a^ fuch as would give perfect fecii- 
nty to the dock.yards; and, bfily, whether 
the edimate of the expence was the molt 
reafonable that could be looked for. In obe¬ 
dience to their infirudUons, tlieft gentlemen 
had examined the^yards and places adjacent, 
and had given it as their decided (q>inion,tliac 
they could not be fufficienily fecured without 
foTtifjcalfons; that the old works, even if 
finiffied, Would prove infufficient for their 
defence ; and that the plan of the noble Duke 
at the head of the Ordnance, was fuch as 
promifed complete fecurity to the dock-yards, 
and couU) bo itefended by tlie^mallell num¬ 
ber of men. With refpe^ to the effimate of 
the expence, they had taken the opinions of 
committees of engineers on the fpoc, andfub- 
mitted tlicm afterwards to the confideratiofi 
of the hoard of engineers a the Tower; and 
the rcfult of their determination was, that 
the edimate was the muft reafonable and mo- , 
derate that could be expedled. He did not

mean to fay» chat the general and naval offi¬ 
cers employed in this aflbirt had been unani¬ 
mous in every point; there certainly was a 
difference of opinion on fome few points ; 
and thofe who diffented from the majority 
were as able and as refpe^ahle officers as 
any of thofe tliac compofed it; but their re- 
fo)ution upon thegeni^ral plan was iin3i\imouS| 
and decid^ly not only in favour of the opinion 
that fortifications were abfoUuely nectllary 
fur tlie defence of the dock-yards, hoc that 
the ordnance plan adopted by the Mafter- 
General was thebeff that could be devifed. 

Gen. Biirgoyne rofe, and faid, he hoped 
that Mr. Pitt would not have any ohjei^ion 
fo a motion for an eddrefs to Ids Majefty, 
that he would be graciouflj pleafed to order that 
fuch parrs of the rcpjit might be laid before 
the Houfc as might be ma<le public without 
danger to the Stale. He faid he would make 
it on Thurfday next, declaring, at the fame 
limci tliat he would leave it entirely to the 
diferetUm of the fervants of the Crown to 
lay before the Houfe fuch exti jfls, and no 
oiheis, as by iliem fhould be thoiight com- 
municabley without injury to the public. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer replied, 
tliat he could not bring himfelf to believe tluic 
She Hotifc would coiifent to call for the pro- 
diii 5 lion of pajfers that might be attended with 
alarming confequences to the public. 

Mr. Dcrapftcr obferveU, that without due 
information on the fubje£V, he could not fay 
how he fhould vote on the queftion of the 
fortificacions. Underftanding nothing of the 
military or naval art, he believed he IhouTd 
not derive from the produHiim of the re- 
ptirt the information he wanted. The in¬ 
formation by which alotic he could be enabled 
to form an opinion refi>edling the furtihea- 
tions, he expedted fr*»m the Committee, of 
which the Right Hon. Gentleman liad given 
notice fome days ago, ih.it was to enquire 
into the Itato of our finances. Should the fur- 
plus in the Treafury be found to be very great, 
then he might be induced to vole that fome part 
of it fhould be appropriated to the creAion of 
works to cover the dock-yards : but he had 
much rather fee it applied, particularly fhould 
it be fnialJ, in exringuifhing fome part of the 
national debt; that we might at laft effablifh 
fuch order in our finances, as would enable 
us to meet another war, whenever we fhould 
have that cahmity to encounter. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer differed 
fo far from the Hon. Gentleman who fpoke 
before him, that he did not think the pro¬ 
priety or impropriety of eredling fonifica- 
tions round our dock-yards, dependsgl at all 
on the junnfunt of furphis ch^t flwnld be 
ftuod in the Exchequer, H« agreed, indeed, 


that otir exiffence depended on refloring 
order to our finances \ but not mofe fo than 
in protedling thofe dock-yards, the feeds of 
cur navy, and confequeiKty of our national 
profperity. He fhould not, therefore, be 
lefs ready to fortify tl'iem, though the furplus 
in the Exchequer fell (hurt of 500,000!. 
nor moie ready if it fffbuld be found to ex¬ 
ceed 8oo,ooel. 

The qqeffion /or printing the ortkiaace 
effimates was put. 

Mr. Courtenay, finding the Chancellor of 
the Exthequer would not confentto the pro-

General of the Ordnance, whofe office was 
in fa£i put into cummiffion. Now, it would 
appear very extraordinary, if the very perfoii 
whofe conduA and plan were theadlual fub« 
je£ls of enquiry, fhould not only be appoint* 
ed a memberboard, but even coufti* 
tuted Che prendent, aod confequently veffed 
with a caffing voice in points where his own 
coodudt and cliaradler were at Rake. He 
Chen moved aa Addrefs to the King for tt^ 
commiffion under the authority of wlikh ilte 
land and fea officers had fat. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer declining 
a debate on the queffion this day, as it 
would anticipate that of Thurfday next, con¬ 
tented himfelf merely with moving tlie order 
of *ihe day* in order to get rid of Mr.

It contains fome pieces which liave 
a fmuothnefs and ‘'harmony equal to that of 
our beft poets;* with ajuftnefs of thought 
and vigour of imagination which woukl lofe 
no credit by a cumparifon with thei^eateft 
names in Englifh literature. The excellence 
of thefe priems was immediately acknow¬ 
ledged by the world ; and A^r. Garrick, .oon 
after thtir pubbcitioB. recp^ized'the writer 
as one wdio junjr the Jweetefi idy. in an epilogue 
fpoken at Bath before a liidy’S play In the 
fame year were publijbed. ** Mifccllaneons 
Pieces in Profe. 8vo.'* Thefe were written 
by Mil's Aikm. with the afliftaoce of her bro¬ 
ther f, a gentleman who has fince both iu- 
ftmi^ledand eJihedthe world by many ufeful 
and entertaining works. Jn the next or 
immediately following year. Mifs Aikiti 
united herlelf in marriage with the Rev Mr. 
Barbnuld, and puhlithed Devotional Pieces, 
compiled from ihe ffalms and the Book of 
Job. To wliichare prefixed, Thoughts on 
Ihe Devotional T.ifle, on SeAs, and on £Ra. 
bhlhments. 8vo.*' This is the la(l publica¬ 
tion of importance which^Mrs. fiarbauld has 
produced. Since her marriage, Ihe feems to 
have devuted her attention to the initiation 
and improvement of children ig letters, and 
has printed feveral little pieces adapted to 
their capacities. Ttiefe ufeful and unambi¬ 


tious performances have received the beft 
enlogium that can be given to works of tliis 
kind, a general reception arifing from proc^fs 
of theirvalue. Mis. Piozzi, fpaking of them 
and of Dr. J<*hnfon, fays, “ Mrs, Barbauld^ 
however, had his beft praife, and defci-ved 
it: no man was moie ftruck than Mr.

T he Count de Vercennfs, formerly 
knov/n by the namtf of Chevalier de 
yergenhes, wliilft he w-as ambaflador at Con- 
ftanlinople, is the youngoft f«n of a prefident 
in the parliament § of Dijon (which place an- 
fwers to the rank of a judge in this country.) 
His family name isO^wier, audjiisanceftors, 
for feveral generations, have ranked m tjie 
province amongft the nobhjfe de iobe (gentle¬ 
men of the law). His cldcft brother, who 
has been lately promoted to the rank of an 


ambaflador to Switzerland, was Iiimfelf prr- 
fident of the fame court, till the promotioii 
of his hiotlier to the minilliy uf foreign 
affairs. 

Mr. de Vfrg£?nnes received the fiift rudi¬ 
ments In pohiirk*. from Mr. dc Clinvigny, liis 
uncle, a man known in the beginning of this 
century as the fiitl politician in Euiope.— 
After having been employed ui feveral em- 
baBies, Mr. de Chavigny w'as confnltcd by 
the French miniftry in every occurrence where

This negotiation luccced- 
ed fo well, that the moll extraordinary revo¬ 
lution in the government of tliat country 
winch we have witnelled, was efle^led by tliat 
able ncgoti.itnrs direftums. 

At the de.ith of Lewis XV. the Count Jc 
Maiirepas, who was called by the prefent 
king to affifl him in the government of his 
kingdom, feeing he could not (upport long 
his nephew, i!he Duke d'Atguilloni tis miut- 


the firmuefs to reje^ the Duke d*A;guUloa^ 
the C niiu’s nephew, fr^ whom he had a per- 
fonal diflike, caufed a keiter to bs vvritieu to 
llic Count de Vcrgeiiiies, then at Stockholm, 
that he \;\}s appointed a Minillcr, and Secic- 
tary of St.ite for foreign .iftairs.

of our empire; the duaching ILilIand from 
(uu .'tlluncc, .iiid cficAiiij' (Ml union of the 
St it»?s GaiifTal uiili Fi nice ; Ihcw Cmnt dc 
Vergeime^’s on .iitica:.on. a id talents for the 
high cmploymeiit he fills 111 his country. 

We need not ivmird our readeis ilidt, by 
his being inltr..niuijt.il in the |)eace concluded 
b'itween the Ivmperor and the King of Pnif- 
fi i, Cnu.it d J V< igemies rcndeicd thofe fove- 
leigih neutral fpe»ilators of our unfortumte 
coiiiell vviih America ; tlur, by Ins eAeiticHJS, 
thcTurkith Lmpire and Ruffia have been twice 
prevented horn going to war withindiefe few 
ye.arf; ih.ii tlie Ai ined Xui ral.ly was planned 
by Lh.u muiipcr, .ind their tommercc greatly 
proie^lsd by it dmaig tlie war. The cxtci;t 
of ths .‘onrimeicial concerns of France fincc 
Cousit dc Vergennes’s neceffionto the Mmillrv, 
is a faither pUKif of h^ giuii abilities: hU pa¬ 
cific k difpohtions, and his talents for intpiiing 
wi:h the fame dirporuionsilio^e he iirgoti,.ies 
with, are iiecuhaily remaikable. 

Retued in a fniall but neat houfe near Ver* 
failles, de Vcigenncs is coiiitanily occu. 
pied 111 the duties of his office, and every du* 

IS 111 conference with each of the fnit clciks 
in the rcvcnldep.mmautsinnuitcdtohis caie. 
Uniwtd bv intriinic, he looks no farthci thui 
the line of his duty to remain in plape ; and 
with .ill Its ilungtfi, a renowned party at the 
Flench court has not been able to leffini him 
in tlie opinion of tils fovereign. 

It has been obferved, that Mr. dc Vergmnes 
is rather How in bufincfs; but when it is 
confidered that that Aownefb is peHiaps tlin 
caufe of his conlla;itly keeping to bufinefs, 
and that his peripicauty to judge is tlie refult 
of mature deliberation, th.it ilcfcA ilfelf will 
appear .as a quahficatiou in a place of tliat 
coufcquence. 

Healthy, Rmng in confutation, exceed¬ 
ingly temperate, Mr. le Comte de Vergennes. 
rides and w.ilks every day for above two 

boun^ 
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briurs, amt devoTos all the ret) of his time 
Co bufiaefs, oi* to tlie private enjoyments of 
docneftick life. His circle of acquainUncei 
which might be tlie moft extenhve in the 
kuigdom» is exceedingly circutnfcribed by 
his own dioice ; and that indefatigable man is 
leMom to be feen any-where but at his own 
houfe, or office, Thc*.ninifter with whom 
he upon the mod intimate footing is the 
Miniftei* of Fiiiiince (Mr, de Calonn?) being 
lumfelf the Snpcrintend.inc of the Conncil of 
th:it department. With the other Minifters, 
MelTrs. de CafUies and de Breteuil, Ua is 
upon a very cool footing. It may even be 


faid, thatf in refpeft to the lad^ their difpo* 
fitions arc, in fome degree, hollile ; the Ba- 
rmit on account of the neutral part Mr. de 
Vergennes took in Cardinal de Bolian's afi'air, 
having been exceedingly ofTended. But Mr. 
de Vergennes fears no enemyi and his Royal 
Mafter liftvns to no reports eitlier againd him 
or againd Marefchal de Cadries, looking up¬ 
on them both as the mod honed men he 
could put at the head of his councils. This 
difcTimination of the French Monarch is 
equally honourable to his Majedy and the tws> 
Miniders who liave the confidence of their 
Sovereign.

Mr, Carew, in his Survey of Cornwall^ 
alTures us, that it is no unufu^ thing, with 
the inhabitants of that countji to reach ninety 
years of age and upwards^ and even to re¬ 
tain their flrength of body, and perfect ufe of 
their fenfes. ^Befides Bfown, the Coruifli 
beggar, who lived to one hundred and twen¬ 
ty, and one Polesaew to one hundred and 
thirty of age, he remembered the de- 
ceafe of four p?rfons in his own pariih, the 
fum of whufe years, taken colledtlvely, 
amounted to three Imndicd and forty; Now, 
although longevity evidently prevails more in 
certain dillrkts than in others, yet it is by 
no menus confin^l to any panicular nation or 
climate \ nor arc there wanting inliances of 
it, in alnioff every quarter of globe, as 
appears from the preceding, as well as the 
fubrequeut Table.

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The Antediluvians are purpofel/ omitted, 
as beoiing too little reference to the prefent 
race of mortals, to afford any fatisfadlory 
conclufions | and the improbable itories of 

feme perfnns, who have almoft rivalled them 
in modem times, border too much upon the 
marvellous, to ffnd a place in thefe Tables. 
The prefent examples are abundantly fulfici- 
ent to prove, Uiat longevity does not depend 
fo much, as has been I'uppofed, on any par¬ 
ticular climate, fuuation, or.t occupation in 
life. For we fee, that it often prevails in 
places, uhere all thefe are extremely diffi*' 
milar; and it would, moreover, be very ditfi- 
cult, in the hiftories of the feveral perfons 
atove-mentioned, to find any circumftance 
common to them all, except, perhajis, tliat 
of being bom of healthy parents, and of be¬ 
ing inured to dally labour, temperance, and 
fimpUcity of diet. Among the inferior ranks 
of mankind, therefore, rather than amongti 
the fons ofveafe and luxury, (hall we find 
the ffloft numerous infianccs of longevity; 
even freq\iently, when other external circum- 
ftances feem extremely unfavourable : as in 
the cafe of the ptvir Icxcon at Petet harou^b, 
wlio, r.utwithfiaiuting his unpromifing occu¬ 
pation arrong dead bodies, lived long enough 
to bury tu o crowned hcadi;, and to fiirvtve 
two complete r;eneratiors The liveliluwd 
of Uen^y J nk /t, and old Pam, is faid to 
have confiltid chiefiy of the coarfeft fare, as 
they depended on precarious alms. To u hicli 
may be ndded, the remarkable inftnnce of 
^-^gnes M'lhurnc, who, after bruiging forth a 
numci ous ()(f pi ing, and being obliged, thro* 
extreme indigence, to pals the latter pan of 
her life in St. f.uke's wfirkhoufe, yet reached 
her hundredtl) aud fixth year, in tliat fordid, 
unfriendly fitnation f. The plain diet and 
invigorating employments of a country life 
are acknowledged, on all h^ids. to be highly 
conducive to health and longevity, while the 
luxury and refinements of l^rge cities are al¬ 
lowed to be eqailly deltruthve tp the human 
fp<H^ieN : and tiiu confiderdtioii alone, per¬ 
haps uaore chan couiUerb:d.inct% nil clfeboaft- 
cii privileges iff fuperior elegdUce and civili¬ 
zation fefuiCing from .1 city life. 

FrfHn country villages, and not from 
crtHuled citie^, iiave die preceding inftances 
of kmgevicy been ctueffy tiippiied. Accord¬ 
ingly It appears, from the London Bills of 
Mortality, during a |>eri()d of thirty years, 
VIZ. from the yzhc lyjX u> 1 70 , Che fiup 
of the deatlis amounted in 750,32a, and 
tiiat, in all thU prodigums number, oliiy two 


hundred and forty-two perfons furvived the 
hundredth year of their age 1 This overgrown 
metropolis is computed, by my learned friend 
Vr, Pt ic«, to contain a ninth part of the in¬ 
habitants of England, and to confume annu¬ 
ally feven choufand perfons, who remove 
into it from the country every year, witluiut 
increafing it. He moreover obferves, that 
the number of inhabitants, in £ngl.iad and 
Wales, has diminilhed abqut one fourth 
part fmee the Revolution, and fo rapidly of 
late, trtat, in eleven years, near 200,000 of 
our common people liave been loll \ ' If 
the calculation be jufi, however alarming it 
may appear in n national view, there is tnis 
confolation, when confidered in a philofophi- 
cal light, chat without partial evil, there can 
be no general good s dnd that what a nation 
lofes in the fcale tj population at one period, 
it gains at another^i and thus probably, the 
average number of inhabitants, on the fur- 
face of the globe, continues, at all times, 
nearly the fame. By this medium, Che world 
is neither overttocked with inhahtcanCs, nor 
kept too thill, but life and death keep a tole¬ 
rable equal pace. The mhahitants of this 
illand, comparatively fpeakmg, are but as^ 
Chedufi of the balance; yet, inllead of l>eiiig 
diminilhed, vveare alfured by other writers, 
that, within thefe thirty years, they arc 
greatly increafed §. 

The defire of felf-prcfcrvatinn, and of 
protroAing the fhoit fpan of life, is fo inti¬ 
mately interwoven withuur confiitution, that 
it is jufily efieemed one of the firfi princi¬ 
ples of onr nature, .and, in fpite even of 
pain and mifery, feldom quits us to Che latt 
momenCh of our exigence. It feems, there¬ 
fore, to be no lefs our duty than our imerell, 
to ex.imuie minutely into Che various means 
tliat tiave been confidered as conducive to 
health and long life; and, if polfiblc, to 
diflinguiih fucli circiimfiances as are effencial 
to that great end, from thofe which are merely 
accidental. But here, it is much to be re¬ 
gretted, iha^ an accurate hifiory of the lives 
of all Ui« remarkable perfons, in the above 
Table, fo far as relates to live diet, regimen, 
and the ufe of the non-naturals, has nut been 
faithfully handed down to us; without which 
it is 'impoffible to diaw the neceflary inferen¬ 
ces. Is it not then a matter of aftonifhment, 

' that biftorians and pliilofophers have hitherto 
paid fo little auention to longevity ? If the 
prefent imperfefl lift (hould excite others, 
of more leifure and better abilities, to under¬ 
take a full inveftigatiou of fo iuierefling a

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(\ihieA, the enquiry might prove not only 
curious, but highly ufeful to mank.tul. In 
order lu furnilh materials fur a future hiflory 
of lungevityi the bills of mortiiltty, through' 
out the kingdom^ ought firil to be revifed, 
and put on a better footing; agreeably to the 
fcheme which you poioted out fome time ago, 
and uf which Manchester and Cheder have 
already given a fpccimen highly woithy of 
imitation. The plan, however,' might be 
further improved, with very little trouble, 
by adding a panienbr account of the diet and 
regimen of every perfun who dies at eighty 
years of age, or upwards j and mentioning, 
whether his parents were healthy, long-lived 
people, &c. Uc. An accurate regiiter, thus 
cftabhftied throughout the Bjitij?* dominions, 
would be prodndtivc of many important ad¬ 
vantages to fociety, not only in a meilical and 
philufopl'.tcal, but alf^i in a political and mo¬ 
ral view. It is therefore to be lioped, that 
the legiflature will not long delay taking an 
ohjed of fuch great utility mCu their fenuus 
conlideration. 

All the circumdaiices that are mod ef- 
ftnlially neceffhry to life, may be comprized 
under the fix following heads: 

1. Air and climate. and excretions. 

2. Meat and drmk. 5. Sleep and watching.

Tliefe, thougli all pcrfeftly natunl to 
the conditutinn, have by writers been llyled 
the non naturalt^ by a (trange perverfioii of 
language; and have been all copioufly hjAd- 
led under that inr.proper term. However, it 
may not be amifs to offer a few ihort obter- 
vntions on each, iis they are fo immgdiately 
connedifed with the prefent fuhjeff. 

I, Air, icc. It hiiS long been known, 
that frefh air is more immeihat*;ly nccellary 
to life tlian food ; for a man may live two 
or three days wMthout tbe latter, but n<x ma¬ 
ny minutes without the former. The vivi¬ 
fying principle contained m the atmofphere, 
fo elTential to the fnpport of flame, as well 
ns animal flame, concerning w'hich - authors 
• have prot>ofed fo many conjectures, apjiears* 
now to be nothing elfe hut that pure dcphlo- 
giiticated fluid lately difeovered by that inge¬ 
nious philofopher Dr. Pritflty* The com¬ 
mon atmofphere may well he iiippofed to be 
more or lefs healthy in jiroporiion as it 
abounds with this ainmating principle. As 
this exhales, in cn|MOus ilreamififruin the 
green Leaves of all kinds of vegetables/ even 
from thole of the raofl jxiifonuus kind, may 


we not, in fome meafiTre, account why in* 
dances of longevity arefo much more freqaenC 
i-i ihfi country, than in great cities; where 
the air| indead of partaking fo largely of 
this (alutary impregnation, is daily contamn 
nated with noxious animal effluvia, and 
phlogidon ? 

With refpeft to tlimate, various obfer- 
vations confplre to prove, that thofe regions 
which lie within the temperate zones are 
bed calculated to promote long life. Hence, 
perhaps, may be explained, why Italy has 
pHAlflced fo many long livers, and w^hy 
siflands in general are mure falutary than Con* 
tinents; of which Bermudasp and dxne others^ 
.nlford examples. And it is a pleafing cir- 
cumdaiice. Chat our own Kland appears 
from the above Table, (notwithdonding the 
fudden viciflitudes to which it is liable) to 
coiuain far more Indances of longevity than 
could well be im.ngined. The ingenious Mr. 
JVhuefmJi alfures us, from certain fadls^ 
th.it Eiii;li(hmciJ are, in general, longer lived 
than Koith Americ.ms; and that a Britifh 
conditution will Ud longer, even in chat 
climate, than a native one "*. But it mud be 
allowed in general, that the human conditu¬ 
tion IS adapted to the peculiar Bate, and tern* 
perature, of e.uh rcfprdive climate, fo that 
no part of the habitable globe can he pro¬ 
nounced too hot, or t*x) Cold, for its inliabi- 
tants. Yet, in order to promote a friendly 
intercourfe between the mod remote regions, 
the Author of Nature has wifely enaM^ the 
inhabitants to tndiuc great and furprifing 
Lliatiges of temperature with impunity f. 

2. F(Xk\s and drink. Though fixxls and 
dunk, of the mod fimple kinds, are .illowed 
to be the bell calculated for Inpporting the 
hixly ill health, yet it can hardly be doubted, 
but variety may be fafely indulged occa- 
fioiMlly, piBvided men W'uuld rellrain their 
apiwiitcs within the bounds of temperance. 
For bountiful nature cannot be fuppofed to 
hwe poured fnith fuch a rich pro^fion of 
provifions, merely ro tamalize ihe human 
fpccies, without aunbuting to her tlie' part 
of a cruel dejvdanie, indead of that of the 
kind and indulgent parent. Befides, we. find, 
that by the wonderful powers of the digedive 
organs, a variety of animal and v^etable 
fubflanccs, of very difeordant principles, are 
happily aflimilated into one bland homoge¬ 
neous chyle; therefore, it feems natural to 
dillrud tlwfc cynical wri&rs, who would ri- 
gidly confine mankind lo one fimple diih, 
and their drink to the mere water of the 
brook. Nature, it is true, has ptHiued out

luent ; and, therefore, moit admirabty adapt¬ 
ed for our daily beverage. But experience 
IBS equally proved, that vinous and fpiritu- 
oashqueib> on cei tain occaiionfi, arenolefs 
fllutary and beneficial, wht;il'i:r it be cufup- 
poit firength againll fickiiefs (»r bodily fatigue, 
or to exhilarate the mimd nn(!er the pt clfure 
of heavy m:sfortune5. But alas ! wiiat Na¬ 
ture meant for innocent and ufcful cordials, 
to be ufed only occntionally, and adcording 
ro rhe diredtion of rebfoii; cuftom «^nd ca- 
pnee luve, by degrees, rendeied habitual 
to the human frame, and liable to the molt 
qnormousand deitiudtiveahufes. Hence, it 
may be jultly doubted, whether gUutuiiy and 
intemperance have not depopulated the 
world more than even fword, pcftilence, 
tfkd fanune. True, tlierefore, is the old 
maxim, ** Afodus uundi ex veneno fueit ^Udi• 
cameniumf ex Meduamefito, vemnum'* 

3. and 4. Motion and reft, fleep and 
watching. It is allowed on all hands, that 
alternate nfwtion and rell, and deep and 
watching, arc uecefr..iy cniulitions to heaidi* 
and longevity; and that Chc'y ought to be 
adapted to age, temperament, ronftituiion, 
tempeiatare of the cJiinare, &c. hue tlie ct« 
rors wliidi mankind daily commit in theie 
reipedis, becimie a fi uitfiil lOurcc of dtrer.re‘>. 
While lomeare bloi^ted aiUi ietaxed with cafe 
and indolence, otters aie cmicnied« andbi*- 
come rigid, through hard labour, Wutclung, 
and f.itigue. 

5. Secretions and ever*. t!on«, W'ijerc the 
aiiiin.d functions are diilv p..rfoim::d, the le- 
erttions go on iigubil); and the diHcttiiC 
evacuations fo ex w^ty coi refpond to the qn.iu> 
ttfy of aiimem t:iken ui, mn given time, rli.it 
the body is found to return d;idy to neji>y tuc 
fame weight. If any particular evacuatioa 
liappeu to be pictematuraliy diminifhed, 
fome other evacuation is ivoportionaUy. aug¬ 
mented, .and the equilibrium is* commonly 
preserved; but confinued irregulanrjcs, in 
tlicte ini[H)itaiu functions, cannot but ternu- 
natc lA difeate. 

6, AifeAhuns of the mind. The due regu¬ 
lation of the palhons, perhaps, contributes 
-smretuheaKhand Joiigevity, than tlutofany 
^her of the r^n n^uutah. The animating 
.paHions, fuch joy, hujje, love, &c. when 


kept within proper bounds, gently excite rhe 
nervous influence, promote an equable circu'^ 
lation, and are higlily conducive to health } 
while the deprefling affedlions, fuch as fear, 
grief, and dufpair, produce the contrary ef- 

feAf, and lay the foundation uf the moft for¬ 
midable difeafes* 

From the light which hiftory affords us, as 
well as from fome inllances in tlie above Table, 
there is great reafon to believe, that longevity is 
in a great meafure hereditary ; and that healthy 
long-lived parents would commonly tranfmiC 
the lame to their children, were it not fm the 
frequent enors in iX'w non n>itw ati^ which fo 
eviucntly tend to the abbreviation of human life • 

W'hcnce is it, but from tliefe caufes, and 
theminamral modes of living, thjt, of all the 
children whicli are horn m the capital cities 
of Kuiffcy nearly one ^alf die in early infan¬ 
cy ? To w'hat elfe can vi^e attribute this ex- 
tiaoidinary mortality ) Such an amazing pro¬ 
portion of premature deaths is a circumflance 
unheard of among favage nations, or among 
tlij yiHing of other animals ! In the eurlieit 
ages, v\e are informed, that human life was 
protracted to a very extranidinary length; 
yet how few perlunsm theie later times ar¬ 
rive at that punotl which nature feems to 
h.ive dcfigned ! Man is, by nature, a Acid- 
animal, and feems deflined to iife with the 
fun, and to fpend a large {virtion uf his time 
in the iipen air, to inure his "body to robu|t 
cxcrcifcs and the inclemency of the feafnns, 
and to make a }>lain homely repaft, only when 
hunger didlatcs. But art lixs fluJioiilly cic. 
fe'Ucd tlie kind intentions of nature ; and by 
eiidaving him to all the bl.indillimcnts uf 
fenfe, has left him, alas ! an enfy \ l£tim 10 
folly and caprice ! To enumerate ib.u various 
ahisies which take place from the carhefl in¬ 
fancy, and which are continued thiough the 
fuccccding (lages of modilh life, would cany 
me far beyond my prefent intention. Suffice 
it to ubferve, that they prevail more particii- 
laily among people who are the molt highly 
pulifhedand redpe^* To comparetlieir atti- 
hcial mode uf life witti that of nature, or 
even wicli the long livers in the lilt, would, 
probably, afford a very (ti iking cuntialt; and 
at the fame time fupply an aUdiiional reafon* 
why, ill the very large cities, inllances ut 
longevity arefo very rate. 


OBSERVATIONS ON DRINKING MINERAL WATERS,

I N«ur lid M;i{;az<ne we gave the inte> ter«, an<t fome of them are written with 
reftlug ObUrvatuuis uf Dr. Biidum on mui-h ingenuity ; but they are chiefly employ- 
Sea-Bathing ; we nt^w prefent our Readers ed in-afeertaining the contents of the waters 
w'ith Clie fentiments of that able FhyActan o» by chymicat analyfls, ' Th;s, no doubt, has 
the die 4)f^Mineral Waters. its ufe, but is by no means of foch imp.ir- 

j>Ve have many books on tlie mineral wa* unce as fome may imagine. A o^an may 

know 
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know the chymical analyfis of all the art cles 
ill the mMt\ ta mtdica, wuhout being able 
properly to apply any one of them m the 
cure of difeafei. One page of pra6l<cal ob- 
fcrvatioiis IS worth a wliole volume of ch/- 
m.c.il analyfis. But wlicre are fuch obler. 
v.iCiuns to be met with } Few phyAQian^ are 
in a fituation to make them, and fewer Hill 
are qualified tor fuch a talk. It can only be 
aecomplilhed by pradhtloners who rcfide at 
'the foiuiCainSy and who, poifelling minds la. 
peiior to Jrul prejudices, are capable of 
ililtuiguilhiog dilcafes with accuracy, and of 
forming a found judgment refpe^Ung the ge- 
imuie etledts of medicines. 

Tiie internal ufe of water, as a medicine, 
is no lefs an objct^luf the phyfician’s attention 
than the external. Pure elemenciiiy water 
IS indeed the moll moflciirwe of all liquors, 
and conlhtutes a piincipal part of the tood of 
every animal. But this element is ufteu im¬ 
pregnated with lubllances of a very ddive 
and penetrating nature ; and of fucli an mfi- 
diou'. qunlitv, that, wliile they promote cer¬ 
tain feciet.ons, and even alleviate fome dif- 
agreeable fymplums, they weaken the puvv- 
eisof life, undei mine the couliitution, and 
liy the foundation of worle difcafcs tlua 
tlioie whiLh Itiey were employed to remove. 
Of tins every piaClitioner mult liave feen in- 
(tanecs; and jiliyficians of eminence liave 
more than once declared that they have 
know'll mure d.leafcs occafioned lli m removed 
by the ule of mineral watere. This, doubt- 
lels, hus proceeded from the abule of choje 
powerful medicines, which evinces the ne- 
ceilicy of ufiog them with caution. 

By examining the cuitents of the mineral 
waters which aie moll ufed in tliis country, 
we (hall be enabled to form an idea of the 
danger which may anfe from an improper ap¬ 
plication of them either externally or inter¬ 
nally, though it is to the latter of thefe tliat 
the prelenc obfervations are chiefly confined. 

Tlie w.iteis mult in ufe fur medic.d pur- 
pofes in Bi itaiii, are thufe impregnated with 
lalts, fulphur, or iron, either feparately, or 
varioufly combined. Of thefe the moll pow* 
erful is the ^Une fulphureous water of Har- 
rowgate, of which 1 have had mofeoccafion 
to ohferve the pernicious confequences. when 
improperly ufed, than of any other. To this 
therefure the following remarks will more 
immediately relate, though they will be found 
applicable to all the purging waters in the 
kingdom which are flruug enough to meric 
attention. 

Tfie errors which fo often defeat the in¬ 
tention of drinking the purgative mineral 
waters, and wFiicIi fo frequently prove* inju¬ 
rious Co the patient, procc^ from the manner 
^ drinking, Che quantity taken, the regimen 
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puifacil, or, ufing cliem in cafbs where thcf 
are noc proper. 

A very hurtful prejudice (liU prevails in 
this country, that all difeafes mull be cured 

hy medicines C:iken into the flomach, and that 
the mure violently thefe medicines operate, 
they are more likely^Co have the defired ef¬ 
fect. This opinion has pioc'ed fatal to thou- 
finds; and will, in all probability, deftroy 
many miti'e before it can be wholly eradicated. 
Purging is often ufeful in acute difeafes, and 
ill ch^nical cafes may pave the W'ay for the 
operation of other iiiediciiic<>; hut it iVtU fel- 
dum perform a cure ; au<l by exhaulling the 
Hrength of the patient, will often leave liim 
ill a worfe condition (luu it found him. That 
this IS frequently tlie cafe with regard to the 
more aftive mmsrjl waters, every perfoa 
coaverfant in thefe matters will readily allow. 

Strung (liTialantb applietl to the iiomach 
and bowels lor a length of time, muft tend 
to weak'ju and dellroy their energy; and 
what tlimubuts are more aClive than fait and 
fvilpiiur, cfpecially when iht-fe tubfUnces are 
intimately combined, and cartjed through 
the fydem by the penetrating medium of wa¬ 
ter ? Thofe.bowels mufl be ftrong indeed 
which c.in withtl:>a>l ciie daily operation of 
fuwh active principles for months together, 
and not be injured. This, however, is the 
plan purlucd by moll of tliofe who drink Che 
putgiiig miner d w'aters, and wiioiV circum* 
Itcinces w'lll permit then to continue'long 
enough a 9 chufe fa(liiv>nable pi ices of refoiC. 

Many people imagine, that eveiy thing de- 
penils on tlie quantity of water taken, and 
that the more they drink they will the (bon¬ 
er get well. This is an egregious error; for 
while the unhappy patient chinks he is by 
this means Radicating his diforder, he is of¬ 
ten, in faCl, undermining the powers of life, 
and ruining his confticution. Indeed noUimg 
can do this fo etieClually as weakening the 
puw'ersof digefliou by the impro(>er app'i:.*- 
cion of llrong Uimulancs. Tlie very elfence 
of health depends on the digellive organl|>cr- 
forming their due fmiCliuns, and the mnft 
■ tedious maladies are all coiuici^ed with tndi- 
geflion. 

Drinking the water in too great quantity, 
not only injures the bowels and occations ui- 
digeltion, but generally defeats the intentioa' 
for which it is taken. The difeafes for the 
cure of which mineral waters are chiefly ce¬ 
lebrated, are moflly of the chronic kind 1 
and It is well known cliac fuch difeafes can 
only be cured by the flow operation of aKcr- 
actves, or fuch medicines as aCl by indiKtng 
a gradadl cliange in the hab.t. This requires 
length of time, and never can be cfledM by 
medicines which run off by (luol, and only 
operate on the flrft paflhges. 


Tlwfe 
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Thofe ^vbo wUh for the cure of any obfti« 
Hate inalctUy from the mineral watersi ought 
to take tliem in fuch a manner as hardly to 
proiikue any effedl whatever on the bowels. 
With this viewahalf-pint glafs may be diank 
at bed time and the f^me quancity an lu>ur 
before breakfall, dinn^, and fupper. The 
fame dofci however, md(\ vary acct^ding to 
circumftances. hven the quantity mention¬ 
ed above w:il purge fume perfoos, while 
others wall diink twice as much without be¬ 
ing in tlie moved by it. Its operation 
on tlie buvtels is the only ftandard for ufiiv*; 
the water a? au alterative. No more ought 
to be taken than barely to move the liody 
Dor is It always neceHaiy to carry it tins leng li| 
pnwideJ tiie w';ter goes ott by the other 
cmun^biries, and does nucoccafion a chiUnefs, 
cr flatulency in tlie flomach or howtls. 
When the water is intended Co puige, the 
quantity mentioned above may be all taken 
before hrcakf.dt. 

1 would not only caution patients who 
drink the purging mineral waters over-niglit, 
to avoid heavy liipjiersy but alfo from eating 
meats at any time The liimulus of waiir 
impregn.'Ued uith falts, feems to cicaic a 
faKe ap|ietice. 1 have fecn a dc'.iCHte ptiTon, 
after dnnku>g the Harrowgate wattts of .t 
Dkorning, eat a bre.tkfaft fuflicient to have 
leived two ploughmen, devtiur a plenti^il 
diniKr of flcih and flfh, and to crown all, 
cat fuwh a fupp^er as might have fatntied a 
hungry portei. All this indeed the flomach 
feemed to crave ; hut this craving had better re¬ 
main not quite fdtisfled, than that Che flomach 
fljuuld be loaded with wrhat exceevls ttf pow¬ 
ers. To ftai’vc patients was never my plan, 
but 1 am clearly of opinion, tlwic, m the me 
of all the purging mineral waters, a light and 
rattier diluting diet is the mi^ proper; and 
that no perfon, during fuch a Courft^ ought 
to eat to the foil extent of what his appetite 
craves. > 

To promote tlie operation of mineral wa- 
teis,^ and to carry them tfirough the fylterri 
cxercife is iudifpenfibly necellary. This may 
be taken m any m.'ioner tliat is mofl igreea-* 
Ue CO the patient, but he ought never to car¬ 
ry it to excefs. Tlie befl kinds of exercife 
are tlvife conne£led with amufement* Every 
thing that tends to exhilarate the fpirits, not 
mty promotes the (i|>eratiQn of the waters, 
but Uii as a medicine. All who refbrt to 
the mineral waters ought therefore to leave 


every care behind, to mix with the company, 
and to make themfelvts as chearful and hap¬ 
py as [Kiihble, From this condu^^, afllfM 
by the free and wholefome air of tlioie faflii- 
cmable places of reforc, and alfo the regular 
and e,u']y hours which are ufually Icept, the 
putient often receives niorebeneflc than from 
ufing the waters. 

But the gre.iteft errors in drinkmt? the 
pinning mineral water- arife from their being 
iifed in cafes wliere they are abiotiirely im- 
pr(>t>iT, and adveifc to the nature of tlie 
difrafe. VV'hen peofde hear of a wonderful 
aire h.iving been jicrformcd by fume mineral 
w.icer. they mmiediaieiy conclude Chat it will 
iuie rwiy thing, and accordingly fwalluw it 
dmvn, uhtn they might as well take poifon. 
J'.iticiits (Might to by well informed, before 
they begih to diink Uie more adhve kind^ of 
nniu'ial w.ifers, of the propriety of the 
cunnr, and ftionld never pcififV m iifiiig 
them when they aic found to aggravate the 
ddonlvr. 

Ill all Cafes where purging is indicated, the 
faiiue mineia-w'rtteib wdl he found to fnlhl 
ihi'j intention b^*tter thin any other medicine. 
Thrir operai'on, if taken in pioper quantity^ 
15 ^euci.dly mild; and they are neither 
found to in shite the nerves, nor debilitate 
cliL patient, fo much as the other purga¬ 
tives. 

As a purgative, ihefe waters arc chiefly 
recommended m difcafcs of the firfl patfage'^i 
accoirpanied with, or procceinng from, m- 
j/dhviiy of the flomach and howtls, acidity, 
m* igHtion, vitiated bile, werms, putrul 
forv*e!t, the piles, and jaundice. In mofl 
tafes of this, kind, thev are the b-ft medicine's 
that can be adminntered. But when uled 
with ih.s view', it is fuflicient to t.'.ke them 
tw'icp, or at mofl three times .a week, fo as 
to move the hiHly three or four iirne**; ainl 
it wmU be proper to continue this courfe for 
a few weeks. 

Eix the of>^tion of tfie more a^liv# mi¬ 
neral wnCen is oot confined to the Hrfl paf- 
fages. They often pronuice the diicharge of 
urine, and not unfrequently inci e.ile the ]>er- 
fpiration. This fhews tint they are c^qiable 

fieheirating uito every part of tlie body, 
and of flimulating the whole lyitem. Hence 
arifes their cfHcacy in removing tlie mofl oh- 
flinate of all diforders, »f the 

glandular and lymphatic Jiftm, Under this 
clafs IS comprehended the fcrofola or Xing's 


* Whed.I fpeak of drinking a glafs of the water overnight, 1 mufl beg leave to eautiem 
thole who follow this plan agamfl eating heavy Cuppers. 'I'he late Z>r, Dealtry of Yorki who 
was the flrfl that brought ttio Harrowgate* waters into reputci ufed to adviCe his patients to 
di ink a gla& before they went ip bed t the conCequence which was, that having eat a flefli 
fopptf, and the water operating in the uight, they were often Cormemed with gnpes, and 
iVr medicai affiflanceb 
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tvilj indolent tumoursi obf^rudllon* of the 
,liver|. fpleeoi kidnies, and mefenteric glandf. 
When chefe great purpufes are to be etfeited, 
the waters muft be ufed in the gradual man¬ 
ner mentioned above, and perTilted in for a 
length of time. It will be pro]>eri however, 
now and then to difeontinue their ufe fur a 
few days. 

The next great clafs of difeafes where 
mineral waters are found to be beneficial, 
arc tliufe of the Ikin, as the itch, fcab, tet¬ 
ters, ringworms, fcaty eru[inons, IcprofieSf 
blotches, foul ulcers, &c. Though thefe may 
feem fuperhcial, yet they are often the moft 
obflinate which the phyfician has to encoun¬ 
ter, and not unfrequently fet his fkill at defi¬ 
ance : but they will fometimes yield to the 
application of mineral watcMS for a fufticient 
length of time, and in mofl cafes at leait 
thete waters deferve a trial. The faline ful- 
phureuus waters, fiich as thofe of Moffat in 


Scotland, and Harrowgate In England, are 
the moft likely to fucceed in difeafes of the 
Ikin; but for this purpofe it will be necellary 
not only to drink the waters, but likewife 
to ufe them esRcrnglly. 

To enumerate more particularly the qua* 
lities of the different mineral waters, to fpe- 
cify thofe difeafes in wlflch they are refpec- 
lively indicated, and to point out their proper 
modes of application, would be an ufeful, 
and by no means a difagreeable employment; 
but as the limits preferibed to thefe remarks, 
will not dllow me to treat tlie fulijedt more 
at lebgth, 1 lhall conclude by obferving, that 
whenever the mineral waters are found to 
exhauft tlie flrengch, deprefs the fpirits, take 
away the appetite, excite fevers, diffend the 
bowels, occafion or increafe a cough, or 
where there is reafun to fufpedl an ulcer of 
the lungs, tliey ought to be djfcontinued*

Had the Objedtor faid melodious Purcei, it had ceftified at lead a greater acquaintance 
with mufic, and Purctts peculiar excellence. Purcel m melody is frequently great: his 
fnng made in his laft ficknefs, called Rofy Sowers, is a fine inilance of this; but in harmony 
he is far fhorc ot‘ the meaneft of qur modern compofers, his lulled harmonies being exceed, 
ing fimplc. His o|>cra of Prince Arthur, the words of which were Diyden's, is reckoned 
his find! piece. But what is tliat, in point of tiarmony, ^ what we every djqr hear 
from modei-n maders ? In (Iton, with refpedl to genius, Pureel tiad a fine one: he greatly 
improved an artbui little known in England before his time; for this he deferves our ap- 
plaufe: but the prefent prevailing tade in mufic is very difTerent from what be left it, and 
who was the improver fuice his time we fhall fee by and by. * 

f Handelmayhft faid, as judty as .my man, not PergoUfe excepted, to have founded anew 
fchool of mufic. When lie fird came into England, his mufic was entirely Italiaa,: be com* 
pofed for the opera ; and tliough, even then, his pieces were liked, yet they did uot meet with 
univerfal approbation. In thofe he too fervilely imitated the modern vitiated Italian tad^ 
by placing what foreigners call the Pmnt eTOrgue too clofcly and injodiciottfly. But in his 
O.acorios he is perfe£lly an original genius. In thefe, by deering between the mantiers oE 
.Italy and England, he lias druck out new harmonies, and formed a fpecies of mafic differ¬ 
ent from all others. He has left fome excellent and eminent fcholars, piiticularly iVorgaa 
and Smith, who compofe nearly in his manner; a manner as different from Purcell as from 
that of modem Italy, Confequently Hanitl may be planed at the head of the Enghjh 
fchool.

eriginally a German, (as nioft certainly he 
was, and amtinued fo to his laft breath) yet 
adopted the Engliih inannei*§. Yes, to be 
fuie, juft as much as Rubens tlie painter did. 
Your correfpnn^ent, in the cutirfe of his 
difcoveries, tells us, befidcs, that fome of 
the beft Scotch b.dlads (the Broom of Cow- 
denknow«, for inftance) are^bll afcrihed to 
David Rizzio||.** This Rizzio muft have 
been a moft oi'iginal genius, or have poflelTetl 
extraordinary imitative powers, to^ have 


come, fo advanced in life as he did^ from 

Italy, and ftiike fo far out of the common 

road of his own country's mufic. 

A ^ mere fiddler, a (hallow coxcomb, a 
giddy, inf#lcnt, worthlefs fellow, to com-

T hcugli iii.z might be a fulliciLiit anfwer, yer 1 muft I«* permitted to go 
farther, to tell the Objc^lor tha opinion of oui beft modern muficiaus in tins particular : ii 
is the opinion of the melodious Geminlani, that we have in the dominions of f 7 >YJ/ A’/i/u/v, 
no original mufic, except^die A ; tlie Smteb aiul Kr/ohjh being ()ngin.illy borrowed from 
the Itnilant. And that his opinion in this rcfpe^l is juft, (fori vvould not hefwayed merely 
by authorities) it is very reafofiable to fuppofc, firft, horn the confoimiiy l>etween the 
Scotch and ancient Italian mufic. They who compare the old Enncb VaudevAU*, brought 
from Italy by kinuccinif With ihof^pieces afcribccl to Dav'td who was pretty nearly 

ooCemporary with him, will find a ftitmg refemblance, notwtthftatiding the oppofite clu- 
raflen of the two nations wliich have preferved thofe pieces. VVTien I would have them 
compared, 1 mean, I would have theirbafTes compared, by wdiich their fimihtude may be 
moft exactly fren. Secondly, it is reafonahle, from the ancient mufic of the Scoub, which 
is ftill pr^lervcd in the Highlands, and which bean no refemblance at all to the muhe of the 
Low-country. Tlic Highland tunes arc fupg to words, and flow entirely in the////!& 
manner. Oti the other hand, tl»e Lowdaiid mufic is always fung to Englijh words. 

^ David was neither a mere fiddler, nor a (hallow coxcomb, nor a w'oithlefs fel¬ 
low, nor a (Hanger in Scotland. He had, indeed, been brought over from PiViWnr, to be 
put at the head oPa band of mufic, .by King Jama V. one of the moft elegant princes of his 
time, an exquifite judge of mufic, as well as of poetry, architedlure, and ail the fine arts. 
Eiohiiio, at the time of liis death, liad been above twenty years in Scotland: he was fecretaiy

eniunibed. As no improper Supplement Co 
thu aiticle, we (hall now lay before them a 
particul.ir defi.riptioo uf the Tumh, its fttua- 
tion, fee. as given in ** A Tour Co Eiaienon- 
villr,” lately piiblilhed; and from uluch it 
appears that Ermenonviilo a pleifmg ro. 
manticfpot, cuittv.ired and decorat^'d in a 
ilyle that dues honour to the tadc and philo- 
fophiC turn uf its noble polfcHor: it has been 
called ihr ** Stoivf" but is more properly, 
in tlie opinion of our present traveller, tube 
dcemeil the Lt.ujo-:uis of hVaiu'c. 

‘ Oh cutei ing the p.u k wc traverfed a hol¬ 
low way, which had fometh ng gloomy and 
groCefque in its apj^earance. On our left 
liand wa? a lake w’lili a terKVe intervening, 
which for fome time hul it from our iiglit: 
f)n our right a itcep lull irrcguUiiy woixlcd, 
wtiile the valley was divided in its whole 
length by a rmnll i ivuLt, over which, on a 
Aag, we read tl.e folliming inlet iption ^ :

* Our progrefs through this gloomy, but 
QOt unpleaiing valley, had filled onr minds 
with ideas not ill preparatory to tt\e conieni - 
plation of the principal ubjedl uf our curiofi* 


ty, as well as that of mod other vifitnnts 
whom this place receives, the Tomb of Rouf- 
fc.ni. It Qands at about fifteen or twenty 
yurdi^ didance from the neared land, in an 
iAand of the lake, of an oblong foi m, about 
f«»rty yards in length, and ten or 4^teen in 
breadth, covered with clie richcft verdure, 
and bordered with bcau'ifnl poplars, from 
whikh It takes its name, being called i*i/fe 
d(s peuphm. The Tiimb IS in the middle, 
a fimplc yet elegant maihle monuuient. Tlie 
mlcnptiui uuone fide uf it is, 

** Here iclls 

The man of nature and of truth.” 

* Beneatli which is the motto Roufleau 
had chofen for himfelf, and winch he made 
the great rule equally of his writings and his 
ai^bons : 

“ Be truth the purchaftf, tlxi*t!ie priccbelife.” 

* On the lid the following v^ord^ only, as 
ample la their figniticancy as few in their 
number, are engravM: 

“ Here lie the icmaiiis of J. J. RoulTeau,” 

‘ On the other fide of the 'Bomb is repre- 
fented in a mother xnlfiu^ting 

Jier daughteis, and teaching them to tear in 
pieces the libbaods, laces, filks and other tri¬ 
fling urnanients, which the prevailing mode 
of education has t(;u Uaig taught the fair fex 
to coufider as the full ohjeds of their atten¬ 
tion ni.d c.ue f. On the veige of the Like 
is a feat to re|iofeton: here, as we fat down, 
w'e read tlie following lines, fuggefled no

** To the d.-iughter he reilored tlie aflcAion 
of the motlier, to the mucher the careifrs 
of the daughter. His whole life had but one

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** In yonder unadorned tomb, (haded by 
ovtr-banging popbrs, nod encircled by thefe 
unruffled waters, refts all that was mortal of 
J. J. RoufTeau, But a mere lading monu¬ 
ment, one that (hall prolong to all ages the 
memory of the man who lived only to fenfi- 
bility apd virtue, is er06led in every bofom 
that glows with the,^me of tlie one, or beat; 
to the chrobbings of the other.” 

* Whether the concluding thought of the 
above lines was borrowed from trope's well- 
known epitaph on Gay, or fuggefted merely 
by a fimiiarity of charter in thn peKons 
to whom thefe differeni tributes of frienddiip 
were paid, it niu(t be acknowledged that the 
Trench compofitiun has no little advantage 
over the £ngli(h one, in the circumdance of 
its being free from the equivoque which fo 
vilely disfigures the concUifion of the latter; 

—The worthy and the gooil (hall fay, 
Sinking their penfive bofoms, here lies Gay.'* 

* X cannot huivever help thinking that the 
following epitaph, made alfo for RoufTeau, 
fhould have been preferred to the former, 
were it only on account of its greater fimpli- 
city: 

Beneath thofe peaceful poplars reds J. 
J« RoufTeau. Oh all ye virtuous and feeling 1 
your friend, your brother repofes within this 
tomb." 

* We quitted this hallowed fpot with re- 
ludbuce, and entered a delightful little valley 
replete with beauties of the mod romantic cad. 
We made the circuit of a meadow encom- 
palfed with water, and came to grotto cal¬ 
led lagrotte verte, the grotto of verdure, 
with this infeription: 

** I>e]igbtful verdure I that, robing the 
earth's green lap, refrefties the fatigued fight 
and tranquillizes the perturbed heart, yours 
is that vifible harmony, tiuit concord of cor- 
refponding hues, which is nature's faired or¬ 
nament, and herfupreme delight,” 

* Oppofite the grotto, on a tree bung a 
board with a fong feC to mufic By Rouffeau; 
t‘ie words were padoral and pathetic,' and 1 
was pleafed to fee one of Rouffeau's excel- 
Icnoes, his talent for mufical comipofition, 
atteded by the Idnd of n^umem, of ^ 
others, the feted uf perpetuate the menwry 
of gemus, a fpecimen of its produdions. 
Having nearly made the round of the mea¬ 
dow through this ihady walk, we came to 
an open fpace with a bank of green turf; 
over 11 hung a board with an infeription from 
the Georgies i ' ' 

** Fertuitatus ft UUt rffW j«i nwUagnJiUf** 

^ A little'lowcr down, near the maikto 
of the rhrer, #as an elbow cbii^, made (as 
our i^ide mlermed ds) by RonffiKiu himfelf 
It' was formed of rude unfoduoned twigs. 


interwoven and grafted as it were into the 
tree, which fervvd as a back to it. 

* From this place a dark winding-path 
brought us unexpcAedly to a bafon of clear 
water, near which Rood a pyramid facred to 
the padoral poets, Theocritus, Virgil, Gef- 
ner, and Thomfon; the latter, it would 
appear, being ranked in this clafs, in legard 
to the fubjedl, not the form of his wi itiiigs. 
Short intcriptions in the language of each poet 
are added to the four names which occupy 
the four Tides of the bafe. At the foot of 
the pyramid lay a done inferibed in Englilh, 
to the memory of Shendone, and near it 
were two trees with their brandies ituerwu- 
veil and thefe words on a b^iard : 

“ Love, the bond of univerfal union.*’ 

* A fymbol and device prettily exprellive 

ol the paflion cuudilutes the chief 

fubjcA of rural poetry. 

* Near the temple of the Padoral Mnfe, 
but without the limits of the delightful val¬ 
ley we had jud cpiltied, we faw llie Tem¬ 
ple of Philofophy. The neighhourhoixl of 
thefe two dnidlurcs feemed to image no lefs 
truly chan iiigenioufly, Che intimaCu connec¬ 
tion between nature and fcience ; but in tlic 
dace of tiie Temple of Phili'fophy itfelf, wc 
found an allegory dill more linking; it re¬ 
mains unfnljhid. Over the dixir we read ; 

Of things to know the caulcs.” 

* Within the temple,

An ACCOUNT of the I,IFE and WRITINGS of Dr. JOHN JEBB. 


P R, John Jebb was the fon of pr. John 
Jebb, Peaii (»f Calhcll, by a fider of the 
late General Ganfell, and was hiit-coufin tuSir 
Richard Jebb, at prefeiit one of the phyfici- 
ans extraordinary to h|s Majcfty. He was 
horn about the year 17^5 in Ireland, as it is 
fuppofed, in which kaigdoni it is likewise 
imagined he received the hrfl rudimenu of 
his ediicatlun. At a pro])er age he was fent 
to Trinity College, Dublin, where he continu¬ 
ed tno yean, after which he came to En¬ 
gland, and was pUced at Peter-Honfe, Cam- 
biidge ;acollege in which his uncle Dr. Samu¬ 
el Jebb, a very learned noujuring pliyfician, and 
editor of Fiyar Bacon's celebrated Of us Majus, 
had been educated. Here he lontitmed fe- 
veral years U ith cbnfiderable reputation, and 
Cook the degrees of Batchelor and of 

Alts, He alfo was ciiufen a Fellow of that 
fociety ; and after having taken orders was 
prefenttd to the Redlory of HomerihelJ and 
Vicarage of Fhxton, in the diucefe of Nui vvicb. 
On the ziR of November 1763 he began to 
deliver a coiirfeof tlJblogical le^ures, wlmh 
for fome rime were well attended and gene¬ 
rally approved. ^ 

In the year 1770 he publifhed " A Short 
Account of Tlieologtud Le^lnres now re«idiug 
at Cambridge, To which is added^a new 
H<irmony of (he Gofpel, 4(0.*’ This wuik 
deferves much commendation. In the coiiife 
of ii the author lamented that his endeavours 
to call Che attention of youth to the lludy of 
die fcripiures, had ui fome inilances been 
treated in a manner far diflfeient from what 
might be expelled from mgn born to the en. 
joyment of civil and religious liberty. That 
confidence however, he obferved, with which 
the uprightnefs of his intention and the ap¬ 
probation of many worthy and learned per* 
fons had infpired him, enabled him for a 
time CO |serfevere, regardlefs of Che clamours 
of his adverfaries. But when he was in¬ 
formed that a charge of Che moR invidious 
nature was folemnly urged in a manner 
which was likely to do him great differvico, 
he was no longer able to retrain from at- 
tempting a vindication of himfelf from tbofe 
calumnies with which the untempered zeal of 
ibrne otherwife well difpnfcd breUiren had 
afperfed his cliaiadler. 

The circumdances here alluded to are too 
recent, perfonal, and unimportant to meric a 
detail; we Ihall therefore proceed to obferve, 
tlui on December >77^, he preaclied 


before tlys UnlveiTity of Cambridge a femion, 
which in the fucceeding year be publUbed, 
under llic title of ** The Excellency of the 
Spirit* of Benevolence, 8vo.*’ dedicated to 
the ingenious youth who had lionoured with 
their .ittendaiice tlie Theological JLeftures, 
then lately inUitiued at Cambridge. He had 
a fhort time before pubhlhed “ A Letter to 
^ir William Meredith, upon the Subject of 
Subfenptiun to the Liturgy, and Thirty-niiiD 
Articles of the Church of England, Hvo.” 

His pviblicatiuns by this time had ihewa 
that he was not very firmly attached to the 
orthodox fydem, and contributed, it may be 
presumed, to that oppofitioii which he after¬ 
wards met with in lonie plans of lehamatiuni 
at C^mbiidge. He had obiVived at Dublin 
tlie importance of .'iniuial puhtick examina¬ 
tions of thoie who received dUiuemical ho- 
Doui’S ar that Uinverfity, and ihercfoie wilh- 
cd to introduce the fame regulations into die 
difciplinc of Camhudgc. He accoi-dingly 
publiHied in 1773, “ llemarks on the 
fciiC M(jde of EdacaCiou in the Umveifity of 
Cambrklge. To which is added, a ProjM)Jjl 
for Its Iroprovemetic, 8vu/' and made Ce. 
veral attempts to l.ave Ins propofaE admitted. 
Tliefe however were all 1 ejected, and he in 
tile lame year put>lilhed ** A Cuiitiiuution of 
the Narrative of Academical Proceedings, 
relative to the Prupolal for the ElUhlifbmeiit 
of Aniuial ^xamin.itions in the t'mveiruy of 
Cambiidge ; wUliObfei vations upon tlie Cou* 
du^ of Che Committee .ippointcd by Grace of 
the Senate on the 5lh of July 1773, 8vo.** 
In the fiibfeqiicnr year lie publifhed ** A Pro* 
pofal for the Eftablifbment of Publick»£xjimi- 
natioDS in the Uuiverfity of Cambridge, with 
occafionul Remarks, 8vo.” Tliongh (till un- 
fucctifaful, he peiievered; andfolateas 1776 
publifhed An Addrefs to the Members of 
the Senate of Cambridge, 8vu.” preparatdr 
ry to another effort, which in the end met 
with the fame fate as the former, 

His doubts of the propriety of continuing 
in the communion of a church wluch held 
do£limes as he conceived repugnant to ferip* 
lure, at length determined him to quit it, and 
relinqmfh the prefermeob he held. Acmd- 
ingly is September 1775 he wrote the fol*» 
lowing letter to the Bifh^ of Norwich, pre. 
pai-atury to his refignatiun, which fully de-^ 
feribing the (late of his mindi we (halt infert 
at lai ge« 
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ise 

** Mv LORDt 

« 1 think it prbper to give you this previ¬ 
ous information, that 1 propofe to refign 
the Rcetory of Homersheld and Vicarage of 

Flixton into your LonKbip's liands upon the 
or 3ocii of the prefent montii. 

As the motives which induce metoem- 
lii'ace this refolution n\9y pofTibly be mifeon- 
itiiied, it will not 1 trufl be thought imper¬ 
tinent if 1 ftate them to your Lordlhip. 

“ In the firft place 1 lliink it iieceffary to af- 
fure your Lordlhip, that although I elteemed 
it to he my duty to take an adUve paruin the 
Jatc Petition of the Clergy, tlie pniiciplef 
maintained in that juft remonftraiicc do not, 
in my apprehenfion, appear to lay me under 
any obligation to rehnrpiifli my prefent lla* 
iv'n. 

“ The author of the Confi fftona!, my Lord, 
had com inced me of the unlawiiilnefs and in¬ 
expediency of requiring a rubfcription to 
fyltemacc articles of faith and uodbinr, 
^om the teachers of tlie gofpel in a Prutef- 
tant church. 

“ My own nbfervation in the TTniveifity 
of Cambridge fui’Cher tended to fati'^fy me 
with refpeft to the impropi icty of fuch a i e- 
quificion ; and the vifiMe negle^i of theftudy 
of the feriptmes in this age and countiy, 
icemed in a great meafure to be derived from 
tliat reltraint of the exercife of private judg. 
merit, which is the unavoidable confequence 
of this iinedifying i« pofition. 

•• With tliefe cci'.vidtions it was impoinble 
for me to decline r thof^ diftm. 

guifhed friends of I' ^.oiis hoerty, who af- 
fiKi^ted fiir the pnrpoie of foliciting for them- 
Itlvcs and their httrhrcn of Che church of 
Fngland, an exemption from the obligariou 
ot declaring or fubfcnbing their affent to any 
formulary of dodlrine which Ihould he pro- 
pofed as explanatory of theWorirof God.

It alfo appeared evident to me, that the 
enquiry, whether or no the 39 Articles ex- 
prefs the genuine fenfe of fci ipctire, was a 
qoeftton of a very different nature from that 


to which Che petitioners invited the attention 
of tlieir brethrenthat perfons of the molt 
oppofite opinions, with refpcA to the do^ine 
of the Articles, might unite in a declaration, 
that every attempt to effe^ an uniformity of 
fentiment concerning the fenfe of feripture, 
by other means chan the force of argument 
and rational convidlion, was utterly unwar¬ 
rantable, and bore Coo ftriking a refembhnee 
to that fpirit of intolerance, which forms 
tHh dtftinguiihing charadler of Aiicichnftian 
Rome; and, laftly, that many memtiers of 
onr church might be truly fenfiblc of tlie in¬ 
expediency of requiring this fublcription,— 
might addrefs a competent iiibunal with a 
viww of effeiting an abolition of tlie prat^tice, 
and yet continue Co hold and to accept prefer¬ 
ment, without violating the dictates of con- 
fcience, and wtCh|great advantage to the 
Chnftian caufe, 

“ My objedions, my Lord, to the accept¬ 
ing and the holding of preferinent in the 
churcli of Englaoil, hear no 1 elation to tlie 
caufe of the petitifining Clergy;—the rcafons 
whiih influenced me /u the forming of tlie 
relolutioii now communicated to y^iur Lord- 
fhip, are entirely niy own. 

After the moil ferious and difpafllonare 
enquiry, t am perfuaded, my Lord, from 
the concurrent teftimony of reafon and reve¬ 
lation, that the Supreme Cause of all thiuf's 
IS, not merely in EJfcttce^ butaho in Petjo/Sf 
Oni'. 0 

** By the force of the fame evidence 1 am 
convinced, that this Almighty Power is tlie 
only proper objeil of religion. 

** riieLituigyof the churih of England is 
nhviouily founded upon the idea, that in the 
divine raluie is a Trtmtv of Eerfon-i, to 
each of which every fpecjes of religious ado¬ 
ration it addieffed, as well as fuch powers 
afciibed as are the inconimunicable attributes 
of GikI. 

Under my perfuafion of tlie erroneouf- 
nefs of this dodlrine, 1 cannot any longer with 
facisfa^ion to niyft'lf ofliciate in the cftabllih- 
ed fervice : and as 1 certainly can liave no 
claim to the emoluments of my profeflion, 
unlefs I am willing to perform Uie duties of 
ir, 1 therefore refign my preferment. 

** But my Lord, although 1 fliidmyfelfun. 
dcr an obligation to rcluiquifli my prefent 
ftation in the church of England, 1 do not 
renounce the profeflion of a CaaisTiAN. 
On the contrary, penetrated by the clearcljt 
convidlions of the high iropoitance and divine 
authority of the Gofpel, 1 will labour to pro¬ 
mote the advancement of fcriptural know¬ 
ledge with iocreaflng zeal; and will ever be 
ready to unite with heart and hand, in any 
juft and legal attempt to remove that biuden 
of SubferiptioR to Human Fuimulanee, which

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I cfteem one of the itioft powerful obdruc- 
tioiis to its progrefs.** 1 am, &c. J. J. 

After writing this letter he refigneU Ills 
livings, and in 1775 publilhed ‘‘ A Ihort 

State of the Rcafons ior a late Refignation. 
To which are added, Occafumal Obftrvations, 
and a Letter to the Right Rev, the Bdhop 
of Norwich, Svu.” la the courfe of this 
Pamphlet he obferves, ** While 1 held jirefer- 
meiit, ti certainly was my duty to ofhciate in 
* the fervice of the church. But, coafcious 
that my fentirnents were diametrically oppo- 
fed to her do£lrmes, refpe^ing the obje^ of 
devotion, the reading of theie addrelfcb was 
attended with very great dilijuiet. 1 there¬ 
fore embraced that meafurc whiCh alone feem- 
ed to promife me tianquilhty. I am happy 
in finding it has ant\\eied my expeiftaiion. 
Having refigneU my prcfermeiU, and wiUi it 
having diveiicd myfelf of tlu: chaiadler of a 
lilauller of the Church of England, 1 have 
recovered that Cereniiy of mmd, to which I 
had been long a liranger.’’ 

On his reparation iVoni the Church, he 
joined in communion with the Rev. Mr. 
Liiidfay, and immediately betook himl'elf to 
tile ihidy of Pliyfic. He at one period hul 
thoughts of adopting the Law for hl^ pio- 
felVioii, and with that view entered htmlelf 
of ono of the Inns of Court. After feme 
time, he determined to devote himfelf to tlie 
meiliul line; and in purt*u.ince of this lefo- 
luliou, took Che degree of Dcx^lor of l‘h)ric, 
and engaged in the pradhee of it. 

He alio became an aciive member of the 
Coulticutional Society, and from time to time 
gave to the Public leveral fmall pieces dif- 
jierfed by that body. In lySa he publiftied 
*< A Letter to Sir Robert Beinard,^ fjvt)." 
dod in the fame year, Sekdt Cafes of die 
Hiforder commonly called the Paralyfis of Che 
lower Extremities, 8vo/' 

In 1784 he pubhihed ** Letters addreffed 
to the VoUmieeis of Ireland, on the Subject 
of a Paiiiamentiuy Reform, 8vo.'* In this 
performance he lameiiicd»the defediion of 
Mr, Fox fi'om the public caule, and ex|Hil- 
tulated with hun very energetically 011 his 
union with a party inimical to Anieric.i—to' 
Ireland^o Uie real mterefts of Britain*»to 
the facred caule of civil and religious liberty 
—to the human fpecies. Such was the 
Dodlor's llrong language. He ;idds, that when 
he confidered his exeitiuns in the caufe of 
freedom, he feemed to think the dark cran* 
fadlion an illufiun. ** Alas V* he cries, “ it 
w'js my lot Co lament over him,—while others 
furrouuded him with congratulations.'' 

The couheion between Mr. Pox and l.ord 
North, Dr. Jebb always confidered as injun- 
ous to the incerefts of his country, and there- 
£ute never could I'econcile himfelf io it, or 


to the principal parties in this unnatural 
union. He therefore declined all intercourfe 
with his late friend, and ever afterwards pro- 
felTed himfelf adverfe to his meafure^. About 

this period Dr. Jebb’s liealcli began to be un- 
fetcled, and after lingering a confiderabhi 
time, he died on the ad of March 178O, at iiii 
houfe in Pariiament-|^reet. On the gch tie 
was interred at the Burying Ground in Bun. 
hill-Fields $ his corpfc being attended by the 
Duke of Rlchmnnd, and a Committee of 
the Conftitutional Society, together with a 
numerous Ciain of fneiids, many of whom 
•w*ere of diltindtlon. 

Tlie following chara&er of Dr. Jebb is 
fiiid to have been written by a celebrated 
Patriot. 

Humanity, the brigliteft diadem of 
Heaven, found in Dr. Jebb's heart, a fource 
always uiitxhaulled, coo' conltantly Cowing 
m every civuuiel, where nature in diRrefs 
called for the comfort of advice, theaniRuice 
of a fncud, or hand of hsnevolence.—>Such 
calls, even from a fcllow-cre.uure in rags, 
found tlie Potior as anxious and as attentive, 
as the vain man would be to folicit a title, 
and to accomplilh lauh, bend, Imile, or ea« 
geily embrace the arm of a Mlnifter, 

The humanity of tlie Man of Rofs, whdft 
it is recorded, exalts not only the chara^er 
of the iuJividual, but enriches the name of a 
kingdom. The ami.ible qualities of tliac 
good man were inherited by the Do^or as a 
facT'cd |\T.runony which lie diRribnced among 
Ins felKllv-creatures; and as a faithful guar¬ 
dian of human nature, when he could not 
remove dillreC, lie cunfoled the fufl'erer; 
and often wiivn his purfe was unable to aiuii- 
hiUte poverty, lldl Ins benevolence never 
ceafed to lellen the (ling of it. Though Dt. 
Jebb had in his manners the meeknefs of a 
child, yet litt t'pint of a hon was manifcRed 
in hiy political coiiducl. As he was always 
dil'mceieiltd, he u‘as conflantly hrm in tlie 
i*up)X)rt of eveiy mealure which could add 
fiip|x>rt to lilieicy, or Rrength to a cuiiliitu* 
tion to which lie was a fmcere friencf; and 
if from zeal to cticnth whatever carried hap- 
pinefs :o the public, wiiti a conteni()t of 
every perfonal aiiviuuage, made the illullrious 
clianiAterof a Roman, the Doctor has irrefu¬ 
table claims CO that of an £ngli(h Patriot* 
His expanded foul would not conBued to 
the narrow pedantic rules of a cloiRer, and 
he theivfore quitted the gown, and from a 
confciciulous reg.n d to truth, which lie difeo- 
vered by the liglu of experience, he £lianged 
his profeliitin, trom lealons which he public¬ 
ly gave J and though they might not convince 
others, they alfuredly guided him in tlie clioice 
lie made. As a jiolitica^ man, the DoAnr 
never couiied any * MmiRer whatever, nor 

would 
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wotild he ever accept a hvour to leflett his 
agency. To ^ablilh a more etival n- 
prefeotation was one of tlie moA leading ob- 
|e^of his heart; and he endeavoured io the 
newfpapers to o>mmoni‘ctte every inform*- 
cioo by which he cotdd inftruft the people, 
that the nature .'of the conitituCion, the 
rights of eleAkm odglittiot to be bartered by 
the venal, or OfXpreffed by the families of 
power. His next favourite objedl was the 
eftablilhiog a law, in conformity to the buaft- 
ed notion of £ng|i(h freedom, to prevent a 
creditor from clairtiing the liberty and perfbn 
of a fcllow.creature for life, if his fortune 
fliottld be by chance, or even indiferetion, 
unaMe to pay his debts. He w*as fond of 
employing his pen in the fervice of the peo» 
pie, and did not bluih to own, that he often 
wrote in the public papers, which lie refpe^- 
ed as the centinels of liberty. 

« In bis political fi'iend:hip he iwis mild, 
firm, and condefeending, tiiough not convi- 
viaL He was attached particularly to Dr. 
Koetbeote, Mr. Williams, and Mr. Loffc; 


he once had a great partiality fo^ Mr. Pox, 
hut never could be prevailed on to forgive 
the Coalition, which he confidered as a cun< 
federacy of intereft j and if juniflable in OflC, 
it might be fo on cveiy occafmn, and the 
people be never cercaui of the oBjefls of 
their confidence. A heart fo truly devoted 
to accoraplifti the profperity of merit, and 
fo anxious to fee both good men rewarded, 
as well as excelleni meafures promoted, could 
not be continually dabbed to the foul by fee- 
ing the reverfe of the medriiion.—Such fre¬ 
quent mortifications preyed on his health, 
and the exertions he made to promote the 
good of Iiif couniiy, wore out his conftitu. 
tk>n, and deprived mankind of a friend and 
ornament. His attention to the happinefs of 
Olliers made himneglefl his own intereft, at 
leaft in a worldly fe^fe ; but the fame good 
God who gave him fiich difinterefted virtues, 
has die pow*er to reward them in a more ex¬ 
alted ithtion, to which they cuniiot fail ro 
lead him, nnd where alone fu good and valu¬ 
able a citizen can receive juftice.'*

Their chief fuftenance in refpeA of food* 
was cattle and oats, befides milk, cheefe and 
butter s though they ufually ate more plenti¬ 
fully of .fiefti-meat thao of J>read. 

As they were no( engaged in the occu¬ 
pations of traffic, their time was entirely 
•mployed in military affairs. They were fo 
anxious for the prefer^ion of theiV country 
ond its liberties, that they efteemed it delight¬ 
ful to facrifice their liv^ for them; and 
agreeably to this fpirit they entertained* an 
idea, that it was difgFaceful to die in their 
beds, but Ixmourable to foU in the field. Snch 
was tlieir eager courage, that unaimed they 
dared engage men entirety covered with ar¬ 
mour, and by their a^i'.ity and valour ufu- 
ally came off conquerors. Their offenfive 
weapons were arrows and long fpears. Their 
bows were ufually made of flight twigsjtiin- 
ed or twifted together, and'tlioiigh rude in 
tlicir form, they difeharged an arrow with 
great force. 'The chieftains, when tliey went 
to war, were mounted on fwift horfejt, bred 
in cbecoumiy t the. lower forts of people, 


on account of the maiihes and inequalities of 
the ground, marched on foot. 

Tlie Welfo either went with their feet 
entirely bare, or ufed boots of raw leather, 
inftead of fhoes, fewed togetlier witli raw 
fkin. 

" Thefe people were not given to excefs; 
they had no fet time for their meals, nor any 
expenfive richnefs in their cluaths. There 
was not a beggar to be feeu among them, 
for the tables of all were common to all; 
and with them bounty, and ]>articularly hof- 
picable entertainment were in liigher efti- 
mation than any of the other virtues. The 
offer of water for the purpofe of.wafhing 
the feet, was confidered as an invitation to 
accept of hofpitable entertainment. The 
ftrangers who arrived in the moriting, were 
entertained until evening with the converfa- 
tionuf young womefi, and with the mufic 
of the harp ; fur in this country almnft every 
houfe was provided with both. Hence we 
may leafonably conclude they were not much 
adduced to jealoufy. In the evening an en¬ 
tertainment was provided according to the 
number and dignity of the perfons. The 
guefts were placed by threes at fupper, and 
the dtfhes at the lame time were put on rnfhes, 
in large and ample platters made of clean 
grafs, With thin and broad cakes of bread 
baked every day. At the fapie time, the 
whole family, with a kind of emulation in 
their civilities, were in waiting ; the maftcr 
and miftrefs in particular were always ftand- 
ing, very attentively overlooking the whole. 

** The u omen of this nation, as well as 
the men, had their liair cut round at the ears 
and eyes. The wometi alfo, as a head-drefs, 
wore a large white robe, folding round, and 
rifing by degrees into a graceful tuft or 
crown. 

The Welfh were a people of an acute 
and fuhtle genius, enjoying fo rich a veicrof 
natural endowments, tliat they excelled in 
wit and ingenuity any other of the Weftern 
nations. In private company, or in feafuns 
of public feftivity, they were very facetious 
in their converfation, entertaining the com¬ 
pany with a difplay of their wit. 

** There were among ihe^ellh, what were 
not to be found among other nations, certain 
pcKons whom f (ley called j>iw,.nytlLon\ (a woi d 
expreffive of |xietica) raptures) v\ ho appear 
to have been (uleiy under tlv inffuettreof 
the imagination. Thefe perfons, when they 
were confulted about any thing douhtfiit, jn- 
^aincd with a high degrM of enthufiafmi 
were carried out of tliemfelyes, and feemed 
as if pofleifed by an invifib'le fpir.it. ’ 

Pride'of anceftiy and nobility of fami¬ 
ly were points lield in the high^ eftimation 
among the WeUh, and of cuurfe they wcie 
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far more defirous of noble than of rich and 

fplendiU marriages. A Wellhman was con- 

fidered as honourable, if among his anceflors 
there had been neither Have, nor foreigner, 
nor infamous perfon. Yet if any foreigner 
luul faved Che life of a Wclfhman, or deli¬ 
vered him from captivity, be might he natu¬ 
ralized, and was entitled to the rights of 
Welfhmen; and any fouign family, having 
/‘eftded in Wales for four generations, were 
alfo admitted to the fame privileges.” 

Rodenc, who by his countrymen was Riled 
The Great, in Mr. Warrington's opinion, but 
ill deierved fn diRinguifhed an ap|)ellation. 
His reign opened with important advantages, 
which, directed by a wife policy, might 
probably have fecured the independency of 
Wales, and fixed its government on a bafis 
fo permanent, that it might have fupported 
the Rorms of ages. But inRead of profiting 
by tiiis fortunate conjundlure, iuRead of adt- 
tng up CO the great defign of government, he, 
w'ithouC preceilent to palliate, or apparent 
necellity to enforce the meafiire, yielded up 
the independency of Wales; enjoining his 
poRency to pay to the Saxon Kings, as a 
mark of fubordination, a yearly tribute, which 
became the foundation to Chat claim of fupe- 
rioriiy ever after afferted by the Enghfti. 
The divifion which Roderic made of his do- 
nimiuns, was another fource of civil diffen- 
tiuns and national w'eaknefs, which foou 
caufed a decline in patriotifm, a Rriking bar¬ 
barity in manners, which terminated in the 
ruin of Che Rate, and the lufs of the political

When he 
entered or departed out of the palace, tlie 
great gate was opened for him, chat his dig¬ 
nity might not be degraded by palling under 
a wicket. He determined the rank and du¬ 
ty of the feveral officers of the houfehold.

HIS is a fuhjc^ fuitihle to the genius 
and tade of our learned Author; and 
hgr$ v/t find our eapc£lations fully gratified : 
even Mr. Walpole is out-*ihone (though by 
m means ouC-writteo)i and Mr. Barrington 
totally eclipfed; we .mean, as defenhen of 
ancient gardens. The garden of Eden^ 
thofe alluded to in the Song of Solomon and 
in the book of the Prophet Ezekiel-^he 
garden of Atcinous—the hanging gardens nf 
Babylon—the garden of Cyrus at Sardis— 
the park of Cyrus in Phrygia (docked with 
wild beads for the purfHife of hunting)—the 
Academus of the Gieeks, with the garden 
of Plato and of Epicurus—the gardens of 
LucuUus and ef Pliny—refpeflively pafs un. 
der review.—The Tufean Villa of Pliny 
with tile garden and ground belonging to it 
are defeubed with minutenefs.—After this 
recital of fa£(s refpe^ing the gardens of the 
ancients, the Dodlnr proceeds to make his 
own obfervations. In doing this, his good- 
fenfe and difcernment are fully evinced ; his 
Rudy, It IS phdti, has not been confined to 
ancient g:iidening alone, but has been ex¬ 
tended, and with confiderahie advantage, Co 
modern gardeningan art which feems Co 
be growing every day more and more fa- 
fhionable. No other apology we flatter our- ' 
felves will be requiflte for talcing an extract 
of unufual length from this valuable paper* 

** It is obvious, chat the above defcripciens 
bear a (inking refemblance Ui the tafte in 
gardens tliat prevailed in this country, and 
indeed througliuuC Europe, towards die be¬ 
ginning of the prefent century. The walks 
bordered with box and rofemary t the ter¬ 
race planted with violets, at tlie Laurentine 
Villa; and the Court divided Tnto parterre 
divifions, edged with box ; the figures of 
animals cut out in box trees, placed oppofite 
each other, upon the flope 5 with the fur- 
rounding walk inclofed with tonflle ever¬ 
greens cut into Ibapei, point out the 
fame refemblance in Che gardens at the 
Tufean Villa. The circular amphitheatre 
of box cut into figures, and the walk cover¬ 
ed witli graduaftd fkr^f are all cxa^ly 
in the fame flyle.

** Some circumflances, in the above de* 
feription, appear in many refpefh abfurd 
and exceptionable. But let us not be too 
haflv in dtir cenfures; but confider, whether 
thc^nature of the climate and country may 
not vindicate them, in fevrral retpedb, from 
the imputations which might have been jufl- 
ly aferibed to them, under diflerenc cir* 
cumflances. The walks bordered with box, 
a tree of clofe growth, and faid Co flourifh 
extremely in that fitumion, formed a coqve- 
nient flielter from the torrid rays of an Ita« 
lian fun* The (hearing of the trees contri¬ 
buted alfo to tliicken their (hade, and to ren* 
der them more commodious for this purpofe 1 
though, 1 confefs, it was not necelt^. Cot 
this end, that they (hould be clipped into 
atikward imitations of anuiials, &c. which 
it is furprifing a man of the tafle of Pliny 
could approve. The fence to the gardea 
was, in Pliny^s Villa, concealed by trees.; aa 
improvement ou the modem tafle refehed 
to; a lung range of bare brick walling hav¬ 
ing been often efleemed an obje^ of beauty 
or magniflegnee. ' 

“ Fountains, likeurife, and jets d'eau, 
Mmwever ufelefs, and therefore abfurd and 
unnatural, in Great-Britain and Holland, may 
Rill be in perfectly good rafle in Italy. Ttie 
difperflon of moiflure couls the air, by the 
evaporation it produces; and the veiy mar** 
mur of the falling of water gives the idea 
ef coolnefs, by afl^iation uf fenfationt. Th^ 
feem here Co have been difpofed with judg¬ 
ment, foAie of them being ficuated new the 
alcove, and reftkig places, as a refreflimeot 
to thofe fatigued with beat and exercUe,; 
and others difperfed through the grafs, aot 
to.caufe a foolilh fiirprife, and to endanger 
^Che health of thofe pa^ng that way^by wet¬ 
ting their cloaths, but to water the trees, 
cool the ground, and refireflt the verdure 1 
eiitumflances indifpenfable to- Uie beauty oC 
Che feenery and profpedi, in a hot climate. . 

** The fame apology may, 1 think, be 
made Cor the regularity of .the walks in the 
Ifippodmne, and the minute paiH and divi- 
fioitl hi whi^ it was difpoML . 

It ia probable^ the extent of ground 
itfdf was not targe. Diftwit walks woidd 
be fhtigidngin an Italian fummer, and would 
be too much trouble and expence to ke^ m 
clof^ (haded; as would render ^hem ftdE- 
eiendy agreeable. They were, tberto^,hie 
Y maunee 
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manntr compelled to make as much as pof* 
Able out of the fpace of ground j which they 
accomplifhed, by dividing it into as many 
walks and paths as polfible. 

The parterre iikewifet parted i'to 
beds of various ftiapes, was neceflary for 
fiowcTii which were highly valued m warm 
dj|utes for thciriperfume, but do not thrive^ 
uimfs kept diftinA and free from the proxi¬ 
mity of other trees or plants* 

** It is remarkable here, tb;it the tafte of 
the author for the beauties of nature, breaks 
out among his deferiptien of the moft artifi* 

^ial ornaments. Immediately after deferi- 
bing Che fence of the garden, covered with 
graduated box trees, he adds, that the ad¬ 
joining meadow was as beautiful by nature, 
as the garden had been rendered by art; and, 
in another place, mentions the contrafl of tlie 
beauties of rural nature with thofe of art * 
as one of the chief ornaments of his garden. 
The fame apology chat has been made for the 
ftyle in which Pliny's gardens were laid (»ut, 
js applicable to the eafteni gardens in gene¬ 
ral, and holds flill more (Irongly, as the 
beat becomes mure conHanl and inCenfe. 
We may farther obferve, that this mode 
foiCs thedifpofition of the enflern people, in 
many other refpe^b;. The reguU-j ity and 
foimality of their manner of hvmg, and 
manners, correfponds with their talie for re¬ 
gular figures, and uniformity of appeiiance, 
inthelayiog out of ground. It may not, 
pel haps, be ton great a refinement to re. 
mark, that fuch a tafle is conformable alfo to 
a defpotic government, which is jealous of 
all innovations, and, of couffe, afToids no 
opportunity for exertions of genius, in any 
aapacity. It is worthy of obfervatino, that 
the regular tafte, above referred to, prevailed 
in this country at a time when our fyftem of 
manners, dfefs, and behrviour was extreme¬ 
ly ceremonious, formal, and referved, and 
' approaching to thofo of the eaftern countries. 

this fiii^efs wore off, the tafte of the 
people improved. $hakefpeare was no 
\ longer cenfured for inattention to dramatic 
ftriftne^; the turgid but regular bombaft of 
Slackmere fell into djrrepute and riditule, 
and a more eafy and natural ftyle was adopt- 
both in fentfraent and writing. 

** The general method of laying out, 
grounds, in this country, feems at prefenc 


to be very rational. Natural beauties, or 
rcfemblances thereof, are chiefly attempted } 
which are the more proper, as being more 
conformable to the climate and fituatjon of 
the country, and difpofiium of the people, 
who are heft plaafed w'ith great and fublime 
objedh, which are to be found only in na¬ 
ture. The clofe walk, however delightful 
in Italy or Peifia, is here judicioufty ex¬ 
changed for the open grove, and the moifture 
of grafs for gravel. The tonfure of trees it 
alfo laid afidc; not only as impairing their 
heauty. but alfo as thh:kcning their fliade, 
more than would be neerffary or asrcc.ibic, 
where a free lotercourfe of air is f) requifito 
to difpel d.imps and exhalations. Fountains, 
on the fairiti aucounC, are laid afide, and we 
arc cuntent with tlie natural current of 
ftreains, which exhale lefs moifture, and 
produce Ic fi ctild, .han w'aterfpouicd into the 
air by the fantaftic, but Icfs bfiautiful diftri- 
bution of It by a jet d'eau. The gardens, 
or plcafure-grounils, iu our country, are 
likcwiieveiy properly of much larger ex¬ 
tent, chan tliole in hut clitn4iCr.s. Pleafure, 
in the latter, is always combined with fome- 
wh.it of indolence and inadlion ; in the for- 
niiT It IS conneCled with exercife and aftivitv. ' 
A large fropc of giound, therefore, that 
affiirded opportunity for the latter, would bo 
more conformable to the genius of the peo¬ 
ple, as well as to the clirfutc, in which the 
luxurious indulgence, fo deliglufuj when tlio 
heat is inienfe, could VC17 feldom be fafely 
pradliicd. On the whole, I am inclined to 
believe, that, notwithftandmg our want of the 
oroanicnis pinper for hot dim Ces, in our 
gardens and pleafure-grounds, Great-Britain 
ii capable of affording more real and genuine 
beauty in views of this kind, than is, per¬ 
haps, any where elfe to he met with. The 
fine and regular verdure which always chithes 
both the earth and the trees; the variety of 
the herbage, and the fizc to wUi.h oaks and 
other foretl tiees, cai\gcciiial to the cinintry, 
will arrive impartaheauCy and magnificence 
to our piofpedls, and affbid opportunities for 
the judicious iiuerpofuion of art, far fuperior 
to what is to be met with where thefe adr 
vantages do not occur. 

We are ftruck with claffie deferiptions^ 
and affirdled by the circumftances which, by 
their conncdliouf they recall to the memory ;

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hit fetting thefft afidc) t make no doubt, a 
grove of Enghih oaks would be a mure bcfiu- 
liful as well as a more magnificent objedl, than 
** the olive groveof Academe,” ortliat of plane 
trees in die Athenian Lyceum. 

After all, it is as poflTible to err in too 
clofcly following Nature, as it is in ncglefting 
her. Th.-re arc beauties of tnc artificial kind, 
as yell as natural, which are pr(-]wr to he in¬ 
troduced into fccnes of this, kind. Staines, 
hutioiugs, and othitr ornaments, in good tatte, 
and well executed, may unite with great pro¬ 
priety with natural Objects, ind heighten their 

etieet. 1 do not fpealc of thefe ornaments, as 
to any particular beauties they may indivi¬ 
dually pofiefs, but merely as coinciding with 
the general cffe£t and nature of the profpedt. 
They are, however, ro he employed cahtiouf- 
ly, fince, if injudicioufly, or eVtn too ficqucnt- 
ly intrtxluced, they give an air of frivoloufner* 
and alfci^dtion to the whole, which renders 
it an objedl of contempt and ridicule, rather 
than of admiration. 

More, [ think, might be faidagainfl ex- 
fcludiug parterres of flowers, which were fo 
conllant attendants upon the old gardens, and 
fo larely feen at prefcni. We all know, that 
feveral kinds of fliwvers are exqu fitcly lUau- 
tifiil, and chat their beauty and perfedlbn 
depend w certain circiimftances relative to 
ihcir culture. Great care is neceflary, and a 
reparation froth other plants, both of which 
fupgell the parterre as the moft proper and 
Convenient way of producing them, t con- 
fefs, panel re divifions poffefs no remarkable 
beauties in themfelves; but I think, at the 
fame time, that they have nothing fo (hock¬ 
ing, to the moft delicate tafte, that Ihoidd 
hinder their being employed, when tliey are 
the harbingers of fuch beaulifid produflions 
of nature. A fquare, or an oblong border, 
lias nothing obvioufly abfurd or difgufting in 
its appearance; and as to its being artificial, 

U may he faid in deftnee of it, that it is not 
an imuation of any thing in natui«, nor meant 
to he fo, but folely calculated for utility, as an 
iofirument necelTary to the produ^ion of 
beauty; and, confidered in this view, we 
might with equal reafon objedlagainft a houfe, 
as an unnatural, and therefore nil improper 
objedt, as againil the divifiou of a flower 
parterre, 

X grant, indeed, that they have been 
Whimfically, and often abfurdly arranged and 
^ fofhioned; but fbch 1 do n6t here defend. 1 
hnly maintain tlie, caufe of parterres, on ac¬ 
count of the beauties which they are ne« 
---c^ry, produce j not of any they them- 
ftfrer|me(ji.'* , 

We perf^ly coincide in opinion with our 
nuthor, that a collection of flowers is a beauty 
Which ought not to be excluded the medem 
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garden; but we by no means think that a 
parterre, or any other unnatural receptacle, 
15 neceflary to their introdudlion.

out, but he would diffe^ it out ciitirelVt .'tilJ 
then It would not leturn. He accordiKgly 
executed the plan lie had deferibed with great 
dextci ity, and turned the hall fairly out of the 
focket; notwiihflanding this, it grew again, 
a fiefti nail was formed, and the thumb re¬ 
mains in this flate. 

The conclufions I would draw from 
thefe fa£ls, are, tliac, in the human fpecies, 
not only flefti, (km, and bones, may lie re¬ 
generated, but mcmbr^incs, ligaments, cam- 
lagvs, glands, b'ood veHrls, atid even nerves ; 
and this for the wifefl purpofes, that every 
part may be repaired in its own kind, and 
in fome manner reflored by the coagulable 
lymph, which is poured out, and becomes 
vafcular, and forn s organized parts. 

“ By this wife provifion of nature, the 
many accidents to which w« are cotitimully 
expofed, are often more completely repautd 
tlian ait could be able to accomphfh. 

“ In fome animals, we fee this regenera¬ 
ting and living principle carried ftill to a 
much greater length, wheic not only whole * 
limbv, but even the more noble organs arc 
reproiluccd. 

*< The ftudy of nature is not only engaging 
and pleafant to a highdegiee, but iiiiilpiies 
us with fuch a refpeft and admiration of the 
Almighty Being, that it is imptifliWe either 
for a K'aturahfl or an Anatomifl to be an 
Atheifl. 

“ They have conflantly before their eyes 
fo many wonderful living machines, differ- 
e.illy wrought, yet fo completely faftiioned, 
and all tending to one great point, the pre- 
fervation of themfelves and their fpecies; in 
which there are fo many orders of veffels, 
one depending upon another, yet comtHete 
in themfelves; capable of repairing injuries 
they may fuflain, and even of reflurhig lofl 
fubftances j* that men who d.iily fee fuch 
obje6ls, mufl he convinced, that thefe ad¬ 
mirable fabrics cannot have proceeded from 
chance, but mufl have been the work of an 
Omnipotent Creator, who has formed them 
with the mofl perfect wifdom, and atteutioft 
-totheir feveral iiiterefls and fitoations/'

olTspring are incapable of pioviduig for them- 
felves. Wlien they attain to maturirv, the 
connexion i*, in mofl carc;<^, diirolvcd, and 
ttic rclationfliipforgotten. How pitiJilethea 
mull he the hcnation of that animal, whum 
age, with its attend.intt, weaknef*: and dif- 
cafe, ImcI) i educed lo a feeble and helplcfs 
ftate, incapable of providing for itfelf tiiC 
necelT. ry fuhfiilencc, apiey to continual ap< 
prchenfion from thofe animals vvhofe att<icks 
it IS unable to fly fiom or repel; and at 
length languifhing to the period of its exif- 
tence, confumed by famine and waded by 
difcai'e ? Compare with the Fate of fuch an 
animal, that of the timid hare. She meets 
the opening morn in health and vigour, and 
with playful frolic wantons on yon upland 
hll, enlivened by the beams of the rifins 
fun. No feeble palfe, or languid eye, in¬ 
dicate a difordered ft ame ; no aniuipaiion of 
her appioaching fateinfpircs her with appre- 
henfion. All is gay and lively, like the 
profpedl around her. On a fudden, ho\ 7 - 
ever, the Icenc is changed, the echoing of 
the horn rel'ounds fiora the adjacent valley, 
and the cry of the decp-naoutlied hounds 
thuudeis towards the hUls. She becomes 
motionlefs with fear, when a fecund alarm 
routes her from her trance ; (he flics^ and 
with eager ileps feems to uutDri)) the winds. 
Men, horfes, and dugs inf^nnily Join m the 
chafe, and tlie fared echoes to the wild up¬ 
roar. The hare doubles—?lie fwiftnefs of 
her fpeed abates—fear, nn»re than fatigue, 
retards tier flight—flie faints at the noife of 
the approaching houfids—redoubles to elmle 
their purfuit—her feeble hnibs aie unable to 
perform their office—and now—hreathiefs 
and exhaufled, fheis oveituken, and turn in 
pieces by her mercilefs purfuers. 

Such a doom feems fevere, and liard is 
the heart which doth^ not commiferate the 
fuflerer. Its apparent feverity vvill, how¬ 
ever, be much mitigated, if we conlider the 
quick tranfition, from perfed^ health to the 
expiring conflict. Death brought on by 
dneafe, or the decay of nature, would be 
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much more to be dreaded i and compared 
tlierewith, the fate of the paitridge from the 
gun of the fowler, or of the trout by the 
rod of the .'‘ngler, is mild and enviable. 

To recapitulate then what liath been 
advanced on this fi4bje6l—We have fecn the 
human mind, in every age, endowed with a 
Orong, natural inclinatftin to thefe diverfions* 

In the lavage (late, we have feen, that the 
ficuarion of man renders fuch a propenficy 
abfolutcly neceflary; we have feen it becoine 
at oncqcomlucivetohis convenience, and his 
plcafure ; we behold him emerge from a 

of uncivil'Z.iiioa into polifhed life. 
This propenfity lliU accompanies him ; itftU 
mulates him toexercife the efficient caufeoC 
health ; it infpires hmi with a love of in- 
dudry :md a^Vivity, the certain fource of true 
ple.uuie; he becfwes habituated to fatigue 
and exertion, de pifes danger and difficulty^ 
nor dreads expofure to ihofe elements, from 
whofe (eveiity he acquires ftrength of body, 
with vigor and firmnefs of mind.

\Vc are here prefented with three Tables, 

, followed by fome valuable obfervations,' on 
Longevity; a fubjedl interefting to every 
man. Having already hid before our reader^ 
an extraft from this valuable paper * we 
(hall here only infert the concluding obferva¬ 
tions ; 

That fo complicated a machine as the 
human body, fo delicate in its texture, and 
fo exquifitely formed in alh its parts, fliould 
continue, for fo many years, to perform its 
various funftions, even under the moft pru¬ 
dent condudl, is not a little furpriaing: but 
that it fhould ever hold out to any advanced

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pqMf tra^r all the rude Shocks it fo often 
me^ with from riot and intem|)erancet 
which lay it open to al! the various ** ills that. 
fieib is heir to/' is ftill more truly miracu¬ 
lous/ fiutlierQi porliapSy it may be atledged^ 
that it never can be TupiKifed, all the long li¬ 
vers perfuetl one unifoAn^ regdor courfe of 
h/e, fincc it is wcU known^ chat fome of the 
mo/t noted ones wero fomecimes guilty of 

gri&at deviations from Ari£l temperwee and 
r^larity. Let not this, however, encou¬ 
rage the giddy libertines of the prefenc age 
to hope to render thrir contimied feenes 
intemperance and debauchery compatible 
vritli health and longevity. The duties and 
occupations of life will not, indeed, permit 
tlie generality of mankind to live by rule, 
and fubjedl Chemfelvcs to a precife regimen. 
Fortunately, this is not neeeflary: for the 
Z^ivine ArchiieA has, with infinite tvifdom, 
rendered the human frame fo du^ile, as to 
a4h*itof a very coufiderable laiituit of health \ 
yet this has its bounds, which none can long 
tranlgrcEB with impunity. For, if old ?«rr, 
siotwitbfrandingfome excelTesand irregulari¬ 
ties, arrived at fo afronilhing an age, yet we 
h^vo reafon to fuppofe, that tbefe were far 
from being habitual; and may alfo conclude, 
that liad it not been for thefe abufes, his life 
might have beenflill confiderably protradfed. 

** On the whole, though fome few ex- 
eeptions may occur to what has been alrea¬ 
dy obferved, yet it will be found, ip gene- 
rid* tl\at all extremes are unfriendly to health 
and longevity, Exceflive heat enervates the 
body I extreme cold renders it torpid: froth 
and inadlivity clog the neceflary movements 

Che machine \ ineeffant labour Ibon wears 
it out. On the other hand, a temperate cli¬ 
mate, moderate exercife, pure country air, 
and (trift temperance, togethef with a pru¬ 
dent regulation of tlie pafrlons, will prove 
the moft efficacious means of protradfing life 
toitsuemoft limits Kow, if any of thefe 
reqiu^e mure peculiar attention titan the refr, 
it IS, updpubcedly^ the laft: for the fodal 
l^ons, like gentle gales, fan the brittle 
veffel c^roly uwg the ocean of life, while, 
on the other hand, rough, tuibulent ones 
djidb it upon rocks and qnit^fands. Hence, 
perhaps, it may be explained, why the cul- 
tivatum of pliilofophy, itmTic, and the tine 
a|ta, aU which manif^ly tend to humanize 
fb^, and to calm the rougher paffions, 
agTc Yb l!n|^y conducive to longevity s and, 
why ^re is no fore method of fe- 
c()nng'f(^ habitus) catmnefs and ferenity of 
n^, tonffitute true hai^ioefr, and 
bfe, jrt tlie fame time, ,fo efrential to 
lifiuffi ant king life, witliout virtue/' 

On the Influence of the Imaginanoii, and 
tiM Mom, upon the underilan|ling«

Tliis is an incercf>ingfuh]e6t’; and the pa¬ 
per with which we are here prefsnt^ upon 
it is the befr proof We could have had of the' 
dodtrine advanced ; namely, that an euer. 
gy imparted to one power of the human 
mind will often communicate a degree of 
energy to the reft /'—for this paper appears 

to have been wiiuen in conrequenco of a 
di/f>uie, which, it is highly probable, kindled 
“ a degree of warmth and fenfibility*’—to 
which, it is more than probable, we owe 
this admirable dilTeit.ition. But Ave think it 
our duty to let this admirable writer tell hie 
own tale. 

A fenciment was advanced in converfa- 
tion fCveral evenings ago, in this place, 
Winch, to feme Gentlcmea^ appeared Orange, 
or rather falfe. The refpeA 1 owe to this 
Society, and above all to Tnith, obliges me 
to endeavour to defend a point, which ap¬ 
pears to me to be not only juft, but very 
important. 

In the converfation before alluded to, 
it had been afferted, That an energy im-* 
parted to one power of the human mind, will 
often dommuuicate a degree of energy to the 
rifl, and tlius affift and quicken thfir operas 
tion.” 

** In proof of this, it was "maintained^ 
That in many cafes, the vigour of iW^i- 
nation will give correfpondent vigour to thd 
juJgmeuti** and, Tlut a degree of warmiU 
unilfenjthiiity will he greatly favourable td 
the euarntfsy as well as to the erUrity^ of the 
perceptions of the unierjlanding** 

This fentiment will, probably, alartU 
thofe wIk) have implicitly i-eceived what is fo 
generally afferted, That inire and fimple 
truth has nothing to do with imaginationi 
feelings, or paffions ; and, chat he will bid 
the faireft fur fuccefsful inquiry into any fub- 
je£l, who can diveft his mind mod entirely 
of all ajff^ionsf qnd bring it into a ftaCe of 
abfolule inSfference and apathy,*^ 

** It is not uncommcto to hear the Ima^ 
agination condemned as a criminal of the moft 
dangerous nature, whofe province is, at thd 
beft, only'to amufe, who is a fwom enemy 
to truth, and whom Reafon w'ifries to baniffi 
as fafas pofllble from her throne. How of^ 
ten have we knowq, what wsa very dull, 
fbrwant of fome /eafonings of imaginatlonj 
fupliofed to be, for that reafon, v^rjp deep / 
whilft on the other hand, vrtiat was enii* 
vened by the animation of an aAlve fancjri 
was cenfured as flimfy and irrational 1 ad 
if a brilliant imagination could udt pSfi^.blg^' 
beboffle the companion and afliftant of 
pureft underftznding I—That it maf, is the 
{iokfr which this paper attempts to prove, 
la fupportlng ibia hypothefis, 1 beg 

leave 
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leave to hatant a defcription of the human 
fninvly which fume may not very readily ad- 
init. In judging of the mental powers, it 
does not appear cn me philofophically juft, to 
defchbe the foul as confifting of feveral 

• difttnA and difcnrdant faculties, of which 
fome are cornmlflioned perpetually to oppofe 
and tontradidl the others# The pioper idea 
pf human nature feems to be, ** That it is 
cue uncompounded cjftnce^ continually in mo« 

. tion, anti receiving difTerent denominations, 

according to the different rndti and circum- 

ftanccs of its movement.'' Inftead of confi- 
denng the anderftanding, memory, palftons, 
and will, as di^M and opfojiu po^wcrs^ or 
as imconnedted tenants under tlie fame roof, 
would it not be more juft, to confider them 
all as modei of the mind itfclfy and as each of 
them bearing the common nature and cha- 
ra^lerof the whole united (pint? Weftiould 
then confider the mind itfelf as underliand- 
ing, the mind Uftlf as judging, remembering, 
feeling, willing. And this idea would be 
exaALy coiifonant to many fadls and pheno* 
niena of human nature, which will be here* 
after mentioned. 

However the common reprefentation 
of human nature, confifting of feveral 
9ont(ndin^ powers, may have been figuratively 
adopted, m order to lolve fame appeaivinces { 
fucli as ,the cxjiericnce of conjli^in^ pajfmsf 
or of oppofiu tendeneies in the foul*, yet it iS 

• not foimded in philofophical truth, and, if 
not properly guarded, by being always con- 
Jjdcrcd merely as a figut t, it may lead to 
falicluKid and ahfurdity. 

“ The full elucidation of all thefe pSfi- 
tions would fw'clL this paper to a length far 
beyond the limits wifely appointed for our 
communications, w Inch, being intent>ed only 
as fuhfidi'iry to converfatiun, ftiould rather 
contain hnn, than a regular comtHifition of 
finilhcd and ariificinl fentences. 1 may add, 
this fubjedil would have received its bcjl illuf- 
tration and fupport fiom morals and nlt^iont

But as thefe would lead roe too much into a 
profelfional line, I (hall endeavour to draw 
the arguments from thofe lower fubje^s, of 
tajltj eriticifvSf and polife literature, by which 
it appears to me to be qnanfwerably fup- 
ported. 

The points we undertake Co defend, are 
thefe: “ That the imagination and paftions 
ptay, within proper limits, .be of the utmoft 
fcrvice in giving ftrengcti and clearnefs to the 
vnderftanding. And,'that this arifes,—-from 
the nature and oftice of the imagination,-— 
and from the principle before-mentioned, that 
the energy of one power may be communi- 
(ar* Co the refi, with the greateft advan* 


After producing feveral ingenic^ argu« 
ments m fupporc of this pofition, our author 
proceeds to enquire more particularly into tlm 
nature and office of the imagination. 

** Imagination," fays he, b tliatpra^i 
or, more properly, chat aH of the 
which alfembles, compounds, divides its ideas, 
not in the order in which they firft came into 
Che mind, for that is She province of memoryg 
but in any order, and upon any principles*|C 
choofes. It ranges abroad, through the im« 

menTe Aagaziae and repolicory of ideas trq- 

fared up there, and joins together, or fepa- 
rates, at pteafure, ideas, qualities, and foyms. 
\i may be called the fervant or labourer ffi 
the mind continually employed to bring bq« 
fore it, from its amazing ftorelioufe, materim 
als, with which to build up its conclufions. 

It is the ever-buly, patient, indefajiigahle 
drudge, toiling for the Common ben^t and 
alTiftance of all the other powers; atid does 
not dfjrrve the indignities and reproaches it 
is continually receiving. How often is, it 
forced to be prefent, and even to give 
tance, in the condemnation and execution of 
uftlf? How many, with declamation molt 
extravagant, witli ideas moft deranged, with 
apprehenfiuns moft fanciful, have abufed ifio 
poor Imagination, whilft all their eeofure and 
alarm have had no better than an imaginary 
foundation! • 

A mind too imaginative does, indeed, 
often join its ideas together in wild and ridi¬ 
culous atlbciations. One who is called'.* 
wit jo^s only thofe which appear odd and 
fantaftic. But he whofe judging are exa^y 
poifed by his imaginative powers, who js, 
according to our fcheme, at once, lively to 
conceive, and fober to judge, collet toge* 
Cher only thofe ideas, which are proper tofet 
tlie fubje6l before him in fuch a light, as to 
form an exa£l determination. The powerof 
imagining is, therefore, in its place, as ne« 
cefTuy as the power of judging, ^uppqfo 
a mind wliich could only remember —it would 
fall, at once, into the Crack marked out by 
others, and would never employ his vwapow« 
ers, by reasoning and determining' Ibr icfislf. 
Accordingly, we find^ that perfons of the 
ftrongeft memory have generally ibe weakfft 
judgment 

If thefe principles are juft, a mind 
which could not imagine, could. not reafou^ 
It would have no materinh before it, oa 
which to form its decifion. Its view of any 
fubje^t would be narrow and defedlive. Ob- 
ferve, on the other hand, a mind keen and 
fervent in the profecution of a &vouritefub« 
jedf, viewing it attentively on every fide, 
catching every ray of light which can illu¬ 
minate, and every kindred feotiiDeoC which

fn Uluftrata it. Without animatioti and ar- 
would uever have been difcovered: 
without imagination afld aficdlion, the under- 
, ftaoding would have lain torpid and inactive, 
pancyi that noble and necellary power, has 
^aced the fubjeA m every poHible combina-* 
tnn of form and circumftaiice, has called in 
to its aid ideas, images, and analogies, which, 
at firllf feemed molt foreign and inapplica¬ 
ble t and has thus bchuid it in afpefls which 
the duller plodder would never luveivtugined. 
By this means, a knowledge is ap(|uii'ci], va¬ 
rious, extenfive, and exadl, beyond wh.it 
#0tfAf, otherwife, have poflibly been obtained. 
The office of the underAanding is merely 
that of a to pafs fenttnu upon tlie caufe 
before it. The imagination collects and ar¬ 
ranges the €videnct, and brings it before Che 
iSeciding power in fuch a form a$may lead to 
an accurate and judicious determination.'* 

Thefe fenciments are illuflrated by argu¬ 
ments drawn from the profeOioo of the phy- 
fician, and even from that of the mathecn.i- 
tician, whofe points, lines, and fuperheies 
are, our author truly fays, mere creatures of 
the imagination; adding, that Sirlfaac New¬ 
ton muft have pofTelfed a fancy of the bold- 
eft wing.” 

Thefe arguments however, ingenious as 
they are, only ferve Co prove what, in our 
opinion, is felf-evidenC, For that which is 
obvious to Che fenfes requires not the affift- 
ance of the imagination; that which is 
known toothers, and is explained upon efta- 
blifhed principles, may or may not require 
fome little exertions of the imagination; but 
ID all matters of invention the imagination 
muft cake the lead, muA be the primaiy 
agent, or the mind muft of neceffity remain 
in a date of ina^ivicy. “ That the imagi¬ 
nation may, as it often degt, tranfgrefs its 
proper bounds, we» wiili oiA author, moft 


readily acknowledge. That it is neceffiiy 
to hold it in with a tight rein, that 
it may not run away with the undei-ftand- 
ing, and lead to conchifions fanciful and 
groiHidlels, we allow in its fulleft extent. 
We contend only for that degree, which will 
confift with the cxaiftnefsof judgment. 

** The vivacity and ftrength of imagina* 

tion in children is aftoniftiing. Their 

kn<ivrlrdr,e of objcdls being veiy flight and 
fupci'licul, a few faint rofemhlances arefuffi- 
cienc to realize and embody them. By de¬ 
grees, as their knowledge becomes more 
extenfive and exatflj their power of imag}*ting 
declines, the power of is improved, 

and when thefe two jiowers have attained 
their r bahm.e, the mind has attained its 
highclt capacii-y.*’ 

We join alfo moP- fervently with our 
author in offering up the fallowing conclu* 
fiun: 

L'it, then, und-'^Jlanding and judgment 
ever be conlidcred as the prejiding faiubia 
of Che human fpii'it. To tlieir control, let 
ev’ery otlirr power ultimately iulimit. I.et 
i\\fi iwi'^^jn^am tind the pajjions be confldered 
meiely as their fervants, obedient to their 
command. But. wliilll they are thus obe¬ 
dient^ k^t them have the praife of good and 
Hjeful ftrvaniF: and ibove all, let them 
not be compelled to criminate^ and condemn 
ibemjehes ; or, according to the juft Tmiile of 
the poet, 

Wliilft rcofon holds the helm— 

Let pajjion be itie gale.*’ Pope. 

And let imagination fly abroad to collefb 
the various fcattered breezes, which, thus 
united into one Itrong current, may carry the 
vefl*el forward acrofs the oc^an of life, under 
fueb a pilotage, with fafety and fatisfadliun.'*

fopher on Oliver CromweU» in the Ci it»cal 
Enquiry into the Life nnd Charadler of Crom¬ 
well, by a Gentleman of the Temple, pab- 
lilhed between forty and fifty years ago. 

Mr. BofweU's account of their entertain¬ 
ment at Slams Caflle, the feat of the Earl of 
Krrol, is a moft pleafjng part of his volume. 
The virtues and true politenefs of the noble 
family afford an aflfe^ling and defirahle p;c«. 
tore of domeltic fel city; and Che following 
is striking, and even poetical. After having 
retired to his bed-chamber, “ 1 was kept 
awake/' fays Mr, B, ** a good time, I favv, 
in imagination, Lord Errol's father. Lord 
Kilmarnock, (who was beheddeU on I'uwcr- 

Htll in 1746) and I was foroewhat dreary. 
Bat the thought did not la(^ long, and I full 
yfle-jp." 

Dr. Johnfon and Mr. Bofwell feem.to have 
agreed mud tordially in their veneration of 
men of family and hereditary opulence ; and 
the principle has both reafon and public nii- 
hry on Its fnJe. But it may ho carried much 
too far, wtiich wu apprehend was the cafe 
■witli the learned Doftor. Take the follow¬ 
ing inftance in p. fii, talking of cle^ions. 
** Why, fir/* faid Johnfon, “ ttie Nabob 
Will carry it by means of his we.iltli in 8 
country where money is highly valued, as it 
mvid he where nothing can he had without 
money; f hut if it comes to perfonal prefe¬ 
rence, the man of family wnll always carry 
jt. There is generally a ftounJt tUjm about a 
hw man." Were no ocher chamber of ihc 
age to mach pofterity two or three ccniunes 
hence, our men of family of the prefent 
ume would th'^n be thought ch« moll accom% 
plifhed in legifijtive philolophy, the mod in¬ 
telligent in the commercial fyllem of the 
woild, ttie molt virtuous and mud anrquble 
of human beings. But, guftd God \ what a 
reverfo does their true character exhibit! 
Ignorance and didipacion, fatlion and depra¬ 
vity, arc Che Cl uc chara^tcnlticks of the gie.'it 
majority of our prefetit Gentry, Even ttieir 
faihionable amufements in many inltances 
nre vulganfm itfelf; .ind if*cruel inl'olence 
to dependents and mferiurs, and cruel and 
nnjud ileby of payment, be the marks of 
fcountlrelijm, who has more uf iC than many 
a high man ? ** Tlwt there is always foms. 
thing of fcovndrci'tfirt abuuC a Uw is 

indeed very true. But does not this fcntence 
of as given through Mr, Sofwell's 

medium, leem to apply to every man who 
li's r.dfcd himfelf tooputmee by commerce ? 
Ceruiidy it docs; in whiJi cafe it is mod 
infolent and injurious. All who have ac- 
qaircd wealth in the E.ad or Wed have not 


been waiters or ftioe-blacks, Tlie great ma¬ 
jority of them have Itad liberal edncaCioo, 
(fuperior, in improvement at lead, to that of 
many Lords) and births at lead equal to that 
of the Do^or. The charadler of the great 
m^^rchant includes in it a mud extenfive 
knowledge of nations ; of their natural pro¬ 
duce, their cudums and laws ; a wide range 
of mod interi'duig idca^ of whicli his 
country reaps the greaieft adv.ant:ig«, not 
only in wealth, but even m her Jiherties. 
Magna Cliatga is indeed the fuurceof En- 
glilli liberty, but not in tlie manner as is 
vulgarly ifnagiued. The Baron or fentlal 

L'lrd is the only pcrfoii termed the J.{~ 
btr HamOf the Free Man, The feudal flaver^’, 
commonly called Vajjalagt, is left in its full 
force by that celebnted Charter, which in 
truth only riveted the chains of the Yeoman- 
dry. But King John nnd bis fuccefib' S, jud- 
ly je.ikiui of the great acqu ficioti of power 
the llirons had thus obtained, bcc'ime a' lied 
to counterndt it; and for that purpofe corpo¬ 
rations were greatly inrreafed and patronized 
by the Crown, and commerce in all its 
branches was encouraged as the countci ba¬ 
lance Co the feudal fyiiem. The mduiiiious 
thus partaking of opulence, became of con- 
fequence in ttie date; and the Gothi. B.iron, 
whofe rude tyranny was unpropitiou^ even to 
Che cuUuie of Ins ow'n lands, funk into infig- 
luficance, like a fuperjnnuriCed gouiy giant, 
in his old (Atle. And tlius under thic poh- 
iical monarch Henry Vll. the feudal I'ydem 
expired, with a few groans, under ilie weight 
of the Oammerdal Influence; and thus 
Maona Charta became the me.ans of 
Engldh Liberty to every i.ul.vidu.il of the 
nation.

A Circiimft.iiitbl Narrative of the Lofs of the Halfewell Eaft-Indiaman, Captain Riciiard 
Pierce, who was rmfurtunately wrecked at Scacomb in the Ifle of Purbeck, on the Coaft 
of Dorfeifhire, on the Morning of Friday the 6 th of January 1786 , compiled from the 
Communications, and under the Authorities, of Mr. Henry Meritonand Mr. JohnRogerSi 
the two chief Ojficers w'ho happily cfcai^ed the dreadful Catal^rophe. 1 amo. Lane. 

T H E mifeiMhle cataRrophe of Captain ftruck with fuch violent^ as to tiafh the lieadff 
Pierce and the unfortunate paffengers of thufe who were (landing in the cuddy 
on board the Halfewell Eaft-lndiaman, has«,agiinR the deck above them, and the fatal 


already s&cited the general compaftion, and 
melted the bofom nf humanity. This Nar¬ 
rative of that melanchtily difallcr is circum- 
flantial and exa£l; and tiie following defenp- 
tion of the lad fad feene cannot fail of affe^- 
uig every reader of fenfibility, 

“ The (hip was driving faft on fhore, and 
tliofe on board expelling her every moment 
to dnke; the bunts were then mentioned, 
but it was agreed that at that time they could 
l>e of no ufe, yet In cafe an opportunity Ihould 
prefent itfelf of making tliem ferviceable, it 
was propofed tliat the officer!: (houldba con¬ 
fidentially re(|ueded to referve the long-boat 
for tlie ladies and themfelves; and Cliis pre¬ 
caution was immediately taken. 

** About two in the morning of Friday the 
6 ih, the fhip ftill driving, approaching 
very fad to the (liorey the fame officer [Mr. 
Meriton] again went in to the cuddy, wliere 
the captain then was, and another converfa- 
tioA took place. Captain Pierce txprelSng 
extreme finxiely for the prefervation of his 
beloved daughters, and earnefUy afking tlio 
officer if he could devife any means of faffing 
them; at this dreadful motnent the (hip 


blow was accompanied by a (hriek of hoiTor> 
which huid at one indant from every quarter 
of the Ihip. 

The feamen, many of whom had been 
remarkably inattentive and iieniifs in their 
duly great pare of^ie dorm, and liad aA&ally 
fkulked in their hammocks, and left the ex¬ 
ertions of the pump, and the other labours 
attending iheir fituation, to the officers of tlte 
(hip, and the foUliers; roiized by the dedruc* 
tive blow to a fenfe of their danger, notv^< 
poured upon the deck, to whicli no endea* 
vt)urs of their officers could keep them whild 
their affidance might have been ufeful, and^ 
in frantib exclamations, demanded of heaven 
and their Yellow-fuffi^rers, that fuccour wliicti 
their timely elTorts might poffibly have fuc- 
ceeded in procuring; biit it was now too late. 
By this time all the paffengers aitd mod of 
the officers were alfembled in the nuuul- 
houfe, the latter employed in offering confo- 
lation to the unfortunate ladies; and, with 
unparalleled magnanimity, fuffisring their com - 
paffiou for tbs fair and nmable companions 
of their misfortunes, to get tlie better of the 
(enfc of thc'ir own <)aD^er, and the dread of 

A a % almod 
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almoft inevitable oiiniliiUion; Cdpcain Pierce 
fitting on a ctiair, cot^ or feme cither move- 
able, with St daughter on each fide of liim, 
each cjf wliom he alternately prelfed to his 
affedionate bnfum; the red of the melan¬ 
choly aflembly vtcic feaceil on the deck, all 

of them tolerably compufed, — At this nio- 
Koent, what mud ^e the feelings of a fathtr— 
of furh a father as Captain Pierce! 

But foon a confiilerals'e alteration in the 
appearance of tlie ihip took place;, the Tides 
were vtfibly giving way, the deck Teemed to 
he lifting, and other drung fyniptotns that ihe 
could not hold together much longer. ■ Mr. 
Meriton thcrefue attempted to go furwatd 
to look out, but icnmediatcty faw that die 
fhip was (epnrated in the middle, and that 
the foie pail had changed its poTicion, and lay 
rather faither out tow'iuiis the fea. lathis 
emetgenry, when the next moment might 
be charged with his fate, he determined to 
Teize the prefcnc, and endeavour to make his 
way to a fhoic, of which he knew not yet 
die hoiTois. 

“ Among other nieafiircs adopted to fa¬ 
vour thefe attempts, tlic enfign-nafi'hnd lietn 
unihippcd, and ailcmpfed to belaid from the 
iliip s Tide to lc*nie of the rocks, hut without 
Tuccels, for it iii.ippeti to pieces before it 
reached them ; how'cvcr, by the light of a 
Ijnthotn, handed fiom iheiound-lHiufe, Mr. 
Meriton dilcoveredafpar, which appeared to 
be laid from the (hip's fide to the lock*, and 
on this fpar lie determined to attempt his 
elcape. He accoidingly laid hiafclf down 
on It, and thrufl himlelf forward, but lie 
Toon found that the fpar had no communi'. 
ifliion wr.h the rock. He reached the end 
of ir, (lipped oH, received a violent bruife iu 
bis fall, and, before he could recover his 
legs, he w^as w.ihcd otT by the Turge, in 
tvhiak lit fuppntcC ' .’'nfjjf by fwimming, 
till the returning waveilalhed himng in(l the 
back part of a cavein, wlivre he laid hold of 
a fn1a!t projecting piece of the uM:k, but w.is 
To benumbed, that he was on the jioint of 
quitting It, when a Teaman, ulio had already 
gained a footing, extended Ins hand, and al- 
hfted him till he was out cf tlic leach of llu; 
itirf, 

Mr. Rogei-s, the third mate, tef.iaincd 
With the captain near twenty minutes after 
Mr. Meriton lud quitted the (hip. The ' 
Captain adeed what was become of Menton r 
and Mr. Rogeis replied, he was gone on 
deck to Tee wtcii could be done.-—After this, 
a heavy Tea hre.iking over the (hip, the ladies 
exclaimed, Oh poor Meriton! he is drown¬ 
ed ; had ho (bid with us he would have been 
Taie ;■ and they all, an^ particularly Mifs 
Mary Pieics, exinetfed gbeac dpocero at the 


apprehenTion of hi's lofs* ~ On this occgfioa 
Mr. Rogers offered to go and call in Mr* 
Meriton ; but this was oppofed by tlie ladies, 
fiom an apprehenfioii that he might (haip the 
fame fate. 

*« At this moment the fea was breaking in 

at the fore part of the (hip, and had reached 
as far as the mam-man, and Captain Fierce 
gave Mr. Rugeis a nod, and they took a 

l. iinp, and went together into the (lern gaU 
lery; and after viewing the rotks for Tome 
time. Captain Pierre aikcil Mi. Rogei's, if he 
thought there was any p«>lTibi!ity of Tflvinglhe 
girU? to vhicli he lephcd, he feared there 
W.1S not. The Captain fat down between his 
two daughttis, lliuggling to fujiprefs the pa¬ 
rental tear which then built into ins eye, 

“ The Tea continuing to break in very 
faft, Mr. M‘Mamis, a Mnlfhipman, and Mr* 
Schutz, a palibif^er, alked Mr. Rogers what 
they could do to etcape ? v\ ho ic])iied, fol¬ 
low me they then all w ent upon the 
poop; and whilft they were there a very 
heavy lea fell on board, nnd itie inund-houfe 
gave way. aiHf he iicard the l.idies (hrick ; 
.It that inliant Mi\ Brimer jiiiiicd the party, 
and TuiZii'g a hencoop, the Time wave which 
piovcd fit.ii to tliol’e helow, h.ippily carried 
them to the rock, on win. h they were dalhed

** They could yet diTcem Tome pait of the 
(hip, and Tulaced themfeUes, in ihcir dreary 
ilaticns, wuii the hope of its rernaaung en¬ 
tire till day-break : but, ;d.\s * in a very few 
minutes .ifter they had gained the rock, an

m. ile diftrefs were lamentably dillinguilhahle, 
announced the dreadtui catailrnphe ; in a fevr 
moments all was luilhcd. The wreck was 
burred in tlie remorlelefs deep, and not an 
atom of htr vjcs ever after difcoveiable.

What an aggravation of woe was this 
dreadful, this tfcineudous blow to. the yet

, by the CuhrequcRt events of this ill-fiitod 
nigla; many of thofe who had gained the

the cold, quitted their hold-falls, and tumb* 
luig headlong either on the rocks below, of 
in the furf, perilhed in figlit of tlieir wretclied 
alTociates.

The flrlt men who gained the fummit

T O reduce the national debt is an ob- 
je^of fuch great political importance, 
that whoever exerts his ahilllies in endea¬ 
vouring to bring about fu defirable an event, 
del'cives the tlunl:s of the public. It li:^ 
accordingly engaged the attention of many, 
wlio tho* they all agree in one jMiint, the ne- 
celhty of reducing it, yet not any two of 
them approve of the fame-means to efledt 
this purpofe. Lord Newhaven propofes two 
fchemes. 

« One hundred millions," he fiippofes, 
(which is under wliat others liave calculated it 
at) to be the annual income of Great-Britain, 
in land, himfes, and perfonal property j which, 
valued at the moderate rate of 20 years pur- 
chafe, makes a principal of 2,000 millions, 
on which an annual charge of one per cent, 
will piixluce

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funded 
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nal taxes, including land-tax, to be aiholifliedf 
after Che firll payment of one per cent, made 
at the Exchequer. By this plan no indivi¬ 
dual would p.iy near fo much on his rental 
or expenditure as he now Joes for taxes of 
every kind, and be relieved from the perpe¬ 
tual irritation and difquietude of ux-gatfa^- 
ersof every denomination.*’ 

To provide for the army, navy, and other 
brandies of civil government, whea Uis 
home-taxes are .aboliihed, Uis Lordlhip pro- 
pofes to continue the duties oa imponatiaat 
which he conceives to be nearly ad^uato to 
defray all expences civil and mtlitaiy ia tine 
of peace.

prcfeni Bage of the buftnefa, il»c accafdtion 
agaiull Mr, Hidings was oYily implied, it 
retted rhiefly on the authority of the Hon. ■ 
Gentleman who had come forward in the 
bufmets. Before the l^ufe therefore diouid 
goon piling volume on volume, and paper 
on paper, agreeably to the fuggcllion of the 
Hon. Gentleman, he thought it was highly 
propcr^/coiifidcr whether it was under any 
ot^jph^ to gratify him on this point, or 
whether it would wifely and formallv 
by fo doing. There was as yet no fpeciHc 
charge belore the lloufe. Would the Hor« 
Gentleinan come fc>rward with a fpecihe 
accufaiion ? U lie (hontci, in that cafe tbero 
might he fome pluuhlile reafon w'hich he 
m ght nrg^ for call ng for ceriain papeis, 
iicirlDry to fnbiUntiatc his charge : bat 
under the prefent a(pc^ of alTairi he eould 
iec none.

Mr. Burke conuiid-U, that the Darned 
Gcfulcinan’s rcafoniiig was not at alljuflified 
by the pra6Hce of the Houfe.

Pci font were even Cent out of Italy into' 
Sicily, to filh for proofs of his guilt. No 
means ^^ere left unemployed to bring to 
public judice its proper viAim. In likq. 
manner* the Ctecro (Mr. Dundasjof the • 
Biicidi Srnst'*, when he feemed to feel that 
indignity agamfl pabl c crimes which did' 
him fo much honour when ardent in the 
execution of public judice, in a cafe whicit 
coubl not have cfcaped (he recollr^ion of 
any who attended to the hjdory of the In¬ 
dian delinquency, had every afblUncc be¬ 
llowed on him. The Bower of the orators 
at the bar fupported him. Every paper 
which he wanted was produced* Every 
avenue of information was laid open* Crown 
lawyers were Engaged, in the refeareh* Trea- 
iurv clerks exerted thcmfclves with all the 
B b a enthu- 
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entHufurm of public virtue. In fkorti the 
cmtlcmau nbtaincd more information than 

lie might ultimately Rave wiOied lo have 
brought in charge againfl a great delinquent. 
J^ut how difFirent was his fituation, witen 
compared uith that of this inoderh Cicero! 
He frit himfcif oppnfcd in the (olfilmtnt of 
a duty which it bcca^nethtm moie efpeei- 
ally to di(char;:e. Unfuppnrted by thofe in 
pQweri the'ordinary meanis of tnformatb'n 
were denied him. He had even been in* 
formed, that not only MiniHry dnlnunie* 
nanced his cffnit, but that even thct^|^oft1e 
of England difapproved of it. But rnuVi 
this allegation be' well founded ? Wat it 
polbblc that the people of England c<Hild 
difapprove of a per'foii who was contending 
for the violated rights of m^'n ? The huild* 
ing of churches, ami thecrciHng of hofpi* 
tais, were raprilTions n< idler ol pstnotifin 
•Qr of chanty cotn pared to the noble work 
of bringing to public jullice the man of 
ambiiiun, or die ivrant who had trampled 
under fool the liberties of the human race, 
^urii wa.H the ».i ■Avhich the jullice of 
this counriv rrqiMird ax an atonement. It 
was not from monve^ of private refentment 
that hearted in this matter, but from the 
■puTcd pii'Mi.drs rf bmcvolcnce towards 
mankind. I:i de prrf cutiorl of fhis bufi- 
reviled he imglii be on account of 
the aflive he had taken againfl Mr. 
HaAings, he was confeious to himfclf that 
be had been a6iii<it<d by a fincerc regard for 
juflice; and .n this fenriment he w‘as con¬ 
firmed bv an obi maxim, which he had 
learned in Hit cail-.c! ycais, and which he 
hoped he would Cfrry with him to his 
grave:—** BIcfTcd are ye when men lhall 
revile you and perfccute you, and lhall fay 
all manner ef evil againll you falfely for 
xny fake ; rejoice and be exceeding glad, for 
great is yoor reward in Heaven.” He had

but be faw that I'-ffer objeflTJntcrefted them 
more deeply* He found that the adjulhnent 
of the three per cents, was to Minffteri 
more an obp'^f of concern than the vindica¬ 
ting the vii-latcd rights of niiIlioi4 />| (he 
buman fpecics. The country of Oude was 
of no fmall cxt«’iit. Its'extent w'as fifty* 
three thnufand iquare miles ; it contained 
t n millMjns of inhabitants ; its revenues 
amounted to eight millions, and was of 
e.Airfe greater tlian the whole unappropri- 
aud rcvLiiue of Gie**! Britain. Wat this, 
thru, an rhjeft for the fport'of ambition? 
Or was fo laigc a portion of the human 
raee to be allowed to peHfh for w'tnt of 
public juHKc ? He lor his own part felt the 
a^agnifudc of the*obi''6l too much to sban* 
dr.n It NotwUhlUnding ihe'obflrafVion 
t!iM was thK»w ii in hit way, the incitemenU 
«/f'd»ity M'Oidd lead him to endeavour to 
biimoun* If ft was the'opimod of the 
that he Ibould, he would bring fir. 
Kvatd l.ts charge. He kJl hiihfeif fuppofiLcl 
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by thr intrtnfic gnodnrfs of hi.s caufe, and in 
’ confidence of (uccefs lounded cm this prin. 

ciple, he would liazard it agaihfl all tliit 

power and wealth could oppofd'. 

He made a tew obfervations oo the difa^^ 
grecablc htu^tion he was uhder, rerpcfling 
the crimination of Mr. HaUmgs, and fsid,' 
that he was called upon and driven to the 
bufinefs he bad now engaged to profreute. 

’fhc Ciidttcellorof the Exchequer declared, 
that the prefent affair was of confidcr-' 
ab!e mnmciU to the honour and dignity of 
the Briiilh nation i and thcrciore he hoped 
that every gentleman would readily give his 
aiTiOance on the orrafion. He congrJtiilatcd 
the (ioufe on the apparent' modrratiim of 
thofe gentlemen who flood forward nt, 
bufincl's; and was perfuaded, that the tem¬ 
perance w*hich maiked their proceedings, 
would greatly conduce to accelerate the in- 
velligation. Ever/paper which was mate¬ 
rial to elucidate the fubjofl, ought to be pro- 
du<ed ; but he was convinced, that the Hon. 
Gentleman who had undertaken the acciifa- 
tion would not infill upon thr produAion 
of papers which might tend to expofe our 
fyllem of Aliaiic poll y* He was neither a 
determined friend nor foe to Mr. Hatiings, 
but he was rcfolv'd to fiipport the priuci-* 
pies of juflite and equity.

If a 
Committee were appointed, he Hoped that 
K would be decided by them, whether or 
not, after examination, the evidence or pa¬ 
pers produced were fufliciciit to criminate 
the delinquent* If crimes of cnotmity were 
proved bevoiid a doubt, the cbaradler of 
that Houfe, I e reputation of the BritiAi 
name, the honour and dignity of the human 
fpcciA demanded Pupport; and he hoped 
that the jullice which was fo loudly ap. 
phuded from all quarters of the MoutCf 
w'ould be toufed to vengeance. We ought 
to watch our honour with the Ari^leA eyca 
of jrajpufy, and fpurn at any projefl w'hich 
might tend to the fubvrrfinn of this lauda!>ic 
virtue.

firlt, the cruelty and partiality of the tax; 
fccondly, the impoflibiiity of his clients be¬ 
ing rcimburLd by the articKsoi trade m 
which they dealt; and thirdly, the exceed* 
weight of taxes under which the inha¬ 
bitants of this metropolis at prefent abour- 
ed. Mr. Mtngay ixpatiated upon each of. 
ihefe heads with great lorcc and ingenuity, 
and called to the bar Mr. Stock, of Ludgaie- 
hill, who was examined in fuppoit of the 
petition by Mr. Bower. In the courfe of 
two hoars examination, he gave a rcgulai'/ 
diftinfE, and decided evidence, that the 
Ihop-ux is a perfonal lax-lalling imme¬ 
diately upon the occupiers of the ihopi,, 
without a probability of their being teini- 
burfed by their cuftomers,-He Bated, that 
there were upwards of fix thoufand rrtaif. 
Ibopkcepcrs m the city of London.*tbat he 
had, upon this occafiox, confuUed with 
above two thoufand of tbein, all of whom 

were 
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were finally of opinion, tliu the tax in 

^eftion was to all iiitctits a pcrfonal ux : 
Th>t the great number of adventurers who 
ire daily Parting up in every ttreet, would 
by 1 compeiittoii prevent the retail dealer 
from railing the price nf hts commodities. 
That even were that circumAance pra^lica- 
ble, there vyould be db polFibility of iixiug 
the rate, becattfe the tcaii addition in price 
upon the various articles, would amount to 
perhaps twenty, thirty, or even fortr limes 
more than the tax.»—Mr. Stock's c^a;;^c 
then turned on the weight of taxes SlreatK' 
tmpofed on the inhabitants ot this city*; 
whi^b he dated to be in fame paridus, m 
which he had made fomc enquiry, in the 
proportion of 145, 6d. in the pound. He 
further dated, that item the infinite vdiiay 
of arcictrs, and the Hill greater variety uf 
prices, that many (hopkeepers dealt in, it 
was impolTible to arwcrtain fuch an advance 
In price as would be equal to the tax, with¬ 
out impofmg on the public; as a proof, the 
wicnefa himfclf dealt in upwards of two 
thnufand different articles. 

The witiiefs had paid one quarter's tax, 
amounting to tl.

y In a (^mmlttie ot Supply came to tbf 
^following refolution: That 622,326!. be 
granted for the Ordinary of the Navy, in¬ 
cluding half-pay to feft and niaiinc offi¬ 
cers. 

The Houfe refolved iiCclf into a Commit¬ 
tee of Supply, in which the efiimates for the 
extraordinarics of the navv were read. 

Mr. Brett, one o! the Lords of the Ad¬ 
miralty, immediately moved. That the turn 


of So2,ooo1 be granted for the repairs of 
the navy for t' e year s 796 . 

Capt. Maebride rofe to ebjeft to tbal 
part which mentioned the Turns necefTiry 
for the repairing of old fiiips. He obfervedt 
that in the lii! of thofe which required rc«. 
pair, the greater number confiRed of an tu« 
feiior rate. The policy of our enemies had 
been changed, and demanded on our parts 
a confequent alteration. WliilR they pro¬ 
ceeded to build nothing but feventy-fours, 
we wr^e abfurdly expending that money 
/.u'egepair of (mail craft, which (hould 
b(} devoted to exertions correfpondent with 
theiis. In (he courfe of the lafl war we had 
felt the difadvsiiiage of this inferiority. Our 
Blips colli £livcly or individually were gene¬ 
rally inferior to thofe of the enemy, and we 
had committed an injuRice to the valour of 
our officers and framcn, by placing them In 
vefTcls of a Ihciigth fo inferior, that their beft 
atchievcnient was to make it, if poffible, a 
drawn battle. He iiillancrd the cafe of the 
Ifis of 50 guns, and of fevcral others is 
the courfe of tlie late war, where the cffeAs 
of this inferiority were apparent; and gave 
it as his opinion, that it wmuld he infinitely 
more eligible to add a few thoufauds to the 
fniTis now required, to build vcffcls of cf» 
fc^hvc force, which would keep pace with 
the exertions that had been made in the 
French marine, and, in the cafe of a future 
war, exempt our Teamen from the hazards 
they had experienced in the IsR, 

Capt. Luitrell dgreed that it would be of 
great advantage to the public, if our fnipsol 
64 gunSiwerc converted into (hips of 7^, 
and out frigaUs buUt upon a larger fcalti 
but he feared that to condemn at once all 
our Ibips of the former rate, and replace 
them with larger oms,would bear very heavy 
upon the finances of the country. 

Capi. Maebride faid, he did not at all 
mean to recommend* »•- -- 

•11 the rixt)-foiirs‘'ibould be broke np; he 
only mrant, that inRead of lepairing fuch 
of them as were very old, the money chat 
might be wanted for that purpofe fbould 
be laid out in building new ibips of a fupe* 
rior rate. As be'faw the Comptroller of the 
navy, Sir Charles Middleton, entering the 
*Houfe, he faid he would take the liberty cl 
mentioning a fubje£k on which he had re- 
flamed to touch in the abfence of that gen¬ 
tleman t he meant the coppering of (hips. 
This was a pnflice, he faid, nt the molt 
important, not to f^y the moR eUrmmg 
nature in its coitfcquencea; for ptihaps trom 
the praflice of coppering having fo generally 
obtained, it might be made a quelhoti whe¬ 
ther we have now a navy or not; the faf- 
tenings of tlie fhips were fo corroded by 
copper, that the lives of our gallant feamrn 
would be expofed to great danger, fhould 
they be fent lo fea io them. Hr fad no 
' u) jf fiiua 
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to copper m t mere niealhm^, 
wlMcfc might \>c put Qti in one 4 ay'» time, 
Ml taken off whenever the ffiip wia laid 
'' experience would compel him to 

condemn the praAicr of lierping fhipa in 
ordtnery in copper during the peace; for 
though a veflel might appeal in ftill arttcr, 
M> be 10 good conditioiii yet when a rolling

. For bia part he waa of opinion, th^ an in-

Capt.luttrell Aid he concurred with the 
Hon. Member who ipoke laU in every thing 
be had faid about the coppering of ffiips.

H<*weiit into a long 
defcription of what is tcchn'cally railed 
tiifitnji a veffei, when nicer pierctn;; her tO 
different parts for inipe^bon, the lound parti 
were marked with an S. and thofe which 
were decayed were bianded with an R. 
From the mode in Which thia- was pertonn- 
ed at prefent, the groffen; miffakca had re¬ 
peatedly occuircd, and in fome inftancei, 
which he recited had been deteded, when 
orders fur breaking up the Ibips had afliially 
been liTued. Me concluded with bis llroiig- 
eil aflent to the opinions which had yrffer* 
day fallen from an Hon. Genileman, (Tfapr. 
Maebnde] and Vecommended the ciicum 
fiances to the attention of thofe to whofe 
department it more panieularly belonged. 

Mr. Bictt vimlicated the kffimates and 
the Inquiries into the Hate of Ihipa, as being 
done with all poffible circuni^pLflion; and 
proceeded to juftify the ufe of 64 gun ffnus, 
which that Hon. Gentleman bad yeffriday 
reprobated, by faying that our harhouit 
weie not in gmeral dtep enough for the le- 
ception of veffels of a fuperior rate.

No good 
reafon could be atledged why the Dutch, 
who wnealw^Kour nvaK, and frequently 
our enemies, ffiould beemplo\ed in a Irr- 
vice which our countrymen w'cre fully A 
competent to execute. This end, he thought, 
would be beft aecompltfbed by taxing the 
foreigners engaged in this buhnefs, or laying 
fach a duty on the importation of thtir hlh 
mih otir markets, as would hcarly amount 
to a ptobibition.

Capt, Luttrell rofe to (late the eilimates of 
the Ordnance. Thofe he made out at con- 
(xlerahly If fa than lad year; the ordina¬ 
ries being lower by 90,000!. and the extra- 
ordinaries by 50,000!. The Ordnance alfo 
ivas without debt, and had no extra charges. 
The plans and operations, however, in 
which the Board was engaged were likely 
to'exceed thefe edimates hereafttr. Cape. 
Luttrell dated the cxpepce of foreign fer- 
vice, but called the attention of the Houfc 
in particular to the works going forward at 
Fort Monckton and thofe at Portfmouth. 
He then moved, that the fum of 296,000!. 
|io granted to his Majelly for the eflimate of 
the Ordnance. 

Mr. Taylor wifhed to know whether any 
further fortifications were to be carried on 
at Portfoioiith. 

The Chancrllor of the Exchequer Hated, 
that the Houfe had already decided thst 
queftion ; but he begged, to call their atten¬ 
tion to this particular, how far the Houfe 
was pledged by that vote to complete the 
old, by an abandonment of the new fyHem. 
This he confelTed himfcif not pcrfe6lly fatis- 
fied in, and he referred it therefore'to the 
decifion of the Ho'ife. 

Mr. Holdfworth (fated great excefTei art- 
ling from an incrcafe of the corps of Engi¬ 
neers, and the corps of the Royal Artillery. 

Sir Grey Cooper faid, the fifty thoufand 
pounds which lay^n the Treautry, unap¬ 
propriated, wouV come with more pro¬ 
priety under difcuflion in the Committee of 
Ways and Means. # < 

Mr. Fox contended that the Houfe had no 
right to fhare the refpunfibilicy coniicded 
with the executive power of the State. ^ 

Captain Macbride vindicated the condufb 
of the fco-officers in the opinion they had 
given on the fubjeflof the fortifications. 

Sir Ml Harbord did not think the Ord'* 
nance expenditure conduffed with (tconomy. 

Mr. Hammet faid a variety of handfome 
things of the noble Duke at the head of the 
Ordnance. * 

Captain Luttrell alfo entered at large into 
a vindication bf the noble Duke. He re¬ 
probated the freedom that had been ufed 
with his Gr^ce, and pointed fo mlicK of his 
animadvcrfions to Capt. Macbride, that 
bvery one felt the allufion. He cautioned 
the Hon. Gentleman againft dealing tn per- 
mnalitics, and ufing a language in whidh 
* fcvery chimnry-rweeper would eltcel him. 

Capt. Macbride appealed to the Houfe 
thit the Hon. Gentleman combated a man 
of Uraw, at what he had fiid did not apply 
to a finglc wofd which had fallen frooi him 
in the converfation alluded to. 

Mr. DrmpAer coinpUmied of fuch enor¬ 
mous eftimitet under a peace ellablifhkneifti 
They ciccedcd the eftimatea during all the 
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receding w’sra, except the two lad. He 
egged that Miniftera would recoiled, that 
at prefent the people of thiscoufiiry had no 
enemies but the two per cents, the three per 
cents, the five per cents, and the long an¬ 
nuities; and it was the bufinefs of the 
Houfe to provide againft thefe. 

Mr. Sawbridge had luard the noble Duke 
praifed for his ce^onoiny, and his love 6f 
liberty.

Mr. Sawbridge faid he had made no 
charges but what he could pro>'c—He dared 
the Hon. Gentleman to prove his. He pro« 
tefted he never had the honour of writing to 
the noble Duke in his life. 

After fornc further converfation, the mo¬ 
tion was put and palFcd. 

A tedious debate then enfued on Mr. 
Haftiogs’s dclii qticucy, and the propiirty of 
granting fome papers moved lor by Mr.

Ml. Francis, in a motion for the amend¬ 
ment of Mr. P tt*s Kaft-India Bill, with 
rcTpeCl to the j'indical part of it, expatiated 
on the difadvantagcs belay under with refjpcft 
to ability, in bringing forward an objt'« of 
fuch m gn.tude, and the prejudice and power 
he liS'i 10 coiiifiiH wiili, which he hoped 
' would give way tO the caufe of humanity 
and ttutr.—He ubferved, that the Hon. Gen¬ 
tleman*'^ bill was aitriidcd, in pointof judi- 
caiufp, with many evji ronrequences—that, 
indv'ad oh'bciftg received w*ith open arms in 
India, it had given rife 10 inqaUtude-to 
mectwigs and p<titiops» that believed 
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would fonn arrive—The reafon he anticipated 

thofe petiiiona was, that the Houfe might 

^udify Its humanity and gencrofity in rcfclnd- 
ing fuch claufes as might, in their wifdom, 
appear impolitic. This Bill, he faid, was 
produftiveof many mifchiefsi ss ii fubjefted 
every man that came from India to be ex¬ 
amined on oath, with refpefL to the amount 
of his property it fubjefted him to inter¬ 
rogatories, in cafe of fufpicion; and in fai¬ 
lure ol both, it held out a high price to fn- 
formants-the father was called Co betray the 
fon—the Ton the father—and, after this bath, 
if any were fo unfortunate aito have lent a 
fum that he did not recount, he was deemed 
equally culpable in the Bill—this was an in¬ 
vitation to {lerjury, as the guilty would not 
flop aCanoath, and interrogatories increafed 
it.—This Bill alfo deprived the Indian de¬ 
linquent of the ineilimable privilege of bnng 
tried by jury. Hcobferved, that the prin¬ 
cipal evils complained of in India finoe the 
year 17 73, chiefly came from the power com¬ 
mitted to the hands of Mr. Haflings, who 
had the cafling voice in the Council ot four; 
whereas, H' it had been five, as before, there 
would have been Id's fubjcA of complaint ; 
and concluded with moving, That leave be 
given to bring in a Bill to explain and amend 
an AA made in the 24th year of the reign 
his prefent Majcfty, entitled, an Aft for the 
better regulation and management of the af¬ 
fairs of the Eaft-lndia Company, and of the 
Brittfh pofTdTions in India, and lorcfl^blifli- 
ing a Court of Judicature for the more 
fpeedy and cffeflual perfons accufed 

of offences committed imthe Eafl-Indirs.’* 
Mr. Dundas owned, that he had not made 
up his mind for this debate, as he expelled 
that a (bort time would bring the fubj^ft for¬ 
ward in a very full degree ; that as to the 
complaint of being examined on oath, and 
then to reply to interrogatories, was nothing 
new—it was common m cafes of bankruptcy, 
where life was concerned ; and as to the 
challenging a jury, it was well known a 
fpccial jury is not challenged; and that when 
the trial relative to Lord Pigot was going on 
in the King's Bench, he heard many gentle¬ 
men converfant in India aflkirs wonder that 
it was condu£led by jury— that impeachment 
was not a trial by jury, and yet an Hon. 
Gentleman (Mr. Burke) preferred it; and if 
Mr. Haftings goes up to the Houfe of Lords, 
he Cannot peremptorily challenge one of 
them.—It is true he had heard of commo- 
' tioni and meetings in India, but believed 
they were exaggerated; however, as he la* 
tended in a fhort time to apply his thoughts 
morepajiicularly to this fubjeft, be Ihoukl 
fay very little more at prefent. 

Mr. JoUitfio and Mr. Anflrutherfaid a few 
words, after which the previous queftion wu 
put and carrifd without a divifioa*^-^Ad- 
journed.

,Major ^ott objected to thia particular 
mode of proceedings as a particular paper 
thus fele£fed from the general mafs, might 
induce an unfavourable impreifion with r«- 
fpc6b to Mr, HaltingS} and ftrft impreflions 
were not cafily erafed; it would alfo, in hit 
opinion, protraft the hufinvfa. 1 

Mr. Francu thought otherwife*— 4 .eC the 
accufrr, faid he, (ele^ fuch papera as may 
Item to ftr^ngthcA the accuiaiioo \ and the 
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acetifed, on the other hand, fuch as may 
feem to invalidate it. Thus the hufineft will 

beorpedited, as the one will be a fpurto 
the vigilance of the other; in conffquence of 
which Mr. Francis's motion palfcd withou\ 
a divifion. 

Mr. Marfhain moved, to extend the prin* 
ciplc of Mr. Ocwe*s bill to the ordnance 
and navy, in order to tecure the freedom of 
election, by debilitating the rulFraget of 
certain, officers in thofe departments. 

Mr. Honeywood feconded the motion, 
from a^convi 61 ion of its utility, and the 
gyieral wifh of his conftituents to have it 
carried into execution.

Mr. Francis moved, that the copies of IcK 
ters relative to the affair of Benares, from 
the Court of Dirc£forsto Mr. Haftings, with 
his aiifwcis thereto, be printed for the 
ufe of the members.

He was of opinion, 
howevgr, that he fhould be wanting in his 
duty if he did not ufe his endeavours in rrn- 
dei it ufcful to the ftate at the leali expeiicc 
to the country; though he did not wilh to 
pulh the argument of occonomy to a rigid 
extreme in a matter of fuch importance. 
He was much obliged to thofe gentlemen 
who had acaloufly /uqRqftrd h.ra. He 
would prefs what he had to fay with diffi¬ 
dence. If it did not meet with the con¬ 
currence of the Commiitee, he would very 
cordially agree lo the modification of it in 
what manner they might judge to be beft. 
In rcafoning on this point, he might argue 
with propi iety from the difeipline and re¬ 
gulation of the regular forces. In time of 
peace it was well known that no regiment 
muftered more than two-thirds of their war 
complement. Something of the fame nature 
might obtain in the militia. He would pro- 
pole, that the whole fliould be balKitted for 
and muftered ; and if two-thirds of the com¬ 
plement in time of peace were called ont and 
difciphned, ii would anfwer every purpofe 
that might be required. In thia manner, 
inftead of 130,000!. annual expence to the 
nation, 90,0001. would only be incurred. 
Thia formed a coofidcration which meiited 
attention. He concluded with moving a 
claufe to be inferted for the above purpofe.

Mr. Pitt fpoke in favour of the claufe for 

usQQual niillua* 

Mr. Rolle thought, that calling out the 
uihtia every year might be dcfli unlive io 
many refpefts to the manners and principle! 
of the people. It would deprefs the fpint of 
induAry. and promote that of indolence. 
Amongll ibe lower ciafTca ol pcoplCj^ it was 
well kntiwn that thnfc who hajl been lopg 
accuAomtd to ! military life, feel much re- 
luRancc to r<tuni to labour. 

Capt. Berkley thought that the meafure 
propotrd, of calling the militia out ycatly 
would he of great national utility. He 
hoped ilui only two-thirds would be called 
out in iini*" of peace, and that the evil of the 
fame fuhiiuuie fcrving in different regiments 
would he prevented* 

Sir John Miller contended very zealoufly 
in favour ot the militia. He had hecii in 
Germany in 1761 ; he had fetn the German 
lines at tliat time, which w-crc reckoned the 
$nell m J^urope; he had feen the mil’tia of 
JEngland during the Uie war; and from his 
own military ohfcrvation he was of opinion, 
that the latter looked as well as the former. 
He went mio a minute detail of the hiAory 
ot thcmihtia from the reign of King Al¬ 
fred. From this hiftorical deduflion be en¬ 
deavoured to illuftrate the importance of the 
militia. He concluded with ^ his af- 
fent the aincnament propufccl ^by the 
ChanctlUiruf the f-xchttiiKr. 

Sir Ld* AAlcy was ot opinion, that the 
difciplme ot the militia in time of peace was 
bv no means adequate to thetr being properly 
formed, as to their objeft in time of State 
ncccflity. He was however oi opinion, chat 
they Aiouid be called ou t once in three years, 
and exercTfLd' a couiidcrablc length of 
time. 

Mr. Powney applauded the fermon on 
morality that had been preached by the Hon, 
Member for Devonfliirc (Mr, Rolle), He 
differed, however, from the Hon. Memb^'r, 
as he conceived the profligacy of the militia 
was exceedingly ufcful in the view of general 
population. 

Meffrs. Drake, Yonge, and other# fpoke; 
when the amcndmciu was put, and carried 
without a divifion.-*Th( Houfe wasthw re¬ 
fumed, afur which it was adjourned.

Ml. Francis obferved, that matters of Che 
grcdtcA importance were likely to engage 
the attention of the Houfe about the lamq 
period. Thefe were the objefls of Anancct 

(he explanation and amendment of the India 

a^l, and the impeachment of Warren Haf- 
tings, Efq. He confidered each of thefe 
points aa meriting the attention of the Houfe. 
He thought they therefore juAifled a motion 
for a call of ir, and moved, that the Houfe 
be called over that day fortnight. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer could 
not help remarking fome fort of iiiconAfteti- 
cy in the Hon, Member who had made the 
motion. When he had moved himfelffor 
a icpcal of the India bill, he had not confl- 
dered a call of the Houfe to be neceffary; 
but now, when this a6b was only agreeable 
to the ratification given to be explained and 
amended, he conceived a call of the Houfe 
to be moA indifpcnfably rcquihtc. He 
could not eafily account for this variety of 
coudu6l in the Right Hon. Gentleman. The 
matter to which Mr. Burke had direded the 
attention of the Houfe, (eemcdto him to be 
of great importance, and to juftiry, in fome 
refpeds, the motion under contemplation. 
If he fhould have matters in luch iurward- 
nrfs, as to be able to fubmit them to the dif- 
cuflion of the Houfe about the time the call 
was intended, he would not oppofe the mo¬ 
tion. At the fame time hc^ would relcrve 
the right to himfclf of bringing forward in 
the mean time any matter of finniice, as a 
public concern, notwithAaoding hia concur¬ 
rence in the motion for the call. 

‘ Major Scott had only four papers to call 
fo'r relative to Mr. HaAings, which would 
occafjon no delay. He hoped fome aflurance 
would be given by Mr. Burke of bringing 
forward his impeachment about the period 
of the propofed call. 

Mr. Burke declared, that the going thro* 
a period of 13 years, colledtng the fads 
relative to the tubjed during that tirac» and 
arranging them in form of a charge, was no 
matter of eafy accompUflimcnc.

^ Mr. Neville brought up the report of the 
Mutiny Bill. When the additional claufc, 
which relates to brevet ofHccrs, and thole 
who hold rank without pay, was rpad, 

Col. Fiizpatrick got up, and defired to 
know on what giouod this new claufc was 
introduced. This occaBoned a converfation 
ot iome length. 

Sir George Yonge, the Secretary at'War, 
liiimediaceiy dated the particulars which he 
had laid befure the Comm ttcr, at rhe in- 
tri'du6bon ol thcclaufe, viz. that ofhccFs by 
brevet, and ihofe on half pay, might, as 
the laws now Hand, take the command, and 
not being included in the Mutiny Bill, they 
were not ItaL^ to be tried by a Court Mai- 
tial, whatever might be their condu6l, even 
if they Ihould I'licue the troops to a revolt.' 
The recent cafe of General Rofs, in which 
the Judges had determined, that, under the 
^bove cncumdaiices, that ofRcer was not 
liable to military law, had rendered tjm 
claufe abfolutcly necelTary. 

Colonel Fitzpatrick again rofe, and de¬ 
clared, that the principle of the claufe was 
altogether novel; it was an extent of the 
military code of law, which ought to be 
looked upon by that Houfe with a very fiif- 
j)iciou$ eye. The Hon. Gentleman did by 
no means allow that the Houfe ihould inter¬ 
fere, as it was entirely in the power of Go¬ 
vernment to remedy the evil complained of, 
without a needlefs c:^tenlion*of the powers 
of the Mutiny Bill. 

Sir George Ynngc faid, he had given the 
Houfe very fulHcicnt notice; that the bill 
bad been ^ftpphed a confiderabU time, in 
order to propofe'the claufe. 

Mr. Francis wifhed to have a clear and 
diBin^t'reafen for the introduction of the 
^tlaufe. He knew but of ohe fituacion in 
> which thb circamftance alluded to could 
' happen, and that was in the army in the 
Hall-Indies. Tht Hon. Gentleman cautioned 
i \e Houfe to he exceedingly careful how they 
tulFercd any new and extraordinary innova¬ 
tion tending to extend military laws. For 
his own part, be mull have very convincing 
I'eafoni, before he gave his alTcni. *

The Hon. Genileman contended, that sf 
there was a necefliiy tor the claufe, it origin 
nated in the neglea of Govcinmeot; there 
certainly was a remedy to be applied, with¬ 
out introducing a dangerous cidulc, at pre* 
feni unknown to the coiitliiuiion. The 

great and leading principle Jiiid down by 
that Houfr, was, that r^e legifldtive branch 
•of Government always retained the power 
of controiiling the atmy; and lor that pur- 
pofe the fupplics Wire voted annually; tbo* 
it might happen, the Hon. Gciiileman con* 
tended, athat troops might be raifed in this 
coiftiry, which were not paid liy that Houie, 
yet ncverthclcfs, under the prilent claufc, 
fuch troops would he undi.T inilildiy law, 
which would be throwing the power out of 
the handsoi the Icglilativc, and placing it m 
the executive branch ot ilie coiiUituiion. 

Grnsiai Burgoyiie alTcrird, that ihe cir- 
cumUance Aatcd by the S''crciary at War, 
was new and improbsl]|le. fn the courie of 
his txp*^riencc be had never known an in* 
itanceof the kind. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer allow¬ 
ed, that the claufe was mtirrl/ new, but 
the caufe which gave it birth whs alfo new. 
He tlien inllanced the cafe ot Cfiieral Rofs, 
which was rrfeircd to the three Chiefs of 
the Courts below, one of whom gave his 
opinion that the General was amenable, a 
fecond that he was not, and a third, afiera 
coiifidcrahle time*’rpciit in deliberation, fi¬ 
nally derermined, that the General was not 
liable t ) be tried by a Couit Martial. Un* 
dcr tliU dcterminatioii, that oiiiccrs by bie* 
vet, thoSe on half-paV) and thuic who held 
rank without pay, were not lubjcfl to the 
fame regulations as the rell ot the army, 
although they were intiikd to fuperfede in¬ 
ferior ollicers, the claufe had been brought 
up. The Right Hun. Gcnilctnan declared, 
that if there had been the Icait iden >>t in¬ 
troducing a wanton exifufiop of Military 
Law, he Ihould be to the full a^ jeahius ai 
any'Hon. Member of that Houle; but the 
prefent claufe did not bear the lealf appear¬ 
ance of that kind. 

Mr. Fox defircd to know i* ihc power 
contained in tiic claufe w.is abloiuiely ne« 
cclfary. It by no inrans {truck him that it 
*wai. Bciore the Houle gave way to any 
new and extraordinary {K^wer being veiled 
in the military, they would do well (0 rc- 
collcfl, *Mbat the military laws, nav the ar¬ 
ray ufeif, was not a parr oi the conititution, 
but an exception to it.'* 'Fhe hciiourahie 
Gentleman could by no in.ans be brought 
to accede to a cJatifcv tnr extent and cfiefl 
of which he could not io^efie. If, indeed, 
any Arorg circumU»nce ihould happen that 
could juitdy I he proceeding, then, and not 
till then, he Ihould give his alfenc.

Mr. I>undas moved -for leave to bring \n 
a hill to explain and amend the Judicature 
b)]}. The right honourable Gentleman faid* 
he fhottld not at prefent go into the if.inutiz*' 
but briedy ftate the general prinriplcs of fhe 
bill. This he ihould do under feparate 
heads: 

The firft and fecond related to the regula¬ 
tion of the Council-Board in India. 

The third which required a confideration 
wit* whctlier (he Governor-General of Ben- 
I ought to be one of the Council. He 
ould at prefent leave this open. 

By the fourth* a very extenfive power was 
intended to be veiled in the Governor Gene¬ 
ral* by which he was to controul and fuper- 
Icde* upon occafion* the determination of 
the Council. 

The fifth bead of his intended bill went 
to eRabliih a fyflem of rotation in the ap¬ 
pointment of ofGcers, fo th>t prrfons fent 
from this country ihould not be placed over 
the beads of thofe deferving officers who 
were tflieady in Indi«| and who had fcived 
with punAuality and fidelity. 

The fixth was intended to maVe a very 
material alteration in the claufe of the pre- 
icfkt bill* by which gentlemen u{fon their 
return from India were obliged to make a 
difelofure of their effe£ls* and to point out 
the manner in which their property was ap¬ 
propriated. The principle would be re¬ 
tained* but the publicity with which k was 
accompanied would be utterly extinguifhed. 

bcvcDihly,»and IWlly* the ballot ior the 
fiopreme Court of Controul* within thirty 
days after meeting of ParUament by two 
hundred members, was th be altered, be 
hoped much to the eafe and fatisf|£Uon of 
the Houfe.

Mr. Fox dcfircd that a pai^ of the reports 
of liu'S'M'ict Conimiticc on India riflairs, tti 
May 178.*, flKiuld bcrc.id. It confided in 
an <nciiniuiri on the inaud.iie of the D> 
ri^o>i.s, that no oITcnfivc war flionld in fii- 
I'lie be profccuted m India, nor any all.ance 
r.f fuch icodency uontuHcd ; ai^alfo repro¬ 
bated in ftrong language the condutl of an^ 
prr'lon wiio liy any iiiter'crcncc in the con¬ 
i'rns of the native Pnnccs, fnould cinbar- 
ial.i ttu‘future goveinment of India. 

Mr. Fox then rofc ; - he apoJogi/.cd to the 
Houfe for railing their aLientton to a bufincfs 
which had fo nceuily btcn agitated— 
t#ir negnciaticn at the Court of D llii between 
.Major Uiowne and tUc Mogul, under the 
auihoriiy of Mr* Hadings. lint he law fo 
many reafon> to be <li(Iatis(ied wiln the de- 
rilion that had take n place, he thought the 
papers on this fulje6l couI4 with fo little 
propriety he refufed, that he found bimfclf 
under the necclTuy of bringing on the dtf- 
cuffion in another form. * The aurhorily 
whicli declared that fuch a traufaft'.on had 
Aup.

Mr. Francis feconded the morion. ^ 

The rhanc»‘llor of the Kxchequer faid, 
that it was dilagirrahle 10 him lo difl* r from 
the Ri ‘;ht Hon. Genilcnian upon a point of 
prodin.ing any papers, and t!i>it healwau 
wifh<d to av<nd it; hut the prclcnt papers 
cuntamed noifnng that could be (he grounds 
of any ciim'n^I accufation; and fccondly, 
thev wire fo dcftftive, that no evidence 
could be drawn from them; that the traiil- 
86li(m of Major Rrownc was entirely wiih 
the Government General ol Bengal, and not 
with the Ci)Vtrnor*Gu^cTal, and that, ilie 
opinion of tltC majority of the Council, al- 
thtuigh contrary to Mi. Haflings’s own opi¬ 
nion, Was followed. He argued that Major 
Browi’v was hut to Delhi not to form an 
«dlcnfive le,igiie with tiir Mogul, but only to 
rxprefs that regard whicli we had always 
thought It nfCilTary and r’ght to exprefs to 
that Prince, Irom whom wt derived our title 
10 India, He had alfo to produce a letter of 
Mainr Uiowiu's to Mr. Maepherfon, the 
j.riltn: GovfinoT, in which he paiticularly 
j*lfiud 10 two memorandums he,had fenf 
to t'lc Government, of the whole of this 
iraafaftion, which memorandums were not 
fciu 10 tills cuuii.rv, and arc molt cflVniialto 
the elucidation of this mailer. Without 
thefe, he faid, it was impoHiblelhc Hoiifc 
could, form any jud/'tment of the hiifincfs. 

It was faid by the Kt. Hon. (Gentleman 
that there was no danger in the F uich, r-r 
: ny oiher European pnwir bfing in the fc- 
era i^f this trauf-flinn The n,-ft honour¬ 
able Gentleman mufl furcly hi,vc forgot that 
it IS cxprcfsly mcnlioucd in M.ijor Browne’s 
ctimmunicatioris, that the It* itch, throiigK 
M.Boufli, I ad made oilers to the Prince 
rf DJhi at the lime he w*as .it his Couit. 
Tiie French hircly m ght Ink*; advantage 
irom this, although he was haj'oy in faying, 
that from ihr difpofuion of liiai Court we bad 
DOtbihg hollilc to fear from them. 

Mr. Shfiidan obferved, that ihofc who 
now contended for the fiipprelTion of thr 
papers wanted, had lliiflcd ihnr g'ound, 
and defcriid the pniuiple on which (hey 
bad argued cn a foiui.T day* It had been 
faid, mat the fuppnilion of tbe cvidei ce rc- 
fullcd from matters of fafciy and expediency 
10 i\*t &«vv argumint had icen ini- 


prefTed upon the miods of gentlemen as an 
objefiion of great importance. In time of 
wailike operations, fuch obfervation from 
a Mtniftcr in whnm he had confidence, might 
convince him of the propriety of the meafure; 
but in thefe limes, when the produflionof 
the paper', wanted could not be injurious to 
the interefl of the country, and when the 
obje£lions made were advanced by a Mini- 
iler in whom he could have no confidence, 
he thought it a duty incumbent upon b>m 
not to (hr-nk from the fcrvicc of the public, 
but to declare bis fentiincnts openly and 
boldly on the occafuu). fi.'fidcs, it was a 
fuudamniial principle in the government of 
the Edft-I'idla Company* that there (hould 
not cxift any mailers of fccrccy. • 'j'he State 
had no connexion wnich the negotiations 
formed in India. The King’s name had never, 
on any occauon, been ufed in the traula^lioiis 
of the Company. The nrgocialions arc carried 
on between the ft?vcreign Piinccsof India, 
and the fuhjrfts of this country : ihcrcfoie it 
was nugatory to affert, that if the evidence 
ncccirary were divulged, the Biitilh empire 
would be in danger. He then glanced at ihe 
cond-.i^l of Mt. Dnndas, and flattered him- 
fclf, that if the right honourable Geutleman 
was a friend to confiilency, he would vote 
with him this night, as all the Houfe, and 1 
indeed the people boili here and in Ind'a, 
might caiily recoilt^'t, that he had been the 
firlt who inlligarrd a prolrcntion againll Mr.

'I'lie limes, however, were altered, and the 
Rigiit Hon. Gcmlimdii did not hcfitate to 
THA de and rrnoiini c *ill his former opinions. 
He tflbiinrd, trai M.'ij’ i hiownc had a 61 ed 
eniirely by iiic auihoiuy and Griflio'nof Mr. 
Hjllings, and read V^anoi.H extracts from a 
number of papers, in conoboration of his 
argumems, by which he txpofed the futiliry 
of with-holding thr rvidin^c neciirdury 
afk d. The letter which had been fooittn 
alluded to, as loon as received, had been 
communicded to the Board, ihcielore ihrre 
could not be any fecrccy in that particulai. 
Ml. Hafiings had immediately convinced 
his friends, that for piiiste reafons his pre¬ 
fence Would be necrifary at Lucknow, and 
cunrequeiiily repaired thitITer.

We. «r« now, faid Mr. S. on a fertoua im¬ 
peachment, which an Hoii. Friend of mine 
has pledged himfelf to bring forward ; he 
thought nothing fhould be bidder^ from the 
Houfe. But he was forry to fee that Mmiflcrs 
ftoid aloof. Having alluded to what had 
been, fuppofed to have fallen from Mr* Dun-

Sucli a King was 
CKhibited in Canal; he was Che tyrant of the 
tragedy ; two of his vic'lims were Lregon, 
and Malvina, ttie wife of Eregon, for whom 
he enteitains a iiaHion. The brother of Ca¬ 
nal, who IS named Everallan, ts a prince of 
moderation and virtue, but is provoked to 
arms by his bruther's oppreHion, and defeats 
him in battle. Conal being defeited by ty^ 
remnant of his army, meets with Eregon; 
they fight, and are both Oain. Malvina is a 
witnefs of this event, and becomes a fpeech- 
lefs mourner for fome time over her hufb&nd’s 
body; but at length bards into a violent grief, 
and dabs herfelf. We dinll not go minutely 
into the f.ible; but of the incidents we mud 
obferve, that many of them poirefs intered : 
of this defcriptiuii are Eregon*s fird interview

THE DEATH OF PRINCE LEOPOtP Of BRUNSWICIf 

[llluflrated''by an Elsoant ENCRAvrtro.j ^ 


T he heroic atcliievements of Warriors 
have ltx> long been the ohje^ celebra¬ 
ted by painters and poets. The milder vir¬ 
tues of private lif-'j the nobler a£U of huma¬ 
nity, comp'vlTio.i, trndcriKf^, and benevo¬ 
lence,-have hp^Jii too much neglefted. In 
the annexed Plate we have given a repreTen- 
tntion of an event which wil! tranfmit the 
name of Lfopold to poAerity with flie 
admiration of mankind. On tlfe t^th of 
April, 178 j, he Lufl his life in endeavouring 
to reiisve the inhabitants of a Village that 
was overflowed at Frankfort on the Oder. ' 
The Leiden Gazette gives the following 
account of this unfortunate events We 
have within thefe few days experienced the 
greatefl calamine*; py the overflowing of the 
Oder, which'burfl its banks infsveral pdaces, 
and carrkd away houfes, bridges, and eVeiy 
thing chat pppoCed its courfe. NumbetsM 
peoplebaye loft the'rr lives hr this rapid In¬ 
undation : but of all the accidenri ariflng 
frimi it, abne is fo generally lamented as the 
death of the }!^)od Prince I«opoM of Brunf- 
wick ; this amiable prince ftanUidg at the 
fide of the river, a woman threw hsrfclf at 


. his feeti befeeching bim to give orders for 
fome perfons to go to the refeue ;of her 
children, whom, bewildered by the fudden 
danger*, foe had left belund ber in the houfe | 
fome foldlers, who were alfo in the fame 
place, wore crying out for help. The Duke 
endeavoured to procure a flat-bottomed boat^ 
but no one could be found to venture acrofs 
Che river, even though the Duke offered 
large furos of*mnney, and promifed to (Bare 
the dapgerv. Ac lafl, moved by the cries of 
the unfortunate inhabitants of the fuburb^ 
and being led by die fenfibility of his own 
benevolent heart, he took the refolution 
going, to their alflflance himfelf: thofe who 
were about him endeavoured to diffuade him 
from this hazardous enteiTrife: but touched 
to the foul by -the diflrefs of the miferaUe ^ 
pedpfo, ha replied ui the fdUoWfog words^ 
which, fo mAly piAure hii chara^ s 
WhatamlfoorethanakharyQutirdMy^

’ The boatmen, more fbrtunatei were every, 
one faved, and the Du'te alone became the 
.vidtim of his own humanity. The whole 


city is in aSlidlion for the lofs of this truly 
amiable prince, whofe Inimility, gemlene4 
of manners, and compafllonate difpofition, 
endeared liim to alt ranks. He lived indeed 
a he died, in the highdl exercife of huma¬ 
nity. Had not Che current been fa r::pid, he 
would no doubt have hcun fared, as lie was 
an excetleiic fwimmer." 

His Highnefs was fhe brother-in-Uw, as 
we fuppofei of his Majefty’s fifter. 
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W HILE we were writing or at lead 
printing our fentiments on the fubjedl 
. of fortifications, promifing ourfelves, from 
iheprotraAionof the conteft, an opportunity 
of going deeper into the fubjeft than we 
could then, the whole fcheme of fortificacion 
blew up with the general confent of all the 
people, a few minifterial men excepted ; our 
further labour on that fuhjedt is confequently 
fuperfeded. We are glad, however, we 
had an o{)portunity of bearing our teflimony 
agaiiifl the inadmiiTible fyllem.—Difeonteut- 
ed at the repulfe, Miniflry feem totally to 
have abandoned the only good part that was 
firuck out inthecollifion of the parties con¬ 
cerned or engaged in it—»that is, the provi- 
ding a fufficient number of gunboats and a 
perfedl fydem of fignals along the cnafl oq 
the approach of any danger 1 They are, like 
froward children, too much in the pouts to 
do the little good they can, becaufe they are 
not permitted to do all the mifehief they 
pleafe. * 

Early in the month a very extraordinary 
appointment took place, that of a great and 
famous military commander, remarkabfte for 
his warlike exploits in America, to he chief 
civil Governor of India 1 a meafure very 
fufpicious in the eye of the French Cabinet, 
ever wakeful and jealous of the movements 
of all their neighbours, of this nation in 
particular, which they confider as their per¬ 
petual rival and hereditaiy enemy 1 Can they 
confider tlie fending out a man fo qiulified, 
invefted w th fuch ample powers, civil and 
military (it is faid)^ as are now making out 
for him, over all Indoftan^ as a very friendly 
meafure for them and their connexions and 
dependencies in chofe extenfive regions ?— 
I Exdufive of all thefe confiderations, the ap- 
* pointment of a military officer of the crown 
to the fupreme civil government of all the 
Company's concerns in the Eafl-Indies,' does 
not wear the moft palpable marks of prqilence 
apd difcretioaiip cbjstitiie pfapparent profound 
peace and tranqmlliq^ t There is a Rrong 
;^pearance of top much power being v^ed 
Jh pat nuia> £e>r the bcipefit d tl^ 


Company, or for the fafety of tlia common* 
wealth of Great-Britain, If much fmaller 
powers veiled in limited circumfenbed gover¬ 
nors, have precipiuted them into fuch dl£la- 
torial meafures as have embroiled the State 
and endangered the Company, what mull 
fuch untried, unhenrd<of extended powers 
produce in Afia, in Europe, and elfewhere } 
We likewife think the appointment prema¬ 
ture, until an impending invefligation of a 
late chief Governor of India Ihdll pronounce 
him a great and a g(H)d Governor, or a delin¬ 
quent. The prugrefs and event of that dif. 
cuflTion might probably throvv great light on 
tlie fubjefl, and fhew what fort of men 
ought to be appointed, and what powers they 
might fafely be enrrulled witli; where.as at 
prefent a total dai kncfs and confuTion coveis 
Che face of Indian alTairs !— 

Nothing contributes to this confufion 
more than the late A^ for regulating Ea(l- 
India ^Sfairs! and we apprcliend the 
amendments going on very rapidly in the 
Houfe of Commons, if palTed into a l.nw or 
lawrs, will encrenfe and aggravate .'ll! the evils 
which generate confufion, and tend to down* 
right anarchy. 

We hear much noife and talk about an im¬ 
peachment of a late Chief Governor, but fee 
little prugrefs made in it fince our lafl, when 
we touched it very (lighcly, thinking it would 
be immediately turned into a fenous legal 
profecution before a very high tribunal; but 
we find fmee, it has b»n only a fubjeX of 
altercation, of declamaticm on the one fide, and 
of panegyrick on the other $ and is therdbre 
a fair fubje^ of cntical animaUverfion. We 
ihall content ourfelves however, at prefent, 
with a fimple ohfervailon on the firauge 
unaccountable contfafied flate of parties in 
England. That the man who loft us grut 
part of America, and almoft the whole Bri- 
tifh Empire, the Eaft-Indies excepted, ihould 
be uolmpcached, uumolefted, and unditturb- 
ed, even fo as to be at liberty to join the 
cliace to run down the man who by h s ve¬ 
ry extranrdinniy eccertions faved our Indi;.n 
poffefiions out uf iht bands of thofe nume • 
E e a rous 
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rous potent enemies which were niiied up 
agaioft us by the former of chefe two meop 
whilft the latter is faintly defended by Minif- 
ten and their adherents ^ furely this betrays 
• fomething very rotten in the State of Den¬ 
mark I or we ^ve no (kill in politics. 

The Shop-tax has withftt^ the dorm 

that gathered round it from all <|uarter9 of 
the kingclomi upheltfby the drung liand of 
the Minifter, which has prevailed again(i the 
whole body of (hopkeepers and their adhe¬ 
rents, under a modification which, no doubt, 
pleafes fome people who are relieved there* 
b)^ but leaves others under a more marlotd 
partiahiy t)uu> before.—>The citizens of Lion. 
don confider themfet ves to be princi|)ally point¬ 
ed at os the objects of minilferial difpleafure; a 
ciraimftmce which we hope will teach them, 
for the future, to referve their gold boxes and 
freedoms to be conferred on miniifen at the 
end, indead of the beginning of their admiiiif- 
trations, when they can better judge whether 
they are uell or ill beftowed. 

The regulation of the Militia has taken up 
the attention of Parliament a good deal in this 
month, but without much fatisfadfion to 
either fide of the Houfe. This national de¬ 
fence has been greatly altered from its pri¬ 
mitive indituriun, and we think much for 
the worfe, partaking too much of the nature 
of a Standing Army to be called a Militia, 
and yet without fume of the benefits attend¬ 
ing a Standing Army: in (hort, it is a (land¬ 
ing terror to many fober, induftrious, hard¬ 
working men and their families, and was 
the rum of many poor families during tlie 
late war;—a (landing gaming-table or raffle- 
bjarJ, taking money out of the people's 
pockets, poor and rich, without the lofers 
having the pleafure to (land by and fee fair 
play, w'hereby many men werb dragged 
from their families and friends, or driven to 
leave them deditute, for want of ten pounds 
to pay the penalty of refufing a milirarj life, 
to which they were totally averfe ^d unfit. 
Until fomc mode is adopted of regulating the 
militia upon its own original principles, it 
wdl be a lieavy oppreffion upon many indi¬ 
viduals, as well as the ruin of many families, 
And yet will not anfwef the true purpole of a 
national militia 5 a maUerwoithy of the moll 
iferious confideration of the legidature. 

Minidry have made peace with tlie Bank- 
Dire^ors fur the payment of two millions, 
(borrowed fome time ago) by in(l4ilments of 
half a mdlion annually. We (hould fiavc 
liked it better If they had paid the money 
down at tlie time appointed by the puftpomng 
aCl of parliament for that purpofe \ 

it would have looked more like a (erious in¬ 
tention of paying off fome confidecable part of 
the nacioaa) debt, funded m Well as nn- 
fuoded. 



They have UkewHe beat doeni the IXtWN 
tors in the anhual'expence Of managing the 
fijids, nearly about one-fifth part i in which 
cafe the borrower has preferibed rules to the 
lender, and thereby reverfed the Scripture^ 
which fays, the borrower is fervant to the 
lender! Query, Whether fome fecret aitida 
is not Included in this pecuniary trcatyi which 
lias not yet met the public eye, to make 
atonement for this feeming didlatorial power 
alfumed by the debtor over the creditor ? 

To make any confiderable progrefs in pay¬ 
ing the national debt, there ought to be fome 
lufty furplulTes fomewhere, to the tune of 
two millions and a hall; for wx know of de¬ 
ficiencies in feven articles, to the amount of 
more than half that fum; a very unpromifing 
circumflance for Chat purpofe! And to look 
at the Voces of Money for the Ordinary and 
Extraordinaries of the Army, and the various 
deferiptions of officers, one would he tempt* 
ed CO think we were in the height of a 
complicated, extenfive war; and that 
we had an army of officers only! — Anotlier 
unpromifing ciixumilance. 

Alore mil'chief feems to be breeding a- 
mong Che new States of America againft this 
country : they feem to have imbibed an en¬ 
mity to US fimilar to that of the Ifraelites 
gainft the Amalekiles, with whom they were 
to have war for ever. At prefent our re¬ 
maining colony of Nova Scotia thrives apace, 
under their nofe. ■■ Hinc iU<e lachrynue» 

La(l month we adverted to the cold, phleg¬ 
matic, and difdainful reception our Conful 
met with from Che American Congrefs, and 
the affront thereby offered to the dignity and 
Crown of Great-Britain. This month we 
have to obferve, the very difierent reception 
of tha French Conful by the faipe body ; all 
refpeftful, complacent, and cordial, as if done 
with defign to (hew the (hocking contraft. 
How long our Minillers will continue, and 
wlxit lengtlis they go, Co crouch to Chefe 
revolted fahjefls, and to lick the crumbs chat 
fall from the Frenchman's table, fpread by 
the haughty A'mericans, we know not; but 
one thing we know, that if they (ludied to 
bring contempt, difgrace, and ignominy upon 
the Britilh name and nation by the means of 
Ihofe Americans, they could not much go 
beyond what they do in that way. 

To look through Europe, an univerfal 
* calm feems, for the moment, to overfpread 
thepQlicical hemifpliere, except fome internal 
fermentation in Holland, venting itfelf in 
fome feditious riotous proceedings in divers 
parts, A\ which will probably he filenced upon 
the firft appearance of fome neighbouring 
Potentate’s forces to chaftife tfie rioters and 
difturbers of tbe peace. Mod probably tliis 
enfuing fummer will be fpent in negociatiug, 
intriguing, and forming and fermenting aU 

fiances 
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ItMcas among the Powen of Europe, pre- 
vki«» to any party trying their ftrrogth againft 
adother party. 

Ncverthelafs, the gradual, Iwient, yet im- 
fKMTtant revolutions forming in the Ottoman 
cabinet, appear to us to denote fomething of a 
change of fyftcm from the pacific to the war¬ 
like dlfporUiOn, the original cbariiaenllic or 

that ettraordinary and unparalleled empire: 
The mild and pacific Prince who fways ilwt 
.iceptre is thought to be finking under the

weight of domeftic and national troubles mto 
his grave; and if nature, aided by affliAiont 
will not do that office for him, there are 
thofe near him who will readily render biia 
that fervice, to put an end to all his troubles 
in this world at once, whenever they can 
look about them and fee they can do it with 

fafety. Lot that event happen when it will, 
and how it will,it ivil^be high time for fome 
amhitious enterprifing £uix>pean Powen to 
look about them and prepare for the woxft.

One prifoner was capitkly convidted at the 
Old Bailey, viz. Jofeph Rickards a lad 
of 18 years of age, late fenrant to Walter 
Horfeman, cowkeeper at Kentifh Town, 
for wilfully wounding the faid Walter Horfe¬ 
man on the head and face, about three m 
tile morning of the z zth inft^t, whUe alleep 


in bed, of which wound he languifhed until 
Sunday laft, and then died. The deceafed'e 
widow depofed, that the prifoner w'as for¬ 
merly fervant to her hufband; that he was 
difeharged for negligence; that he had fre¬ 
quently threatened vengeance on the deceaf- 
td \ that on the rooming the murder was 
committed, Ihe was awakened by a noife, 
and on entering the room tier hufbaiid fiept 
in, (he found liim fitting up m the bed, and 
as far as his waifi in blood ; that a Rick 
which Che pnfoner had cut fome time before, 
lay in the room, and an iron bar, covered 
with blood; that her hufband was mangled 
in a ihocking manner ; and that afiiftance 
was immediately fent for-he lingered a 
few days, and died a (hocking fpe£tacle. 
Four other witnefies were examined, whofe 
teltimony proved certain corroborating cir* 
cumRances i fuch as, being from his lodgings 
the niglit that the murder was committed, 
being feen to melt lead, and to pour it into 
tlie Rick that was found in the deceafed's 
room. The prifoner confelled the murder 
to one of the magiRraces who committed him 
for trial, but pleaded not guilty at the bar. 
The jury, after a few minutes confideratloii, 
brought in their verdict guilty. 

27. The above Jofeph Rickards was exe¬ 
cuted at Kentifh Town, oppufite the boufe 
where the horrid fadl was perpetrated. In 
bis way to the place of execution, the con¬ 
vict appeared to he in a Rato of Uupefa^tion; 
he had no book, nor did he employ the 
(hurt remains of time in thofe preparations 
for eternity which h'ls miferable fituation ren¬ 
dered fo indifpenfably necedary. Before be¬ 
ing turned the prifoner defired to fee 
the widow of the deceafed; (he was fent for 
to her houfe, but was gone to London. He 
declared he had no accomplice in the faff, 
and that he was induced to the perpetration 
thereof by the fiippofitton, that after the de- 
ccafe of his mailer he (huuld fucceed to the 
bufinefs as milkman. Ju(l before coming to 
the village he burR into teais, and wlien he 
came to the place of caecution, wept bitreriy.

Comte de Caglioflroi 
who has fo long perplexed the inqiiifltive and 
eurinus part of mankii^d, claims immediate 
attention. We (hall therefore) to gratify our 
readers* curiofity, give the following account 
of himi extracted from a memorial (tubtiOied 
at Paris in his behalf, and (tnce printed in the 
Hague Gazette. It may not, however, be 
amifs previoudy to mention one or two of the 
many conjeftnres that have arifen concerning 

his origin, and in their turns obtained belief. 

One of thefe fuppofes him to be tlie fun of 
the late Grand Matter of Malta, Pinto, hy a 
lady of di(lin£lion, who about 37 years ago 
was captured with feveral other young ladies 
in a Turkifh pleaiure-boat hy a Malcefe gal. 
ley, and on herarriv.ii at Malta had an mtrig'rie 
with the Grand Matter. Soon after, by the me¬ 
diation of the French court, the ladies re¬ 
covered tlieir liberty, and retu^cd to their 
parents, where this unfortun.itefalr-one was 
delivered of a fon ; which fo enraged her fa. 
ther, that he would have tWftroyed the child, 
had (he not found means to have him con¬ 
veyed away to a place of (lifcty, and hcrfelf 
foort after died cither hy poifon or of a bro¬ 
ken heart. 

Another fuppofition,' which carries rather 
more the appe:>rance of trutii W'ith it, is, 
that the Comte is dvfc^'tided from the Im¬ 
perial fnnuly ofCov.NrN'ES,vvho long reigned 
Independent over the Cluiftian empire of 
Trebifoud, but at length became trihutaiy to* 
the Tuiks. The Conue, it is f.iid, was 
bom in the capital of that empire, and is the 
only furviving fon of the Prince who about 
35 years ago fwa\*ed Hunt precarious iceptre. 
At that peri(Hi,tlic Comie being neatly three 
jears old, a revolurion t(>ok plitce, in w’hicli 
the reigning Prince was matured by the in* 
fHrgenis,and this hi:i fou, favedby-fometrutty 
friend, was tarried to Medina, where the 
Cherif took him under his prae^libn, and 
wirh unparalleled gcnertifity «had him brought 

up in religion of his parents.-Thus 

^uch /br conjeeUtre: let us now hear wliat 
the party himfelf fays. 

** ^ to the place of my nativity, or who 
were the piirents tlut gave me birth, 1 can¬ 
not fpeak pofitively. From a variety of cir- 
cuml^nces, 1 have entertained fome doubts, 
and the reader will probably join in my fuf- 
pidmls on that head. But 1 repeat It, that 
bll my itfearthes have only tended to give 
me fnmq exalted, but at the fame time vague 
and iucerca^ notions concemtog my fa¬ 
mily. 


My infant years were pafTed in the city 
of Medina, in Arabia, where I was brought 
up by the name of Acharat, which name 1 
have conftantly borne during my travels in 
AfVica and Afia. 1 had apartments in the 
palace of the Mufti Salabaym. 1 perfe£Ily 
recollefl that 1 had four perfons immediately 
about me; a governor, between fifty and 
fixty years of age, named Althotas, and three 
fervants; a white one, who was my valet.de. 
cliambre, and two blacks, one of wlioiii 
was conBantly w'ith me night and d.iy. 

« My governor always told me, th-it I 

was left an orphan at three months old; that 

my parents were Chridians, and nobly de- 
feended ; but their names, and the place of 
my nativity, he inviolably concealed from me. 
Some words which he accidentally let drop, 
has made me fufpefl that I was horn at Mal¬ 
ta : but this circitindaiice I have never beei\. 
able to afeertain. 

“ Althotas, wliofe name excites in me 
the tendered emotion, treated me w'ith all 
the afledlion and care of a father; he took a 
pleafure in cultivating the difpofition 1 dif- 
covered for the fciences. He, 1 may with 
truth affirm, knew them all, from the mod 
abdrufe to thofe of mere amufement. In* 
botany and phyficl made the gre.ited progrefs. 

** He taugiit me to w'orfhip God, to love 
and afiid my neighboui*s, and to refpe^^ uni* 
verfally religion .and the Taws. 

■ We both drefild like mulTulmen, .and 
conformed outwardly to the Mahomed.in w'or- 
(hip; but Che true religion was engraven in 
our [learts. 

“ The Mufti vifited me often, always 
treated me with great kindnefs, and feemeU 
to enteruin a high regard for my governor. 
The latter taught me mod of the languages of 
ilie Had. 

“ I was now in my twelfth year, and be¬ 
came defirous ef travelling, Tlie widt to be¬ 
hold tUc wonders he frcqnemly convetled 
with me of, grew fu drong upon me, that 
Medina, and Che amufements of my age, 
grew infipid and tadelels. 

Althotas at length informed me, tliat 
we were going to begin our travels; a cara. 
van was prepared, and, after taking leave of 
Che Mufti, who was pleafed to exprefs bis 
regret at parting with us in the mod obliging 
terms, we fet out. 

** On our arrival at Mecca, we alighted 
at the palace of the Cberif, who is the (bve- 
reign of Mecca, and of all Arabia, and always 
one of the defcendailts of Maliomet, 1 here 
changed my drefs for a more fplendid one 
than I had hitherto worn. On the third day 
after our arrival, 1 was introduced hy my 
governor to the Clterif, who received roe w 
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the moft af!e£hon:)te mnnner. Oa feeing this 
prince, my whole frame was inexprefTibly 
agitated; the molt delicious tears lever (bed 
gufhetl from my eyes; and I obfet ved that he 
with difficulty retrained his. This is a pe- 
ri(Hl of my life which I can never reflect on 
without being mod fenfibly affeCUd. 

** 1 remained at Mecca three yeai*s, during 
which time not a day pafled witlumt my be¬ 
ing admitted to Che prefence of the Clierif. 

“ My gratitude increafed every hour'with 
hts attachment. 1 trcqucntly obferved his eyes 
rivetted up'^n me; and then turned up to • 
Heaven, highly exprelfive of pity and tcndcr- 
nefs. On my ret\irn 1 was conftantly thouglit- 
fuii a prey 10 fniiclefs curiofity. 1 was utmid 
to queftion my governor, wlio always treated 
me, on fuch occafions, with great feverity, 
as though it had been criminal in me to wi(h 
to difeover my parents, and the place of my 
biith. 

“ At night 1 ufed to talk with the Black 
who flcpC in m/ chamber, hut could never 
get him to betray h ^ truft. If 1 mentioned 
my parents, he became filent as the grave. 
One night wlien I was more irnporumate 
than ufnni, he told me, ** tli.it if ever I left 
** Mecca 1 fhould be expofed to the grcatell 
dangers, ami, above all, cautioned me 
ag.iinfl Trcbifimd.'* 

My dcfirc of travelling, however, was 
fnpeiior to my apprehenfioos. 1 grew tired 
of tlic dull uniformity of iny life at the court 
ofriicChcnf. 

“ One day u hen I was alone, the Priitf e 
entered my apartment; fo gieat a‘ favour 
am.izcd mr. He rlafped me to his bofom 
with unufual tcmlenicl^, cxhoited me never 
to ce.de adoring tlic Almighty, aTnring me 
that, if 1 perfiltcd in ferving him faithfully, 
1 fliunld he ultimately happy, .and know my 
dclliuy.—Then bedewing my face with his 
te.irs, he faid, “ \dicu, thou unfortunate 
** child of nature 1 '* — Thefe words, and the 
afiefting manner in which they were fpoken, 
will ever remain indeh^y imprclfcd on my 
mind. 

« I never faw this prince afterwards. 
A cat avail was expnTsIy provided forme, 
and I bid an eternal adieu to Mecca. 

“ I beg.'m my trav els by vifiting Egypt, 
and its fanuwis pyramids, which exhibit to 
a fu|»crficial obferver nothing more than enor¬ 
mous maffes of marble and granite. I cul¬ 
tivated the acquaintance of the Minifiers of 
the difVerein temples, who admitted me into 
places unvifited by, atld unknown to com¬ 
mon travellers. 


« I next fpent three yean in vifiting the 
principal places in Afia and Africa. 

" In 1766, I arrived, accompanied by 
my governor and 'three fervants, at the 
IflnnU of Rhodes, where 1 embarked ui 
board a French Ihip bound to Malta. 

» Notwitliftanding the general rule for all 
vefTels coming froiJI the Levant to perform - 
quat amine, 1 obtained leave to go on fhore 
the fecund day, and was lodged in che^ pidace 
of Che grand-mafrer, Pifito, in apartmencs 
cenfiguous to the Laboratory. 

The Grand-mafter, in the firft inftance, 
requeued the Chevalier P'Aquino, of tlis 
princely houfe of Caramamco, to accompany 
and mew me every thing remarkable on ihe 

iiland, 

« Here I fiift aftumed the European drefs, 
and the name of Count Caglioflro, and faw, 
without furprife, my governor Althotas ap¬ 
pear in the lubic and infignia of Che order of 
Malta *. 

The Ctievalicr D’Aquino introduced me 
to the chiefs, or Giand Cycix of the order, 
and among others to the B.iilli de Roiian, tlie 
jirefenc Grand-Matler. Little did 1 then 
imaginoMhat, in the couiTe of twenty yean, 

I fiiouir be dnigged to the B.ifiile for bring 
honoured with the fi leadiliip of a Prince of 
Ih.at name I 

I liavc every reafon to fnppofe that the 
Guind Mnllcr was not unacqu.)inted w'ith 
my leal origin. He often mentioned the 
Cherif and tlia City Trtbiibnd to me, but 
would never enter into partkiilnrs ou ch.ac 
fubjccl. 

** lie treated me alw.-iys with the tuniofr 
attention, and promifeJ me the niott rapid 
nfe if 1 w'onld take tliv vov^•^ of the or¬ 
der ; hut my taflc for tiMvclhng, and my au 
tachment to tlie pudlice of phyfic, made me 
i'eje< 5 l chefe offers, not Icfs geiurous ilun lio- 
nourable. 

« It was at Malta that I Ind the misfor- - 
tune to lofe my bell friend, my mafier, the 
w iled .and molt learned of men, the vencralde 
Althotas. In his lafr moments, grafplng my 
hand, he with ditficuity laid, My friend, 
experience will foon convince you of the 
truth of what 1 have conftantly tauglic 
you.” 

“ The place wlierc I had loft a friend 
who had been to me like a fatlier, Jbon be. 
came iiifupiHirtable; 1 requelted, therefore, 
of the Gi*and Maftcr, tliat he would permit 
me to quit the Iiland, in order to make the 
lour of Eu-o|>e. He cdhfei'ited with re¬ 
luctance, but made me promife tu return co

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Malta. The Chevadier jyAquino was fo 
obliging as to accompany me, and fupply my 
wants during our joum^« 

** In company wHh this gentleman I firft 
tlfited Sicilyy where be intr^uced me to the 
firft people of the country. We next vifited 
She different Iflands of ^he Archipelago^ and 
having again crofled the Mediterranean, ar* 
rived at Naples, the birth-place of my com¬ 
panion. 

** From thence t proceeded alone to Rome, 
with Ictrei s of credit on the banking-hodic 

of ihc 5i«ur Bellono. 

I determined to remain here incog.; 
hut one morning whilft 1 was (hut up in my 
apartment, endeavouring to improve myfelf 
in the Italian language, the Secretary of Car¬ 
dinal Orfmo was announced, wIk> came to 
reqaeft 1 would watt on his eminence. 1 
accordingly repaired immediately to his pa¬ 
lace. The Cardinal received me with the 
greateft politenefs, invited me often to his 
table^ and procured me the acquaintance of 
feveral Cardinals and Roman Princes, parti¬ 
cularly the Cardinals York and Ganganelli, 
afterwards Pope Clement XIV. The Pope 
Rezzonico, who then filled tlie Papal Chair, 
having eiprelTed a defire of feeing me, I had 
the hmour of repeated conferences wicli his 
Holinefs. 

« In the year lyye, in my xzd year, for¬ 
tune procured me the acquaintance of a young 
lady of quality, Scrafna FiUebianf: ihe was 
hai^ly out of her infancy ; her dawning 
charms kindled in my hofom a flame, which 
fizteen years mai nage have only ferved to 
ftrengthen. 

Having neither time nor inclination to 
write a voluminous work, 1 (hall only men¬ 
tion Chofe perfons to whom I have been 
known in my travels thro' all the kingdoms 
of Europe, Moft of them are ftill in being. 
1 challenge their teftimony aloud. Let them 
declare whether ever 1 was guilty of any ac¬ 
tion difgraceful to a man of honour. Let 
them fay if ever 1 fued for ^ favour, if ever 
1 cringed for the pmtedMon of thqfo Sove¬ 
reigns who were defirous of feeing me) let 
them, in Ihort, declare, whether at any time, 
or in any place, 1 had any other objedl in 
view than to cure the Tick, and to relieve 
the indigent, without fee or reward.*’ 

The Comte here gives a lift of very re- 
pcAaMe perfons with whom he fays he was 
icquaiatrd at the different Courts of Europe t 
and goes on to obferve, that, from a defire of 
not being known, he freqnencly aflumed dif¬ 
ferent names, f»cb as thofe of Conte Scarat, 
Comte Fenix, Marquis D'Anna, Ac. 

Re arrived at Scrafburgh on the 19th of 
fiepcembw 1780, where, at tbecameft foli« 
of tte inhabitaats aad the noWiity 


of Alface, (le was prevriled upon to 
his medical abilities for the gOM of the pnl^ 
Here he was libelled, he fays, hy kurnc ob^ 
(buFc fcribblers; but the author of n workp 
entitled Lettres fur la Sulfft*' (to whom he 

refers the reader), did him juftice, and paid 
due homage to truth. He then appeals to 
the Clergy, Military Officers, the Apothecary 
who fiTpplied him with drugs, Co the Keepers 
of the different Gaols in which he relieved a 
number of poor prifoners, to the MagiftraCes> 
and Che public at large, to declare, whether 
he ever gave offoncoi or was guilty of any 
aftion that militated either againft the laws, 
againft morality, or religion. 

Some little ciihe after his airival at Straf- 
burg, the Cardinal de Rohaafignified to him 
that he wifhed to be acquainted with him* 
He at Aril fuppofed the prince to be actuated 
by mere curiofity, and therefore declined the 
invitation. But being idterwards informed 
that be was attacketf with an afthma, and 
wifhed to confult him, he immediately went 
to Che epifcopal palace, and gave the Cardw 
nal his opinion. 

In the year 1781 the Cardinal honoured 
him with a vifit, to confult him about the 
Prince de Soubife, who was affiiiftcd with a 
mortification, and prevailed upon him to ac¬ 
company him to Paris; but on his arrival there, 
he refufed to vifit the Prince till his Fhyfi- 
cians Ihould declare him palt cure; and 
when the faculty declared him Co be on the 
mending hand, perfifted in his refolution of 
not.foeing him, ** being unwilling to reap 
the glory of a cure, which could not be aferi- 
bed to me.'’——Matchlefs roodefty ! 

He (laid in Paris thirteen days, employed 
from five in the morning till midnight in 
vificUig patients; and Chen returned to Straf- 
burg, where the good be did produced ma¬ 
ny libels againft him, in which he was ftyled 
Antichrift—The Wandering Jew- The Man 
of 1,400 years old, &c. At length, wom-out 
with ill ufage, hoidetermined on leaving the 
place, when two letters, one from the 
Comte de Vergennes, the other from the 
Marquis de Miromenil, keeper of tlie Great 
Seal, to the chief magiftrate of Strafbuig, in 
bis behalf, induced him to change his mind. 

The tranquility which tliefe minifterial let¬ 
ters procured him w.u but of Ihort duration, 
and he again determined to quit Stralburg, 
and retire out of the reach of the malevo* 
iefice of envy. An account he at this time 
received of the Chevalier de-Aquino being 
dangeroufly ill at Naples, baftened bis de¬ 
parture for chat place, where he arrived on¬ 
ly in time to receive the laft farewel of hit 
unfortunate friend. 

To avoid being importuned to refume the 
praAice of phyfic, he refolved to take a trip 

to 
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to ^fUnd, ind with this iotent arrived at 
Btuideaux in Kovemher 1783, Here be¬ 
ing Icoowoi he was prevail^ on to continue 
11 monthsi giving up his time to the tick and 
inArmi as be had done at Straiburg. In Oc¬ 
tober 1784 he reached Lyonsi where he 
continued 3 munttis, and arrived at Paris in 
January 1785. Here he renewed his ac¬ 


quaintance with the Cardinal de Rohan* 

Our limits will not permit us now to give the 
account of tlie circumftances which tended to ^ 
involve the Comte in the difgrace of that 
Prelate; and as it cannot be abridged, we mtdl 
therefore poftpone it to a future opportunity.

SuperClitlon is 
perhaps more gcnct^ and extravagant herc,^ 
than any where elfe; which anfes from the 
little knowledge they have in moft fciences, 
and the abfurd principles which their prietls 
implant in them. This imperfedlion appears 
in their worfhip, feftivals, vows, cer¬ 
tain medicines, &C. 

Ttieir curiofity is excelTive \ nothing im- 
poried by the Europeans efcapes it. They 
aik for information concerning every article, 
and their queCtions continue till they become 
wearifome. It is the phyficiaii, among the 
traders, that is alinie regarded as learned, and 
porticuTarly duung the journey to court, and 
tile refulence at Jeddo, the ciipital of the em¬ 
pire, that he is regard^ as the oracle, w tiich 
they trufl can give refponfes in all things, 
whetherin mathematics, geography, phyfics, 
chemilfry, pharmacy, zinilogy, botany, me¬ 
dicine, &c« When tlte Dutch have clieir au¬ 
dience of the emperor, council, or gover¬ 
nors, they coofider, from head to foot, their 
hats, fwords, clothes, buttons, trimming, 
watches, (licks, rings, (hoes, buckles, kc, 
nay, they muft frequently write on paper, or 
the pecidiar fans of the Japanefe, in order to 
fhew them their manner of writing and their 
letters. ^ 

It is highly probable that this people were 
not always fo fufpicious. DilLurbanccs or war 
perhaps introduced them, but the deceits 
pradliied by the Europeans (lill mure excited 
and increafed this vice; which at prefent, in 
their trade, at leaft with the Dutch and Chi- 
nefe, excels all bounds. 

I liave often been a witnefs of the good 
difpofilion of tlie Japanefe, even at a time 
w hen they have eveiy reafon to entertain all 
poflible contempt and hatred, and to ufe eve¬ 
ry precaution, on account of the bad condu£l 
and cunning artifices of the' Eu^pms who 
trade thither. The nation is itfd^ haughty, 
but (liU gentle. By mild mcafiires^nd civi¬ 
lity it may be ledandafMed, but^ menaces 
it is altogether immoveable. 

Honefty and fidelity » obfenmd in all the 
country t in few other countries perhaps is 
theft fo rare. Robbery is totally unknown. 
Theft is (eldom heard of i and Europeans,, 
during their journey to court, are fo fafe, that 
they take little care of the goods ttiey cany 
along with ttiem; tliough it is otherwife not 
coqftdered as a crime, at lej^ at the Dutch 
fa^ry, and by the tower peoide, to (leal 
from cbe'Dutdi fome of their'wares, fuch as 
fugar or cepper^ aa ate texiad to or 
ftiomibo^y. 


(Economy has its peculiar abode in Japan. 
It is a virtue admir^ as well m the empe¬ 
ror’s palace, as in the xneaneft cottage. It 
makes ihofe of finall poifeflions content with 
cheir little, and it prevents the abundance of 
tlie rich from overflowing in excefs and VO- 
luptuoufnefs. Hence it happens that what 
in other countries is called fcarci^ and famine, 
is unknown here, and chat, info very popu¬ 
lous a (lace, fcarce a perfon in neceftity, or a 
beggar, (huuld be found. The people in ge¬ 
neral are neither greedy, nor eager after rich¬ 
es, while at the fame time they feem to 
avoid gluttony and 'drunkeiinefs. 

Haugheinefs is among the chief failings of 
the nation. They believe themfelves to be 
tlie facred offspring of the gods, heaven, fun 
and moon; an origin which many of the 
Afucic nations, with equal confidence, arro¬ 
gate to themfelves. They alfo believe them, 
felves Co be fuperior to other men. If a Ja- 
panefe fhould b^r w'ich patience all ocher 
injuries, the pride of other men would be 
totally mfupportable to him. The haughei¬ 
nefs of the Portuguefe drove them from this 
country, and this alone would be fufticienc to 
ruin Che Ci*ade of Che Dutch. 

Juflice is much regarded by them ; the mo¬ 
narch never exceeds his bounds; nor is there, 
either in ancient or modem hiflory, any proof 
that he has extended his ambition or his de¬ 
mands Co Che territories of other people. 
Their hiflory abounds with heroic atchieve- 
ments exerted in defending their count! y 
againfl exteriial violence and internal fedi- 
tiun ; but nut a finglc invafion of other coun¬ 
tries, or ocher men’s projierty, occurs. 

Voltaire fays, that whoever fhall defire 
tliaf his counciy fhall be neither greater nor 
kfs, neither richer nor poorer, maybejullly 
called a citizen of Che world. Such are the 
Japanefe : they wifh not to acquire the ter. 
ricories of others, nor will they fufl'er any 
diminution of their own. They follow the 
ufages of thc^r forefithers, and never adopt 
the manners of othru' countries. Juflice is 
always feen in their courts; their futts are al¬ 
ways finiihed fpeedily, and without intrigue ; 
equity is obferved even Cowards the Euro¬ 
peans; fo Chat the contradl entered into is 
neither annulled, nor is it mifmterpretcd or 
altered in a fmgle letter, ptxivided the Euro¬ 
peans thamfelves do not give occafion to fuch 
ptsGtkeSi, 

Liberty is the life of the Japanefe; not in¬ 
deed fuch a kind of liberty as often degene¬ 
rates into violence and Iftentioufhefs, bpt a 
liberty fecured and limited by law. I cannot 
comprehend how it has happened, that fome 
hiftorians have confidered the common people 
iii Japan as (laves. A fervant Who hires 
blmfelf for a year, is not on ch|t account a 
fhwe. AfoUlieri ftibjedl to (Eli mm fevera 
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difdiplinei enlified for a certain, often for a 
confitlerable term of years, is not on iliis ac« 
count a flavcy though he is contented to obey 
the ftiidtctl commands of his officeri The 
Japaneie fpeak with horror of the Dutch 

flave-trade. The liberty, both of high and 
low, is proteded by laws; and the uncom. 
mon feverity of thufe laws, together w'ith 
their certain execution, keeps every one.with- 
in his proper limits* With refpeft to ftireign 
nations, there is no people* in all the extent 
of India, fo vigilant over their freedom, and 
none more exempt from foreign invafion, 
oppreilion or fraud. The precautions ufed 
for this purpofe are withotit parallel through¬ 
out the whole globe; for, fince all the na« 
fives V ho were abroad were recalled, none 
can leave the coafts of tlie empire, under the 
penalty uf death ; and no foreigner approach 
them, except a few Dutch .ind Chinefe, who, 
during the wlvile time of their (lay, are 
watched like prifoners of flate. 

Alnioft every perfon in Japan has a fer- 
vant, who waits u^wn him in the houfe ; 
and, when he goes out, carries after him a 
rap, (hoes, umbrella, a light, or any thing 
of this kind whicli he needs, 

Ttiis nation has never been Tubilued by any 
foreign power, not even in the moft remote 
periods; their chiomcles contain fuch ac. 
counts of tlieir valour, as one would rather 
incline to confider as fabulous inventions, 
than n^al occurrences, if I.tter ages had not 
fumifbed equal (Irikiug prinifs of it. Wheh 
the Tartars, for the firft time, in 799, hid* 
overrun part of Japan, and when, after a 
confiderable time had elapfeJ, their fleet was 
deflroyed by a violent dorm, in the couife of 
^ Tingle night, tlie Japanefe general attached, 
and fo totally defe.ited, his numerous and 
brave enemies, that nut a fmgle perfon fur. 
vived to return and can y the tidings of fuch 
an unparalleled defeat. In like manneri 
w'hen the japanefe were again, in 1281, in* 
vaded by the warlike Tartar^ to the num¬ 
ber of £40,000 fighting men, they gained a 
vidlory equally complete. The extiipation 
of the Porruguefe, and, with them, of the 
Chriftian religion, towards the beginning of 
the 171H century, was fo complete, that 
fcarce a vedige can now be difcemed of its 
ever leaving exided there. Many thmifands 
of men wefe facrificed; and at the lad fiege 
alone, not lefs than 37,00*. Nor att thefe 
vidlories, however fignal, the only ones 
which difplay the courage of the Japanefe. 
Anoilier indance, which ocairred in 1630, is 
a further proof of it. The Governor of Pbr- 
taofa. Which thbn belonged to tte D^tch 
company, tbo(ighrfit*t6ti^ widT'^l-IAletfild 
iitfulence and injuftke the mador of a fmall 
Japanefe veflcl who came thither to tfadBc. 


The Afiatic, on his return, complained to the 
emperor uf his ill-treatment, as well as of 
the affront which was edfere^o the fnve- 
reign. His anger being thejnore roufed, as 
the iafuk proceeileU <Lm>ireil foreigners, 

and as he was incapable J avenging it, his 
life-guard addreffed bin^in the following 
manner. “ We will no longer guard your 
perfon, if we are not* able to protedl your 
** honour: nothing but the blood of the of- 
" fender can wa^ away this dain: com- 
“ iT^)u),*and we will either cut off his heail, 

** or bring him hither alive, that you may 
ti)di£l punidiment according to your good 
** pleafure, and his deferts s feven'of us are 
enough i neither rhe danger of navigation, 

“ the drength of the fort, nor the number 
** of his guaul, ihall free him from our venge- 
** ance.” After receiving orders, and fa¬ 
king prudent meafure*;, they arrive at For- 
mofa. Being admitted to an audience by tlie 
Governor, they draw their fabres, take him 
prifoner, and carry him off to their vclfcl. 
This audacious deed was .atchieved at mid day, 
in the prefence of the guard and domed ics, none 
of whom, adonifhed and difmayed as they 
w'cre, durd move a dep to the affidance of 
their mader, whofe head was cleft in the 
indant by the adventurers. (Kacmpferji. 479.) 

He who (hall confider their haughtmefs^ 
fpirit, equity, and courage, will not be fur- 
prifed at finding them implacable towards 
their enemies, Tliey are not lefs refentful 
and inexorable than intrepid and high-minded* 
Their hatred never appears in a£ls of vio¬ 
lence, but is concealed under the utmod cool* 
nefs, till an uccafion of vengeance offers il- 
felf, 1 have feeu no people fo little fubjeft 
to vehement emotions. You may abufe and 
infult them as much as you pleafe, they 
make no reply, but merely (hew their fur- 
prife, by coolly exclaiming, ha! ha! They 
conceive, however, in filence, the mod 
deadly hatred, which neither fatisfadlkm of 
any kind, length of time, nor change of cir- 
cumdances, can appeafe. They omit no 
mark of politenefs, either in addreffing, 
or on meeting their adverfaiy, bnt th^ coun¬ 
terfeit as great regard for him as for others, 
till an opportunity of doing him fome effeutial 
damage occurs. 

The names of families, and of fmgle per* 
fons, ace under very different regulations 
from ours. The family name is never chang¬ 
ed, but is never ufed inordinary converfation, 
and only wlien they fign fome writing; to 
which they alfo, for the mod part, affix their 
feal. Thm is alfo this pmltarity, that the 
ibnumejs always placed fitfit judas in botani¬ 
cal boofcitlie generic name is always placed be¬ 
fore the (pecific name. Theprmomeab al- 
Narays ufed in addrefhng a p^on ; and it is 
H h a changed 
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changed feveral times in the courfe of life. A 
child receives, at biith, from its parents, a 

nsDncaWhicl^s retained till it has Itfelf a fon ar¬ 
rived at maturjty. Aperfon again changes his 
ftanie, when h |^is invefled with any office; 
as alfo when he y advanced to a higher truft; 
Yome, as emper^s and princes, acquire a 
new name. after ^^th. The names of wo¬ 
men aie lefs variable ; they are, in general, 
borrowed from the moft beautiful flowers. 

The drefs of the Japanefe deferves, more 
than that of any other people, the i.ame of 
national; fince they are not only different 
from that of all other men, but are alfo of the 
fame form in all ranks, from the monarch 
to his meaneA fubjedt, as w^ell os in both 
fexds; and, what exceeds all credibility, 
they luve not been aliered for at IcaA 2444 
years. They univerfally conAA of night¬ 
gowns, made long and wide, of which feve- 
lal are worn at once, by all ranks and all 
ages. The more diAinguilhed, and the rich, 
have them of the hneA filk; the poorer fort, 
of cotton. Thofe of tl>e women reach down 
to the ground, and fometimes have a train ; 
in Che men, they reach down to the heels; 
travellers, foldiers, and labourers, either 
tuck them up, or wear them only down to 
the knees. The habit of the men is gene¬ 
rally of one colour; the women have theirs 
variegated, and frequently with flowers of 
gold interwoven. In fummer, they are ei* 
ther witlioot lining, or have but a thin one; 
in winter, they are fluffed to a great thick- 
nefs with cotton or filk. The men feldom 
wear a great number, but the women thir¬ 
ty, hfty, or more, all fo tliin, that they 
fcarce together amount to five pounds. Tlie 
undermolt ferves for a Aiiit, and is therefore 
either white or blue, and, for the moA part, 
thin and tranfparent. All thefe gowns are 
faflened round the waiA with a belt, which, 
in the men, are about a handVbreadth ; in 
the women, about a foot; of fuch a length 
that they go twice round the waiA, and af¬ 
terwards are tied in a knot, with pnany ends 
and bows. The knot, particularly among 
the fair fex, is very coiifpicuous, and imme¬ 
diately informs tlie fpe^ator whether they 
are married or not. The unmarried* li<u& it 
behind, on their back i the nnarned, before. 
In this belt the men fix their fabres, 
pipe, tobacco, and medicine boxes. In the 
neck the gowns are always cut round, with¬ 
out a cellar; they, therefore, leave the neck 
bare i nor is it covered with cravat, cloth, or 
any thing elfe. The fleeves are always iU 
m^e, and out of all proportion wide s at the 
i^ing before, tliey are half iewed up, fe 
form a fack, in which the hwds 
eaa be' pqt in cold weather; (hey alfo ferve 
pooeL Girls, in particulari have their 


fleeves fo long, that they reach down to the 
ground. Such is the fimplicity of their habit, 

that they are foon drelTed j and to undrefs, 
they only open thetr girdle, and draw 
in their arms. Tliere is, however, fome 
fmall variation iri thefe gowns, according Co 
the fex, age, condition, and , The 

very lower forts, as labourers, fifliermen, 
and fnilors, have, at their work, in fummer, 
either the upper part of the body naked, 10 
that the gown is faflened only by the girdle; 
or they have only a girdle, which paAes be¬ 
tween their legs, and is faflened behind. 

Men of better condition have a fhort gown 
alfo, which reaches down to the waifl, and 
a fort of lu'eeches. The fhort gown is fome- 
tinies green, but generally black; wlien 
they return home, or enter their office, they 
lake it off and fold it carefully, if no fuperior 
be prefenC. 

A drefs which is only ufed on parlicul.ir 
occafions, is called the compliment drefs; in 
this the inferior iWc wait on the fuperior, and 
go to court. It is ivoin on the long gowns, 
which conflitute the general drefs of the na¬ 
tion. It confifls of two pieces, made of the 
fame kind of cloth. The lowctlnofl piece 
is the long breeches jufl mentioned, which, 
for this purtKife, are made of white Autt^ 
adorned with blue flowers. The upper pieep 
is not very unlike the fhort gown lately de- 
feribed t it differs only in being widenetl 
behind, between the fhoulders, and makes 
the wearer appeai^very hroad-fhouldered. 

Tiieffe drefTes are partly of filk, partly of 
cotton, partly of linen, which is procured 
from a fpecics of nettle. The higher fore 
wear the finefl it.k-, which in rhinnefs .and 
fint*nefs exceeds every thing produced by Kti- 
rope, or otiiar parrs of Afia. But as this 
cloth is feldom a foot in breadth, it is fehlum 
brought to Europe as anarciclebf commerce. 
The lower ranks wear cotton, which is pro¬ 
duced and manufadlured here 111 the grcateA 
abundance. , 

Sometimes, though indeed only as a rarity, 
the J.ipanefc make a cloth from thf mrus 
fapytifcTusy which is either prepared in the 
fame way as paper, or elfe fpun or woven. 
The latter, which Is very fine, white, and 
like cotton, is fometimes ufed for women's 
drcA. The former, with flowers pnoted on 
it, makes long gowns, which are worn only 
by people advanced in life, fuch as old digni- 
tarifli, and that only in winter. 

In gencralt i( may be faid of Che Ja¬ 
panefe drcA, that it is very^large and warm ] 
it is eafily put on and off t that it con- 
^aios no limb; that the fame h:dnt fuics 
all; that there is no lofi of doth} and 
iliat it may be made with linle ait and 
trouble I but that it ii iocoavenictic in mo- 
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vinff, and all adapted for the execution 

of moft things which occur to be dune. 

As the gowns» from their lengthp keep 
the thighs and legs warm, there is no occ^ 
fion Cor {lockings 1 nor do they ufe them in 
all the empire. Among poorer perfons on 
a journey^ and among foldiers, which have 
not fuch long gowns, one fees bufkins of 
cotton. 1 have feen pooi pet»plc, ai Naga- 
*{aki, with'focks of hempen cloth, with fotes 
■ of cotton, for keeping tire feet warm in the 
feverefl weather ox winter. 

Shoes, i>r, more properly fpcaking, flip¬ 
pers, are, of all that is worn by the Japanefe, 
the flmplell, the mcaned, and the moil mi- 
ferable, thongh in general vife among high 
and low, rich and |>«or. They are ma e of 
interwoven rice-ftraw 5 and fometimes, for 
perfons nf dillin6lion, of reeds fplit vei7 thin. 
Tlwy confiil only of a foie, without upper- 
leatlier or tjuarteis. Before there pafe over, 
tranfv'crfely, a bow of linen, of a finger’s 
breadth : fiom the point of the (line to this 
how, goe« a tl«n round band, which, run¬ 
ning within the great toe, ferves to keep the 
(hoe fixed to tlic foot. The Ihoe,being without 
cpijiters, Aides, during w'alkiug, like a flip¬ 
per. Ti'civcllers have three bands of tw'ided 
lliMw, by which they faftentlie (line to the 
foot and leg, to prevent its falling off. Some 
carry feverid pairs of (hoes with them wlien 
they undertnke a journey. Shoes may, 
moreover, be huught| at a cheap rate, m eve- 
ty city and village. When it rams, and 
w'hcn tlie roads are miry, thefe flraw-f^qfs 
abforb the moillure, and keep die feet wet. 
On the roads you may every where fee worn- 
out (hocstlirown afidoby iravcllci-s; paiticu- 
larly at the brooks, where iliey caif vvaih 
their feet when they cliange (hoes. In rainy 
and dirty weather, lumps of wood, exc.iva« 
tetl in the middle, with a bow and .1 band 
for the toe, are ufed inftead of fliocs; fo diat 
they can w.alk without foiling their feet. 
Some hav^ the common (Iraw-fhoes faflened 
on fiich pieces of wood, three inches high. 
The Japanefe never enter their houfes with 
fhoes, but put them off in the entrance, or 
on a near the entrance. This 

precaution is taken for the fake of their neat 
carpets. During the time the Dutcli refulc 
tn Japan, as they liave fometimes occafion to 
pay Chf natives viflts in clieir houfes, and as 
they have their own apartment at the fadlory 
covered with the fame fort of carpets, tliey 
do not wear European (hoes, but have, in 
tlieir (lead, red, green, or black flippers, 
which can caflly be off at entering in. 
They, however, wear {lockings, with (boes 
. of cotton, fidlened by bi^klei. Thefe (hoes 
- are made in Japan, and may be waflxdwbeo* 
OTcr they bmino dirqr* 


The wsiy of drefling the hair is not lefs pe¬ 
culiar to this people, and lefs univerfally pre. 
valent among them, dian ufe of their 
long gnw'us. Tlie men fliwe the head from 
the forehead to the necldrand the hair re¬ 
maining on the ce(nples,jhd in the nape, is 
well befmeared with jfil, turned upwards, 
and then tied with white paper thread, 
which is wrapped round fei’eral times. The 
ends of the hair beyond the head are cut 
cniifways, about a Anger's length being left. 
Tiii&*part, after being palled together with 
oif, is bent in fuch a manner, that the point 
is brought to the crown of the head, in which 
fltuation it is fixed, by pafling Che fame thread 
round \i once. Great attention is paid to this 
head-drefs; and the hair is (haved every other 
day, that the fprouling |H»ints may 'not dif- 
figure the bald part. Priefts and phyficians, 
w'lth interpieteiA that are not arrived at ma« 
cuncy, make the only exception to this rule. 
Priclls .ind pliyficians (have the whole liead, 
by which they are diflmguiflied from all other 
ranks; and interpreters retain all their hair 
till the beard begins to appear. Women, 
except fncli as happen to be feparated from 
their hufbands, (have no part of their head. 
Such a iierfon 1 b.id occafion to fee at Jeddo* 
She was w.inJcring about the country, anti, 
wicii her bald licut, looked paiticularly ill. 
Other women turn their hair upwartls with oil 
and vifcid fub(tance'^,r(imetimcs quite clofe>to 
the head, and at others fpread out at the Tides 
in the ^ form of wingi. The unmarried arc 
frequently diflinsuilhed by thefe wings. Be¬ 
fore the knot is placetl a broad comb, which, 
among tlie lower fort, is of japanned wood; 
but, among the higher, of tortoife*(heII. 
Some wear flowers in their hair i but vanity 
lias Dot yet led them to load their cars with 
ornaments. 

The head is never covered with hat or 
bonnet in winter or in fummer, except when 
they are on a journey; and then they ufe a 
conical hat, made of a fort of grafs, and fix¬ 
ed with a ribband. I have feen fuch a hat 
worn by fi(hern1^n. Some travelling wo¬ 
men, who are met on the ro.*ds, havu bon¬ 
net like a fliaving-bafon inverted oifRie head, 
which is maile of cloth, in whicli gold is in- 
temoven. On otlier occafions, their naked 
heads are preferved, both from rain and the 
fun, by umbrellas. Travellers, moreover, 
have a fort of nding-coat, made f>f thick pa¬ 
per oiled. They are worn by the uppe/ fer- 
vants of princes, .and the fuice of other travel¬ 
lers. I and my fellow-travellers, during our 
journey to court, were obliged to provide fuch 
for our attendants, when we paffod through 
Che place where they are made.

The boitfes arA in general, of wood and 
.plaftcTi whitewafhW on the outfide, fo os 
perfectly to refcmhlV a houfe built of Aone. 
The beams are all perpendicular and hori- 
aoinal; none go in an oblique dire^on, as 
clfewhere i? ufual in huufes conlh uifted of 
fttcb materials. Between the pieces »f tVoodi 
which are fqunre, and but tiling hamimos 
are iiKerwovcn, which are afterwards plaf- 
tered with a mixture of clay, land, and 
chalk. Thus the walls are not very thick, 
bat, when whkeAvalhed, they make a tolera¬ 
bly good appearance. Tliere are no parti- 
,tMiii-walIs within the houfe ; it is fupported 
by upright pieces, which, at the ceiling, 
.and at the floor, have crofs-pieces paifng 
between them w'ith grooves, which after¬ 


wards ferve for jwning the rooms. TI« 

wholct houfe, at hrfl, makes but a Tingle 
room, which can be, parted into feveral, 
fiiding-boards in the^ grooves of the ciofs- 
pieces. They ufe, for this purpofe, thin 
boards varniOied over and cove^ wkh thick 
opake and painted paper. The ceiling is 
made of boards jointed clofe together; but 
Che floor, which is always elevat^ above the 
ground, coiififls of loofe planks. The roof 
confUls of tiles, made iu a peculiar manner, 
very thick and heavy. The meaner houfts 
are covered with flabs, upon which an heap 
of dunes 15 laid to fix them down. 

The houfes commonly coufid of two do¬ 
ries, of which the upper is feldum inhabited f 
it is very low, and fei'ves for a lumber-room. 
The houfes of the rich and great are larger, 
and make a greater fhew than Chofe of 
others; but they are not above two doiies, 
or at mod twenty feet in height.

I AST night, at the Club, Tom Triplet 
j dunned iiS all wuh his vocifsn»us ciiti- 
dfm. A few evenings before lie hail pro¬ 
duced an mle, which he faid was written by 
a yvning nian m the country i but w hich every 
one prefent UifpeAied to be his own. Our 
Z''rtn’», pick Pidicb, pafTed fevcral cutting 
obiervatioui: u^mn it, every one «if which evi¬ 
dently cot Mr. Triplet to the quick. He 
Chen turned his tale, and, recovei ing him-. 
Idf, faid he hail only Afcnl)ed the ode to a 
ymtffg man that he might hear our opinions 
on it, but that in reality it was written by a 
young lady, whofe old maiden aunt, as it con¬ 
tained a family compliment, was deflrous 
to have a few copies of it printed, and had 
fn»t it bi him to get ir corre^lcd for that pur¬ 
pofe. He was under obligations, he 
addc<j. to the old Kidy, and would he happy to 
ferve : then archly turning to >.is old 
Magontd Pick Piflich, and claiming his 
frtcndfhip from his former profefiions, begged 
bis aflrdancc in correding the young lady’s 
ode, as be now called it. Pick was a little 
puzzled at this reipien—^Rather than mend a 
line of It, lie would have fat a whole winter- 
night on the cold ground.—At tait, looking 
aery ferious, Mr. Triplet, fays he, 1 will tell 
yvm afahle. " Ao^untryman wIk> was very 
fond tff bis bees, took great |deafure in feeing 
them rove from flower to flower. White 
beihoi mw day obferving his little chy- 
tmhiekT bee lighted od a certm 


fuhflance which a dog leaves behind him.» 
You enrfed fool, cried the farmer, do you 
think to make honey of that ^ ])|4 you fhnii 
not fpoil mv hive; and inftamly he trampled 
tlic pour miflaken aniinai to death.’* Tom 
Triplet felt the .illufion feverely, and flipped 
the ode into his pocket in profound filencc, 
which he pteferved without one effort to 
fpeak during the refl of the evening. Pick 
Piflfch, who ispoflefled neither of my friend 
Tom's ingenuity nor modefly, eageily feized 
the opportunity of his deep filence, and with 
great triumph expatiated on the topics of dif- 
pute which had formerly been between cliem. 
Rhyme, faid Dick, is a vile monkifh inven¬ 
tion, as different from what the ancients called 
rytbtnus^ as Homer's exalted poetry is from the 
fehool-boy ffrains of Virgil. Blank verfe is the 
brighteft glory of our Englifh Mufes; and he 
that cannot r^ it properly ought never to 
open his mouth, when tafte and poetry are 
the fubjedls of convcrfatkin. Mr. Pope ought 
CO have been emetfled for pretending to tnin- 
flate Homer in rhyme t and is certainly, at 
this moment, hung up in a hafkec in Tarta- 
. nu for fo doing, like * Socrates its Arifto- 
phanes's comedy Che Ck^s. As to Vir- 
giPs Eneid, Taco's Jerufalem, and Voltaire’s 
Henriade, it is imp^ble that any man who 
can read and rcllft the Greek, can read ten 
lines of them wlHicrac tuifpOf^able difguft* 
Every thing'Chat is toleraMe in them is bor* 
row^ from iiomer bur borrowed and Oe- 

fleAed 
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flcOcd in (wh a manner as the nHxm bor¬ 
rows and reflects the light of tHe fun. For 
my i>art, I like to drink at the fountain-head; 
the waters of Helicon lofe thmr fpinc» when 
conveyed through the leaden and wooden 
pipes of imitators and tranflators. After all 
fuch evaperatiug and flattening convey ance, 
they may do very well for you, Mr. Triplet; 
but for me, e^oen Milton, with all the advan¬ 
tage of blank verfe, is but like a tin tunnel 
conveying the fmoke, and but very feMom 
any of the genuine fiafties of Homer's fire.-— 
In tliis manner Dick Diftich triumphed over 
his Alent antagouift; and it muft be owned, 
however abruptly be delivered himfelf, he 
fpoke ttie real fenfe of many a mtxlern critic. 
As 1 am rather inclined to think better of 
Virgil and T.*ifl0, 1 ventured to repeat the 
line from Horace at the top of this memo* 
randum, to which 1 was immediately an- 
fwered by tlie following well-known line 
h um Rofeommoo 

It fi $tot Homer noJsf hut we that dream* 

Homer in every infUnce, cried our exult¬ 
ing orator, which dulnefs has called na/>ping, 
is only preparing his audience for a gloriuus 
burft of lightning and thunder, winch his 
feeble Imitatoi's can only emulate by Iquibs 
and crackers.—In (hurt, Mr. Diftich had all 
the triumph and calk to himfelf. Sjpt lafl 
night, as mentioned at the beginning, the 
tuhUs were fadly turned againfl him, Tom 
Triplet liad recovered the fit of ficknefs which 
the damnation of his ode bad given him, and 
came amply prepared to revenge himfelf oh 
Dick Diiiicli, who, when Tom is in fpirits, 
is by no means his match. Without taking 
any particular notice of Difllch, Mr> Triplet 
expatiated on the abfurdity of appealing to 
the pra^fice of Che Greek and Roman poets 
in defence'of Eiighlh blank verfe, Che genius 
of thefe languages not admitting the fmallelt 
cumpai lion. 1 liave often found, faid he, 
chat thofe who are moft fupe^rlious in de- 
fpifiog every thing except Homer in his na¬ 
tive Greek, pretending with what raptures 
tliey reidh him in his own tongue, are fre- 
quw'ntly, on trial, unable to coiiilrue Uirce 
^ lines of that poet together, 1 have alio met 
' with many enthufiafts for the fupenur mufic 
and dignity of blank verfe, who, on trial, 
have been found to have no ear, and were ut- 
tei'ly incapable of reading any one page of their 
admired Parndife ttie Seatons, or the 

Night Thougtus, witii the fmalleft degree of 
tnodulation or liarmony. The vanity of be^ 
mg thought wifer tlian their neighbours, and 
of fuperior laftc, is tlw /ViU o'-the-wify iliat 
leads them on; and pitching on Homer and 
Milton as the objedh of their admiracion, 
they think tb^ cannot be wrong. And right 


as ilicy may be in the eeneral choice, thef 

never drfeend to particulars but tliey are (uro 
to (tumble, and Ihew how mi^ they are ia 
Che dark. My friend Mr^^hfUch, whea 
he was 4II Calk the other firing, afTeciied 
that Virgil and Taifu bomwed every thing 
tliac was tolerable in tb^ works frivn Ho* 
mer; but it was only a# the moon borrows 
her light from the fun, refleAing back a very 
feeble ray of Che original fplendour. Many a 
conceited critic has faid the fame. But after 
all, tl* 4 i£t is not aUereitv—And the fading 
thac^Virgil, in his Hell and Elyfium, and ia 
many inferior places has lighted a toi^ at 
Homer’s candle that has outblazed die origi¬ 
nal light. And there is one great fault that 
occurs, on every opportunity to admit iC, in 
Homer i a fault th.it would nigh damn any 
modern piodudlion; 1 mean the wretched 
nunuer in which he acquits himfelf in his 
duels. After the grandell; preparations that 
can be imagined ; imagery, rimilies, and de- 
fcripcion of the iioblell kind exhaufted, what 
a wretched hgure do his heroes make la 
Angle comb.it!—They lirll hurl their lances at 
one another} fo far it is well; then they dnw 
their (words, but do nothing with tliem; and 
then they throw (tones at one another, and 
feem afr.iid to come wichm each other's reach : 
and then, if they happen to furvive fu*:b a 
dteadfiil umhat, they Cell long ftories to one 
another. When Hsdlor is like cube mafWad 
by Achillea at lance and javelin tofliug, he 
draws his^fwnrd, and fliCb at his enemy as an 
e.iglc on his prey; but we hear no more of the 
fwiird, hut And He£lor immediately tugging at 
a huge (liMid th.it ten men of Homer's diys , 
could not inife, while Acliilles looks on quite 
idle tiU Hedlor Ins time to throw it at liim: 
he then ret^^n^ the complimeiiC m kind. 
Hedlor then lakes to his hsels, and runs iC 
JCiift twelve miles at fuiJ fp^^td. with Achilles 
after him, diawu by his immortal horfes. 
Nay, fniile iHJt at the uve'.vc n:iles, laid Mr* 
Triplet; for city of tour miles in circumfe¬ 
rence could lurciy ct .u.iiii tlic iiilMbitaoCs 
given to Tro\ by IXomvi*; y*;t He£lor mult 
run tiirce times round i:b;;fure Achdlcs'siin^. 
mortal liorfes can come up w'ith hiilf^nd

deny it. Hiftory\'ves us very different de« 
Icripttons of the cik^bats when heroes met 
io battle. When ^yllus, the fon of Xeno¬ 
phon, killed Epaminondas, at the battle of 
Mantmea, there were no long talcs told to 
each ocher; there was none of Homer's 
trifling between them. To fay ttiatjkimer 
deferibed his Tingle combats from real prac¬ 
tice i> ju(t the lame as to fay, chat ,a man al* 
ready overpowered in the conflidl could yet 
run twelve miles, or more, ere the Aeecelt 
borfes of the age, for fucU are thofe of Achil¬ 
les defenbed, could overtake him. Uar 
is Homer kus happy in his long tales, often 
fo abfiirdly told by his lieioes in the heat 
of battle. Prejudice itfelf, if not downright 
wilfully blind, mult own, tluic the nanative 
of Eneas to Dido, long as it is, is animated 
tbrougliout, and that the interef) riles to the 
end in a maflerly manner. But w'hat are 
Homer’s tales f They all either want interefl, 
or propriety of introduAion ; and if we will 
allow ouifelves to judge from what we do 
feel, wflf iDuft pronounce them cirefome. 
‘What reader has patience cn get through the 
long old man's goflippiog ftui7 which Phx- 
oix tells Achilles, and with which one 
of the moft interehing paru of the Iliad, 
the refufal of Achilles to be reconciled to 
Agamemnon, is moll difagreeably**fut pen¬ 
ded > The other evening, when 1 ventured to 
^ite Horace for faying Chat honcjl Homer's mule 
fometimes fell afleep, 1 was pertly aufwei ed, 

Jt is net Hmer mdsj but w that dream. 

The fame critic has faid, 

“ When Virgil feems to trifle in a line, 

*Tis lo>t the prelude of fome grand delign/' 


For my part, I have no fuch blind eomplat- 
lance to either Virgil or Homer. I flatter 
myfelf that L can both fee and reliih their 
beauties; but no cooi.brained man will turn 
knight-errant, as many of their Critics Itave 
done, to defend their faults. And fo far are 
thofe parts of Homer which have been called 
nodding^ from being defigned only to prepare ' 
his ai^ience, as Mr. Diftich and many a 
doughty critic have aflferted, for a glorious burft' 
of tliunder and lightning, that the very contra¬ 
ry IS the fadl. All the thunder and fublimity 
are exhaufted in the grand preparation with 
which he introtiucesmore circumflanres than 
his Tingle combats: for often, after raifing 
the expedtnion to the very higheft pitch, then 
comes Homer's ji and the reader is left dif- 
.*ipl>oirited and chagrined, in proportion as he 
eiittied intu the Ipiric of the fublime intro¬ 
duction. When Hedtor lias flormed the 
Grecian camp, and is on the point of burning 
their (hips, Che ctuiiictl of the Grecian chiefs, 
who are tired outf and moflly woimdeil in the 
day’s battle, is defenbed with the mod folcmn 
importance. They are lofl in terror, and 
knnw nut what to do in this their mofl dan¬ 
gerous and critical emergency. The wnfe 
VlyiTes nfes Co fpeak; all is attention; even 
the Gods ftoop down from Olympus to hear 
what he has got to fay. And what is ic?^ 
Why, truly, w hat is only fit for aburlefque 
poem.—-Confider, fays he, my friends, 
thatAghting requires flrength, without which 
we are fure to be vaoquifted. Strength de¬ 
pends on (he animal Ipirits, and ihofe arife 
frdm good living; from porkers* chines and 
bowls of generous wine : tkprefure, 1 advife 
you to |x>flpotie Aghiing of Hedtor, and le t 
us go to Tapper.-Such is the argu¬ 

ment of thefjpeechof Ulylfes, introduced with 
all the preparatory importance and grandeur 
of which the fublime genius of Homer was

tion. The Italians, at this day, call their 
noblell breeds, l^azza gtntUe, Genthman is 
undeiftood in this fente, fignifying a perfon 
of better bath and family. 

Palfreyi were an elegant and cafy fort of 
hoi fes; w'liith for their gentlenefs and agree¬ 
able paces, were ufed upon common occa- 
fiuns hy iinliLary perfuns and others; who 
referved their great and managed horfes for 
battle and the tournament. Their pleafmg 
s|uahtie!s foon recommended them to the fair- 
fex, vvlio, having no coaches, ufed thefe 
p.dfi'e)'5, and always travelled on horfe- 
bark. 

Hobys were ftrong ndlive horfes, of rather 
a fiuall fize. Ttiey are reported to be 01 iginally 
natives of Ireland, and w'ere fo much liked and 
ufed, as to become a prove) bial expreflion fi^r 
any tiling of which people are extremely fond.

XII. The painting rays of glory round

XIII. John th6 EvangeliH painted young, 
while writing his tiofpel, which he wrote, 
as fome fuppofe, at ninety years of age; but 
all agree, when be was very old. 

XIV. To ridicule the Chriflians, fome one 
rrprefented a perfon in a gown, with affes’ 
eaiSf and one foot hoofed, holding a book in 


his hand, with tliefe words atulemoath, Deut 
Cbrifiiannriem Ononchgfis, tt This was that 
Aoah that found the mules in the wildemef$, 
as he fed the affes, of Zibeoji his father.*’—^ 
What they faid of Anah, they aferibed to 
Mofes I and afterwards froip the Jews to 
the Chiiftians, as Selden tells us, De Diis 
Syntag. II, Vof, de Idol. lib. iii. c. 75. 

XV. Without any authc^ty or reafon, 
they reprefent Jofeph, the huOxind of thet 
Virgin Mary, as an old man. 

XVI. In the Virgin Mary's Conception, 
fome reprefent Chrill as an infant defcetiding 
from heaven, bearing his crofs in his hand $ 
which, in pit!:lure, is the very fenfe of the 
Valentiniau hcrefy. 

XVII. In the piAures of the Nativity, 
an ox and an afs are reprefentea feeding ac 
the manger, which arofe probably from the 
falfe cranllatiun of the LXX. Hab. iii. 2. If 

medio duorum ani» 
malium cogK^i>.ns, Jeiom, according to the 
Hebrew, renders 172 medio annornm vtuifiias 
tllud. Vide Caf c. Baron. Exerc ii. § ii. 
From this, joined to If. iii. i. the ox knc’ivs 
his ownevy and the afs his mtjiers cribf arofe 
the culiom of placing thofc two animals as 
guclls nc that folcmnity. ^ 

XVI IT. The Magi who came to Chrill ere 
reprefented as Kings with crowns on their 
heads, and to have been three only in rmdl- 
ber, and one of them of a tawny complex¬ 
ion : for none of which circumllances w'e 
have any authority. 

XIX. Simton, Matt. ii. 25. is pidlurcd 
* in the habit of a pried, and blind, againd all 
authority, as Bp. Montague obferves, Ong, 
Eccl. part i. p. j6i. 

• XX. Matt, iii. 4. Mark i. 8. John the 
Bnptitt is ufually painted as a fatyr, with the 
(kin of a camel thrown over him. But he 
had probaby a coarfc veftment made of c.i- 
mel's hair, as Reza maintains, and Luther's 
verlion exprelTes it. 

Matt. iv. 6. Our ii.ivioiir is reprefented 
as fer by trfe devil oh a ftwrp fpire f of the 
Temple! bat as the rooft of the Jewilh 
, houfes were fl.it, fjrrounded with a paia- 
pet Willi, fo probably a parapet wall was car¬ 
ried round the temple, for ornament’s fake, as 
Grgtius obferves on Dcut.xxii. 8; and Chrnl 
probably was placed within-fid^ of that wall. 

XXI. The piihiten reprefent the boufes 
of the Ifraelires with flant roofs, like our mo¬ 
dem ones, diredlly contrary to the command 
given them, Deut. xxii 18. Whence we 
often flnd'menriun made*or walking on the

B«c he would hardly have come agaiiii if he 
had been fcourged away by the fervants. 

XXlll. Matt, xxt. 21. At Chrift's pro. 

, ceUion into Jerufalemi boughs and the cloches 
of the populace are reprefenud (Irewed under 
Che feet of the afs; but chat, as Lightfooc ob* 
fervesi would r:Liher have made Che afs to 
{tumble. It is probable, therefore, that they 
built fmall houfes on the road-fide with 
bouglis, and covered them with their gar¬ 
ments, as was ufual on the feaft of Taber* 
nacles. Lightfooc Uor. Hebraic, in Match. 

XXIV. Chrift is reprefentedat ta¬ 
ble witli his guefls the difciples, Matt. xxvi. 
and John, like an infant, before him, in Ids 
bofum. But the Jews, ic is well known, 
like the Romans, ufed at rhi< time to eat 
lying along, as appears from the words 
KvaxticOcci and Kc^UKXivtff^M ufcd in the 
N. T. and from Lazarus being faid to be car¬ 
ried to Abraham's bofum, Luke xvi. 12. 

XXV. The bread which Chnlt broke with 
Ills difciples, Matt. xxv. 26, is often repre¬ 
fented as a piece of a great loaf. But the Jews 
ufed at their meals fmall loaves, or manchets, 
as we find from the mention of breaking then; • 
fo often mentioned, as Matt. xxvi. 26. Mark 
vi. 41. vii. 10, &c. and from ttie fragments 
which were left, Matt. xiv. 20. xv. 37. 

XXVI. In the monallery of St. MSry 
Magdalen at Madgeburgh, Chrifl is repre¬ 
fented ^iiig donvn in a brook full of fharp 
Rones. A conceit formed from John xviii. 

1, He nuentfurtb vtUh hit diJii^Us ovet the 
brook Cedron ; and Pfal. cx. 7. HeJ}'>all drink 
of the brook in the vtay ; which k no fupport 
for the painter's fancy. 

XXVll. Some painters reprefent ChriR 
fcourged with rods^ othei's with thongs or 
fcourget^ Matt, xxvii. 26. Mark x. 26. 
Luke xii. .33. That the former are wrong 
is clear, from the word in the text 
Matt, xxvii. 26* Mark xv. id.and 
Luke xvii. 33* wliich denote fcoutges, not 
rods, Ic is faid that the Jews ufed oni]ii 
fcourges, Buxtorf, Syn. Jud c, xx. And 
tlwugh the Romans ufed rods, wicnefs that 
form, L. liffor coUiga nMius, eaput ohuhito, 
viROis cjXDiTo; yet this form was left off 
in time, Cie, fro Mahirio Cof. and fcoui^ing 
was introduced in later times. ’ Stmdnm eftf 
PUatum f^omanorum iegihutjndiciitm 

fuihus faneitfem oratf Mi fui cmcjfyitur 
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plaoillu vorhtreiiit. Rich. Montacut, 
Orig.

In this feene of the fcourjnng, two execa- 
tionen are reprefented as ^forming the aA | 
whereas, according to tlb Roman cuRom, 
only one w.-is employed, as appears from the 
form before cited; and according to the Jew- 
kh likewife, as Buxtorf thews from the 
Mifbna# According to which likewife tlte 
pillar,* to which the criminal was bound, was 
only about a cubit and a half; not of that 
length in which it is ufuaJly painted. 

XXVIII. Some reprefent ^riRand Simon 
the Cyrenian both bearing the crofs at once, 
exprefsly againR the narration in MaU« 
xxvii. 32. 

In fome piftures the crofs oa which Chrifl 
is crucihedj is reprefented like a capital T» 
w'ith the upright beam not proje6liiig above 
the cranfverfe; which, though it was the 
form of fome crolfes, was not fo of our Sa¬ 
viour's, according to JuRin Martyr; and fee 
Lipfius de Cruce. 

Another miRake is committed when they 
reprefepc the feet of ChriR faRened to the 
crofs Wuch one nail only; 1. e. with three nails 
in all, two through the liands, and one through 
the feet: whereas Irenatus, JuRin Martye, 
Cyprian, Nonnus in Paraphr. p. 230, ver. 
37, expreLly mention four nails. And the 
fame method is atteRed by Plautus ;

Ihty are, they (hall be related with fidelity. 

Florio was a young, and moft accomplifii- 
ed Officer, in one of our marching regiments. 
Soon aftei'tthe commencement of the Ameri¬ 
can war, when every nerve was exetted, but 
exerted in vain, to rear llie ftandard of 
triumph over our revolted colonies, it was 
his lot to be ordered into Wales^ as the com¬ 
mander of a little recruiting party; and it 
was bis lot alfo to be ftacioned it a town little 
diftaot from the abode of the fair Lucilla, 
tlie only daughter of a gentleman of the very 
firft confequence in the county of—~—. 

It was at a private ball chat they firft met; 
and if ever a love at fir^fght could bejufti- 
fied by the laws of either prudery or prudence 
it feems to be in the cafe of Florio and Lu¬ 
cilla. Formed as it were by Nature for 
each other, their eyes no fooner met than 
whole volumes of love w^re mutually, but 
infenfibly,, exprefled by them.

nounce hinifelf a lineal defeendant from it, to 
the as vif.onary aho.

In the mean while, Florin was a daily vi- 
fitor of tl^e old gentleman, with whom he 
fo highly ingiatiated himfelf, that he undd 
have obtained from him almofl any gift, but 
the only one for which hii> foul panted—the 
gift of his Dauciiter.—I n this gift a fup- 
}H>fcd cof taffiinati'fn of bloi d of iUi ancient 
liiiton would luive been mcUided; and too 
well did our lover know', that, (hould he

VVliac was to be dune}—Lucilla could 
not live but in the prefence of her 'Florio t 
and the idea uf leaving behind him his Lu-

our enamoured hero^^-^ircumflanced as th^ 
were, from the or, at befl, the ah/ufd 
and worldly, prejudices parent, whofe 
bread had long been in(<(ffiible to all the foft 
emotions that flow {ro^'love, they confulteil 
their hearts, and dete^ined to foltow lovds 
dilates i that is, pkAnly to exprefs it, to 
LLovE, and feek'for happinefs in each 
ocher, even at earth's utmuft verge, (hould 
Fate conduA them thither. 

On the eve of her departure, Lucilla 
^wfoft a letter to her father, conjuring him 
in the mod endearing terms of filial duty and 
tendeniefs, not to reproach her for an aAion, 
wliich, as being unavoidable^ (he trudfed 
was in icfelf blnmcUfi ; an atfliun, which 
would he no wife painful to herfelf, farther 
than as it might alarm a rigid but afle^ion- 
ate parent fur the fafety of a beloved child i 
on which head, however, he might redper- 
fiiftly eafy, fmee, having committed herfelf 
t«) the proteftion of a man of virtue, her 
own virtue, as hitherto, would, and (hould, 
remain inviolate. 

By fume means, an anonymous copy of 
this letter found its way into Che London Pam¬ 
pers : and fo elegantly, yet mydenoufly, was 
It wotdeil, Chat in every polite circle it bt» 
crime the topic of admiration, conjecture, and 
tnquivy.

The Colonel under 
whom Florio ferved, was umverfaity pro¬ 
nounced a man of the firiffefi honour; and 
yet k was oniverfally acknowledged alfo, that, 
in hk tranfadiions with the Lauie^ there 
OQuld not exift a man more unprincipled. 
Not for the world wc^uld he injure one of his 
own fex— ht inwjcnd not toifh hit 
iPLXASVRts; but a woman — a helplefs, 
htautif^l woman—be fcrupled nut uniformly 
to oonfider as his lawful prey. 

Hardly bad the artlefs Lucilla arrived, 
when, viewing her with the eyes of a lafci- 
vious voluptuary, the dxmon of mifehief 
pointed her out to him as a precious objedl of 
deftrudlion.-<-Who fo pol.te to her, fo atten¬ 
tive to tier hufband, as the ^alUnt Colonel 1 
•^Lucilla thought him a jewel oi a man; and 
Florio, unftifpiciousas herfelf, actually confi- 
dered him as a father.

«ioft unfollied matron of ancient Rome, 
whil« k was Rome's booR clut ihe was 
Virtuous. 

Over all tbe nifiduous matuurttrts of the 


undoer of her peace ihe nobly triumphed f 
and the Coloucl^ mortified at the idea of being 
thus fpurned at, hjffied and defied—defied too 
by a •^oman —prefentfy contrived to level tho 
whole fury of a heart fraught with difap- 
point meiit and revenge at the lucklefs Flo- 
no, to whom neverchelefs he bore no en« 
mity, farther tlun as he appeared to be the 
only impediment to the completion of his 
wi^es. 

By accident, one day, the unhappy youth 
—in anxioufly fearching for a few fimples, 
which the indifpofed ftate of his Lucilla had, 
for feme time, feemed to render neceflary 
for her—unwarily tranfgrelTed 'the bounda¬ 
ries allotted for the Ganifon. — This offence 
—if an offence it could be called—was judg¬ 
ed by the Colonel a fufheient pretext for or¬ 
dering Florio to prifon; and there, from 
tlie vile ftench and dampnefs of the place, 
he was feized with a fever, which commu¬ 
nicating Its baneful^effe^s to Ladlla—whom 
no force could tear, one minute, from the 
loved partner of her bofom — threatened 
foon to put a period to the iiiiferable exifl- 
ence of both. 

While thus they remained in a dreary 
dungeon, opprefled with ficknefs, and barely 
permitted to breathe, a letter was fccretly 
conveyed to Lucilla from the detefled author 
of her woes, intimating, that if Ihe lAould at 
length conCent to quit hei' hufband, an cle. 
gant houfc fl^ould be at her command, and 
nothing omitted which tmght promote the 
recovery of her healtli, and Che ellablifhment 
of her happinefs. 

In anfwer to this letter, having with m 
fmall difficulty obtained the alfiflance of a pen

** with all the fplendour the world could be- 
How, if, in order to enjoy fo palti-y a blcf- 
“ fing, I ihould be for<.cd, by facrificing my 
** own honour, to facrifice the honour of my 
** hufband .—Think n<x—vainly think not, 
chat the principles of an incoiTuptible inte- 
** Srity, and the pangs infeparable from a 
fenfe of unmerited oppreiTion, may not ex- 
lit together in one bofom—the bofom, loo, 
of a weak and unbefriended woman!-« 
"Yes, wretched feducer, ip mine they do, 
" in mine they Jhall exift, while 1 exift eny- 
felf,—The infults J liave experienced from 
you are the more bafe, as my heart tells 
me, and you muft yourfelf be confeious, 
•* that in the whole of my eondudi 1 never 
** betrayed the leaft indiferetion, wluch could 

poffiUy 
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poflfiMy encounge you to imagine me ca-. 
** pable of indulging a thought incompatible 
« with innocence, or injurious to my Florio. 

^^-Geafe, then, to aggravate my woes with 
** importunitiest odious to me as they are in- 
« famous in the fight of Heavenand, above 
all, let me conjure you avoid my pre/ence.’^ 
<< Enfeebled as this hand ii, ami little capable 
of affording afliftance either to my hofband 
« or myfelf, yet fncrvtd by defptration) it 
** might, perhaps, be raifed with fatal ven- 
geance againft the molt 'abandoned of men, 
* (hould he dare, even in her dying moments, 
to approach the eyes of 

Lucilla." 

This letter fpoke daggers to the vet y foul 
of the Colonel.—His Ivait. naturally Iiumane, 
and nut yet wholly lofl to the cliarms of in • 
nocence--'to every fencimenc, m fine, th.it 
cundicutes the man of real probity and ho¬ 
nour—was now torn with remorfe: nor could 
he obtain a moment's reft, till, (yielding to 
the innate though long ferverted iiohleiiefs of 
difpofition) he had difpatched «i written mef- 
f.ige to the virtuous heroine, humbly begging 
her pardon, and the pardon of her injured 
hufbaiid, for his paft behaviour; and decl.ii mg 
Co her, in terms of the mod Utter contrition,

that 'till that moment he knew not the mili^ 
of a fex, to which fhe was herfdf an onuh, 
merit, and to which, he blufhed to confers, ai 

length, he had through life^ed, but mtoh*

With this melfage he^dnt an order for tlte 
immediate releafement n Florio, as alfo |M^ 
fitive dire£lion$ Co afibn both Lucilla apd liim 
every indulgence an^accommodacion which 
their Hlnefs might require, or which, at leaiV 
the fituation of the garrifun would permit. 

It was iikewife his intention to pcocure 
ford^lorio, without delay, the command of p 
ctimpany. But, alas 1 this intention was ren-^ 
dered fruitUfs by tlie tcrminacicn of the fever, 
which ftill continued to prey U]X)n them, and 
which,,the very week after this fuitden re* 
verfe in their fortune, carried [hem both off, 
within two hours of each other, leaving to 
their dep.irted fouls this fingle confolatiun (if 
a confolation it could be to them in Heaven), 
that their remains were ddtined to be in-

terred in one grave, am'dft the figlis and Ja- 
mentatlnns of the moft numerous concourfe 
of fpedtaturs that ever graced the funeral of a 
deferving and truly maityred pair.

1 will inferC 
tlwm, becaufe he did fay fo* This is the di- 
flich given me by Sir Lucas, to whom 1 owe 
more folid obligations, no lefs tlian the power 
of thanking him for the life he faved, and

Dr.Johnfon was liberal enougli in grant- 
'tng literary alEllanoc to others s innumerable 
are the.preraces,*rermonsi ledlures, .’uid deili> 
cntions he made for people who begged of 
him. Mr. Murpliy related in his «atKl my 
bearing one day, and he did not deny it, that 
when Mr. Murphy joked him the week be¬ 
fore, for having been fo dUigeitt between 
Dodd's Sermon and Kelly’s Prologue, that 
Dr. Johnftm replieil, ‘‘Why, Sir, when they 
come to me w'ith a dead llay-maker and a 
dying paifon, what can a man do lU 
Jaid, however, that ** he luted to give away 
any literary performances, or even to foil 
them too cheaply. The next generation, 
added he, will accufe me of reducing the price 
of liceraiure's one luces, behdes, ever to give 
that which one lias been accuHomcd to fell : 
Would not you, Sir, (earning to Mr. Thrale) 
rather give away money than ferttr 

Miscellaneous Authors. 

When he talked of au/foff, his praife went 
to what wasufefulon common occafions, and 
obfervant on common manners. For example, 
voT the two laji^ but the two volumes of 
he pnzed<—*for give me a, fick^bcd 
and a dying lady, and I’ll be pathetic mvlelf. 
Hwi Hichatiijen bad picked the kt^nel nj /{/V—

fpearc, he faid, Corneilie is to Shaklpcare, 
as a clipped hedge to a fored.” 

Of Steele’s Eflays he faid, they were too 
thin for an Engtifhman’s Mfte; like tlie light 
French wines, they turn four for want of 
Mu as tiny call it. 

Rofe, of Hammerfmitli, talking of Scotcli 
writen, and extolling Fergufon fur hh new 
manner—Jnhnr4)n faid, do .not fee the

He never deTired, he faid, to hear of tlie

SOME ACCOUNT with REGARD to the TRAVELS of JAMES BRUCE, Efq. of 

KINNAIRD. ^ 

^Said to be written by the Hon. DAINES BARRINGTON, Efq.] 


T he many voyages for the better know¬ 
ledge of the glcdie we inhabit have been 
one the ftiBinguilhed glories of the 
prefeoC reign. 

Mod of thefe, however, have rather been 
undertaken to explore very difUnt Teas and 
coafts, tl)an to procure information with re¬ 
gard to the interior parts pf. the four great 
contments. 

In Europe even, we are not fo^ell ac¬ 
quainted with diftridts which belong to the 
Turkifh empire, as we fhoutd be ; and we 
are flill more ignorant in the Aiiatic (quarter, 
of that immenfe tradl which lies between 
Thibet and the N. £• extremity. 

As fpr South-America, we muft be chiefly 
contented with fuch opportunities of accefs as 
the jealoufy of the Spaniards will fometimes 
indulge to the curiofity of Che French, tliough 
fuch refearcbes are always denied to Engliih- 
men. 

The more interior payts of Afrjp, how¬ 
ever, are equally open to every Buropean na- 
provided it contains traveHers of enter- 
prize an&'vhilities ; and in this divifiqn of the 
globe the admifiion to Abyflinia hath gene¬ 
rally been fuppofed to be the moft difficult. 
}t if therefore much to be regretted, that 
when an Englifhm.m (fo eminently qualified 
as My, Bnicc) hatli made fo long a refidence 
in this unfri»]upnted empire, that the public 
ibould not hare yet received the very inte- 
refting information from him, winch he is 
pertalnly enabled to give them. It is much 
to be IWfd, indeed, that the profpe^ of this 
fqmmpalcatioB is a difhpt one, and peybaps 


only to be expedled after Mr, Bruce’s death, 
which both his make and health feem to re« 
move the danger of for feveral years, 

A late traveller, however, the Baron de 
Tote, hath infinuatcd, that Mr. Bruce was ne¬ 
ver at the fonrees of the Nile, becaufe Mr» 
Bruce's fervant (who was with him in Abyf- 
finia) faid at Cairo, that he never accompa^ 
pied his mafier to any fuch fpot. 

If, therefore, this infiqu.ition continues un« 
icqntradidlcdias well as many other repot ts to 
the prejudice of our very di(lingu!(hed tra¬ 
veller, the publication (whenever it may take 
place) will not receive the epnre credit, 
whibh 1 am perfiudyd it will moft amply 
deferve. 

Having therefore lately procnreil the means 
of difproving this mpfi ill-foundedinfinuaiion 
of the Baron Tott, as well as fome other ob- 
jedlions which have been circulated againft 
the credit of Mr, Bruce’s mucb-iq-bp-expedt- 
ed narrative, 1 ttiink that it is right fuch in¬ 
formation (hould be early laid before* the 
public. 1 mufi, at the fame time, pyemife, 
that though 1 have the honovu* to bp kuowu 
to Mr. Bruce, yet opr acquaintance if not Pf 
the moft intimate kind, nor have I feen hint 
for feveral years. He will not, moreover, 
receive the mpft difiant intifnatipn of wliat \ 
am nowpublilhing, otltepvife the defence (if 
any is requifite) wotdd be infinitely more 
Rrong and accurate.

How long he continued in Africa I have 
not had the opportunity of proem ing intWma- 
tion ; but having intentions afterwards of vi* 
ficing Palmyra, he was (hipwrecked 011 the 
coaff of Tunis, and plyndered uf every thing 
by the barbarous inliabitants. 

The moft diftrefling part of the lofs was 
probably that of his inftruments, fo necelfary 
to a fcientific traveller ; and though he after¬ 
wards procured fume of thefe, yet others 
(t^articiilarly a quadrant) could not be reco¬ 
vered, 

Mr. Bruce, howe\»er, determining to re¬ 
pair this lofs as fiK.n as polTihle from France, 
fo much neater to him than Englnnd, was fo 
fortunate as to he provided witli a time piece 
and quadrant from that quarter j!. 

^\^^e he continued after his flhpwreck 
I have not heard, with any degree of ac¬ 
curacy; but on the 28th of January,' 1768, 
he was at a French houfe in Aleppo, by w'lnch 
route he probably returned fiom Palmyra. 


Where and when Mr. Brace received the 
Frenuh inftruments is nut known s but as he 
was (till bent on vifiting Abypnia, he gave a 
commiflion to Mr. W. Rufl^, F. R. S. § for 
a reAe^ing telefcope, made by Mr. or 
Short ; a watch with a hand to point feconds, 
and the newcR and completed Englifh A(lro« 
nomical Tables, all of wliich were to bo fent 
to Mr. Fremeaux ||, and forwarded to him at 
Alexandria, before Augud. 

On the iQCh of March, 1768, Mr. Bruce 
was al Sidon on the coaCl of Syria and wrote 
to Mr. Ruflel from thence for the following 
additional indruments, viz. A twelve feet re¬ 
fracting Celefcojie, to be divided into pieces of 
three feet, and joined with ferews q|; this le- 
let'cojie was alfo accompanied by two thermo¬ 
meters, and two portable barometers. Mr. 
Bruce moreover informed Mi*. Rulfel, tliat he 
was gqing into, a country (viz. Abylfiuia) 
from which few travellers tiad returned, and 
w'ifhed Mr. Rulfel, or his philofophi^al 
friends, would fend him their defiderata, as he 
was entirely at their fei^ice Mr. Bruce 
added, that if he could not obtain admilfion 
into Ahyflinia, he dill would do his bed in 
the caufe of Science, on the eadern coad of 
the Red S<;a. 

As Mr, Btnce h.id direfted the indruments 
to be ready for him at Alexandria by the be¬ 
ginning of Augudi76S, it is probable that 
lie reached Cairo about tlmt time, fiom

The dilhcuky, however, with regard to 
reaching the fources of the Nile, arifcs prin¬ 
cipally from the uncivilized ftaCe of Abyilinia, 
unlefs the traveller had a proper intrmludion §. 
When once this is procured, all difficulties 
feem to ceafe, as we find by Lobu's || account 
of tins fame difcovery, and likewife by Pou* 


cet’t narrative, who wu preVanl(d iy illoefl 
from vifuing the very fpot, but hath given a 5 
ample relation from ah Abyffiniaoj who had 
often been there. Poncet, moreover, had 
obtained leave from the £mpcror to make 
this journey, which he ftaces as not being a 
diftant one, and that the Emperor hath a 
pjlace near the very fources. 

If it be doubted, whether Mr. Bruce hath 
vifited every fource of the Nile, I anfwer, 
that perhaps no Englilhman hath token this 
trouble with regard to the fources of the 
Thames, which, like moft other rivers, is 
probably derived from many fprings and rills 
in diiTerent diredlions.

It mud he admitted, however, that we owe to the ze.M of the Jefuits, tl)e befi accounts 
we have both of China and Pamgu^. Few laymen have been actuated lo Uiongly for the 
promotion of geography and fcience as Mr. Brube'; and we muff, llierefore, (upon the order 
uf Jefuits being aboUfhed) look up chiefly to Che Millionanes from die Church of the Unitas 
Fratruro, who, chough liffering fo totally in other rcfgeds, feem to have an equal ardour 
w*ith the Jefuits fur inllrudling the inhabitants of countries unfrequented by Kuix/jieaiis.

^H£ learned and ingenious author of thefe 
entertaining Letcers, after giving >1 gene¬ 
ral (ketch of the northern coaR of Antrim, 
ind making fome obfeivations on its ilruc- 
ture and the arrangement of its fplTils, as 
likewjfe of the iAaful of Raghery, which hes 
fix or (even miles ofFibe northcoaft of An¬ 
trim dppofite to Ballycafile Bay, concludes, 
from tbe fame kind of materials being firhi 
larly arranged at equal elevations on the 
main-land and the ifiand, ttiat they were ori¬ 
ginally united, but feparated by fgine^vudci^t 
coavu%)n of nature. 

T^ifbnd is near five miles in tength^ 
and three quarters of a tqile in ^eadth j it 
contains about 1100 inhabitants,'aod is ni- 
' ther over-peopled, as-there Is noconfideiable 
manufa^ure to cAiptoy any {uperfliunis 
haikb. The cultivate part el it produces 
excellent barley} fix hundred pounds worth 
of this grain have been exported from it in 
a plentiful f^eafon s smd upwards of an hun¬ 
dred Coni of kelp haVe bem manufiidiurid in 
a year (rm the fea-weed 6und on Ihe rucks.

Tcribed as being a fimple, laborious, and ho^ 
nefi race of people, puifefling a degree of 
afTedlion for dietr illaad, which to a firanger 
xmy appear furprifmg. They fpeak of lie- 
land as of a foreign kingdom, and have fcarce 
any intercourfe with it. 

“ The tedious proceiTes of civil law, 
Mr. Hamilton obfervei, are little known in 
Raghery 5 tlie fimplicity of their manners ren¬ 
ders the iiverference of the civil magi(\rate 
very unneceffiiry. The feizure of a cow, or a 
borfe, for a few days, to bring the defaulter to 
a fenfe of duty; or a copious draught of falt- 
wacer from the furrounding ocean, in crimi- 
^oal cafes, form the greatefl part of the fanc- 
tbns and punilhmencs of the ifland. If the 
ofifeuder be wicked beyond hope, banifh- 
ment to Ireland is the' dernier refort, and 
frees the community from this pefiilenual 
member, 

« In a fequeftered ifland^ like this, one 
iyottld expedk to find bigntted fuperfiicion 
Aouriih under the aufpices of the Roman 
church I bet tbe fimplici^ of the ifianders 
docs tux fofter any uncharitable tenets 1 they 
are neither gru% fuperQitious, nor rank bi- 

' gots. 
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gois. Of their good will to the elbbllfhed 
church they give an annual proof, rarely 
found in any otlier part of Ireland. When 
they have got in their own harvelt, they 
give the parl'on a day of their hot fes and 
carts, and hnng the entire tytho home to his 
farm yaiil.*^ 

The author next defcnbes Bjltycaflle, tlie 
(late of its manufactories, and collieries, in 
^tliele about twelve years ago, the woi kmen 
unexpectedly, in pufhing forward a new adit 
toward the coal, broke th**()iigh the rock to 
a cavern, which on ex.imination was found 
to ba a complete gallery, carried forward ma¬ 
ny hundred yards, blanching off into various 
chambers, with pilUts left at pmper inter¬ 
vals to fuppurt die roof. The difcoveiy uf 
tills colliery, Mr. Uamilt4}ii thinks, tends 
Arongly to Ihcw, that there was un age 
when Ireland enjoyed a coiifiderableIhnre of 
civiliz.ntion. He further quotes tlie round 
towers of Ireland, of which there'are uj)- 
wards of fifty ttill remaining, whitli .^re on- 
gin.il in thcT kinds, and not inelegant in 
their flrutllvre, ;\s proofs that there were 
public monumerrts in that kingdom before 
the aiiival of the English. To rhefs he adds 
tiie niimeruus inlhimients of |)eaCe and w^tf, 
t^e many cuiious and coflly ornatnenLs of 
drefs daily dug out nf the fields, as irrefraga¬ 
ble teltimunies tiiat t\^ arts once floiir'lhed, 
and that the precious metals were not un¬ 
known in Ireland, Not contenr with ella- 
blifhing the claims (>f the Irilli to Ikill in 
aichitedhire and mechanical works, he w'lth 
tiuly patriotic zeal adduces the authouty of* 
Uie venerable Bede and other ancient authors 
to prove that it was many centuries ago a 
iich and Iiappy kingdom, undilturhed ^y 
tliufebloody wars which harralfed -he roll of 
the woi Id; the feat uf learning and of 
piety. 

Ill his next letter, the author gives the foU 
lowing account uf a fingnlar flying hiidge 
at Carrick-a Uede, and the lalmun^fHhery 
on th.tc coafl.

A pile of fimilar pillars were afterwards 
difeovered fumewhere on the oppofite coafl of 
Scotland, and latitudes and longitudes not he* 
ifig at that time accurately underflood. a con- 

fufed notion prevailed, that this mole was 

once cutitinued acrofs the fea, and joined the 
Irifh and Scottifh cuafls together. 

Towards the end uf the b(t century, the 
Royal Society began to bufy itfelf about this 
Angular and original wonder. But the in¬ 
formations they Weived were impei'feft. 
Dr. 1 Vto]li/,eiix took confiderahle pains to 
procme information concerning this phoeno* 
menun. At his intligatinn, the Dublin So¬ 
ciety employed a painter of fome eminence, 
to make a general Hceich of the coaft near 
the Caufeway ; but neither the talents nor 
fidelity of the artid feem to have been fuited 
to the pui'pofe ef a philmophicai lundicape. 

From tliat period the B.ifalt Pillais palfcd 
almofi unnoticed for half a centniy, men of 
fcience appearing unwilling tu engage \Mtii 
an objedt whiclt had hicrierto bnMed the at- 
'tempts of the ahlefi theorifh. 

1(1 the year 174,0, Mrs. Svif.mnah Di*iiry 
made two very beautiful and correA paint- 
mgs of the Giants Caufeway, which obt.nn- 
cd the picmium for the eucouragtment of arts 
in Irel^id •, and being engraved by an emi¬ 
nent artift, and publilhed, again direified the 
attention of the curious to this antiquated 
fubjedl. Sopn after Di. Fococke made a 
tour, tliroi^h the county bf Antrim, and 
took a general view of the coafi i but not 
content with matters of faCl, he ventured to 
ftart a tlieofy, un.itle to Hand the tefi of a 
critical examinaiiiHi, attributing Che regul;^ 
figure of tlw columns to re^wated precipita- 
•tions of the bafaltes, fuppofed to have been 
once fufpended in a watery medium. 

Mr. Hamilton gives us the fultowing ac¬ 
count of Chefe ftupendous columns : 

The caufeway is generally deferibed as 
a mole or qa-ay projedling from the bafe of 4 
deep promontoi y fomejt^^red fret into the 
f«a...aiid ii, formed of ^rpendicidar pilKirs of 
bai&ltes, which ibTniS in. contadt with each 
other, exhibiting an appearance not muc^ 
^nl.kc ,1 fnlid honeyeombi The pitlaiv aio 
prifms, qf various desomlnaiions. 
' . frorq 
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from four to eight ftdcs ; but the hexagonal 
columns' are as numerous as all the others 
together* 

** On a minute iufpedlion, each pillar is 
found to be fepa|^ble in feverai juintSi whofe 
articulation is neat and compadl beyond ex- 
preifion; the convex termination of one 
joint always meeting a concave fockcc in the 
next; befides which, the angles of one fie- 
quencly (hoot over ttior« of the otheri fo that 
they are completely locked together, and can 
rarely be feparaced without a-fradlure of foitie 
of their parts. * 

** The Tides of each column are unequal 
among themfelves; hut the contiguous (ides 
of adjoining columns are always of equal di- 
menflonSy fo as-tu touch in all their parts. 

Though the angles be of various magni¬ 
tudes, yet the him of the contiguous angles 
of adjoining pillars always make up four 
right ones- Hence there are no void fpaces 
among the bahtltcs, the furfaee of the caufe- 
way exhibiting to view a regular and cum- 
puit pavement of polygon flones. 

** The ontfide covcnrfg is foft, and of a 
brown colour, being the earthy |)arcs of the 
ftone nearly deprived of its metallic prin¬ 
ciple by thea^ion of the air, and of the ma¬ 
rine acid which it receives fi^m the (ea. 

** The leading features of this whole coaft 
are tlie two great promontories of Bengore 
and Fairhead, which Hand at the diftance df 
eight miles from each other; both formed 
on a great and eztenfive fcale, both abrupt 
towards tlie fe# and abundantly expofod to 
obfervationi and each in its kind exhibiting 
noble arrangements of the differetu fpecies 
of columnar bahiltes. 

** Thi former of thefe lies about feven 
miles weft of Ballycaftle, and is made up of 
a number of capes and bays, the tout enfembU 
of which forms wliaC the feamen denominate 
the Mead of Bengore. 

“ The moft perfeA of thefe capes is called 
pleuBcin. Its fummit is covered wiili a thin 
graiiy fod, under which lies fhe natural rcKk, 
having generally an uniform hard fiirface, 
fomevrhat cracked and Ihivered. At the 
^ depth of ten or twelve feet from the fummit, 
this rock begins to aifume a columnar ten¬ 
dency, and forms a range of mafTy pillars of 
bafaltes, which ftand perpendicular to the 
borizoot prefentlngi in the (harp lace of the 
promontory, the appearance of a magnificent 
gallery or c^onade, upwards of fixty feet in 
height, 

<< This cotonade is fnpported on a folid 
bafe of coarfe,' black, irregular rock, near 
ftxty feet Ciuck, abounding in blebs and air- 
boles I but though oumparaiively irregular, 
|t xnay be evidently obliged Uhafiedt a pc;* 
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culiar figure, tending m many places to im 
into regoliff forms, refombliag the ihuecii^ 
of falts, and many other fobftaacei duraig a 
hafly cryftallizatian. 

Under this great bed of ftohe ftaods a 
focond vaiige of piihuis, between forty and 
fifty feet in height, lefs graft, and more 
fharply defined than thole of tbe upper (buy, 
moiiy of them, on a^lofe view, emulating 
even the neamefs of Che columns in the 
Giaiits Caufeway. Thie lower range it 
borne on a layer of red ochre ftene, which 
fe^vA as a relief to (hew ic to great advau* 
cage. 

Thefe two admirable natural galleries, 
together with the iiueijacenc mafs of iirrgu- 
lar rock, form a perpendicular height of <70 

feet, from the bafe of which the promontory, 
covered over with rock and gra(?, flopet 
down to the Tea for the fpacs of 200 feec 
more, making in all a maft of near 400 foet 
in height, w'hich in beauty and variety of its 
colouring, in elegance ami- novelty of ar¬ 
rangement, and in the exCraoidtnary magni¬ 
ficence of its objects, cannot readily be rival¬ 
led by any thing of the kind at preient 
known. 

*■ At the diftance of eight miles from 
heuce tlie promontory of Fairhead raifes its 
lofty Vummit more than 400 feet above tlie 
fea, forming the eaftern termination of Hally- 
caftle bay. It .prefents to view a vaft com¬ 
pact mafs of rude columnar ftoncs, the forms 
of which are extremely grofs, many of tlieca 
being near 150 feet in length, and die texture 
fu coarfe, as to refcmble black fcherle ftone, 
rather thap the clofe fine grain of thb Giants 
Caufeway bafaltes. At the bafe of thefe gi* 
gantic columns lies a wild wafte of natural 
ruins, of an enormous fize, which, in the 
courfe of fucceifive ages, have been tumliled 
down from their foundations by ftorms, or 
foine more powerful operations of nature. 
Thefe mafiive bodies have fometimes with- 
ftood the (hock of their foil, and often lie in 
groupes ami clumps of pillars refemhling 
many of the varieties of artificial ruin«, and 
forming a very novel and ftriklng l.uidfca|)e» 

** A favage wildnefs charaflcrizes tliis 
great promttfitory, at the fooC#)f which the 
pocean rages w ith uncommon fury. Scarce a 
fingle mark of vegetation has yet crept over 
the liard rock to diverfify its colouring, but 
one uniform greyn^fs clothes ttie feene all 
around. Upixi the whole, it makes a fine 
contraft with the beautiful capes of Bengore, 
Whcio the varied brown (hlules of the pillars, 
enlivened by the red and green tints of uettre 
and grafs, caft a degree oriife and cbearfiil- 
neft over the difierent obje^"

ConJu^hd to the bottom of tlie caviiy of the 


pecinl>y as the reader is co ifiderahly afiii^ed 
by references tottic annexed plates, and go on 
to Che Uudlor's account of fonie experiments 
made by him in 1780, on heai ing in water, 
the better to be able to judge of thecffedl of 
found upon the ears. 

For ilub purpofe he employed two bells, 
the foun^ of which he was ufed to; one of 
them a im«dl tea-table bell, the oilier much 
bii;er»nd rhiLker, fo tlwt tlie found of it 
(otild be vei y well heard at the dtfbnce of a 


tympanum, by a chain of fnull bunts, ucd 
together by a reddifli-coloured nicmbnue. 
Tlie innermoft piece, analogous to Km'jhtpti^ 
has evideutiy a mofcle connected to it; a 
large nerve or portio moliti divide:^ t.ic two 
branches, and then enlcvs the hone at the 
hixtom of the cavity of the tympanum, and 
following oneuf ttio branches of tlie nerve:ue 
kd to tlie CQclUa^ whnii is divided into two 
yr<i/.r,eachciintaininga rcddilh coliHiredtuhe 
•afily feparable from the oifcoiu canal which 
contains it. 

“ Following the other branch of t!ie nerve, 
} tdifcrved pai t of the remicirculii canals; the 
membrane of wdncti is very thm, and ad- 
hem to the bone wl'i:h coi tams it, 

^ The Cavity of the tympanum is resnaik- 
abty large, and communicates freely with 
otlier cavities which are analogous to our 
Iruiit. 1 , fphcnoid.il, and maxilhu'y finuGes. 

“ A tube firoilartoour Kuttachh.ii tube, 
or iter a paUto ad aurem, begins towards the 
lower end of the fiitulas thro* w Inch the ani - 
mal refpires, and, contrary to w hut we ob« 
ferve m men and quadrupeds, tnlargcs as it 
runs back towards ^ihe cavity of the tympa* 
tmm, in .which it terminates. 

“ VVliilc, therefore, tlio'c animals float on 
tire furface of the ocean, impredioii is'inadc 
on ihefeveral paits of Clieir eat- in tlie. fame 
nviiueras in man.'* 

From remarkable dift'ciienre of-the 
fire of the caverns which Cotnmuiucate with 
the cavity of the tympanum, the l^lor is 
led to confider, whether the efle£t of tlic 
found upon the ear be encreafed by tlmt cir- 
cuiufiince i or wliether the chief ufe of thefe 
caverns be to render the head fpecifically 
fighter, and like fwimmmgbladiters to make 
At nftt more readily to the furface of the fea i 

Our author next proceeds to del'cribe the 
ear in ajpphibkms animals, particulirly the 
fea tortoife or turtle, previous to tus giving 
of tlie flrudluceof that organ in >the Nantes 
Pinnati and Pifcc'i of Lmna.us, Rut for thei'e 
we mult refer to the work more ei-

W^heii thcle were plunged under water and 
rung, he obierved chat the found of them 
was \ery I'cnrihly gtaver } hut flill the ring* 
iu,; tremor of bjtli f^’asvery dillmguifliablc. 
Oil |Kifiu'iuiug an accuiate experiment, the 
tej-t.ib!ebtll was found in air the higheft G 
of a liai'pfichord ; hut m water it founded a 
fifth falt'e lower, or it founded the C fharp 
undfr the G. 

lie next plunged his head under the wa¬ 
ter u Idle he rung (he bell in the air, and 
heard the found of it diflinftly. As the rone 
of (iie hell is louder aiad more acute in (he 
air than in the water, its found is neceifanly 
better heard when the head of tlie perfon 
making the expeiiment is #ider the water 
and ('he bell above it, than when the lit-U is 
rung under the water while the head is 
above It. 

'ihe Doctor next plunged bis wt^le body 
i^ ith ifie bells, holding their lundles in his 
hauils, under Che water, and tliMi rung them, 
and was furprifed with the louthiefs and dif> 
tin^hi^K of thcii rounds, and cuuld readil/ 
diftingaiUi iheir diflereiit toms. 

In like manner, when plunged under the 
water, he Ihuclf two Itones held in his hands 
againll each other, and was. furprifed with 
the iho k communicated to the cal’s. 

Tins ex])erimenc confii ms Ih. Franklin’s 
opinion, “ That water will convey found 
favclicr ami mure readily than air. He 
thinks he has heard a fmarc llroke of two 
Uones together under water, his ear being 
alfo under water m the fame river, near a 
mile: how much farther it may be heard he 
knows not, hut fuppo^es a great deal farihcr» 
became tlie found did miC feenvfaint, as if at 
a diflance, tike difbint found^^ thro' the aio 
but fmart and flroog, as if p.refent juft at 
the ear ** 

Our author, afterwards, by means of a 
flriug tied to the handle of the largefl bell, 
,and CO an inflated bladder, fufpended Char 
ImU in a very deep poo), fix feet umkr ch, 

furface 
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furface of the water, and took hold of a 
cord twelve yards long, which he had previ* 
oufly tied to the handle. He then*htunged 
under tlie water and pulled tlie cord, and 
found Uie found wasmfUntty conveyed to 
hiS ears. 

He in the Uft place thought of Ci7ing an 
experiment, to determine whether air or 
water conveyed found quickeCl: but there 
being no lake near Edinburgh above 800 
feet broad, he found it impollihle, independ¬ 
ently of the difficult/ of conltruAing a pro¬ 
per appardtus, to perform the experiment in 
a faCisfaftory and decifive way. He, how 
ever, made the following ttial. Recharged 
three EngliOi pint bottles each with about 
ten ounces of gunpowder. He then infeitcd 
a tin tube four feet in length into each bottle, 
and prevented the water from getting into 
the bottle by wrapping a piece of wet blad¬ 
der round the neck 6f ic ^nd the neck of Che 
cuoe which entered into it, -and tying the 
tube and neck of the bottle to each ocher. 

After filling Che cube with gunpowder, 
he fixed to the top of it a piece of match pa¬ 
per, and into the match paper, jufi over 
the top of the tube, he put two ounces of 
gunpowder. 

Ho Chen funk the buttle near the fide of a 
lake to the depth of about two feet, and w'enc 
into the water at the gieaceft ditiance polli- 
bte, which was about 800 feet, and laid 
himfelf on his back in the water, with his 
ears under its An face, and nofe .ind ^eyes 
above ic. The match was then fet bre Co by 
another perfon ; and as it was mi<lnighc/ be 
faw Che flafh of the gunpowder contained 
within the match, and fuun after heard the 
noife of the exploAon of Che gunppwder 
within the bottle. But he found it impoffi- 
ble in this w'ay to determine the velocity of 
(he found with accuracy, the gunpowder 
in Che buttle w'as nut fee file to through the 
Yiihe fo inliantaneoufly as was expedied. 

Fur wa&t of being provided with a proper 
apparatus,, the piece of w^er not being 
of fufficient extent, and the experiment 
too feldom repeated, the only conclufmn the 
profeffor could draw, was, that after the bot¬ 
tle burfi he heard one, but did not hear two 
explofiuns; fo chat the water feemed cu 
convey the found nearly in the fame time as 
the atmnfphere. 

The DoAor propofes the following expe¬ 
riment as mod likely to be fatisfadiory. 
** To fufpend under water, in a broad 
lake, a large and loud founding bell, fuch as 
is ufed in church Aeeples, and for one pec- 
fon CO ftrUco. this with an iron hammer, be¬ 
tween the handle of which and the trigger ti£ 
a mufket, or cannon fired with ar lock, a rope 
was ttretched I whUeaaother sierfonwasfU- 


tioned at thediftance of » anile or more, with 
one or both ears under water." 

By this means, as two very different founds 
would be prodoi^ at the fame inflant, the 
one in air and the other in water, it might be 
ubferved whidi of them ff ruck the ear fooa- 
clt. Befides this, the fl aih (hewing clieex- 
adt time at which the bell was Itiuck, the 
velocity of the found^m the water might be 
accurately determined. 

To this experiment, however, one forci¬ 
ble ^objedtion occurs ill our opinion, which 
ftjemb to have efcaped the Dudtur^ attention, 
viz. chat the found of the gun has to 
pafs not only through the mediutn of aiV, but 
alfo through that ef wa/sr, before It can 
reach the car fup|)ofed 10 be placed under 
water, whereas the found of the bell will 
pafs immediately thio* the fame homogeneous 
medium diredlly to the ear; which difference, 
we apprehend, will prevent the velocity of 
Che ihffeienC founds from being fo accurately 
afcertained ns might be wifhed. 

Ihe tcntli chapter (rents of the feveral 
ways in wtiich the tremor of fonoruus bodies 
is communicated in the diffirrent clafiK of 
animals to the nerves fpread uu the bottom 
of the ear. 

Speaking of the eyes of tiffies, in Che next 
chapter, the Dodlor fays, 

** In all filhes, fo fai as I have obferved, 
the pigment on the inner fide of the choroid 
coat 15 , as in land-animals which feektheir food 
in the night-time, of a bright colour at the 
hottonf of the eye ; perhaps hocaufe tlie light 
ffiikes the bottom of the eye with lels force 
than in the land animals, many of its raysbeing 
intercepted by the water. To .account how¬ 
ever for the different colour of this pigment, 
in the dilferenc genera of animals, feems Co 
be a matter of much difficulty : nay, it may 
be qurlhon, wliether the chief ufes of the 
ctioruid coatip any animal have been clearly 
afceitained; or wliether we certainly know 
m wliat manner the choroid coat is lubiervi- 
enc to the retina. Perhaps .icteniion to the 
powers of the eyes in two animals which 
are mere varieties of the fame fpecies, may 
ferve to throw faither light on this curious 
fubjedf; 1 mean the brown aw rhe white 
rabbit: for in the former the choroid is even 
covered with a dark pigment t whereas, in 
tlie latter, though the choroid coat is as much 
compofed of vcffels as in other animals, 1 have 
found that tlie black paint, tapetum, or inner 
layer of Che choroid, is alcoge^r wanting: and 
hence the volour of the red bldod circulating 
in the vcffels of the choroid,-is feen when 
when we look into the eye, or makes their 
eyes appear red.**

From thefe and other obfervations, the 
Podtor, upon the whele^ concludes, that 
the primary ufe of the almoft completely 
fpheiicai figure of the cryftalline lens of 
^es, or great cenvexity, erpeci.dly of the 
anterior part'of tlwir tens, which lie finds 
projedta in the cod about feven-fiirriechs of 
an inch beyond the iri^ is to take in a large 
field of the obj^s round them $ which wa:; 
particularly nece(pu7, as the motioif of their 
neck is inconfiderable. 

He adds, to enable them with tlie fame 
length of the axis of the eye, as in die qua¬ 
druped, to GoUedt into a focus on the retina 
the rays of lights coming from the denfe' 
medium of water, four chief circumftances 
concur. 

M Id the fiift place we^bferve, that 
their cryftalline lens it more convex, or 
ennipoM of jwrtions of fmaller fptieres, than 
in land-animals. 

In the next place,' have found that 
ftteir cryftalline lent it, hi' cofeefponding

** Thirdly, that the lent in fiihes pnf. 
fofits power of refracting light far bdyond 
what have been calculated by autliors, wlio 
have procaoded on the fuppofition thatthefe 
powere were proportioned nearly to its fpeci- 
fio gravity.

** As 1 did notobforve any other bladder 
connected with the liver, 1 foppofe that Che 
ink is the gall of the animal; yet while Jt 
was detaching the ink-bag and its du6t from ^ 
the liver, 1 did nut obferve that any gall-dufts 
were cut; nor could 1 perceive, on fqueezing 
tlie liver or ink-bag, that any gall or ink 
was effufod. Still, however, confidering 
Che fituation andfconnefllon of the ink-bag, 
th<s is perhaps not an improbable conjecture. 
If fo, we are led a ftep farther. I meaii,tliac 
as in this animal the bile does not ferve any 
of the purpofes cummonly aftigned to k, but 
is thrown out merely to aiTift the animal in 
its e/cape, there is feme reafon to- fufpeCl; 
cliat one principal ufe of tlie liver may be 
tu drain off from the conftitution fome matcei* 
that is Inmful to it, or cliat the bile is an cx- 
crementitious liquor." 

The deferipcion of the anatomy of tlieerj&j- 
ntf5 mnrinMS, or fea egg,«is the laft article in 
*ilKs volume, anJ was read to the Philofophi- 
cal Society of Edinburgh in tlie year 1761, 
This article is fo curious, Chat chough ic will 
be (i^ifficuU, we cannot help attempting to 
abridge ic. 

The (hell of the echinus, the PoAor fays, 

** is covered with^a ikin, and lias many Uxm- 
fand thorns articnlated with it^by means of 
mufcular ligameets# Hence the thorns forve 
in the place of feet j and are fo tenacious of 
their powerr^ that I have fren the pieces of 
a broken fttell Walk off in diften^ direc¬ 
tions.

<< The mouth is fumiChed with fivetitthi 
with large fockets tied to the Ibell by a very 
ttrong mcmbraoc, around which there is pta^ 
ced on tha inner fide of the iheU, an irregu¬ 
lar ftrong circle of cretaceous matter^ from 
4 whicli a pair of mufcies is extended to each 
tooth, and other mufcies join the fockets of 
the teeth to each otlier.*' 

After defcribing the oefophagus the Doc* 
tor proceeds to the roe. which, with the 
inceftlnal tube, he f^ys, are the chief p^ 
which prefent' wkhtn the (hell, and to which 
that part of the (\rufture which is by far tlw 
moft intcrefting to the Phyfiologilt, may be 
conAdered as fubfervienC, Of this he gives 
the following account. 

« Between the inner fide of the (hell, and 
the inteftinal tube and roe, a large quantity 
of watery liquor is lodged, which talles like 
fca-water, and is fecreted from the fea-*vaier 
by means of the following very beautiful 
llru6lure, 

« The (hell of the echinus is pierced with 
upwards of 4,000 holes, difpofed in five 
pairs of rows or phalangesf extending from 
near the outward fides of the teeth to near 
tlie anus. 

<< Thefe boles are difpofed on tlie outer 
fide of the (hell in pairs, and with eadi pair 

an abforbeni veflel correfponds. 

** This abl'orbenc velTel in its collapfed (late 
after the death of the animal is upwards of 
half an inch in length. Its end is covered 
by a Bat place, in the middle of which is a 
hole viAble to tlie naked eye, about the lagth 
part of an inch in diameter. 

« From the outer edge of this pUM a 
number of teeth pngeft, like the teeth 00 
the wheel of a watch. 

The Bat plate is very rough, contains 
fome cretaceous particles, and u^en prefled 
between the fore teeth feels aimottlike a plate 
of talc. 

4 * Ttwduafrom tluspl^to tbefhcU is 
compofed of pale-coloured circular or traof- 
verfe fibres, in fafciculi or bundles, aral two 
fmall bands of fuch cokiured longitudinal fi¬ 
bres are obfervable on oppofice fides of the 
tube.

** The external abforbenC velTel has not 
only the appearance of being mufcular, but 
contra^ fuddenly when touched with fea- 
falt;*aDd like an earth-worm, or the priv 
bofeis of an elephant, pofleflee motion in all 
direClions 1 and particularly tbe animal pof- 
fefles the power ofBretching it to tlw length 
of an inch and a half, and upwards. 

** When elongat^ it becomes fmaller, 
and the flat plate at its end is pqlhed into ^ 
conical form, the hole becoming muchfmaller. 

** The internal double membrane is like- 
wife evidently mufcular, altering its (hape 
and fituation, on being touched rudely with 
a knife or probe, or when fea-falt is fpriAk- 
ied on it. 

" There are no valves within thefe veflels t 
for, from the internal trunk the doubled 
membrane and the e^^ternal abforbent may 
be filled with injcflion. 

No communication of the internal dudls 
and plexus with tha cavity within the 
(hell, is difcoverable by the iojedlion of quick* 
filver. 

" On reviewing the ftruAure of thefe 
dudh, th^ can be no doubt that the fed- 
'water is abforbed by the external open- 
mouthed veifels, and conveyed from them 
through the (hell into the plexus of the in¬ 
ternal doubled membranes, from' which a 
fecretion of part of it is made by iavifihle vef- 
fels into the cavity of the (hell, while the re¬ 
mainder pafe into tbefive large internal dudlsf 
and from them tiire* the receptacles at Che 
roots of the fockets of the teeth, to be dif- 
charged into the fea, by ten apettares at 
their fides. 

** No other individual of the animal king¬ 
dom feems to afford fuch an opportunity of 
inveftigating the doflrine of an ^forbent 
veffel, and of obferving how it perrorms its 
office.

tubes perform at the fame th^ abforb*

Lord Carlifle rofe, and hoped that fome 
of the noble Lerdi belonging to adminiilra- 
tiOQ would explain lhat part of the bill fo 
far aa related to fubjdfling brevet officera to 
martial law. He apprehended thttoit waa 
■It Snnovitioni And tnercforc thought it ex¬ 
ceedingly ttreciTary that the reafon for adopt¬ 
ing the alteration (hould be fufficicntly men¬ 
tioned. He would not move an amendment, 
.at he thought thia would be better in the 
Committee. 

Lord Sidney wai of opinion, that ai the 
law at prefent ftood, many difHcuUiea oc¬ 
curred. The meaning therefore of the alte* 
ration waa, that all fimtlar inconveniencies 
might in future be avoided. In mentioning 
the cafe of Gen. Smart in the Eafl-lndiei, 
hit Lordlhip faid, that it waa intended to 
ekt^nd the law to every officer afling by 
brevet. There were numbera of refpcoable 
ehAra^ri inth'ia predicamertr, who certainly 
deferved to be treated with more liberality. 
There were fliaty goveraori of diAaot pro¬ 
vinces, and otheraofa deferiplion who would 
be comprehended in the alteration. 

Lord Stormont declared, that officers afl- 
' ing by brevet mull be in poflcnion of a Com- 
miffioh from his Majefty's Minifters, and, if 
they were to be tried, Ihould*produce and 
bring what were called Leuera of fervice.* 
He waa certain gentlemen of the army would 
coincide with him in hia opinion; otherwife, 
if he fpoke crroncouny, be hoped that fome 
noble petfon more converfant in the burinefs 
would rife up and correfl him. He then 
idvcrtcd to a very commoh cafe, of young 
jnen of fortune iffiiming military titles for 
the convenience of travelling, arid recom¬ 
mended k tb their Lordfhips’ attention. He 
remarked, that it would be exceedingly 
hard that gentlcmc nof that deforiptlon fhould 
be fubjeSed to martial law.^ 

Lord Effingham dbieraed, that the words 
in the c mmiffion obviated the Jalt ho- 
ble tiort^'a obftivatio'na ; for ft waa an 
ordfcr frotn his Mijefiy, enforcing a ngid 
obffrvance of military n.quctie, by making 
. perfons in fuboidinate fituationa (o obey the 
commands of their fnpinori. There coqld 
no:, in hia opinion, any danger refulc from 
' y ^ung gcotlemm frequently, for the conve- 
n'rncc ol travelling, altummg the title of 
tan. He then argued upon the cafe of 
nil invafion, aod faid, that it brevet officera 
wdrbfxiinpud from martial law, it would 
; it|M ah emergency be urged aa a reafon for 
the coontry ol their forv^ccq. Till 
ht m Ttfoly c«iin(n.d an opinion of the 


twelve Judgea, be always confidcred that 
gentlemen of the clafa alluded to were fnbjefl 
to military law. 

• The Duke of Manchefter in a pointed 
manner expreflfed hU difapprobation ot the 
cUufe in queftion. He was convinced that 
officers of the defeription mentioned ought 
to be accountable to^their country; and 
oppoftd the hypothelia of the noble Ear! 
refueling the trivial matter of officers aflu- 
ming military titles for the purpofe of tia- 
vclliiig. His Grace had bimfelf trAvriled aa 
an cnligii, and he believed Hill retained hia 
rank in the army. There were many inflancea 
of a fimilar liature. He was convinced that 
there was no tieceflity for the alteration now 
propnfrd. It was founded on principles 
.which he entirely dif^pproved. It tended 
to a very important innovation, and there¬ 
fore he tHbught that every gentleman in 
Parliament ou^t to oppofe it with vigour. 

Lord Carlifle rofe to explain. 

Lord Sidney begged leave to obferve, that 
the Mutiny bill was properly a Money b II, 
and that the Houfe ol Commons being jea- 
lous of their privileges, if it were alteied, it 
would be thrown out altogether, when re¬ 
turned to the other Houfe. Thiswa^a fe- 
rious confideration; the alteration propofed 
did not affcfl half-pay officers at all; which 
at leaft was a circumnance in its favour. 

Lord Stormont did not admit this princi¬ 
ple of the noble Lrtrd who had juft fat clown, 

, that their Lordlhipa could not alter a Money 
bill. 

Lord Thurlow waa of the fame opinion, 
and contended with much zeal that their 
^Lordlhips pofTefTed a right of altering any 
bill, and returning it in that lhape to the 
other Houfe. 

Lord Hopetown threw out a few obferva- 
tions in fo low a tone as not to be heard ; 
‘ after which the motion on the fecond read¬ 
ing waSfput and carried.

The Houfe refolvcd itfeJt into a Committee 
on the Mutiny bill, Lord Scaildale in the 
chair, when 

Lord Stormont, in a fpeech of confidera- 
ble length,‘objcBed to the claufe which fub- 
jc^Vd brevet officers to the jurifdi^ion of 
^uits«mtrtia}. He could not produce a pre- 
cedeut, and he challenged any noble Peer 
prefent to adduce an inll^ce, by which bre¬ 
vet officcra were under the junrdidlion of 
courta^maitial. He therefore confidered the 
alteration intended in the Mutiny bill as con¬ 
trary to the principles of the conflitution* 
As it tended to ah cxtenfion of miliury law 
b^ond the limits atwaya prefenbed in this 
' country, he hoped that their Lordfhips would 
refift the ionovatien* Bdidcs, there was so 

tmbU 
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in the Wording of the chufe which 
Icit many to doubt, whether or not officen 
OB half pay were not liable to the fame dif- 
agreeahle cimimftances. He confequcntly 
thought, ihdt It would be iicccllary 10 pio> 
vide againft fuch an incerpictation of the 
Iawi aa he was fully perfuaded it ought to 
be meniioned as explicitly as poflible. Af» 
ter feveral other obfervations he moved, that 
the phrafe ** in commillion,*' (hould be cx- 
changrd for ** a£fual frrvtce/* This would, 
he apprehended, remove the dubiety, and 
exclude all gentler.trn who ranked at brevet 
officers, but were not in a£lual fcrvicc, from 
Che jurifdiflton of 4 Court-Martial.

Majority —24 

Lords Loughborough, Towuihcnd, and 
Sandwich, llrongly oppofed the extenlion of 
the military law. The latter noble Peer 
faid, he thought it his duty to oblcrvc upon 
the hardlhip of fubjeeiing Brevrt officers to 
military law* He Ipoke particularly to him- 
fclf. In the year 1743, be being anxious to 
ferve his country, in conjun£lioji with feve¬ 
ral young noblemen (the late Lord Wey¬ 
mouth particularly}, raifed a regiment. He 
accordingly obtained rank, although it was 
his fixed determination not to co'itinue in 
the fei vice aftci the dang r was diffipatcd. 
Yet notwithllanding he had been inlurmed, 
fincc he came into that Houfc, that he was 
the oldeft General upon the eftablifhmcnt. 
Good God ! Was he, or any other gentle¬ 
man in the fame predteametrt, to be fub- 
je 61 ed to military law ? Was he to be de¬ 
prived of the privilege ot a Peer df the 
realm, and atrial perpartSf merely becaufe 
he had ft-'pped forward in the defence of his 
country, without receiving one farthing pay, 
or ever intending to devbce himfelt to a 
military life ? Toe idea was exiravagant 
beyond meafure. The noble Lord fiippofcd 
a cafe, which he hoped, nay, he was Aire, 
could never happen, "that he fhould be 
AifpeAed of hign ireafon; in that cafe, 
was he to lofe the benefit <if a trial by that 
Houfc, in the ordinary forms of law, and 
be tried a Crurt-Martial, compofrd of 
military officers? If the alteration in the 
bill affeded him fo fenfibly, furcly it might 
in the fame manner affied the meaneft indi¬ 
vidual. It was iberelore, in his conhdera- 
tion, a moll unronftitucional Arctch of pow¬ 
er t ami every noble Lord ought to fet his 
(ice agaiult it. 

The Lord Chancellor waa not to be aF- 
feded by general declamation; it muft be 
fome ftrong and foUd argument, that mull 
lhake reafon to its centre, that could weigh 
with him. Mis Lordlhip then recapitulated 
the feveral heads of rcafoaing which he had 
nfed Qn the lall debate, 10 (new that when¬ 
ever any perfon accepted of ft miliury com a 


miffion, and continued to a£l under foelf 
authority, he moft alTurcdly Ibould beamed 
nable to the law by which every perfon io 
(he fame lituation was governed, if he chofo 
to rctigii bia commiflluii| let him do iu Hi| 
Lordlhip did nut fee the great injiny to thA 
State it all the four or five hundred gentle¬ 
men were infiancly to throw up their com. 
millions, and then this mighty mifehief 
Would be done awajf—With retpedto halt 
pay officcis, in hts opinion, they wereclearly 
out of the qucAion. His Lordlhip replied very 
abl^ to the various fpeakeis, always bringing 
his argument to this clear point of view, and 
rejeftiug all abllrafl reafoning, that when¬ 
ever a citizen chofe to have the honour and 
glory of a fuldter, he certainly mull exped 
to be governed by the fame laws as foldicrs 
are. 

His Grace the Duke of Manchefler ftill 
contruded that the prefent was ft great con* 
(lituiiondl qurftion; that the extenfion of 
the influence of inilitdry law was a fubjcfl 
to he dn^aded by Kiiglilhincn, as lepugnaiU 
to the principles of a free government. It 
was io this }>oint of view his Grace faw the 
qurfiinn. Mis Cri.re did Aot impute any 
bafe or difhonourablc motives to his Majej- 
ty’s Miniilcrs, but he certainly fufpeded 
them of inattention, and perhaps it was to 
be aferibrd to ihiicaufe chat the prefent al¬ 
teration took place.* The military hid at all 
times in peace been considered as an cxccp* 
tion to the conftitution, and by no means n 
part of it; and therLfore whattver'went to 
increafe us power or influence was llri&iy 
to b^ watched over and guarded againll.

Iclvea.i^lt had been anfwered by hia Majef* 
ty*a Miniftera, that the bill waa perfe^i in alt 
iti parti, free from every fpcciti of objec¬ 
tion but what waa raj^d by the voice of 
public clamour. This was the language of 
bia M^rfty*a fervanti. [The noble Lord here 

sddrelfcd himfrlf pameularlv to Lord Syd- 
Bey]» But what jnuft be hia furprifr, Wien 
be found bv the pn Tent bill, which was*’a 
partial modification of a partial tax, that the 
principle ot the bill was entirely and utterly 
abandoned ! If the Ihopkccpcr waa to be 
vciniburffd by his cufiomcr, furely then 
there could be no difiin£lion between houfea 
of 30I. and tbofe of 251. or any IcfTer fum ; 
each could w.th equal facility raife the 
prices of the article they dealt in to the con- 
lumcr. Thus, then,, this t^x, complcat in 
all its paru, free from every obj< £iion, a 
n»(i(r>pitceof finance (and fuch itwa^ h^d 
to be in that Houfe), waa iairly acknow¬ 
ledged to be partial, opprcflive, and, to all 
iaicnta whaifocver, a perional tax. His Ma- 
jcAy *5 Minifiera had better have met it fairly, 
honeftly, and openly, and after being oblig¬ 
ed to acknowledge their error, have re¬ 
pealed the bill abogcihen It gave him great 
ngret when be heard that the tax had not 
beta levied ; but this regret arofe from be¬ 
ing convinced its partialuv was fuch, that 
the difficulty in levying it arofe from the 
univerfal ditlike and difguft which had 
created in the minds of the fublie. The 
Doble Vifeount declared, he waa fully con¬ 
vinced that Farliament would fee its injufticc, 
and, in the courfe of another year, repeal it 
totally. 

The noble Lord begged to fay a few 
words III behalf of a fet of Oeoplc who had 
been dealt with very haroly indced—Mr 
hawkers and ptdkrs, Why this indufirioua 
rank of men (bouU be Tingled out as ' the 
objcfboF heavy taxation, hia Lordfliip could 
not divine, unlcfs it was to favour the fmaller 
Ibopkeepers, and enable 'them to pay the 
flkop-tax. Hia Lordfhip kdew this idea waa 
held out. But what was tbecafebow, when 
t\tt fmaller (bopkeeper, particularly in the 
ClMiDtiy, wa%, by the prcfcot bill^ totally 
cscRptcd* His Lordfhip recommended it 
to ibe confideration of Miniftcra to take 
their cak into fcriuua confideration, and to 
grant the ncceiTary relief.

The order of the day being read, for read* 
ing a fecond time the Bill for the Govern* 
ment of India, 

Lord Fitr.wtlliain hoped that fome Noble 
Lord uouU explain the reafoni of thofe 
atncndmenia which were the ol^^la of the 
prefent Bill. This waa probably in the au- 
nals of Parliament, the very firA time that a 
plan, which waa in fafl the glory of its pro* 
jcAors, waa to undergo fo very elTcntial a 
revolution, without one reafon being afiigiicd 
why it Aiould fuffer fuch a material change. 

Lord Walliugham.afTcrted, that the change 
of fyAem waa injurious to no perfon. The 
firA explanation alluded to, he obferved, 
was perfefily neceCTary, as it had given rife 
to much'difpute. |Hc difclaimcd every idea 
ol an affront being inierded agaiiWl the Com¬ 
mander in Chief at prefeue in India. The 
regulation waa a general one, and did not 
affc£l him particularly. 

Lord ,Stormont obferved, that when he 
faw Bills brought in by the picfent MiniAera 
to remedy the diforders which prevailed in 
India, it waa ve^ natural fpr him to call to 
mind the expremona of the fame Minillcra * 
when out of office, at a time when a laic 
AdminiAration, to which he had belonged, 
waa about to propofe a new fyllcin on the 
fame fubjeff; they then laid, that no pal¬ 
liative would do—that no half mcahire 
would fave India :** and yet, unmindful 
of what they had called lor from oihcra, 
and of what they had declared would prove 
inadequate to the end of efiablifhing a good 
government for India, they had hitherto 
lubmitted nothing to Parliament on the fub- 
je^ of that country, that waa not a palliative, 
a half mcafurc, which they were obliged to 
fcAind almoU u foon aa it waa adopted. In 
the laA Bill, and which was a law at this 
moment, greatupaiiis had been taken in the 
wording of the claufc by which the Com¬ 
mander in Chief III Bengal was to fill the fr- 
cond feat at the Council Board, in order to 
Aiew how dangerous it would be ever to 
fufler the lirA civil and military powers in 
that country to be veiled in the lame man; 
and tberelore it waa enafted, that in cafe of 
the death of the Governor- Georral, the Com¬ 
mander in Chief, though next to him in 
conncil, ftiould notfueceed to him, but that 
fbenexcCounciUor below the General Aiould 
. become Governor, IcA the offices of Cover* 
nor and Commander in Chid (houM ever be 
united: But in the new Bill, the danger of 
■ uniting them, whi^ had appeared lo ter¬ 
rible twa years agb| noi only did not exlA 
( now, but It was adually declared, that it 

. might 
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night be fit and proper that the Governor* 
General fliould be vcftcd with the fumme 
military command. Aa to the extraordinary 
powdr that waa to be given to theGovcmor- 
Gencrali to a£fc againft the advice of hia 
Counciti be rouft objed to it ftrongly; not 
becaule he was an enemy to the principle of 

but to the circumftancea under which it 
waa lo be excrcifed. He liked a ftrong go* 
Vernment in India; but then it wu only 
under the idea that there fhould be a Wronger 

government at home to cheek and controul 

It : Thill however, waa not the cafe at pre* 
fcnt; for the refponfibility waa fo divided 
between the Court of Diredora and the Board 
of Cootroul, that no one could tell where to 
find it. The refponfibtlxty that he princi¬ 
pally alluded to waa, the refponfibility of 
charifUr and integrity to public opinion, 
which could not cxifi, when the public did 
not know with whom originated the mea- 
furea that they mi^ht have occafioa to con¬ 
demn. Refponfibihty to public opinion had 
a powerful cfFc£l on the minda of Minillcra: 
It had been faid by a Minifterof France, who 
had deferved highly of hia country, and had 
reaped a ptenuful harvefl of appUufe, that 
“ public opinion dared to penetrate the moil 
fecrec recelTes of a palace, and attack 
a Miniilcr even on the Iteps of the throne; 
it waa able to add Juftre to retirement, and 
dignity to difgrace/' He waa aware, that 
ihough he would confent to give extraordi¬ 
nary powers to our Governors in India, the 
hiftory of other countries would rather deter 
than encourage him to do fo. Free ftatea 
had found it occeflary to give the Govern'ora 
of their difiant provinces greater powers 
than they would ever fuffer their rulers *td 
exercifi; at home; but thefe powers had al¬ 
ways been abufed : the abufe of power by 
Roman Goveroora had been proverbiaL till 
it was forgot in the more flagrant ahuTe of 
power by modern natioui in India. The 
Dutch gave their Governor at Batavia almofi 
unlimited powera; what waa the confe- 
^uence ? Tne profperity of their lodiaCom* 
pany ? No, but the very reverfe; for they 
thcmfelvcs acknowledged it 19OW to be on 
the brink of ruin. Why then was he willing 
to grant extraordinary powers ? ficcaufc we 
ludjpladu nothing but the choice of difii* 
culdcs; our fituation there waa fuch, that 
nochiubut a llroag hand could maraiain ua 
in pofftfGon there* 

Lord Sydney laid, that nothiog could be 
farther from the intention of Miaitlcri, than 
10 degrade General Slopcr; chat gentleman 
deferved attention and fupport. As to the 
difficulty the Noble Lord found refpefltng 
the rel^oribility of the meafures approved 
of by Che Court of Diicftora or the Board of 
Comroul,it did not apMr to htm,fi>rcveTy one 
of thefe mcafuretcouid be traced upto tbofe 
whom they were approved; and he wai 
lire chat nomteoncernM would ftrink from 


the refjMnfibility that attached upon theiv 
conduA. 

The Earl of Carliilc, the Duke of Maa« 
chefter, likewife fpoke, and the Earl of 
Abingdon concluded the debate, eompartog 
the prefent Bill with Mr. Fox’s Bill, which 
was fraught with the mod alarming conle* 
quences. That bill tended to clUbltflt an 
oligarchy, which wauepugoant to the idea 
of Whiggifm. The oDjwions to the prefent 
Bill were merely political: they were the 
tally-ho’s of a Ax chace, and of the pack ui 
full (gy, to run down a Mlniftcr. 

The Chancellor then put the queftion that 
the Bill be committed, which was carried 
without a divifion.-^Aftcr which the Houle 
adjourned. 

April 3 . 

The Houfe having rcfolved itfeif into n 
Committee on the bill for explaining and 
amending the ludia A'.l, a converlatton took, 
place on the claufes rcfpefling the oath to be 
adminiflred, and the intended deprivation of 
the Commander-in-chief of kis feat in Coun¬ 
cil. In thia converfation the fame argumenta 
were brought forward on each fide u had 
been adduced in the other Houfe. The firft 
claufe was at lall agreed to without a divifion. 
Lord Fitz william, however, prrfevering in 
his oppofition to the other, rcfpefliag the 
Commander-in-chief, a motion was made 
by the noble Lord that it Ihould be rejefted, 
on which a divifion took place. Not con¬ 
tents, 53.—Contents, 19.—Majority,. 34.-i« 
The Houfe was refumed and adjourn^. 

April g. 

Lord Sydney having moved that his Ma* 
jefty's meiTage fhould be read, he aftenwarda 
moved, that an Addrefs be prefeoted to the 
Throne, declaring the loyal and dutiful at¬ 
tention of their Lordftiips to the fituation el 
the Civil Lift, and that they were ready to 
concur with the other Houfe to making up 
whatever deficiencies had been Bated. He 
•bferyed, that their Lordfhips would fee from 
the docurajents ftated, that 850,000!. were 
by meaiu equal to the prcL-nt expendi¬ 
ture of the Civil Lift; therefore he fhould 
conclude that their Lordfhtpi would readily 
and heartily concur in the ptopofition he had 
fitted. 

Lord Stormont did not mean to oppofe 
the Addrafs. But the grounds of it api^and 
to him c^uall^ dark and fufptcitdis. Ham 
were deficiencies, and thefe P'atliamentwould 
no doubt fuppty* But whence tbefe exceed¬ 
ing! ? Why were their Lordihipc not infiann- 
cd to what purpofci all thia money had been 
applied ? He defired thatjMrt of his Ma^ 
jefty^ Speech from the Throne of tyBa^ 
might be read* Here, be fatd, there waa a 
' pledge given, the moft fkcred which could 
be uttered, and in a iadguge the raoft di- 
reft and expUetU Whomwr put fucb Ian 
goage in his Maiefty’s mouth, wen refpofl^ 
able for the pledge that blemnly tendered* 
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It wai ilicre affirmcdi thit the expfncei of 
thcpivil Lift ftiouM not in future exceed tho 
850,000!. Such an advice as thii, fo 
uititeaiely cooneAed with the trfedit aod re*^ 
vmn of tttc nation^ ought to be explained^ 
•od the fads which alone could auiheottcate 
' the meatbre fpecifically ftited. 

I|eobfer/co therewasafurplusinoneAd* 
ftumllFation over andr above the 850,000!. 
liter aO the expcncea of the Civil Lift were 
deftayrd i and a deftciency in the other of 
•o leta-than to»oool. He ftated, that iathe 
accounts on the table, the fum of gogasl. a 
year* which belonged to eur Ambaifadof at 
the Higde, Was omitted. Other omifTinna 
were aim convincing proofs, that the prefciit 
fliatemrnt was cnoncous. 

Lord Sydney obferved, that the prefent 
application was prccifely in the fame form 
^tth all other applications of the fame kind. 

The Marquia of Lanfdowu faid he would 
probably be out of town when the bill 
mould bedifeuffed, and he would now trou¬ 
ble thjtirLordfliips with what might be ^r- 
bapa more ^properly referved for that time. 
He thouglit the noble Lord had not ftated 
the fafl eorredly. In the Admmtftration in 
which be prcfided, there was a furplui of 
8000I. He averred that the bill, lb far from 
ftiiling in its operations, had in lix months 
reduced the Civil Lift from 900,000!. to 
800,040!. The prinriple of that hill he cop- 
Cended was ^d; it aimed at deftroying the 
fees of office, which had almoft deliroyed the 
levenne, by devouring the fourcea of the 
copntry,—-The King's Speech alluded to was 
rather the reftilt oT other calculat^ns than 
bis, in the fame manner as the peace had been 
perhaps rather his than that of his rolleagues 
}a office. But lie would roundly affirm, that 
the tneafun Wat that rf the Cabinet unani- 
tooufly. liiis peace was paid for, and all 
ibe prefenu made by the then AmhafTador 
at the Court of France, and thofc expences 
Vere all included in the Civil Lift. The 
cj^enccs which followed were thofe of the 

B limloarici, and accountable for by another 
miniflration, 

The Dube of Mincheftrr, in ^eat warmth, 
Ipumed the impUtihiOA ifnplicatad in what 
h(td fallen from tha noble Marottis.

Lord Portcheftef faidt he fiw, from time 
to time, large demands made on ibis couqv 
try for fupplying the deftcienctei of the Ci. 
uil Lift. The matter was not clear to him, 
whether this country ought to be rcfponfible 
in all fuch cafes, and for all fuch debts. 
Why did not Ireland bear her fharc in tbefe 
exiraordinariei ? This waa a queftion he 
dared prefumc feme of his Majefty*s fcr« 
vants prefent were prepared to anfwer. 

Lord Sydney thought Miniflry in the fame 
predicament, nolwithftsndirlg all that had 
happened in Ire.and, and for that reafon he 
could not give the noble Lord any ground to 
expea that any fuch application would be 
made to the Parliament of Irelaud as had 
been mentioned, 

The Addrefi was then agreed to without 
a divifion, and the Houfe adjourned. 

April 6.

This day, after feme private bufinefs, an 
explanatoiy converfation took place between 
the Marquis of Lanfdowu and Lord St'*r- 
mont, relative to what had paifed in the 
courfc ot debate the preceding day rcfpeAing 
the motion of an addrefa to his Majefty. TJie 
noble Marquis contended, that what hft 
fallen from the noble Vifcouni regarding the 
lUtemcnl of accounts during his Adminiftra- 
tion was pcrfeAly erroneous; and aftergoing 
over the different particulara fatisfied Lord 
Stormont fo far as to induce him to arknow- 
le’dge his error, and to recant what he had 
faid the pn cedingday. In the courfe of the 
convirfaiioii, the noble Marquis difcovercd 
fenif warmth, and thought that not only an 
acknowledgment of error, but an apology for 
miliaiement might be beroinmg on the pre¬ 
fent occafion; but in this idea the noble Vif¬ 
couni did not concur.

On the report the IWW laws Fead, 

Mr. PuiUney wi(h<d to know if the one 
miUiun intended to be annually applied to¬ 
ward the reduAion of the national debt, 
Aiould be only applied to the debt at prefent 
rxilling, and not to the difchargc of any 
new loan in future, whicli, in his Opinion, 
would give Arength, fcturiiy, »Hd fpilUj lO 
the oTd funds. 

The CfiaitccIIor of the iLxchequer prrv 
mifed to give his candid opinion on that' 
point, when the lubjiCt came to be debated 
in a Committee; deebuing, at ihc fame 
time, that whatever might fall from any 
gcnllemau, on that or any other head, Ihould 
nave its proper weight with him. 

Ml. Joll.^e pro'clfed himftlf as warm x 
fr end to the obji.£l ol the impolls as any 
gemlcman poDihly could be, notwdthflaiid* 
ing he was fcnliblc, Uiat with irconomy iis 
the cullcflloii they would prove much more 
produAivc ; yet, on this occafion, he thought 
they Wire not the proper objttfs of taxation. 
In his opinion, it was the landed intcrell 
that ih lild bear the burthen, as the moil 
capable of bearing it, and not Anprsoftapri 
pouiaitiin, and bail powder: this would let 
the world fee. that wc were incariieD in the 
work we had fet about; that we neither 
intended to aniufe or deceive ; it would 
gain the conhdince of the whole nation, 
ai d the furrounding iMtiuns, who would be 
at a lofs which to admire moA, our honclLy 
or difincerefteduefs. The language he fpoki, 
he i^ej) knew to be unpopular, but it was 
the language of his heart, which would ever 
beat high to the caufe of his country. Two 
millions annually, in his opinion, would 
be.much* mi>re eligible than one, or three, 
if poflihlc. 

Ml. Dempftrr was apprelirnfivc that the 
additional tax on Ipinrs would increafe the 
(muggling of that article; expeticncc, and 
the highcD infortnation, conDinaed him in 
this opinion.-i^Su far was fmuggling from 
being dcilroycd, that it feemed to gain 
Drength in fcveial parts of the kingdom, 
particularly the nuithcrn; that Government, 
in this very article, was defrauded of be* 
twten four and Dve hundred jihoufand 
pounds, which he faid he could prove by 
WitnelFes at the bar of the Houle. 

,Mr. Puhenry fa^d, that this tax would 
operate io'favour of the illicit trader was 
vifibje on the face of it; and irtc was ne« 
cciTary to take the tax off the tea, in order 
todefiroy fmuggling in that line, jie did not 
fee but the fame rrafon would apply in the 
prc((nt cafe. The morals of the people 
might be hurt in fo doing, but the caufe of 
fuiuj^iaE much more fo, asthe^fpirits come 
umimeraDly cheaper through that medium. 

'The Cbapccl}or of the Exchequer faid, he 

would 
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wmJd fevfrslly meet the obje£llon of every 
man in the pommittee on each points he 
wifhed to have the Rrfl and freond readings 
of the bill on Mondav and Thurfday next* 
in order to Rx a day for the commitment, 
that each ^ntleman might be enabled to 
make up his mind to his own fatisfa^inn, if 
poUible, which was agreed to. 

The order of the day was then reid, for 
the fecond reading of the bill introduced 
by Mr. Marlham for fufpending the clefiion 
franchifc'of {Krfons concerned in the ci¥il 

departments of the n^vy or ordnance. 

Mr. Barobcr Gafeoyne obferved, that it 
went to exclude all thole who leccivcd fa- 
laries in the naval line* fo that he did not 
fee who rould eicape. Having hiimouroufly 
commented on the bill for fomc timci he 
concluded with a promife that if ihould 
meet his negative. 

Mr. Drake, juniori dated his objc£lions 
to the bill in a I'pcechof fomc length. 

Ml. Marlham rofe, and alter dwelling for 
fome lime on the utility of the bill, dc-* 
dared, he had fern fo much benefit arife 
from that of Mr. Cicwr's, that he was urged 
to extend it to a line that feemed to call as 
loudly for it^fo loudly, indeed, that not 
one petition appealed againft it. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, he 
had voted for Mr. Crewe’s bill, on the con¬ 
viction of its utility in the dcpiiriiiicnt to 
which it was direAcd ; but as this came in 
on a different principle, he would vote 
agalnlt it. 

Mr Fox believed the principal objrft of 
Mr. Cicwc’s bill, though fomc conlnlcetd 
it onlv.as a collateral one, was, the coll<*c- 
tton of the revenue ; and ius Hon. Frtcad^s 
bill (Mr. Marfbam), be believed, would 
have a good effeft in point of work, which 
ihould be miadc the Aaiidard nl piocnotiofi, 
inilead of a vote.— After many obfcidhtions 
and pertinent remarks, he declared that he 
would lupport the bill in quclUun to the 
Ltmofi of his power. 

Lord Mulgrave infiOed that a fuffrog^, nr 
s-ote, was never kooun to hr the fUadrfrd 
of promotion in the do k-vj^rds; on the 
con'rary, the work was ilill better done in 
the King's yard* than in thr merrhants. He 
likewife contended, that would tend to 
find our aitirans abroad, with man) other 
poiiiis, in inlwer to Mr. Fox; and as to 
petitions, faid he, I hope they are better 
enipluycd than to bufy their heads with 
fuch IfufF. 

Aftcr lhis the conveafalion became gene¬ 
ral; When, after fome time fpent, the 
Houfe divided on the bill, and there appear¬ 
ed, foi the bill 41 —againll it 117—majo¬ 
rity 76.——Adjourned.

The order of the day being read for tliC' 
fartherconfideration of Mr. Dundas’s liulia 
judicauire bill, 

Mr. Diindas rofe aifd obferved, that as he 
had an important lUufe to expunge, he 
would now move, that the order Ihould be 
difchargcd ; and that leave (liould be givco 
to withdraw the bill which he had propofed. 
Tlpsdicingconfentcd to, he would next move 
for leave to introduce a new bill, in drdcr 
totally to refeind that part which related to 
the difclofure of fortunes acquired in India. 
Siill, however, he meant, that'the fame 
fnrrty fbonld remain for checking peculaitoo 
and plunder, as that to which Parliainenc 
had wifely alTented. He was happy to in¬ 
form the H'mf*', that the liurlligcnce rc- 
ccmly received fiom India, rendered it un- 
necclTary to enfoice fucli a mcafure, as the 
principal defeffs which it was meant to rcc- 
lily had been happi'ly remedied. 

Mr. Francis drr],ire(i his approbation of 
the aUrration, and was glad lhar the Right 
Hon. Gcmlernan had more carefully reviled 
the fubje^, and corredrd what mull appear 
to every man a giievancc. 

Mr. Dt-mpUcr was of opinion, that the 
altcratii.n intended by his Right Hon. friend 
w'oiild ferve to cafe the mind& of many re- 
fpet'table genilemen who w'cre about to re¬ 
turn from India. He then took notice of 
Mr. Dnndas’s bill, (o far as reiated lu a trial 
by ]iiay, and thoiighi it exceedingly op- 
prcllnc. He wa,s well informed, that many 
of our fellow fubjefts in that quarter of^ ihc 
world had declared, th-tt thev would foourr 
part with then liv^s ihdn iulfcr iuch an iit- 
fringeincnt oI their liberty. 

Mi. Dundas faid that his Hon. friend was 
miliaken. With regard fo what had hceu 
infinuaitd by the Hon. Ccndtmjn concern¬ 
ing an infurrc^ion in India, he was not ia 
I c Icall apprchcnhvc ot fuch an event. If 
it w.re to happen, the infuigenis could not 
derive any ben.fit from it, as t!ie natives in 
India would ihrow oil [heir yoke, and cut 
ih** Throats ol the hurnpeans. 

The qneUion wms then pul, when the or¬ 
der wa> difeharged. 

Mr. Dundas then gave nonce, that he 
would bring in his new bill on Mondav 
next.

Mr. Burke immediately moved that Leo*

Thu motion produced a debate,that lafled 
'till ten o'clock; but as it turned chiefly upon 
H point of order Mith refpefi to the regula¬ 
rity of the proceedings, we Aiall juft report 
the fiihflance of the debate, which, finm the 
number of fpeakers, arM the number of times 

that mnny ( f tLem rofe, it would be impof. 

fiblc for US to give at full length. An ob- 
bflion was Harted bv the Mafter the 
T.oUs, and ftippnrtrd' by Mr. Nichols, Mr 
S. Smith, Mr. Dundas, Mr. Jenkinfon, the 
Xord Advocate of Scotland, the Solicitor 
General, Mr. Young, Sir Gregory Page Tur¬ 
ner, Mr. Grofveiior, and Mr. Wtlbcrforce— 
that (be bufineft of tbc Committer was to re¬ 
ceive charges and not to hear evidence ; for 
until the charges were received, it would be 
impofTiblc for gentlemen to knuw to what 
points the witiuls couid be examined, and 
snd'cd It wpiiM net be lei's fo to determine, 
whether there was really any impeachable 
matter in the ditiPerent articles which might 
be produced as ihe ground of impeachment 
of Mr. Hrfftings; and conTcqurntlv it would 
be mifpending the time of the CommUtce to 
make it fit from d^y today to hear evidence 
beforei it could be known whether fuch evi¬ 
dence would in the end be applicable to the 
obje£^ of an impeachment of Mr. Haftings. 
Beftdrs, it would not be Icfs contrary to the 
elUblilhcd lule or order of the Houfe than 
of all courts of juftice, that acciifation fhould 
precede thccvidmcc; for the latter^, was a 
relative term, arid f]gnihcd that ** which 
^makes evidrtii or plain.*' On the other 
baud. Mr. Fox, Mr. Burke, Mr. Sheridan, 
Mr. Ellis, Mr.Wyndham, and others, main- 
laincd that the Committee, fo far from bring • 
reilrjincd to the bare receiving of charges, 
was in faff a Committee of Enquiry ; for it 
appeared from the nrderof the day, that the 
Goinmittec was In take iutoconfidiration the 
papi ry relative to India ; and by the fame 
order, wiiiieflcs were bound to attend and 
W'crr attendirg. It would, therefore, be 
an extraordinary proccedingf if the chair¬ 
man was to quit the chair, and report to the 
Houfe that the Committee, though direfted 
to take papers into conlideration, had'coiifi- 
dered none though ordered to examine 
wiinc(rcs,had examined none. If the charges 
ought to have preceded the produ£lion of 
cvidcnr>e, the gentlemen who advanced fuch 
a pohiion ou^ht to hyve attended to the 
Houfe fooDcr, and prevented it by theii ad¬ 
vice frbm doing fo abfuid a thing, as to order 
the Committee to examire witnelTrs, and 
take papers into conlideratioii, before the 
chirges, to which they, were to be applied, 
were pri dticed. But, m fa£t, wl\pn the right 
b&fiOtttaMc Member (Mr. fi^rkc} bad mev- , 
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ed fpr the p»efi, he had, at the exprefs de- 
Bre of the Houfe, ftated a cha ge, not ejhe- 
eUl indeed, but a gin^nl one, ai a preamble 
to each motion, anH thus pointed out the 
pai^cular point to which each paper was 
applicable. 

At laft Mr. Burke faid he would pro- 
pofe an amendment to his own motion, 
which would, he hoped, fatisfy the gentle¬ 
men who oppofed his original motion; and 

that was, that Leonard jaques, Efq. becall- 

ed to the bar to be examined relative to let¬ 
ters that pafTcd between him and Nathaniel 
Middlc'un and Richard Johiifon, Kfquircs, 
when the faid Leonard Jaques, Efq. was 
on guard over the grandmother of the Na¬ 
bob of Oude, an ally of this country. This 
amendment, however, was not received 
more favourably than the original motion : 
The Committee called for the queflion, and 
w’as prorceding to divide upoii it; but tlie 
oppofiiUm having been given up, both the 
original motion and the amendment were 
negatived withou^a divifion. 

Mr. Burke then derlared, that, bowing 
to the authority of the Cuinniittec, he would, 
notwithflanding hisown objtdioii to fuch a 
proceeding, bibig forward his charges, at 
leait fuch of them as he had prepared. 7’he 
iirft oFthem was then produced, but as it waa 
very long, the Committee fccmid to wilh 
that It fhould be read JiQrtt as the icim is, ^ 
end merely pro forma* 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer afkcd 
Mr. Burke if he intended to call any wit- 
neifes in fupport of that charge bi'foie any 
more charges were delivered in. That gen¬ 
tleman replied, that it was ceitainly his with 
to fubilantiatc each charge by itfilf, before 
he proceeded to anothei; but as hcperreivcd 
the wilh uf the Committee to be that the 
ch>irges ftioitld be all product d and printed 
,before any witncfri-s were call d, he would 
faertfice his own judgment to the fenfe of 
the Committee. Upon this it was agreed 
that the chaiinisn fhnuld report progrefs, 
and afk leave to fit again, for the purpofe of 
receiving till thechargcs, and of taking them 
into confidcraBon at a fubfiquent period.

It was alfo his intention to move for 
t8o,eoo). more ior the payment of the re¬ 
maining Exchequer bills, which were 
chargeable on the Civil LiA, in order that 
his MajeAy might have the annual fum of 
900,000). clear of all dedufliona whatever. 
He concluded with moving, that the fum of 
30,0001. be granted to his MajeAy for the 
payment of the arrears of the Civil LiA to 
the 6th of Jan. 1786. 

Mr. Sttnhopc faid, he was forry to ob- 
' feive that the expence of the Civil LiA was 
fo great as to incur an arretr, and be was 
afraid that as the difburfements of it were 
fo numerous, it was not likely to be much 
diminiflied. 

Mr. Drake profeffed the greateA loyalty 
and attachment to his Sovereim, but could 
not avoid taking notice of a Ariking abfur- 
dity which appeared in the accounts on tRe 
table, in which were Bated loool. faJary to 
the MaAerof the Hawks, and but 15I. to 
the Clerk of the Houfe of Commons. 

Mr. Titt owned, that the codtraA, con- 
Adering the importance of th« two ofBcei, 
was at flrA appearance ridiculous. But 
when the bill of retrenchment wag brought 
in, and it was propofed to aboUfhthe place 
of MaAer of the Hawks, it was found to be 
a patent place granted by Charles the Se¬ 
cond, and hereditary in the family of the 
Duke of St. Alban’s.

10 Paris, it had been thought expedient for 

rcaroni oF flite to appoint an Atnbailador to 

iht Court of Madrid ; but as foon it was 
known that there was no intention of i fimi- 
lar appointment on the part of the Court of 
ipain, he was immediately recalled. With 
regard to the propofed negneiatton at Paris, 
ss it requited a more minute acquaintance 
with commerciai affairs than could generally 
be acquired by thnfe who from iheirpur- 
fuits and rank in life were ufiislly chofen fqr 
AmbafTadors, it had been deemed neceffary 
to make a feparate appointment on rhat ac¬ 
count ; and he was perfuaded the Houfe 
would agree with him in thinking, that a 
better choice could not have been made than 
the Hon. Gentleman who had been chofen 
to that Important office. As to pledging 
himfclf that no fimilar demands would be 
made on the fenre of tSc Civil Lift, it was 
iinpoftiblc for him to fay more, than that it 
was his opinion (hat the cxpences of the 
Civil Lift mi^ht and to be confined to 
the fum of 900,000). annually. 

Mr. Sheridan made a few obfervations on 
the extravagant appointments of the Am- 
baftadors alluded to, Trom which he con¬ 
tended the arrear had arifen.

and fecored one of them, but the other

An adveitifement appear¬ 
ed lately, relative to the latter gentleman be¬ 
ing Ihot at by a party of aflafiios; ^for the 
difeovery of whi^ Mr. Macdonald and nu¬ 
merous geodemeo of CaRleharofiercd a ctm- 
Bderable reward. Since that circumRanee, 
Mr. MacdonaM kept much on hb guard, and 
IbR Mondtqr evening went lor greater fecori- 
ty to the houfe of a Mr. Martin, in the 
noighhourhood of CaRiebar, in company With 
a 1 ^. Gallaghan and Mr. Hipfon* He and 


his two attending friends had been at Mr. 
Martinis but a few minutes, when the.houfe 
was furrounded by a party of armed men, 
who inRantly broke ioi bound Mr. Macdo¬ 
nald, Mr. Gallaglian, and Mr. Kipfon, ami 
immediately carried them off to the ht^e at 
Rockfield. After a Rioit Ray here, during 
which tl^ were tii^ted with theut|iioR.de* 
gree of infult, fccdF and reviling, an armed 
party led out the onfortunate Gentlemen kito 
the park. In a few ftconds a platoon was 
fired, and laid one of the derated victims 
dead on the Mr. Macdonald and Mr. 
Gallaghan were ordered to go on about 50 
yards father, when a ftccmd Ratoon was 
fired.

one of which broke in his right arm ; they 
then took a brafs candteftick, and battered 
his head in a (hocking manner, leaving him 
for dead. Mr. F. however, recovered, and 
has fwom poluively againlt Dr. M. Melfrs. 
H and G. There are about 26 of F's men 
in gaol, among whom are tlie principal mur¬ 
derers, two of w^iom have turned King’s 
evidence,—Tiie imiueit have brought in 
their verdidt Wilful Murder againft F. and 
party, 

Bv accounts from the province of Con¬ 
naught, a Mr. O' Connor, who is faid to be 
defceiHled from the race of ageieru li'i(h 
king*;, lus atlhmed the rights of royalty, and, 
mutters a very powerful f<»rce both of hotfe 
and foot. He has taken pufTenion of ellates 
to the amount of many thoufands of pounds, 
but without tlie leaft injury or violence. Hd

their lands as under him. It is fakli the old 
Crown was in the pogeffioo of the family 
until very lately, that the above gentleman's 
fatlier fold it, being Imrd run fbr cafh. 

To this account we Ihall add,, from tlie 
debates in the Irifh Parliament—Mr. Ogle.

In the courfe 
of the la(% week in January he affembled 
1000 men uudeLnrms, and planted a piece 
of cannon on an eminence, in order to noti¬ 
fy to his party the approach of an enemy. A 
track of bog furrouiuls the land in queillon; 
fo that, on the Ihortefl notice, he can retire 
to the mountains, where it is dangerous f6r 
tlie civil power to follow him." 

A letter from Mountmellick mentions, 
that the luiliappy caufo of quarrel betweett 
Counfellor P—r, who was killed there on 
Saturday laft, in a duel with Enfign B—n, 
was a Uifpute about the pronunciation of a 
Greek word. After fume farcaftic obfer- 
vations on eacli other, they agreed to retire 
to a room, and decide the difference with 
piRols acrofs a table.

Burt, 
an apothecary there, meditated hia dcat*', 
which he cftc£lcd by attacking him fud- 
dcnly, firft knocking him down, and then 
chopping him about the head, fare, and 
other parts, with a hand-bill, which he had 
concealed for that purpofe The horrid per¬ 
petrator was immediately purfued and taken. 
When in cuftody, he appeared totally un¬ 
mindful of the conrrqucuccs, and feeincd to 
exprefs great faiisfa^lsun that he had fo am¬ 
ply gratified his diabolical revenge. Mr. 
Burt, who was a man of unexceptionable 
charafler, has left behind him fix children, 
with a widow pregnant of the feventh. Soon 
after the murder, one of the deceafed's 
gloves was found on the road, with his 
thumb in.it. One of bis hands was alfo 
nearly chopped off, and his Ikull broken in a 
fhockiog manner 

It appears that the above villain is between 
^0 and 60 }ears of age, and that under pre¬ 
tence of being m.*iimcd and dccrcpid, he had 
tor a long time received pay from the parifh ; 
but having been repreftnted by Mr. Burt as 
a proper ubje^ to work for his"iivclihood| 
and hts pay bring ftopped, be vowed ven¬ 
geance againft Mr. Burt, and alfo againft the 
everfeers. Mr. Burt's little boy was with 
his father when he was murdered; was 
feized with terror, fhrieked and ran away; 
bis cry, however, raifed an alarm, which 
produced the villain's capture. 

16. John Anccll, a poor labourer at Sac- 
kctVhill in Thanet, Kent, was found in a 
held adjofting to Drapers, near Margate, 
with bis fkull fraflured in a fhocking man¬ 
ner, and many parts of. bis body terribly 
biuiftd.

Twymin was examined on Sunday aftemnon, 
but for a long time denied any knowledge of 
the murder, and thpugh only twelve years of 
age, kept to one account io artfully that it 
1IVI9 with the greateft oilTicuky be was made 

to confefs the truth; at laft he owned that 
C. Twyman did kill Ancell, and gave this 
relation Twyman was on horfe-back, 
and overtook the deceafed about eleven 
on Saturday night a Oiort diftance from Mar¬ 
gate church>yard, on the road to Drapers; 
that he firft attempted to take a bag from 
Anccll, and told him that he was an excifc- 
ofiicer, but Ancell, knowing Twyman, call¬ 
ed him by his name, and refufed to give up 
his property; on this a fcufTle enfued, and 
Twyman knocked Anccll dow n by a blow 
on the head with a ftout flub flick. Ancell 
recovering a little, got as rar as Drapers, near 
half a mile from the place he washrft fttuck; 
but Twyman then came up with Ancell 
again, and knocked him dowfi a ffcnnd 
time. Alter this, the poor wretch got on 
bis knees and b^^gged for mercy. Twvman 
difmounted, Ihook hands, and promiicd ho 
would not (Inkc him anv more, but almoft 
at the fame inllant the hlood-thirfty villain 
gave the unhappy man frveral violent blov 1 
on his head, which fid^ured liis ikuli, tin n 
made him [the boy] ilrikc the dicial'ed ic- 
veral times, while he was bleeding on the 
ground, and afterwaidsTwyman walked jiis 
horfe two or three times over the bod)," 
Thus finifhed the bloody feene. 

it is much to be lamented that this cruel 
miirdcrci is not \el taken, but Uri^t feaich is 
making after htm, and every ftep \ nrfued to 
hinder his gctlii^ awd\ by water ; b< mg well 
known in the lAc of Thanet and on the fea- 
coaft, It is thought he cannot long cfcape the 
puniftimcni due to his crime.

' After the elementary parts of his ediication 
were finifHed at Eton, he was pl.ictd*ac 
Chrit^ChuFch, Oxford, where he took the 
degree of M. A. June a, 176S, and after¬ 
wards became a member of one of {he Inns 
of Court.

the Directors of Greenwich Hufpital given 
to him; H« was alfo taken under the (atio* 
nage of the duke of Marlborough, and choten 
member for Wixidilock. In Match 1776, 
he was advanced to the dignity of 4 Lord of 
Trade and Plantations j and in 1778, when 
the too late adopted plan fif tirating with the 
Colonies was determined upon^ he, with luid 
Cdrlifle and governor J<ihntloiie, wak nomi. 
nated to the important office of Commif- 
fioner. 

He embarked for America with UU coad¬ 
jutors { but their miffion, as our readers will 
recollei^ was not attended wi.h any fuccefs. 
It feemS| however, to have been the means 
of introducing him to tlie friendlhip of lord 
Carlifle, whom, in December 1780, Iwac- 
companied to Ireland as Secretary* He cun* 
tinued jn this flation until the ctiange of the^ 
miniflty, hi Apnt tyM^, when lie defended 
Uis patron with a degree of warmth and ipi- 
jw> which beftire had not been ihfcovered to

^T^HEobiervant traveller proceeds to men- 
X tion fome ^ther particulars concerning 
the lioufes of the Ja^nefe, Each room has 
.two or more wkMlm'Si which begin near the 
cietieg and reach dotvn within a couple of 
feet of the Aoor. They confiR of light fafhes^ 
whlcli can be put in anu taken out dt ple.ifure, 
and Aide behind each other in two grooves 
made for this purpofo in the beams above ard 
below. They are divided into re^angular 
panes, which are fomecimes forty in number t 
on the oiitfide they are covered with hue white 
paj^er, which is feldom or never oiled, and 
which admits a good deal of Irghr, though it 
prevents all profpe6t without. The roof pro • 
je^s far beyond the houfe, and is fometimes 
lengthened out w’lth a fmall fepaiate roof, 
which covers a gallery built without the houfe 
and before the windows. From this fmaller, 
pafs inwards and downwards rqiiarc hits of 
wood, on which mats intended for blinds made 
of reeds are hung ; thefo mats can he roll'd up 
or extended at will; they forve partly to pre¬ 
vent paflengers from looking into tlie houfe, 
but chiefly to ilcreen thepapei windows from 
ram. The windows are never glazed ; nor 
did I ever obferve mother of pearl, or glactes 
martje ufed for this purpufe. 

I'he floor is always covei'ed withmats, made 
of a fine fort of grafs (a jsmeui) and flulTed 
with rice*flraw to the thicknel^ Of three or 
four inches. They are always of the fame fize, 
viz. a fathom in length,and half one in breadth. 
They are adorned along the fides witli a fhin 
blue or black band. It was only in the em¬ 
peror's palace at Japan that I faw mats larger 
tlian the common fize. In the meaner houfes 
there is a part of the room at thefurther end 
not cover'd with mats; it ferves inftead of 
an anticliamber for a place to cakesthe fhoes 
off. Within, the flixir is laifed and covered 
with mats. This is the inliabited part of the 
houfe: it may be divided into feveral aixiit- 
ments by boards. The walls within, and the 
cieling, are covered w'ith beautiful thick pa¬ 
per, on which various Rowers are imprinted^ 
eitlier of gre^, yellow, white, or variegated 
colours, and fometimes with filver and gold 
intermixed. The paRe they ufe to faflen it 
on is made of rice, and, as the fmoke during 
the winter foils this tapellry very much, it is 
renewed every third or fourth year. 

The part ^ the houfe fronting the Rreet 
ferves tradefmen and mechanics for their ihop, 
and the back pait only is inhabited, lu the 
room which ierves for a kitchen there is no 


ocher hearth than a hole in the middle, fur- 
rUuiided with fume Runes, which rife no high¬ 
er than the furfKe of the mats furroundiiig 
them. / 

The hqufe is blackened with fmoke, for 
tliere i:» no chimney excejx a hole in the roof, 
and aceidenisfrum fire often happen from the 
vacuity of the mats. 

Every houfe has a fmall court, which is of¬ 
ten adorned with {xirtions of earth tluown up, 
and various trees, (hiubs, and flower-pors. 
Every houfe has.ilfo a room for bathing, com- 
intHtly on une fide of the couit. In Joddu^ 
and fume oilier cities, every houfe lias a Rure^ 
houfe built of Rone nnd fecui*e fioro fire, in 
which they ran fave their property. 

Fiie>p]aces ami Roves are unknown in the 
whole cuiintty, though the cold is fo fevere 
tliac fires mult be made in the apartments 
from O^ober till Maixh. The fire is made 
in pigs of cupper with broad projedling 
edges, the cavity is fill'd with clay orafhes, and 
ill thisisbidwell-buiuMcharcoal. Thisgrata 
is fet in the middle or at one fide of the room. 
They either kindle the fiie feveral times 
a day, or keep it up conRantly, according 
to the ufe which is made of the room. Such 
fires are however fubjedt to many inconve¬ 
niences; jhe charcoal fometimes fmokes and 
j;he room is dilcoloured,and ilie eyes fuffor fe< 
verely 

The J.ipanefe houfes have not, either in the 
cities or the country, the convenience or beau¬ 
ty of Che European, The rooms are not fo 
cheerful, nor in the winter fo warm, nor fo 
fecure from fire, nor fo durable. The femi- 
tranfpareut paper window's in particular give 
them both within and wicliout a mean ap* 
pearance. 

The public buildings are more fpacious, 
but in tlie fame Rile. The roof, which is 
adonied with a number of towers of a pecu¬ 
liar appearance, coiiRiiutes their chief orna¬ 
ment. 

The cities arc fome of them ^ry large. 
They are fometimes furmunded with a wall 
and fofle, efpecially thofe wliere any chief holds 
his court. The capital Jeddo is faid to be in 
circumference twenty-one hours walk, or 
about twenty-one French leagues. 1 liad an 
opportunity to furvey from an eminence this 
fl^icious city, which equals if it does not ex¬ 
ceed Ptkin in fize. The Rreets are both 
Rraiglit and wide ; they are divided by gates 
at ^i^in diRances, as in all the other cities; 
at each gate there is a very high Raircafe, from 


^ From the ENOLnsu Rrvisw for April, 
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the top of whicli firest Hich happen verp 
often, may be eafily dircovered. 

Villages arc d>ltingui(hcd from cities by hav* 
ing only one (Ircct, which is of an incredible 
length, generally exceeding a mile and half, 
and often rolung, that it requires fcveral hours 
to traverfe them. They lie fometimcs fo clofe 
to one another, that nqthing but a bridge or a 
brookp and a dtlfeXuc name, feparates 
them. 

Currefponding to the ftroplicity of the archi - 
tedhire is the fcantinefs of the lioufholtT furni¬ 
ture, which however is fucli as not a little to 
contribute Co convenience, and even to the or¬ 
nament of the houfe. They have no clofets, 
bureaus, cbcds, fofas, beds, tables, chairs, 
cl(Kk,looking-glafs, &c. l^oft of thefe aiti* 
el«s*are iseither ufed nor known. The foft 
mats, which cover the floor, fervc for chairs, 
and beds. At meal-time a little table, a foot 
fqufirc, and ten inches high, is fet before each 
perfon. Upon In lidays a foft mattrafs fluffed 
with cotton is laid upon the mats. Cup¬ 
boards, cbefls, bureaus, and boxes are kept in 
a fepar^te room. Moft of the £afl Indian 
nations fit crofs legged, but the Chinefc and 
Japanefe fet their feet under their body, and fo 
ni.ike their heeh ferve for a chair. 

With refpedt to the variety ofeatahhs which 
are found in the /^panefe ifles and Che fur- 
rounding fca, partly the produce of nature, 
and partly reared or prepared by art, the 
country of which 1 am (^peaking exceeds per- 
ha-' ;)il others hitherto difcovereil. • The Ja¬ 
panefe ufe not only whatever is itfelf whole-* 
fome or nourifliing, but almofl every article 
of the animal and vegetable kingdoms, even 
poifohous things, which are fo piepared as to 
be for ufc. All the dUhes nix cut into fmall 


piece?, well dref^'d and fluffed, and mixed 
with proper fauce. flence, every thing being 
prepared, no one at the table has the trouble 
of cutting large flices and diflribiitingrhem n- 
mong the other guefls. At the time of eat¬ 
ing each perfon fets himfelf do^yn on the foft 
irat in tl^ ufual manner* • Before each perfon 
is placed a little fqnare table,^ p/hich are fet 
the things that are before-hand deflined. in the 
kitchen for each gpefl, on the deleft veffel 
of porcel£n or japanned wood.' ll^efe vcllels 
have tolerably Iprge bafons, .*11111 are always 
proridetl with a cover* The firfl difh is filh 

K dflfh foup. The fonpis di ark out of cups, 
t die bitsof meat are taken up with two lac¬ 
kered fkewers, which they bold between fbe

in the meat falls upon hk knees when he fet s 
it down, and alfo when be removes it. When 
a number eat in company, tliey make each o* 
tlier profound bows bchrp they begin. Wo¬ 
men do not eat with the men, but by them- 
fetves. Between every remove they drink 
fackit or oil of rice, which is pour'd out of a 
tea-kettle into a faucer of varnifb'd wood. 
At tills time they eat fometimcs a quarter of a 
hiinl hulled eggj and wilUlUis ih*jy empty fo- 
verol faucers. They commonly eac three times 
a day, about eight in the morning, two in the 
afternoon, and again at eight. Some eac with¬ 
out any regular order, jufl as they are hungry, 
fo that the meat muff fland ready all day. 
Rice, which is of a very white colour and ex¬ 
cellent tafle, fupp*it:& the Japanefe with bread ; 
it is dveffed with the other meat. Mtjo foup, 
boiled wiih hfh and onions, is univeiially eat¬ 
en, and commonly .1! each meal. Mifi is like 
lintfeed ; it is the fmnll beans of the dolUUs 

jota. 

Tea and oil of f-uki are the only liquors of 
the Japanefe, a mu( h fmaller number than tlie 
ihirfly Ennipeans can poxluce They never 
ufe wine or fpirit^, and will fcarcely t.ifte them 
when rliey are offered by die Dntch. The 
tafle of coff'ee is iiuknownbot to a feiviiirer- 
preters, and brandy is not among them a ne- 
ceffary of life. They have not yet allowed 
themfelves to be corrupted by the Europeans 
who vifu them. Rather tlian lake from 
others what may be ufeful nr convenient, they 
have preforved in its purity an ancient mode 
pf living, lefl they Ihould unawares intrixluce 
praiflices that may in time become hurtful. 

Saiki is a kind of oil which they prepaie 
from rice. It is tuler.ibly clear and not un¬ 
like wine, but hns a peculiar tafle, which can 
fcarccly be counted veiy agreeable. When the 
liquor is very frefli it 1$ whitilh; but when 
it is put into a fmall wooden veffel it becomes 
very brown. This drink is kept in all the 
inns, as wine in the taverns of Euro|)e. It 
conflitutd^ their entertainment at feftivat^ and 
times of rejoicing, and it is ufed as wine by 
perfons of diflinC^ion at their meals. The Ja¬ 
panefe never drink it cold, but, heating it in 
common tea-kettles, poor it out into (hallow 
cu]iso£\'ainifhed wood, and take it very warm, 
They veiy foon become intoxicated; but this 
pafles off' in a,few minutes, leaving behind a 
fevere he.'ukach. Sacki is impoi ted to Bata; 
via, where it is drank before meals to wlict 
the appetite; the white fort, on account of its 
Icfs difagreeable tafle,..is preferred. Tea is 
pfvd over all the country to allay thirit. 
lienee a kettle with boiling water and pulve^ 
rized tea is kept over the fire in every houfe, 
and more efpecially in ev^ inn. The farotrn 
dccoAicn is ^Hutrd ^led with cold wa- 
ten ' 

Smoaking 
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SmoakiAg of tobacco was not an ancient 
pra^ice in Japan, it was probably introducted 
by the Portugac^e. The Japaneft; have uo 
ocher name for this plant; both fexes fmnke. 
The quantity confumed is all reared in the 
country, and is the common fort. It is divi¬ 
ded into filaments almofl as fine as hair. The 
pipes are imall, fcarce more than fix inches 
long; they are of varniihed bamboos, with 
iiead and mouth-piece of coppcf: the head is 
Yo fmall, that fcarcethe third of a 

ean be put in, which .s done with the finger. 
A pipe is fintihed at a few draughts-s it is then 
emptied of the alhes, and fill’d again. The 
fmukc is blown out Ihru* both Che noftrils and 
mouth, Perfonsofdiftiniftion ofe the follow¬ 
ing apparatus: An oblong box, nine inches 
long, fix broad, and three fingers high, is fee 
befort every gueft. In this arc laid pipes and 
tobacco ; and three cups are fet at the fame 
time, all of wlfich are ufed in fmoaking. One 
of thefe cups, which are generally of cluck 
porcehin, is ^led with afbes, on which a live 
coal is placed to light the pipe : the fccond 
ferves to receive the adhes, which are ftrnck 
out of the.pipe when it is finilhed ; it h ufu- 
al to extingtiilh them by fpicting on them : the 
third cup is ufed as a fpitting-box. When vi- 
fits are matle, this apparatus is the fii'ft thing 
which is prcl'ented. A box of this kind is 
fometimes provided with a cover, which is 
fattened on with a ribband, and carried by a 
fervant, when tlicy go to places where they 
do not expert to be treated with tobacco. The 
common people generally cari'^ both pipes and 
tobacco with them when they go out. Thfi 
^ipe is put into a cafe, which is Ituck in the 
girdle on the right fide. The purfes for hold • 
ing tohacco are fcarce a hand in ler^th or 
bivadth •f they are provided with a flap, which 
is fafiened with an ivory hock. Thefe purt'es 
are fufpended'atthe girdle by a filken firing, 
and a cornelian, ora piece of agate. They .are 
generally made of a peculiar fine of filk, with 
interwoven fiowers of gold and^filver. 

The fciences are very far from having ar¬ 
rived at the fame height in Japan as in Europe. 
The hiftory of the country is, notwithftandmg, 
more authentic, perhaps, than chat of any other 
coimtry; and it is fiudied, without difiinftion, 
by all. Agriculture, which is confidered as 
the art mofi necefiary, and mofi conducive 
to the fopiiort and profperity of the kingdom, 
is no where in^tbe world brought to fuch per- 
fedlion as lierjd, wliere neither civil nor foreign 
war, nor emigration, dimlnilhes population; 
and w'here a thought is never entertained, ei¬ 
ther of gefting pofieliion of other countries, or 
to import the ufelefs, and often hurtful pro- 
dudUoDs of foreign bods; but where the ut- 
mofi care is taken that do turf lies uncultiva¬ 
ted, and no produce of the earth unemployed. 
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Afironomy is purfued and refpedted ; but the 
Natives .ire unable, without the aid of Chinefe, 
and fometimes of Dutch almanacks, to form a 
true calendar, or calculate an eclipfe of the fun 
ormixin within minutes and feconds, Medi* 
cine has never arrived, nor is it likely toarrivo 
at any degree of perfedlion. Anatomy is to¬ 
tally unknown; the knowledge of difeafes 
imperfedt, intricate, Jnd often fabulous. Bo¬ 
tany and the Knowlmge of medicines conftU 
cute the whole of Ihor flcitl, Tli«y ufe only 

fimptes; and thefe generally in dinrecic and 
diapfioretic decodfions. They are unacquaint¬ 
ed with compound medicines. Their phyfi- 
ciatis always, indeed, feel the pulfe; but they 
are very t^iou*;, not quitting for a quarter of 
an hour; befides, they examine firfi one, and 
tlten the other arm, as if the blood was not 
driven by the fame heart to both pulfes. Be- 
fidcs thofe difeafes which they have in com¬ 
mon with other countries pr peculiar to tliem- 
felves, the venereal difeafe is veiy frequent, 
wliich they have only a^yet undei flood liow 
to alleviate by decodlions, thought to purify 
the blood. Salivation, which tlieir phyficians 
have heard mentioned by tlie Dutch furgeuns, 
appears to them extremely formidable, both 
to coiidudl and to undergo; but they receiv¬ 
ed wi(h gratitude and joy the method of cure 
by ajua mercunaln^ which 1 had the fatisfac- 
tion firfi to infirudl them m. Different inter- 
pretei's ufed this method as early as the year 
1775 0*' 177^1 perftfdfly refiored, under 
my direifiion, many, both in Nogafaki and out 
of it. • Jurifprudenn is not anextenfive findy 
in Japan. No country has thinner law-^ks, 
or fewer judges. Explanations of th(. vws, 
and advocates, are things altogether unknown; 
but no where, perhaps, are the laws more cer¬ 
tainly put in force, without refpeCl Co perfous, 
without pji cialicy or violence. They are vei y 
firi^, and taw-fuits very Ihort. The Ja- 
paflefe know little more of pbyfics or eby- 
mifiry, than wtiaC they have learned of Uto 
years of the Europeans, 

Manufadlures are raucli pradlifed through ^ 
the whole country. In fume cafes they are * 
inferior, in others tliey are fuperior, the beft- 
wrought articles of European indufiry. They 
work very well in copper and iron. Their ' 
filks and cottons equal, and fonAtimes exceed, 
thofe wrought in India. Their vamifhed 
wood-waie, etpecially the old, exceed every 
thing of the kind which, other countries Itavo 
produced. 

Agriculture is in the highefi repute. Not* 
withfianding the wildi^efs of the mountains, 
the foil, even of the mountains themfelveSj aa 
well as the hills, is cultivated up to the very 
• top. They need not their premiums and en¬ 
couragement ; fince in that country, the far¬

S AMITEL Johnfon was the foa of Mi^el 
Johafoii) h bookfeller at Litchfield^ in Scaf* 
‘fonUhirCi » very p»ous and worthy man, but 
wrong headed, pofitive,and afflidted with me¬ 
lancholy, as his foQ, from whom alone I had 
the information, once cold me. His bufinefs, 

’ dowever, leading him Co be much on horfe- 
back, contributed to the prefervation of his 
bodily healtli, and mental I'anity, which, when 
he fiaid long at home, would fometimes be 
about to give way \ and Mr. Johnfon faid,thac 
when his work-fliop, a detached building, liad 
fallen-half down for want of money to j'epair 
it, his father was not lefs diligent to lock the 
dwir every night, though lie fatv that any bo¬ 
dy might walk in at the back part, and knew 
lliat there was no fecurity obtained by barring 
the front door. “ Tbis (fays his fort) was mad- 
** nefs, you may fee, and would have been dif- 
** coverable in other inftanccs of the preva-

** vented it from playing fuch tricks as riches

Michael Johnfon was pad fifty years old 
wlien he married his wife, wlu) was ujiwards 
of forty \ yet 1 think her fon told me thatfhe 
remained three years childlefs before he u A 
born into the woild, who fo gieatly contri¬ 
buted to improve it. In three years more 
ihe brought another fon, Nathaniel, whodiv-

Their father, Michael, died of an intlammatory 
fever, at the age of fevcnty-fix, as Mr, Jolm- 
fon told me; their motlrer at eigh^-nme, of 
a gradual decay.

mentioned him in the Lives of Fenton and of

The author has treated our excellent mu- 
ficaniiftoiian Pr* Surney with the greateft 
illiheralHy; for ioftead of confulermg our 
great muhea) luminary as a critic m the 
fcieoce of mufic, inftead of animadverting on 
theDoAor's literary produdf ion, Mr. Reichzrdt 
ilefcends to |)erH)iial fcurrility and infamous 
abule. SucI conduct merits no anfwer from 
a mnficat profefTor, fo univerfally efteemed by 
the firft judges in Europe, and who, perhaps, 
ftlenrly fmiles at tlie puerile malevolence of 
£uch impotent mnlice. There fcarce, indeed, 
-fequires any ftronger proof of Dr. Burney's 
noble and candid fentiments, th.in what has 
been reported, of his kind reception and pro- 
rtsAbn of this PrulTian cenfurer. Many 
IrieAly fervices it is well known 1 ^* Burney 
demonftrated to Mr. Reictiardc, while he re¬ 
mained in England.

In 1785, Mr. Reichardt had feveral op- 
poitunities to difplay his mufical talents at jhe 
Opera Houfe and Pantheon. 

The public papers having announced the 
intended performance of fo great a compofer 
and fuppos'd feientihe critic, the profeifurs of 
mufic natuVally expe^ed c(>m()ofuions of fu- 
perlative excellence, where genius, art, and 
fcience, were judicioufly uniced. How were 
they difappoiuted in hearing Mr. Reidiardc's 
chorqfes ! Nothing appeared ftnking; no fu- 
ges, either in fimple or double countei points, 
gr at Icaft with one or two fubjcdls. Thefe 
are the mailer-pieces of great compofers,and 
might reafonably be expefled from the hrft 
compofer of fo great a monarch. It feemr, 
Mr. Rekliardt is totally unacquainted with 
the coiuitefpoint; for wlijch purpofe we re¬ 
commend him to recommence his ftudies; by 
this means he may underftand fomethingmore 
of mufical compofittons, and the fuUimc ef- 
fedl of the counterpoint. 

In hearing Mr, Reichnrdt's five or fix 
chorufte;: exhibited publicly, it would have 
been dilBcult to have determined, whether 
it'was church, ibeatrical, convivial, or ele¬ 
gant donneftic mufic, The ftyle, after the 
moft impartial aiticifm, feemed to be iUe- 
gitimace, the mere baftard oflspring of a 
diftempered brain t where ra(h paftion broke 
through the bounds of decency, and produced 
a monftrous binh, crude, immature, and de¬ 
void of all harmonious refinement. It muft 
be obferved, that one idea was uderable; this 

fvat 
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was tlic kcltlc-dnim crcfcenti, which would 
have produced au excellent etfe£l, had the 
whole band, under Mr, Reichardc’s dire£lion, 
perforffled in cxa6t time. This part was fre¬ 
quently intro<1uced| but always failed; per¬ 
haps more owing to the ill performance of the 
bandfthan Mr. Reichardt's WHiile thcfe 
rcrform.mres were proceeding for Mr. Salo¬ 
mon's bentht, one mufical profeUbr, wich 

furprife, interrogated another, Whofe compo- 
ficion is this ? Mr. Reichardc's, anfvvcrcd a 
tliird. VVhai' the firft compofer to l!ie King 
c)f Pruflia ? Y es. God defend our ears from 
the fecoiid compofer, fays the enquirer. 

In Pans, at li Concoto fj>iittuaU, Mr. Rei- 
chardtS performances received umverfal dif- 
a|iproli.ition; his cumpufuions gave general 
difgtid ; and that very polite people, evei rea¬ 
dy CO countenance and protect Grangers, hil- 
feJ his mufic oft the ftage. 

This coni{7ofer not only wants knowledge 
of the grounds of the tiue pnuciiVles of har¬ 
mony, but iikewife genius; witliout which 
no mufic.il coinpufer can ever fucceed. He 
is advifcdytliercfore, to coiifulc fomeable maf- 
ters, who will frankly, and in a friendly man¬ 
ner, expofe liisdcfcdis; for inclination, how-- 
cvei warm, is not fufficienc to produce ori¬ 
ginal and (cientific compt^fition. It would be 
advii .hie, in order to avoid appearing ridicu¬ 
lous, to withdraw hts conipoiiiiuns from die 
public eai, niid not celeluate, or become the 
iierahi of Ins own unfortunate vanity .ind fol- 
ly, by wiuc he calls his mufical inventions^; 
oi* rather whimlical mdigdled crudities; 
whicli title IS mure applicable. * 

Mr. Rcichardt was prefent at Weftminfter 
Abbey, and heard the graml compofttions of 
Che great, the immortal Handel. Ttiiscircpm- 
IhuK r, tibove all others, demonllrates his want 
of wfte, genius, Ikill, and even common fenfe; 
for he prefumed to produce in public his 
tpiaint gingle of founds to an audience wluife 
ears were refined by the harmony of Han¬ 
del and the greateft compofers in Em ope. 
How hale mankind know themfclves! if 
Mr. Reichardt travelled for mufical improve- 
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menr, it is feared he has loft his labour; hit 
peregrinations will prove ufelefs to his coun¬ 
try, and degrading to Ins excellent monarch. 

The Berlin mufic Ims been frequently and 
juftly cenfured ; becaiife it was defedtive, de¬ 
void of tafte, and unharmonious. The only 
compofer wMio has received approbation m 
Graun. Berlui mufic in general is only ap¬ 
proved by Frullians in.tlieir own country | 
for one ftupid perforr always finds another 
more ftnpid to admire him. All the compo- 
fersi an^ mnficians who have unfortunately 
lived m Berlin have their tafte fo much viti¬ 
ated by bad examples, th.ac they fail of fuccefa 
in all other countries. If folemn gravity^ 
fdf.importancv, pedantry, dif)ingui(h men as 
learned, they polfefs Chefe qualities to the ut« 
moft degree; but pedantry rai tly jiofttnes 
geiim-t <ir tafte. It only extends to tlie rudi¬ 
ments of knowledge, and tl^erefore fails in 
real life, amongft polite and civilized fuciety. 
Schoul-hoy knowledge is commonly peity 
vain, full of difpucation, obftinacy, and abfur- 
dity; which nothing hut refinement and 
comparative views of fuperior excellence will 
eradicate from tlie mind. Koiilfeau has tru- 
ly reprefented French mufic with all its tie- 
fcdls; he w.is hung in eftigy at P.iris, at the 
very time they performed his opera: his mu¬ 
fic was approved, and refined the Ficnch laltc- 
It IS ceitaiiily no crime to write againft the 
mufical tafte of nations; it is a luppy circum- 
itaticc, when improvement enfucs fioni juft 
cenfore. It is ftncerely hoiked this will be 
thecife dtnoiigft the PiuOian compofers, and 
Yarticul.irly with Mr. Reichaidt. Critics and 
cenfurets, Iwvvevei impartial and fcientific,are 
commonly rewarded with ingratitude ; for 
m.inkhul enjoy the improvements, but hate 
the improveis. Infteadof public thanks, they 
commonly expciience pi'ivate malevolence 
and calumny. One prerended friend flatters 
another on his produdtiun, but leaves him .g- 
norantor Ins defedh : this may be polite, hut 
nothing can be more unfttendiy or infamous.

SOME PARTICULARS CONCERNING the LIFE and CHAl^.^CTKR of 

captain cook, 

[By David Samwh Surgeos to the Discoverv.] ^ 


C APTAIN Cook was born at M.irton, in 
Cleavelaiid, in the county of V ork, a 
^mall village, diftant five miles fouth-caft 
^rom Stockton. His name is found in the 
p^ifh regitter in the year i yiq (fothat Cap¬ 
tain King was miftikcn, in placing the time 
of his birth in the year 1717). The cottage 
in which his father formerly lived, is now de¬ 
cayed, but the fpot where it ftootl is ftill 
ftiewn to ftrangers. A ^entteman is now ft- 
’ Mac?. 


ving in that neighbourhood, with whom the 
old man formerly worked .is a cummon d.iv* 
labourer in the fields. However, thongl; 
placed in this humble ftation, he gave his foil 
a aimmon fchool education, aiul at .an e.irly 
age placed him apprentice with one Mv. 
S.iunderfon, a Qiupkeeper at Scaiih, (nlwa) s 
p^nounced Steers) a fmall tilhiog town on 
the Yorklhirc coaft, about nine miles to the 
iu)i tbw.'it d of Whitby, The bufiuefs is now 
T c earned 
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carried on by the (bn of Mr. Saunderibni in 
the fame (hop, which 1 had tlie curiofuy to 
vifit about a year and iutU ago. In that fitua- 
^ tion young Cook did not cootinuc long, before 
he quitted* it in di{g\ift, and, as often happens 
in Che tike cafes, betook htmfelf to the fea, 
Whitby being a neighbouring fea-port, readi¬ 
ly oftiTcd him an opportunity topurfue his in¬ 
clination j aiKl theie we find he bound him* 

felf apprentice, for i^ne years, in the coal 
trade, to one Mr, John W,ilker, now living 
in South Wliithy, In his employ he after¬ 
wards became mate of a (hip; in wXf.ch Na¬ 
tion having continued fome time, he had the 
offer of being mailer, which he refufed, as it 
feems he had at chat time turned his thoughts 
towards the navy. Accordingly, at tlic break¬ 
ing out of the war in 1755, entered on 
boatd the Eagle, of fixty-four guns, and in a 
fliurc time after Sir liugh Fatlifer was ap- 
)x>inted 10 the command of that (hip, a cir- 
cumffance that mulf not be paifed unnoticed, 
as it proved the foundation of the futiire fame 
and fortune of Captain Cook, Kis uncom¬ 
mon merit did not long efcapethe obfervation 
of that difcerning officer, wlio promoted him 
to Che quarter-deck, and ever afticr patronized 
him with fuch zeal and attention, as nmft re> 
fiedl the higlieft honour upon his charaAer, 
To Sir Hugh Pallifer is the world' indebted, 
for having til'd noticed in an obfcure rituation, 
and afterwards brought forward in life, th’e 
greateft nautical genius chat eVer any age or 
country has produced. In the year 1758, we 
iind him mader of tlie Northumberlqpd, then 
in America, under the command of lord Col¬ 
ville. Ic was there, he has been heard to fay, 
that during a hard winter he'fird read Euclid, 
and applied himfelf to the (tudy of aftrouomy 
and the mathematics, in which he made no 
jncontiderable progrefs, allided only by his 
own ingenuity and mdutiry. At toe time he 
tiuis found means to cultivate and improve liis 
imnd, and to tupply tlic delKienry of an ear^ 
ly education, he war. contUiKiy eng.iged inthe 
moff bnfy and active (elites of the war in 
America. Ac tiiC fiege of Quebec, Sir Hugh 
Pallifer made him knov;n to6ir Chaiie<^ Saun¬ 
ders, who committed to his cliarge the con. 
during of iho boar*; to the attack of mount 
Morenci, and the embarkation chat fcaled the 
heights of Aur.iharn. He was alfo empht/ed 
to examine the patlage of the river St. Lau¬ 
rence, and to lay buoys for the directum of the 
men of war. In fhoit, in whatever related to 
the redu^ion of chat^dace in the naval deparr- 
ment, he h.id a priACipal iliare) and condudl- 
ed himfelf fo well throughout the whole, as 
to recommend iiimfdf to tlie commandeV in 
chief. At the condlifion of the* war,-Sir 
Hugh Piallifer having the command of thb 
EiewfoaodUnd flation, he appoinn»l him to 
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furvey that Kland and the coaft of Labradore, 
and gave him the Grenville brig for that pur- 
pofe. How well he performed that fcrvice, 
the chaits he has publifh'ed afTord a fufficient 
tetiimuny. In that employment he continu¬ 
ed fill die year 17(71 when the well known 
voyage to the South Sea, for ohferving the' 
traoflt of Venus, and making difcnveries in 

that vdlt ucciiih was planned. Lord Hawke, 

who then piefided at the Admiralty, wa^' 
drongly fulicited to give the command ofthar*' 
expedition to Mi. Alexander Dalrympler 
but through the i'^ierelt of his friend Sir Hugh 
Pallifer,Captain Cook gained theappumtment, 
together with Che lank of Lieutenant, It was' 
ftipulnted, that on his return he (hould, if hr 
chofe It, again hold the place of furveyor iti 
Newfoundland, and that his family (hould he 
pro /ided for, in cafe of any accident to him- 
felf. 

He failed from England in the Endeavour, 
in the year 1768, accompanied by Mr. Banks 
and Dr. Sola^ider, and returned in 1771 ; 
after having circumnavigated the globe, made 
feveral impnttant difcoveries in Che South Sea, 
and explored the iflands of New Zealand, 
and great part of the cnad of New Holland. 
The (kill and ability with which lie conduc¬ 
ed this ppeditiun, ranked hie name high as 
a tiavig .tor, and could not foil of rccumm^d- 
ing him to that great patron of naval merit, 
the Eail of Sandwich, who then pretided at 
the board of Admiralty. He was promoted 
Co the rank of matter and commander, and a 
Ihort lime afterwards, appointed to conduct 
I apother expedition to the Pacihc Ocean, in 
fearch of ilie fuppoled fouthern continent. 
In Chisfecond voyage he circumnavlg.ited the 
globe, determined the non-cxi(ience of a 
fmithem continent, and added many valuable 
difcoveiies cothofe he had befoie made in the 
South Sea.' Hu own account of it is befoiu 
the public, and he is no lefs admired for Che 
accuracy and dxteniive knowledge which he 
has thfplayed in that work» than tor his (kill 
and intrepidity in conducting tlie expeditinn. 
Oh his return, he was promoted to the rank 
of ptMl-c.ipiain, .lud ap|H>inied one of the cap¬ 
tains of Greenwich Hofpital. In that retire¬ 
ment he diilnht continue long : for an adlive 
life hell fuitii’g liis di(]«>(ition, he uifered his 
feiuce'. to ccxidu^t a third expedition to the 
South Sea, which was then in agitation, in or¬ 
der to explore a tiorthern patiage from Europe 
to Aha: in this he unfortunaCiely lo(l his life, 
but not till he had fully actoroplilheU Che ob- 
jcdl of his voyage. 

The Character of Captain Cook will be he(b 
exemplified by the fervices Ik* hitv performed, 
which areuniverfally known, and have rank- 
td his name above tliat of any navigator o£ 
aacienc or of inodtru times, i^ature bad enl 
• ' ' ' dowed 
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bim with a mmd vigorous and com^prehenfive, 
which in his riper years he bad cultivated 
with care and induftry. His general know¬ 
ledge was excenfive and various : in that of 
his ownprofefllon he wasuneqttalled. With 
. a clear judgment, ftrong mafculinc fenfe, and 
the moh decermined refolution; with <1 ge¬ 
nius peculiarly turned fur eiitci'pi ize| he pur- 

•faed his objeA with unthaken perfeverance : 
—vigilant and aAive in an eminent degree 
cool and intrepid among dangers; patient and' 
firm under difficulties and d^refs; fertile in 
expedients 1 great and original in all his de- 
figus; adtive and refolvcd in carrying them 
into execution; thefe qualities rendered 
him the animating fpiric of the expedition : 
in every ficuatinn, he flood unrivalled and 
alone; on him all eyes were turned ; he was 
our leading ftar, which at its fetting left us 
involved in darknefs and def^^ir. 

His conflitution was ftrong, his mode of 
living temperate : why Captain King ffiould 
not fuppofe temperance as great a virtue in 
him as in any other man, 1 am unable in guefs. 
He had no repugnance to good living ; be al¬ 
ways kept a good cable, chough he could bear 
the reverfe without murmuring. Ho was a 
modeft man, and rather bafhful; of an agree¬ 
able lively converfution, fenfible and intelli¬ 
gent. In his temper he was fomewhat haf* 
ty, but of a difpofition the moll friendly, be¬ 
nevolent, and humane. His perfon was 
above fix feet high, and though a good-look¬ 
ing man, he was plain both in addrefs and ap¬ 
pearance. His head was fmall; his haiy, 
which was of a dark brown, he w'ore tied 
behind. His face was full of expreffion; his 
nofe exceedingly well fliaped; his eyes, which 
were fmall and of a brown ca(V, were ifuick 
and piercing; his eye-brows prominent, 
which gave his countenance all together an air 
of auflericy. 

He was beloved by his people, who look¬ 
ed up to him as to a father, and obeyed his 
commands with alacrity. The*conhdence 


we placed in him was unremietiog; our ad¬ 
miration of his great talents unbounded ; our 
efleem for bis good qualities affisAionate and 
fincere. 

In exploring unknown countries, the dan¬ 
gers he iud to eiicaunter were various and 
nneommou* On fuch occafions, he always 

difpliiyed great prefence of tniiul, nnd a Aea- 

dy peKeverance in pttffuit of his ohjeA. 'The 
acquifition he has made to our knowledge of 
the globe is immenfe, befides improving the 
arc of Navigation, and enriching the fcience of 
natural philofophy. 

He was remarkably diflinguifbed for the 
aftivity of his mind : it was that which ena¬ 
bled him to pay an unwearied attention co 
every object of the fervice. The ftndt a:co- 
nomy he obferved in the expenditure of the 
(hip's (lores, and the unremitting care he em¬ 
ployed for the prefervation of the health of 
his people, were the caufes that enabled him 
to profecute difcuverles m remote parts of the 
globe, for fuch a length of time as had been 
deemed imwa^licahle by former navigatoi-s. 
The method he difeovered for preferving the 
health of feamen in long voyages, will tranf- 
mit his name to poflenty as die friend and iie- 
nefadlor of mankind : the fuccefs w'hich at¬ 
tended it, aftbrded this truly great man mote 
fatisfadion, than Che diflmguilhed fame iliac 
attended his difeovenes, 

England has been unanimous in her tribute 
of applaufe to his virtues, and all Europe lus 
borne tefjlimony to his meric. There is liaid- 
> ly a corner of the earth, however remote and 
ravage, that will not long remember his be¬ 
nevolence and humanity. The grateful In¬ 
dian, in time to come, pointing to the herds 
grazing his fertile plains, will relate t(> li.s 
children how the fiifl flock of them was in¬ 
troduced into the country i and the name of 
Cook will be remembered among tiiofe be¬ 
nign fpiritr, v> horn they wmfhip as the fource 
of eveiygood, and the fountain of every 
fiug. 


ESS AY on Che RISE and P R O GR £S S of C H EMISTR Y« 
[ From Dr. Watson’s ** Chemical Essavs.**] 


^H£ beginnings of every art which tend- 
ed either to fupply the ueceiliiies, or Co 
alleviate the more prelllng inconveniences of 
human life, were probably coeval with the 
firfl eflablifhment of civil focieties, and pre¬ 
ceded by many ages the invention of letters, 
of hieroglyphics, and of every other mode of 
iranfmiiting co poflericy the memory of pafl 
tranfa^ions. In vain fhould we enquire who 
invented the firfl plough, baked the firfl bread, 
fhaped the firfl pot, wove thefii'ft garment, 
•r hollowed out the firfl canoe* Whether 
men were originally left, as they are at pre- 


fent, to pkk up cafual informatiifi concern¬ 
ing the properties of bodies, and to lov^lligate 
by the length of natural gemtis the, vaiiouS 
relations of the ol^e^ls furrouiding ihcm; or 
were, in the very infancy of the world, fuper- 
naturally affifted in cti» dlfcovery of nutters 
eiTeatul, as it (hould leem, to tbeir exiilence 
and well-being, mufl ever remain unknown 
to us. 

fThere can be little doubt that in the fpace 
of, at lead, 1656 years, frufp ibe creation of 
Che world to the deluge, a great vnrlrry of 
oicoaomical arts mqLl h^ve been earned to a 
T t a very 
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very. confiJeraWe degree of perfe^on. The 
knowledge of many of thefe peri(hed, in all 
likelihoodi with the then inhabitants of the 
earth j U Ixsing fcarcely poflihle for that fin- 

gle family which efcaped general ruin to 
have either praflifed, or been even fuperfici- 
ally acquainted with them all. Wh^n men 
have been long united in civil focieties, and 
human nature has been exalted by a recipro¬ 
cal communication of Knowledge^ it does not 
often happen, that any ufefuL tnveniion is in- 
tirely loll: but were oil the prefen^inhahi- 
tants of Che earth, except eight perfons, to be 
dellroyed by one fudden calanTfity, who fees 
not that molt of thofe ferviceable and elegant 
arcs, which at prefent conHitute t!ie employ* 
menc, and contribute to the luppinefs of the 
greatefl part of the human race, would pro¬ 
bably be buried in long oblivion ? Many cen¬ 
turies might (lip away before the new inha¬ 
bitants of tile globe would again become ac¬ 
quainted with the nature of the compafs, with 
the arts of painting, printing, or dying, of 
making porculjin,gun'powder. flvel, ot brafs. 

The interval of time uhich tlapfed from 
the beginning of the world to the tirll deluge, 
is reckoned by profane hdhiri.ins ro be whol¬ 
ly uncertain as ro the events vvhicti lup(>eiied 
in ic : it was antecedent, by many centuries, 
not only to the sera when they fuppofed hif- 
tnry to commenre, but to Che molt dilUnc 
ages of heroifm and fable. The only ac. 
count relative to it, which we can rely on, is 
contained in die tint fix chapters of the book 
of GeneliS; three of which being employe^ 
m die liidory of die creation, and of the fall 
of man ; and a fouith containing nothing but 
a-^enealogic.il narration of the Pacnarctis from 
Adam to Noah ; it caniiut reafonahly be tx- 
yici^ed, that the other two ihould eiuble us to 
trace the various fleps by which the human 
iiitellcdl advanced m the cultivation of arts 
and fciences, or to aicertain, with much pre- 
r.ifion, the time wlien any of them was firlt 
introduced into tlie world. It was tome, 
what remarkable, that trum this account, 
fhmt as It is, the chcmitts fhould be authun. 
zed, with fome propriety, to exalt tiiC anti- 
qoity of their art to the earlielbtimes. Tu- 
baUedin is there mentioned as an inftrudtorof 
fivcry artttcer in copper and iron ■*. This 
f'lrcnmliance proves beyond difpute, that one 
pdi4«4 mecalliirgic chemiftry was well known 
ac that time ; fur copper and iron are, of all 
Che metals, mofldiflicukt* be extracted from 
their ores, ami catmoc, even in our days, be 
rendered niaUeable without much 'ikill or 
trouble} and it proves alfo, that tlieoits in 
general wore m au unproved Hate amongtl 


the antediluvians. It is faid, indeed, that 
fome tribes of Hottentots (who can t»ve no 
pretenfions to be ranked amongft the cultiva¬ 
tors of tiie arts^ know how Co melt both iron 

and copper f; but this knowledge of theirs, 
if they have not derived it from an intercourfe, 
with the Europeans, is a very extraordinary 
circumftance, fince the melting and manufac¬ 
turing of metals are judly confidcred, in gene¬ 
ral, as indications of a more advanceil Hate of 
civilization tlun the Hottentots have yet ar¬ 
rived at. But not to dwell upon this; Cain 
we know built a city, and fome would thence 
infer, that metals were in ufe before the time 
of Tubal Cain, and that he is celebrated prin¬ 
cipally fur his ingenuity in fabricating them 
for domeflic purpofes. Hiftory feems to 
fupport our pretenfions thus far. As to tlie 
opinion of thofe w^io, too zealoufly contend¬ 
ing for^the dignity nfchemi(lry,make the dif- 
covery of its myilerics to have been thepi^n- 
um amrii w'iiich angels paid to the fair daugh¬ 
ters of men, we in this age are mure difpof- 
cd to apologize for it than to adopt it. We 
may fay of arts what Livy the Human hifto- 
nan h.isf,ml of (lates-^i/ii/Mr fitcc venia anti^ 
tjfiitulif utf mifeendo bumana pt tmordiu 

artium au^ujitot a fadat. 

For many ages after the Buod we have no 
certain accounts of the ftate of chemMlry. 
The art of making wine indeed was known, 
if not before foon after ilie deluge: this may 
be cnllcdled from the intoxication of Noah 
there being no inebrutuig qiuhty in the un- 
fermented juice of the grape. The Egypti¬ 
ans were fkillcd in the manufaifluring of me. 
tals, in medicinal chemiflry, and in the nit of 
embalming dead bodies, long before the time 
of*Mofes, ns appears from the mention made' 
of Jufeph's cup and from the phyficians be¬ 
ing ordered to embalm the body of Jacob ||. 
They praflifed alfothe 4 Vts of dying and of ma¬ 
king coloured glafs at a very eaily period, as 
has been gathered not only from the teflimo- 
ny of Strabo, but from the relics found w'lth 
chelr mummies, and from the glafs beads with 
which their mummies are fonietimes lludded. 
But we cannot from thefe inHances conclude 
that cliemiHry was then cultivated as a fepa- 
rate branch of fcience, or diBinguifhed in its 
application, from a variety of other arts whigh 
mud have been exercifed for the fupport and 
CQpvenience of human life. All of thefe had 
probably fome dependence on chemical prin¬ 
ciples, but they were then,asthey are at pre¬ 
fent, prafUfed by the^feveral artKls without 
their having any theoretical knowledge of 
their refpedlive employments. Nor can we 
pay much attehtion iu this inquiry to the ob- 
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fcure account*: which are given of the two great 
Egyptian ptiilufopliers. Hermes the elder, fup- 
pofed CO he the fame with Mizraim, grand- 
fon of Noah ; and Hermes, Curnamed Trifme- 
gi(lu& the yovmgei, from whom chemiftiy has 

by fome been atfed^ediy called tl)C Hermetic 
art. 

The chemical /kill of Mufes dlfplayed in 
tiir. burning, reducing to an impalp.ible pow¬ 
der, and leiuleiing potable tlie golden calf in 
tite wilderncfs, has been generally extolled by 
writers on th;s fnbje^> ; ami conftantly ad¬ 
duced ns a proof of the then flourilhing llate 
of chemiflry amongft the Egyptians, in whofe 
learning he is (aid to have been well verfed. 
If Mofes had really reduced the gold of which 
the calf conlilled, into alhcs, by calcining ic 
in die fire, or made it in any other way folu- 
hle in water, this iiilfance would liavc been 
greatly 111 point; but neither in Exodus nor in 
Deuteronomy, where the fadt is mentioned, 
is there any thing faid of its being ditfolved in 
water. The enemies of revelation on the 
(Aher hand, conceiving it to be polTible to 
calcine gold, or to render iC potable, Iiave pro¬ 
duced tins .account «as containing .1 proofuf the 
wantof veracity in the lacred hiltonan. B<>th 
Jidcs feem to be in an error : Stahl and other 
chemills h.ive Ihewn, that it js polhble to 
make gold potable; but \.ve have no reafon 
to conclude chat Mofes either ufed Che piucefs 
of Stahl, or any other chcmicdl means for ef- 
fe^^iiig the purpofe intended —took the calf 
lot'ub they hudmuitct at)d^^uf nj it in thefirtfaird 
fn/UHii it to po’iuilti y and /lu'W.d it upon the 
vvafttf and made the cfuldun of JJlael to d^in\ 
•/ It Here is not the leiilt uUimation gu 
\en of the gohl having been dilVoWed, cIicmiii- 
cally fpeaktiig, in water; it was Itamped and 
ground; 01, as the Arabic and Syruic ^ifions 
luve it, filed into a hoc dull, and thrown in¬ 
to the river of w’hicli the children of Ifracl 
ufed to drink: part of Che gold would re. 
mam, notwithft.'iiiding Us gie.itcr fpccificgra¬ 
vity, fulpemied for a time, (as happens m the 
w'alhing of copper and lead oriv) and mi:;ht 
be fwallowed 111 driukingthe water; the rett 
would fink ti) the bottom, or be cained away 
by the tlnx of the ftream. 

Neverihclefs* though nothing fatisfaftory 
can be concluded concernii>2 tne KgyjAKin 
chemiltry from what is fatd of Mofes in this 
inllance, yet Che llru^lure **f the .irk, and the 
falhion of Aaron’s garments, cleat ly indicates 
to us that the arts of manufadunng metals, of 
dying leather red and linen blue, purple, and 
Icarlcl; of diftinguifhing precious Uones, and 
engraving upon them, were at that time prac¬ 
ticed in a very eminent degree f. The Ifraelites 


had unqueflionably learned thefe arts in Egypt» ■ 
and there is great reafoii to fuppofe, nut only 
chat learning of every kind firft (lourilhed in 
Egypt, but tliat chemillry, in particular, was 
much cultivated in that country wrhen other 

fciences had palTed into Other parts,of the 
world. Pliny, in fpeaking of the four peri¬ 
ods of learning which had preceded tlie iime.s 
in which he lived, reckons Che Egyptian the 
til li; and Suidas, ^ho is thought to have 
lived m the tenth century, informs us, that 
the Emperor Diocletian ordered all the bobks 
of chemilfry to he burned, left the Egyptians, 
learning from them the art of preparing gold 
and filver, fhould thence derive refources to 
oppofe ihe Romans J. It is worthy of no¬ 
tice, ilhit Suidas ufesche wordchemiftry in a 
very reftrified fenfe, when he interprets it by 
—Che preparation of gold and filverbut 
all the chemifts in the time of Suidas, and for 
many ages before and after him, were alche- 
mlfts. The edi£l of Diocletian in the third 
century, liad little etfedl in reprclUng the ar¬ 
dour for this ftiidy in any part of the world, 
fince we are told that not lefs than live thou- 
fand hmiks, to f.iy notliing of manuferipcs, 
have been pubiilheil upon the fubjedt of al¬ 
chemy fince his time ||. 

At wliat particular pcrioii this branch of 
chemiftr)', reCpedtnig the tranfmutation of 
the haler metaK into gold, began to be diftin- 
guilhed by the name of alchemy, cannot be 
determined, An author of the fourth centu¬ 
ry, in an aftiological workj^lpeaktt of the 
feieneg of alchemy a> well undeiftoixl at that 
time ; and this is faul to he the firlt place m 
which tile word alchemy is uted. But V'of- 
fius alTercs, that we nuglii, in tlie place liere re¬ 
ferred to, inllead of aiduinvi to read cbcmiu* 
Be tins as it may, w’e can have no doubt 01 
alchoma being tompounded of the Arabic al 
(chejand ehemu^ Co denote excellence and fii- 
pcriority, as 111 al-manack, al-koran, ami 
other words. Whether the Gi eeks irivemed, 
or received from the Egyptians, the doftrmc 
concerning tlie cranfmutniion of metals, or 
whetlier the Aruhi.uis were the firft who 
prbfcffed ic, buiiceiCain. To change iron^ 
lead, tin, copper, quickfilver, into ^old^ 
Teems to be a problem more likely to animate 
mankind to attempt its fulutioD, than either 
that of fqiiarng :ho circle, oAf finding out 
a per[>etual miitn.n ; and as it lias never ytc 
been pioved, pfihips never can be proved, 
to be an hnpjjpfU it ought not to be 

eftcemed a matter of wonder, that the firft 
chemical b.Kiks v'e meet with, are almoft 
iiitirciy employed in alchemical inqui¬ 
ries. 


' 4 . £xod. XX^ii. 
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ChwaiftrjTi with the reft of the fciences^ 
being bauifhcil from the other parts of the 
WorU, took refuge among the Ardbian^ 
Geber in the feveiith, or as fome will liave it 
in the eighth, and others in the ninth century, 
wrote feveml chemical, or rather alchemical, 
books in the Arabic. In thefe works of Ge- 
bcr are contained fuch ufeful dire^ions con¬ 
cerning the manner of condu6ting diftillation, 
calcination, fublimatioit, and otlier chemical 
operations, and fuch pertinent obfervations 
refpedling various minerals, as juftly feem to 
entitle him to the chara^er, which fonfe have 
given him, of being the father of chemiftiy; 
though, ill one of the moft celebrated of his 
works, he motlcftly acknowledges htrrifelf to 
Ktve done little elfe than abridge the dodlrines 
of tlie ancients concerning tlie tranfmuCation 
of metals. Wl^ether he was preceded by 
Mefue and Kliazes, or followed by them, is 
not in the prefent in<|uiry a matter of much 
importance to determine, fince the fore»men- 
tioned phyficians, as well as Avicenna, who, 
from all accounts, was pofterior to Geber, 
f^ieakof many chemical preparations, and thus 
thoroughly eil.iblilh the opinion, that medi¬ 
cal cheniiftiy, as well as alchemy, was in 
thofe dark, ages well underftood by tiie Ara¬ 
bians. 

Towards the beginning of the thirteenth 
century, Albert the Great in Germany, and 
Roger Bacon in England, began to cultivate 
chemiftry with fuccefs, excited thereto, pro¬ 
bably, by the perufal of fnme Ar.ibic hooks, 
which about that lime were tianflaCed into 
L.ttln. Thofe two monks, cfpectally the lat. 
ter, feem to have as f.<r exceeded the com¬ 
mon ftandard of learning in ihc age in which 
they lived, as any philolophers who have ap¬ 
peared in any country either lieforethsir time 
OP fince. They were fuccceded in the four¬ 
teenth andhfteenth ceiituiics, by a great ma« 
riy eminent men, both of our own country 
and foreigners,who, in applying themfelves to 
alchemy, made, incidentally, many ufeful dif- 
cuvenes in vai ions parts of (hemiftry. Such 
were Amoldus de Villa Nova in. France; our 
countryman Geoige Kipley; Raymond Lully 
of Majorca, wiiu hrft introduced, or leaft 
more largely explained, the notion of an'uni- 
verfal medieme ; and Bafile Valentine, whofe 
excellent book, inti uied, C:o t us ^ntuHomi trim 
umpbaiiSf has contributed niuie than any thing 
elfe to Che iutrndu6fion of that ufeful minet^ 
into the regular praAice of moft phyficians in 
Europe: it has given occahon alfo to a va¬ 
riety of beneficia), as well as (a circumftance 
which might be expedled, when fu cicklipt a 


mineral fell into the hands of interefled eiit* 
pirics) to many pcrnicious«^rfcfl»i. To this, 
father than to the arrogant feverity with which 
Bafile Valentine treats the phyficians his co¬ 
temporaries, may wc attribute the ccufurc of 
Boeihaavc, who, in fpcaking of him^ fays, 

he erred chiefly in this, that he commend- 
** ti\ every antimonial preparation, than which 
** nothing can be more foolifh, fallacious, and 
** d.uigerous ; but this fatal error has infefted 

every medical fchool from Chat time to 
« this/^ 

The attempting to make gold or filver by 
alchemical procefles had been prohibited by a 
conftitucion of Pope John XXH. who was ele¬ 
vated to the pontificate in the year 13161 and, 
within aboutone liundredand rwenty years from 
the death of Friar Bacon, the nobility and gentry 
of England had btctmie fo infatuated with th^ 
notions of alchemy, and wafted fo much of 
tlieir fubflance in fearch of the philofophcr's 
ftone, as to render tlje incerpofilion of govern¬ 
ment necclfjry to i'eftrain their folly. The 
following aft of parliament, which Lord Coke 
calls the Ihorteft he ever met with, was |)alfed 
5 Hen. IV. ** None from henceforth fhali 
“ fue to multiply gold or filver, or ufe the craft 
“ of multiplication ; and if any tlie fame do, he 
“ (hall incur the pain of felony.*' It has 
been fuggefted, that the rcafoa ofpafling this 
aft was not an apprehenfion left men Ihould 
ruin their foi tunes by endeavouring to make 
gold, but a jcaloufy left government ihonld be 
above a/king aid of the fubjeft. « Aftei Ray¬ 
mond Lully and Sir George Ripley had fo 
* bigely multiplied gold, the Lords and Com. 
mons,conceiving lome danger that theRegency, 
having fuch immenfe treafurc at command, 
wouy he above afking aid of the fubjeft, and 
mi^ht become too arbitrary and tyrannical, 
made an aft agiinft multiplying gold and fil¬ 
ver This aft, whatever might be Che oc- 
cafion of pairing it, though it gave fome ob- 
flruftion to the public cxercife of alchemy, 
yet it did not cure the difpofition for it in in¬ 
dividuals, nVir remove the general credulity; 
for, in the ^5 Hen. VL letters ‘patent were 
granted to fevcral people, by which they 
were permitted to inveftigaiu an univerfal 
medicine, and to perform the tranfmutation 
of metals into real gold and filver, with a 
non-obftante of the fore-mentioned ftatute, 
whichremained in full force till the year 1689, 
when, being conceived to operate to the dif- 
couragemeni of the melting arid refining of 
metals, it was formally repealed 
£7o ht eoHtifiued.^

Aa ACCOUNT of the Celebrated COMTE DE CAGLIOSTRO. 

[ Concluded from aji* ] 


S OON after the Coum’s ari ival at Paris, the 
Cardinal dc Roliaii, who honoured him 
with occafional vifits, offered to introduce liim 

to a lady named Valois de la Motte. 

“ The Queen,'* faid the Cardinal, addref* 
fing himfelf to the Cuunt, is a prey to the 
deeped melancholy, in confequence of a pro* 
didtioii that Ihe is to die m xhtld-bed. It 
would be the highed falisfadlion tome, if by 
any means I could undeceive her, and rciture 
her peace of mind. Madame de Valois is 
eveiyday with her Majedy: and you w*ill 
greatly oblige me, by lellmg her (if ftie fhuuld 
afk your opinion) that the Qureuwillbe fafe- 
ly brouglit-ro- bed of a Prince." 

Ti> this propofril the Count, wifhing to 
oblige the Cardinal, and pleaftd with the prof- 
peft t)f contributing, though indirectly, to the 
prefcrvatiou of the Queen's health, rfeadily af- 
f^ented. 

On vifuing the Prince next day at his lioufc, 
hr there found the Countefs de la Motte, who, 
after the ufual CIV ihtieh, opened the bufinefs 
M him as fullous : 

I am .u*(j lainied w’lth a lady of great dif- 
tinilioii at Verfaillcs, who has been fore¬ 
warned lint fhe and another lady were to die 
in child-hcd. The prcdidlion has been veri¬ 
fied on one of the parties, and the lurvivnr 
awaits the fatal minute in the utmoft uneafi ■ 
nefs*, Jj you know what will happen, or if 
you think you can by any means find it out, I 
;hall goto Verfaillcs to-morrow and makertly 
irpoit to the perfoii concerned, who, (added 
the Countefs) is the ^cen hetfrif.*' 

The Couiu'b anfwer to Madame de la Motte 
ivas, that all prediilions were mere nonfenfe ; 
but advifed her to tell the Q^ieen, to lecom- 
mriid herfelf to the divine protedlion, that her 
fiifi lying-in had been forinnatc, and that her 
.ipproarhing one would be equally fo. 

The Countefs not feeming fatisfied with 
tkis anfwer, Che Count, in confequence of his 
proniife to the Cardinal, affuming a ferious 
councenancet told the lady, Madam, as an 
adept in the fcience of Nature, and aapiaint- 
cd with the arcana of magnetifm, 1 am of opi¬ 
nion, tliat a being perfe^ly innocent may, m 
this cafe, operate more powerfully than any 
other. If tl lerefore you are defirons of know¬ 
ing the truth, yon muft, in the firfl infiance^ 
find out inch nii innocent creature. 

If due be the only difficulty,'’ replied 
Madame dc la Motte, ** I have a niece who 
aafwers the defeription: 1 wHI bring her with 
me to-morniw.” 

The next day the Count was much fur- 
prifed at being introduced, not, as he had ima¬ 
gined, to a child about fix years old| but to a 


full grown innocent creature of fifteen. Aftef 
compofing his features, and ftiAing a laugh, 
he a(ked Mademoifialle L>a the yo'uig la¬ 
dy whether fhe was truly innocent ^ To this 
quefiiun fhe more boldly than ingenuoullf 
anfwercd m the affirjnaCive. The Count re¬ 
plied, ** I fhall know the truth of it in an in* 
Itant. Commend yourfelf to God and your 
innoegnee, fiep behind the fereen, (hut your 
eyes, and think within yourfelf on any object 
you moft with Co fee: if you are innocent, ic 
will appear to you; if uuC, you will fee no- 
tl»ng4 

“ Mademoifelle de la Tour/* continues 
the Count, ** followed my dire^ions, and I 
remained on the otiier fide of the fereen with 
the Cardinal, who Hood near the fire-place, 
not wrapt in extacy^ ns Madame de b Motte 
tliinks proper to exprefs ic, but holding his 
hand to his mouth, forfenr of incerrnpting the 
folemn feeae by an lU-tinud laugh." 

Having made tome myrtle gefticulalions, 

1 defiled the young lady to ftamp on the floor 
With her innocent foot, and cell me vvlietherfho 
faw any thing,—Slie anfwered in the negative 
—Then, Mils,** laid I, linking :lie Ikreen 
fmartly, ** you arc not innocent.”— Tins oh- 
fervation piqued the lady's pride—Hold,'* 
cried (he, methinks I fee the Queen.*’—>I was 
Chen convinced that this innoient niece had 
been properly mrtruAed by her anful aunt. 

Ddirous to know how Ihe would go 
through her part, 1 requefied her to defcribe 
tl^ apparition : the faid the \mW was preg¬ 
nant, and dreifed in white : (he then proceed¬ 
ed to defcribe her features, which exadlly re- 
fembled the Queen s. 1 then defired her to 
afle the lady whether (he would be brought- 
co-bed fafely. She replied, the thould, I 
then ordered her to kifi die lady’s hand re- 
fpe^fuUy. The iuntcmt creatute kitfed her 
own hand, and came from helimd the fereen, 
perfeflly fatisfied to think the liad convinced 
US of her innocence. 

The ladies e;ic fomc fweetmeats, drank 
fome lemonade, and in about a quarter of an 
hour retired hy the back flail's. 

Thus ended a farce, as harmltCs in itfelf 
as it was laudable in its motive. 

The Cardinal, having thus brought me .le- 
quainted %vith the Councefs, atked me wliac 1 
thought of her ? I, who have always pretend¬ 
ed to fomc Ikifl in plufiotrnomy, fincerely dc* 
dared, that 1 believed her to be a deedeful in¬ 
triguing woman. The Cardinal differed in 
opinion from me, and (txm after fet out for 
S^eme, where he remained a month or fix 
weeks. On his return, his vifits to me be¬ 
came more frequenti and 1 obferved him to 
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be uneafy and thoughtfut; and whenever the 
Countefs was mentiuned, 1 with my ufual 
franknefs told him, that woman deceives 

About a fortnight before he was arrefted, 
he one day faid to me, “ 1 begin to thmk you 
are nglit in yourconjefturcs, and that Madame 
de Valois is Che woman you have dcfcnbtd.** 
He then, for tlie firft titKje, related to me tlic 
traoraftion about the necklace, and communi¬ 
cated his fufpicions and fears tliat it had not 
been delivered to the Q^ieen* This coir'obo- 
rated my former opinion. 

The next day the Piinccinft»rmed me that 
the Countefs and her huiband had, feai mg ilie 
confcqiiences ol the aliovc affair, fled for ihei- 
ter to hishoufc, and that they requcHed leiteis 
of lecommcndaiion for Kogland or 0*:rmjny, 
The Cardinal .ifked my advice m tlielnifinfls. 
1 told him lt;ere was hut one way loft, viz, to 
deliver her into the hands of the Police, and go 
directly to Couit, and by the whole matter 
otieii to the King .md his Minilters. I'lns 
Iw nhjefted to as ifcpn^nant to his feelings and 
generofity. In this cafe," bid l,‘* God is 
your only refourcc." The Cardinal, tiowevcr, 
iiHving refufed giving them tlie letters of le. 
commendation, they fet out for Ihnguiuly, 
and i have heard nothing of them fince." 

On rhe 15th of Auguft the Cardmal was 
rrrel^cd. Several perfons obferved to the 
Count, that <!<! he was among the Piclaic’s 
filend*), l)e nuglit pollihly fhare the fame fate. 
l!ut riKilcinin of h’s innocence, hr j-epheJ 
tlut lie \va. perfcilly religned, and w'onld 
watt with patience wliatever God or the go¬ 
vernment fhonld ordain. 

Actordiuglv, at half part feven o'clock in 
ll>c morning, on the 221! of AugiiO, a Com-* 
miibry, an exempt and eight myrmidons of 
the Police entered his honfe, .lod after nim- 
tuaging Im$ ferutoH'es, dragged him on foot in 
the mini oppmhiious manner, till ahaikney- 
coach' happening to p.ifs by, he was permuted 
to evuer it, and \va» conduced to the Baihle 3 
to wh'Ji place h:s wife was likewifecommiu 
itii. On the 30th of JaniUiy 1786, after five 


months confinement, he underwent an examU 
nation; in which he invariably peifitted in de¬ 
claring bis innocence. During this iiicerruga. 

tory the following qaclhon wobput to him : ' 

0 ^ “ Your manner of living is expenfive ; 
you give much away, and accept of nothing in 
return; you pay every body ; liow do you con¬ 
trive to get money ?** 

A. This qncltion has no kind of relation 
to the cafe in point; however, I am willing 
to give you fomefatisfadtiun. Yet, of what 
importance is ic to have iC knowm, wliother 
lam the fnn of a monarch, or the child of a 
beggar; wliy I travel withiHit making my- 
felf known, or by w^hit mt*ans 1 puMore the 
money I w.-int i As long as 1 piy a due re- 
fpert to the I’oligion and laws of the country, 
d'lhhaige eveiy obligation, and am imiformly 
doing giKidtoall abound me, the qndtion you 
nowr potto me is improper and unbecoming. 

I have aliv.iys trikf-ii a ph-afuio in lefufing to 
gratify the curiofii^/ of the public on ihts ac¬ 
count, notwillift.iniling all llie r.ilumnres m.j- 
hce hr. invented .ii'aiiill me. 1 will iicvei- 
tl’elefs coridekcii*! to tell you wh.it I never 
revealed to any one bcfoic. Know then, tlut 
the pnncipd refouice I have to hoalV of i->, 
rh.it as fooii as I fee my foot into any coiimrv, 

1 there find a banker who fiipplicj me with 
every thing I want: thus in I'ldme, S>u*n~^ 
Jin de or Monf. S.jiicolaz at Lyons, 

w'ould give me up their wh.dcforttines, were 
1 toafk It; but I luve always rvipieiled tliefe 
gMitleiucn not to fay rhsy-wer« my bankers. 
In addition tothefe refourccs, I derive faitlier 
a'.ililance fivim my cxtenfive knowlcilge.** 

The Count feems determined to keep his fc- 
cret; and for reafons iieft knnvvn to his judges, 
has iA)t yet recovered his liheity. As matters, 
liow'ever, feem dr.iwing near .a favourable con- 
cluhon with the principal in this myitenous 
bufinefs, it is mine tli:in probable he will be 
permitted to vvandei' about Kiirope again, af- 
tir funvnng a piinilhmeiit fiifhcient in his 
ojvniDii expiate the greatell ciimes”— 
a coatinement of fevcral miaitlis m rhe 
ftile. 


For the EUROTE AN^ M AG AZI NE.

I N the Monthly Review, Vol. XL. 1769, 
an ablti .ivl is given of the Hiltory of the

jeX. The Count in his relation gave the 
hiftory of Bebe, a Dwarf kept by the laie 
StanilLius, King of Pukuid, and who died in 
1764, at the age of twenty'three, when he 
meafured only thirty-three inches. At the 
time of his hirtii, he meafuietl only betweefi 
eight and nine inches. We have theie uken

cutties, which do not appear to have been (u« 
perior to thofe of a well-taught pointer; but 
that the Aze and llrength of the incelledtual 
pc,wets are not aHeAed by the diminutivenefa 

or tenuity of the corporeal organs, is evident 
from a ftill moie ftriking inftanceof littlenefs, 
given us by the fame nobleroaoi in the perfon 
‘ ef Moiiiietir Borulawlkt, a PoU^ gentleman, 
tvtium he law at Luneville, and who has fince 
been at Paris, and who at the age of twenty- 
two meafured only twenty-eiglic incto. 
This miniature of a maii| confidenng him on¬ 
ly as to his bodily dimenfions, appears a giant 
with regard to his mental powers and attain^ 
ments. He is clefcribcd by the Count as pof« 
felTing all the graces of wit, united witli a 
found judgement and an excellent memory; 
fo that we may with juftice fay of M. Born- 
lawfki, in the words of Seneca, and nearly in 
the order in which he has ufed them, Poffe 
ingenium JorUfftmum ac bcatiffimum Jub juoiibtt 
torpitfcuio latere^*'' Epift. 66. 

There are fevcral curious circumBances re¬ 
lative to Count Borulawlki left unnoticed In 
this account. He was Che Ton of a Polifh no. 
bleman attached to the fortivies of King Stn- 
nillaus, who loft his property in confe<|uence 
ufthat attachment, and who had ftx children, 
three dwarfs, and three well-grown. What 
is fingular enough, they were bom altemate- 
ly, ubig one and ahttlc one, though both pa¬ 
rents were of the common fue- The littlo 
Count's yuungeft filter was much lefs than 
him, hut died at the age of twenty-three. 
The Count continued to grow till he was 
about thirty, and has at prefent attained his 
47th year, and the height of three feel two 
inches. He never expeiienced any ficknefs, 
hut lived ill a polite and affluent manner un¬ 
der (he patronage of a lady, a friend of the fa¬ 
mily, till love at the age of forty-one intruded 
into his little peaceful bufom, and involved 
him in matrimony, care, and perplexity. 
The lady he chofe was of his own country,

After a pretty long Bay in London he went 
to Bath and Bnltol, vifited Dublin and fome 
other parts of Ireland ; from whence he re¬ 
turned by way of Liverpool,Maochefter, and 
Birmingham, to London, wltere lie now is. 
In every place he acquired a number of friends] 
In reality the eafe and politenefs of his man¬ 
ners and addrefs pleafe no lefs than the dimi¬ 
nutive, yet elegant, proportions of bis figure 
adonilh thbfe who vifit him. His perfon is 
pfeafing and graceful, and his look manly and 
noble.

It will, 1 think, be granted, ttiat Dr, G. is 
deficient in that force of mind which is ne- 
ceAary to the philofophical hifWian. He 
feldom dilates the conception of his leader, 
or pnKluces chofe Arokes by which nairacive 
is converted into painting. To fpcak w'iih 
reverence, I would fooner place him by the 
tide of Xenophon than of Tacitus; happy, 
had he but taken for his model the rmiplii.ity 
<if the Grecian I lie might, at lealt, hrt\e 
been an ufeful and an agreeable chion'cler. 
But 1 fear chat an inordinate paflion for orua* 
nieni has fcduced him intoa fl>le which will 
be difgufting to men of taAe, and dangerous 
to thofe whofe tafle is not yet fccure againfl 
the inBoenceof bad example; a Ityle feldom 
elegant, frequently vulgar, and generally fee¬ 
ble. I hope the following indances will 
ferve to Ihew that this opinion is not thrown 
out at random. 

X. Nothing is more charadleridic of a falfe 
tafte than an indifcrimuiate proAifiun of the 
mod fiHxible epithets whkh language affords. 
This impropriety is perpetiialiy recurrtngi

UimiabU piodudiom and inimitttUe txtelJcnct 
•ccur in the fame fentence: and again, .with¬ 
in tlie fame |)age, iHunitabk author : iulmita-^

. tabu fuaiitits of a virtuous prince i the imita* 
tivCf tbwtgb immitabU expt^jjions of tht Grecian 
tongue. Detached fenteuces cannot give a 
proper notion of tliis defedl. Nothing but 
a penifal of the l^k can make the t«ader 
fully fenfible of Its difagreeable effects. A 
few harfh founds do not gift much molefla- 
tion ; but a continuance of them teazes, and 
at laft becomes quite tormenting. 

The DoAor would do well to (ludy War- 
ton f^jfay on Tope) on the appropviatiun of 
epithets, before he publifhes his fecond edi¬ 
tion. Hk epithets are feldom more applicable ' 
to one fubjedl than another. He U deter* 
mlhed to be fine, but bis finery is of a edarfe 
and vulgar kind,

3. If on fome occafioiis he ufes exprefTive 
words with too great freedom, on others he 
negleils to ufc them when he ought. “ The

4. His Ayle is every where enfeebled by 

tautology. Sir Jolui Suckling ridicules a fa- 
fluon prevalent among fume authors of hk 
time, of excluding ndj«dlives from compoA* 
tion alto;;ttlier. One of his charadlers ex- 
p.-clfeb h'.s admiration of the ll.^tely march of a 
row of AibAaiUives, Dr. G* on the contrary, 
fc^nis deteiaiiiied to hike away from the fub- 
ttantive iti grammatical privilege of ftanding 
alone. Aferitcd fame and well-earned ho¬ 
nours," p. 183. ** Elfeminate forciiefs and 
liceutioub dcKiOchrry," p. 190.

Speak¬ 
ing of Anacreon s poems, he fays, <• there 
may Nb difeovered in them an extreme licenti* 
oufnefi of manneis and a fmgular voluptuouf- 
nefs of Amcy, extending beyond the feofes, 
and tainting the foul itfelf,” p, 199. Now 
What fort of extreme hcentioufnefs is it, and 
Angular voluptuoufriefs of fancy, that does not 
extend beyond the feofes, nor taint the foul 
itfelf ? ** &ppho breathed the amorous Aames 
by wh'ch (he was confumed, while Alcaeus 
declared the warmth, of his attachment/' p. 
198. Tiiefe weajMins improve the courage 
as well as the vignurof Che fuldier,"p. zo6. 
No ciafilical bigot having, 1 believe, dreamed 
of any peculiar charm iu the weapons of anti¬ 
quity, this muft be a new difenvery; and 
Dr. O. in order to complete it, would do 
- iw^ CO prepare a fnemoir for tlie French

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Academy ef Belles LettreSi pointing autthofe 
qualities in the Greek fwords and fpears 
which rendered tliem more favoui*able to' 
courage and vigour than tlie bayonet of the 
ii^iirupcanj or tlie Cf>mohawk of the Indian. 

Whoever defires information on the effedb 
pmdnced by the arms of the ancients, will 
tmd good fenfe and elegant language in 
Heyne’s paper, Comm.

The fubjeas in this Supplement are chiefly 
foledled from counties omitted in the bod) of 
the work, or flighily toucbed'upon. 

Among ihofe in Haroplhire, we find the? 
following account of King Jolm’s Houfe, at 
Wiinford. 


** This venerable ruin, which Ims folong 
remained unnoticed by the cunous, flands 111 
the garden ?if the Earl of ClaiirK^rd, at Warii- 
furd, on the high road from London to Gof- 
porc. It is known by the title of King 
Jolm’s Huufe, an appellation common to 
many ancient flruAures in which that King 
had no concern ; King John and the Devil 
being the founders, to whom the vulg*)r im¬ 
pute mofiof the ancient buildings, mounds, or 
intrenchments, for which they cannot*nflign 
any other conilruftur; with this diflindtiun, 
that to the king arc given moR of the man- 
fions, caRles, and other builuings, whilR the 
Devil is fnppofed to have amufed hunfelf chief¬ 
ly in earthen works; fuch as his Ditch at 
Kewmarkei, Punch-bowl atHmd-head,with 
divers others too numerous to mention. 

In the map of Hamplhire engraved by 
Nordeo, about tlie year 16 re, this building is 
marked as a ruin; and m fome writings of a 
more ancient date, belonging to theClauricard 
family, it is conveyed with the manor and 
prefenc manfiun by the denomination of the 
Old Houfe. 

** What it originally was, can only he 
conjectured. Two ancient inferiptions on the 
panfh church, the firR on the north the fe- 
cond on the fouth fide, within the porch, 
feem to afford fome grounds to fuppofe it 
tha ancient church built by Wilfric Btfhop of 
York, between the years 679, when he took 
refuge among the South Saxony and 685, 
when he returned to his fee. 

The infcription on the north is as follows:

The whole of tliis conjefturc refts on 
the word r^ovavit^ which is not always con¬ 
fined to repairing or lehuilding the identical 
editice, but is often ufed to exprcfs a different 
building, appropriated to the inms purpnies 
to which the former was devoted. 

'** This rum meafurcs on the ontfidc 80 
feel, from call to weft, and 54 from in'rtli 
to fouih; iti walls are four feet thick, and 
conftnv 5 led of flint fei ia grout-work. It 
is divided into two nnerpinl rooms: the laritert 
or eaflernmoft, 46 feet by 48, h.is' tw<twin- 
dowbon the north, and two on the fouth, as 
alfo two doois on the north and fonth widls, 
near the weflern extremity, and another m 
the weft fide, leading to the Itlfer ro-^m. At 
about t8 fee: from the call .i.ul weft walli, 
and ten from die north and fouth, ftand four 
columns, whirh witli four half columns, let 
into the eaft and well walls, once probably 
fupported a vauhed roof. Thcle column., 
winch are of tw'o dif’^crcnc for^ts, Ihnfc and 
capital included, meafuie nearly twenty-five 
feet, or eight diameter*;; they are of fione, 
as compact and durable as marble ; their bales 
oftogonal; moft of the .arches of the doors 
and window’s are circular. 

** When this biuldiog was firft taken notice 
of, it was ufed as a barn, and covered with a 
modern nwf. I'his h.as been finLC C.ikeii off, 
and It now forms a very ftriking ornament to 
he garden.'* 

This volume alfo contains three views of 
MalmfbuiyAbbey, \VlUfliire ; and nine views 
in the iflands of Gucrofey and jerfey, excKiftve 
of the frontifpiece, which is a curious divwmg 
of Caflle Cornet, in Guernfey, intheflateit 
was before 1672, when the powder ma¬ 
gazine being fet on fii« by lightning, the 
great tower or keep, with many houfes and 
other handfome buildings, were blown up 
and demolifhed; of which dreadful cata- 
(Irophe thd following ii faid to be an authen¬ 
tic and accurate account. 

On Sunday night, about twelve, o’clock, 
on the a^h of December 1672-, thetlighc 
being very Aormy^and tempcAnoos,^ and the 
wind blowing hard at $. S. W. to which af- 
pea Che door4>f the magazine exa^y fronted, 
the thunderbeic or clap which aucompaated 


diis dreadful calamity, was heard to *me 
circling (or as it were ferpentizmg) over the « 
platform, from the fniith-well, (n an iu- 
(lanc of time, not only tlic whole magaune 

was blown into tlie air, but alfu all the hinifes 
and lodgings of the caAie ; p.irticnlarly (ome 
fair and beautiful buildings that had jull been 
creeled, at great expence, under the care and 
diredlion of lord vifeounC Hatton, the then 
governor, who was at that time within tlie 
buildings of the cafllc* 

By this accident the lady dowaget* Hat¬ 
ton was kilted by the f.ill of the cielingof her 
chamber, uhich felt in four pieces, and kill¬ 
ed her on thi fpot. The right honourable 
the lady H i^ton, the governor’s wife, and 
daughter of the earl of Tli.inet, was likewife 
clcflroyed in the following roaiiner. — Her 
ladyftiip being greatly terrified at the thunder 
and lightning, inlilU'd upon being removed 
from ihe ch.inihei Ihe was ii to the nurfeiy. 
5 )ie and h>M‘ woniao, in a few minutes after, 
fell .1 farilficc, by one corner of the niirfcry- 
rooni falling in upon them. 

“ In ilie f.mie r(«»m was alfo killed a diy • 
nurfe, wlu» w.is found dead, with my lord's 
fee >ail daughter iii her arms, holding a fmaU 
(liver Cup in her b.inds whicli flie ufually 
]day(d witli, which was all rimplcd and 
bruiled ; yet tlte young lady did not receive 
the le.^ll hurt. This nurfe had likewife one 
of her hands fixed upon the emUe, In which 
liv my lord's youug-ttl daughter, and the 
cr.tdie .almolt filled with ruhbith, yet the 
cliihV received no foil of prejudice. B^'fides 
thefe, one enfign Coveil, mr. VVilliam Prole, 
ni^ luid's (lewaid, and feveral ochr*t‘ per* 
foii'J, were ilelii'oyeil by tiie fame accident. 

Having given this account of tho'e vvlio 
perilhed, I (hall hriefty mention fume of 
thofe who were moft mirnculoufiy prefeiveJ 
in this extrovirdiiiaiy dif.dler. 

** Kirft, the governor, who at that time 
had his apaitment in a convenient houfe 
w'hich his lordftiiphnd built about two years 
before. This houfe ftood N. by K. from 
the magazine, aud very near it. His lord- 
fhif^ri|Phe kme it blew up was faft in fleep^ 
and earned away by the explofion, in his 
bed, upon the battlements of a wall juft ad¬ 
joining to liis lioufe, and wps not awaked 
but by a (hower of hail that fell upon his 
face, and made him fenfihle where he was. 
This, no duubt, mud appear veryextraor* 
dinary, but is averred to be fadt A moft 
miraculous prefervation indeed, nothing being 
left ftaading of the houfe but Che door-cafe.

An inftance of favage barbarity was about 
rhii time perpetrated on fome of Henry's 
vaflals in South Wales* William de Bruce, 
lord of Brecknock, invited to an entertain¬ 
ment, at thecaftle of Abergavenny, Seifyllt 
ap Dyfnwal, GeolTry his fon, and other 
chiefs of diftindtioii.n In the midtt of their 
feftivity, to giye fome colour to the hafenefs 
of his defign, he told ttie WeKh chieftains, 
that in future they (hould not trtfKl armed, 
either with their fwords or bows, and requi¬ 
red them to take an oath fur the due per¬ 
formance of this. So imperious a command 
was by a high - fpirited nubility univerfal- 
ly rejected: when, on a fignal being made, 
a number of armed foldiers rulhed into the 
hall, and malTacred the Welih lords. Hot 
fatished with this, Bruce, attended by his 
ruffians, proceeded to the houfe of Seifyllt, 
and murdered his infant fon, in the prefence 
of his mother. 

** Scenes fuch as thefe,” Mr. Warrington 
remarks, ** are fo expreffive of homir, that 
they difguft the eye of humanity, and it is 
with pleafnre wc turn to the more agreeable 
profpedb which are opening to nur view, of 
juilice and order, of freedom and national 
imporuncc.'* 

The feventh book contains the hiftory 
from the accelfiun ofXlewelyn ap Jorworth, 
to the death of David ap Llewelyn. During 
this period, we behold the Wellh expofed to 
all the viciifitudes of foriime, in their ma.Uy 
ftnigglci for liberty ; by exerting their uni¬ 
ted ftrength, {om^imes raifed to the high- 
eft pinnacle of profperity ; at others, in an 
inftant fallen into dilunion and dependanse.

A few' adls of ferocity, too 
frequent a violation of trebles, and a want 
of firmpeis on fome occafions in his condudt, 
may injure Ids fame in feme degree, but 
cannot deprive him of the title of Linuilyn 
the ptatf conferred on him by'the gratitude 
of & country, fer a long life employed in ns 
defence. 

The ^hth book contains the narrative 
from the accefTum of Owen and Llewelyn, 
Cbefensof Giyffydhap Lkwelyn, who feme 
yean before liad been killed by atteuipiing 
. to efeape out of the To^’cr of I.ondou, to 
the death of Llewelyn, tlie laft prince of 
Wales. 


Owen liad (hared In the captivity ef hit 
fetlier, but was afterwards taken into favour, 
and highly caretfed at the Englilh Court, 
from whence, on the death of David Llew. 
elyn, he witlxlrew, aed fortunately effedled 
his efcape into Wales. 

At this time, our author obferves, tlw 
WeKh had neither opportunity nor fpirit 
eitljer to cany on commerce or cultivate 
their lands, and in confequence were perilh* 
ing by famine. ** The harp of the church* 
men,” to ufe the words of an old writer, 

were ch.inged Into ferrow and iament.> * 
tions, tlieir high and ancient renown f«*4* 
faded.” 

In this ficuation the two princes thought 
jiroper to conclude a peace with the Englifh 
king, on the fevere conditions, of yielding 
up for ever all the country fnim the frontier 
of Chefliire to tlie water of Conway; and 
that all the Barons of Wales were to do ho¬ 
mage and fervice to the kings of England 
for cve(^ 

For fome years after this, the WeKh na¬ 
tion remained difpiritcd and inaflive. With 
their fi^edom they loft every trace of their 
najdoual cliaradler, till Owen, the eldeft of 
the reigning princes, not biuoking a partner 
in tlie throne, engaged his younger brother 
in hoftilities againft Llewelyn ; when after a 
(harp engagement, their army belhg routed, 
and themfelves taken prifoners, that prince 
remained in foie pofleifion of his mutilated 
kingdom. 

The eyes of the WeKh nobility were at 
length opened ; a feries of injuries awakened 
them to a fenfe of their loft enndaioa. 
They refurted to their prince, and in the moft 
folemn manner, with au aifedling tho* man- 
ty fpirit, they declared, that they would ra» 
ther die in the field in defence of their natu* 
ral rights, than any longer remain fubjedt to 
fo cruel and opprdfive an enemy. Llewelyn 
feconded their ardour. They all determined 
to refctie their country, or bravely perilh 
amidlT the ruins of its freedom. 

Adhiated by this principle, they> immedi¬ 
ately aimmenced hoftilities; atid from that 
peruxl exerted themfelves with unremitting 
ardour, tho* with various feccefs, to recover 
their llbeity. At one time, by one of thofe 
tuins in human affairs which neither fagacity 
can forefee; nor power prevent, Llewelyn 
in a fortunate moment, by his^wn fpirit and 
judgment, obtained what many of his ancef* 
tors had negociated and fought for in vain. 
At length, however, the genius of.Llewetyn, 
weighed in the balance with that of Edward, 
funk in the feale. Tnifting the fafety of 
Wales to the chance of war, and relying on 
its natural fituation, the ftrength of wliich 
hail fo often baBlvd the arinies of England; 
he TlfgleAed to furnifh with the necellary 

ftock 
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Hock of proviiioQs, an important poll to 
tlhich he and his people might be forced to' 
retire. Ttius fituatcd) he had no alternative 
but to implore the mercy of the Eiigliih 
king. A peace was coocLuded, ua humilia¬ 
ting terms for the WeKh. 

' For fome timei the HiChiry of Wales af¬ 
fords no iiicivlents worthy of notice ; tlie fpi- 
ric of the people was broken by the rigour 
of a foreign government. They regretted 
the freedom they had loft ; but, too w^eak to 
recover iC| they reir.juned fdent and dejedied. 

At length roufed by repeated adls of op- 
preftionf a general infurredliun took place in 
11^1; which Edward immedutcly marched 
to fupprei^i and advanced as far as Couway, 
near which place he encamped at tlie fcK>t i}f 
Snowdon mountainSi and made preparations 
10 pafs the Menai. HerCt however, he met 
with a fevere check, the WcKh rufhing 
don a 111 great multitudes from the iriountains, 
on a party of Engltih and fome Gafeun lords^ 
who liad pafTed over at low water to recon¬ 
noitre chrir works. Fifteen knighcsi thirty, 
two efqmres, and one thaufand common fol. 
dieis were flain, or periihed in the water. 

Elated by tliis fuccefs, die WeKh urged 
Llewelyn to adt with intrepidity, and aflault 
the Knglirh in their turn. This he choi^hc 
utifafe to do without farther rcuiforcements; 
to obtain which he detei mined to go into 
South Wales, and accordingly marched with 
a body of forces to the aid of his friends in 
Ctiac country. 

As footi as the king heard of this move, 
ment, he fent orders to Oliver de Dineham t9 
pafb over the Severn to Carmaerthen, to fup- 
port his generals in Chat country, 

Llewelyn proceeded with his forces co,the 
Cantrev of BucUc, where hy agreement he 
was to hold a conference with lome lords of 
that diftndt* Having therefore polled his 
army on die top of a mountain near the wa¬ 
ter of Wy, he placed a body of troops at a 
bridge which commanded thepaflage over 
that river. Thus fecured, as he thofighl, from 
any fudden attack, he proceeded unarmed, 
and attended only by his'elquire, into the 
valley where the confeience was to be held. 
In a moment after his departure the bridge 
was attacked, and defended with fuch fpiritt 
that the EnglKh were unable to make any 
imprelhon, till a detachment having with 
difficulty forded the river, tbd Welfh, aflault- 
ed in the front and rear, were driven from 
their poft. 

The prin6c, who was watting in a fmaU 
grove, being informed by his efqutre that 
he lieaid a great outcry at the bridge, eager¬ 
ly enquired if hts people were ir\polfel]ion 
of it I and b^g told they were, he vei7 
calmly reidied, Ht then wbuUl not ftir

km thence, tbo’ the while power tf Xa« 

gland Win un the other fide of the river.*' 
This conftdeiice, not improperly placed, hfted • 
only for a moment; the grove being in an 
inftam furronnded. Llewelyn ttien endea¬ 
voured as fecretly as lie could to make good 
his retreat, and join hit troops no the moun¬ 
tain. In this attempt lie was difeovered, and 
clofely puKued by one of the enemy, who, 
not knowing h'.squalityf plunged his fpear in¬ 
to the body of the prince, unarmed and un- 
capable of defence. The Englifh then pro¬ 
ceeded tA diiludge tlie enemy from their puft, 
which itiey gallantly defended, till overpow¬ 
ered by numbers tliey were obliged to giv 
way, leaving two thoufand men, a tbiiil of 
their number, dead on the field. 

Thus’* fays Mr. Warrington, ** fell 
Llewelyn ap Gr)'f^dh, after a reign of (hiny- 
fix years, liiltcad of reciting his viitiKS, 
highly marked in the amdudl of his life, ur 
regretting his rival's ambition, it is our wifh 
to draw a veil over the meUnclioly feme. 
Gratitude could pay no tt ibute to his memo¬ 
ry fo exprefUve, as the tears which his coun¬ 
try fhed upon the tomb of their fallen prince. 
An elegy compofed by a bard who lived in 
his Court, in wild yet pathetic notes, and 
with a feemingly prophetic fpiiit, finely ex* 
prelTes their forrow and defpair. 

The voice of lamentation is heard in eve¬ 
ry place, as heretofore in Camlan. The 
copious tears ftream down every cheek, for 
Cambria^ defence, Cambria's munificent lord 
is fallen.-v-Oh Llewelyn ! the lofsof tine is the 
fofsofall. Ac theclioughc of /ibrf horror chills 
my blofid, exhaufts my fpirits, and oonfumes 
my flefh.—'Behold \\<m the courfe of nature 
is changed t how the Res of tlie fo< eft ruth 
furioufly againfl each other! See how the 
ocean deluges the earth ! how the fun devi^ 
ates from. its courfe! how the planets ftart 
from their orbits l^Say, ye thoughtiefs m5ir* 
tals, do not chefe things portend the'dillblu* 
tion of nature ? — And let it be diflolvcd ^ 
Let a fpeedy end hn put to Che incurable an- 
guifh of our fpints fince ; now there's no 
place to which we miferable men may fiecf 
no fput where we can focurely dwell, no 
friendly cuunfel, no fafe retreat, no way to 
efcape our unhappy doom.” 

The laft book of this Hiiloryf'which con- 1 
tains the hiftory^ from the acceffion of David 
ap Gi*yfiydh to the entire cooqueft of ^^'alef, 
prefenti the alf^ing fpedbicle of brave and 
generous prince, after every effort to preferve 
Che freedom of his country, falling in Che con- 
flidl,^and finding an honourable grave in ict 
ruins. This important event took place tlu* 
ring the reign of Edward tliefirft, who mean¬ 
ly focrificed the gallant David to his intereft. 
As being a baron of the realms be was pro* 
X X 2 ceedid 
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fCtM llUttft U a {uhi«A of England, and 

hf Mr peers c6ndeifmed| as a trutor to the 
kirg who had made him a koigbt. 

The author lias added a iboit biltory the 
bards'l a race of men who poflefled, for pnv 
|iy fo great an influence over the genini 

oftlieWtl^f infpiriQg them with hofpiuble 
manners, and with the fentimcnts of freedom 
aod glory. This our limits will oot permit 
us to give an .xccuiiC^^f j we canonly^asa 
fpcG men of thtir poetry, give the following 
uanilatitm of an elegy written by Llywarch* 
hen, a Britifb bard of the fixth cenKiry, on 
tbs death ofCyndyllan, prince of Powis-

After repr^baUng the maflacre of the 
bards, whom me conqueror facriflced thro-* 
a policy as atrocious as it was illiberal, our 
author concludes His work with the follow, 
iog reitek. The emotions which fo in* 
terefting a fpcAacle, as that of an ancient ard 
gallant nation falling the vidlims of private 
ambition, might at the time have excited, 
liave at this period loft tlicir poignancy and 
force. A new Cr»Q of ideas aiifes, when 
we fee that the change is beneficial to the 
vanquilhed: when we fee a wild and preca« 
rious liberty fucceeded by freedom, fecured 
by equal and fixed laws: when we fee man^ 
ners hoftil| and barbarous, and a fpint of ra« 
pine and cruelty, foftened down into the arts 
of peace, and the milder habitp of civilised 
life: when we fee this remnant of ancient 
Britons unitiog in tni^refl and mingling in 
friendihip with the Englilh, r.nd enjoying the 
fame conftitmionnl liberties, the purity of 
which, we irufl, will continue imcoirupltd 
as long as this empire (h/.U be numbered 
among the nations of the earth.” 

The pcnifal of this volume lias afforded us 
much pleafure. 

Mr, WarnngUyi, who has upon the whole 
acquitted himfelf with no mconfiderablp 
'degrep of merit, appears throughout, the 
warm friend of liberty, and fully equal to 
the tafk he has undertaken. If the nature of 
the fubjedl prevented his difplaying very great 
abilities, he has at leaft eflablifoed a cUinn 
confiderably beyond mediocrity.

in another page of Bofwell ridicules the fup- 
poficioa thtt the labourer is encouraged to 
fubmif to his fota by thp idea that he is ferv- 
ing thp Public* Be thyt is it may, both the 
labourer apfl |he failor gre flimol^d by the 
tbeught that they an providjng an indepen¬ 
dence for thrir families and thert^elves \ and 
it is well known bow much m ilefire of' 
beatl^ inx enemy,and foiyening the honour 
of Ml|fr«a ths mc^eft fAlor 
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of the Hoyal Navy, Thcfc are feelings of 
i^ich ihe rafeal who abandons his family, 
bilks.his credicois, cuts liimfelf off from the 
duties of fociecy, and fculks in a gaol for 
fear of being drowned, is utterly incapable. 

Mr, Bofwell ought not to have given the 
Xlo^or's reveries as hts ferious thoughts. 

The Doctor knew that the failor ferved his 
country, and that the fellow in gaol was a 
rotten member, a drawback and burtlien on 
the public. 

In page 153, we find our travellers lodged 
very meanly in the houCe of one who appears 
'to have been a hero in heart, though low in 
rank and fortune. He w'as going to emi¬ 
grate tr America, unable to live under the 
opprefiion of hi* Laird. The Dodlor wifhed 
that M*Qtjeen, the landlord, were Laird, and 
the Laird to go to America. “ M'Qiieen 
very generoufly anfwered, he fhould be lorry 
for it; for tbe Laird could not Ihift for him- 
felf in America as he could.’'—Yer in this 
roblc-heartcd fellow's houfe were our tra¬ 
vellers afraid of having their iliroats cut m 
llic night for their money; for the h^ndlord 
was about to leave tbe Cfuntfy Poor 
M‘Queen walked fomc miles with them next 
morning, by way of friendly convoy.—^VVe 
had almort omitted Mr. BoiweH's accoun: of 
his falling aflecp at this poor brave fellow’s 
houfe “ 1 fancied myfelf bit by innume¬ 
rable vermin under the clotlies; and that a 
fpider was travelling from the wainfeot to¬ 
wards my month. At L it 1 fell into infen- 
fibility." 

In page 161, the reader is amufed w^th^ 
quarrel betw^een our learned travellers. The 
evening grew dutky, and *• we fpoke none,” 
fays Mr. Bofwell; .who, to get the mn pre¬ 
pared for the Doilor’s reception, rode on 
before. The Doitor, who “ was advancing 
in dreary filcnce, called me b.^ck,” fays Mr. 
B. ** With a tremendous Ihoiit, and was really 
in a paffion with me for leaving him. I 
told him my intentions, but he was not fatis- 
fied, and faid, Do you knoW 1 fhould as 
foon have thought of jneking a pocket as 
doing fo,—Bo/wW/. 1 am diverted with 
you, Sir.— 7 oAw/o«. ' Sir, 1 could never be 
diverted with incivility. Doing fuch a thing 
makes one lofc confidence in him who has 
done it; as one cannot Cell what he may do 
next.—His extraordinary warmth confound- 
fd me.”—This we have cited the rather, 
becaufe, trivial as it may feem, it llirows great 
light on the Doctor’s charaftcr Mr. Bof¬ 
well in common good.manners ought cer¬ 
tainly to have told him where he was going; 
but we cannot commend tlie Du£lor's taking 
the Jlif ^fo.highly amifs. It betrays dread-, 
ful apprchcnfions and jealoufies, and fome- 
p^ipg peevifkly cbildilh> for children do not 
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like to be left in the dark* And Mr. Bof* 
well’s incivility, arifing from tbe moft civil 
intentions, deferred, at the worfi, no fucH * 
puniihment as the IXnfior's wrath had de« 
creed—never to fpeak to him more after they 
had returned to Kdinburgb.—But let us alfo 
view the fair fide of this quarrel in its happy 
termination. Dr. Johnfon, on being told cltac 
a friend had taken ofiencu at a harih expref- 
fion of his, had fitne d.iys before made ihis 
excellent remark—“ Wlnt is to come of 
fiKiety, if a friendlhip of twenty ye.irs 
fianding is to be broken off for fuch a caufc V’ 1 
As Bacon fays, adds Mr. Bofwell, !

Mr. B, on the morning after tlic Dolor's 
;mgcr, reminded him of this fentiment; and 
the reader of gcnerims feeling muff be highly 
pleafcd when he finds the good Doflor ihu*; 
confeffmg his over-heat He owned,’* 
fay, Mr, B. lie had fpoken to me m paf¬ 
fion ; that he wnold not have done what he 
threatened; and that if he had, he would 
have been ten times worfe than I: that

forming inumacies would indeed be “ limniug 
the water, ” were they liable to fuch fuilden 
difltilut'.on.”—This excellent remark ought 
lobe deeply itijpieffcd on the memory of 
every m.m wholias profeffed friendflup. 

We now ttme to the vifii to Sir Alexan¬ 
der Macdonalil —It is no uncommen thing 
in England to fee the hercdit.ary pofleffurp of 
the ^loit anCicMit loidthips forfaking with 
their families ttuir maufions and paiks, and 
taking up their refidence in little boxes and 
obfeure I etretits Some are woefully compelled 
to this fiep by tfieir former prodigalities; 
aud others arc inclined to it from tlieir 
mere penurioufnefs and poverty of fpi- 
rit. Sir Alexander and his lady they ftmiiU 
** in a houfe built by a tenantone we fup- 
pofe the tenant had bmlc for himfHf; the 
family manfion having be;'n burnt in Sir Do¬ 
nald M.acdonaI(*’s t me. lullead of finding 
the head of the Macdonalds furroirided with 
his clan and a feliive entertainment, we had 
a fmall company, and cannot boall of our 
cheer,” Our travellers were of opinion iha^ 
he ought to live in a very different ftylc, and 
the head of Che clan tlioiighl^:herwife. They 
viijciy endeavoured to perfuadc him to throw 
off his native difpufitinn and fixed ideas in ^ 
moment, and adopt theirs. But this wa^ 
waffling the blackamoor; and fureweare, 
all the mifeis of the kingdom will commend 
the chieftain. This freedom of Mr. Buf- 
well'shas, we find, made fome little dgft, 
and raifeU the chieftain's anger 5 we therefore 
here fupprefs fome roinarksaf our own, as we 
defire to widen no breacli among getulemeA 
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on a Tv^jcA fo dfftant froin Ihe concerns 
of literature; and proceed toobfervct that 
the eprtai^h infened by Mr, Bofwcll on 
•ttr James Macdonald by the hrH lord Lyt¬ 
telton, does his lordfliip's literary talents no 
credit. It 25 reiliuus comoion-place, defti- 
tute of ary chjng peculiarly charadleriftic, 
that requifiie requir^ by Dr. Juhnfon in his 
inceoiouh critique on that fpecies of compofi- 
tioft* '' 

We pafs over Mr. Bofweirs rales of the 
fecniid.fight. They were merely hear^ayy 
and no fnow-baU ever gathered like that 
dreaming goftip. The efcape of the Pie- 
tender, aliiis Prince Cliarles-Edward, is the 
neat poHaye of note; but as that lias been 
already cited in our Magazine and other pub¬ 
lications, we alto pafs it over; only ob- 
Cerving that, as Mr. Bofivell truly fays, it 
docs great honour to the humanity, fidelity, 
and geiierofity of the Highlandei s. Nor can 
^ve refift the temptation to guA wlut Dr. 
Jtfhnfnn would have faid on the Prwf’s ef¬ 
cape, had he i^ecn ns much prejudiced agninft 
bim ns .v /mfl the Whigs; we think we hear 
bira faying, “ ^^’by, Sir, many a thief has 
made as '^xtraoiilinary an efcape from more 
muhlfaiious perils, and brs expenenced as 
mu't: fidelity from the red of the gang/' 

A Highland gentleman had affuredour tra- 
telris that Prince Charles was in London in 
1759, ond that there w'as then n plan iu agu 
tatn n for icftoring his family. Dr. Johnlon 
could icarcely credit this liory, ahd faid, 
** There could be no probable plan lit that 
time. Such an attempt could not have fuc- 
c<:'ded, unlefs the King of Pruffia had llqp- 
pt^ the army in Germany; for both the army 
nod tlie fleet would, even without orders, 
have fought for the King, to wliom they had 
engaged themfelves," 

Wrak,indeed! To mention no more,one 
would ihifik the Dodior had never heard of 
l}.e defection of Churchill and the army in 
England, and of ^he Irifh at the Boyne, from 
tbcir Avurn allegiance to Chailes's 

gr-tn^father, and of then* cordially joining a 
foreigner, the Prince of Omhge, 

Tlie following pbfervations 00 the chear- 
falnefs of old men are excellent, 1 ex- 
preffed fome^farpri 2 e, fays Mr. Bofwelt, at 
Cadogan's recommending good-humour, as 
U It were quite in our own power to attain 
b.—yaAn/ojr. ‘‘ Why, Sir, a man grows l)et- 
ter. humoured as he grows older. He im- 
ffcprtf by experience. When young, l>e 
Aj^shimfelf of great confequence, and every 
^hm|| of inqiort.iiice. A<> he advanersK iiv 
learns to think Ipmftlf of no r^fe- 


quencei and little things of little ImporUtice | 
and fo he becomes more patient, and better 
pleafed. All gopd-humourand complaHancc 
are acquired. Naturally a child (eizes di. 
redlly what it fees, and thinks of pleafing it- 
felf only. By degrees, it is taught to pleafe 
others, and to prefer others; and that this 
will ultimately produce the greateft happi- 
nefs. If a man is not convinced of that, he 
never will pradtife it. ComtOon buguage 
fpeaks the truth as to this: we fay, a |ierfun is 
well hni." 

The al>ovtt fubjedt, we findUfterwards re-.^ 
fumed: In the argument on Tuefday night, 
about naturel gnodnefs, Dr. Johnfon denied 
that any child was better thafl amxhcr, but 
by difference of inHnidlion ; though, in con¬ 
fequence of greater attention being paid to 
indruAion by one child than another, and of 
a variety of imperceptible caufer, fuch as in- 
Hrudlion being counteradled by fervants, a 
notion was crjiceived, th*itof two children, 
equally well educated, one was naturally much 
worfe than another. He owned, this morn¬ 
ing, tliat one might have a greater aptitude 
to learn thaia another, and tliat we inherit 
difpofitions from our parents. “ I inherited, 
faid he, a vile mehmeholy from my father, 
w hich has made me mad all my life, at leaft 
not fober."«-*Lady McLeod wondered » he 
fhould tell this.—“ Madam, faid I, he knows 
that with chat madnefs he is fuperior to other 
men.'* 

It is a well knowp that Hume's fyf- 
^lem of fcepticifm is founded on that part i>f 
Locke’s Efiay on the Human tTuderClanding, 
where innate idegs are denied; where it is 
alTeited that the mind is a mere ra/a tabuimp 
and that every imprelTion arifes from out¬ 
ward accident. And here, with all his zeal 
againft Hume's philoibphy, we find Dr. 
Jolmfon mod cordially fupportiug it, though 
certunly without attending to the confequen- 
ces drawn by Hume, thatTruth|and Virtue, 
Falfehond aqd Vice are merely aitihcial, and 
not the fame in dlfh:rent ages and counti ies. 
Not to enter into metaphyfus on innate ideas,, 
no f.idt, ue believe, is more ceituln than 
that, interwqven with their mufl primary 
perceptions, there arc different difpofitions m 
cliildren, which all the powers of education 
and company will never overcome. Courage 
^nd cowardice, compafTipn and heard-heart- 
ednefs, avarice and generofity, in a word, 
bafenefs and magnanimity of temper, vt as 
deeply nnited in children of the fame parents, 
as their different degrees of intelleflual cnpa> 
city ; and are under the power of education 
iu the fame manner. Good difixifuions and 


combat tbefe notions is the defign of Dr. Beattie’s Eflay on the Immutability of 
I 3 and’r<i;y fubjtdt, had it been tiandlcd with, more logic and tch decUunation. 
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food intdlefts may be cultivated and fet in 
motion, and bad ones may be gilded and dif- 
guifed by ic. Nay» vicious habits may even 
he fubdued by cunviAion and refolutlon: but 
that rare occurrence only proves the radical 
difference of the powers and dirpofitiuns wUh 
which we are bom. In mauy parts of his 
RambUrt and other writings, tlic Doftor 
clearly afcercains the difTerence liere contended 
for» chough in the above citation, through die 
medium of Mr, B. ** he denied that any 
cliild was bettc'* than another, but by diffe¬ 
rence of inlfruAionwhich we humbly 
* conceive Co be no better chan faying, there is 
no difference betWeon copper and gold, ex¬ 
cept the different ftamp of the mint. The 
clofe of the quotation contains a confeHion 
which throws light on the Doftor’s charadter, 
as the conclufion and following palfige do 
on tliac of Mr. Bofwell: 

“1 was elated,” fays he, “ by the thought 
of having been able to entice fifth a man to 
thi*» remote part of the world. A luffcrous 
yet juft image prefcnted itfelf to my mind, 
which 1 exprelfed to the company. I com¬ 
pared royfelf to a dog who has got hold of a 
large piece Sf meat, and runs away with it 
to a corner, where he may devour it in 
peace, without any fear of others caking it 
from him. ** In London, Reynolds, Beau* 
clerk, and all of them, are contending wlio 
lhall enjoy Dr. johnfon'seonverfacton. We 
are fealling upon it, undifturbed, at Dunve- 
gan.” 

Take alfo thg following ftriking charafter- 
iftics of the Do£lor's tieatment of hiS vbtv- 
quious friend and companion; “ To hear the 
grave Ur. Samuel JohnA, that majcftick 
teacher of moial and religious wifdnm, 
while fitting folemn in an arm-chair* in the 
iile of Sky, talk tx cathedra of his keeping a 
feraglio, and acknowledge that Che fuppofi- 
tion had often been in his thoughts, (truck 
roe fo forcibly with ludicrous contraft, 
that I could not but laugli immixlerately. 
He was coo proud to fubmit, c^en for a mo¬ 
ment, to be the object of ridicule, and in- 
ftantly retaliated with fuch keen farcalUck 
wit, and fuch a variety of degra iiig images, 
of every one of which 1 was the ohjed, that, 
chough 1 can hear fuch attacks as well as moft 
men, I yet found myfelffo much thefport of 
all Che company, that 1 would gladly expunge 
fjrt^ my mind eveiy trace of this fevere re¬ 
tort.” 

The following anecdote of Garrick, and 
Johnfon's eftimate of his abilities as a critic 
andjud^ of fine writing, are curious. Hav¬ 
ing talked of tlie ftriAaefi with which wit* 
nefles are examined in courts of juftice, Dr, 
Johnfon told us, that Garrick, though accu^ 
ter^ to face muUUudes, when produced as 


a witnefsin Weftntinfter-hall, wasfodifcoiw 
certed by a new mode nf public appearaucei ' 

chat he could not underft md what was afleeU, • 
It was a caufe where an adlor claimed a/^es 
henift; that is Co fay, a benefit wtchbuc pay¬ 
ing the expence of the houfe; but the mean¬ 
ing of the term was difputed, Garrick was 
aiked, Sir, have you a free benbflc } 

“ Yes.”—*' Upon What tarms have you ic ? 

—“ Upon—the tym s -A -a free beneht.** 
He was difmiired as one wm whom no in- ‘ 
formation could be obtained.—Dr, jLihofun it 
often too hard on our friend Mr. Gjriick. 
When I afked him, why he did not mention 
him in Che preface to his Shakcf|)eare, he 
faid, "Garrick lias been liberally paid fur any 
thing he has dune fur Shakefpeare. If I 
(huuld praife him, I Oiuuld much more 
puifethe nation who paid him, He lias not 
made Shakefpearebetter known. He cannot 
illuftrate Shakefpeare. So 1 liave reafons c- 
nough againft mentioning him, were reafons 
necctraiy. There ftwuld be reafons for it,” 

The above anecdote reminds us of Mr. 

G irrick's behaviour when he w.as examined 
on the tiial of B—tti, who had ftabbed a 
ruffian in the Haymarket. Our Rofeius de- 
clari^d on oatli that he never heard or knew 
chat Jlabiing was an Italian vice. The ceii- 
fure on G.irnck's ticemry abilities and tafte 
is fevere indeed: " Uc cannot iUuffraU Shake* 
fpearej* —However ftrangcihis may feemco 
the mob, who remember Garrick’s atlonifti- 
ing {xiwers of aAiiig, we believe (hat thofu 
whogliave coiiverfed with liim, ami knew 
the turn of his lafte, nnd extent of his cnuc:l 
acumen, and who recoiled) many of the (xior 
neglected dr-iraas wl'>xh he brougtit on the 
ftjge, will very cordially agree with the Doc¬ 
tor’s ceiifure. 

The following is highly chanfleriftic of 
Mr, BofwcU's feamanfhip: " It w.is very 
dark indeed, and there was a heavy and in- 
celfmc rain. The fparks of the burning 
peat dew fo much about, that I dreaded tlie 
vctfel might lake die. Then, as Col wa> a 
f{X)rcfman, and had had powder on board, I 
figured tiiat we might be blown up Simp- 
foii and lie both appeared a little frightened, 
which made me more fo; and die perpetual 
talking, or rather fhoucing, which was car¬ 
ried on in Erfe, alaimed nmf (till more, A 
man is always fulpicious of whai is faying in 
an unknown tongue; and if fear be his paf* 
fion at die time, he grows more afrrid. Our 
veflel often lay fo much on one fide, that I 
trembled left (he (huuld be overfet; and in* 
deed they Cold me aftcrwatds, that they had 
run her fometioies to within an inch trf the 
, water, fo anxuxss were they to make what 
hafte they could before die night (huuld be 
, Worfe. 1 noW few what 1 never faw before, 

apro- 
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a prodigious with imm^nfe billows com. 
ing upon a veflel* fo as that it feenoed hardly 
poflfibio CO cfcapo. There was focneching 
l^andly horrible in the fight. 1 am glad 
1 have feen it ooce. Amidft all thefe ter. 
rifying circuinAaaceSf I endeavoured to 
compofe my mind. It wjas nut eafy to do 
it; for all the llories that 1 had heard of the 
d.'ingernus railiiig^iongtheHebrideSy which 
is proverbial, caWfc full'upon my recollec¬ 
tion. When I thought of thofe who were 
deareft to me, and would fuflfer feverely, 
ihould I he loll, 1 upbraided myfelf, Is not 
having fufiicietic caufe for putting myleU in 
fuch danger. Piety niforded me comfort; 
yet 1 wasolifturbed hy the ohjedlions that 
have been made againft a particular provi¬ 
dence,” 

Hardly a week paffes but the Gravefend 
boats •• run within an inch of the water and 
have the billows dafiiing over ttieir decks. 
Indeed we cannot help confiJering the dan¬ 
gers above expreited, and the fe.irful appre- 
henfions acknowledged, os a cockney's ac- 
•oimt of his fit ft voyage to Woolwich or 
Gravefend. On the firft perufal of the above, 
we were impatient to fee how Dr. Juhnfon, 
whofe ideas on the liorrid fituation of one on 
fh'p-hoard we have already cited, behaved 
in this dreadful feene, fo grandly herrible ; 
and we were pleafed to find tluit good luik 
(for to fay Providence on tlie nccafiun, would 
hardly be decent) befriended him. He “ liad 
all this time,” fays Mr. B. been quiet and 
unconcerned. He had lain down online of 
the beds, and having got free from ficknefs, 
was f: tisfied. The truth i&, he knew no¬ 
thing all this while of the danger we were 
ins hut, featfefs and unconcerned, might 


have faid, in the words which ha has chofeH 
f()r the motto to his 'Rambltr^

After the above defcrii^ion ofa tempeftac 
fea, written under lively and molt ferhus 
feelings, we are prefenced with Che follow¬ 
ing, which, actheclofeofafadtaleof A>t>- 
hreadth *fiapetf is certainly fomewhat ludi¬ 
crous, and will afiedl the rifible mufclcs of 
thofe who are mafters in Che art of mental 
imagery^ as much perhaps as the whole of the 
fad tale, particularly the danger apprehended 
from Col's s^owder-horn, will affedt the 
true Jale^water failor. “ I now went down,'* 
fays Mr. B. •* with CoU and Mr, Simpfon, 
to vific him (the Dodtor). He was lying 
in philofophic tranquility, with a greyhonnd 
of Col's at his back, keeping him warm.

He had when we left Tahfkcri two grey¬ 
hounds, two teriiers, a pointer, and a 
Urgj^ XtiwfoundUiid water-dog.

The polture of the Dodlur gnd his canine ' 
companion, and the interefting catalogue uf 
Col’s dugs, are truly Homeilc; thooi^h, per* 
haps, a hale m the fpiric of Cotcou's celebra¬ 
ted tranftution of Virgil. ^ 

The next thing remarkable we meet in 
our journey through Mr. B's volume repre- 
fenis the Dudtur in a very rude and difa- 
grecable hglit W« find him treating a 
learned and venerable clergfknjii of feventy.

Hamilton, It is this—That the air diflblves 
water, as Water does /aline fubftances: the 
fnlution being iierfeA, the air will become 
tranfparent.*' 

Having ifiade his objedlions to this 
tlieuiy, ourautlior proceeds to raife, with 
tl:e alfiftance of eledlricicy, one of Ins own, 
which is at leaft ingenious, and is in* 
deed as probable as any of tlie otlier nine 
hundred and ninety-nine which havetbeen 
raifed on the fame fubjedl—** By making 
fome obfervations on the falling of rain, fays 
\iOf we (hall have "other proo^ that the 
eleArtc matter the great caufe^by winch 
vapour is fopported in the atmofpbere. Here 
I moft ohfor^ a fadi, well known to all 
prefent, that bodies cleArified, by tire fame 
eiedtric power (ne matter whether pofitive 

or 
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negative) repel each other j and, when 
ilceinflcd by the different powers, that is, 
tUtf one pUis and the other minns^ attraA 
each otlier: on coming into contaA, an equi¬ 
librium is reftored, and neither of them will 
Ihcw any figns of electricity. 

“ From this it follows: If two clouds a^e 
cUarified by the fame power, they will re¬ 
pel each other, and the vapour be fqfpended 
in both! but when one is pofitive and the 
other negative, they will atiraCt each other, 
and reltorc an cruilibriura. The cledtric 
power by which the vapour was fufpended, 
befng now deltroyed by the mutual aCtion of 
the clouds oti each other, the particles of wa¬ 
ter will hiivc an opportunity of running to¬ 
gether into each other, and, as they augment 
in fizc, will gain a greater degree of gravity, 
defeemiiog in fmall rain, or a heavy (hower, 
accuiding to circumftances. 

« A cloud, highly cledlrified, paffingover 
a high building or mountain,,may be attr.iCled 
by, and be deprived of its eleChicity, without 
or with a violent explofion of thunder. If 
the cloud is eleCtrified plus, Che fire will 
defeend from the cloud to the mountains 
but if it be clcClrified minus, the fire will 
afeend from the mountain to the cloud. In 
btKh cafes, the effcCt is the fame, and ge- 
nemlly, heavy rain immediately, or foon 
after, follows: this is well known to the 
inhabitants of, and travellers among moun¬ 
tain?. 

o From this we can eafily account, why 
thunder-lhowers are often partial, falling 
near, or among mountains, and the rain iq 
fuch quantities, as to occafion rivers to be 
overflowed; whilft, at the diftance of a few 
miles, tlie ground continues parched up with 
drought, and the roads covered with duff. 

“ It often happens, that one clap of thun¬ 
der is not fufficient to produce rain from a 
cloud, nor even a fecond; in (hort, the 
claps muft be rei>eatcd, till an equilibrium is 
reftpred, and then the rain muft, of confe- 
quence, fall. Sometimes we majahavc vi¬ 
olent thunder and lighming without rain, and 
the black appearance of the heavens may be 
changed to a clear tranfparent fley, efpecially 
ill warm weather. To account •for this, it 
muft be remembered, as X lately faid, that 
bne or more claps of thunder are not always 
fuS&cient to produce rain from the cloi^ s 
fo, if an equilibrium be not reftored, little 
or no rain will fall, and in a fhort time the 
cleAric matteri pa^ug from the earth to the 


clouds, or the fuperahundant quantity in tlie 
air, will ele£lrify chofe black clouds, by which 
means the pirCicles of vapour will be ex- • 

panded, raifdd higher, and the air become 
clear. Clouds may be melted away, even 
when we are looking at them, by another 
caufe, thtit is, by the heat of the fun. Wb 
know, that tranfparent bodies are not heated 
by the fun, but opaque ones are: tlie clouds 
being opaque bodies, agie warmed by the rays 
of the fun Ihihlng on them, and any addition¬ 
al quantity df heat Will ratify the vapour, and 
occjfiondcs expanding in the air, which will 
foon become tranfparent. When vapour ia 
made to expand more than it would other- 
wife do, a certain quantity of abfolute heat 
is necef^ to keep it in the form of vapour; 
therefore, when tlie receiver of an air-pump 
is exhauftingi it appears muddy, and a nun;* 
ber of drops are found within it; the moi- 
fture contained in the air, in the form of va¬ 
pour, being made to occupy a greater fpace 
than what is natural to it, and receiving no 
addition of lieat, a part of it is condenfed.* 

^ If, therefore, the air is fuddcnly rarified, 
a few drops of rain will defeend, as may 
often be obfenred in the fummer feafon/' 

The Dodlor concludes his paper ** with 
a fliort fummary of the whole. 

“ That heat is the great caufe by 
which water is converted into vapour, which 
is condenfed by cold. 

2. Tliat electricity renders vapour fpc- 
cifically lighter, and adds to its abfolute heat, 
repelling^its particles; which particles would 
be condenfed by cold: and that electricity 
is the great agent by which vapour afeends 
to tlie upper regions. 

** 3. That when the eleCtric power by 
which vapour is fufpended in the atmofphere, 
is deftroyed, a heavy mift, fmall rain, or 
thunder-bowers, will be the canrequence» 

Had the advocates for the d»Arine of fulutiun, 
made heat and eleCtricity the fulvents, their 
theory would have been lefs exceptionable.**

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tative arts} yetj at the fame time^ to allow the 
moderns their due lhare of fame, in having 
not only made fonie improveijnents, but In- 
ventiunSf of which tlie ancicuts were entirely 
igi)«>rant. 

That the ancients 1 »ear the palm from 
the modems in fculptore, will not be conteft- 
cd: 4ietr religion fandhfied and encouraged 
that branch of fcichce. Goils, Demigods, 
and heroes, all confpired to bring it into the 
higheCl repute : and their images were ulten 
dcpofited in buildings of the molt ex^uifue 
mde, to commemorate particular uccur- 
reuces. llie rage fur highly ornamented 
edifices, puiliaps, never rule to a greater 
heiglu than amongft the Romans. Thefe 
fons of fortune acquired fu much wealth, 
and, by plundering dillant climes, had fo 
GulledeJ the riches of whole kingdoms into 
one city, that there was no way left to dilFi- 
pate fuch imnienfe foms, but by engaging in 
the muft expenfive works of art. Each am¬ 
bitious conqueror, defirous to tianfmit his 
own adtious and thofe of his ancedors 
CO poReiity, called in to his aid the fculptur 
and the afchitcCl, whole utmoft Ikill was 
exeited to blazon their alchievements in the 
folidity ot Itonc and maiblc. 

« This Ihews, in feme meaforc, why 
fculpture outftripped her filler ait; foi the 
fpccimens of ancient painting are much infe- 
rioi* to modem productions. Ihey aie de¬ 
ficient in colouring, chiaro - obicurn, and 
keeping. Several of tlie Cl/yffies ♦ tell us, 
there were but foui colours or pigmeuu m 
ufe amongil the ancient ariilh, tiz. black, 
white, yellow', and red. Now', it isimpoT. 
fible to produce from thofe colours only, 
the variety of tints nccellary to equal even a 
tol erable colouriR of the moilerns. A Itluiugh 
this evinces nothing againft the ahilittei of the 
ancients, we may faiily conclude, that the 
rich and ]!uxuri.aat deferiptions landed down 
tn us, are inflated with hyperbole, fufheient 
to make us doubt the ver.icicy of fume of 
their authors. Unfortunately fur thefe wztm 
advocates, the difcoverics. of Herculaneum 
hive fpilcfully comradidled their alfertions, 
a>id furiiilhed us with^ means to draw our 
own conclufions. It is very poflible they 
m^ghl admire, and be furpriftd at a fight of, 
what apMared to them the ultimatum of 
ptrfeflionr* 

o Chiaro feuro, or the art of diflributmg 
the lights and fhadows in a piAure advah- 
t groiifly, as well for the repofe and (atisfac- 
^ionof the eye, as for the eflfeft of the whole 
togeiher, feems to be a modem iaventiou." 


Tt;at part of the art termed ketpinj^ 
the ancients feem to have been but little ac¬ 
quainted with, and without a due manage¬ 
ment of this, every picture would be filled 
with confufion. Inllead of a proper fuhor- 
dinntion, e.ncli group or figure would feem 

to contend fur plccedence. This want of 
order deflioys all dignity, and prevents Che 
aiiift from forming an agreeable whole. 

‘‘ Any attempts in ancu^ue landfcape 
with which we are acquainted, are executed 
wretchedly. In that part of the art, the 
fuperioricy of Che moderns ismanifeft. 

We have the authority of Fi efitoy f, to 
fay, that Micliael Angelo furpalTed not 
only all the moderns, but the ancients in 
archlte^ure: he quotes the Sc. Peter’s at 
Rome, the Palazzo Farnefe, and the Sc. 
John's at Florence, as* proofs of his opi« 
nion," 

** Etching, engraving, mezzotinto, and 
aquatinta are all of modern invention, and 
of great$ utility. They deliver down to us 
accvirnte copies from Che woi ks of eminent 
men at a fmall ex^ience $ and difiufe abroad 
the bright flame of fcience, fu that even Cliolc, 
who are far difl.'int from the centre of the 
ai ts, may roufe their fouls to a£lion, and 
enlighten that fpaik of genits, which might 
hitherto have lam dormant.’* 

Having fpoken of thofe and fome other 
_ plain truths, the .luthor very prudently 
makes his retreat undercover of the Socie* 
ty’s candour.

the ocliers, efpcciaUy to tliut which aiTbiis 
tlie origin and fupply the laod, it luis 

been advanced, that a great part of the fnny 
inhabitants of the ocean cannot exift in frtfh 
water, and therefort it is not to be fupptncd, 
that they fhnuld ever^ave been placed in a 
fituaciou unfuited for their fupport. Ir might 
alfo have been added, that there' is as 
much dij^culty in accounting for the origin 
of the fait whxli the rivers are fuppofed to 
w'adi down, as for its formation in the fea. 
But might not the great Creator, by wliofe 
Fiai all things vveie produced, accommo- 
d.ite the hrd iuh.ihit.anCs of the fea to their 
tem|M}rary fituaCion ; and gr.idually produce 
fuch changes in ilieir cimAitutions, as to 
make the faltnclV ol the w.iter ufceffuy for 
their fupport? Ctiangcs equdly grc-U, ap¬ 
pear to have t.iken place in tlie lium.an habit. 
The duration of life, in particular, was pro- 
tradied, in the cailier ages, to a length con- 
vcnieiit for the fpeedy^. jKipuIacion of the 
woild; aiulwlientii.it end w.us accompiiHied 
Co a certain degree, Providence alTignetl li¬ 
mits Co the exilteiice of mankind, at the ut- 
moil of which we feldom arrive, and beyond 
which we never pafs. 

" Notwiihltanding what I have here ad- 
vznceil, 1 mud confefs myfrlf inclined to 
join m the opinion, that the fe.'i w.ns origi¬ 
nally created ialL Hut all faline fubdances 
witji wliich* we are acquainted, areiubjcfl 
*ro gradual decay, derompofition, or voUtilU 
ziioR, hi long pjocefs of time, and when 
expofed to the adtion of air, moKlure and 
heat. Nature has edahlidied an univerhil 
fyftem of alternate ueilrudlion and recom- 
pi'fitMin in her '.votks; and is continually 
C.11 lying on pimeffes in her grand labonito- 
ry, which an is unable to imitate. Ani¬ 
mals and vegetables peiiih and decay; am'^ 
wiicn cuirupted, contribute to the fuppot'tor 
acroninfodation of each other; and mary 
mineral fubdancep. Chough more permanet C 
than thofe which conflitnce the other king* 
doms, are liable to cnnfiderable changes, aie 
frequently decompofed, and forced to entc r 
into new Ctimbinations. It is not Ihcrefoie 
to be fuppofed, that the fame individual fa.t 
has been contained hy the ocean from the 
creation to the prefenC time. We know 
tliat the waters are amtinually evapot atii g 
into the atmofpliere, forming clouds, defeend* 
ing again in rain, replenifhing (he eanh, and^ 
after forming rivers, returning to the fea. 
Sea fait rifes, by a moderate heat, with the 
va|x>ui* of water, and is often carried by 
dorms to confulerabie diftances. By iheie

ttA other meane^ it ii prohablei there muft 
be a coiuiniial waftb of which nature 
enuft have fome mode to fu{>ply. 

** The ocean » replete with animak and 
plants. The deftruAion arid corrupttoh of 
thefe muft furnlih much milter bted for 
the formation of (aline fuMlances^ much 
earth, much of the principle of jnfUmtnabi- 
lit/i and of air; ihd if water were not a 
part of their compofition, tlie fea would 
plentifully fupply tliat elementary ingredient. 
By the putrefahion of fimibr* fubftancesi 
mixed with calcareous earthy moiflened with 
water* and expofed to the gradual aAiOn of 
the air, Nitre is formed. May not the fame 
(ubdances, under different circumllancesi 
covered by the depth of the ocean, and (e- 
pcrated tliereby from immediate Communi¬ 
cation with the air, produce fea-falt } It has 
lately been difcovered, by an ingenious che- 
TOift *, that though Nitre is produced by the 
above fubflances, with the accefs of air, yet 
if they be fu placed that the air may be ex- 
pliii'ed, and the fuuation perhaps not too 
moift, Sulphur, and not Nitre, is the re- 
fult. So that the tliree mineial acids (hould 


feera to havea fimibr origin ; and it is not 
without good grounds, that they are faUl to 
be modi^acions of each other.*' 

Such are the contents of the ftril volume 
of thefe entertaining Memoirs^ which| being 
the joint produAion of various writers, and ' 
each paper having been already fpoken to 
fbparately, will not admit of many gri\eral 
obfervations t however^ as a collection, 
it has fome features pretty Itrongly marked i 
—there is an evident prolixity—a want of 
clofenefs—in many of the papers;—,quota<» 
tions and notes of immoderate length toij 
frequently give additional loofenefs to tlte 
pge—and languor to the argument; whilft 
an inordinate difplay of the learned languages 
convinces us, that even the Manchelter 
ciely is not altogether weaned from ihat ido* 
latry which has, age after age, been the bane 
of /ri« philofophy. Neverthelcfs, w# are 
fully authorized by the volume befnie us to 
fay, that fadls—the only foundation of mo¬ 
dern philofophy—are held tn due veneration 
by fome of tlie moft reipeclablc Members of 
this truly refpcdljble Society.

T HKSE Volumes contain a feries of lec¬ 
tures which prer|;nt a forcible and con- 
nefted aigument in favor of ^thp truth and 
certainty of revealed religion, drawn frqm 
the accomplifhmcnt of a variety of pre- 
diflmns rcfpedling CfiriRianityr In treats 
mg this mierefling fubjedl, .the author has 
proved himfelf fully adequate to'fo important* 
an undertaking, and l^as difplayed fo much 
learning, profound erudition, and uncom* 
monly exienfive reading, in the inveftigar 
turn of it, as to render it difficult to deter^ 
m'lie whether he is moR confpicuous as asi 
hiilorian, a critic, ;i phjlQfopher, or a 
ChriRian divine.- But though we are happy 
in paying this juft xribu^ fo Dr. Apthorp’s 
unquif^pnable merits, we cannot help la¬ 
menting that he has ventured, we think, ra¬ 
ttier raftily qn q dangerous coaft, which lias 
pruvA fatal to the moft experienced and 
able mbriners, on which even the immortal 
himfelf narrowly efcapedfhipWreck. 
The Revelation of St. John, however con¬ 
genial the book itfelf may be to the ancient 
prophecies however worthy the majefty of 
infjdrationi hoyvevcr entitled tp jiiio^qnd ve¬ 


neration and careful ftgdy,’* will, to thofe at 
lead who are not as great adepts as the 
Dodlor ** inTymhulic language,’’ we doubt, 
prove, in many inftances, a/Juwtlin^

** A|tlu)ugh prophecy/* he obferves, 1* hath 
illumined all ages in a juft degree, there arf 
four eminefU periods in which it was im¬ 
parted vyith fignal tu(tre; namely, iu the 
age of l\Iofea that of David ^-7-durin(

The Sulphur produced under the above circum^nces, was found amkift the ruins o 
fm old houfb which had been built in a veijr filthy pUCe, contained in a mafs of eaith 
and in pait cryftaljized ; ynd cw^ituting, portions of the earth, 
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the Babylonian and Perfwn empires;—and 
in Che evangelic age, or firCl century of the 
chciftiaii church. The la(t and greaceft of 
Che chriftian prophets was the writer gf Che 
{CevelatioDi after whole death, it is reafon- 
able to think that this excellent gift entirely 
ceafed ; the few notices we have of it after¬ 
wards, being ticrle more chan ttie lively impref- 
Aon which To great a miracle made un the 
minds of men, till the memory, orreporc of it, 
gradually died nway, like the faint murmurs 
of the diftanc thunder, or the heaving of the 
. ocean when tlie ftorm fiibrides.*' 

Having in the firft leisure rtated the ge¬ 
neral idea uf tnrptration, and given a (hoiC 
hiftory of prophecy ; he, in the following 
words, recapitulates the fubjedl of this dif- 
courfe. 

“ Predidlions of the higheft import iran- 
feend the date of tlie moft ancient writings, 
and are coeval with the world itfelf. others 
are cotemporary with tire patriarclisand with 
the law ; m.'iny, mod determinate and cir- 
cumOantial, occur in thePfalms: anotiier, 
and the largetl clafs, are from nccc to 
>c years priot toChnftianity ; whicli is itfelf 
prophetic of its own hiftory to the end of 
time. Thcfr. pniphecies, taken collcflive’y, 
refpeft not only future fatfh, but future iJeas 
and dodtnnes: they defenbe the events and 
opimoub didant ages : and they nil termi¬ 
nate m die founder of a religion of univerfal 
extent and eurnal fan^lions. If tlie deferip- 
lions, notes^ and chnia£ters of a predtdled 
and prophetic Saviour are fulfilled in the au* 

THOR AND riNISIlER OF OUR FAlTaf; nve 
will exclaim with reafonahie confidence and 
honed npture, fVe hsve found him, nfwAsw 
Mopi /n the LaiUf and the Propbeti did wi i/r, 
Jksus ^ N.i».}rftbf the fan of ^oftph i and 
thus tinuing liim, we will ever pay him our 
grateful homage and adoration, thou art 
THR Son op Goij, thou art THk King 
OF Israel.’* 

In the fecond lecture Dr. Apthorp pro¬ 
ceeds to edabiilb the moft ^ifeful canons of 
interpretation ; efpecially that which addred'es 
itfelf to the fincereand nnviciated commonftnp 
of a wife and virtuous man, refulting from 
Che natural and obvious colhcidence of predic¬ 
tions with events; exemplified in the har¬ 
mony between the religious propliecies and 
the life of Jefus Chrid; to thefe he lias annexed 
literary obfervacions on the mydic and dou¬ 
ble fenfe, on prophetic adtions, and Che fym- 
boiic language. 

In the third ledluri the virgin-birth and 
fublime attributes of our Redeemer are 
illudrated, cefhew the greatnefsand fanAicy*' 
x>f bis perfon and charadUr, both human gnd 
divine. 

In the fourth and fifth, the Do^r fhewi 
Che divine author end domino of die 
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chridian religion were announced to the pro* 
phec Daniel in Che reign of Cyrus, with ‘ 
an exaid fpecifioacioii of tlie veiy time ^ 
of Clind's mioidiy, and the year of his paf- 
fion, with his fignal judgment on the Jewifh 
nation after4.0 years when be fent forth Lit 

defifoyed iboft murdcrertf and burned 
their city” He h.l^ Ukewife (hewn, tliat Clw 
feveral charadlers of redemption thefe dif- 
tindtly revealed ai^g inapplicable to any civil or 
fecuUr events, and a proper demondration • 
that the religion of Clit id being divinely pre- 
dtdWd was divinely revealed. 

In Che fixth lecture the whole chain of 
prophecies lefpedling the nromifed Saviour is 
cleaily wiih furhuient examples to 

prove The certain conclufion drawn from that 
adtniijblc comhm.iMon (»f feparate prooCi, 
icfii'fing from prediiftions of (he whole hido- 
ry of the and of the mod refined doo* 

rni'.es of his religion, The coincidence 
of the liilWlc with the theologic chai*a£^er.s,** 
our author ohiei’ves, doubles the effedl of a 
drimoiillr..tion winch is perfect in each, 
T!ie hidonc events, untoiine^ed with the 
relignios truths, alone afeertnin tlie infpira- 
lion tiiat foretold tliem. But Ctie internal 
coudituMon of rile new religion thus infepa- 
rahly hiended wuh its hidory, times, and 
foriutirs, gives fucli an accumulated evidence, 
as to oveicomc Che mod pertinai ions fcepti- 
cifm, fo long as it retains an ingenuous feufe 
and love of truth.” 

In the fcvenlli (Hfeourfe, after giving an 
ai^lyfis of the hiM>k of Ifaiah from the 40th 
Co the 661)1 chapter, and a particular illudra- 
iion of tii'i three lad verfes of the 52d and 
twelve hid of the 53dcha)Xerf the author 
procceiis Co dcmoiiilrate the truth of chridi* 
anity from thi<< prophecy, and the expi^Xiua 
of fiH by the death and (.icnfice of Chnd, 

In the eiglith and ninth le£lure, cheagree* 
ment of prophecy and hidoiy is (hewn in a 
general view of tlie ndverfe and profperous 
foitnne of the chnUian church, jierfecutcd 
boOi by the pagan and antichridian powers* 
yet vidlorious, progreilive, imiverlal. In 
the tenth, the author of our faith is .coi> 
tiadtid with that hodile pow*er which hath 
fo long exerted its malevolence in oppoT- 
tion to the philanthropy of Chrid, fill the 
mifehief ended in the ^urped dominion of 
antichi'id. The temporal fplendour of ti e 
church, and the decline of learning, our aiu 
thor confiders as the primary caui'es of the 
corruption of chridianily. He next tra¬ 
ces the origin and prugrefs of the papal 
fupremaCy, brtDgs infiances of its exceHte* 
and goes on to deferibe the marking cha¬ 
racters of auticbrid, vis. tnfblence of pow¬ 
er, idolatry, perfecution, papal fupremacy^ 
mercenary fuperftitjbnt the dodlrine of meric* 
and miiiCtty and ecclefiaftical fraternities, in 
• oppo- 
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oppofnion to the chaniAers of the Refbrnia« 
tiun, whofe genukie efTefts are virtue, liher- 
tjf and peace. In the eleventh lecture 
thele charaAer^y which are myfticalty defcrU 
l>ed by tlie Jeu*i(l) prophets under the em¬ 
blems of idfiL^rottS and tyrannic kingdoms, 
particularly that of the commercial Riite of 
ancient Tyre, are (hewn to coincide with the 
fecuUrliy and mercenary fpirit of the antichrrf^ 
tiau cluircli, and with Ae«enormous ambition . 
of ks vkfhlehead. The prc^fihecy of Bzekirl 
b expLimcd and applied Yty the author to the 
city of Rome, w'hich he foretels (how Vnily 
vre will not f»re(nftietodeleimine) ** will be 
ftbfoibed into a lake of Are, and fink into the 
fea.*' 

Tlve twelfth ami laft leAureptiints nut the 
rer"edics of the con options of idolaiiy, crea¬ 
ture wiH^ip, and other tuperftitons which 
prevail in the church of Rome, as w’eh as 
tliofv which tlie reformed church l.Hbouis un¬ 
der, VIZ unbelief, hrrefy, and relaxed mo¬ 
rals, cogetlter with the means of advancing 
the promifed puity and fHuiiy of thechiif* 
f ii cliuich. In thi< difcourfe tiie author has 
attempted to explain the prophecy in the 
ceiiiti chapter of the Revelation of vSi. John : 
how far he has fucceedcd, our readers (hall 
judge for thenifelves. * 

“ The fyrtem of the feven trumpets,'* fays 
the Podbir, “ under which we now live, 
iiKludesthe military revolutions of paganifm, 
and the ecclefiafllcal fortunes of autichrid in 
the ead and wed.

roarttb ; the gofpel w'as openly, refulutely, 
and eflicacioully preached and publilhed, 

j^nd when kt iried feven thunders uttered 
thtir voieeu As Heaven fignifies the dation of 
the Supreme vifibte Power, which is the po¬ 
litical HeaveA,fo thunder is the voice and pro¬ 
clamation of chat authority and power, and of 
its will and laws, implying the obedience of* 
the fuhjefb, and at bft overa>niing all op- 
pi>fiiion.* Thunders are the fymbols of 
the fupreme powers w'ho ellabliihed the Re¬ 
formation in their refpe^ive dominions. Se¬ 
ven is a number of perfedlion, and acaird- 
ing to the great Interpreter f' whom 1 fuU 
low, It denotes the feven dates of Europe 
who edahlidied the Reformation by law 
1. The Germanic Body, in w'hich, by the 
treaty of Smal^ild, the Proicdant princes 
fornievi a diftin^l republic.— 2. The Swus 
Cantons, 1511.—3.Sweden, 1533.—4 T)en- 
mai k and Norway.—5 England and Ire¬ 
land, 1547'—6. Scotland, 1550—7. The 
NetllerLlnd^, 1577. Tliefe governments re¬ 
ceived and eftablilhed the^ Reformation with¬ 
in fixty years aftei Luther’s fiid pieaclnog 
agamd indulgencies. All other countrittR 
w’here the Reformation made fome progreh, 
but without being edablilhetl by authoruy, 
are deferibed by other fymbols. But the 
foregoing feven nttercij t«? lccvitt,y fwa;, 
their t>wn authoritative voices, to fettle true 
religion by law, each in their own domi¬ 
nions. 

“ when the /even thunders had uttered 
their voices^ Iwas about to write., Ihe pof- 
ture and aflion of the prophet is fymholicnl of 
the raiftfd expedlation of g(K>d men, lh.it 
when the Reformation was eltablifhcd in the 
principal kingdoms and dates of Europe, the 
fall of antichrill^,would foon follow, and intro¬ 
duce the glorious union of truth and peace on 
eailh. But a voice from heaven commands him 
to ftal up thoje things whuh tit fevin thunders 
have uttcridf and^write them not \ to intimate, 
tliat the fird reformers would be roidaken in 
tlieir zeal, and difrppointed in their expedla- 
tion; that the new reform would not foon be 
followed by the fall of popery, and the con- 
vcrlipn of unbelief; but that, by the divine 
permidion, the free courfe and progrefs of 
^ the reformed religion (hould be' checked by 
the power of teni|7^l princes not in the 
number of tlie feven thunders. Such was 
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Charles V. young, afpirlng, felfifli, and aim¬ 
ing by the iufloence of the pa^^al fyltem to 
make himfclf abfulute in Germany. Such 
was hislun, fhihp 11. a tyrannical bigot, who 
made it hispiincipal ubjedt to dtablilh |)opery 
and the inquifition throughout his vaft dumi* 
nlons. In Poland and the hereditary cuur.cries 
of the Huufe of AulUia, the fupreme powei-s 
by pcrlecution and ill policy prevenctd the 
, ellabUlhment of the Reformation. France 
was the theatre of the mult violent oppofitibn 
CO it, during the inglorious reigns of Henry 11 . 
Francis IL and Charles IX. and Louis XIV. tialf 
lyipeupled his kingdom by his great armies, 
and by tlie expulhon of Ins belt fubjeHs the 
Proultanis:—So that, according to this pro¬ 
phecy, the happy itate of tlie church was not 
then CO be by the civil power, but by 

lutne other means in fome future time. 

“ llie angel in the vifion, lifting hit right

reformed cliurcb, com mencing w^ch the fecood 
epoch II of the fixtii trumpet, is Co-exten¬ 
ded to Its wliole duration. This era conti¬ 
nues from Luther to church's lalt cunfliCl 
With antjchriil, the prelude to her perfe^^ 
fUte on earth. We vf the prefeut age, ac¬ 
tually living under the Lxth trumpet, are 


coeval with the eaftera and wederti anti- 
chhlt { ore wiinelfes to the declining lUte of. 
antichriRianifm; and are fu connettted with 
the proteftanc reformation, as to be deejily 
incereiled both in its prefent imperfeHluo©, 
and in \\s grddual advancement, which is to 

occupy the hnig period iiWtie myfiery of God 
Jhaii befinijhed in the perfedlion ot his chutch. 
Although die counfel of God will nut be de¬ 
feated, either by tl^ indolcuce or malignity

the Doftor, after ihswing that the true ft - 
liuty of Che Chur, h of Chnll confab 111 ho- 
liueb and peace, inilead of Cliofe chimeiical 
ideas of complete,felicity which originally 
arofe from a ttwliteial intcrprcrarion of the 
propliecies, meiuiuns tlie following citcuid- 
lUnces as f.ivourdble to tlie advancement of 
cm utiaincy ! viz. the decline of popciy, and 
the inipu)\ement of civilization. The (wwer 
of the popes, U'i laji, isevciyJay dim.iiiihiitg; 
fiom being he.ids of the thr.iluiii world, ilicy 
are hvunne (upplLuits topnoLCs ol th^ijr uv.a 
comnmiiion.'* He onhuers the prctenc 
^ pe.icealflc R.ite of the woilu m many refpedls 
aulpwi.ius to the gtcat eiuh and objeRs of 
chi iltianiiy ; the civitizaiion and convernon 
ol rude and h.obaious lucioas ; the bringing 
back the lelaxed and corrupt maniieis and 
punciples of the proteflaiu 1 efot matiou cuthe 
puniy and fnnjinciiy of llie gofpel, and iii 
coafvtpience ol Uah, dirninilhing tjic infJaenwe 
of popciy, and jugmeiiliiig t.he general hap* 
ptiieb of mankind; a».d then jnuceeds to 
point out the molt likely means to produce 
lo defnable an end.

Jefus Chrill^ with lovei admiration, fear, 
and gratitude; by which fociety is continually 
improved and meliorated $ w^hile the indivi¬ 
dual is daily renewed and prepared, both by 
the bleflings and adverfities of the prefent 
lifcy for the endlefs felicity of the future.”

Pttmicc-ftotie, which obi loully bears the 
charafler of a cinder in its exterior ajipear- 
ance, is found on tne ftiora of tlie ilhaid of 
Uaghery, and may be confidercd as an lui- 
cqaivocal teli of the aftion of fire. 

To thefc extiii-jial arguments others are 
added from the exterior charafler of the 
eouutrics coutaiiiing the bafaltes, ami fnira 
ihs confideraupn of thofc elements which 
nmy be eftetfmed the food of volcanos being 
lound in its neighlioorhood. 

Againft thefe fpcciom argtimenls in defence

and fynunetiy of the GiantS Crtufeway, 

A fecond objedlion,” fays our author, 
** arifes from hence, that the cuircnts uf 
Inv.i which have ilfiied from 7Ktna and Ve- 
fuvius within tlie memory of man, liaie 
never been known to exhibit this regubuty 
uf arrangement. It is therefore faid that ex¬ 
perience abund.mtiy piwesthe fall^yofthj

After flatiiig aiiu replying ti;,f^.er^ oilier 
ohjci^tious advanced againlt this theory, Mr. 
Hamilton remaiks, tliat in Fe.ifoniogs coiv 
cerniug natural phomomena tlie liindard of 
truth IS extiemely vague and unpertfaisithat 
climate lieai^ a more {xiweiful influence cIiju 
c.'in be well imngi.ietl; fo tliat an opinion 
univerMIy adopted by the inhabitants of one 
country,' ftiall be univerfally reprobated by 
thnrt of a neighbouring kingdom. 

Thus the NeaiHihcans, accgilomed from

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their infancy to the wild fctnes of liorror ind 
dcfiilation which :ibcnind in a foil ravaged by 
volcanic fire, and to fee as it were a new 
world fnddenly raifed on tlie ruins ol tlieir 
country ( have their warm imaginations 
filled with tlie gigantic idea of this powerful 

principle, which to them apiwarf: sklequate 

to pruiUlce every thing that is great and flu* 
pendous in nature. How different the fen* 
Cations and opinions ut'iich prevail in the na* 
live fif our temperate iflund! He beholds na¬ 
ture purfue IHr calm and llendy couile with 
an uniformity almoll uninterrupted: he 
views the fame objedls unchanged for a long 
feries of yeais; the fame rivers to water his 
grouiuls, the fame mountains fupply f<KMl for 
his Oucks; the fame varied hoe of coad con¬ 
tinues thro* many fucceffive ages to bound 
his country, and to fet the waves of the ocean 
at defiance; hence lie naturally proceeds to 
extend his ideas of regularity and (lability 
over the whole world, and Hands utterly un¬ 
influenced hy thofc arguments of cliange in 
the earth, w'hich to the mhabilants of a warm 
climate appear ahfolutely decifive." 

After obferving, that the prevailing opi¬ 
nions even of plulofophers are too often 
founded on general analogies ; that it re* 
quirei^a vigorous mind and clear underdand- 
ing to avoid being mtfltdby thefpecious argu¬ 


ments and dangerous conclnrions derived from 
filch deceitful fuurces, tending to multiply falfe 
opinions and fubverting the true principles of 
religion and morality j the author tn his tail let¬ 
ter attacks with great fpiric and found reafon- 
ing thofe fceptics who, building their opinions 

on things they do not rightly underdand, ra. 

tlier than truths which come clearly within 
their comprehenfions, unavoidably run into 
grofs miflakes, who rqedting all confiderj- 
tion of final cinfes, and defpifing thofe Am¬ 
ple and obvious analogies which lead to ufeful 
truths, liave chofen rather to purfue othens, 
which neither they nor the refl of mankind • 
are in any ref|>edl fuited to inveftigate; who, 
blind to tlie molt ftriking proofs in the for¬ 
mation of tlie world, and inAniCe goodiiefs 
in its mural government, fet their faces 
againft both natural and revealed religion. 
** If this be wildem," fays Mr. Hamilton, 
** if tliefe be the vaunted fruits of freedom 
of theught, we have good caufe to rejoice 
that we are not free; that we Hill tetain our 
detKnd tnce on a wife and bountiful Provi¬ 
dence s and have not yet fallen into tliat uni- 
verfal anarcliy of opinion, wliere each indi¬ 
vidual labours to enthrone and to adore eveiy 
wild phantom of his own wandering iiiiagt- 
nation, juH as folly or caprice may cliance to 
direfl Ills clioice/*

In June 1756 his ftiip was ordered to tlie 
continent of North America with money and 
troopsi and he arrived ttie next month at New 
York, where his (lay was very ihorc; yet he 
experienced a mo(l difagreeable circumftance 
there, though the mnti)^ for the violence b 
not very clearly explained, ** When aliout 
three leagues from the fhip, the boat's crew 
(confiding of ten men) rofe on r^ie^ bound 
me hand and foot, and run the boat on (hore, 
wliere 1 might have perilhed, had not two 
returned and unbound me, which two 1 
brought to the fhip again. They confelfeil 
they had attempted to throw me over-board 
(which 1 never perceived); but fomethiiig 
always prevented. Had they pcrpetr.iud 
their villainy, 1 fhould have died by the 
mouths of ten thoufand (harks, as 1 was at 
that time fifhing on a bank where notliing 
could be more numerous *. From N«w- 
Yurk he went to Antigua, then to Bai badoes, 
and afterwards to Tobago. In June 1757, 
be failed from St. Kitts for England, having, 
as he informs us, after nine moutiis cruifing, 
received about three pounds for his (hare of 
three prizes. On his return to England, he 
|Kifled his examination, and on the z6th of 
tfovember received his cotnmiflion as Lieu¬ 
tenant of the Jafon. He was immediately 
employed in further fervice; and on the 
J9tli of December, arrived at Em^en with 
Brudenell's regiment to reinforce the gan;<- 
fon there. On his return home he quitted 
the Jafon, where he had not one hope of the 
golden fleece, for the DoHetftiire, Captain 
Dennis; and in December 1758 wasatLif- 
bon. He bad a ihare in the vidlory obtained 
by Sir Edward Hawke over Monf. Coiiflatvs, 
in November 1759* and arrived at Rymouth 
in Pecepaberi after a cruife of eight muntlis.

He afterwards failed with the fame 
Commander in theEellona, and was prefent 
at Che capture of the Courageux in Augnft 
1761. This isfuppofed Co have been die 
jHi'iod of his naval cluraAer during tluc war, 
as in the next month we find him com¬ 
menced author. His firft publicatkNi was 
T 6 e Alcrett ictad, a poem, celebrating the then 
mod reniark.ihle women of the town. 
'Merely to mention the title of this licentious 

performance, which however met with fuc- 

cefs, is as much as it deferves. Ic feems to 
have been the means of introducing him to 
the acqu.iintance of Mr, Churchill, with 
whom he boads on m.my occafinns to have 
lived in terms of intimacy. In 1762 he re¬ 
tired cn a fmall houfe in Kew-L-uie f and 
cultivated hisniMitf, which in I7<)4pnxluced 
a poem called 27 >c So/Mer^ He then rc- 
fided fome time in Scotland, whith he has de- 
ferihed wiihthat virulence which Che exam¬ 
ples of Ibme eminent perfons of that period 
had rendered falhionahle, and which cannot be 
fuflicieiicly cenfured. Ac this time he medita. 
ted a work of confiderable imjiortance, for 
which he circulated propofals. This was in. 
tended to be printed in folio, and Co be enti¬ 
tled, “ Maritime Obfervations, colledfed from 
" the years 1753 to 1763 inclufivc, inanum- 
** her of voyages and cruizes in Europe, Afia, 

" Africa, and America." In a dedication fome 
years afterwards to the Honourable .Auguflus 
Hervey, efq. he fnys, “ how unpardonable 
would it be in me Co forget iliac encourage¬ 
ment and procedion which 1 met with from 
you when 1 defigned publifhinga fet of charts 
for the ufe of the navy and Navigation in ge<r 
neral; a work which might have been of 
uniyeiVal utility to his Majefty's fubjedfs, had 
itnot been oppofed and fopprefled through the 
fpirit of party, in fpite of your generous in¬ 
tentions of introducing it to die world for a 
public good.*'

In 17651 he produced TbeCwrU%an^^

Prom Che time of his leaving Scotland tn 
the year 1776, he feems to^have devoted 
himfelf entirely to literary avocations, and 
produced with great celerity numberlefs 
pieces, which it is impoBible toenumeiate, 
and would, from their quai^ity and general 
hifignificance, if pra^icable, not repay the 
pains they would coft to uhcain. Many of 
them are to be found in The St, James's 
Cbronscle, iVbiubalt Evening-F^y London 
Vaeketi and The fVeJlminJier Alagaxine ; and 
indeed it would be difficult to name a perio¬ 
dical work at this time to which he was not 
in fome degree a contributor. 

In 1777, he became editor of Paul White¬ 
head's Woi ks, in 4to. and in the fame year, 
of Andrew Marvell’s Works, in 3 vols. 4t(V. 
Neither of thefe undcrukings were execnied 
in fuch a manner as to afford niom to com¬ 
mend the editor, or add any thing to the 
reputation of Clie authors. *in Oduber, he

had for feverM years experienced the 
inconveniencies of a concraAed income ; and 
had with fome difficulty, nutwithRanding 
all his exertions and induftry, preferved him* 
felf from feeling the prefTures of poverty. 
Fortune at length noticed him. He was ap¬ 
pointed Commander of the Hyena, and in tlie 
courfeofa cruise took a French EaR-India* 
man, which placed him in aRate of affioence^ 
and enabled liim to repay obligations to ma¬ 
ny perfons who had before affiRed him. 
This, we lire informed, he did with great libe¬ 
rality and alacrity. He alfo receive<l a re¬ 
ward as the melTenger of the news of an im- 
|M>i c.inc vi^ory; but Toon after was fubjeAed 
to the encpiiiy of a Court-martial for quit¬ 
ting his Ration, from which charge he 
w.is huMiiiably^ acquitted. In 17^S> he 
was named Commander of the Grampus, and 
ftKin after failed for the coaR of Africa, from 
which Ration he had returned only in 1784^ 
.and whel’e he died l^t\\ nf J.inuary, 1786. 

The following charaftcr whiih has fmee 
appeared in print, is evulcntly the prcnluc- 
tion of a friend, and we hope it is (uch as 
every one acquainted with Ca|>tain Tliomp- 
fun will lecogiuze. He was an officer of 
vei7 diRinguiihed eminence, and a gentleman 
exicnfively known in Che polite and literary 
world.

He had courage without pride; and was 
fond of hbeity without Itcentioiifncfs. His 
ambition tauglil him to court danj;er ; hts rc- 
folucion to furmount it; and his officers and 
crew, convinced of his knowledge, and ad- 
miring his generofity, were impatient to flat¬ 
ter his attention by the moR unequivocal 
marks of their fubmiflioti«anii zeal. From 
Ins zeal and attachment to tlie commercial 
ituereRs of Ids countiy, in favmg two valai- 
ble convoys from the enemy, he was twice 
tried and a> quitted, with thole plaudits of lu- 
nown which are the certain indications of ihe 
JiiglieR meiic.

vr», he obfervcd, a cafe in which the Houfe 
fliould be particularly adherent to the prece¬ 
dents which occurredf and moll obfcrvant 
of th<* regular order of their proceedings* 
Every principle of c<]uityi without doubti 
demanded that the perfon accufed fhould be 
made acquainted with the nature and extent 
of the charges exhibited againft him ; but 
it by no means followed that thefe charges 
ihould be produced until they were finally 
and articulately arranged. Every precedent 
he had heard on the occaGon militated 
ftrengl> againft the procedure; and until one 
was adduced which gave it fandion, he 
Ihould certainly perfevere in his oppoGtioii 
to the demand. 

Mr. Put faid, that on a fuW£l fa ncW| it 
Ihould not appear Grange if lew precedents 
could be found ; and die dilhculty of the 
refearch was encrcafcd, when it was conG- 
dered that the charges were brought by a 
Member of that Houfe againil a peifon who 
was not fo. Tills, however, he apprehend¬ 
ed, was an immaterial difference, and as 
fiich he hoped it would be viewed by the 
Houfe. If this diGin£lion was overlooked, 
the cafe of Mr. Seymour in the year 1510 
then became a precedent exaflly in point. 
On the impeachment of that gentleman, a 
copy of the original charges had been grant¬ 
ed him, to which he was likewife permitted 
to reply ; and the conduGve proceedings 
were founded on a comparifon of both. 
Nor was this the only precedent which oc¬ 
curred. In i6aoSir John Benning was alfo 
allowed a copy of the heads of the charges 
againft him, before evidence had been ad¬ 
duced to fubGantiatc them. In ttr^fe cafes 
the charges repeating only the crime of pfc- 
rulation, were cafily anfwercd ; bu in the 
prefent inftance the ncccGity was greater, as 
the charges were more voluminous and com*' 
plicated. 

He then adverted^ in Grong terips, to the 
importance of the charges on die table. 
From the Gtuation of the per Tons accufid, 
and the nature of the charges brought againG 
them, the honour of that Houfe was mate¬ 
rially concerned, and would be injured by 
an haGy or erroneous deciGoii; a condign 
pimiGiment or a Ggnal and unequivocal de¬ 
liverance was indirper.fably ncccGary. 

What defence or what cxculpattoti Mr. 
Hailings might be ableuo adduce, he knew 
not: but as he hoped and iiuUrd that he 
would be ^hle to clr^r himfelf from the 
guilt imputed to him, he was confcqucmly 
dcGrous of giving him the earlielt oppor* 
f unity. On the fuhjcfl of the chargrs on the 
table, he thought it neceGary to remark, 
that they were iii many parts overloaded 
with extraneous matter; in others Gilcd 
with ciicumGancfs totally iircjevant;„that 
they were frunently obfeure, and fonie- 
times iinfntcirigihlc. However therefore Ke 
wiGud for a fpeedy and fciiuus invcGigation, 


he thought it previouGy necelTary that ihcfe 
charges Giduld be difencumbered and ex¬ 
plained. 

Mr. Fox dcT,iarcd himfelf ready to abide 
by the precedents which the Hight Hon. ^ 
Gentleman had quoted, di on being read 
they appeared to be really in point. He 
animadverted on the aGertion that the 
changes contained much of irrelevant and 
extraneous matter. This he totally denied. 
That they were copious and diffufe he 
wouK readily allow, but could not admit 
that they were burthened by any cxtenfion 
which was notiuGiGcd by the circumGances 
of the cafe, and the neceGity of fupplying 
the fulleG information on the fubjea. He 
concluded with deGring that the precedents 
might be read. 

A. long converfation then took place on 
the relation which thofe precedents bore tn 
the cafe uow pending. 

Mr. Burke in the courfe of his remarks 
took occalion to vindicate the charges he had 
made, and the manner in which they were 
given to the Houfe. 

Mr. Pill faid, that if the Right Hnn. 
Cenilcmau would reduce his particular 
charges to ceiialn iGuable points, and bring 
them into a narrow compafs, he apprehend¬ 
ed it might be attended with great conve¬ 
nience. 

Mr. Fox contended* that the Right Hon. 
Gciuleman upon the Tfcafury Bench ..t- 
temptcfl to impofe a (aGc on his Right lion. 
Friend, which by nQ means lie thought it 
incunibeiU upon him to undertake. He 
argued with great force and ability, that 
there was abKiulant matter contained in the 
charges for ihai Houfe to foim an opinion, 
aye or ne, whether Miert was fuGiciem rcafori 
to ground an iinpeachmeiit againG Mr. 
Haliings. 

jlr. Fox, in pointing out the frveral ma- 
nceuvres which appeared (o him to have 
been made on the othci fide of the Houfe to 
GiGr the cnquiiv, worked himfelf up to a 
pitch of extraordinary warmth. 

Mr. Pitt retorted, that the Right Hnn. 
Gentleman had given a truly linking fpcct- 
men of the modciation and temper with 
which the charges againGMr. HaGings would 
be conduced. If his argiinienfs had not 
been made the vehicle of hisnulice; if the 
Right Hoh. Gmileman's infinuations had 
been IcIa bo'.Geruus and indecent, they per¬ 
haps would have been attended to by the 
Houfe with equal rcfpefl. Without endea¬ 
vouring to copy the example, he Giould Gill 
continue of opinion, that there were many 
parti of the charges that would not requirp 
evidence, bccaufe they were not fufGciently 
grounded againG Mr. HaGings, although 
they feemed to be urged in aggravation uf 
his offence. Others, he was again free to 
acknowledge, tended Grongly to crtminatp 
that gcDtleuiaii. For bis own part} hp ha^ 
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AO wifh to ftlfle the enquiry. If he had any 
particular wi(h| it was that Mr. Haftinga 
might be able to afliert hit inooccnce» becaufe 

he bid much rather a man (hould be inno¬ 
cent than guilty; but he defied the dark in- 
iinuatioai of tbe,Hon. Gentlemani that there 
wii any intention on hia part to ftifle the 
bufinel^ or to preclude it from a fair and 
.candid hearing. 

' Mr. Burke recommended to the Right 
Hon. Gentleman» when he fpoke next time 
upon moderation, to recollcfl the following 
couplet of Arbuthnot: 

Then roar'd the prophet ofa Northern Nation, 
Scorch'd with a flaming fpecch on Modera¬ 
tion. 

After Mr. Burke had fucccrsfully turned 
the laugn of the Houfe upon Mr. Pitt, for 
his attack on Mr. Fox's moderation, he re- 
fumed himfclf, and afferted, chat any idea 
of his having aggravated the crimes of Mr. 
Haflings, was a moll unjufl infmuation. It 
was necelTary, for his own honour, and the 
honour of that Houfe, that the charges 
(hould be brought home. He was deter- 
mined to proceed flep by Hep; if he was 
ftripped of one argument, he would clofely 
follow up another, until he had fairly biought 
the matter to an ilTue, unlcfs the Houfe, in 
its great judgment, fhould cut him Ihort; 
there indeed he mull bow obedience. If an 
arm was lopped, (lill he would alfail the 
enemy; if a leg was taken off; n.'iy, if both 
were amputated, Hill, like Widdiington, 
he would fight upon his Humps. In Hiort, 
nothing lefs Chan political death, by the 
direff orders of the Houfe, Hiould prevent 
him from going regularly on in the pui^ 
fuit of his objc«, to repair the injury fuf- 
tained in the honour and humanity of his 
country. 

Mr. Martin wlfhcd that Mr. HsHings 
might be brought to condign punilhment if 
guilty, and if innocent acquitted. The 
Hon. Member earnellly hoped chat ihe Hon. 
Mover in this bufinefi would receive every 
alTiflance in the power of the Houfe to give 
him. This would encourage jhc H<m.. 
Member to proceed againft another criminal 
of high rank and great authority in that 
Houfe. \The lioujt felt the allifion to Lord 
Northy and there xvaj a continued call of 
Itear / hear! accompanied with lau^hter^ f 3 cJ\ 
The noble culprit had frequently ihaiki<gcd 
his accufers, who were formrrly pretty rm« 
mcrous oft the other fide of the Houfe, to 
bring forward their charges, and they bad 
frequently pledged themfclvcs fo to do, but 
hnee the fate Coalition their tonejwas altered. 

Lord North rofc to urge what he had fo 
frequently done in iltai Houfe withrcfpifl 
to the allufion which had b<en fo llrun.; y 
made to him by the laft Hon. Geiulcmai.. 
He had frequently courted an enquiry ; iie 
wiihed it to be fair and full; and be was 
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ready to meet it whenever it might take 
place- He had nothing to fear from the * 
enquiry s all htf deprecai^ was, that he might * 
not be continually harrafled with a repe¬ 
tition of the fame charge upon every queflion, 
inerclv to cffe£l temporary purpofes. Of 
this he was confident, that the enquiry waa 
not kept off by any favour, by power, or 
by the authority of that Houfe. In the 
mean time he relied upon the candour of 
that Houfe, that he fhould not be continu¬ 
ally attacked in the like unbecoming 
manner. 

Mr. Martin apologized i after which Ma¬ 
jor Scott'a motion wascarried without a divi- 
(ion. 

Mr. Burke then prefented other two 
charges relating to a libel written by Mr. 
Haflings againH the Court of Dirc£lors—and 
the final abandonment of Shaw Allum, on 
concluding a treaty with the Mahrattas.—• 
Thcfe, with other two, which were in great 
forwardnefs, he intended fhould complete 
the whole. 

Mr.Burke next reminded the Houfe, that the 
prefent was the day appointed forgoing into 
a Committee, and hearing evidence un this 
hufinefs. He had to lament, he faid, that 
from the decayed coiiiliiuttons which gen¬ 
tlemen in general brought from the haft- 
Iiidies, he was, for the prefent, deprived of 
the alTiflancc of fome very material evidence* 

He read a letter from Col. G.irdnei, apulo- 
giamg for non*attcndancc on accouiv of iii- 
dilpofition, and encloling a ccitific^te liom 
his phyfician to that purpofe. He faid, that 
on this account he fhould be compelled to 
ehatige tYie order of the witnelTes who were 
fo be examined; that thofe who were moll 
iiifirm fhould be Rrlk attriidid lo : amongft 
them, he faid, was S r Robert Baikcr, who 
now attended as an cvidcucc. He therc.ore 
wiihed that the Houfe would refolvc itfclf 
into a Commi'^tcc, and for that purpofe 
moved that the Speaker do now leave the 
chair. 

'I’hc Mailer of the Rolls (Sir Lloyd Ke¬ 
nyon) contendrd, that as the Houle l id con- 
fciitcd to hear Mr. Hailings on the liil>jecl of 
the charges now before ihi-m, it would be 
unfair to nidkc any addition to thoic charges, 
or to call ill any Inpplciury evidence until 
Mr. Haflings fltould have been heard. 

Mr. Burke replied, that as no limiird time 
had beep alfigiud, m whtch the peri ' ac- 
cufed was to nitike his reply, if wouid ^ in 
the power of Mr. H;:(lings to five in : .s .in- 
fwrr alfo to whatt <rcT additions may bl■^tllade 
hj the parole cvuUnce to theeiurges already 
before them.

Mr. Burke then delired the order of the 
day to be read, for going into a Committee 
of the whole Houfe, to confider of the 
charges of high crimes and mifdeincaoori 
againlL Warren Haflings, Efq. and 

The Speaker having lelt the chair, the 
Houfe refolvrd iifclf into a Committee of 
the whole Houfe on Mr. Haftings'i bufmefs, 
the Hon. Mr. St. John in the chair. 

Mr. Buike rofe, and acquainted the Com¬ 
mittee, that, with their permiflion, he 
would in/lantly proceed to the calling wit* 
nefles^which being granted, he called in 

Sir Robert Barker, who was examined 
relative to the difpofltion of the Rohilla 
Chiefs, and the Rajah Dowlah. The chief 
points turned upon the pacific difpofiiions 
of ihefc princes. 

The examination of Sir Robert Barker 
was djBe 61 cd chiefly towards the motives that 
occafioncd the Rohilla war, and continued 
uninternipted until 

Mr. Burke demanded to know, whether 
the witiiefs w^s not one of the fubferibing 
wunrlTcs to the peace concluded between 
the Vizier Sujah Dowlah and the Rohillas, 
by which it was flipulated that the Rohillas 
fliould pay to the Viz.rr a certain fum ?* 
Anfwer, Yes. Whether be did not confider 
the Company bound by fach fubfcription to 
guarantee that peace ?—To this queliion Mr. 
Nichols obje^Ud. The witnefs withdrew. 
Mr. Nichols allcdged, that as he fat in that 
Houfe as a Jud^e^ he confidcred the quef- 
tinn not only irrelevant but unfair, inafmuch 
as it went to matter of opinion inllcad of 
matter ol la^l; for that reason, he confider- 
ed it to be his duty to refill the quellton. 

Mr. Buike contended, that many circum- 
(lances connc£led with an enquiry like the 
prefem, mud, of nccelTuy, be cxplatncd hy 
the opinions* uf the witntlTes; lor inllance, 
fuppofe a General was aiked his opinion as 
to the mode of attack—ol dt fence, Ac. &c. 

The Attorney and S(>lir Uor General both 
infilled that •matters of opinion did not 
fquare with the form which the law pre- 
fenbed upon the fulcmu proceedings of an 
important trial. 

Mr. Burke reminded the leanit-d Gentle¬ 
men, that the prefent proceeding did not 
partake of the nature of a trial; that was 
referved fur the Houfe of Lords; it was only 
an enquiry into the condufl of Mr- Hailmgs, 
whereon to ground an impeachment; there- 
f«rc, not O' ly the prefent, but any fmniar, 
quellions wi re perfe£lly relevant. i'he 
Houfe coincided with Mr. Bnrke. The 

witnefs 
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wi*n£f( wu agiin called to the bar, and an- 
fwcred the qucftion in the ^negative. To 
attempt to enter into a detail of an cxami - 
nation that forms only one branch of a very 
yoluminous charge againd Mr. Haftings, 
w^uid neither be entertaining tVouf readers, 
or by any means convey :nforn)ation tend¬ 
ing to give a juft idea of the condufl of that 
Gentleman. At ten o’clock Sir Robert Bar* 
4 Iter’s examination was finilhcdi and the 
Houfr, upon the motion of Mr. Burke, 
agreed to report progrefs, and proceed upon 
the examination of the other witneffes the 
next day. 

May 3. 

The order of the day bemg read to coniider 
further of the charges againft W.irrcn HalU 
ings, Efq. the Speaker left the chair, and the 
Houfe went into a Cominiuee, Mr. St. John 
in the chair. 

Mr. Francis then moved, that Col. Cham¬ 
pion be called to the bar. He proceeded to 
examine him relative to the condufl of the 
expedition againft the Rohillas. A debate 
of a confiderablc length arnfe on the manner 
of examining Col. Champion. 

Mr. Pitt oDjcflcd to the queflion, whether 
the Rohilla war was not coudu£fed with cir- 
cumBances of great cruelty and oppreftion. 
He faid it was a leading queftion : and be- 
Tides, it Was of no importance in his opinion, 
unlefs it could be eftabliOicd that Mr. Haft- 
ings was accefTary to it. That ought to be 
thc Hift queftion. It was of no confequence 
to the prefent enquiry bow the Rohilla war 
was conduced, unlefs it could be brought 
home to Mr. Haftings. 

Mr. Burke protcfled againft checking the 
examination of evidence in the prefent flage 
of the bulincfs. The Houfe were now fitting 
as an Iiiqueft, firft to enquire what was done, 
and,then to bring it home to the perfan ac- 
cufed. If he was not permuted to bring his 
evidence in that manner, it would be Impof- 
fiblc for him to fubftaiuiate many of his 
charges: forinftance, he might call one wit¬ 
ness to prove that the country of the Rohillas 
was depopulated, but the fame wunefs 
niight not be able to fay that Mr. Haftings 
was acceflary to ii, and therefore the right 
honourable Gentleman's argument was ab- 
furd. 

Mr. Francis faid, his objcfl to come 
at the truth, and he was indifferent in wh^t 
manner it was done. He certainly did not 
wifh either to put leading queltions to the 
witnefs, or to take up the titac of the Houfe 
unnecc/Tariiy. 

Mr. Pitt wiftied the proceedings to be 
fbortened as much at pollible, but did not 
jnteiid to throw any obftacle in the way of 
bringing forward the evidence. He objr^fed 
however to the (hape in which the queftion 
was put, which ought to have been, in what 
Ipaniier was the Rohilla war conduced P 

ifx, francts apd Mr* Burke acquicfccd in 


this, and after a (bort converfation betweea 
the Attorney-General, Mr. Hufteyi Mr* Dun- • 
das, and Mr. Pitt \ Col. Champion was again * 
called to ihe bar, and underwent a long ex- 
iiniilttton relative to the Rohilla war. 

The Houfe then went into the examinntnn 

of Major Marfac, formerly furveyor of the 
Province of Oude; after which they ad¬ 
journed. 

May 4. 

Gen. Adeane on his own, as well as hia 
fi lends account, wilhrd to acquaint the 
Houfe with a tranfaflinn that he hoped they 
wouA not think beneath their attention. In 
the return that he made of gentlemen in the 
county of Cambridge, in his opinion, quali¬ 
fied to fill the land-tax commiflion, ihc names 
of many had been aritully altered by the ad¬ 
dition, omiftioii, or change of the letters in 
their names, through ftiaUcr views, which 
he did not doubt might be the cafe in other 
lifts, in confequence of which he w iflied that 
the perpetrator or perpetrators might be railed 
to proper account, which in all probability 
might put a ftop to the pra£fice in future. 

Mr. Marftiam fpoke to tiie authenticity of 
the complaint, and the necelllty of imme¬ 
diately i.iking it into ronfideraiion; which 
was inftantly complied with, in the appoint¬ 
ment of a committee for that purpole. 

The order of the day being read for the 
Houfe going into the donfideration of the bill 
for vefting certain fiims in Commiflioncts at 
the end of every quarter, to be by them ap¬ 
plied to the reduaion of the national debr, 

Mr. Sheridan rofe, and 111 a fpeech of eon- 
fideral^Ie length, wholly ditrOed to^lledged 
,authorities and calculations, the validity of 
which he called on the Minifter to contradi£f, 
propofed. that the further confidcration of 
this bill (hoiild be deferred on the grounds 
he had to offer, which, in his opinion, were 
fo tenable, that if he was obliged to yield, it 
would not be through the want oi arguments, 
which they amply fiirnifhrd. As to the ob- 
jeft of th*-' bill, which went to the reduftion 
of the national debt, as it was an fo 

truly defirable, and in vihicli he fnartily 
joined, he fbould not at prel'em f^y any thing 
on that head —it was a confuminaiioii de¬ 
voutly to be wifhed ; hr would rheitforc 
confine his obfrrvations to the report of the 
Selc^f Committee, the fuhjeft of ihe day, a 
fubjrA of fuch importaucc, that he iruifed 
their attention would br diicflcd to 11 in the 
courfc of the debate. Thu hfcourable Geu- 
tlcman (Mr. Pm) when be brought forward 
this bill, obferved, that it drew the eyes of 
all Europe; he thercroir wifbed, that the 
Conimittcc might have Rated the acrodnis in 
fuch a mann< r, as to remove every caufc of 
fufpiCion on this article, and to convince 
therfi thdtwewrrc not airaid to meet the 
fituatiou of oiir affairs, however diftrtffingly 
they might have bien painted. This would 
bavc faved m.my opinioni fince got abroad. 
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by no ifieans idvantageoes to this matter, on 
which he proceeded to make many remarks, 

■ giving it as hu opinion, that the opinions of 
a noble Earl (Stanhope) on this fubjcQ, in a 
late publication, were in fo many points con* 
lormable to hit own, that he could wifli to 
fee them adoptedi He lamented on this 
necalion the abrenee of that noble Loid, who 

bad in this inOance exhibited i degree of 

plain-dealing where it was cflcniiatly necef- 
larv, and on a fubjefl Cherc of all others 
felf-dcluQon mull be the moll fatal. He then 
adverted to the Selcft Committte, on whom 
he did not intend to call the lead rcfltrflion, 
but only to obferve, that the choice of them 
sn his idea did not depend on that candour 
and liberality that Iheuid operate on the oc* 
cafiun, as they were apparently connefled 
with the honourable Gentleman (the Chan* 
'ccllor of the Exchequer) in many points, in¬ 
deed in many more than he objcfled to on a 
bmilaroccafion, in the perfon of his honour¬ 
able iTicnd Mr Fox. The ftatement of the 
accounis plainly (hewed that this aflertion 
did not flnw from random, but the matured 
deliberation, as it was plain that they gave 
up their opinion to one that they edeemed 
fuperior, tvinod in many points, on which 
he animadverted with much rl« aintrs, point¬ 
ing out the propriety of invedtgatiiig certain 
calculations and fafls, which they might have 
done, as they had it in their power to call 
for papers, that would at once have fatisfied 
and informed, which he infidcd they did 
not, and which he reprobated as a defertion 
of their own judgment, which he compli¬ 
mented, if i hey choic to have exercifed it-*- 
favc one, who broke through the (fecorum 
(Mr. Call). After this he condemned the“ 
partial mosle (in his opinion) of comparative 
and illvifive calculation, that could only tend 
to miflcad the judgment, and divert the at¬ 
tention to glitter and (how, without the lead 
f liditv. To favour the Miniflcr's idea of a 
furpliis, they had every where in their ftatc- 
snriitsof the receipts taken that which was 
contingent as infallible, and that which wai 
merely probable for an abfolute certainty ; 
and had thus made it appear m all their caU 
riilationsthat they thought if was vour only 
Surflus-makkr* It was true, a (hnri time 
might prove the inefficacy, and point nut the 
fiiiility of the whole be\ond the force of ir- 
gunient, but (hort as that time might be, it 
was not prudent to wait for its conRrmation, 
as objefis mi^ht prefent themfelves to-day, 
that could nut attained to-morrow. 

After dating, that in the article of cuftoms 
alone,the deficiency was no Icfs than ioo,oool. 
in the quarterly account ending April 5.1786, 
he proceeded to (ht-w, that the glove and 
(lorfc tax, though reckoned together at 
150,0001. fcarcely pr duced 35,000!. yet to 
tuppiv thefc deficieneirs, nothing better had 
keen fuggelled thun a lax on the lra(h in p^r* 
fiimc ihop.'i by giving parliamentary fane*- 
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tion to and legalizing pmatum. The 
only proper Dx, in his opinion, was the ar¬ 
ticle of hair-powder, which had been oHgi* 
nally fuggefied by a noble Lord, who had 
certainly contributed his (hare towards the 
Ux by fugjptAii^S ^he idea* [Here a loud 
laugh took place at the cxprnce of Lord Sur- 
rc>^ head, which has been long uncoafeious 
of anyexicrnal cmbclliflimcnt.] 

After commenting at great length on thefc 
flaicmcnts, he adverted to the abfurdity of 
placing the reccints of the prefent year 
againll the expenditure of 1791.- We were 
aAiiig at prefent, he faid, a part the moil 
imprudent; we wnegrafping with too eager 
a hand the blolfums of our profperity, and 
fpoiling the hope of future harvrfts. For 
this puipofe be moved, that the Committee 
Ihouid be deferred to this dayfc'nnight. 

Mr. Gienvillc faid he was happy to have 
at length an oppoiiuniiy of hearing objec¬ 
tions fo long promifed, and fo early thicatt li¬ 
ed. He had, he confelTed, his apprehen- 
fions, as a good citizen, that fome ferious 
error, which had been ovrilooked by the 
Committee, might be found in the report. 
He was, however, totally relcafcd from his 
fears by what he had now heard. 

He then obfivcd how trifllnff the cavils 
were, which had been the objefls of fuch 
long and ingcni< us refrarch, when fo little 
could he found objcFlionable in the eftimatrs 
of a revenue uf 15 millions. The idea had 
been imputed to the Committee of having 
taken the averages where they were favoura¬ 
ble to their purpofe, and ot taking in their 
(lead where they were uiifavo-iable to the 
produce of the current year. This objeftion 
had been particularly urged to the (latement 
of the produce of the land and malt. Thefe 
had been ftated together it 2,600,000). But 
how would the triumph of the objcFlnrs de¬ 
cline, when it was feen ip the 13 ft quarterly 
account, thatinfiead of 2,600,000!. the fum 
for which tney had been given, they were 
found to produce no Icfs than 2,850,000! ^ 
If gentlemen thought proper to infift on 
trifling inaccuracies, here was, in his opinion, 
a full and complete anfwer to their objec¬ 
tions; an& wlun the Comm'Ucc were ac- 
cufid of having exaggerated the different 
branches of rtccipt, the reply was conclufive 
—that in one finglc article of receipt their 
eftimate hat fallen Ihotc of the reality by np 
Icfs than 950,0001. 

He afTmcd ilie propriety of drawing aids 
from a lottery. Until fome method could 
he devifed of ruppreffing the fpirit of gamb¬ 
ling, it may as well be cxercifed with profit 
to the State as to individuals x and we may 
as well pretend to rejcFl the profits drawn to 
the State from wine and beer, becaufe tem¬ 
porary mifehiefi occurred frocnihemtoxica* 
tion which they occafionrd. 

Mr. Beaufoy faid, that as a irrmber of 
the Commi^iee, and (hexefore an acmfi^ 
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man* he hoj^d the Houfe wouM indulge him 
fur a (hort time. He dwelt much on the ad > 
vantages which had refulted f^m the fup- 
preflion of fmuggling; but contended that 
much was yet to be done. He iiiAanccd 
feveral frauds which now cxifled, particu¬ 
larly in the importation of rum. By the 
prcfcntmodc of afccrtaining their contents, 

eight gillons were now fubllraetcd from ihc 
real number in each puncheon; this defalca- 
yon of 5s. per gallon on 20,000 piincheous 
imported, amounted to no left than 40,000!. 
per ann. all which might eafily, in his opi¬ 
nion, be faved, by diminithing the number 
of ^ufclcfs of{irm,<- and at the fame time 
cncreafing the lalaiies and the alacrity of the 
remainder. 

TheqitcBion tiras then put on>Mr. Sheri* 
dan’s motion, which, after the gallery was 
cleared, was negatived without a divifion. 

May 5, 

Mr. Burke brought up an additional 
charge agaiiill Mr. Haflingi, containing no 
new matter, but referring to the foimcr 
charge againil him relative to the Rohillas. 
The only Prince of that unhappy race who 
had rfeaprd, by treaty, the general exter¬ 
mination, cultivated, with 5000 fubje^s, a 
fmail extent of territory, under ctreum- 
Banccs of greater difcouragemcnl and op- 
preflion than any man ever did before. 
There could, Mr. Burke faid, be no objec¬ 
tion to his charge except in point of time, 
and he Ihould have exhibited it before, but 
that it was not lully made out till ycHerday. 

Major Scott declared himfeU diQatisficd 
with the period of adducing the charge, 
but laid he ibould give no dircfl oppolition 
to the receiving it. 

On tliis the charge was laid on the table, 
ordered to be printed, and referred to the 
Committee to confider of it. 

Mr. Pitt now moved, thit the Houfe/c- 
folvc itfclf into a Committee on the Wine 
Trade ; which being agived to, the S,jcakcr 
left the chair, and Mr. Gilbert took it. 

Mr. Pitt then faid, that he had this day 
a mcafure to propofe, which had on a for¬ 
mer occafion been agitated with much 
warmth, and given up to the popular cla¬ 
mour. At prefent he made no (louht but 
it would be received wiili more modriation* 
He believed whatever might be the political 
differences in that Houfe, and however va¬ 
rious opinions might be on the (late of the 
finances, all would unite in the neceffity of 
improving the revenue by every advifrable 
mcafure. And indeed this dirpofitioii (hould 
be moll prevalent amongil thofe who did 
' not think fo favourably as he did of the fitu- 
ation of this country. For whoever confi- 
dered the dccreafc of duty on wines, owing 
in fome degree to fmuggling, and in others 
to adulteration, within the late years, muft 
be convinced of the nrcelTiry of applying 
fome remedy to tho*defalcation that appear-* 

buRor. Mao. 


ed. On an average of eight yean, begin* 
ning in 1737, the importation of wine was 
at 19,000 tons. On an jvtrjgc of the eight , 
following years, it was reduced to 12,000; 
and on the average of the Isll four ycais it 
amounted only to io,noo tons. Suppofing, 
then, that the confumption of wine not 
greater than at the period firfl alli-r d to, 
the iucreafe to (he revenue, by 'he m< Afurcs 

he had tn propofe, would form a tiiiiVienpe 
of 360,000!. But imtwithflanding the ieu- 
portance of theobjeu, he would not recom¬ 
mend the improvement in the revenue at the 
expence of any portion of our freedom or 
conflitiflion, if the alterations to be made 
could be thought rubje6l to any iinputattona 
of that nature. The objeflions to Sir Ro* 
bert Walpole’s plan ^re, that it would in* 
creafe the powrer of the Crown by ihc addi¬ 
tional number of officers to be creat.'d, and 
injure the public libtity, by making every 
man's houle liable to be fcarchrd by rxrifc* 
men. In the plan propofed thofe n1)j< £liont 
would be done away, as the rrgii!.itlona 
would require no greater addition or oOicers 
than 260, whofc l.iljrics would not amount 
to more than i2,oool. The iiiflmnce of the 
excife would alfo be confined to perfona 
dealing in wine, either by wholefale or re* 
tail, and not be cxtendeil to private indivi¬ 
duals. In rcipc^l aifu to the number of 
thofe, which was very finall, who fold wine 
without havirig a fpirit licence at the fame 
time, thetc could be no inconvenience iit 
that quarter. There mig'it indeed be fome 
difficulty in arranging ihc article of boUlcs, 
but he thought^ fuch rrguiadous might be 
devifed y would obviate the d fficulty. He 
^ould not trouble the Cemmittee with any 
further cxpUnaiion in the prcfeui Aage, as 
wifhing to affc.rd them the mod ample op* 
p'ortumty lor dirctilfion Inreaficr. Mr. Fitt

The preiTurebf taxes in this coun¬ 
try, of which he acknowledged the necefltty^ 
and of the iiicreafc of ^hich he was alfo ap- 
prehenhve, made it scry much an obje£l m 
order to induce thv people to acquiefee in the 
burthcQs they now fullained, that, in articles 
of rcvcnuc) the Moufc Ihould comply in a 
great tneafure with \he r fentiinciits, and 
lomuitnes with their prejudices; for which 
reafoii, he obfervi H, it would he impolitic 
to have recourfe to Inch odious and lAipopular 
mcafures. The time, however, to decide, was 
when the bill appeared, and the people had 
it in their power tiuoinpare its advantages 
and inconveniences. He was spprehennve 
the obje^ionson jcoiillitutional head would 
be the flrongrft. As lo the cxpcnce which 
the iiKieafc of officers might create, the dcci¬ 
fion of ti-at would depend On examining 
whether by the mrafure as much would be 
paid as would render other taxes to a greater 
amount unnccefTafy.

He alfo propoTrd giving to the Bril velTcl that 
arrived 700I. to t'-c fccond, third, fourth, 
and fifth, 600I. 500I. 400!. and 300I. refpec- 
tivcly. The bemBu of thefe bounties he 
propofed extending to Americans, after be¬ 
ing fettled there for a certain period, and 
further fuggefted various regulations for pre¬ 
venting fiauds. 

Thefe rcfolutions having been propofed^ 
the Houfe then refumed, and adjourned.

(hurtened, and adapted to the prefent reign¬ 
ing powers, and their (Zate of Govornment, 
inltead of King and Parliament.

31 It appears by an account lately taken^ thac 
the number of new buildings in the city of 
London and its diflri^ts, commonly called the 
fuhurbs, which have anfen m the courfe of 
the lalt 14 yeais, amount in the whole to 
27,500 houfes, befides what have been re¬ 
built.

when the aluHm robbed the pockets of the 
deceafttd of what money they contained, and 
having dragged tlie bwly out of the roiid to a 
httle bridge hard by, he threw it umler, then 
remounted bis mafter's horfe and _rode home, 
faying that he could not overtake the gentle* 
man. The affair had not long been puHliflt- 
ed before fafpicion fell on the perpetrator, 
who, it had been remarked, then unufu- 
ally flufh of money; he Was in confequcnce 
taken up* and coiifeffcd the fadt as above 
ftated; whereupon he was committed to 
prifon. Two days after the body was difeo- 
vered by fome peiions of fattnon, wbowere 
led^to itby their dogs. By fome papers found 
in the deceafed's pocket, his name and con.

works have been fo univcrfally read and ap- 
plaudedf tint we feel fome fatisfadliun in 
bm% able to gratify the wiflies of his nu- 
nierous admirers, who have, hy various ap¬ 
plications, foliciied us to prefent them with a 
portrait nf him. 

The life of a reclufe author fcldom affords 
incident, ant) that of Mr. H.iyley, perhaps, 
lef& chan mod other wTirers. We ihall 
therefore, on the prefent occafLon, confine 
ourfelves 10 his works, from winch we pro* 
fofs to draw the only circumflances relating 
to him, which are either important, or 
which we can commuoicate with any degree 
of confidence. 

Suffea has the honour of ranking Mr. 
Hayley among its worthies, and Eaton of 
• having given him tlie rudiments of his educa¬ 
tion. His infancy was marked with mifery, 
and but for tl>e attention of an affedllonate 
mother, bC had probably gone to the grave 
unknown* To this excellent parent he has 
addireffed the following invocation, which we 
are happy to feledl, as well as an evidence of 
an extraordirary fadl, as a proof of hliai 
piety and gr*icitude: * 

O THOIT fund Spirit, who with pride haff 
fmird, 

And fiowiiM with fear on thy poetic child, 
Pleas'd, yet alarm'd, when in his boyilh lime 
He figh'd in numbeis, or he laugh'd in 
rhyme;

From Eaton Mr. Hayley went to Trinity 
Hall, Cambridge; and while there, printed 
the hrft poem known to be written by him. 
I'his^was on the royal marriage in 1761, and 
appeared in the colledlion of verfes publiftied 
by the Univerfity on that occafion. From 
that time to the year 1778, he lived out of 
the obfenration of the world. Delicate or in- 
conftant health, or the love of literary retire¬ 
ment, prevented him from ferving the com.- 
munity in feenes of a€live life; he therefore 
devot^ himfelf to purfuits mure pleaTing, 
though lefs profitable. 

Thou firft and faireft of the focial arts! 
Sovereign of liberal fouls and feeling hearts, 
If, in devotion to thy heavenly charms, 

1 clafp'd thy altar with ray infant arnffs, • 
For thee neglected the wide field of wealth, 
The toils of intereft and the fports of health, 
Enchanting poefy ! tliat zeal repay 
With powers to fing thy univerfal fway ! 

To trace thy progrefs from thy diftant birth, 
Heaven’s pure defeendauc! deai' delight of 
earth!

Essay ov Epic Pobtry. 

After a rtcefs of many years from public 
obfervation, he in 1778 produced, with¬ 
out his name, PoetUal hpifiU to an miaent 
Painter^ 4C0. a Work which both merited 
and obtained fo much applaufe, as probably 
encouraged him cq avow himfelf the author, 
by putting his nlme to a fecond edition of it. 
In J779f be joined the political clamour of 
the day, and publifhctl Epijlle so 
mirai Ktpptl^ 4(0. congratulating that gen¬ 
tleman on his honourable acquittal; and in 
the fame year atucked the Bilhop of Lon¬ 
don for a defertion of his political princi¬ 
ples in An Elegy on the mu'unt Greek Mo-

known to be written by him, form any part 
of the colledtion of his works lately publilh- 
ed. In the^ next year, he gave the public 
Ah EpiJlU to a Pnend on the Death ef 
John Thornton^ Efq. 410. With this gen¬ 
tleman he appears to liave lived on terms of 
intimacy, at Cambridge, and the praife he 
beftows on him reflects the higheft honour 
on both the deceafed and the furviving friend. 
In 17S0, he publilhed An Effay on in 

three Epijlles to Edward Gibbon^ Efq. 410, and 
in 1781 ^An Ode inferibed to *John Howard^ Efy. 
F, R, S, author of the State of Englijh and 
Foreign PrtfonSy 4to. In the fame year alfo, 
The Triumphs of Temper^ 4to. a poem, in 
fix cantos, appeared; and in 178Z, An 
FJfay on Epic Poetry^ in jive EpiJlUs to the 
Rev* Mr* Ma/ouf 410. To ftiew himfelf 
mafter of every fpecies of poetry, he in 
1780, publiftied Plays of three Ads wn/- 
ten for a pt ivate Theatt'ff 4Co. Of thefe, The 
Two ConnoiJJiurs and Lord Rujfel have been 
brought on the ftage at the Hay-market, and 
a^ed with great fuccefs. 

Since this publication, a very amufing 
work, intitled, An Ejjliy on Old Maidi^* 
has been aferibed to Mr. H.iyley, and we 
believe with truth, tliough it has not been 
owned by him. In the cuurfe of the laft 
year, he colleAed fuch of his works as ho 
had publiftied with his name into fix vo¬ 
lumes, 8 VO. 

Mr. Hayley is married, and Ins lady feems 
to polTefs fome portion of his tafle and ge. 
nius. She has publiftied a iranftaiioa of Ma¬ 
dame de Lambert’s Eftays on Friendftiip and 
OIU Age, which is executed witii great fpiiit 
and fidelity. 

The works of Mr. Hayley are calculated to 
imprefs the moft favourable opinion of him aj 
a man; and if we are not mifinformtd, ha 
manners (which h not always the cafe witli 
men of genius) are perfectly in unifon with 
the fentiments occafionally exhibited in Ins 
works. He has obferved, Chat it was a 
kind of dutj incumbent on thofe who devote 
themfelves to poetry, to raife, if poftible, 
the dignity of a declining art, by making ic 
as beneficial to life and manners, as the li - 
mits of coiqDoficion and the charaAer of 
modem times will allow. This rule feems 
Co have been ftriAly adhered to by him. Th« 
fubjeAs of his feveral performances are all 
important, and handled in fuch a manner, 
as to convey both entertainment and inftruc- 
tion, to mend the heart, refine the tafte, 
and render mankind better, and, by confe- 
quence, more happy. 

There are many pleafmg traits of cha« 
raAer fcattered through Mr, Kayley's works. 
One of them we ihaU felcA to dole this im- 
perfedt account.

An ACCOUNT of GEORGE ROBERT FITZGERALD, Es<i, 


G eorge Robert fitzgerald 

was the elded Ton of-Fitz¬ 

gerald, Efq. of Rockheld, a place about 
two miles diClant from the town of Cadlehar, 
His mother was Lady Mary Hervey, filter 
to the late and prefent Earls of Bridol* He 
received, it is Taid, his education at Eton, 
where he acquired a very competent (hare 
of literature, at lead Tuflicient to preferve 
him from the contempt of the learned 
At an early age he married Mifs Cnnolly, 
filter to tlie Right Hon. Thomas Conolly, 
Member of Parliament for the county of 
Londonderry, and coufin-german to his 
Grace the Duke of Leinder. With this 
lady Mr. Fitzgerald received a fortune of 
ten thoufjnd pounds, and at the fame tin]e 
his father executed a deed of fetclement, by 
w'htch he engaged to allow him a yearly in¬ 
come of oiK ihoufand pounds; but as this 
was either iircgulaiiy or not at all paXl, it 
became one of tlie fources of the contention 
between father and fon, which termiiuited in 
the end fatal to both. 

Sofm after the celebration of Mr. Fiiz- 
geraid’s marriage with Mifs Conolly, die 
young couple went abroad, and a/ter an ab- 
fence of ten years, during which lime Mrs. 
Fitzgerald di^, leaving him one daughter 
only, who is dill living, he returned to Ire¬ 
land in Che year I7'’5. * 

During his rcfidence in Engbnd, he lived 
a life of boundlefsdiftipaiion; and being puf- 
feifed of perfonal courage, he was frequently 
involved in quarrels, which ufually end¬ 
ed with reputation to bis valour, though Co 
his difgrace as a member of fociety. One 
of Che ftrft occafions of his becoming an 
object of public notice, was in the year 1773, 
when being at Vanxhall, in company with 
a Captain Croft and fome other perfuns, he 


w'antonly interfered in a quarrel begun by 
his companion with the Rev. Mr. Bate on 
account of fume mtfbehaviuur to Mrs. Hart¬ 
ley, the a 61 ref$* In the courfe of this bufi- 
nefs Mr. Fitzgerald introduced ins foot¬ 
man to Mr. Bate under the charadUr of a 
gentleman, and im|H)fed upon him in fuch a 
manner that he was induced to box with his 
auUgunift. This trick being Toon afterwards 
difeovered, Mr. Bate expofed Mr. Fitzgerald's 
behaviour in the public pajicrs, m which he 
held him up to ridicule with great fuccefs fox 
fevcral week.?. The contcR engaged much 
the attention of the town, and in the conclu- 
fum of it, public opinion decided in favour 
of Mr. Bate s cuiidudl,* and univerfaliy con- 
demned*tliat of his feveral opjionents. 

Amongil ihofe wlio cenfured Mr, Fitz¬ 
gerald’s behaviour on this occafiun, was a 
gentleman of the name of Scawen, who gave 
his opinion with great freedom in his pre¬ 
fence. This occafioned high words, and 
even a blow, which compelled Mr. Fitz¬ 
gerald to call Mr. Scawen to account. A 
duel was the confequence, of which the fol¬ 
lowing relation was given by Capt. Nicholas 
Nugent, Mr. Scawen's fecond. 

«* OnWednefday Sept, ift, Mr. Scawen 
and Mr. Fitzgerald, with their feconds and 
furgeons, met at Lille, according to the ap¬ 
pointment of Mr. Fitzgerald. All matters 
relating to the duel being adjulted, tlicy ar¬ 
rived at their ground, in the Auftrian domi¬ 
nions, between Lille and Tyurnay, about a 
quarter before feven in the gening. The 
feconds having meafured the diftance, which, 
by mutual agreement, was ten paces, each 
gentleman took his poR. Mr. Scawen, in 
going to his ground, a(ked Mr. Fitzgerald if 
he cliofe to (ire firft ? who replied, it was 
< matter of indifierence to him ; but alterity

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hit opink)(i, faid ha would take the firft (hot $ 
to which Mr. Scawen readily alTenced. Mr. 
Fitzgerald then prefeotcd his piM and fired; 

the Ihot feemed to pals very near Mr. Scawen. 
After Mr. Fitzgerald had fired his firft pif- 
tol| he took hold of the other, and flood 
with it in the attitude of prefentind, to re¬ 
ceive Mr. Scawen's fire, Mr. Scawen then 
prcfented his piftol, but before he could pull 
the trigger, was furprizeJ at the report of 
Mr. Fitzgerald's fecond piftol. On this Mr. 
Scawen immediately recovered his, telling 
Mr. Fitzgerald at the fame time, Chat as 
both bis pifiols were difcharged, he could 
not think of firing at him, and infiantly dif¬ 
charged his in the air, Mr. Fitzgerald re¬ 
plied, 1 afTure you I did not mean st—my 
piftol went ofi by accident; but 1*11 load again. 
The feconds and furgeons here interpofed, in 
order to accommodate the aiVair; and Mr. 
Scawen coming up, addrelTed himfelf to Mr. 
Fitzgerald, and faid, he hopeil his behaviour 
liad now fufficieiitly convinced him that he 
was not deficient in point of courage; and 
as a further reparation for the blow he h«d 
given, he was not afhamed to prefeut him 
with a cane (which at chat inflant he took 
from the French fiirgeon) defiring him to 
ufe it as he thought proper. Mr. Fitzgerald, 
after raifing the cane (which did not appear 
Co me to have touched Mr. Scawen) politely 
returned it, faying, ** I rctrail all the afper- 
fions 1 ever call upon your honour, am now 
convinced you never deferved them, and 
wilh there may be noretrofpeft of paft tranf- 
a^ions." A reconciliation being thus happi¬ 
ly efiedled, the parties returned on theii way 
to Lific, where Mr. Fitzgerald like wife 
made a hnndfome apology fur having fired his 
fecond pifiol, declaring it was accuiental. 
The whole company afterwards pafled the 
evening together, and feparaced the next 
morning perfedlly fati'-fied." 

At this period Mr. Fitzgerald’s finances 
were in a (late of fiuduation, as the chance of 
the dye, or his own ikill in gaming, gave a 
turn to his affairs. In 1775, we find him 
again prefeoting himfelf to public notice in 
Ins charadler of gambler and duellifl; and, 
as ufual, with fome diminution of tlie fmall 
remains of charadler which adhered to him. 
At this time he puhlifhed a pamphlet, in- 
titled, ** An Afipeal to the jockey Club; or 
a ti ue Narrative of the late Affair between 
Mr- Fitzgerald .and Mr. Walker,” 8vo. This 
was followed by an ** Anfwer to Mr. Fitz* 
gerald’i Appeal; by Thomai Walker, Efq;” 
8vo. and th.it by the K'rply to Thomas 
Walker, Kup ci-devant Comet of Eur- 
goync’s Light Dragoon'.; by George Robert 
Fitzgerald, Efq.*' 8vo. It was well obferved 
in one of the literary journals of the times, 
tliat tlie quarrels of gamblti^ no way con¬ 


cerned the public; and that thefooner they cut 
one another's throats, the better it would be 
for focieiy. In this M pamphlet Mr. Fitz. 

gerald b^fls of his dexterity in the art of 
duelling. << 1 know, fays he, from trials 
fuccefifively repeated twenty times one after 
another, 1 can at that diftance (i. e. fix 
paces) hit any part of the human body, to a 
line which poflihLy (addrefling his antagonill) 
you may know is only the twelfth part of an 
inch.” In another part he fays, As to good 
qualities, fome 1 have, perhaps, Chough few 
in number. This, however, 1 can fay for 
myfelf, no man can impeach my courage in 
the field, my honour on the turf, or my 
credit on the Royal Exchange. If it appears 
JinguUr that I have not plunged into the 
g.dlantnes of the prefent times, let it be re¬ 
membered on the other hand, tliat I am a 
married man, and that I prefer the domeflic 
happinefs of the amiable partner of my life, 
and Our little offspring, to all the mummery 
and perfidy of ptivate fafhionable intrigues.”* 

Soon after this tranfadlion, Mr. Fitzgerald 
went CO Irulnud, and began to praflife thofe 
extravagancies, which, being fuccefsful for 
fome time, led him Co commit the fadl which 
brought him to his end. His father and 
brother had long been objedls of his hatreds 
and having claims upon the former for fome 
an ears, he had recourfe to the Court of 
Chancery in Ireland, and obCainetl an oiuer 
in 1780, to take poirefTion of fiie whole 
eflate of his fatlier, 111 order to facisfy the 
demand, 

' In executing this order great irregularities 
were committed, and feveral fevei*e tonfiidls 
enfued, tvhich compelled Ins father, in his 
curDi, CO claim the protedlion of the law. 
Mr. Fitzgerald w.-ts indited for a riot, and 
being found guilty, was fentenced to three 
years impnfunmenC. 

To obtain his lofi liberty, Mr. Fitzgerald 
ventiued on a bold and hazardous enier- 
pnze—an efcape from his prifon j which he 
efifedted inTpite ofeveiy impediment. 

This being atchieved, he eredled a very 
forcpidable battery on his demefne, confining 
of feveral jVieces of iron ordinance. The 
battery was conftru^led on an artificial mount, 
on which was planted a grove of trees, 
fituated about one hnmlred yards from the 
high road, and the fame diftance from the 
gate of ctie avenue which leads Co the manfioii* 
houfe, and half an Eugliiti mile from the 
boufe .C^ir. It was fuiiufhed and provuhd 
fo completely for defence, that it Toon gave an 
alarm to Government, whicii occafioned a 
train of artillery being fenc, with a regiment 
of iioife, to diflodgi* the ofiendeis. 

On the approach of this force Mr, Fitz¬ 
gerald and his partizaus all fied, and the 
troops retuined to thur old quarters. He, 

however)

however, continued concealed in the country 
for fome timcv and it was in this period that 
his houfe at KockfielU wTas fei on fire. 

At length, finding it impofllible to be much 
longer aincealed, he, with an armed party, 
(at the time he was himfelf an ouMaw) 
went 10 Turluugh, and took his, father 
pnfoner. 

• Having placed him in a pofl:»chaife, and a 
flrong guard on the outfide, he led him, as 
if in triumph, through the aiuntry, and at 
lait brought him Co Dublin, where he foon 
afterwai'ds died, and Mr. Fitzgerald him¬ 
felf was taken by a Captain Hall, who for 
this fervice received the reward of 300I. 
offered by the Government for apprehending 
him. He continued a confiderable time in 
the new prifon at Dublin; but, during the 
adminiflration of Loid Temple, he had ad- 
drefs enough to obtain his pardon. 

The many narrow efcapes which he had 
experienced, had not leifened, but, on the 
contrary, tncreafed his confidence, Mr. 
M*Donne!, an attorney and magillrate in his 
neighbourhood, having interedeU himfelf in 
iome family.concerns againfl him, he devoted 
h.tm as a vidtim to his vengeance. Accord¬ 
ingly, pafiiug by Mr. Fitzgerald's houfe, be¬ 
tween the hours of nine and ten o’clock at 
night, he was fired upon, and wounded by 
Mr. Fitzgerald, and five or fix other per- 
lons; fur which Mr.. Fitzgerald took his 
trial, and w^as acquitted. Still, however, 
determined tu wieak his vengeance on the 
unfortunate man, he got him into his polfelfion 
by means of a law procefs, and difpjtcheJ 
him on the zifl of February, 1786. (See 
i>. 198.) • 

Immediately on his beiug recured^in gaol, 
at Callle-bar, the refentment of the people 
rofe to a pitch of madnefs agaiufl the culprits; 
and feveral perfons, armed, broke into the 
piifon, and endeavoured to take the execu¬ 
tion of the law into tlieir own hands: they 
milled in, and bred upon Mr. Fitzgerald, 
and wounded him, but were ^obliged to quit 
their prey without fiiufhing their bloody pur- 
pofe. (See p. 298.) 

A fpecial commilfioti being ilTued for the 
trial of thefe offenders, it was opened on 
Tiuirfday morning the 8th infl. when the 
Coiut-houfe w.ts unufually crowded, and ma- 
ny people were difappointed, as the Cuuit- 
iMiife was quite full at a very early hour. 

It was thought neceffiiiy by the Attorney- 
General to proceed on the trial of the perfons 
who liad forced open the gaol of Cafllebar, aixl 
violently afiaulted Mr. Fitzgerald, while under 
the prote^ion of the laws. The court agreed 
to the propriety of Mr. Attorney’s requeff, 
and accordingly the following peifons, viz. 
Jdmes Maitiu, Mr. Andrew Gallagher, 


Mr. James Gallagher, Charles Hig^ns, Luke 
Higgins, and Daniel Clarke, were immediate- 
ly amigflcd, for having bn^e open the gad& ' 
of CafUe-bar, and alCiulting George Robert 
Fitzgerald, Efq. a prifoner in the laid gaol, 
and in the cuftody of the gaoler. 

ThI Attorney-General opened the bufloefs. 
He painted with much warmth tbe extent of 
the offence for which the prifoners were ar- 
raigned-^ha ini^ighed againlt that turbulent 
fpirit which had coo long difgraced many ' 
parts of the country, and hoped that the 
Coirt would Chat day be enabled tp furniih 
fuch an example, as would deter fuch daring 
violators of tlie laws in future from adls of 
outrage. He then went into an examina¬ 
tion of his evidence, to eftablifh the commif- 
fion of the fadl by the parties above named, 
—but the evidence adduced was inrufficienc 
to come to any thing near convidltou. It 
appeared that the gaol had been forcibly en¬ 
tered in Che evening; that the men who en¬ 
tered were armed with fwords and piflols. 
The centinel who had been on duty at the 
gaol was examined, but declared that as the 
tranfadlion took place in the dufk of the even¬ 
ing, he could not poficively fwear to the per- 
fon of any one named in the indidlment—of 
courfe his evidence was of no avail. Even 
Mr. Fitzgerald himfelf could not Like U[K)n 
him to fwear to their identity ; hefides, the 
parties were ready to prove an alibi ; hut Utc 
that it feems there was no necefiity, as the 
evidence adduced could not at all alfcdl them, 
Th» jury without w'ilhdrawing from the 
box returned avcrdidl—NOT GUILTY. 

The Court then adjourned to 9 o'clock on 
Friday Morning, when 

George Robert Fitzgerald, Efq, was 
brought to the bar. He was r^rraignrd, 
and his indi£lment rend to him. The indi£l- 
ment fet furtli, that he (KitzgeraUl) had pro. 
cured Timothy Brecknock, Aiubew Cr.iig, 
alias Scots Andrew, James Foy, Wiliam Ful¬ 
ton, John Fulton, John Cliapni.in, Wallis 
Kelly, John Cox, Janice M.ifleifiui, David 
Saltry, Philip CoX, Artlub.iM Nrwing, Jt'lin 
Bemey, Henry Geoii’e, Mirlnel B«o\mi, li.hn 
Rehrny, and Wilhnni Robiuron, and ih.it he 
had incited, flirretl up, and provoked the f.iid 
perfons to murder P.ttnck RnndidI M*Don- 
nel, Efq. and Mr. Charles HypUm, which 
mui der the faid pet fans pci petraied oa the 
2 ill of February l.i(l. 

To this indiilmeni Mr, Fitznernld plead¬ 
ed «b/ ywr/zy —The Attorney-Cener.il then 
proceeiled m an exam'nation of the u jtnellc*; 
on the pait of the Croun. The principal evi- 
■ deuce was Andrew Craig, or as he is called 
Slots Andrew, and tlie charge was fidly fiib- 
ftantiated. It appeared that Mr. M'Doonel 
was murdered on the bridge cf Ki!nec.irra— 

Circmii 
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CvcomfUnees of peculiar barbarity attended 
die bloody deed. Mr. M'Doniiel's two 9rms 
Were broken M the time ; he faw the blun- 
derbofs from which he received hit death 
prdemed at him—he implor’d the murderer 
ietend times to Ipare his lifci but in vain \ 
be then held down hts head, and the iiugs en¬ 
tering through bis hat lodged in his body. 

As foon as the evidence on both Tides was 
JoTed, Mr. Fitzgerald addC'eCTed the Court, 
liTByiog, as it was a cafe which affedted his life, 
that he might be indulged to fpeak for him. 

which hebig immediately granted diim, 
be made a moft able defence, and fpoke for 
three hours, with a ftrength of imagination, 
and a degree of compofure, aftonifltbig, when 
it k confidered what the human mind muft 
let! at fo awful a crifis. 

The Chief Baron then gave a charge to the 
Tory, who withdrew for 7 minutes, and re- 
tmed a verdia-GUlLTY. 

Mr* Fitzgerald was then ordered into the 
enftody of the Sheriff, but fentence was not 
pranoonced on him. When the Foreman 
of the Jury pronounced the word guilty, a 
liadden gloom overfpread Mr, Fitzgerald's 
countenance, which feemed unafTedled befoie* 
^ JuHt 10. John Fulton, William Fulton, 
Ai^iibaUl Kewiiig,or Ewing, JohnReheny, 
orKenchy, and David Simpfon, were alfo 
ioond guihy upon two indidlments, for the 
snuriler of Patrick Randall M*Donnel and 
Charles Hypfon: 

And fame day James Foy, John Cox, 
James MaRerfon, David Saltry, otheoM’ife 
Siropfoo, Philip Cox, John Rerney, Hum¬ 
phry George, Michael Brown, William Ku. 
bbifon, and Wallis Kelly, were Icveral'y ac* 
quined of faid muider. 

After which the Attorney'General in- 
ibrmed the Court, that he was given to un* 
derRand a motion was intended to be made 
in arrelt of judgment. He defired that Mr, 
Ficrgerald might be brought up, and the 
mcticA gone into. Mi. Fitzgerald's leading 
Cbuftfel faid, they faw no defedt in the in- 
cSbAvtcent; but Mr. Stanley declared that he 
Kid warm hu|)es he could Ihewr a grountl to 
arreil fudi judgment, if he weie allowed 
bme lo confider tlie fubje^ till Monday, 
The Attrmey-General called upon him to 
Bats his ubje^ions, uhich ho, Mr. Stanley, 
ikclmcd, ^ 

The Attoiney-Genoril informed Mr. Stan¬ 
ley, that It w’ouUl pitjh.il)ly aHiR him in his 
HMCiou to arrelt the jiulgnient, if he was in- 
Ibrmcd wh.t the iiididlment was, as he had 
never hilhcico called to have it read, but had 
Fslced on the llioi t abflrafl of it in the Crowit 
buok 1 accoroingly, at the dcfire of the At. 

‘ tnssKy-Gtneral, tlie mdidlment was read to 
luD, ami the Cuurt^ with remarkable hu¬ 


manity, allow'cd Mr. Stanley'till Monday ter 
confider his motion. 

12. Brecknock was called upon 

his trial, and given in charge to the jury up. 
on two indictments, for confpiritig and pro¬ 
curing the death of Patrick Randall M^Don- 
iiel, and Charles Hypfon. Tlie evidence 
having fully eftabtifhed the charges in the in- 
didtments, the Jury found him Guilty, 

After Brecknock's conviction, the Chief 
Baron ordered the Clerk of the Crown to 
call up for fentence thofe perfons who had been 
convicted of actually perpetr^ing the murder, 
which he then palTed upon John Fulton and 
his other aRbciates, in the moft eloquent and 
affecting manner. 

The Chief Baron then defired to know of 
Mr. Stanley, wliecher he meant to make his 
promifed motion in arreft of judgment ? but 
at the fame time warmly recommended to 
him, unlefs there was a folid ground of ob¬ 
jection to the indictment, not to make his 
motion, as It muft neceflarily he made in Mr. 
Fitzgerald's prefence, and might poffibly de¬ 
range his feelings, which, he faid, he was 
happy to hear were calm and compufed. 
Mr. Stanley, on confideratiou, declined to 
make any motion in arreft of judgment. 

Mr. Fitzgerald was then brought to the 
bar of the Court, and the Chief Baron, after 
a preface which drew tears from almoft all 
who heard him, on the enormity of the 
crime, paffed fentence of death upon George 
Robert Fiizgerald and Timothy Brecknock, 
with orders for their execution on that day. 
On being brought into Court the former fpoke 
as follows: 

<* My Y.ords, 

** I Jiumbly hope for the humane indul¬ 
gence of this Court to my prefect moft un- 
happy fituacion. 1 do not mean, my Lords, 
to take up your time—but I truft that what 
] fhall fay will he attended with effeCt The 
veiy fhort period of time that has elapfed 
fince my cotiviClion, has been taken up in 
ailjufting my Temporal affairs ; and in truti), 
my Lords, even thefeare not perfcClly fettled: 
but I now wilh to make fome preparation, 
fome fettlement of peace with Heaven, be¬ 
fore I pafsinu>*the prefence of an all-feeing 
and juftly offended God, which 1 am about 
to do. 

^ My Lords, you may be led to imagine 
that I pluad ftu* this indulgence of time in 
hopeful ex[i«Clation of obudning his Majefty’s 
pardon; but, my Lords, 1 do moft fulemnly 
declare it is no fuch inducement; for, if his 
Majefty were to offer me his pardon, nay his 
crown along with it, 1 would not acce^ of 
bither the one or the other. Under thC weight ^ 
of fuch a verdiCl againft me, it is inipoffible 
1 could ever look one of the community ia 

the 
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the countenance, or again hold up my head 
in focicty. Let it not be undertlood, my 
LorUa, tliai by this declarationil infinuace or 
mfer the fmaUelt degree of cenfure on tlie 
verdid^ of the jury. No, my Lords, 1 know 
them all to be gentlemen of the moft fair and 
irreproachable charaAers; men not to be 
bialTed, and who could not avoid bringing 
me in guilty if I were their brother, from 

b'ody of evidence that has appeared ngainll 
me—which if I was before acquainted with, 

I fliould have endeavoured to have had wit- 
nefles to repel that body; but Uiac, my 
Lords, is not now a matter for cnnfideration 
—the only thing I plead for is time 

** It is ^Ifo faid, my Lords, that 1 want 
that time to commit ^n a£t of fuicide; but I 
liave too many offences on my back, and 
dreadful crimes to account for, to defire fuch 
a miferable pailpoit into eternity/’ 

Here he ended his fpcech, and the Chief 
Baron, with tears in his eyes, recapitulated 
the rigour of the law, and his duty as a 
Judge, obferving, that the unfortunate Mr. 
M*Donnel had been fent into eternity with¬ 
out n moment's warmiig; tliat after fentence 
of death had been palfeJ, and the order for 
execution, it wm not in*ttie power of Die 
Coui t tv) interfere, and his requeft mult rcit 
with the luimanity of tlie SherifT. 

In fome time after tiie Court had nd« 
jourtittd, Brecknock and Fulton were put 
into a kind of cart, drawn by one lioife, and 
earned pinioned to the place of e'teciitiun, on 
the lull of Call le-bar, wlieie the new gaol is 
building, and where part uf the fcalloldiUg 
was appropriati'd to the purpofc of a gallows, 
la (omc time aftet Mr. Fitzgerald came out 
of the gaol, but had not changed his drefs; 
and having prcvloully hefeeched the SherifT 
not to permit luin to be pniiuned or tied with 
cords, he walked, without any kind of 
'manacle, to the place of execution, furmund- 
ed by tlrong detachments uf both hoi fe and 
foot. He was attended by Che Hev. Mr. 
Henry, arul, at the gallows, byi three other 
Clergymen : while there, he read Dr. I>(Kid*s 
Thoughts in Pnfou, as alfo his Lalt Prayer; 
and when the executioner was about to 
launch him into eternity, he re'^elled of the 
Sheriff to give him five minutes longer time, 
and Chen pulled the cap over his face. Upon 
being told that the time was elapfing fait, 
Mrr Fitzgerald replied, “ Sure it is not To 
long I 1 have juft coUeAed myfelf; pray let 
me die in [leace!" 

By the mifmariagement of the executioner, 
the rope by w'hich Mr. Fitzgerald was fuf- 
pended, laftwtly bruke^ on the fuddea jerk of 


his {winging off the ladder. This accident w« 
pnncipalLy occafinned by the rope being Ded 
round a flat board, a part of the fcaffoklkix; 
of the t 7 cw Gaol, with whicbi as we have 
already mentioned, this tospporary gallows 
was conftruAed. Mr. Fitzgerald then fell 
on hisjfhoulder, but immediately recovered 
himfeir and Itood on his legs, and called oic 
Co the SherifT, faying—" Mr, Sheriii^ it is 
impoflible but tlipc you Ihould know fuch » 
rope could not hang any man—pray get a 
better!" The clergymen imroeiliately fur- 
rouivjed him, when a new rope was obtain* 
ed and replaced about his neck: he was thea 
requefted to go higher upon tlie Udder» 
which he refufed to do. The ladder was 
drawn away, and tlie rope being again twified 
round the flat board, it let him down fo far 
that his feet for fome time a£lually couched 
the ground, till the hangman, with much 
difficulty, drew him up, but m fuch a man- 
ner, that he (till remained fufpended within 
eighteen 'inches of the ground, where he 
hung a confhlernhle lime, and, on being cut 
down, the Slienff, according Co Mr. Fitz¬ 
gerald’s death-warrant, and as the form of 
Che law requires, had tiis body cut^ or 
Ic.irred. 

Brecknock at firft rernfed to join in any 
prayer with the lour clergymen attetlQiRg, 
he havirg before repeated the Lord’s prayer 
in Oieek, and laid lie would ufe no other 
—he iiad no occafion, as he had not commk- 
led viny actual fin for niney'‘ars pad ; at Chat 
time ye had driven the devil from ever)* irare 
* of his body; and he knew he (huuld live 
a thouf.md year* with Clirdt." This it feems 
is according Co the old heretical tenets of the 
MilltMiaruns, of which feft Brecknock pro- 
fefled Iiimfelf to be a member. He was 
prellcd by the clergymen to jom in repeating 
Dr. Dodd’s laft prayer, and was at length afk- 
Cil, if he had any objedfion to it ? His anfwer 
was " No—he had read it, and faw no harm 
in It; fo they might read it for him.” 

John Fulton, who was the fon of a Bailiff 
belonging to Mr. Fitzgerald, behaved at the 
place of execution witJi gre.it decency and be¬ 
coming fpirit. 

The body of Geoige Robert Fitzgerald was 
immedi ttely after the execution carried to the 
ruins of Tuilough-houfe, and was waked 
^ in a (table adjoining, with a Avf candles plac¬ 
ed al)out it; On the next day it was carried 
Co the churrh-yard at Turlough, where he 
was buried on wliat is generally termed the 
wrong fide of Che church, in his clothes, with¬ 
out a coBiu. 
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ANECDOTES of the late T 1 

IMOTHV, or, as he fometimes wrote 
himfelfy Twoleon Brecknock, 
was the Con of a grazier in Nfirtliampton- 
fh'ire, ami received his education at W’eftmin- 
ftcr. A little before he left Weftmi^r, he 
exhibited a trait of his future charadl|rr, by 
forging a draught of his father's'on his agent 
in town for a confulerable fum of money, 
with which he made off, fud continued a. 
brcvid feveral years. 

On his return, he commenced the fine 
gentleman and gambler, and figured awiy at 
Bath for fome lime; but hip vanity prompting 
him to give a public breakfaft for which he 
had no money to pay, he was obliged to de¬ 
camp, and a fubfeription was raifed among 
the company for the difeharge of the break- 
faft, which amounted to 701, 

He next turned his thoughts to the law, 
and comicfted himfelf with an attorney, 
wltere he would have made no incoufiderable 
progrefs in the knowledge of the ancient 
common law, but that his tendencies to 
quibble and fraud prevailed in every inquiry. 
On fome occafion, whether for debt or a 
fraud, he again left the kingdom, and was 
abfent feveral years. 

He foon addicted himfelf to polite letters, 
an^ by degrees withdrew' himfelf from tlic 
pradlice of his profeflion, and commenced au- 
thOTt The firft piece we can difeover by him, 
was a poem called. Prejudice detected, an Ethic 
Epiftle, 4to. 175*, followed by 

others, among which the following may he 
mentioned, a. An Ode on his moft fnered 
Majefty’sReturn, fol. 1752- 3 - An Ode to 

the Right Hon. Sir Crifp Gafeoigne, Pro- 
teilor of the Innocent, and late Lord Mayor 
of the City of London, fol. 1754. 4. An 
Ode on his Majefty’s Return, fol. 175^ 5. 

An EpUhalaraium on the Nuptials of Lord 
Warkworth and Lady Sufan Stuart, fol.' 
1764. He was alfothe author of a Plan 
for cftabhlhing the general Peace of Eui ope 
upon honourable Terms to Great Britain, 8vo. 
1759 ; and a Trealife upon perennial Ways 
and Means, with other political Tradb, 410. 
1761, befidcs-many other anonymous per¬ 
formances. He for many years wrote in 

HOLME, in HERE FORDS ^IR 
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a daily paper, under the name of the Attorn 
ney-Central 10 She GaesetUer, and in 17^4 
re publilhed Droit h J2oi ; «•', A Dlgijl 0 / 
the Righti ani Tfye\^ogat\ve\ if the Imperial 
Crown of Great Britain^ 8 VO. Which, being 
complained of in the Houfe of Lords as 
favouring arbitrary principles, was ordered 
to be burnt by the common hangman. 
alfo rendered himfelf remarkable by laying 
an information,about i762,againft the Judges 
for wearing cambrick. He either wrote, or 
alTified Mr. Fitzgerald in the writing his 
pamphlets and letters in the public papers, 
and from thence it is fiippofed the connec¬ 
tion between them originated. He was a 
Member of Lincoln's-inn. 

He had a boldnefs and decifion in his 
manner, joined to fome knowledge and flu¬ 
ency, by which he duped many people, and 
gained fome degree of credit with his clients. 
Being concerned for the Portuguefe Charge 
4ei Affaires about twenty years ago in fome 
tranfadlion with the Secretary of State, and 
not being able to efleft his purpofe, he very 
gravely leaned on his hand, and looking the 
Secretary ( Lord Shelburne) full in the face, 
told him, he would never leave him till he 
brouglit his head to the block.'’ For Uiis 
his client thought him a bold man, and per¬ 
haps paid him for it as fuch ; but his menace 
only ended in being turned out of the office 
as a lunatic. 

His lafl apparition in London was about 
four yeai s ago, when he feemed to be run 
out'of coat, characterf and confiituthn, and in 
this fituation was picked up by Fitzgerald, 
no doubt af a cunning man in the law, to de¬ 
fend l^m in his depredations on fociety. But 
juftice, fnoner or later, generally overtakes 
the moft cunning and guarded impoftors. 
In commuting himfelf to Fitzgerald he was 
no longer mafter of his own line, and hence 
was lured into a deed, which, had he been 
left to himfelf, in all probability he would 
nut have beAi fool enough Co commit. 

At the time of his death, he could not be 
Icfs than between 60 and 70 years of age, 
was quite gray, and much debilitated,

The frefhnefs of the air, the verdure of 
every field and tree, the enamel of the mea¬ 
dows, the mufic of the birds, that with me¬ 
lodious and chearful voices welcomed fo fair a 
morning, the curious orient flreaks with which 
the fifing fun embelhihcd the eafiem part of 
Heaven, and, above all, th.)t fuurce of light, 
who, thougli he (hews us all chat we fee of 
glorious and fair, (hews us nothing fo glo¬ 
rious and fair as htmfelf, quite charmed and 
tranfported Philemon. He was rnufed from 
his extacy by a female fongfirefs, whofe voice, 
though not governed by (kill, did, by its 
native fwxctnefs, fo repair the want of it, 
that art w^s abfent without being miffed. 

Curiofity prompted him to fee who w»as 
the i>oircllor of fo much power to pleafe, 
whom he foon difenvered in the habit of a 
milk-maid. The fair creature had the 
bUifties of the morning in her cheeks, the 
fplcndour of the fun in her eyes, the frcfii* 
nefs of the fields in her UKik*;, the whitenefs 
of the milk (ho was exprefiing in her (kin, 
ilic melody of the laik in her voice. Her 
cloaths were almolt as coarfe as cleanly, and 
though they fuiied her condition, were very 
ill matched with her beauty. , 

Having hfiened a while attentively to this 
aitlefs fyren, he purfued liis way, when, 
in a narrow path, his eyes were fainted by 
a far different object \ an epitome of human 
flature, a fuperannuated figure of mortality, 
whofe (hrivelled meagre face, hollow eye, 
and tattered fqualid rags, recalled to his 
imagination the cufiotnary ingredients necef- 
fary to make a witch, w'':en fupei*fiition, 
mifiake and malice are difpofei^ fur fuch a 
work. 

This miferable obje£l was crawling to her 
wretched home, under a burthen too much 
for her (Irength to bear, though confiding 
but of the refufe of boughs which Ihe wind 
of the preceding night had fnapped from the 
lofty trees of a neighbouring avenue. A few 
anfwers facisfied Philemon of the reality of her 
fufiierings; and, infiuenced by the tendered 
and mod powerful indind^ of nature, coro- 
paifion, he hadened to relieve her didrefs, 
and to gratify himfelf in the exqaifite rap- 
£urop, Mac.

tures that flow from compaffion and benevo¬ 
lence. 

He foortarrived at llie habitation of Eudoxus^ 
who hadj in the courfe of two months, 
buried an afledlionate wife, and a promifin^ 
amiable fon. He found the worthy Divine 
(for Inch he was^ with a book before him, 
in which he feemed to read attentively. At 
the fight of Philemon he fprang forwaid, and, 
embracing him, placed him on a feat befide 
him; when, wiping away a Cetir that would 
force ilfelf into his eye, he thanked him foe 
his friendly vifir. Philemon law with j)lca- 
fure the Chrillian deportment of this holy 
mourner. No fallying into loud complaints s 
no wringing of the iiand;;, or beating of the 
bread, or wi(}iing himfilf unborn, which 
are but the C6i*eiuonics of furruw, the pomp 
and odentation of an etTemmato grief, which 
fpeaks not fo much the greatnefs of tho 
mifery, as the littlenefs of tlie mind. 

To whom Plil’:mon.^\ liiought it my duty 
to come, feeing we are nut hot n for our<* 
felves only, but by the very condition of our 
nature are obliged to confecrate our lives to 
tlie fervice of others : It is a reciprocal deb^ 
from which no mortal is free. Z rejoic^ro 
find you fo compofed, after fo fevere a vifi- 
tation, and could almod wi(h to a(k on what 
confiderations that comfort is founded, that 
fo much exceeds the expectations even of 
yqur frionds. 

I am ferry, replied Eudoxus^ If any rea- 
fons are thought ncceffnry for my prelenc 
cnmpofuie; but I will faithfuUv give them 
all. And I will begin by conlelfingi that I 
did, at fird, fincerely w.(h to follow, where 
all I held dear, was gone befoic. For wlio 
can either marvel at, or blame, die delire of 
advantage } Can any thing he more natural 
than that the weary traveller fiinuld long for 
red, Che prifoner for liberty, and the banilh- 
cd for home ? But 1 recoUeded what 1 liad 
fo often myfelf preached to others, that, in 
general, we (houLd only hope in this world 
(or content; that if we aim at any thing 
higher, we (hall chiefly meet with grief and 
difappointment; Chat our endeavours, as 
rational beings, Ihould be principally dire£lcd 
at making ourlelves eafy now, liid happy'here- 
after; as mifery andaffiiflionarenoc lefs natural 
in this W'orld, than forrow, hail, dorm, and 
temped; and it were as rcafunable to hope 
for a year without winter, as for a life with* 
out trouble. Life, however (weet it feems, 
is a'draughc mingled with bitter ingredients. 
!&me drink deeper than others, before they 
come at them ; if they do not fwim at, 

Ete the 
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the cop fur youth to fade them| it is ten to 
one but old age will find them'thicker at the 
botCom; and it is the employment of faith 
amt patience^ the work of wirunm and 
virtuei to teach us Co drink die fweec part 
sviththankfulnefsand pleafure, and to fwallow 
the bitter without rcluAance andl repining. 
Nay. 1 Imve told my flock, that wc Hand 
indebted to Divine Providence for our phyfiCy 
as well as our food; that th; contempt they 
expcritoce from men, cs a wholefome purge 
for pride, their poveity a cute for luxury and 
wantou defires, and that ficknels makes us 
duly grateful fur health. e 

1 next refledted that my viAtations were 
not like thofe of Job, fudden, and treading 
on the heels of each other, but were gradual 
and forefeen; and fo much as an evil touches 
on the means, fo much lielp it yields to¬ 
wards patience. Every degree of forrow is 
a preparation for the next; but when we 
pafs to extremes without the means, we 
wane Che henefiC of recolleiHion, and muH 
truH entirely to our own (IrengCb. To come 
from all things to nothing, is nut a defeent, 
but a downfall, where it is a rare cafe not to 
be maimed at laH. 

I next confidered the force of example—• 
how great is the facred ofHce 1 bear; which 
^v>uts it in my power, not only to excufe, but 
sdmoft to canonize the woilt adlions; which 
ought, therefore, to make me remarkably 
Hridl and wary in all my behaviour: Ance 
many of my pariAiioners, thinking it, per- 
liapf, impoflible to fail, in imitating me, 
my faults may contract a deeper guilt, by 
being precedents, than by being Ans. 

I>a(ily and principally, my friend, I fup- 
port myfelf in knowing, that through the 
merits of my Redeemer, the day will fhortly 
come, Chat will caH no clouds upon my 
mind, nor Hir the leaH breath of inordinate 
paflion in my foul; when 1 fhall be always 
ferene, have the happinefs to live in a con- 
ftant tranquility and unruffled repofe, with¬ 
out pain, Acknefs, or inArmity, in the pre* 
fence of the Divine Majeffy and the bleiled 
Jefus; in the fociety of glorious Angels, and 
good men made perfeA; to partake of a 
felicity great as God's goodnefs could.deAgri, 
his wifdnm contrive, or his power effedl, fur 
my entertainmenc. 

Such a nob|e inftance of pious refignatlon, 
fuch a fpccimen of rational comfort, kept, 
for a while, even ?hiUmn Alent; which 
Eudoxui interpreting as a mark of his not 
being Aifficiently convinced by what he had 
yet faid, he added s—Some pious men, PhiU^ 
tfUfit have gone much farthei than this, and 
have aflerted, that to be cofreflcd by ftich a 
lather as Gud, and with fo much love, doth 
^t US father mto a need of humility for 


moderating tlut joy, which we fhall be apt 
to conceive from his charity Cowards us, than 
of the virtue of patience, whereby to endure 
the puuifhifienc chac he lays upon us} for 

though he fometimes gives a pardon without 
corre^ion, yet never corredtion without an 
intent to pardon. The Lord gave, and the 
Lord hath taken away, bleffed be the name 
of tlie Lord. 

Eudoxus was now fo compofe^t^j^ ^he 
prelTed his friend to Aay and breakfalt wicli 
him, and while it was preparing, propofed 
walking with him a little into the Aelds, 
during which he expreifed fuch fatisfadlioii at 
every thing about him, as convinced Phik^ 
mon his mind was entirely at peace. A veiy 
fhbre walk brought them in fight of a hand- 
fome houfe, which the good Divine pointed 
Co with a figh. Being aOced the reafon, be 
replied, There lives Paranest a youth whofe 
faults aie more the effect of a remlfs educa¬ 
tion and the contagion of loofe company, than 
the product of a bad heart. As foon as 7 am 
able, my ArH viAt muH be tliere. The in. 
decency and intemperance of his conduct de¬ 
mands my friendly interpoAfion. He lias 
but lately taken that houfe, and. thiscircum. 
Hance excepted, 1 liave no reafon to complain 
of my Atuacion. 1 have rather reafon to 
think myfelf happy. Zachary and Elizabeth, 
we read, had good neighbours, who did not 
envy their happinefs, but rejoiced with Ctiem 
wheu they rejoiced, and, tloubtleA;, would 
have wept w'lth them, had they wept. A 
preacher that hveth among fuch, hath ob. 
tained a fair beneAce, and may well acknow. 
ledge with David, « that the lot is f.dlen unto 
him in a fair ground, and tliat he tiatli a 
goodly Iieritage/' But woe to that Zachary, 
as ,an old writer emphatically fays, who is 
brother to dragons, and a companion unto 
oHriches; conflrained to dwell with Mejhuh^ 
and to have his habitation among the tents of 
Ktdar, 

1 have fometimes thought, faid PhiUmon^ 
this is one of the principal hardfhips of your 
function/ Your preferment may be advan¬ 
tageous, and the Atuation healthy and delight- 
All, while the perfons with whom you muH 
afibciate, ^may chance to be perfe^lly dif- 
agreeable; or, which is much worfe, amt 
yet very frequent, difpofetl to quarrel upon 
every occafion, if not with you, at lead with 
one another. 

Of all that is commanded us, faid £\}doxus, 
there is nothing more contrary to our wicked 
nature, clian to love our neighbour as our- 
felves. We can with e.'ife envy him if he 
be rich, or fcorn him if he be poor—but, to 
love him—>the Devil hath mofc craft than fo# 
It were hard for him topreviul over fo many, 
if men Ihoold once begin coiove one another. 

But 
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But we mull take our lot as we find it, and 
endeavour to mend as many a%we can, and 

to* hear patiently with tliofc wc cannot re¬ 

form. • 

As they walked gently towards home, 
ThiUtHin couM not but often flop to view the 
agreeable profpefls the country afforded; 

rdure of tlie trees, mixed with 
of the ripening corn, the party- 
coloured meadows and Uie lowing herd, 
tempted his eye into a controverfy of plea- 
fore, neither knowing well how to take it 
off, or where to fix it amidft fo beautiful a 
vaiiety, and fo much orderly confufion. 

Yes, my PbiUnfn —for Eudoxus read his 
thoughts—tlie Supreme Difpofer of events 
has commanded delight and profit to walk 
luind-iii-liand through his ample creation, 
making all tluiigs fo perfedlly pleating, as if 
beauty was their only end ] yet all things fo 
eminently ferviceable, as if nfefulnefs had 
been their foie detign. And, therefore, 
never do 1 walk abroad, but my heart ex¬ 
pands with gratitude, and 1 contider myfelf

put into this temple of God, this tower 
world, as the prielt of nature, to offer up the 
incenfc of thanks and praife, not only for 
myfelf, but for the mute and infentible part 
of the creation. Ohow amiable is grati. 
tude 1 I tliave always looked upon it as the 
moft exAlted principle that can adluate the 
heait of man. Repentance indicates our na>- 
ture fallen; and prayer turns chiefly upon a 
regard to ourfelvef; while Che exercife of 
gratitude fubtiffed in paradife, where there 
was no fault to deplore, and will be perpetu¬ 
ated iif Heaven, when God (Itall be alt in all. 
Nay, fome have gone fo far as to fay, that 
were there no potitive command that enjoined 
it, nor any recompence laid up for it here¬ 
after, a generous mmd would indulge in it, 
for clie natural graiificacion that accompanies 
it. 

Here a footman appearing to acquaint 
Eudoxus that break faff was ready, Che con- 
verlatiun was put an end to for the pre- 
fen C.

Sermons, liflning to good counfell and admo¬ 
nitions, that in the end they got him to lye 
downe in a cradle upon the ftagc, where 
thefc three ladies joyning in a fweet fortg, 
rocked him afleepe, that he fnorted againe i 
and in the meane time clofefy conveyed un¬ 
der the cloatlis, wherewithal! he was covered, 
a vizard, like a Twines fnout, upon liis face, 
with three wire chains faffened thereunto, Che 
Other end whereof being holden feverally by 
thofe three ladies, wIki fall to tinging againe, 
,an!t then difeovered his face, that the fjie^'i- 
tors might fee how they had transformed 
him, going on with their finging. Wliilll 
all this waiafting, there came forth of ano- 
E e e' a • ther 
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thcr doore^ at the farthcft end of the ftage, 
two old men, the cue m blew, with a fer- 
leant atartnes, his tnace on his ftiouWer t the 
other in reU, with a drawn fword m his hand, 
and leaning with the otlier hand upon the 
others ftioulder, and fo they two vteut along 
ill a foft pace, round about hy ihejiknts of 
the ftage, till at laft they came to the Cradle, 
when all the Court was in tlic greateft jollity, 

and then the foremoft oki man With hlS macc 
ftroke a fearful blow upon the Ciadle; 
whereat all the Courtiers, with the three la¬ 
dies and the vizard, all vanifhed j and^he de¬ 
folate Prince ftartmg up bare-faced, and find¬ 
ing himfelfe thus fent foi to judgement, made 
a lamentable complaint of his miierable cafe, 
anti fo was carried away by wicked fpirits. 
This Prince did perfonaft m the ninrall the 
wicked of ti.ft woild ; the three ladies, 
Pride, Covctournche, and Luxury; the two 
old men, the end of the w-orld, and the lail 
judgement. This figlu tooke fuch imprefliou 
iH me, that when 1 came towains man’s 
eft.ite, it was as frefh in my memory as 
if 1 had feen it newly .liled. From whence 
I obferve, out of mine owne experience, what 
great care fliouUl bee had in the eilucation of 
children, to keepe them fioni feeing of fpec- 
taclfts of ill examples, and lieanng of lafcivi ■ 
oils* or fcurrilnus words; fo* that thru young 
memories are like f.iirc writing tables where 
in if the fairc fciueiices or lelfons of grace 
bee written, lliey may (hy God’s blelfing) 
keepe them from many vicious blots of life, 
wherewithal! they may other wife be iaiuled^ 
cfpecially confidenng the gencrall corruption 
of our nature, whofc very memories are apt- 
er to receive evill than good, and that the well 
feafoning of the new calke at the lirft keepes 
it the better and fweeter ever after ; and 
■witlull we may obferve how farre unlike the 
plaies and harmlefte morals of former times 
are to thofc which have focceeded, many of 
which (by report of others) may Jt termed 
fchoolmafters of vice, and provAatioiis to 
corruptions, which our depraved nature is too 
prone unto, nature and grace being contraries. 

MEDITATION XU. Cpon a Peiiigree fcenc 
in a Nobleman's Houfe. 

Lumley Caftle, in the countie palatine of 
Durefme, was by that noble and worthy 
lord John lord Lumley, after the manner of 
fome caftles hee find obferved in his travaiJes 
beyond the feas; with two faire pallages into 
It, up two paire of ftaircs, large but IhorC, 
both lUnding, the one over againft the other, 
at the lower end of tlio hall; the moft emi- 
oent roome whereof, at the upper en^ 
of tjic hall (being the great chamber) 
was adorned with the pictures of all 
the baronfc of that family in theu* robes, at 


full length, beginning with the firft, who was 
fet forth kneeling before king Richard the 
Second, and ^receiving his writ or patent of 
creation at his hands; and fo from one to 
anothet^tn that nobleman hiinfelfe that built 
the houfe; with the pidhire alfo of his lord- 
(hip’s fonne and heire apparent, then a young 
nun, with a hawk on his fift. In that faire 
chamber, at the upper end of 
window, I obferved a long tabic hanging, fit¬ 
ting the one end of the window, containing 
a faire written or printed pedigiee, fetting 
out not ondy how the barons of that houfe 
fvicceeded one another, but alfo how the fait 
haron was lineally defeended from Adam him- 
felfe. But he that lived to build the houfe, 
and to adorne it with fuch monuments of 
noble anceftors from fo high a defeent as the 
very creation of the world, and having a 
fonne then likely to have fucceeded him m 
thebarronie, died himfelfe childlefs in (^ceii 
Elizabeth's time, and fo the barony dyed with 
him, and there was no lord Lumley to 
entertaine king James theie, at Ins fiift com- 
ming into P«ngland, upon her Majefiie's de- 
ceafe; and !o that pedigree which (I know 
nut by what heraldry) biought that woithy 
nobleman, hy many generations of kings and 
queens and other famous anceftoi's, by a hucall 
dclcent from Adam himfeif, could not deduce 
it one defeent further, but it ends in him for 
whofe honour itfelf was devi(«d. And that 
nobie lord, when he was at the higl'.eft of the 
p'i..'igrce, what could he finde thcie of nobi¬ 
lity by it, when the meaneft fcullion cf his 
kicciien, and the pooreft cripple at ins gates, 
were thereby made their loro’s kinfmen, b?- 
ing all Atlam’s children as well as himlclfe 1 
And what pitch of honour had ii.e gotten from 
that common anceftor of all niankiiull but 
(wiiat we all, his pofterity, hy wofull expe¬ 
rience, finde to be truth indeed) the guilt and 
infedtiun of fin, and the fruits of it, death > 
objefts proper for fliamc, forrow, and humi¬ 
liation, no way for honour or vain.glory, 
Adam himfelfe being made but of red earth, 
and he and his pofteiity to returne to earth 
againe* 

I fhall OQly add, that the author of thefe 
Meditations appears to iiave been bom at 
Gluucelter, in 1564; educated at the free 
granimar-fchool, called Chrifi's, in that city, 
under MafterGregoryDownhole of Pembroke- 
Hail, Cambridge, who afterwards became 
fecretary to lord chancellor Ellefmere;’as our 
author did, firft, to lord Brook, chancellor of 
the exchequer; theato the earl of Middlefex, 
lord high treafiirer; and, laftly, to lord Co¬ 
ventry, lord keeper of the great feal. Having 
pafled the great climaAerical year, he thought 
it high time to retire from worldly employ¬ 
ments; and on Nov. a|o, 1631^ being fud- 

denly 
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4 en 1 y taken with a vertigo, which he doubted 
night lumto an apoplexy, he reured in June to 
Stitiwick, in Nortti.impionfhfle, where he 
prnlnbly died. His hook h.is 00!^ the ini« 
tiaU of his tiame, R VV. If any of your

PARTICULARS relative to the NATURE and CUSTOMS of the INDIANS of 
NORTH- AMERICA. By Mr. Richard MCauslanu, Surgeon to the King’s or 
Eighth Regimeot of Foot, 

prom the Philosophical Transactions, Vol. LXXVT, Parti, juft publiflied.J 


I T has been advanced by feveral travellers 
and hilloi ian«, that the Indians of America 
differed from other males of the human 
fpccies in the w ant of one very chara^leriftic 
mark of the fex, to wit, a heard. Fiom 
this general obfervation the Efquimaux 
Kave been excepted ; and hence it has been 
foppofed, that they had an origin diffeitnt 
from' that of the other natives of America, 
Inferences have al(b been drawn, not only 
with refpedl to the oiigin, but even relative 
<0 s);e conformation of Indians, as if Ibis 
was in its nature more imperfedl than that of 
f^ft uf mauklnd. 

It appears fomewhai fingutar that authors, 
in deducing the origin both of the Efqui- 
mauA and of the. other Indians of America 
from the old woHd, (bould never have ex¬ 
plained to us how the fell mer came to retain 
^heir beards, and the latter to lay them aflde. 
To afeerrain the authenticity of this point 
may perhaps prove of little real utility to 
mankind; but the Angularity of the fadl 
certainly cl.iims the attention tlie curious: 
and AS it is impoflibte to fix any limits to 
the' inferences whioh may at one time or 
another be drawn from alledged fa£b, it 
■uiTk always be of coafeqoepce to enquire 


into the aulhcntic’ty of thofc fafls, how 
little Hiterefting they may at pi'ffent ap- 
pe.ir. 

I will not p.t prefent take upon me to fay 
that there are not nations in America delli- 
lute of beards; but ten years refidence ux 
Niagara, in the miOft of the Six-Nations 
(witli frequent oppoiuinities of feeing other 
nations of Indians) has convinced me, that 
tbry do not differ from the reft of men, in 
this particulai', more than one European dif¬ 
fers from another : and as this imperfeilion 
has been attributed to the Indians of North- 
America, equally with thofe of the reft of 
the Ctintmenc, 1 am much inclined to think, 
that this affeitinn is as void of foundation in 
one region as it is in the other. 

All the Indians of North-America (except 
a very fmall number, who, from living 
among while people, have adopted their 
cuftoms) pluck out the hairs of the beard ; 
and as they begin this from its full appear¬ 
ance, it muft natvutdly be fuppofed, that to 
a fuperfleial obferver their faces will fcem 
fimooth and beardlefs. As further proof 
that they have beards, we may obferve, 
firft, that they all have an inftrument for 
the purpofe of plucking tlicm out. Se- 

copdiyi 
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tondlfi tliat when they negledt this for any 
time, federal hairs fprout up, and are feen 
upon tile chin and face, Tlurdly, that ma- 
.ny Indians allow tufts of hav to grow upon 
their chins or upper lips, refcmblmg ihofe 
we fee in difTcient nations of the lAd world. 


Fourthly, that feveral of the Mohocks, De¬ 
lawares, and others, who live amongft 


white people, fumetimes (have with racors, 
fometimes pluck their beards out. 
The?e are fafts which are notorious amoiigd 
the Army, Indian.traders, &c. and which 
are never doubted in that part of the world 
by any perfun in the lea(% cunverfant with 
Indians; but as it is didiciiU to tranfpuri a 
matter of l>ehef from one country to ano* 
ther diftant one, and as the authors wlio 
have maintained the contrary opinion are too 
refpedlable to be doubted upon hglit grounds, 
I by no means intend to reft the proofs upon 
what has been faid, or upon my Tingle af- 


fertion. 

I have provided myfclf with two authori¬ 
ties, wlhch I apprehend may in this cafe be 
decifive. One is Colonel J^u tukr, Depu¬ 
ty Superintendant of Indian affairs, well 
known in the late American ^va^, whofe* 
great and extenfive influence aniongft the 
Six-Nations lould not have been acquired 
by any thing lets chan his lung and intimate 
knowledge of them and their language. 
The other autliority is that of Thayenoa- 
>'e;ca, commonly known by the name of 
Captain Joseph Brant, a Mohock Indian 
of gieat influence, and much f]iokeu of in 
tlw late war. He was in England in 1775, 
and writes and fpcaks the Enghfh language* 
With tolerable acciuaty. 1 (hall therehire 
only fiihjoin their opunons upoiPthis matter, 
the originals of which 1 have under their 
own fignaturcs. ' 

Colonel Butler’s. 

The men of the Six-Nation Indians have 
.all beards naturally, as liave all the other 


nations of Kurtli-America which I have had 
an oppoituinty of feeing. Several of the 
Mohocks (have-will! iazors,-<Qs do Ikewife 
many of the Panees who arc kept .as Daces 
by the Europeans. But in general the In¬ 
dians pluck out the beaid by the iu(>ts from 
its eailieft appearance; and a! their faces are 
therefore fmouth, it has been fnppufed that 
they were deihtute of beards. 1 am even of 
opinion, that if the Indians were to pradtife 
(having from their youth, many of them 
would have as flrong beards as Europeans.

Captain Brant's. 

The men of the Six-Nations have all 
beards by nature ; as have likewife ail odier 
Indian nations of North America which \ 
have feen. Some Indians allow a part of 
the beard upon the chin and upper lip co 
gro\v,pnd a few of the Muliocke (have with 

razors^ in the fame manner as Europeans; 
but the generality pluck out the hairs of the 
beard by the roots as foon as they begin to 
appear; and* as ^liey continue this pra^lico 
all their lives, they appear to have nobeard^ 
or at moft only a few draggling hairs which 
the^ have uegieaed to pluck out. I am 
however of opinion, that if the Indians were 
to (have, they would never have beards al¬ 
together fo thick as the Europeans; and there 
are fome to be met with wIm have aflually 
very little beard.

Upon this fubjeft 1 (hall only fuitherob- 
ferve, that it has been fuppufed by fome, 
that this aj.pearance of board on Indians 
aiifes only fiom a mixture of Europcai 
blood ; and tluit an Indian of pure race ts 
intirely dethtute of it. Bnt the nations a- 
mongd whom this circumdance can havn 
any influence, be.ir fo fmall a propoido{\ to 
the multitude who arc unaflcfti.d by ii^ that it 
cannot by any means he confidered as the 
caufe ; nor is it looked upon as fuch either 
by captain Brant or colonel Butler, 

1 (hall hcie fubjoin a few particulars re¬ 
lative to the Indians of the Six-Nations, 
wlmh, as they feem not to he well uiider- 
diKid even in America, arc probably ftUl 
lefs known in Europe. My authorities up¬ 
on tins fubjea, as well as upon the former, 
are the Indian captain Brant and colonel 
Butler. 

Each nation is divided into three or more 
tribes; the principal of which .ire calledtlie 
I'lirtle-tribe, the Wolf-tnbe, and the Bear- 
tnhe. 

J-ich tribe has two, three, or more chiefs, 
calleol Sachems) and this diftinaion is al- 
w'.'iys hereditary in the family, but defeends 
along the female line: for inftance, if a 
chief dies, one of his fitter’s fons, or one of 
hiS own brothers, will be appointed ’ to fuc- 
ceed him. Among thef8 no preference ig 
given to proximity or primogeniture; but 
the Sachem, during his life time, pitches up¬ 
on one whom he fuppufes to have more abi¬ 
lities than the reft; and in this choice he 
frequently, though not always, confults the 
5>riacipal men of the tribe. If the fucccflbr 

happen; 
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happens to be a child,* the offices of the po 
are performed by fome of his friends until he 
is of fufficient age to adt himfelf, 

^ Each of thefe polls of Sachem has a name 
peculiar to it, and which never clianges, as 
it is always adopted by the fucccflbr^; nor 
doc& tlio Older of precedency of eacU of thele 

names or titles ever vary. Neverilielcfs, any 
Sachem, by abilities and adlivity, may ac¬ 
quire greater power and influeiuie in the na¬ 
tion than tbofe who rank before him in 
point of precedency ; but this is merely tcm* 
porary, and dies with him. 

Each tribe has one or two chief warriors, 
whofe dignity is alfo hereditaryi and has a 
peculiar name aciaclied to it. 

Thefe are the only titles of didindlion 
ivhiclx are fixed and permanent in the na¬ 
tion : for although any Indian may by fu- 
perior talents, either ns cuunfellur or as a 
vrarrlor, acquire influence in the nation, yet 
it is not in his power to tianfmit this to Ids 
family. 

The Indians have alfo their Great IFemen 
as well as their Great Men, to whofe opinions 
they pay great deference ; and this Oiftinc 
tion is alfo hereditaiy in hiiniltcs. They de 
not fit in council with the Sachems, but have 
feparate ones of their own. 

tWhen war is declared, tlie Sachems and 
great Women generally give up tlic manage- 
ment of public alTairs into the hands of the 
warriors. It may however f<> happen, that 
a Sachem may at the fame time be alfo a 
chief warrior. 

Friendfhips feem to have been influiitcd 
wiU) a view towards flrengthening the union 


between the feveral nations of (he confede^ 
racy; and hence ft iends arc called the A- 
news of the ^^Six-Naiiuns. Au Indian has 
therefore generally one or more friends ift 
each natu>n. Befides the attachment which 
fubfills during the life-time of the two 
fiicudsy whenever one of them happens to 
be killed, it is incumbent on the furvivor to 
replace him, by prefentmg to his family either 
a fcalp, a pnfoner, or a belt conliftie^^ 
fome thoufands of wampum; and this cere¬ 
mony IS |)erformcd by every f, Und of the de- 
ceated. 

The purpofe and foundation of war parties 
therefore is, in general, to procure a pri^f 
foner or fcalp lo leplace the friend or rela- 
tion of the Indian who is the head of the 
party, Indian who wifhes to replace a 
friend or relation prefents a belt to his ac¬ 
quaintance, and as many as chufe to folluw 
him accept this heir, and hecoilie his p.irty. 
After this, it is of no confcquence whether 
he gnes on the' expedition or remains ac 
home (as it often happens that he is a child), 
he is (lill confidered as the head of ttie party. 
The belt he prefented to his party is return¬ 
ed fixed to the fcalji or prifoner, and pjffes 
along with thi-'m to the friends of the perfon 
he replaces. Hence it happens, that a war 
paity, returning with more fcalps or pri- 
foiitiis than the original intention of the par¬ 
ty required, will often give one of the fu- 
pcinumerary fcalps or prifoncrs to another 
wRr party %vhom they meet going out ; up¬ 
on which tins party, having fulfilled the 
purpofe of their expedition, will fometimes 
return without going to war. 
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A MOTHER and NO MOTHER ; or, the LITIGATED CHILD. 

An Akecdotf. 


N O circumflancc, or even chain of cir- 
cumfUnces, can hap^ien fo Angular, 
but that a fmiilar may, one time or other, 
occur again ; and as the fa£ls which gave 
rife to the following little Anecdote, have 
already ferved to perplex the mo£l eminent 
lawyers of France; it would ceitainly af¬ 
ford a fatisfa6iion to know, with fome kind 
of probability, how, according to the laws 
of England, fuch a complicaud cafe could 
with propriety be determined. 

Complicated as the atf.iir is in itfelf, the 
fa£b are few, and in fum and fublLnce as 
follow : 

A midwife, fome time ago, was fummooed 
to attend wiili ail poflible expedition on a 
gentlewoman in the province of Noimandy, 
who had unexpe^edly been feized with the 
p^ins of labour, hardly had Che good wo¬ 
man arrived to dfftharge the duties of her 
offifiCi when fhc was heiTelf violently at- 


t.ickrd with the like pains, and the confe- 
quence was, that prefently both the mid¬ 
wife and her patient weredehveted together. 

Not a human being was then in'the 
neighbourhood, nor even in the* hmife, but 
an old woman, who had ndlcd mthe double 
capacity of midwife and nuife, and who, un¬ 
fortunately, in her huiry, confufion and 
diRrefs, was fo inadvertent as to place the 
two infants upon one and the fame pillow, 
without didinguiibhig which of them it was 
that belonged to her millrefs. 

They were both males, and one of them 
lived but a few minutes —Now the grand 
circumftance which perplexes the cafe, and 
gives it an air of ridicule, is this, that each 
mother claims the furviving child as her*s, 
nor will abide by any decirion to the con- 
traiy, ihort of a judicial one ; and Reps for 
that purpofe have accordingly been taken.

TNCLEMENT as Che winter of ivSfwas, 
the winter of 1785 will long be recorded 
la the ann;ils of mclcurologic.il obfcrvaiiun) 
as having been a feafun of the tnoR intenfe 
and continued feverily ever known in En- 
40og will it alfo be recorded as the 
' feafon which, of all others in the memory of 
snan, afforded to the fons and daughters of 
opulence the mod freqdent opportunities of 
revelling in the luxury mfeparable from an 
exercKe of the god-like viVtues of humanity 
and benevolence. 

One day, during this gloomy period^ as 
his Majedy, regardlefs of the nveathcr, and 
never more happy than when in aciion ,—it 
may be added, coo, never more deligliced 
than when doing goodf’-^WAS caking a fulicary 
excurfion on foot, and unbending his mind 
from the care:» of government, he met cwp 
t)retty little boys (the elded feennngly not 
more tlian eight years of age), who, though 
ignorant it was die Kino tliey Iiadche honour 
to addrefs, fell upon tlieir knees before him, 
deep as the fnow lay, and wringing their 
little iiands, prayed for relief—the 
relief,’* they cried, for they were hungry, 
^ery hungry, and had nothing te rat." 

More would they have faid, but for a tor¬ 
rent of tears, which guthuig down their in¬ 
nocent cheeks, aflually choaked their utter¬ 


ance. 

His Majedy, perfeflly confounded with 
Imrror at tlie fight, tenderly defirtd the 
weeping fuppliauts to rife; and liaving at 
length, with that amiable alf.ibdic/ vvthich 
fo peculiarly didinguifhos the cliaraflejf of 
our fovereign, encouraged tlicm to proceed 
with their dory, they added, that their mo¬ 
ther had been dead three days, and IV.U lay 
nnburied; tii.it chnr father lumfclf, wliom 
they alfo were afraid of lofing, was Oretched 
by her fide upon a bed of draw, in a fick 
and lielplefs condition ; and, infinef chat tliey 
had neither moneyf nur/oo</, nor firings at 
home. 

In this brief detail of woe, ingcnuoufly as 
ft had been given, there was a 'fom^whnt 
more than fufhcienc to excite fuy in the 


Royal bofom ; and the quedion with his 
Majedy now was, whether, as the 
uic lud t^cn tulO, there could pulTibly be 

any truth ^ it ? 

He accordingly ordered the two boys to 
proceed homewgird, and, following them 
till they reached a wsetched hovel, he there 
found the mother, as mentiuned, dead-^ 
dead, too, apparently^ from a total w'anC of 
tommon src^riej,^with the father, literally 
as deferibed, ready to perifh alfo, but dill 
encircling with his enfeebled arm the dc- 
ceafed partner of his woes, as if umvilling 
to remain beliind her. 

Tlie King now felt a tear dart fnim his 
own eye, nor did lie chink his dignity de» 
graded by giving u loofa to his fenfibility on 
the occafion; and accordingly leaving be. 
hind him what cajh he had abnut him 
(which rarely, however* amounts to much) 
he Iiudened hack to VVindfor; related to 
the Queen what he li.id fticnt but declared 
himfeU totally incjpaMc of expreffing what 
he fjt} and mdantly difparched a melfenger 
witli a fupply of provifions, cloatliing, coals, 
and evciy other accommodation which 
might ahurd immediate fuderaiue and co1b-' 
fort to a helplefs family, groaning, he de¬ 
clared, .under aidi^ions more piercing by far 
than he could have fuppofed to exid in any 
part of his dominiuiis, or even conceived 
tq ho pfiJJthU, had he nut liimfelf vntn^td 
them. 

Revived by the bounty of his fo\’erc'ign, 
the old man loon recovered ; and the King 
(anxious to give happmtp to tile children as 
well as Uiilth to the father) bnilhed tlie 
good work he had fo mentorioufly be^un, 
by giving orders that till the years of nuituri- 
ty they Ihould be clothed, educated, and fup- 
|>ortcd at his expence, with the hoi^ of ha¬ 
ving fuch preferments bellowed upon them 
afterwards as their condu< 5 l might julbfy. 

On other occafions, his Majedy may have 
a£fed more like a Kino ; but upon no uc- 
caftODr perhniis, did he at\ more like .1

1 have not liowever feen nixmng :iny heathens 
luch a large and iniij'.ftic iilol of this god, as 
in two Japanefe temples. In the one thete 
is an image of gilt wood, of fuch an enor¬ 
mous fize that fix men may fit, according to 
the Japanefe fafbion, in tiie palm of his hand, 
and the breadth between the fhouldei's is five 
fathoms. In the other, his infinite power 
is reprefented by fmaller gotls, which ftand 
around him on all Tides, to tlie number of 
33,:t^3. They have many temples, which 
are built for the mofl part without the cities 
on fome eminence, and in the finefi fituations. 
There are a number of priefts m every tem¬ 
ple, although they have hut little to do, their 
hufinefs being to keep the temple clean, to 
light the candles, fcc. and offer flowers confe- 
crated to the idol, and fuch os they believe to 
be mod acceptable to it. There is no 
preaching or Tinging in the temples, but they 
always (land ajien fur thofe who may come 
' th pray, or make fome offering. Strangers 
are never excluded from the temples, even 
the Dutch are allowed to vifit them; and 
when the inns are taken up, they are lodged 
in them, as aiSlually happened once during 
iny journey to court. • 

The arms of the Japanefe confift of a how 
and aiTow’, fabre, halbert, and rnihkct. 'I'lie 
bows are very large, and the arrows long, as 
in China. When tlie bows are to be bent 
and difeharged, the troop always refl on <jne 
knee, w'hich hinders them making a fpeedy 
dilcharge. In the fpring, the troops affeniWe 
to praidife (hooting at a matk. Mulkcts are 
not general; 1 m^ly fitw' them in the hands <^f 
pcrfims of difiin^lion, in a feparate .nnd ele¬ 
vated part of the audicnee-room. The b<'.r- 
rel is of the common length, but the llock is 
very fhort, and as well ns 1 could obferve at a 
diftance, there w'as a match in the lock. 1 
never faw a gun fired, though 1 have often 
heard the teport from tlie Dutch fjdlory. 
The interpreters informed me, that the (lock, 
w hich, on aciiiunt of its (hortoefs, cannot he 
placed againft the fhoulder, is fee againft the 
cheek, an acqpunt that is not altogether cre¬ 
dible. Cannons are not iifed tn this country, 
but in Nagafaki, .it the imperial guard, tliere 
are leveral, formerly taken from the Poi cu- 
guefe, though (hips are not Tainted, ancl ip- 
deed Gcarce any ufe at all is made of them. 
• T he Japanefe have very little (kill in xnaua- 


averted eyes. The fabre is therefore their 
principal and bed weajion, which is univer* 
fully worn, except by the peufanCs, They 
are commonly a yard long, a little eg yk ed 
and thick ill ll»c back. TheblaJcl^ro of au -» 
incomparable goodnefs, and the old ones .ire 
ill very high efieem. They are far fuperior to 
the Spanifh blades, fo celebrated ni Europe. 

A tolerably thick nail is eafily cut in two, 
without any damage to the edge; and a man, 
according to the account of the Japanefe, may 
he cleft in two. No blade is fold under fix 
kohangs, but the fabres often coft 50, 60, nay, 
above 100 rix-dollars; tliey conllituie the 
deareff and mod lieloved propeuy of the Ja- 
p.mefe. The hilt is furnilhed witli a round 
and firm plate, has no bow, and is fometimes 
fix inches in length. The hilt is fiat, with 
ohlufe edges; it is cut off tranfverfely at ti e 
end, and covered with the ikiii of tho fh.uk, 
whicli is uneven on its furfacc; it is import, 
ed by the Dutch, and fold veiy dear; (ome- 
times at 50 or 60 koKings, cacli kobang at 
fixrix-duUars. Befides, filk coid is wrapped 
round in fuch a manner that the Ibigreen 
may be feen through it; the plates arc thick¬ 
er tliaii arix-dollar ; they cither are adorned 
With figul'es in high relief, or pierced aitifici- 
ally with a number of holes. The (heath is 
thick and fumewhat fiat; it is truncated at 
the end; it is fometimes covered with the 
fined fhagreen, which is vai'nifhed; it is 
fometin^es of wood, and painted with a black 
variiid), or variegated with black and wdiite; 
ono fometimes obferves a filver ring or two 
on tiie (heutli. On one of the Tides there is 
a (mail elevation, perforated witli a liole, 
through which a filk dring pafles, and ferves 
to fuden tlie fabre occnfioually. Within the 
hilt there is alfo a cavity for receiving a knife 
fif three i[)ches length. A feparate falb is ne¬ 
ver ufed, but the fword is duck in the belt, 
oil the left fide, with the edge upwards, which 
to an European appears ridiculous. All )ier- 
fons in ofiKc wear two fuch fabres, one of 
their own, and the other the /word of oJJkc^ 
as it is called ; the latter is always the Longer. 
B<xh are worn in the belt on the fame fide, 
and fo difpofed as to crofs each other. When 
they are fitting, they have their fword of of¬ 
fice laid on one fide or before them. 

The Dutch and Chinefe are the only nations 
allowed to traffic in Japan. The Dutch at 
prefent fend but two Ibips annually, which 
are fitted out at Batavia, and fad in June, and 
return at the end of the year. The chief 
merebandife is Japanefe copper, and raw 

cam- 
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camphor. Vamifhed wood, porcelain, filk, 
rice, facki, and foia, conOitute but an incon- 
i)dci*abl« part, and thefe ai tides are in the 
hands of piivatc perfons. The rf:opper, 
which is finer, and contains more gold tlinn 
any other, is call in pieces of the lengtli of 
fix inches and a finger's thicknefs. It is put 
on board in parcels of no pounds, 12 ounces 
^Vo the -fiound ; and every (hiiA hiding con- 

fifts of fiK or feven ihoufand fuch parcels. 
The wares which the Dutcli companies im. 
port, are coarfe fugar, ivory, a great quantity 
of tin and lead, n Ititle call iron, various kinds 
of fine cldntzes, Diitih doth, of dilTerent co¬ 
lours and finenefs, ferge, wood for dyeing,. 
tortoile'fhell,and cofius ^lalucus, Tiie little 
mcrdiiiuhfe brought b) llie officers on thc’ir 
own account, confiftsof faffion, tlienacn, teal- 
ing-wax, gl'ifj, beads, watches, &c. kc. 
Aboiu the time when the Dutch flops aic 
expeded, ievcr.d ourpolls are Uationed on tlie 
iiightlt hills by the government; they are 
provul-d, witli telcfcopes, and long before 
then .iiuv.il give the governor of KagaOki 
notice. As fooo ns they anchor in ihe hai- 
hour, the upper a. d under officers (*f the J.i- 
pOoefo immediately betake tliemfdves on 
iKjnid, togcihcr witli niicipicters, to whom is 
ddivcied a cl.c'-i, in wl'uli all the failors’ 
b.’<'l;s, the nuiflcr loll ol ihc whole rrew, 
fix fnuU bands of powder, fix h.iricU of 
Kills, fix iniilktts, fix biyuncts, fix piltoLs, 
and fix fwoids are dtpofiud ; tins is luppof- 
rd to be the whole ivtuaining ammunition, 
after the imperial gainfon li.is been faluied. 
Tiipfe thin^k arc conveyed onffiorc, and pic- 
fti vcd in a (^parate warehouf^, no^are they 
leturned before the day the flnp quits the har¬ 
bour. I 

Duties are quite unknow'n as well in the 
inland parts ns on the coall, nor are there any 
ciiftonis rctjuired, either lor exported or im¬ 
ported goods; an advantage enjoyed by few 
n.Uions. But, to prevent the importation of 
any foi bidden wares, the utmofl vigilance is 
ohiVrved ; then t)'.c men and things are. exa- 
nuned wolh the eyes of Argus. When any 
Kuropi.ui goes on fliore, he is examined be¬ 
fore he lea*, cs the flop, and .^ftej ij'ards on his 
laiiiling. This double fearch U exceedingly 
fin6l; fo that not only the pockets and 
clothes are llioked will) the hands, but the 
pudenda of the meaner fort arc prefled, and 
the hair of the flave^. All the Jnpaiiefe, 
who come on hoJid| arc fearched in like 
manner, except only their fu|>erinr officers; 
foalt'uarethc wares either ex|K)i ted or im- 
poited, fit It oil board, and then at the factory, 
except the great cliells, wluch are opened at 
the f^aflory, and fu carefully examined that 
they flnke the very fides leil they flionld be 
bo^-ow. The bed clothes aye oftep opeped. 


and tlie feathers examined : rods of iron sirc 
run into theiwts of butter and ronfedlions: 
a fqnare hole is made in the cheefe, and a 
long-pointed H‘on is thrnft into it in all direc, 
tions. Their fiifpicion is carried fo far, that 
they rake out and break one or two of the 
eggs bripught fiom Batavia. The fame

Sealed letters ai e not allowed to be 
fent from or to the* fliips, but they are open, 
ed, andrcquiied iomeiimes to be read by the 
m'crpreters, as are ether man.fcripts. All 
ivhgu.iis biK.k&, in pariiLular fuch as contain 
plate*:, are vei y dangi runs to import. 

Latin, Gciman, Frrncti, and Swedifh 
books pafs more cafily, fince the inttrpietcis 
do nut nndc'ifl.ind thvtm. Arms may not he 
imported, but it was pirmitted to ns to carry 
oui fwurds to the fadtory, I'he DutcIi have 
ihemfcKes oCk-afioried this feaicb, which 
has gradually iijcieafed on fevcr.'d occaiions to 
its prefent kventy. The wide coats jind 
bieeclics of the captains, and an hundred 
other means, have been tried to fmuggle 
goods to the factory; and the intci preters, 
who formerly were not fearched, carried con¬ 
traband wares to the city, where they fold 
^tiem fur ready money. Much cunning has 
fumctim^^s been ufed to cfle^l this. A few 
years .ago, a parrot was found concealed in 
the breeches of one of the lower officeis, in 
confeqnence of its beginning to prate during 
the exjin.n.iC.tm In T775, feveral rix-doU 
brs ano ducats were detected in the drawers 
of an affiflant. Thefe circumflances have 
led the Japanefe, year after yeai,to limit the 
privileges of the Dutch traders more and 
more, and to fearch more Iti i£fly, fo that all 
their cunning fcarte enables them to deceive 
this vigilant peo|dc. This fcrntiiiy prevents 
only fmuggling, and not piivate trade. Eve¬ 
ry one is at hbeicy to import whatever he 
can fell nr is in reqneft, even fuch things as 
are permitted to be fold, only it mufl not be 
done privately. Tlie reafon why private 
perhnis are fo ilefirous of Smuggling fuJi 
wares as are not fot hidden, is, becaufe, when 
goods are fold by auflion, they do not receive 
money, but other goods* in return. Thefe 
goods, which arc «ii!ier porcelain or japanned 
goods, are fo clieap at Batavia, in confequenre 
^ifthe annual traffic, that they are lbmetin?e« 
fold under prime cofl. Hence, for goikl.'; 
prWately fold they get ready money, and of¬ 
ten double the price.

mixtures more fiiviceahle than any m life. 
Tile nietljoh of extrafling the greateft 
poflible quantity of metal fiom a given 
quantity of tlie fame kind of ore, has, per¬ 
haps, in no one iidlancc been afcei tamed 
with luiTicicnt prccifion. Thcic are many 
foils of iron and copper ores wliich cannot bfe 
convened into malleable metals without 
mucli labour, and a great expence of fuel;

A 
manufa^ory of this metallic fubrtance has not 
many years ago been eflabhlhed in our own 
country, and the copper works near Brirtol 
have fupph'cd Birmingham with zmc ex- 
tra'i^led fiom calamine, DLnk-jatk was not 
long fuice employed in Wales for mending 
the roads ; its value is not yet generally 
known in Perbyfliire; but it is now well 
underflood by fome individuals to anfwer the 
purpofe of calamine for the making of brafs.f 
Moiif. Von Swab in 1738 was, Ibttlievc, 
the firft perfon who diftdled zinc from / 
jack ; and a work which he erefted, pro¬ 
bably gave the hint to the eftabliihers of our 
Englilh m.inuf.iiJloiy: indeed, I have been 
well informed, tint lliey punliafcd ilie ferret 
from him when he w.is in England. Tlie 
vaiious kinds of bljck'le.ul, fiom which 
neither tin nor iron can at prefenc be pm. 
cured to advantagf*; the mundicks, lome 
cobalt ores, cawk, kebble, and other mineral 
I'nhrtances, winch arc now thmiglu to be ufe- 
iefs, may fome time or other, pcili.ips, be 
applied to good purpofe. Cawk and kchble, 
which are found in great <|iunCiiies in mining 
countries, efpecially in Dcibyfhirc, and

which are nniverfally thrown away, may, 
perhaps, be notliing hut different kinds of 
fpar, and deftitute of all metallic matter |: 
Yet it may not be improper to remaik, that' 
tlie external appearance of the yellowifh 
cawk 1‘S wholly fimilar Co th.it of calcined 
bLick-jaik. That U is much of the fame 
weight as hhek ji.\ckf may appear from tlie

ELOGY ON THE COUNTRY’ LIFE.

I T is only tlie powfjrfiil and feerrt charm of 
the counUy, which h.is .1 c .nflanC and 
iiniverf.d influence over the heai t of man : tlie 
increuie of luxtuy vainly attempts to ufnrp 
this power i toilfome prep.naiives, brilliant, 
yet dull, imperfcft in tlicir confccpiences, 
(Iicy leave a void behind them, a fomethmg 
to be wilhed for, aftoi* the combined cntlea- 
vours of aitirts. The country, plain, but 
magnificent, has more incxh.i'iltiblc attrac¬ 
tions ; its fmiling features arc rcprcKlnced ns 
we view them ; its advMiii.iges multiplying 
according to the knowleilge we aetjuire of 
them; and tlie mind, whufe expe^atkms 
were not fati'^fieU with the pomp of courts, 
the huBle of entertainmentb and artificial de¬ 
corations, delicioufly repgfes in the beautiful 
and folitary retreats of nature. 

it is there Mian can (ilently contemplate 


(Ml himfelf, enjoy hirr.fclf, feta true value on. 
ills time and exigence, l:!i up days that would 
he fpen! clfcvvhere with foohlh prodigality, 
Difburdencd of the troublefomc weight of 
huhnefs, removed from the cnnlhaint and fo- 
hcitude of focietics, he is no longer troubled 
w :tii the inward difciuietude which preys ott 
ambition, puiTuing that phantom foituue in 
the putrid air of cities; he experiences the 
ferenity, the ttanqui), rt)Ud repofe, the ofF- 
fpnng of free nature. It is by this he finds 
affluence in e.ife, wifdom in moderation, the 
bletfings of time in his occupation, and, in a 
wal'd, enjoyment without fubfequent repen¬ 
tance. 

Unhappy is the m.in whO| corrupted by 
the hurry of cities, thinki the country dull 
and filent! Certainly the feeiH of good are 
fmothered in liis bretift. The country fpeaks

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eloquently to the found mind ; it appears 
ininiated to tlie feeling lieart; it preferves 
peace of mind, and even reftores it whendif- 
* turbeil; it diffipates mean and Ijaiighty paf. 
fions, the torments of men in the bullle of life, 
aiid calms the violent coiivuirioiis c^Micupif- 
. cence infpires. The country is tlie i>iuciit 
of Virtuous fentimems i and indepemlciU of 
the natural advaniages it procures, fuch as 
uhoiefome food,tranquillity, |vjre air, which 
reftore or improve healt^f, it has many rc- 
xnarkahle moral advantages ; the more 
ihameful vices avoid of rhemfelves that afy- 
lum where the woods, the gralfy verdure, 
the fields, the blooming hedges, feem form* 
ed forfimple tafte and peaceful virtue. 

The country ! the poets have fung if, the 
painteis have tranfmitted it on canvas, philo- 
fuphers have extolled it! More happy the 
man wIjo, enamoured with its atti actions, 
contemplates it, knows how to enjoy its va¬ 
rious treafures, and prel'erve Ins morals pure, 
refpiring the halfamic fragrant air, and every 
morning treading the odoriferous pijnts- 
Who has not fell the neccHity of vifiting 
the country, at leaft on the return of fine 
W'cather, w hen the tender green turf, the ear¬ 
ly melody of biids, the aftive lays of the fun 
haden vegetation, and call upon the mod in. 
different lieing to admire Che Imiden hand that 
H>reads tlie tufrtd grafs, unfolds tliu IhtMits, 
furnifhes the trets with buds impatient to he 
opened, and winch will foou adorn the leaves 
with fruit and flowers ? * 

Enchanting piflure ’ O fiKflacle, more 
inlereftingtiun all wliich art can ofler ! Htiw 
pleafiug Ills to gather the fird bcutpiec of \i- 
olets by tlie fulc of a fei pentine rivulet, gent¬ 
ly watering the mnlfy ground ; and to have 
the foot mutdeneil with tlie frefh and fpark- 
ling dew at tlie daw'n of n fine day in fpnug, 
aod the feries of fine days that are to come to 
perpetuate the innocent picafures of man ! 

It is in the country tliat writers acquire 
more elevated and fublime ideas, become 
more energetic and mov ng ; it is there that 
generous works arc compofed, that is to fay, 
thofe relative to the plan of public liappinels. 
In the country our thouglUs are necellai *ly led 
to tlie larged portion of the human lace; 
they are vifible, they are prefent before our 
eyes, bending under the yoke, and labouring 
at the flrd works ^ ii-^ccflity, thofe primitive 
works, which ever awaken and recal Ample 
ideas, proJu£live of great ones; wliiid in ci¬ 
ties the arts, perhaps too refined in our time, 
purfue the niceties of form, to atcra£l and 
pleafe, for a moment, the foiruwful eye of 
the wealthy. ^ 

In populous cities they write voluptuous 
rpmances, light elegant verfes, and comedies 
io'au afie^kd ftile ; but the Natural Hj/Iojy, 
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tbt Hijlory of ihc Comtnerct of both the T/tJIes^ 
and ail thofe grand compufitiuns which da 
honour to the prefent age, feem to be pro* 
duced under tfie happy influence of hamlets^ 
and the ivaving (hade of funeda. 

Could cities funiilh,intheirnarrow bounds^ 
thofe ravifhing feenes which are fo bounti¬ 
ful Co the poet's peoj and more fo to phibfo- 
phei's meditations, when the ruddy clouds 
melt and embi'ace the lofty circular heads of 
the called trees; when tlis fparkimg rays dif« 
pUy,by ihe.r pnuligious refraiigibility, all the 
dazzling pomp of tlie fun » when the lights 
iiaieafing its ardent Are, fwifily transforms 
one land (cape into anothei, by the ardent vi¬ 
gour of Its tints} when meadows, in thofe 
rapid moments, are metamorphofed even to 
the proprietor's eye, w'ho dands adonifhed, 
and fcarcely recognifesthe place the fofc mild 
ray «)f dawn enlightened ; fo forcibly is the 
m.igic of thofe drikin;;; lively colours, fuch a 
magnificent and no lefs admirable diverfity 
doiTS It imprint on tlie fame ohjedts ! 

Anil at night, when the tr.inquil h*ke re¬ 
flects die filver face of the moon and brilliant 
dars; w'hen the liglit clouds that furruund it 
pafs like moving images, on the clear fui- 
face of the w.iters beneath the contemplator's 
feet; when he hears tlie lengthened cry of 
tlie niglil bird ;^when he fees the fmooth but 
trembling lake leproduce the frefh landfcape 
aiound him ; where could he meet fuch com¬ 
plete repofe, fuch f<ift trintjuilliiy ? where 
can he fo well feel the voluptuous fentimenc 
of an indefinite reverie ^ 

' In the morning, when the atmofphere is 
clear, when the filver clouds aie fcittered 
over the horizon, like wikilly fleeces, he fees 
the labourer already m the field preding the 
plough tfliare; bieaking the clod, and marking 
out the deep and draighc furiovv from 
wlience the golden harved is to rife ; he 
fmiles with joy at tiie feeds of fertility con¬ 
fided to the maternal bofom o( the earth. 

Tell the blind infenfate, that this hufband- 
man, by daily^i cnewing his labtiur, gniiis tlie 
nobled coiuineds over nature, and contrU 
butes more thin any other to the fplcndour, 
profperiiy, vigour, and life of the date, by 
pnxlucing the^rincipal ohjefis of neceflity ( 
and yet he is deprelfed by idle and Ir.folenC 
aiTugance; his laborious hands, that deer Che 
plough and w-cld the nounfhing fpade, are 
debafed and baniflied to the very lowed clafs 
of fociety. Were it not for thofe callous 
hands, deartli, poverty, famine, and forrow, 
would devour the great in their fumptuous 
palaces. But fuch is (he incredible injudicc, 
Lch the abfurdity of man, that to be ufeful 
to him is to be unwoithy in his fight 

Manual labour, the fird exerciTe of itiaui 
Che facred employment of the ancient patri- 

arebsf 
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oribined by the Almighty himfclf; labour, 
the only power on earcli that can vivify aiui 
put idle matter in motion, is loojted upon as 
a difgraceful employmeiic in our degetierate 
days; while the unjuH financier, th 9 cruel 
(bldier, the indolent citizen, dares to take 
precedency over tlie man who, by giving 
the firft motion to the fap, has more jult ob- 
fervatlons in his head, and more liofpicable 
virtues in his heart, than Ihofe who view 
him with difJain ; a difdain which can only 
here be repaid with contempt; for that kind 
of difdain ought to be confidered with tlte 
greatelt jnftice, as the laft tlage of liiiman 
frenzy. The hulbaiidman, wiio alTefls only 
an equality, does not go to the dtMir of a 
courtier to beg an eniidoymcnt, nor expofe 
himfclf to the mfulling ridicule of a clerk in 
ofticc, the infidious dilpcnler of favours he 
has purchafed by the me.mefl ad^s; he 
knows the earth will fupply lus wants, and 
he is attached hi her all-nounfhmg hofom, 
—Alas! what will ilie vain and haughty be¬ 
ings, whoj decorated witli the liveryof luxu¬ 
ry, and are its pe: petual ll-ivrs, fet up in op- 
pofition ! Do iliry daie think tlicmfelves fu- 
perior to him ^ What, al is ’ will they fet up ? 
Tjm> well we learn fioni experience, idlenefs, 
Vice, and crimes. 

fiiilofoplivc.il writers have never been guil¬ 


ty of arrogant difdain, the crime of opulence ; 
they have all unanimouflv exclaimed, Immor* 
tal honour to /acred apiculture ! They have al. 
ways revered it in their writings; the plough 
lias been a hallowed objeA with them- 
They hav^ celebrated princes tliat handled it 
w'itli iMinnp and folemnity on certain annual 
fedivals, I Virgil, even in tlie court of An- 
gullus, has defenbed the harrow, the maiiotk, 
th? fpade, the rake, the plough which lays 
the earth equally on*both fiJcsj and all the 
writers whom 1 ftile munificent have prefer¬ 
red the implements of ruUic fimphcity to all 
the onAments of luxury and favour, that the 
corruption of morals and the arts could oiler, 
Thofe iiidicious interpreters the public 
voice will be held in gre.ntor cfleeni as tlie 
woi kl becomes more enlightened ; they had 
the courage to celebrate, with all tlieir powers, 
the labours of agriculture ; they have 
reftored dignity to the grey-headed man, who 
during futy years procured raiment and fuh- 
fiftcnce to his equals, and, as an additional be¬ 
nefit, has given his country his own children 
for hardy and tradlable foldicrs—Muft not 
this countryman appear to he, in the view of 
a phllofoplier, after fo many facnfices, la¬ 
bours and fiitigues, the real Atlas, fuppi)rting 
ilie whole weight of the globe on his truly 
l.iborious ihoulders \

^HE Rev. pditor, after paying a compli- 
ment to the tade of the age, which, he 
fays, readily lidens to lelTuns of virtue and in- 
druflion; and bedowiiig that tribute of praife 
which they fo eminently deferve on the Ser¬ 
mons piihlifhed by Dr. Blair, Mr. White, 
and the Bifhop of Cheder, which through 
die underdanding make their way to the 
heart, the road that difcourfes from the 
pulpit ihould takegives the following chaw 
ra6lcr of tlie prefent work:

enco before whom they were preached; 
men of learning, who are ul the condaiii 
liahit of purfuing arguments, of dctedlingfalfc- 
hood, and invedigating tifith. They are 
chiedy argumentative; and if the arguments 
lumeumes appear too abdraAed, even when 
mod alidrufe they ilifcover in the author a 
full polfeflinn of his fubjed^. They are al¬ 
ways ingenious; and, if not always new, his 
. method of producing them makes them pecu¬ 
liarly his own." To this opinion we heartily 
fubferibe, anil fincerely recommend them to 
all who are capsule ol following the author 
O % % through 
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through a feries of reafoning that does equal 
honour to his liead and heart. To fuch as 
delight ill the flowery, declamatory compoh- 
* tions w Uich are too much the falhion of the 
day, and which tend more to difplay the ora* 
torical powers of (he preacher, tlian to edify 
or improve the hearer, thefe difcourfes will 
not in all probahllity prove acceptable | 
but to the man of fenfe who has judgment 
ixifhcient to prefer the fubllance to a lhadow, 
found reafoning to empfy verhoCty, the peru- 
fnl of this volume will aflRird not only enter- 
tiinment but inflru^ion. 

It contains eighteen Sermons on*various 
fubjedls. In tlie firll of thefe, the author 
confiders the attributes of righteoufnefs arul 
hoiinefs. “ The Lord is righteous in all his 
wayS) and holy in all his works,** Mankind, 
he obferves, ntiy he fenfibleof tlie moral ob¬ 
ligations of Jullice, yet not always perceive 
llie reafons on which they hinge; or, pcrcciv* 
ingthero, he unwilling to be determined by 
them. Human juQice is liable to much ob» 
ilrudlion from want of evidence, the obfeuri- 
ty of fadls, the dubioufriefs of circumdances, 
and inconfineucy uftedTmony; or, where evi¬ 
dence is complete, the intricacy of a cafe, the 
fpecions ap|>enrHnce of probability on each 
fide, may render its met its impervious. Even 
where matteisarc cleared, worldly confider- 
9tions too often pervert the judgment, preju¬ 
dices of hatred or favour, friendlhip or rela¬ 
tion, partiality to fome intered or valued pur- 
pofe, the fohcitaCions of fuperiors or the fal- 
ciiialion of bribery, may blind the eyes of 
men of undcrdanding, and make them'accep- 
ters of pel Tons in their judicial adminldracinns. 
But the all-wife, Che independent, the Al¬ 
mighty One mud be inaccefftble to fuch finif- 
ter influences. PerfeAly knowing the rule 
of equity, and ncceilarily judging of things as 
they really are ; able to execute what is right 
and fit according to that knowledge, without 
jmy poifibU* temptation to deviate from it j in¬ 
capable of being milled, moved by any bias, 
or awed hy 2iny power; fuch a Being mud 
evidently always adt without iniquity, with¬ 
out partiality, without prejudice, without re- 
fpeft of perfons, coul'cquently “ righteoudy 
in all his Wtiys.” 

TheI^»6lor s arguments to prove that ” the 
Lord mod beAv/y in all his works’* are equal¬ 
ly clear, clofe, and conclufive. 

“ He who has will with renfon mud be a 
moral agent: he whp has renfon in the high- 
ed and mod perfeA degree mud be in the 
htghed and mod perfect degree a moral 
agent: lie who is above every temptation to 
t>e bad, mud be uniformly good : in othe^ 
wordii, he who hath an infinite underdanding 
with an unbialTed will, mud always perceive 
the bed motives, and aft conformably ; that 
is, mu(Vhe << My in^U his worlds,^ 


He next confiders the objeftion urged 
againd the divine judice, for permitting the 
profperity of the wicked ;and that againd GikI's 
hoiinefs, from fm not being prevented, but 
admitted in the world. In anfwer to the for¬ 
mer, be proves an unequal didnbutioa of what 
we call profperity, to be nccclldry in a ILUU 
of trial like to the prefent world ; and chat 
if every thing were adjuded and apportioned 
bert with vifible exiftnefs and indant effoft, 
there would he no occafion fur a future j uJg- 
ment. In reply to the latter, he obferves, 
** if God mud not allow, as objefts piefcnt 
themfelves, a bad choice, (and fui is nothing 
elfe) he mud not allow choice j he mud 
fufpend the ufual powers of afting, w’hicli 
w'ould he a peipetual violation of the order 
of Nature. If he mud incline to good, and 
good only, he mult chain up the will and 
over-rule the mind; which may be government, 
but not moral government, as it dedroys the 
very capacity of virtue and vice.” Having 
edabliihed thefe attributes, he draws the fol¬ 
lowing conclnfion. 

If then God be holy, if God be jud, what¬ 
ever is, whatever adverfe event occurs, mud 
be (in fome view of it) I'iglit, mud liave in 
nature adequate and fit caufes. The reafons 
of Providence in thefe allotments may be la*^ 
tent, may be intricate; but can never be ine. 
quitable, never inexpedient: he who is im<* 
partial cannot be cruel ; he who is rectitude 
icfelf, cannot aft injunoufly.” 

In the fecond difcourfe, the preaclier takes 
occafion to enquire into the common exce|)- 
tion cxprelTcd by inhdelity or ddeontent, 
againd that foothing and itiiereding article 
of rcligior^ faith, the fqperintendence of Pro¬ 
vidence; and fhews, that they are fqppnfi. 
tions Without truth, or inferences without 
reafun. In the third he purfues the fuhjeft, 
and enquires from what reafonings on the na¬ 
ture of God and ourfelves it is fatisfadlorily 
deducible that •• the Lord is our keeper." 
Thefe arguments are founded on the attributes 
of God, a fpiritual fovereign, wife, power¬ 
ful, and good. Without defign or direftion, 
w*hat is wifdom ) Locked up from exertion, 
if every thing be done.wiihouc interference, 
what IS power ? Without a diftnbution of 
rewards and punifhments, what is judice ? 
Thefe attributes have a reference, therefore, 10 
objefts; ihcir effence confids in aftion, their 
perfeftion in exercife. To fnppofe the con¬ 
trary would be to reduce the Creator below 
his creatures to a mere pageant. This ren. 
Toning is ftrongly coiroborated by the evi¬ 
dence arifing from the fuuatinn nf man. 
Born in a date of debjlity and helplefihefs, 
what would become of him, were it not for 
the yearnings of parental indinft, which can* 
not be accounted for witltnut the guidance of 
^ contriving and obferving Providence } The 
. fame 
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fame protection,(however invifible the work¬ 
ings of it) is extended in his nonage, and is 
equally necefTary in his adult (latt. 

“ Man,” fays our author, “ is, froip vari¬ 
ous caufes, fufceptiblff, in various degrees, of 
pleafure and pain : can it be fuppnfed that 
there Is no provifion, no regimen, for the ad- 
jullment of thefe ? By the incitements of the 
one,he perfoi ms many aneceflary function, and 
engages in many an important purfuit; by 
-the imprelBons of the otlier he prefages 
and evades many a calamity. Can it he fup- 
pofed that all this is exclufive of regulation 

In addition to the arguments advanced to 
obviate the pretences urged againft the doc¬ 
trine of a fuperintending Providence, and to 
eftablilh the truth of it, the Doctor has in the 
fourth Sermon examined the complaint, that 
thi» is an evil among all things that are done 
under the fun, tliat there is one event unto 
o//i” from which inferences have been drawn 
in difparagemcnt of this important tenet. 

After «ihferving tliat there may bea refem- 
hlance of circumUances without a coincidence 
of confequences; that what is vifihle of con¬ 
ditions or incidents is but a precarious index 
of pleafiire and pain ; and Chat pleafurc or 
pain are f^ill nioie indeterminate of benefit or 
oif.idvantage; he alks, Is it not ttien falfely or 
vei 7 (pieftionahly fnggcfted againft Providence 
as an evil, or indeed as a fafl, except in a ve¬ 
ry lax fenfe, ** that there is one event unto 
all ” Rut that he miy not be thought, by thus 
arguing, to evade rather clian eiicounrer the 
dithcnlty, tie enters into a more dire^ difeuf. 
funi ut It; whiclt we (liall lay before our ren* 
duis ill his own words, toenabl^them to 
form their own opinion of the author's ftyle 
and mode of rcnluning. • 

** Permit me to fuppofe (no nnreafonable 
poftuljte) that humanity is a fyftem, for fome 
wife re.ifon,of fupreme defign, and necelfary 
in the cunRitution of Nature. What does 
the ()bje(5liun demand ? An abolition of ge¬ 
neral laws in this fyftem ; fur thf'c miift be 
in general Ia%v5 promifcuous events. But 
from the propofed innovation, what mifchicfs 
would fullow ^ In the firft place, the delii'uc- 
tion of order, with which vanishes at once 
evei y idea of ceconomy and beauty in creation; 
its parts no longer fimpte and congruous; its 
movements no longer regular ; its beings no 
longer determinate in agency, or fpecific in 
clura6ler. In the next place, an utter ex- 
clufion of certainty, with which vanifh all the 
acquifitions of fcience, all the principles of 
art, all Che comforts of life. Of caufes and 
«ile£ls we know little, except their connexi¬ 
on ; and while this connexion continues lia¬ 
ble, whillt objects exhibit in general, with ob- 
fcrvahle conflancy on fimilar trials, fimibr 
appearances, the mariner piirfu^s his courfe, 
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the hufbandman commits his grain to the 
ground, the phyfician prefenhes his drug, or 
the artifl conflru£l$ his machine, anticipating < 
refpedlively, with happy confidence, the ai * 
compli(hi|ient of his pnrpofe from the fame 
revolvitions of the heavenly bodies, the fame 
viciflitud^ of feafons, the fame action of me¬ 
chanical and phyfical powers. Gut take away 
from tlie obje6ls,of the iiniverfe this unity of 
charadler; let them appear or aft wnh 
fickle orlawlefs mutability ; agricultnre, me* 
dicine, pilotry, mechanlfm. all calculation, 
the wRhle procefs of induftiun, the whole 
forct.of analogy, the whole direftory of expe¬ 
rience, is precluded and cancelled : the pii:- 
fuic of knowledge becomes vain toil, the ap* 
plication of it«defperate diRidence; obfeiw- 
tion is without ufe, rcReftimi without ('eci« 
fion, provifion for felt-prefervatioii withoix 
fecuncy, and folicitude without end or remc- 
dy. 

If fuch be the conceivable confequences of 
the projefted alteration in the natural wuild, 
its inconveniences wonld not be lefs in the 
moral. Subflitnte in the regimen of the mo¬ 
ral world particular law's for general, that is, 
fuccofs and difappolutment, recompence and 
puniihment, adjufled to aftlons and agents, 
with accurate and immediate diferiminanons, 
what would obvioully refult? In the firft pe¬ 
riod of life, before ths formation of moral 
charafter, under the common lot of origtOdL 
eijuality, either an utter fnfpenfion of every 
influencing principle, or diltinftioiis without 
iiverfiiy, preferences without recommenda¬ 
tions, and fnflerings without demerit: in 
fubfequent periods, a bar to the formation of 
moial charafter, that would operate univer- 
fally. For under the dominion of Jufticc fo 
awfully prefent, with atm ptrceivahly ex¬ 
tended for inllant retribution, who would 
dare to rejeft her allurement, or brave her 
inRiftion ? Would not tlie conlequence he 
one determined courfe of condudl ? Would 
not iluty he fo irrefiltibly connefted with 
gain, as to leave no room for the indulgence 
of incUiiaiion, the growth of defert, and the 
difplay of dilpofition ; for the proof of fince* 
rity by refolnt:on, of benevolence by difinte- 
refledncfs, of faith by coMtentmeiu: m fhoit, 
for many exercifes of virtue parciculirly ex* 
alting and perfefting man, particularly vene* 
rating and pleafing God ? ^ 

** It IS now periiaps perceived, that gene* 
ral laws, fiom whicli arile indifenminate 
events, in the adminillraiion of the world, 
carry with them a large and fatisfn^lory cun* 
fidcration of benefit; and that therefore the 
, ol^eftion which demands the revcrf.l of 
them, demands an impropriety, l^t us next 
fee (ftill retaining the fuppoficion, for the

** I. Man may be viewed individually or 
aggregately. As an hxTividuiil, he may be 
coofidered as a creature | conO^qfiently (ub- 
jedl to Che guvernnient of his Creator) ctHi^ 
fequently accountable; endowed ith powei s 
and defires which imply a deflinatiou for fu¬ 
turity) consequently probationer For the 
allotments of it.

Under 
this difpcnfation of moral freedom, it is not 
poflible to conceive but that there mud be 
irregul.nr and traverfing effiirts, mixi means 
of purfuit, and mixt refulcs of attainnieur, 
with every confequence of every palTion or 
appetite exceflively or mifappliedly indulged ; 
that licciitioufners will fometimes rival inno¬ 
cence, dillimulatloti fupplant merit, end 
fraud circumvent honefly, in the acquifition 
of pleafure, honour, or profit; [n oilier 
words, that the bad will he found inter¬ 
mingled and interfering with the good, in 
the events of worldly gratifivatUm. 

« But the furvey of man merely as an in¬ 
dividual, is curtailed, is unnatiiial. Let us lu^ 
ther confider him in his focial capacity ; and 
tlie impofTibility that his fate fhould be other- 
wife than indiferiminate) will more evidently 
appear. 

Here he firft offers as a member of a 
family, in a connexion of defeent which 
fafhions and fixes, independent of perfonal 
cbarafler, his coiiditution, edimjtion, and 
fortune. His parents are healthy or dif. 
tempered, virtuous or diffolute, provident or 
negligent, affluent or necefflcous. Is it pof- 
fible. without a conl^unt and univerfal pro¬ 
digy of confaiVw^ to flop the courfe of tliefe 
inflarnces? to prevent innocence from fuf- 
fering, bx Che comprehenfion of an unfortu.. 
nate relation, transferred maLidy or incon¬ 
venience, the afflifliun or humiliation of pe¬ 
nary, the refumption of unjuffly acquired 
property, the taint uf luxury, Che a£t o( in- 
diferetion, the languor of infirmity, or the 
blot of iiiLmy } 

The tranfra'fire cafualtles of domcllic 


family thef heart is varioully Couched, 
powerfully moved by aCtachmeucs. It ffloots 
out, if 1 may fu fpeak, numerous filaments, 
which faften with growing force from fami¬ 
liarity to furrounding objedls, and wliatever 
aSedls thefe, communicitcs immediately jwich 

fenfible vibration to cho center. In other 

words, a great poition of human pleafures or 
pains is derivative, and afls by participation. 
Wliat then would be the cafe, were refpec- 
tive differences and judicial diflindlions to 
mark events ? The wicked could not con¬ 
ceivably be blended with the good in intimate 
union, without deriving from their profperity 
fume joy, fome fervice, or fume relief; the 
good could not, if potrefilug afTedtion or com¬ 
panion, be perpetual witneffes to the vifica- 
tioiis and exemplary cliafiifements of finners, 
under their own root, or in their own lineage, 
without grief, perhaps without injury too, 
by the lofs of their utility. It vvpukl he im- 
polTible, its ihorc, to puuifh all the wicked, 
with abffiluCe harmlefTnefs to all the good; 
or to reward all the good without communi¬ 
cating, in fome degree, to fome uf the wick¬ 
ed a lharc of their felicity: l)ut if fo, the 
fchenic of completely feparaling li^s, with¬ 
out H complete feparation of perlons, defeats 
itfelf^ and it remains to infer, that from the 
influence both of propagation in defeent, and 
of conjundlion by kindred, one event unto 
all is often ineViC.ible. 

The fucial fphere of man next widens 
from the circumference of a family to that of 
a iieighhourhood. Here he is linked and 
leagued m feverM dependencies of fuuation, 
employment) and interefl. He breathes a 
common air with his alfocbtes, he eats of fu 
milar fixxl, he purfues joint obje^s with them 
in callings, travels, eiiterprizes: (hall, then, 
tliat which is noxious to fume, prove at the 
fame time falutary to others ? Stiall winds 
be at once favounible and adverfe to the fame 
voyagers f Sliall famine and plenty, defeat 
and conquefi) danger and fafety, be found 
attendants on the famo^ parties at the fame 
inftant ?—^Abfiird !—Without an incefUmt 
accumulation of interfering miracles; with¬ 
out a perpetual and inconceivable inverfion 
of natural caufes and etlVdls—ImpoOible 1.^ 
It folluwi*) thcrefoi e, that in the occurrences 
of our prefent relative and complex (late, 
we cannot be divided .and ported (>y any pre- 
cife canon of worth, hut mufl partake a ge¬ 
neral fate of advantage oi detriment, enjoju 
ment ordiftiefs. 

But let us turn to the laft, the higlwll 
view of man in his civil capacity, as connedled 
with government. Here, again, difenmina- 
tion (till becomeii unpunible. is^ in the 

firlt 
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flrfk pUce, fttbjeft to the common fate of 
fociety, muft cucouBlcr its dangei*s, and (hart 
-its calamities; and in the nex4 place, fubjw 

to its laws. Thefe, however adminilUrcd,m- 

tentionally place him on aground of^quality s 

liable to ilie fame contingencies of tieatmeiit 

with his fellow-oitixens: ll^eir office, as their 
ufe, is todtreft univerfally, to redrefs impartial¬ 
ly, and puni(h irrefpe£lively. A grand object 
of their operation is property; ul which they 
fix the title, and controui, as well as guard, 
the devolution; inducing in each concern W 
imporunt ef&a for prefent confideration. 
The title of property docs not, cannot refide, 
under the adjultmeni of human laws, in vir¬ 
tue or merit; but in inheritance, gift, pur- 
chafe, or otlier honeft mode of acquiring it: 

hence a plain confequcncc; that the indif- 

crect and the profligate may obtain, with- 
\iut exception, that affluence which they 
fuuander or mifemploy ; that the alienation 
of it may, at the fame time, intercept from 

the innocent many enjoyments which tl^y 

lofc ‘^’ith regret; and opprefs them wrtU 
many conflicts which they do not deferve to 

fuffer. 

« Another fimilar confequence fomclimes 
occurs from legal reftramt on the dcvolmion 
of property; by which a young expectant 
is fuddenly, iierhaps, in his advances to dig¬ 
nity and fortune, which he Iws birth to 
claim, and accompliftiments to illuftrate, 
flopped, and deprelftidto beggary; not for hi^ 
ttwn crime, but for that of lus parent: a pro- 
eccding which c(imp.iffwn condemns as vm- 
diaive feverity, but winch political pruden* 
defends, as expedient for terror, for eliee u;U 
punifliment, and for general Safety. Whe¬ 
ther expedient, liowevcr, or not, \i luith lu- 


difputably a confideruble inflisance (an iofia- 
ence witliout the dilfuluiion of civil fociety' 
unavoidable), in determining promifcuoull^ 
one event unto all” 

Having thus amply examined the affimila* 
tion oil mankind in the mingled difpufal of 
prefent events, which had furnifhed the 
fceptil with a feemingly plaufible ubjeCkioR, 
the author thinks himfelf w.irraiitableincoa- 

cluding, iliat'Uie fvqipofud ill of k 

are cxagger.ited, and iluit any alteration on 
cvei 7 idea of man, wliether feparate or col- 
leClivc, is neither fcafible nor expedient, 
fte hence Cakes occafion Co recommend not 
only ftiift circumfi>e6lton in our own con- 
duA, but a tender referve in judging of other4» 
not making either example our rule of a£tion« 
or good bad fortune our teft of cfiaradler. 
After fo copious an cxiiMdl, our limits will 
not permit us to analyfe the remaining dif- 
courfes; we can only in general ohferve, tliat 
they are written in the fame nervous aivl 
forcible ftyle; llic principles on which tlic 
feveral arguments lunge are clearly laid down, 
and the inferences fiom them diawn in a 
concife and mafleiiy manner. Truth, like 
beamy, needs not the ornaments of drefs to 
fet It off. The author, convinced of this, has 
not decorated tiis fub^l with the flowers of 
oratory, but crufled lu its intnnfic ^orth for 
its fucctifs. Should the faflidious critic ob- 
je«fl that thefe Dtfeourfes contain little novel¬ 
ty, let him remember, that on fubjedis wh'ch 
have been In often, fo fully, and fo ably 
Iraiidled, liule mure remauis to be done, 
Co place old thoughts in a new and 
ttriking point of view; and os far as fo doing 
is intiticd to praile, our author's cLum is tu. 
difpuiiible.

W E clofed our toft with hinting at the 
unamiable light in which Mr. Bofwell 
has placed Dr. Johnfon’sbehavioui to a le^ed 
and venerable clergyman of feventy-feven. 

« It was curious, fays Mr. B. to fee him an 
Dr. Johnfon togetlier.—Neither of them 

beard very diftindtiy 5 fo 
in his own way, and at tlie 
After giving fome ioftances of the D^lor s 
wafpilh coniradiftion, fuch as the Doflor 
would liave tefented in any other mail s ,for, 
ftrange to tell, the goodDodlor’s peMbaniKo 
contradift, even led him to nMU with 
A.VV itfelf;-Mr. Bofwell (and he certainly 
wdmny whe,. he wrote it) > 

lowing indiemus piflure of the difpuUitts. 
“ During the time that Dr. Johnfon was thm 
gmng on, the okl Minifter was aand.mg with 
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his back to the fire, erefting up ereft, pulling 
down the front of his pernwig, (which Mr. 
B. had before taken care, fuo «Mr«, to inform 
os w.'is black) and talking what a great 
man Leibnitz was. To give an idea of the 
feene would require a page with two columns, 
but it ought rather to be reprefented by two 

good players.”-Surely, Mr. Bofwell, your 

oUe has overrun your ijjcty I What, a difpuie 
on Dr. Clarke's leaning to the Arian fyftem, 
and (butting one's eyes againft the fcnptuies, 
to be reprefenteil by two good players! Do 
be a>ufiftent, Mr, Bofwell; this may do very 
well iu your convivial liours, with your r/.i/- 
Jiieil companion^ (as you call himj^aril ItVhn 
but it leems rather inconfiftent with yimr 
kneeling with Dr. Johnfon at your bedfidcs, 
at your evening payers.—Here again, 

(ontnvKh 
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continues Mr. B. there was a douhlo talkingi 
each continuing to maintain his own argu¬ 
ment, without hearing exactly what the other 
laid.” Mr. B. thus concUides lh« account of 
Mr. M'Leaiif the veneiahle clergyman in tbc 
black wrj, above mentioiitil: ** He (i! e. Pr. 
J.) told me afterwards, he liked firmnefs m 
an old man^ and was pleafed to fe£ Mr. 
McLean fo orthtulox; at his age it is Coo 
late (tlMs Dodlur% remark) for a man to be 
^ aflcing hirafclf que(\iuns as to his belief.”-^ 
700 hu! We do not fomehow like this ex. 
prtiriijo ; but jultice to Dr, Johnfon califs us 
to a view of his own accounti in his own 
Tour, of this vifit. The Dodtor there dues 
himfetf great crt'dit by the warm and friendly 
manner in which he mentions Mr. M*Lean ; 
he calls him one of the hnen and molt vene- 
rdde old men he had ever feen, is highly 
pleated with liis learning and orthodoxy, and 
i.i place of Mr, B’s too Utc fays, “ at feventy- 
feven it is high time to be feiiousC(>nclud- 
ing with this cliara^eriitical fenteiice, which 
from the Dodhir conveys the liigheft panegy* 
ric: “ When I came away, I w'^as. foriy he 
was a Prcfbyterian.”—Thus the Doctor, 
when he fpeaks for himfelf. 

We have already exprclTed our indignation 
a: the Doctor’s miferable and contra^ed ideas 
O' trade rod the mcrclinnt, and cannot for. 
hear Co give the following extradl, as it fo 
fully confirms ourfoimercenfure. ** At break* 
ftrt 1 afked,” fays Mr, Bofwell, ** what is the 
reafon that we aie angry at a trader*s having 
opulence V'-^Johnfon. ** Why, Sir, the rfa* 
fon is, (though I don't undertake to prove 
that there is a reafon) we fee no qualities in 
trade that fhould entitle a man to fiipciioncy. 
We are not angry at a foldiei's getting riches, 
becaufe wc fte that he pofTelTes qualities 
which we have not. If a man returns from 
a battle, having loft one hand, and with the 
other full of gold, we feel that he dclerves 
the gold: we cannot think Chat a fellow, by 
fitting all day at a deik, is entitled Co get 
above m^^^Sofwell* ** But, Sir, may we 
not fuppofe a mercliani to be a man of an en¬ 
larged mind, fuch as Addifon in the Spectator 
describes Sir Andrew Freeport to have been ?” 
^Johtfon. Why, Sir, we may fuppofe any 
fictitious charafler. We may fuppofe a 
philofophical day-labourer, who is happy in 
refiedting that, by hiv labour, he contributes 
to the fertility of Che earth, and the fupport 
4)f his fellow creatures, but we find no hich 
philofophical day-labourer. A merchant may, 
perhaps, be a man of an enlarged mind; but 
there is ise;htng in trade cunnedled with an 
enlarged mind.” 

In a commercial nation like ours, erro¬ 
neous and injurious ideas of trade ought care¬ 
fully to be refuted. Let the Spaniard defpife 
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trade, and remain in poverty and infignifl- 
cance; but let the Englifhman reap well-* 
earned wealthi and independence from the 
beneficial and honourable purfuits of it. In 
our Review of this work for March laft, 
page 17 [, we gave our idea of the chat adler, 
enlarged mind, and important purfuics of the 
great merchant; and lhall here add, that the 
Doctor and his friend feem to have formed 
their ideas of fuch charadler on no better 
models than that of Scotch Pcdle* s and Englifli 
liuckjlers ,—We find no fuch philofophical 
day-labourer, fays the Dt>Clor, “ who is 
happy in refleCling that, by his labour, he 
contributes to the fertility of the earth, and 
to the fupport of bis fellow creatures^ We 
know not wliat to make of fuch oraculous 
r:lponfeSt they are fo cgregioufly wrong. 
We evciy where meet with the day-labourer 
who is happy m cultivating his mailer's farm 
or his own garden; or, in a word, in any 
labour; for, though he knows nut the term, 
he has, in the llrongeR mr.imer, ihephilofo^ 
pbteal thought, ch.it he is labouring for the 
fuppoit of bis family and himfelf.—“ There is 
nothing in tr.uie connected with an enlarged 
mind.*’ Good Heaven! had the Doctor 
never heard that Colonization in its emhrin 
formation, m itb infancy, growth and niatmity, 
is principally the work of the merchant; a 
w*oik w'hich lequires both zeal and wifdom, 
and eveiy talent uf an enlarged mmd; a work 
i>n which tiie merchant is the molt proper 
and belt counfeltor of Kings; and which 
v^nlies the cxprelTum of the Hebrew Pio- 
phet, when fpcaking of Tyre, ** Her mer¬ 
chants are Che Princes of the earth ” 

Wc have alieady ohferved, ih.it Mr. Bof¬ 
well and the DoAor, paniculaiiy the foimer, 
had great veneration for the feudal fyitem. 
Let the following ferve as a comment on 
tliat admired mode of government. 

“ I procured a horfe,** fays Mr, E. from 
one McGinnis, wlio ran along as my guide. 
The M*Ginnifes are (aid to be a branch of 
the clan of M’Lean. Sir Allan had been 
told chat this man had refufed to femi him 
fume rum, at which the Knight was in great 
indignation, You rafcal! (faid he) don’t 
you know that i can hang you, ifl pleafe ?*’ 
—Not adverting Co the Chieftain’s power over 
his clan, I imagined that Sir Allan liad 
known of fome capital crime that the fellow 
had committed, which he could difcover, 
and fo get him condemned; and faid, How 
fo ?'*—Why, (faid Sir Allan) are they not 
all my people 1”—Spnfible of my inadver^ 
tency, and moft willing to contribute wliac 
T could towards the continuation of feudal 
authority, ** Veiy true,” faid L—Sir Allaa 
went on ; Itefuie Co fjend rqro to me, you 
rafcal! Don't you know that^ if 1 order you 

CO 
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to go and cut a man's ihroar, you are to do 
it?”—“ Yes, an*t plcafe your honour! and 
my own too, and hang myf|lf t<H) ”—The 
poor fellow denied that he had refuted to fend 
the rum. His making thefe profefljons was 
not merely a pretence in prefence of lus 
Chief j for after he and I were out of Sir 
Allan's hearing, he told rae, ** Had he fent 
his dog for the rum, 1 would have given it: 

I would cut my hones for him.”—It was 
very rem irkahle to find Aich an attachment 
to a Chief, though he hud then no coniiedlion 
with the illund, and had not been there for 
fourteen years.—Sir Allan, hy way of up- 
biaidingthe fellow, faid, “ I believe you are 
a Cam^bdU* 

It IS hard to determine, whether ilie low 
brutal tyranny of the Knight’s difpofition, or 
the hale abjcdl foul of the wretch M Ginnis, 
are moll contemptdde, and mod unmanly. 
What an ixhous pi^Iure of the feud<d times 
docs tlie above exhibit i ! ' Yet Mr. Bof- 
well, in the nndllof tliis lhamtful t.ile, c.dis 
his lui^n^e at it “ inadvertency,” and fays 
he w.is ** molt willing to contiibine wh.it 
he coald towards the coiumuaiiun of feudal 
autimniy,” 

The ioiiow'ing palTngc is highly woithy of 
remark, as it throw.s light both on the 
Poiitor’b temper and tade. 

“ As v\e fat over our tea, Mr. Home’s 
Tragedy of Douglat was tnentunied. I put 
Pr. Johnfon in mind, that once, in a cnffcc- 
houle at Oxford, he c.tlled to old Mr. Sheri > 
dan, “ I£ow came you, Sir, to give Home^ 
a gold medal for wntiiig tli.it fthililh play ?” 
and lieded Mr. Sheridan to Ihew ten good 
hues in it* lie did not infid tifty lliould he 
together; but that there were not ten gtKnl 
lines in the whole play. He now peifiUed 
in tins. I endeavoured to defend that pa- 
tlietick and he.iutiful tragedy, and rct>eated 
the following paffage:

Bur^ neither Mr. BofweH's injudicious 
reledlioii of a turgid rant, nor the Du£Iors 
ready contract of a much fupeiior padage 
from Juvenal, afibrd |Koof that the Douglas 
is a f(H>li(h play.” Tne Spanidi proverb 
fays, he tliat has gbfs wundows of his own, 
(hoifld take care how lie throws dones* 
Dr. Johnfoii has written a Tragetly named 
Irene, The Douglas has its faults. The part 
of L'U'd Randolph is poor enougli, and Gle- 
n.ilvon is a«grofs and clu nfy villain, d«;ditutc 
of the fine n.iturat touches which L)Mr.Klerifu 
an lago and a Zaiiga. Glen.dvori’s real love 
too, IS prepodetoib; for if the mother of a

But 
IMI ih.it !<: no tiue apology; for if a man is 
Willing to pubhfh his own abTuidities, that is 
no reaiun why he thould lay before the public 
Wixit may give uneiirineTs, and, perhaps, be 
even injurious to others, Befidcs, it is a 
fact well kutovn, that there Isa vaTl dinbrence* 
beivvceii a thing Taid in company, wliere the 


ro«f enfemble of manner and occafson, and 
even the humour the company were in, are 
entirely loTl when reported to another com¬ 
pany even the next day. And after all, the 
fecond-hand reporter only gives it through 

the medium of his own conceptions: and 

hence it fre<|uent}y happens, nay, can liardly 
mifs happening, th.at the Tame converfation 
reported by different people, has a very dif¬ 
ferent appearance. This obfervation is Wrong¬ 
ly verified on the very fubjefi before us. 
Mrs. Piuzzi and Mr. Bofwell have little tales 
of the Doflor in common \ but though they 
mofily tend to confirm each ntlier in tlie fiib- 
ftance, the features and the impreilion made 
by them are difi'eroiit. Duelling, it is faid, pi e- 
fervesgood m.anners among the great; but were

lic, parricidarly if eh.it charn^Ier was the 
cclcbr.ited champion of chnlli.inity and mo¬ 
rality. Wli.itcver Mr. Bofwell ni.iy think, 
4 he has lelfened his friend in the q'es of the 
public, and the difciples of infidelity and 
Jfume are highly delighted at the weak luper. 
ftirioos and terrois, or rather hot rors of de.nth, 
that polVcflftfd tile great mind of Dr. Johnfon, 
Whut fervied would that man do the world, 
who raked up n\\ the human frailties that 
have adhered to the moft ex.ilted clnrndlers, 
either for fcience, wifdom or virtue? No 
work aiuKl he mure agreeable and comfortable 
to the piofiigate .and Che woithlefs. Such 
anecdotes, it is well known, aie confol.ition 
to the depraved and abandoned ; and fuiely

th.it of the Doctor, whatever it thought in 
its embodied flhte, will owe little thanks for 
many parts of his memorialift’s woik. We 
now conclude with recommending to Mr. 
Bofwell, to avoid the evil tendencies we have 
been c.ireful in pointing out; and, at the 
fame lime, to preferve the vivacity and plej^ 
fantnefs of narrative which we admire in the 
work before us, in his promifed life of Dr. 
Johnfon, which, w« hear, is in forwardnefs 
for the prefs.

I N this tradl, which is by no meSns defi¬ 
cient of merit, though written in too de- 
clamatoi;y a ftile, the Author exh hits the 
caufes of tliat wretcliedncfs and profligacy 
which cxift among the poor'in London and 
its vicinity; the defers in the prefenc fyOem 
both of parochial and penal laws, from which 
the increafe of robbery and other crimes re- 
fult; and points out the means of i eUrefiing 
thefe public grievances. 

In his opinion, the obliging every parifh 
to maintain the poor rcTiding mitat the time 
they become chargeable, would he atcemled 
with many advantages: it would not only be 
a means of Taving Che poor wretches them* 
felvcs the numbcilefs inconvemcncies ntterd- 
ing. removals to diflanC places of abode, but 
would likewife prevent much litigation about 
difputable fctclements, introduce a fpint of 
parochial neconomy, and relieve (he pubtic 
from that (warm of beggars that now infeft 
the (Ireets, under the pretence of not being 
able to apply to the panOi whf^re thLy areVor 
relief. He would have the money cohered 
fur the maintenance of the pimr, amounting 
to the amazing Turn of near three millions, 
lodged in the hands of (lovernment, or in 
proper perfons appointed by it, for th'e pur- 
)v>fe of caking c:u*e of the poor, and prerem- 
ing its being embezzled or mifapplied. 
The nccefihy of fume fteps Ijcing taken, 
will appear from the following melancholy 
truths: 

** On a moderate calculation,*’ fays our 
author, ** it may be computed, that, at leaft, 
one-eighth part of the immenfe fum annually 
levied on the inhabitants of London and its 
environs for the maintenance of the poor, is 
ext>endetl in feafting the coliedlors and their 
adherents, a^d other mifapplications and im* 
pofitions to which the public is liable; fir 
heavy and arbttraiy fines are levied en thofe, 
who, difdaining to abet a fpecies of lubbery 
tliey are unable to prevent, refufe to ferve 
wkh fuch unworthy colleagues. Parifh- 
efiices are ufually performed by a junto of 
loercenary tradefmen and mechanics,^who, 
«ot content with expending the money with 


which they are entruRod in their luxurimts 
and extravagant entertainments, make it the 
principal Imfmefs of thofe meetings to con¬ 
trive iinnecefiary plans of parochial expence, 
i)f which themfcivcs are to be the projcdlors, 
the comptrollers, the operators, and the pay. 
maftei's.” 

To thofe who think this ettimatc of 
parochial gluttony and imiKifnions too high, 
the following f.iifl, which, the author fays, 
can be cffablifticd by iuconCeftihJ^ evidence, 
IS fubmitted: 

“ In a parifh not many miles from Ix>n- 
dnp, the inhabitants paid, in the yeir 178^, 
as a compoficion for repairing the highwavi*, 
upwards of 120I. of which fum 75I, were 
proved to have been fpciit in dilTerenC enter¬ 
tainments, at the fame time th.it fome of the 
roads in tint parifh were not only impaffabic, 
but a nuifance to the inhabitants who had 
hou'C' cnntiguous to them, and wlm paid 
their paic of Che coipixificion. But then the 
reader is requeued Co remember, that thefe 
were not but hy-ways ; and there¬ 

fore it fould not be fuppofed the furveyors 
would make a mjuppihation of the public 
mcney, by laying out any part of it in mend¬ 
ing them.'' 

Mr. Lufon next proceeds to confidtr our 
penal laws, which he wifhes to have revifed 
gnd amended, as in their prefent flnte they 
arc in many infiances, he thinks, nut only 
inconvenient but abfurd. 

Capital puniftiments he is dqfirous of con¬ 
fining to mui*der, burglary, forgery, robberiei 
attended with wanton cruelty, and unnatural 
crimes. ,lnfiead of tranfpoicing thofe coa- 
vidled of lefler offences, he would have them 
confined for a time, propottioned to their 
crimes, in penitentiary l>oufes,’ ere^ed for 
that purpofe, and made to work; the fur- 
plus of Che produce of their labour, after de¬ 
fraying the expeoces of their own mainte¬ 
nance,, to go towards fuppoitiog their families; 
and, if not fufRcient for the purpofe, the 
deficiency to be provided by the ftate, in 
order to prevent fuch families from being 
fuitber corrupted The author has added

An Knquiry into the Influence which Enclofures have had upon the Population of England, 
By the Rev. J. Howlett, Vicai* of Great BuncnuW| Eifex. 8vo. ib. Richardfuii. 


^ r*HE Reverend Enquirer ftrenuoufly com- 
X bats the opinion of Br, Piice, who 
perflfls in maiiitaining that inclofures are 
inimical to population, natwithflanding the 
lefiredtable tetiimoiiies tiui: have been re¬ 
peatedly given on the other fide of the quef- 
tion. In farther conflrmaiion of thefe cefli- 
monies, and to bring the matter to a clear 
ilTue, Mr. Howlett procured a lilt of the 
Enclufure Bills from tlie Journals of die 
lloufe of Commons, hy which he found, to 
Ins great furprize, that between the years 
z7;o and 1781 they amounted to ne;ir a 
thoufand. He then wrote to the Clergy of 
the enclofed pariihes, but did not receive 
anfwers fnim above ninety. From thefe, 
Iviwever, he lias formed a table, and com¬ 
pared ihefe pariihes wiili others not recently 
enclofetl. 

In tins calculation he has not, for felfevi- 
deiic reafons, included the large mauufac- 
'tiiring towns. From tins table, which 111 
eludes two clalfcs of paiiihe'^, 89 that have 
been lately enclofed, and 490 not lately en- 
clofed, it appears tliat the recently enclofed 
parillies have vaflly the advantage of the others. 


“ The baptifipt,** fays our author, ** in 
Che S9 pariihes of tfte former defenption, 
dining the five years beginning with the 
year 1760, to the haptifms dnnng the five 
years bfginning W'lth 1775 or 1776. are 
nearly as 100 Co m; whereas in the 
490 of tiie latter, fur the fame periods 
rtfpeiuhvely, the advance is only as zoo 
to 109; that the enclofures are increafed 
mure than one-fixCh, Oie non-inclofures 
Icarcely one.tenth. This is furely little lefs 
chan abfolute demonflration of the point in 
quefliun—the influence of enclofures npun 
Che population of the kingdom, and that fo 
far from having diminilhed, they have in- 
creafed it. It is alfo to be obferved, cliat 
tlie increafe from hence arifing, is certainly 
gi eater than here appears 1 becaufe thofe en- 
ciofuies which converted aiable to paflure, 
muft have leffened the employment of the 
inhabitants, and, of enurfe, their number, 
in the fever.d pariihes in wliich they refipeo 
lively took place, and proportionahly aug¬ 
mented and employed thofe in panlhes where 
enslofures had not taken place."

NARRATIVE of ilic DEATH of CAPTAIN JAMES COOK. 
Ry David Samwell, Surgeon of the Discovery. 


COME of the Indians of Oo,why,ee in the 
^ night took away the Difeovery’slarge cutter, 
Which lay fwamped at the buoy of one of her 
anchoi.s: they had carried her off fo quietly, 
that w'e did not mifs her till the morning, Sun* 
day, Kehruaiy 14, Captain Cierke Juft 1111 
time in waiting upon Captain Cwic Co ac- 
<)uaint him with the accident: lie returned 
on board, witli orders for the launcli^ and 
fmall cutter Co go, under the command of the 
fecond UeuCennnc, and he off the caft point of 
the bay, ill order to intercept all canoes tliat 
might attempt to get out; and, if he found* it 
necelfary, to fire upon them. At the fame 
time, the third lieutenant of the Aefolucion, 
with the launch and fmall cutter, was fenC on 
the fame fervice, to the oppofite point of the 
bay; and the mafter was difpatched in the 
large cutter, in purfuit of a doublC^anoe, al¬ 
ready under fail, making the lieft of her way 
9uc of the harbour. He foon came up with 
tier, and by firing a. few mufkets drove her 
on fhore,and the Indians lift tier: this hap¬ 
pened to be the canoe of Omea, a man wlio 
bore the title of Orouo, He was on board 
himielf, and it would have been fortunate, if 
Our people had fecured him, for his perfon 
was held as facred as that of the king. Da¬ 
ring this time, Captain Cook was preparing 
.to go albore himfelt at the town of Kavaro* 
ah, in order to fecure the perfon of K ariopoo, 
befiM'e he fhould have time to withdraw Urn- 
felf Co another part of the ifland, out of our 
xweb. This appeared the muft effedloat Oep 


that could be taken on the prefent occafioni 
fvr the recovery of tlie boat. It was the 
meafure he had invariably purfued,ln fimiiar 
cafes, at other iflands in thefe feas, and it had 
alwayf been attended with the defired fuccefs i 
ill fa^, It would be difficult to point out any 
other mode of proceeding on thefe emergen¬ 
cies, hkely to attain the object in view. We 
had reafon to fuppofe, Chat the king and his 
attendants hitd fled when the alarm was firlt 
given : m that cafe, it was Captain Cook's in¬ 
tention to fecure the large canoes which 
were hauled tip on the beach. He left the 
(hip about feven o’clock, attended by ihe lieu¬ 
tenant of marines, a ferjeanc, corporal, and 
feven private men t the pinnace's crew were 
aifo armed, and under the command of Mr. 
Rnbeit?. As they rowed towards the Ihore, 
Captain Cook ordered the bunch to leave her 
ftaiion at the weft point of the bay, in oidcr 
to affift his own bo.at. I bis is a circumftancs 
worthy of notice; for it cla^ly fliews, that 
he W .15 nut nnapprehenfive oF meeting with 
refift.mce from the natives, or unmindful of 
the necelTary preparation for Che fafety of 
himfelf and his people, 1 will venture to 
fay, that fri>m the appearance of tilings juft at 
that^time, there was not one, befide'ltimfelf, 
judged that fuch precautiim was abfcliitely ' 
rvquifite: fo little did his condudl on the occa* 
fion, bear the marks of r;>fhnefs,or a precipitate 
fclf confidence! Ha landed, with the marines, 
at the upper end otche town of Kavarqali: the 
Indians immediately flocked round, as ofiCit, 
li'l Z 
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^ (h«w«d him Che cuftomary marks of ra- 
£iaft| by pmftracing themfclves before him. 
There were no figns of hoftilicies, or much 
alarm among them. Ghpcain Cooki however, 
did not f^m willing to truft to appearances ; 
but was particularly attentive to the difpofi- 
tion of the marines, and to have Chen kept 
dear of the crowd* He firt\ enquired for 
the king's Tons, two youths who ^ere much 
attached to him, and generally his compani- 
6d$ on buardi Mcffengvrs being font for 
them, they fnon came to him, and inforpning 
him that their father was aileep, at a houfe 
not far from them, he accompanied them 
thither,and cook ihe marines along with them. 
As he palled along, the natives every where 
proflrated cliemfelves before him, and feemed 
to have loH no part of that refpeft they had 
always Ibewn to his perfon. He was joined 
by feveral chiefs, among wliom was Kanynah, 
and his brother Kodiowrooah, They kept 
the crowd in order, according to their ufual 
cunom ; and being ignorant of his intention 
in coming on Ihorc, frequently alked him, if 
he wanted any hogs, or otlier provifinns i he 
told them, that he did not, and thut his bufi* 
nefs was to fee the king. Wl>cn he arrived 
at the houfe, he ordered fome of the Indians 
to go m and inform Kariopoo, that he wait¬ 
ed without to fpeak with him. They came 
out two or three times, and infread of return* 
ing any anfwer from the king, prefented fom^ 
pieces of red cloth to him, which made Cap* 
tain Cook fufpeA that he was not in the 
hoiilb) he therefore defired the lieutenant o^ 
fflarmes to go in* The lieutenant found the 
old man jull awaked from fleep, and feem- 
ingly alarmed at the meflage j but be came 
out without hefuarioti* Captain Cook took 
him by the hand, and in a friendly manner 
aOced him to go on board, to which he very 
readily confented. Thus far matters appear¬ 
ed in a' favourable train, and the natives did 
not feem much alarmed or apprehenfive of 
hufrihty on our fide ; at wliicli Ca|>tain Cook 
exprefTed himfelf a little lurprized, laying, 
that as the inhabitants of that town appeared 
innocent of Healing tlie cutter, he (hoiUd nut 
molell them, but that lie muH get the king on 
board. Kariopoo fat down before his door, 
and was furrounded by a gre.ic crowd: 
Kanynah and ^his brother were both very 
adlive in keeping order among them. In a 
little time, however, the Indians were ob- 
ferved arming themfelves with long fpears, 
clubs, and daggers, and putting on thick 
mats, which they ufe as armour. This hoUile 
appearance increaled, and became lyore 
alarming, on the arrival of two men in b 
canoe from Che oppofite fide of the bay, with 
the news of a chief/ called Kareemoo, having 
been killed by one of the Difeovery's boats, 
>.i their paflage acrofs : theybad ^ delivered 


this account to each of the (hips. Upon that 
information, the women, who were fitting 
Upon the beach at their breakfaH, and con- 
verfing familiarly with our people tn the 
boats, retired, and a confufed murmur 
fpread through the crowd. An old pried 
came to Captain Cook, with a cocoa nut in 
his hand, whicli he held out to him as a pre* 
fent, at the fame time fmging very loud. He 
was often defircd to be fUenc, but in vain: 
lie conimucd impuriunato and croublcfome, 
and there was no fuch thing as getting rid of 
him or his noife: it feemed as if he meant to 
divert their attention from his countrymen, 
who were growing mure tumultuous, and 
arming themfelves in every quarter. Captain ' 
Cook being at the fame time furrounded by a 
great crowd, thought his lituatiun rather ha¬ 
zardous : he therefore ordered the lieutenant 
of marines to march his fmall party to the 
water-fide, where the boats lay within a few 
yanls of the fhore : The Indians readily made 
a lane for them to pafs, and did m.t offer to 
interrupt them. The diftance they had tn 
go might be fifty or fixty yards; Captain Cook 
followed, having hold of Kariopoo’s hand, 
who accompanied him very willingly; he was 
attended by his Wife, two font, and ieveral 
chiefs. The croublefome oIJ pneH followed, 
making the fame favage noife. Keowa, the 
younger Ton, went dircdlly into the pinnace, 
expe^ing his father to follow; but juH as tie 
arrived at the water-fkie, his wife threw her 
arms about his neck, and, with the nfTiHance 
of two chiefs, forced him to fit down by the fide 
of a double eanoe. Captain Cook expoHu. 
lated With them, but to no purpofe; they 
would not fuffer the King to proceed, telling 
him he would be put to deatli if he went on 
board the Ibip Kariopoo, whofe condu^l 
feemed entirely refigned to the will of otliers, 
iiung down his head, ud appeared much dif- 
treffed. 

While the king was in this fitaation,achief| 
well known to us, of the name of Cubiv 
obferved near, with an iron d.igger, partly 
concealed under his cloke, fcemingly, with 
an intention of dabbing Captain Cook, or the 
lieutenantlif marines. The latter propofed to 
fire at him, but Captain Cixik would not 
permit it, Cuho clofing upon them, obliged 
the officer to (trike him witli his piece, which 
made him retire.* AnoClier Indian laid hold 
of the ferjeant's mufleet, and endeavoured, to 
wrench it from him, but was prevented by 
the lieutenant's making a blow at him. Cap¬ 
tain Cook, feeing the tumult increafe, and 
the Indians growing more dating and 
refoliiie, obferved, that if be were to take 
the king off by force, he could not do it ^ 
without facrificing the lives of many of his 
people^ He then paufed a little, and was on 
the point of siviog bis orders to reimbark, 

when 
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When a man threw a (lone at him, which he 
returaeil with a difcharjte of fmall (hot, 

* (with which oiic bai'rel of hi$ double piece was 
loaded). The man, having a thick jnac before 
him, receiveti little or no hurt: he brandifhfd 
his (pear, and tlireateneJ to dart it at CapMiu 
Cook, who be\ng (liil unwilling to take away 
his life, inClead of firing with ball, knocked 
him down with his mulket. He ex{)Oituiated 
Itrongty with the molt forward of the crowd, 
upon their turbulent behaviour. He h»id given 
up all thoughts of getting the king on board, 
as it appeared impra^lir ible; and liis care %vas 
then only to zA on the defenfive, and to 
fecure a fafe embarkation for hi:^ fmall 
part/, which was clofely preifed by a 
body of feveral thoufand people. JCeowa, 
the king’s ion, who was in the pinnace, 
being alarmed on hearing the hrll firing, 
was, at his osvn entreaty, put on (hore again ; 
^for even at that time Mr. Roberts, 
who commanded her, did not apprehend that 
Captain Cook’s perfon was in any danger: 
otlierwile he would have detained the prince, 
tvliich, no doubt, would have been a great 
check on the Indians. One man w;)S ohferved, 
behind a double canoe, in the .ndlio-i of dart¬ 
ing his fpear .at Ciptaiii C(H)k, who was 
forced to fire at him in his own defence, but 
happened to kill .another clofe to him, equally 
forward in the lumuU: Che feijeant obferving 
that lie had milfcd the man he aimed at, re- 

* g 

cetved orders to fire at him, wiiich he did, 
and killed him. By this time, the im- 
petuofity of the lndi.ins was fomeivhat ret 
preifed ; they fell hack in a hmly, and fc-rmud 
daggered : but being pu/he<i oq by tliole be¬ 
hind, they returned to the charge, and 
poured a volley of (l^Hies among iliei marines, 
who, without waiting for iirders, returned 
it with a general difcharge of mulketry, 
which was indantly followed by a lire from 
the boats. At this C.4ptatn Cook wa$ heard 
to exprefs liis adooifhmeiit: he waved his 
hand to the boats, called tc^ them to ceafe 
firing, and to come nearer in to receive the 
marines. Mr. Kobeits immediately brought 
the pinnace as clofe to the (hore as lie could, 
without grounding, notwbhftanding the 
(bowers of (lones chat fell among the people: 
but Mr. John Williamfon, the hcutenani, 
who commanded in tlie launch, inllead of 
pulling in to the afOAance of Capc-in Cook, 
withdrew his boat fuither off, at the moment 
that every thing feems tn have depended upon 
the timely exertions of chnfe in the boats. 
By his own account, he millook the Agnal: 
but be that as it may, this circumHance ap*, 
pears to me, to have decided the f;ttal turn 
•f the affair, and to have removed eveiy 
chance which remained with Ca|>cain ON»k, 
of efeaping with his life. The bufmefs of 
laving the marines out of the water, in confe- 
queace of tliat, fell altogother upon the pin¬ 


nace s which thereby bccanie fo miich erouded, 
that Che crew were, in a great meafure, pre¬ 
vented from ufing their hre-arms, or giving 
wiiat alliRance they other wife might have 
done, to Captain Cook ; fo that he feems, at 
the molt critical point of time, to have 
wanted the alTiltance of both boats, owing 
to cue removal of the launch. For not- 
withftanding* that they kept up a fire 
on the crowd frotn die fituacion to which the/ 
removed in dut boat, the faulcunturion which 

enfued ou her being withdrawn, to fay the 
leaft uf It, mail have prevented the full eff^idt, 
cluat the pi'utniK co operation of the tw’o 
boats, according to Captain Cook's orders, mull 
have had, taWariU the prefervatlun of liim* 
feif and l^s people. At th«ic time, it was Co 
Che boats alone that Captain Cook had co look 
for his fafecy ; for wlien the marines had 
fired, the Indians rulhcd among them, and 
forced them into the water, where four of 
Chenci were killed: their lieutenant was wound¬ 
ed, but foitunaCcly efcaped, and was taken 
up by Che pinnace. Captain Cook was tlien 
the only one remaining on the rock: he was 
obferved making for the pinnace, lioldmg his 
left liand againd the back of his head, to guard 
it from the ilones, and carrying his mufquec 
under the other arm. An Indun was feea 
foUowing him, but with caution and timi¬ 
dity ; for he ilo[)ped once or twice, as if un* 
detennined to proceed. At la(l he advanced 
upon him unawares, and withalatge club, 
or common Hake, gave him a blow on the ' 
balk of Che head, and then preciphately re¬ 
treated. The ftroke feemed to have fl untied 
Captain CiMik : he daggered a few paces, ctien 
fell on his liand and oye keet, and diopped 
his mufquct. As he was rifing, and before 
be cnulil recover his feet, another Indian 
dabbed htm in the back uf the neck with an 
iron dagger. He then fell into a bke of wa¬ 
ter about knee deep, where others crowded 
upim him, and entleavouied to keep him 
under ; hot firuggling very (Irongly with 
them, he got hit head up, and cafting his look 
towards the pinnace, (bemed to ( 61 'fictt aflilt- 
ance. Tlvnigh the boat was not above five 
or fix yat ds difianc from him, yet from the 
crowded and confofed Rate of the crew, it 
feems it vi as not in their power to fave him. 
The Ind -lus got him under again, but in 
dee)>er w.iter : he was, fwwever, able to get 
his head up ome mure, and being almod 
fpent in tlie llruggle, he naturally turned to 
the rock, and was endeavouring to fupporc 
himfelf by it, when a favage gave him a blow 
with a club, and he was fecn alive 00 more. 

' They liauled him up lifelefs on die rocks, 
whei e iliey feemed to take a lavage pleafurc 
in ufing every barbarity to ids dead body, 
frutchmg die daggers uui of each other's 
h.inds; Co h;y/e the horrid fatisfodlion of pie^c- 
iog the fallen viAIni of their batbardus rage 
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May 15. 

E ARI> counfel further on the Stuur- 
bridse Canal bill.—After the Cfunfcl 
had withdrawn^ 

l.ord BathurR wifhed th^'the qiief- 
lioHi whether or not a proprietor of higher 
grounds had a free and uncoiitrollahlc riglic 
to divert the coorfe of a rivulet or ftream Co 
detriment of the proprietor of loWer 
groundf, might be referred to the Judges for 
ihetr opinion. 

Lord Loughborough, in a few words, de- 
monibrated that there was no necefTi.y for fuch 
reference, as the point liad always been con- 
^dered a decidtsd one, that a proprietor of 
grounds might do wliat he pleafed with the 
water which palled through them; but that 
if he injured Che iiitereRs of his neighbours 
by fo doing, an a6bun of CFefpafs lay ag.iiiill 
him. 

The Houfe then proceeded to hear Counfel 
in the caufc. Adjourned. 

May 16. 

Lord Dudley addrelfed their Lordfhips. 
He wa^ anxious, in the firR inRance, to 
wipe away the imputation which Iiad been 
thrown upon the bill by its enemies, who 
had called it a job, his Lordlhip's job. The 
fadt was fo far the contrary, that 11 was with 
great difficulty ' he had been induced to give 
Ais aflent to the fcheme j and it was ifter 
very mature deliberation, and a full convic. 
tionof its utility, that he had patronized it, 
after an exaininaii<¥i of every part of the 
plan —Tlie proprietors of the collieries, in 
the line through wliicli the canal would pafs, 
to the number of thirty, fo far from coiifu 
dering that his Lordlhip wanted to cRabhfh 
a monopoly for Ins own coals, were Chem- 
felves the greateR advocates for tlie bill. A 
noble Lord [Lord Foley] who was fkif- 
fefled of very great property in the neigh* 
bourhood, was ori^nally againR the bill; 
but after weighing the plan, and confidering 
all its confequences, was become an advo* 
cate for it, and had taken an adtive part in 
that Houfc in its favour. His Lordlhip then 
entered into a very diffofe defence of the bill, 
and anfwered evei*/ objedlion tliat liad been 
raifed, and particularly adverted to the ar¬ 
ticles of coal and lime, which would be dif* 
tribuced through the wliole a>unty by means 
of the canal. He concluded with moving, that 
the bill might be referred to a Committee, to^ 
receive any amendments that might be ne- 
ceflary. 

The Bifbop of LlandafT confidered Che bill 
in a very dUTereut point of view. Its public 
ncility was wry doubtful 2 its« private inju¬ 


ries were certain. Suppofe, faid the learned 
Prelate, that the town of Bromfgrove and its 
vicinity (hould be benefited zoool. perann. 
and the private injury was only 500I. per 
ann. furcly that was fuAicient ground for 
ohje^fing CO the bill ; hecaufe parliament 
would never benefit one clafs of men to the 
prejudice qf another. His Loi'dfhip's fpeech 

was delivered in very elegant and logical 
terms, direAed in the moR pointed manner 
againR the bill. 

The BKhop of Salilbury alfo fj^oke with 
great energy againR the bill 

At half alter feven o’clock the Houfe di¬ 
vided, when there appeared for committing 
the bill,

Cimfequently Che bill was thrown o\|^ and 
the Houfc immediately adjourned. 

May 22, 

The Royal Aflent was given by commif- 
fion to the bill for appointing Commiflioners 
Co carry into execution the Lind tax of 17S5 
—the Scotch Schools bill—the Newfoundiand 
filhery bill—the Margate Play-houfe biil— 
the Coventry canal bill—and to thirteen 
public and eight private bills. 

The order of the day being read, that tlie 
bill for appropriating one million annually 
for the extin^ion of Che national debt, be read^ 

Lord Loughborough hoped that tlie bill 
would be printed for the ufc of tlieir Lord- 
ftiips. Being informed, however, by Lord 
BathurR. that it was contrary to the cuRom 
of the Houfe to print a bill of that nature, 
the queRion on the motion was put, and iC 
was agreed that the bill ihould be committed 
on TIjurfday next. 

Earl Stanhope, in confequence of their 
lainlfhips fummons on the prefent bufiRefs^ 
though the future difcuflion of it was to be 
poRponed to Thurfday, could not help Rat. 
ing Ids obje£liuns to the plan; tliat no mea* 
fure had beei)^^dopCed, or was likely to be 
adopted, in order to fecure its permanency, 
<and confequently that clfe^l which it was in¬ 
tended to produce. He reafoned with re* 
fpe£t to the perfeflior of his own fyRem in 
this point of view, and went into a general 
detail of it. The plan he had laid down was 
exempt from thofe objections which naturally 
rofe from the fcheme in agitation, relative 
to the temptation tliat ambitious miniRers 
%‘ouid lie under, of availing tliemfelves of a 
number of thofo reliefs, and of various pecu¬ 
niary refources which would naturally^ ac¬ 
crue in the courfe of a few years from its 
adoption. Every means ought therefore to 
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M employed to prevent this evil. For this 
purpufe he faw only one mode of fecnrityi 
. which was fo to cunnedt the^public creditor 
witli the llate, as to render it impracticable. 
Having made a motion to this elfeCtp 

Lord Camciford refilled its being adopted 
in the prel'ent Itage of the bufinelsi as a re- 
foluiion of the Houfe. 

Lord Sydney exprelfed many obligations 
to the noble £^1 (Stanhope), but was for 
moving the previous quelliun on tlie mo« 
lion. 

Lord Loughborough had not made up his 

mind fufhctently to the prefent motiuDi and 
hoped the confiderat'ion of it might bepolV 
poned to fome other occation. 

The Puke of Richmond oppnfed the le- 
giOature adopting any permanent fyllem as 
unconftiCucional, and as tending to deprive 
future legillators of theii' right. 

Lord Stormont was fur a fubfet^uent dif- 
cultion of the refolution. 

Earl Stanhope liaviug little hopes of car¬ 
rying Idb motion on any fubfequent day^ faid, 
that he wifhed it to Rand on the Journals of 
the iluufe. Were the previous qucllion put 
on it, he Ihould not obtain the objeCt 

The qucltion was then put on the originnl 
motion, and it was, without a divifion, ne¬ 
gatived. 

The Duke of Richmond moved, that there 
fhould be laid before the Houfo, a copy of 
the report of the Select Committee of the 
Houfe of Commons, wliiiih rouuun was 
agreed to. 

May 15. 

The anfwer to their Lordfhips mefl^e to 
the Houfe of Commons on theiSurplus bill, 
declining the tranfmiRinn of any grounds of 
judgment on which they had palled thb above 
bill being read, a ihort converlatiun t(x>k 
place, relative to the Houfe refolving itfclf 
into a Committee that day fur the further con- 
fideration of it. • 

Lord Stormont appealed to their Lordlhips 
feuciments of propriety, wlicther fuch a 
meafttie would be decent, and ufl^ed their 
LonKhips, whetlier they were prepared to 
go blindfold into a mcafure, with refpeCl to 
^the grounds of which they had^een denied 
that information which tliey ha^ reafon to 
^ expeCl} and as none of his MajeRy's mi* 
\ nillers were in the Houfe at that period to 
^ anfwer any queftions ^ich might be fug- 
geded relative to it, lie chougtit it would be 
improper to' take .the bufineft into further 
confideration. 

Lord Sydney coming in fooii after, apo- 
logtated very fatisfaCtonly for his abljence, and 
declared htmfelf ready to give every infoima- 
licin in his power on the fybjeCl. He ex¬ 
plained the natpre of the bill, and hoped 


that thcT Lordfhips would find fufficieot rea¬ 
fon for adopting it. 

Lord Loughborough expref!^ much fu^ 
prife at the return to then* Lordfbips’ mef- 
fage from the Houfe of Commons. He had 
confidered that meffage as a miniflerial mea- 
fure,.] From what had pafled on Monday, be 
had every right to view it in that light ; and 
how th.iC mef&ge fhould have met with fuch 
a fate under all iM circumftinces, he was at 
a lofs to conjedhire. He hoped the noble 
Lord who had fpoken laR, would have at 
leid^the courage to explain it. 

Lord Sydney vindicated his conduA, and 
hoped tliat when the noble Lord threw any 
imputation on hts courage, he would do it 
in Uiofe pjaccs and in that manner in wlikh 
he could with moR propriety refent it. 

Lord Loughborough apolugifed to the no¬ 
ble Lord for what had fallen from him re- 
fpe^ing Ills courage. He had faid nothing 
tliat could in any refpefl injiue that part of 
his char.a£ler, of which be entertained as high 
an opinion as any man. 

Lord Cai'lifle oppofed the going into a Com¬ 
mittee without the grounds on wliich the bill 
was founded being laid before the Houfe. 

The motion being then pur, tliat the Houfe 
refolve itfelf into a Committee, it was agreed 
to without a divifion. * 

Lord Stormont then g.tve bis opinion at 
large on the bill. He next went into a mi- 
eiute difcufiion of tlie report of tlie Committee 
of Che Houfe of Commons, which he treated 
in tljp light of a pamphlet. He recapitulated 
the various arguments urged in the other 
Houfe againR tlie Ratenicnts contained m ic, 
and fugge|led ttiac the operations of France 
relative to its fortificatioiTs at Clicrburgh, and 
on the confinent oppofite to us, indicated 
w'arlike intentions; and that there was on 
this account no probability of our peace-efU- 
bliOiment being reduced. 

Lord Loughborough, in a fpeech of-fomo 
length, went into the detail of tite bill, and 
attempted to fhevv that it was founded m illu« 
five principles—It was a monument whicli 
had been built like a caille in the air, witltouc 
a foundation. He faid ic had already given a 
falfe rife to the funds, and this rife would of 
itfelf defeat the very objeA of the bill, as the 
Commiffionei's entruRed with the manage, 
ment of the furpLus mi^ buy at a rate 
much higher than the real value of tlie Rock, 
taken in comparifon with the propoitional 
value of other articles j for tlie fadl was, 
tliat fuice the fcheme ref^iedliag the finking 
fund had been agitated Rock had nfen, and he 
Siadc no doubt would 1 ife far beyond the va* 
lue of any other aiticle. 

The Duke of KicUmund attributed this cir^ 
cumRauce to the very cxtroorduiary balance 
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IB our favour on tha exchange> vhicli had 
Bmounc«d| in a certain periudj to no Ivfs a fuRi 
U*an ten per cepc. 

The bill was then read, and pafled in the 
Committee; after which the Houle was re- 
fumed and adjourned. 

May a6. 

This day his Majeity went in his ufurl fhce 
to the HouCe of Peers. As fo^n as the king 
was feated on the tlirune, i nielfage was fent 
to the Communs, commanding their attend¬ 
ance. Ill obedience to the loyal mandatOi 
the members of the lower Honfe appeal*^ at 
the bafi when their Speaker addrefTcd his 
Majefty as follows:

Mr. Sheridan dcfired to know whether 
there was any account in the Moufe ot the 
number ot licences which had been granted 
to perfons felling wine; and on it being 
hinted that there was not^ he moved, that 
there be laid before the Houfe an account of 
the number of wine licences granted within 
thefe U(l five years, which was granted. He 
Oicn wifhed to be informed whether the bill 
was meant to be printed $ and being anfwer* 
ed in the negative, he gave notice that he 
fliould, whenever the bill came to be de¬ 
bated, move for it to be printed, and at the 
fame time take the fenfe of the Houfe on the 
propriety of printing all lax bills. For his

The report of the Surplus or new Sink¬

The mottoik was agreed to; th« 
petition brought up and read; and after fottie 
converfation between Mr. Burke, Majdf 
Scott, Mr. Pitt, &c. the motion for heafiiw 
Mr. Haf^ngs by himfelf or Counfel palTeS 
unanimoully. The Houfe then refolved ttfelf 
into a Committee, ^te Hon. Mr. St. John hi 
the chair, for the purpofe of examining evi¬ 
dence on the bufincfs of Mr. Haftingi.

May 10. 

The order pf the day having been read fur 
hearing Mr. Haftinga in anfwcr to the lift 
charge againft him, prefented by Mr. Burke, 
Ml. Haftings was called in. When he got 
to the bar, he informed the Houfe, that as 
fonn as ever a copy of the charge waa deli¬ 
vered to him, which waa only on Monday, 
he had fet about drawing up an anfwcr to it* 
and ill that bufinefa he had been employed 
fmee, both night and day. He was confe- 
qiicntly almoll exhaufted with the fat!gub« 
which made him apprehend that he Ihould 
not have ftrength enough to read the whole 
of his performance: he therefore requefted 
that the Houfe would indulge him foTar as 
to fuffer him to deliver it in writing to the 
Clerk; adding, that he would receive thin 


pay off any Hock that fhould be at or above 
par, to be given as ufual by the Speaker, and 
not by the Comminioners, who, according 
to the prefent plan, were to be empowered 
by occafjonal A£ls of Parliament, to be pafTed 
for the purpofc, to ilfue the fatty. Upon 
this a converfation took place between Mr. 
Pitr, Mr. Fox, Sir Grey Cooper, Mr. Demp- 
fter, Mr. Sheridan, and others, in which the 
only ohjcfl that all appeared to have in view 
was, who fhould mull fcrupuloully guard 
againft any meafure that might bear even the 
femblance of a deviation from the ftrifl lit¬ 
ter of the engagementa made with the public 
creditors, under the faith of the ifation. Mr. 
Pitt atlaft obferved, that at the fubjefl waa 
delicate, and all claufea in a bill of fo much 
moment ought to be very maturely confider- 
cd before they were admitted, itawould be 
better for the Houfe to take time to confider 
oF the burmefs, than to adopt, in a hurry, 
what might be afterwarda found to be inju¬ 
rious to public Credit.

indulgence as a very great favour from the 
Houfe. His requeft was granted without 
any oppofitinn.

The Houfe went into a Committee to take 
into confideration the dutiy on battens and 
deals. 

Mr. Pitt faid, that perfons concerned in 
the trade had told him, that it would be more 
convenient, if an increafe of revenue were to 
be derived from battens and deals, that an 
addition to the prefent unequal duty fhould 
be made, than that any difcrlnalnationuf file 
fhould be adopted.

For as fuch Captaina were never 
known to ferve, they fhould be put upon the 
fuperanouated lift of Admirals; but inftead 
of this they had only their 4)iif-pay. Thia 
was ill-treating a defeription of men that 
deferved better treatment from their coun.* 
try. And for what ? he afkcd. For fighting 
our battleSi and preferviug the cxiftence of 
the nation. To them they were indebted for 
the places they (ilie Members) then polTrflcd. 
He then read a memorial from a Capt. Bro* 
die, who had been at the taking of fcveral 
places in the wars before laft ; had taken 
himfelf fevcral veftels, and fomcof fupcrio'r 
force 1 had loft an arm in the fervice; and 
yet he was not thought x proper objcR to be 
put on the fuperannuated lift. Afttr reading 
this memorial, he made two motions to the 
following purport: 

That an humble Addrefs might be prefent* 
cd to his Majefty, praying to adnyt that fuch 
Captains as were then put afidc, might be 
placed on the faid lift.*«*The other motion 
was CO raife the half-pay of the other Cap* 
tains from eight to ten (hillings per day. 

Captain Luttrell obferved there weregreft 
ohjcAs CO be done for the improvement of 
the uavy, which, he faid, (hould be fub* 
mitted to the conlidtraiion of the ooblr 
Lord (Lord Howr) who had checontroul of 
this department; and he trufted, from his 
being himfelf an officer, and his great abili* 
ties and experience in the profelhon, that he 
would fee great and tfTential regulations 
adopted. 

Captain Rowyer had no ohjcRion againft 
the adnutting ot (o gallant and deferving an 
offi^^er as Captain Brodie to be put upon the 
fuperannuated lift ; all hisobjcRion was, that 
it might he a precedent for a very impolitic 
innovation. 

Mr. Pitt agreed with what the Right 
Kon. Gentleman had obferved, and upon 
this principle moved the order of the day. 

Sir John Jarvis and Mr. Sheridan fpoke

Burkei and that gentlemafl had not thought 
proper tocall them to the bar, he apprehend¬ 
ed any Member might call fuch witneflrs to 
any point that might appear nrerffary to fa- 
tisfy the Houie as to the guilt or innocence of 
Mr. Haftingf. Mr. Burke gave his alfent, 
and Major Balfour was called to the bar. 

As this evidence fcemi d to give rather a 
new turn to the condu&of Mi. Uaftings, we

That he |ad refided in India upw?.rds of

the hulbandmen and manuUclurers flew on 
all (idcs from thrir dwellings, but after the 
defeat of the RohilUs and the death of their 
General, the Nabob Vizier iiTued general 
orders to proied the uativei, and accordingly 
they returned to their habitaiums; that by 
the treaty of peace which followed that war, 
it was ftipulated that the Rohillts ihould 
leave the country and aulsthc Ganges, which 
was accordingly done by about 40,oclb of 
them, including women and children; that 
they were uot molefted in their rcirrat; and 
that the country of Rohilcund, when he 
marched back, was in as good a Itate of cyl- 
tivation as when they entered it. Thefe arc 
the Unking Icaiures of Major Bajfour*s evi- 
deucc.

I'hr Houfe h^tving proceeded to take into 
fonhderation the uporton the Sulking Funil 
bill, 

Mr. ^ulteney faidi be bad a claufe to pro- 
pofr, which would render it very difficult for 
future Parliaments to defeat the operation of 
the bill; for 11 would make it neceffary that 
they (hould give thofe occaf^onal diredions to 
the Conimidioncrs, relative to the redemp¬ 
tion ol rapiul Aock above par, without 
which they could not under the laws now 
ill rxificiiu rrdecn) ^iiy.fi^ch Bock. The 
Udulc wd», that ill cdfc Pacliament (hould 
nrgled for a certain titnp to give thofe di* 
rections, the Commif&oneTS (hould be em¬ 
powered 10 redeem (lock above par, without 
any diredions. As the redemption mulhake 
pldce ill fiicli a cafci ,at a great lofs to the 
public, it was reafonable to prefume that 
thA claufe would compel Minillers to pro- 
pofe, as occafioQ (hould require, that the 
gropet^dirrdions (hould from time to time 
be given to the ConiinilTioners. He theo 
moved for leave to bring up .the claufe, 
which was granted; and, after having been 
twice read, it was admitted into the bill. 

Mr. Fox then propoled another claufe, 
which was, that the Commiditners might be 
permitted cu fubferibe fuch moneyas Siould 
be in their hands to any future loan. This 
he thought would be oneway of preventing 
any future Miniders from diverting this 
finking fund in time of war from the pur- 
pofes for which it was now going to be in- 
llitntfd, as they would have the fu)l benefit 
of this money the loan; and the public 
would be equally benefited, jnafmuch as 
this mode would keep down pro tanto tiie 
arcumiilalion of the national debt. By bor- 
hiwing from ourfelvci we could always bor¬ 
row on better terms than from others ; and 
we (hould be able to make A better bargain, 
inalmuch as the loan would be lefs by fo 
much, than if the Commiffioners were pre¬ 
cluded from fubfcribing. U a bonus war 
given upon a loan, then the public would 
lave as nmch upon it as would b^ due on the 
• fdtti fubfciibcd bv the Commiffioners. But 
ir was always to be underftoodi that thongh 
the public mould be the lender on thofe oc- 

cafinns, 
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etRontf a Ibould ht efta1)]inied to pay 
the intereft of what flfOuld be thus advanced. 

The Cha'flcellor d the Exchequer faid, he 
felt very grea(. pleafure in having it in his 
pdwer to ebneur with the right honourable 
Getttfemm; it was not often he could enjoy 
it; bnt the pleafure wal the greater on that 
iccountt The ckufe met his entire approbi* 
tion, and he hoped that the unanimit?'/ which 
ummited alt partiesi however differing on 
other pointSi m approving the principle of 
thh bilti v^opld be a kind of plcdge« that 
it would be held as facred by pofterity as it 
was bytheprefent geh'eritton, wher^ there 

appeared iiO other emdialion among the moft 
di^rdant partita than who fliould be mofl 
forward to fuppott the public credit. The 
claufe was then brought up and agreed to. 

Mr. Dempffer moved leveral daufes, which 
were reje^d i onfc ot them was for enafting 
• declaration, that the new Sinking Fund was 
of right the property of the public creditors, 
and ought to ffand pledged as an additional 
fAurily to them for the payment of the prin¬ 
cipal and intcreff on iheir debt. The obje^ 
or this claufe was to put it out of the power 
of future Parliaments to divert this fund from 
the purpofe of its cllabliflimcnt without a 
violation of public faith, which would be 
(bus pledged to the creditors. 

The CbancellorOf the Eyphequer faid, that 
the clfufc would amount at tpoff to a decla- 
ntion of the opihion of the prefent Parlia¬ 
ment, and could not be binding on its fuc- 
ceffors. The queftion was then put on the 
motion for bringing up this clapfe, which 
w^s negaftived by a majority of 104.

Gentleman had faid, that in thclaft year tfan 
land and maUtaxeshad produced 2,830,000], 
now he wifhed to know upon what autho¬ 
rity he had Aade fuch an affertion. It was 
well kqown that the affeffmeat of the land 
tax amounted to no more, including Scot¬ 
land, than twv millions tkir^/even thoufand 
pounds; the fixpenny duty beii^ dedu£led out 
of that fum, (here remained only 1,988,000!, 
net money paid into the Exchequer; the 
deficiencies on the malt-tax were propor- 
tionabiy greater; and therefore he was fur- 
prifed how the two taxes together could have 
produced £,830,0001. If fo large a fum was 
actually paid within the yesr, he was con¬ 
vinced that part of it muft have been an ar- 
rcar of a former year. 

Mr. Grenville replied, that when he ftated 
that the land and malt taxes had produced 
2,850,000]. he did not mean to be underftood 
to hold out an opinion, that fuch would pro^r 
bably be in future the annual produce ot tho 
tax on laud and malt; on the contrary, the 
report of the Committee of Accounts, on 
which the bill was founded, ftate^ the ave¬ 
rage produce of land and malt at a,6oo,ooo]« 
a year: and his only rrafon for faying that 
thefe two ubje^s had produced in onr year 
2,850,000]. was, that an honourable Mem¬ 
ber (Mr. Sheridan) had in a fpeech on the 
report of that Committee, afferted, that 
whenever the aHual produce of one year was 
unfavourable to the idea of a Sinking Fund, 
then the Committee took the average pro¬ 
duce; and that on the other hand, when the 
aflual produce was more favour^le, then 
the average produce was overlooked, and 
the inferences of the Committee were built 
on the former. In reply to that charge of the 
Hon. Gentleman, he had taken the liberty to 
ftate, thai^if it had been well founded, the 
Committee would have taken the land and 
raalc^taxps ar 2.850,000]. which they had 
afiually produced in one year; but inftead 
of that, (he Committee taking the average, 
t|ioiigh unfavourable to theobje£l which the 
Hon. Gentleman fuppofed them to have had 
in view, cllimated the annual produce at 
2,6oo,oool.„ooly.

With refped to ihe plan ot furtiRcations, he 
by no means confidcrcd the late diviRon of 
the Houfe as going the full Icd^h of wholly 
fetting afidc every feheme of thia nttare. 
Gentlemen had entertained a variety of 
femtment with refpe£^ to the eftimatet 
which bad been given in, and the fortiRca- 
tions propofeda but all feemed to agree, 
that the fortification ot our Dock-Yards was 
abfolutcly ncceffary. The old works which 
had been crc£led for Utat purpofc, were either 
fallen into difrepair, or, if put on their for* 
met Aoting, were inadequate to the end for 
which they were intended. It was therefore 
necclTary that they Ihuuld be put as Toon aa 
poiliblc on a rcfpcaabic looting, and that new 
works flioukl be immcdiaiely crewed for thg 
purpofes of fecurity. It had been his ioicn- 
tion, on a former occafion, to have forti¬ 
fied the I Hand in fuch a manner, and on fo 
extenlivea I'cdle, that iii the event oriiollility 
the nation iriight have htcu enabled to have 
carried nn a war with greater irccdom, and 
with more effeft than cvrr it had done. Va¬ 
rious fehemes of fortificaiion had been pro¬ 
pofed fur that purpofc. But in his general 
view he had been ihwajtrd. The negative, 
however, which the Hnuie liad given to the 
propolUiun on thatuicdhon, did not goto 
the length ot reje£lingaU fehemes of forlihca- 
tion whatever. The Houfe had not diceided, 
in every infiai ce, againfi the demolition of 
old works or the eretfion of new ones. In 
tills confidence he lliould move, ** That an

Mr* Hafley animadverted at fome length 
on the importance of that fifbery, not only 
as an article of commerce, but as a nurfrry 
of feamrn for manning onr navy, <Hid, as 

fuch, deferving everv encouragement. He

drank in grateful libations the health of the 
Minirter which fiamed the bill, with thee 
iirftes thee. 

In faft, every bill of the prefent admini-^ 
ilration had gone through as many tiaush^r- 
'inations as the infe^ in its progrefs to be¬ 
come a butterfly; and every one of them 
afforded a fjubdaiitial argument for the ne- 
celTiiy of his prefent motion, 

Hu next condem{ied the propofed tax on 
perfumery ; and enumerating the articles of 
lavender, milk of rofes, dec. faid that the 
Commiffioncps in didinguiihing the various 
particulars of taxation, muH be gifted by 
nature with the nofes of pointers; and then, 
alluding to Parliament, quoted the following 
pafTage from Pope’s Rape of the Lock : 

Our humble province is to tend the fair, 

** Not a ieli plcaling, tho* Ids glorious care; 
** To five the powder from too rude a gale, 

Nor let th* imprifon’d cirenccs exhale.” 

Mr. Sheridan concluded by moving, “ That 
the bill relative to a tax on perfumery be 
printed.” 

Mr. Rofe riid,che bad no particular ob- 
jc£^ion to the motion, but thought it was i II- 
timed, »nd would be ol very Imlc fcrvice. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer cxprcfT- 
cd himfclt happy that ihr day!* of taxation 
i were nearly at an end, as the revenue of the 
country was confiderabiy improved.

The Houfe went into a Committee on the 
Perfumery bill. Mr. Sheridan, Mr. Huffey, 
Mr. Courtenay, Lord Surrey, and Mr. Fox, 
fcvcrally fpoke agaiiiH certain clwfcain this 
bill, which in their opinion were not only 
abfurd, but even opprcffive in fo high a 
degree, that prefeription could not foften 
them, or plead in their favour; paiticulrtily 
that provifion whichinvelled theExcife with • 
power to enter at plcafure into the Houfe of 
the fubje^l, and to examine at will fueh anj 

fuch placci, and to force the purchafe of 

Hampi. 

Ml, Rofe contended, that ibis claufe had 
for precedent the fourth of George II. On 
which the Houfe divided, for the claufe 45; 
agaiiiHitig; mdjority30. 

Mr, Sheridan, with others, kififted that 
the penalty of tool, in default of felling any 
articlcwilhoutihc ilamp was loo high, whicji 
gave birth to the fccond divifion for the 1 ool. 
penalty: for it 37 j againft it 18 ; majority 21. 

Some new claufes were received, and the 
blanks fil]i*d up. 

Mr, Rofe, Mr. Dtindas, the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, and the Attorney-General, 
dec, fpukc in favour of the original claufes. 

May 24. 

Mr. Rofe prefented a bill for better fccu- 
ring the duties on flarch. As foon as it was 
read the firH time, 

Mr. Sherkian obfrrvcd, that any gentle¬ 
man who attended the Conimittce of yefter- 
day, Would be convinced of the neceflity of 
printing tax bills; he therefore moved, that 
the bill for regulating the duly on Harch be 
printed.

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©n which they have proceeded in pafTing any 
billy except where fuch Information has re- 
lutcd to ftated in fuch bill as^he ground 
and foundation thereof ; and that the Com- 
« mans think this rcafon fuiheient for ndt giv¬ 
ing, at this time, any furthh anfwer to their 
loffliips’ mclfagc.** 

Mr. Fox did not approve of an anfwer in 
fuch general terms; he argued thut iheir 
JLordlhips, who were to confirm by their af- 
fent iSi. funding hill, ihould, in order to 
-guide their decUions^ be iuiuilhed with mat¬ 
ter to convince them that the public means 
were adequate to fupport this meafure ; and 
if ilify did not fee the report of the Commit¬ 
tee upon which this matter was grounded, 
they had no pohtive pi oof before them, whe- 
tiicr the public were equal, or not, to the 
propoied meaiure. 

Mr. Gicnvillc made fume obfervations on 
the mode by which the public would be ena¬ 
bled to fupport this fyllcm in future. and 
then ihc motion was afTt uted to by the Houfe. 

On the third rr.idmg ot the bill for re¬ 
pealing cei'Ain ciaufes iii the late india hill, 
and for regulating thcjudicaluicof India, 

Mr. Fox Idle, not he laid to nppofe the 
bill in this late iUgr, but to enter his pintrfl 
againll it. Ji met with hisdiffent as rlla- 
blifhiag a |udic»uireanoiraloiisandunknown 
to the coiiliitntinn, niid as doing little where 
much was 10 be done- as repealing but a 
fuial] part wlierc nearly tlie whole was ob¬ 
jectionable. On the prefcni <icca(iun he did 
«iot nic to argue, but to protr/l ; but he 
could not but obferve, that miniOcrs in re¬ 
moving the ciaufes which were repealed by 
the prelent ac^, had fUcwti on what ft'ghc 
groiind.s they proceeded to the mod defperate 
incafuics. The compulfion on«gfmlemcn 
returning from India to make a full difclo- 
fiire of their eilefis, if not julbficd by flv>ng 
neceflity, was a piece ot tyranny, for iii- 
dance, unexampled in the hiltory of legifla- 
tion. That ncccirity, it appeared from their 
prefent conduft, did not txift; and from 
that condufl it was plainly to be infcircfl, 
that no confidence could be placed man ad- 
nuinflr.itioii, wb'u'h from fliglit cAiies could 
proceed to fuch dangerous innovations. 

Mr. Dundas defended his conduf^ in intro¬ 
ducing the prefent hill. The Right Hon. 
ircntlcman, he obferved, had himlclf al« 
iidgcd that lome change in the former bill 
w as neccirary. XheaUrratiou was now pro¬ 
duced, and before his objefiions were made, 
be ought (trd to have llafltd why, in the 
rourfe of two years, he had not introouced 
fomething better himfelf. The repeal of a 
claufc enforcing the difclofure of property 
was occafioned, he faid, not by any con- 
viftion of its impropriety, but merely on ac¬ 
count of the difguft which it had pccahone4 
in India. 

Mr. Fu:c replied, that it was a grange 
mode of reafoning to fay, that a pcxlon who

was not in the habit of bringing bills into 
that Houfcy (boisld, by omitting to bring in 
a bill on any fubje£l, be thereby difqualified 
from Itatiiig his objcftioiis i <0 what waS 
brought forward. 

Mr. Cicnvillc faid, it was imagined that 
the claufc refpefting the difclofure of pro¬ 
perty would not have occahoned any difeon- 
icnt, as itaiforded gcnilemcn returning from 
India an oppoitufntv to exempt thenifelvei 
fiom calumny and reproach. lie mcniinoed 
the cnndudl oi Lord Mac^rtuey a$ a proof of 
ihe jufticc of this obfervation. 

The bpcdker put the (juefHon, when the 
bill pafTed without a divifion ; and Mr. 
Diiiidas was ordered to carry it up to the 
Loids. 

'I'he Houfe then rrfoivcd itfcif into a Com- 
miitce on th? militia bill, when feveral 
amendments were made; alter which (he 
Houfe adjourned.

Mr. HuQcy could not affi nt to the motion, 
unlcis he knew the objcil ot it. In his opi¬ 
nion, it fell little fhort, in every rcfpc£l, of 
the bill for the difclofuie of private property- 

Lord heauchamp conceived the motion to 
be a very proper one. In bis opinion, it 
earned the objc^l in the face of it; it was no¬ 
torious, that public charities were made r 
job of, infomuch that they wxre become in 
that fenCe proveibial—He did not doubt but 
the order of the Houfe was in itfrlf fufHcient ; 
but led it fhould not prove fo, he did not fee 
the harm of paffing a bill that might enforce 
the cominahd of the Houfe m this particu¬ 
lar, which in his idea was not unworthy of 
their attention ; as he did not doub:, on ex - 
nvoation, things would appear in ihis line 
much to their furprizc, and far beyond tbeir 
conception. . 

Mr. Gilbert faid, as to ihcoTijeft of the bill, 
it was to fee how far the peilons eniruHed 
with charitable legacies had fulfilled the wiU 
qf the donor, as many thin;;s had come to 
his knowledge, that urged him to the enqui¬ 
ry in qticHion; but th^t when the bill Ibould 
bje pointed, it would, in bis opinion, meet 
the approbation of cverv bofom that could 
fympaihize with thediilrcircd, or that widird 
Lll to 
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te redrcfs the caufe of the injured, unable to 
procure redrefs in any other mode fo fpeedily, 
and perhaps, above all, foacfFcftually- 

The Matter of the Rolls agreed not only 
in the propKety, but in the humanity of thofe 
remarks.-—Charitable donations were m- 
creafed, if his information was right, above 
two-thirds, within the Jaft thirty years s be 
therefore wilbed to give every fucenur to the 
bill, which, in his opinion, it was entitled 
to, in every fenfe, ^ 

On the iuirndu£lion of the Greenland 
rifliery bill, a fhort convcrfation took place 
betwixt Mr. Sheridan and Mr. jenkinfon in 
point of order, which the Speaker decided. 
After wliicb, 

Mr. Huffey inlitted, that this bill gave 
immediate employment to a multitude 
of the poor, which ought to ^e the firft ob- 
jeft in every well regulated ^ate ; he then 
pointed out the many advantages that would 
arife from the continuance of the bounty on 
this fifbery, as a nurfery, or rather academy 
for our feamen, whom a noble Lord (Mul- 
grave) gave the preference to, in point of fkill 
and bardinefs. The principal arguments 
urged on this fubje^l tn a former debate, 
were recapitulated i> this. 

Mr. Dempttcr argued very ftrenuoufly 
againtt the diminuiirn of the bounty, which 
be reprefented as trifling, in comparifon to 
the profits that rcfuhcd from it. In the ac¬ 
count of this trade, the whalebone was left 
out, ho obferved, which brought in a very 
large fum, as he was well informed, by Mr. 
Fall, of Dunbar. He infilled, that in,the 
courfe of latt year, the quantity of oil or 
blubber imported, amounted to above 
10,000 tons, one half of which caide from 
Greenland ; with many other remarks, par¬ 
ticularly wifhing that witnciTcs might be 
beard at the bat of the Houfe on the Tub- 
jeft. 

Mr. Sheridan fpoketo the fame purpofe. 

Mr. Huttey then moved, that the further 
confideration of this bulinefs be deferred till 
this day fe*nnigbt, on which the Houfe di¬ 
vided, for the motion 36'* againtt it 
Majoiity 50. 

Mr. Dundas prefented a petition, requett- 
ing that leave be given to bring in a bill to 
enable the Eatt India Company to make ufe 
of their credit, dec. 

Mr. Fox objc6fed to the manner in which 
the bill was worded, as thereafons that gave 
birth to the .requctt| were not fet forth 
therein. 

Mr. Dundas^hen explained the reafons—«

As foon as the Speaker had leturned hack 
fiom the Houfe of Lords, to which the Com¬ 
mons had been fuznmoned by the Yeoman 
Ulhcr of the Black Rod, to attend his Ma- 
jefty, 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer faid, he 
had jutt drawn up a motion, which he believ¬ 
ed would meet the unanimous concurrence 
of the Ijoufe; and therefore he would not 
urge any argument in fupport of it; he then 
mos'cd that the Speaker be requetted to order 
the fpeech which he had this day made to 
his Majetty at the bar of the Houfe of lords,

Upon the order of the day for the fccond 
reading of* the Wine bill, 

it was urged by Mr. Fox, Mr. Sheridan, 
and Lord Beauchamp, that the counfcl who 
had been retained by the wine merchants 10 
oppofc the principle of the bill, had not re¬ 
ceived any of their inttru^ionr till Jaft night; 
and that they had declined appearing at 
the bar fo early as this day, for this rca- 
fon, which thejMlIedged, that it was im- 
poiliule for them, in fo fhort a fpare^of time, 
to prepare themfclvcs fo, that they fhould 
be able to acquit themfelvrs to their own 
credit, and the advantage of their employers. 
That the ground on which they meant to op¬ 
pofc the bill was not, that it was oppreffi^^* 
to extend the prnvifions of the E.xcifc laws; 
but that fucb was the nature of the wine trade, 

that 
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(hat however applicable the Excife Uwi 
night be to fpirits or other liquori) they 
were wholly inapplicable to wige: and in 
order to make out this porition» it was ne- 
teflary that the Counfcl IHould have time to 
receive ample in{lru£lions relative to all the 
ninuiite of that trade, which could not 
polTibly be the cafe in the interval of a few 
hours. 

Mr. Pitt, Mr. Dundas, Mr. Steele, apd 
the Attorney-General, on the other hand, 
Contended, that as notice had been given he* 
Jon the Eajier recefs^ of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer’s intention to put part of the wine 
duties under the management of the Board 
of Excife, the wine-merchants could not be 
faid to be taken by furprize; on the contrary, 
they had full time to take the principle into 
confideration; and if they had neglefled To 
to do, it was their own, and not the fault of 
thatHoufe; and the more fo, ai they had 
had the bill in their poHenion for a fortnight. 

It was alfo thought neceiTary that the bill 
Ihould pa(s through the Committee before the 
'WhitfuniidI rccefs, which it could not do, 
if the fecond reading (houldbe poAponed to 
Tuefday. Mr. Fox, flill anxious to procure 
the delay, offered to bind himfelf not to de¬ 
bate the principle of the bill till after the fe- 
cond reading; Mr. Sheridan made a Hmilar 
offer; and Mr. Pitt feemed willing to gra¬ 
tify them; but as ihefe two gentlemen could 
bind themfclves only, and not the reft of the 
Houfe, Mr. Pitt felt himfelf obliged to urge 
the fecond reading this day. The Houfe ac¬ 
cordingly divided on the motion for that 
purpofe; which was carried by a majority of 
levsnty-four.

Tke bill was accordingly read ; and an or¬

The Lord Advocate of Scotland movfd for 
the fecond reading of a bill for granting the 
privileges of Britilb-built Ihips to two Ihips 
belonging to a houfe in Giafgow, that were 
built in America fince the peace.

After this, a Ihort converfation between 
Mr. Put, Mr. Burke, and Mr. Francis took 
place on the mode of producing certain pa* 
pers with refpeft to the fubjrfk oh Mr. Haft- 
ings’ impeachment; and an order was direfl- 
ed to the Eaft India Dircflors, to deliver 
them to the Houfe.

The right honour- 
ablwMcinber, in a fperch of two hours and 
a halt, difplayed hU ufual abilitiea, and af¬ 
ter recapitulating ihortly, that Warren 
ings had, in violation of every tie of honour, 
and in defiance of exprefs agreemenu entered 
into, cxaflrd great Turns from Cheyt Sing, 
and wantonly, through a determined rnmity 
to him, endeavourrd to find means tu driir 
him .from his country, thereby bringing 
difgracc on Englilhmcii i he concluded wiih 
moving, That the Committee having heard 
the charge, and examined evidence thrrrio, 
were of opinion that it contained fnfHcicnt 
grounds for impcaching Warren HafiincK,

Ht was fccondcd by Mr. Francis. 

Mr. Nicholls defended Mr. Haltings, and 
faid, if he was guilty, the nobl Lord m the 
blue ribband was guilty in not bringing him 
to account. 

The Chancellor nf the Kxchr^jrr drclared 
that he Ibould take a general \icw ol the 

? |urftion; that he fhould draw his arguments 
rom the general refult as it impartially 
weighed in his mind, neither leaning to¬ 
wards the proficution on one h^nd, or en¬ 
deavouring to extenuate the fuppofed ertmi- 
nal on tfie other. Here the honourable Gen¬ 
tleman took an opportunity to criifure the 
vindi£ltvc fpiril with which the profrcution 
had been inllitmcd. The politics of India 
were involved in obfcuriiy, even upon the 
very fpot; how then was it polFihle lor gen¬ 
tlemen 10 form a clear and diAiit^ idea upon 
c\cry tranfaflion which was To did'iife and 
complicated ? He had, with as much alt, n- 
fion as could pnflibly appropriate from 
the other concerns ol Govcrnmint, endea¬ 
voured to invtfiigatc the grounds o( the 
charge now under confidcration, and he had^ 
made up an opinion upon it which was en¬ 
tirely fatisfa^oiy to his confctcnce. He ac« 
knowlcdged the talk was arduous, be would 
not fhriiik from it, but boldly avow his opi¬ 
nion, aa ai^honell man, whatever might be 
the confequencc. 

After this fxonlium, the honourable Cen- 
tlcman proceeded to Hate, that, upon the 
preftnt eqgniry, there aiole two quell ions.

On the hrii of thefe b'ranchfi it would be 
prrptllerous to alfm that there eituld exift a 
gO,vcriimem without a 'power to command 
‘refourcea in the time of exigency. All gu- 
vcrnmentirn the world, whether defpotte or 
*litnitid, mnftof neceffi y potrefa fuch power. 
Tht hilioryof our own country, under the 
Irudal (ylUmi waa a ftriking inClance of it. 
Without fuch a power indeed, no regular 
goverttment could exitt. 

** As to the fccond head, the conftitution of 
Aliatic principalities: it appeared to hi'rti 
that the land of the country, by a fort of 
feudal Ihicklc, wai bound to anfwcr every 
call which thc Nabob, Rajah, or Prince (by 
whatever title he was dillinguinicd) Hiuuld 
make upon the owners: nay, it was even a 
queftion in Indha, whether the Zemindar had 
any n..iural right to the fnil, or whether he 
and dll his under tenants were not confidercd 
merely in the light of Hewards to the Nabob 
under whom they held* 

He did not mrntion thefe circumftanccs by 
way ofgivi^ the Icatt approbation of them ; 
but he mull rcal'on upon the Aate of India in 
the fituation in which it rcally was, and 
not wiut tt ought to be. In this view of 
the coiillitiition, 'a< d the tenure on which the 
Rdjsh held, it was evident that Mr. Hailiogs, 
on behalf of the India Company, might law¬ 
fully call upon him fur afhllaiice whenever 
nccelTity required it. He tlicn adverted to 
the thud head, lumbly, The agrcemeiu be¬ 
tween Snjali ul Dowlah and Mr. Uallings, on 
the one part, and ChrytSing on the other. 

Hcic he entered into a variety ol forcible 
and ingenious arguments to Ihew, that ultho* 
by iliL agreenicat in qiiellion, a certain aiiiiual 
fum was Aipulatcd, alter paymciH of which 
the Rajdh was not to be called upon; ytt this 
was to be confidercd as a lort ol peace* clla- 
bllOimcnt, and by no means precluded Mr. 
Hallings liom calling for auxiliary aid, when 
the neceflttyof the empire demanded a gene¬ 
ral exertion. In order fully to clear up ^his 
point, he entered at large into the manner in 
which ihe territory of Hi narcs became in the 
pofTclIiimot CheytSing, by mranfol Bulwant.* 
lii<ng, his father.-^Hrrc the Hon. Genilcinau 
evinced a thorough and coniplcat knowledge 
of his fubjcfl: and very clearly proved, that 
the tenure by which he held, wis entirely 
fubordinatc, and therefore liable to all thofe 
rellrainta incident to fuch fituatiuns in India. 
As an auxiliary argument to fupport this opi¬ 
nion, he (hewed, that at ^period whftn^pi'* 
ren Haflingt had propofed to make the Rajah 
Dowlah eiitiicly independent, under a con- 
fidcration that it would Itrengihen his hands, 
he wai oppofed by a majority of the Council, 
and in particular oy Mr. Francis. 

• Having thus cleared his ground, he next 
adverted to the feveral Heps that Mr Haftings 


had taken to dnw from the Rajah the extra 
foppHea of money and troops; and read ex^ 
in&s from the fAcral tatnutes of the Council, 
Board at Calcutta, in which the Memberthtd 
acceded to the demand ofthenve larks hr 
three years; and even Mr. Francis himfrlf 
had goue fo far as to give bit coofent to hue 
the Rajah in one lack, aa a puniQiment for 
hiving neglc£le4 to comply with fuch de¬ 
mand. Nay, further, that Mr, Francis had 
a£lually, in the firlldnftance, given hia con- 
fient to threaten the Rajah with military exe¬ 
cution, if he made any further excufe or de¬ 
lay, with (his provifo, that *' he hoped the 
threat Hould be fufficient.” This Mr. Pitt 
urged was fairly recogniaing the power, al¬ 
though the blame was now entirely thrown 
upon Mr. HalUngs. Having thus made out 

the two |Kiricb>nf, viz. the right of calling for 
the aids in queltion, and the propriety in do¬ 
ing it; he then traced Mr. Uaflings liep by 
(Icp, until he arrived at the city of Benares, 
with I he avowed intension of enforcing com¬ 
pliance to his demands. 

And hero he came to the mod painful part 
of the talk impofed upon him by the duty that 
he owed to the caufe of Jullice. 

Mr.^Hadings knew, wlicn he departed from 
Calcutta, all the circumllanrcs that had at¬ 
tended the Rajah’s delay. .Hj therefore left 
that place with a full determination of infid- 
ing upon his demands being complied with, 
and with nuother iNTCNTipw whatever. 
Nothing new happened on his pafligr, except 
that the Rajah met him, and made the mod 
hamhlc fubmidlon-^a fnbmtin >n, which, by 
the wa\, Ihcwed the iubrior condition in 
)vhich be coiifidcred himfelf. When Mr. 
Hafiifl|s arrived at Benares, without taking 
any preparatory drpa, he determines to hoe 
him 50 lacks, (about half a million) and ar- 
reded him in bis palace, in order to enforce 
immediate payment. Here it was, that (he 
tranfa£lion affc£led Mr. H«dings-^allnwing 
him every merit in the previous tranfa^ions, 
and exculpating him ciiiircly from aiiytrimci 
on that fcore. Yet this was fuch a breach of 
faith—fueh a cruel opprelHon—fuch a heavy, 
exaflion—and upon the whole, aeondufl fo 
cruel, unjud, and opprrflive, that it was im- 
podible, he, as a.man of honour or honedy, 
or having any regatd to faith and confeitner, 
could any longer refill; and therefore he had 
fully fatisfied his enufeiener. That Warren 
Hadtngs had been guilty of fuch cnonnitica 
*and mifdeineanocs, as condiluccd a crime 
*ruflicient to call upon the jullice ol the Houfc 
to impeach him.—A greaucry from all parts 
of the Houfe, hear I hear I hear!—Mr. Hitl 
then went into fevcrTT^articuIar* of the fub- 
fcqurnt cooduft of Mr. Hadings, and excul¬ 
pated him from any charge. ^ 

The above ja only a faint Mea of the won- 
t ^rful difplay of oratuty, found fenfe and 
ftnfibility which Mr. Pitt displayed upon this

is fuppofed by the whole family to be a wo¬ 
man, and he is treated by the widow with 
extreme freedom, and by her uncle with 
fuch pointed allufions as to intenfe him, and 
he is forced to corrcfl his infolence. In bis 
equivocal ch8ra6lcr, however, ^le Widow 
pledges herfcll to marry him, and the fiAer 
anives critically to explain the fuppofed 
metamorpholis. 

This Farce has confiderable humour, and 
we have fi-ldom feen a trifle more ably exe¬ 
cuted.

money as the fee fimple of their land is worth 
for nothing, or worfe than nothing, for ill^ 
turns or real injuries done us! Thus, in 
friendfliip and in enmity, in peace and in 
war, America is a mill-ilone round the necks 
ol £nglinimeD, which no time norciicum- 
ilance can enable them to (hake oft I To mend 
the matter, the men whofc bounden duty it 
is to enable us to (hake off this intolerable 

burtben, this mill-itone, are the men who 
'are drawing the end tighter and tighter, and 
tying it with an indilfolublc knot*. Thus 
American.madnefs bids fair to be our ruin 
firft and lad. 

To make up this charitable donation to 
our dear American brethren, Knglifhmen are 
not to be taxed againil ihetr will, but, lite¬ 
rally fpeaking, with their own roiifent; that 
is, they a?e all to be tempted to turn gamc- 
fters, and then to be punilhcd for gaming in 
their own way. In i'ome cafes, the end 1$ 
(aid to fan^lify the means ; but in this cafe 
the end and the means damn one another. 

The Wtne Duty bill has been pulhed for¬ 
ward thr«/ a very thin Houfe, and gone 
into the Upper Houfe, where the Oppo« 
ficion has been but weak in numbers, how¬ 
ever ftrong in argument the few oppo- 
fing Membeis may have been. We believe 
many of the peopled representatives will 
dcaiiy repent their precipitate retreat to, 
their country-feats, while the Miniller

Whether this 
modilication or moderation on the Mjnifter’i 
part proceeded from the force of internal* 
repi^fentaiion of parties concerned, or of* 
foreign remoiiftraiiccs off the part (d the Km- 
prefs of Ruffia and the other Northern 
Powers, or from both thefccaufes co-operat¬ 
ing, we know not; but report has been cir¬ 
culated that the Czarina has renewed her 
commercial treaty with us. If the above ^ 
impoft was notknown to, and admitted by 
her at the time of figning, (he will probably 
•onfidcr it as in infradion of the treaty. 

Although the Miniftcr wii t^ice beat off 


from his fortification fcheme, he returned co 
the attack the third time, aiid fuec^cdcd to 
his wifhes fog \hc preftnt year, trulting to 
his future efforts and roatfoeuvi'es tor the 
completion of his plan the nAct aiid fucceed- 
ing years. This (hews hOw much'he regardi 
the frowns of Parliament, or even its open 
rebukes. ^ * 

The £aft-India regulating bill has given 
the Mfmfter a great deal of trouble in carry* 
ing it through ; tgjt we believe it will give 
him molt trouble of all in'earrying it into 
execution. 

The new Eaft-India Loan bill, too, gives 
no luirill trouble in its paffage through Par¬ 
liament. It fccinsto be a medicine obtruded 
upon the patient againft the gram by a phy« 
lician ill whom the patient has no gredt faith. 
Probably Company would find its way 
much better in commercial and civil affairs^ 
if Miniftrrs would not meddle at all with 
them. The Company flounfhed, profpered, 
and grew great, ixfpeftable at home, and 
fotmidahic abroad, till the griping, rqurer- 
ing hand of Miniflry was flrctchcd ouc 
agdinft them, to ftidre tnrir profits, and anni¬ 
hilate their power of clrdling Dir(£lors out of 
their own body to manage their own affairs* 
Every touch of the miniltcrial hand laid upon 
them fincc has proved like a mortal ftroke 
upon their vital part, which all the efforts of 
the Lcgifldturc and of Mjmftry fince have not 
been able to remedy or do away. T^e Com¬ 
pany never will thrive while the prcfcni rc- 
ftraints remain upon them; but will grow 
«woirc and woifc until they aiereftored to 
their former ffa'c, or fomethlng near it, fub* 
j*6t to a very few rcllrdintJ*, and thofe re- 
ipefting their military affairs only. 

The Crown lands have l>cen recommend¬ 
ed to the confideration of the Houfe at a Utc 
feafon of the year, wheij every niaivin it was 
panting and gafping ft ro fpcedy deiivcuiice 
from tf.e bufineis alteadycrowded and accu¬ 
mulating on their hands 1 What His Majefty *6 
Miiuiters mean by giving this advice totheic 
Maftcr we Cannot conceive.

Stockholmy May 4 . 

T he following important'hiiloricalanec¬ 
dote is worthy of being made public 
It Is well known that the great GuRavus 
Adolphus, King of Sweden, pertlhed at the 
I»ttlc of LutaCn, whieh he gained on the 
16th of November 163a; but nothing pofi* 
tjwe was known as to the circumftances of 
ins death. S^me pretended that Cardinal 
KIchelieu was the author of it; otbtrs, that 
he wasaiTalTinatcd by Duke Albert ofLauen- 
bourg, one of his GencraU* who was himfeJf 
killed by the Auftrians; but a letter has 
been lately found in the Archives of Sweden, 
which explains that mclanchoW event quite 
ID another manner. * It is dated January tq, 
and addreffed by Mr. Andre Goedg- 
ing, Provoft of the Chapter of Wexio* in 
Sweden, to Mr. Nicholas Hawedfon Dahl, 
Secretary of the Archives of this kingdom, 
and is as follows, via. “ While I was in 

Saxony, in ^6871 f •'■PPY 
vered the circumftancea of the unfortunate 
askd of the King Guilavus Adolphus. That 
great Piince went out without any other at- 
icndant than a valcA to difeover the enemy : 
• thick fog prcveniLd his perceiving a de« 
aachmeot ^ AuArtan troops, who fired and 


wounded him, but did not kill him; the 
valet, who helped the king to get back to his 
camp, finifiicd him with a piftol, and took 
a pair of fpeflsctes, which that Prince always 
wore, he being very near-fight ed : 1 bought 
thofe rpeflacles of the Dean of Lauenbourg. 
Whilft I was in Saxony the murderer of the 
King was v»y old, and drew near his end ; 
remorfe for m atrocious an aflion was 1 con¬ 
tinual ^orment to him. Thcfe circumllances 
1 bad from the mouth of the Dean himfclf, 
of whom I bought the {pe6lscles, which | 
have depofited among the Archives of 
Sweden.**
